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IT  is  always  happy  when  private  amufement  can  be 
made  fubfervient  to  general  convenience.  Having 
enjoyed  a  pleafure  in  coUedting  the  Treaties  between 
Great  Britain  and  other  nations,  in  adjufting  their 
dates,  and  in  comparing  their  provifions,  I  prefumed 
to  think  that,  were  I  to  publifh  the  refult  of  my  en- 
quiries, ftatefmen,  whofe  duty  leads  them  to  confult 
national  conventions,  might  find  an  utility  where  I  had 
difcovered  the  gratifications  of  refearch  and  acquifi-* 


^on. 


Without  the  correfpondence  of  Du  Mont,  the  learn- 
ing of  Barbeyrac,  or  the  zeal  of  Rouflet,  it  had  been 
cafy  to  print  a  voluminous  coUeftion  of  treaties.  My 
obje6t,  however,  was  not  to  make  a  big  book,  but  an 
ufeful  book ;  a  commodious  feleftion,  which  might  lie 
handily  on  the  table,  and  be  readily  infpefted.  With 
this  defign,  I  have  printed,  in  the  following  Iheets, 
thofe  treaties  which  are  moft  frequently  perufed :  I  have 
referred  to  thofe  treaties  which  are  often  confulted. 

The  colleftions  of  national  conventions,  which  were 
publifhed  at  fucceflive  periods,  and  in  different  coun- 
tries^ have  not  been  always  conveniently  arranged,  or 
accurately  printed,  at  the  fame  time  that  they  were 
univerfally  allowed  to  be  ufeful.  They  generally  fol- 
lowed^ indeed,  a  chronological  order.    But,  from  the 
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vaft  mafs  of  difcordant  matter,  it  was  often  a  difficult 
tafk  to  collect  the  treaties  which  belonged  to  any  par- 
ticular nation,  or  to  adjuft  the  ftipulations  which  re^ 
lated  to  any  fpecified  fubjeft. 

In  the  following  colleftion,  I  have  preferved  a  chro- 
nological order,  while  I  have  brought  together  the. 
treaties  which  at  various  times  have  been  formed  with 
each  different  nation.  Without  any  ftrong  motive  of 
choice,  I  began  with  Ruffia,  in  the  north ;  I  regularly 
proceeded  to  the  fouth  of  Europe ;  1  diverged  after- 
wards to  Africa  and  Afia ;  and  ended  finally  in  Ame- 
rica. I  flatter  myfelf  this  arrangement  will  be  found 
commodious.  To  the  treaties,  which  belong  to 
each  particular  country,  and  which  form  a  diftindt 
head,  I  have  prefixed  a  chronological  inddf  of  pricM* 
treaties,  for  the  purpofe  of  tracing  a  principle  of  con- 
nexion, and  fhewing  where  thofe  preceding  conven- 
tions may  be  found.  The  ufefulnefs  of  this  prefatory 
index  will  be  acknowledged  by  thofe,  who  having  been 
engaged  in  much  ftudy,  or  in  much  bufinefs,  have  felt 
the  happinefs  of  knowing  where  to  lay  one's  hand  on 
the  thing  that  the  preflure  of  the  moment  required. 
But,  the  brevity  which  I  prefcribed  to  myfelf,  did  not 
allow  me  to  fwell  this  prefatory  index  with  the  mention 
of  every  agreement,  either  for  the  hire  of  troops,  or  the 
performance  of  temporary  flipulations.  1  was  direfted 
by  my  notions  of  utility,  either  in  publifhing  fome 
treaties,  or  in  not  mentioning  others.  The  public, 
whofe  convenience  I  have  endeavoured  to  promote, 
and  to  whofe  opinion  1  refpeftfully  fubmit,  will  ulti- 
mately determine  whether,  in  making  this  feleftion, 
I  have  been  diredled  by  judgment,  or  by  caprice. 

The  firfl  treaty  which  was  ever  publifhed  in  this  na- 
tion, by  authority  J  was  the  treaty  with  Spain,  in  1604, 
which  was  conducted  by  Sir  Robert  Cecil,  the  firfl  Lord 
Salifbury,  with  fuch  wonderful  talents  and  addrefs.  No 
treaty  was  printed,  without  authority,  during  any  preced- 
ing period.  It  had  been  extremely  dangerous  for  pri- 
vate 
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vatc  perlbns,  in  the  reign  of  King  James,  in  the  for- 
mer, or  in  the  fubfequent  reign,  to  have  publilhed 
treaties  with  foreign  Powers;  becaufe  to  have  done 
this  had  been  conlidered  as  meddling  v/ich  matters  of 
ftate,  and  punifhed  as  an  infringement  of  prerogadve. 
The  treaties  of  Qharles  I.  were  pnblilhed  by  audiority. 
Cromwell  made  many  treaties,  becaufe  he  was  anxious, 
like  John  IV.  of  Portugal,  to  procure  the  recognition 
of  other  Powers :  but,  I  doubt,  whether  he  lived  to 
publifh  them.  The  reign  of  Charles  II.  was  fruirful 
in  treaties,  which  were  printed  by  authority,  often 
fingly,  and  fometimes  colledlively.  The  four  treaties 
of  Breda  were  publifhed  by  the  King's  fpecial  com- 
mand *,  in  1667.  A  coUeftion,  comprehending  le- 
vcnteen  treaties,  beginning  with  the  Commercial  Treaty 
with  Spain,  in  1667,  and  ending  with  the  Algcrine 
treaty  in  1 6 8 2,  was  printed  by  direction  of  Lord  Sun- 
derland, the  fecretary  of  ttate,  in  March  i68y  f.  Such 
had  been  the  fmallnefs  of  this  impjeffion,  or  iuch  the 
demand  for  it,  that  this  ufeful  code  was  reprinted  in 
1686.  The  falutary  pra6Hce  of  publifhing  by  autho- 
rity what  was  fo  neceffaiy  to  be  known,  which  had 
been  begun  by  King  James,  was  continued  by  King 
William,  and  by  his  royal  fucceflbrs. 

It  was  however  in  King  William's  councils,  that  it 
was  firft  determined  to  print  authoritatively  the  Public 
Conventions  of  Great  Britain  with  other  Powers  J. 
It  was  owing  to  that  determination,  that  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anne  faw  the  publication  of  Rymer's  Fo£D£r  a.

And,  on  the  1 5rh  of 

Febfu^ry  17  ^1*  Sanderfon  was  continued  the  fingle  conductor  of 

tJtazX^boiloMS  imderuldng. 
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The  firfl  volume,  commencing  with  the  documcnci  of 
the  year  1201,  was  publilhed  in  17045  the  twentieth 
volume,  ending  with  the  papers  of  1654,  was  given  to 
the  world  in  1735. 

As  hiftoriographer  thefe  were  not  the  only  labours  of 
Rymer :  he  left  an  unpublifhed  colleftion,  relating  to 
the  government  and  hiftory  of  England,  from  the  year 
1115  to  1698,  in  fifty-eight  voltfmes*,  which  the 
prudence  of  the  houfe  of  peers  directed  to  be  placed 
in  The  Britijh  Mu/eum,  with  the  Cottonian  manufcripts. 
Of  men  who  have  done  great  public  fcrvices,  we  natu- 
rally wifh  to  know  fomething  of  the  origin  and  the 
end.  Thomas  Rymer  was  born  in  the  north  of  Eng- 
land ;  was  educated  at  Cambridge  ;  and,  intending  to 
make  the  law  his  profeflion,  he  entered  himfelf  a  ftu- 
dent  of  Gray's  Inn.  He  firft  appeared  as  a  poet  and 
a  critic  in  1678  j  when  he  publimed  Edgar,  an  heroic 
tragedy,  which  had  fcarcely  preferved  his  name;  and 
Refle£lions  on  Sbakejpeare,  in  1 693,  which  hive  drawn  on 
him  Warburton's  indignation.  On  the  deceafe  of  Shad- ' 
well,  the  great  Mac  Flecnoe  of  Dryden,  in  1 692,  who,  at 
once,  celebrated  King  William's  birth,  as  Laureate  and  re- 
corded King  William's  adtions,  as  hiftoriographer,  the 
laurel  was  placed  on  the  brow  of  Tate,  and  the  pen  of 
hiftorian  was  delivered  into  the  hand  of  Rymer.  While 
colle6ting  The  Foedera,  he  alfo  employed  himfelf^ 
like  a  royal  hiftoriographer,  in  detefting  xhtfaljhood  and 
afcertaining  the  truth  of  hiftory  f*  He  lived  to  publilh

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fifteen  £>Ud  volumes  of  the  public  cenventicns;  and 
from  his  colle6tions  Sanderfon  publifhed  the  fixteenth 
volume  in  17 15.  Rymer  finilhed  his  ufeful  career  ia 
December,  17 13,  and  was  buried  in  die  church  of  St. 
Clement's  Danes.  Yet,  after  all  his  labours,  he  is 
oftenefl  remembered  for  his  critical  ftriftures  on 
Shakeipeare :  for,  fuch  has  been  the  lingular  fortune 
of  this  illuftrious  poet,  that  whoever  has  connected 
himfelf  with  his  name,  either  as  commentator,  pane« 
gyrift,  or  detradlor,  has  been  raifed  up  by  the  ftrength 
of  hb  pinions,  and  will  be  carried  through  the  ex- 
panie  ot  time  by  the  continuance  of  his  flight. 

Robert  Sanderfon,  who  had  thus  been  Rymer^s  co- 
adjutor, continued  the  Fcsdera  after  his  death.  The 
fcventeenth  volume,  which  is  the  moft  ufeful  of  the 
whole,  becaufe  it  contains  an  Index  oi^tperJonSy  of 
the  things^  and  of  the  places^  that  this  and  the  fixteen 
preceding  volumes  comprehend,  he  publiflied  in  the 
year  1717.  The  eighteenth  volume,  which  was  re- 
publifhed  with  the  CaftratienSj  he  publifhed  in  1726; 
the  nineteenth  in  1732,  and  the  twentieth  in  1735. 
Sanderfon,  who  was  ufher  of  the  court  of  Chancery, 
clerk  of  the  chapel  of  the  Rolls,  and  fellow  of  the 
Antiquary  Society,  died  on  the  25th  of  December, 

1741- 

A  new  edition  of  the  firft  feventeen  volumes  was ' 
publifhed  in  1727,  by  George  Holmes,  with  colla- 
tions and  amendments.  Holmes  was  born  at  Skip- 
ton,  in  Yorkfhire;  he  became  clerk  to  Petyt,  the 
keeper  of  the  records  in  the  Tower^  about  the  year 
16055  he  continued  almofl:  fixty  years  the  deputy- 

and  Decay  of  Parliaments."      And  in  the  fame  year, — «  Some 

Tranflariofis    from  Greek,  Latin,  and  Italian  Poets,    with  other 

Verfes  and   Songs,    never  before  printed.     By  Thomas  Rymer, 

kte  Hiftoriographer-royal."    Thefe  tranflations,  vcrit-j^,  and  fongs, 

not  being    fuliicient  to  make  a  volume  in  iimo.  were  publifhed 

with   Curious  jimu/ements,  by  a  Gentlcipan  of  Pcmbrokchall  in 

Cambridge. 
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keeper;  and,  on  account  of  hrs  knowledge  and  his 
induftry,  he  was,  by  the  recommendation  of  lord 
Hallifax,  who  was  then  chairman  of  a  committee  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  appointed  to  methodize  the  re- 
cords, on  the  death  of  Petyt,  with  a  falary  of  £.  200 
a  year.  This  he  enjoyed  tiU  his  deccafe,  in  1748,  at 
the  age  of  eighty-feven. — Such  were  the  able  and  in- 
duftrious  men  to  whom  we  owe  the  Fcedera^  a  work 
which  is  at  once  infinitely  ufeful,  and  highly  honoura- 
ble to  the  Britifh  nation. 

The  bookfellers  at  the  Hague  publilhed  a  third 
edition  oi  the  Fodder  a  in  1739,  having  contradted  the 
twenty  volumes  into  ten.  In  this  edition  the  docu- 
ments are  tranflated  into  French,  and  printed  in  the 
oppbfite  column ;  and  feme  other  papers  of  lefs  ufe- 
fiilnels  are  added.  With  De  Bure,  1  am  inclined  to 
confider  this  edition  as  the  bed ;  becaufe,  with  equal 
accuracy,  it  contains  more  matter  in  lefs  Ipace. — Thus 
much  with  regard  to  thofe  coUeftions  of  treaties, 
which  were  publifhed  by  authority. 

The  reign  of  Queen  Anne  firft  faw  a  colledion  of 
treaties,  which  was  publifhed  by  private  individuals, 
without  authority.  Two  volumes  appeared  in  17 10, 
which  began  with  treaties  of  very  early  date,  but  of 
no  validity,  and  comprehended  documents  rather  hif- 
torical  than  diplomatic.  A  third  volume  was  added, 
in  17 13,  without  greater  regard  to  feledlion,  arrange- 
ment, or  precifion.  And  when  thefe  treaties  were 
republifhed  by  the  London  bookfellers,  in  1732,  a 
fourth  volume  was  added,  containing  fuch  additional 
documents  as  recent  events  had  produced.  In  1772, 
two  fmall  volumes  of  treaties  were  publilhed,  begin- 
ning with  the  grand  alliance^  of  1689,  and  ending  with 
the  declarations  of  177 1,  which  concluded  our  dilpure 
with  regard  to  Falkland  Iflands.  A  fupplemental  vo- 
lume was  added  in  178 1,  comprehending  public 
papers,  from  1495  to  1734,  lome  of  greater  and  fome 
of  lefs  value.      Thefe   treaties  were  republilhed  in 

.1785, 
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1785,  arranged  in  chronological  order,  and  expanded 
wirfi  additional  matter ; .  yet,  comprehending  ^  fome- 
thing  chat  is  uielefs  amongft  much  chat  is  good. 
During  that  aftive  period,  from  the  Revolution,  in 
1688,  to  recent  times,  our  feveral  treaties  were  fmgly 
publiflied,  as  they  were  made,  with  commentaries, 
which  Ibmetimes  explained,  but  oftener  obfcured  them, 
though  the  pens  of  our  profoundeft  fcholars  were  em- 
ployed, with  bifhop  Hare  at  their  head. 

How  early  foreign  nations  began  to  publifh  their 
treaties,  I  am  unable  to  tell.  The  articles  of  the  twelve 
years  truce y  between  Spain  and  the  United  Nether- 
lands*, which  were  concluded  in  April,  1609,  were 
immediately  printed  by  authority.  The  momentous 
treaties  of  the  lublequent  age  were  fucceflively  pub- 
iifhed,  as  they  were  produced  by  various  events.  But 
the  firft  coUeftion  of  public  conventions,  which  com- 
prehended the  interefts  of  the  European  nations,  was 
publifhed  at  Hanover,  in  1693,  by  the  illuftrious  Leib- 
nitz, in  two  folio  volumes,  under  the  title  of  Codex 
juris  gentium  diplomaticus.  Leibnitz,  who  was  bom  at 
Leipfic,  in  i646,raifed  himlelf  by  his  genius  and  his 
labours  to  eminence  among  the  high,  and  died  in 
1 7 1 6,  at  the  age  of  fe venty. 

During  a  bufy  age  of  frequent  negotiation,  the  pub 
be  curiofity  demanded  frefli  gratification.     In  1700^ 
four  folio   volumes  of  National  Agreements  were  pub- 
lifhed, under  the  infpedlion  of  James  Bernard,  who 
was  born  in  Dauphincj  and,  retiring  into  Switzerland 
and    Holland,   after  the   revocation  of  the  edict  of 
Nantz,  became  profeflbr  of  philofophy  at  Leyden,and 
died  in  1 7 1 8.     Thus,  in  the  ardour  of  the  public,  and 
the  interefts  of  the  bookfellers,  was  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  Corps  Universel  DiPLOMATiQiiE  du  Droit

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DES  Gens.     The  labours  of  Bernard  were  expanded 
and  improved  by  the  cares  of  Du  Mont.     This  vaft 
collection  appeared  in  1726.     Du  Mont  was  alfo  a 
French  refugee,  who,  after  ferving  in  the  armies  df 
France,  retired  to  Holland,  and  became  hiftoriogra- 
pher  to  the  Emperor :  after  various  publications,  he 
died  in  1 7  26,  having  acquired  the  rank  of  Baron.  The 
bbokfellers  at  Amfterdam,  willing  to  gratify  the  pub- 
lic tafte,  and  to  promote  their  own  gains,  found  other 
workmen,  when  they  determined  to  flirnifh  a  Supple- 
ment to  the  Corps  Diplomatique.     The  celebrated 
Barbeyrac  gave  them,  in  1739,  a  ^^^S^  volume,  com- 
prehending the  ancient  T'reatieSy  from  the  Amphidtyonic 
times  to  the  age  of  Charlemagne,  which  he  had  ex- 
trafted  from  the  authors  of  Greece  and  Rome,  and  from 
the  monuments  of  antiquity.     This  is  a  work  of  vaft 
and  curious  erudition.     The   performances  of  Ber- 
nard and  Du  Mont  were  only  the  labours  of  the  hand  : 
the  volume  of  Barbeyrac  was  the  elaborate  produc- 
tion of  the  head.     John  Barbeyrac,  who  .muft  not  be 
confounded  with   his  uncle  Charles  Barbeyrac,  was 
born  at  Beziers,  became  profeflbr  of  law  firft  at  Lau- 
(anne,  and  afterwards  at  Groningen,  and  finifhed  his 
ufeftil  courfe,  in  1747.     The  bookfcllers  had  IkilfiiUy 
refolved  to  divide  their  intended  publication  into  three 
parts :  the  firft  was  the  hiftorical  and  chronological 
€ollcftion  of  Barbeyrac,  which  has  been  already  men- 
tioned, and  which  was  defigned  as  an  introduftion  ta 
the  diplomatic  code ;  the  fecond  was  properly  the  Sup^ 
plement,  being  an  extenfion  and  continuance  of  the  vo- 
luminous works  of  Bernard  and  Du  Mont ;   and  the 
third  part  was  to  confift  of  the  ceremonial  of  the  courts 
of  Europe.     The  performance  of  the  two  laft  parts  was 
given  to  Rousset,  the  hiftoriographer  of  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  whofe  diligence  and  whofe  knowledge  quali- 
fied him  eminently  for  a  tafk  thus  arduous  and  deli- 
cate.

1725,  4  vol.  in  folio.  Thefe  ample  coUeftions  begin 
with  the  eftablifhment  of  the  Amphictyons,  1496  ' 
years  before  die  birth  of  Chrift,  being  the  moft  ancient 
treaty  which  is  to  be  met  with  in  the  records  of  time  5 
and  end  with  the  pacification  of  the  troubles  of  Ge- 
neva, in  May  1738. — Such,  then,  is  the  vaft  mais  of 
papers  which  have  originated  from  the  reftleflhefs,  or 
the  wildonn,  of  Europe  \  and  which  every  one  muft 
poflefs,  who  is  ambitious  of  extenfive  knowledge,  with 
regard  to  the  difcordant  interefts  of  die  European 
Powers,

firous  to  form  a  complete  library,  the  coUeftions,

The  conventions  of  nations  have 
not  only  been  publilhed  at  large,  but  alio  in  the  ab- 
ftrafL  Rouflet  favoured  the  world,  in  1736,  with 
Les  Intcrets  des  Puiffancc^  de  TEurope,  avec  le  Sup- 
plement, 4  vols.

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VEuropey  will  be  found  a  commodious  manual,  which 
is  written  with  gt^at  knowledge,  and  arranged,  with 
uncommon  (kill.  It  has  been  continued  to  the  peace 
of  1763,  and  enriched  with  the  annotations  of  Rouflct, 
who  was  no  favourable  commentator.  Mably  and 
Rouflet  parted  with  unkind  fentiments  of  each  other, 
though  the  bookfellers  had  endeavoured  to  make  them 
agree. 

But,  of  diplomatic  refearches,  there  muft  be  an  end. 
I  have  already  expofed  my  ignorance  to  the  eyes  of 
thofe  who  have  made  the  knowled<}:e  of  the  intcrcfts 
.of  Powers  a  profeflion,  whilft  I  have  only  looked  for 
entertainment  amid  other  labours  and  other  ftudies. 
If  the  following  (lieets  fhall  be  found  an  accommoda- 
tion either  to  the  public  or  to  indi\'iduab;,  my  defign 
will  be  accompliflied.  I  have  one  comfort,  during 
the  rriomxnt  of  publication,  v,hcn  I  reflect,  diat  if 
this  coUeftion  do  no  great  good,  it  can  be  attended 
with  no  other  mifchief  than  the  addition  of  one  more

Aiticle  I. 

THE  peace,  friendfliip,  and  good  uftderftanding, 
which  have  hitherto  happily  fubfifted  between  their 
Majefties  of  Great  Biitain  and  of  all  the  Rufilas  fhall 
be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  this  treaty  ;  fo  that  from 
this  time  forward,  and  in  all  time  coming,  tlierc  Ihall 

be, 
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bcj  between  the  Cr6^n  ef  Great  Britain- (»  Ae  Ofwt 
handt  and  the  Crown  of  alP  the  Ruflias  on  the  odicr  j 
as  a)(b  between  the  ftates,  counitries>  kingdMns^  domi* 
nions>  and  territories,  that  are  fubjedl:  to  thern^  z  true, 
fincere,  firm-,  and  perfi^ft  peace,  friendfhipj  and  good 
underftandkig,  which  fhall  teft  fot  ever,  and  Ihall  bd 
inviolably  oblenred,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  ort 
the  frefti  waters  j  and  the  ilibjefts,  people,  and  inhabi-^ 
tants  on  the  one  part  ahd  on  Ae  other,  of  What  ftate  of 
condition  foer^tr  they  be,  fhall  perform-  to  each  othw^ 
all  •  a^s  of  kinc^fe  and  aiTiftance  poflible,  and  Aatl 
not  do  one  another  any  hurt  or  injury  whatevef . 

II.  The  fubjefb  of  the  two  high  contraftirig  po^iirers 
ftiall  have  full  liberty  pf  navigation  and  commerce  ill 
aU  the  ftates  fituated  in  Europe,  where  navigation  and 
commerce  are  permitted  at  prefent,  or  fhall  be  per- 
mitted hereafter  by  the  high  contrafting  parties,  to  any 
other  nation. 

III.  It  is  agreedj  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  two  high 
contrafting  parties  fhall  have  leave  to  enter,  trade,  and 
remain  with  their  fhips,  boats,  and  carriages,  loaded  or 
unloaded,  in  all  the  ports,  places,  and  towns,  where 
fuch  leave 'is  granted  to  the  fubjefts  of  any  other  na- 
tion; and  the  failors,  paHengers,  and  fhips,  as  well 
Britifli  as  Ruffian  (though  there  Ihould  be  among  their 
crews  fubjefts  of  fome  other  foreign  nation)  fhall  be 
received  and  treated  as  the  mofl  favoured  nation ;  and 
neither  the  failors  nor  paflengers  fhall  be  forced  to  enter> 
againfl  their  will,  into  the  fervice  of  either  of  the  two 
contraAing  powers,  excepting,  however,  fuch  of  their 
fubjcfts  as  they  may  want  for  their  own  proper  fer- 
vice j  and  if  a  domeflic  or  failor  defert  his  fervice  oc 
his  fliip,  he  fhall  be  reflored.  It  is  likewife  agreedj 
that  the  fubjedls  of  the  high  contracting  parties  fhaU 
have  leave  to  purcha(e>  at  the  current  price,  all  forts 
of  commodities  of  whiah  they  may  fland  in  need;  to 
repair  and  refit  their  fhips,  boats,  and  carriages ;  to 
purchafe  all  kinds  of  provifions  for  their  prefent  fub- 

B  2  fiftance 
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(iftanc^  of  their  voyage ;  and  to  remain  or  depart  at 
their  plcafure,  without  lett  or  impediment,  provided 
they  conform  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  refpec- 
tive  ftates  of  the  high  contracting  parties  where  they 
may  happen  to  be.  In  like  manner  the  Ruffian  fhips 
that  are  navigating  the  fea,  and  are  met  by  Eriglifh 
fhips,  fhall  not  be  impeded  in  the  courfe  of  their  -voy- 
age,  provided,  in  the  Britifh  fea,  they  conform  to  the 
cftabliftied  praftice ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  fhall  receive 
from  them  all  kind  of  afliflance,  as  well  in  the  ports 
of  the  dominion  of  Great  Britain  as  in  the  open  fea. 

IV.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  fubjcfts  of  Great  Britain 
fhall  be  at  liberty  to  bring,  by  water  or  by  land,  into  all 
or  into  fuch  provinces  of  Ruflia,  where  freedom  of 
trade  is  permitted  to  the  fubjeds.  of  any  other  na- 
tion, all  forts  of  merchandife  or  effects,  the  traffic  or 
entry  of  which  is  not  prohibited :  and  in  Hke  manner 
the  fubjefts  of  Ruflia  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  bring,  buy 
and  fell  freely,  in  all,  or  in  liich  ftates  of  Great  Britain 
where  freedom  of  trade  is  permitted  to  the  fubjefts  of 
any  other  nation,  all  forts  of  merchandife  and  cflFefts, 
the  traffic  and  entiy  of  which  is  not  prohibited ;  which 
is  alfo  to  be  equally  undeiilood  or  the  manufa6hires 
and  produfts  of  the  Afiatic  provinces,  provided  this 
is  not  adhially  forbid  by  fome  law  at  prefcnt  in  force 
in  Great  Britain;  comprehending  alj  forts  of  mer- 
chandife efFefts,  which  the  fubjefts  of  any  other 
nation  may  buy  there,  and  tranfport  into  other  coun- 
tries, particularly  wrought  and  un wrought  gold  and 
filver,  excepting  die  current  coin  of  Great  Britain ;  and, 
in  order  to  prelcrve  a  juft  equality  between  the  Ruflian 
and  Britifh  merchants,  with  regard  to  the  exportation 
of  provifions  and  other  commodities,  it  is  farther  fti- 
pulated,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Ruflia  Ihall  pay  the  fame 
dudes  on  exportation,  that  are  paid  by  the  Britifli  mer- 
chants on  exporting  the  fame  effbfts  from  the  ports 
of  Ruflia ;  but  then  each  of  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties Ihall  referve  to  itfelf  the  liberty  of  making,  in  the 
interior  parts  of  its  dohiinions,  fuch  particular  arrange- 
ments 
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mcnts  as  it  (hall  find  expedient  for  encouraging  and 
extending  its  own  navigation.  The  Rufllan  merchants 
fliall  enjoy  the  fame  liberties  and  privileges  as  the 
Bridfh  merchants  of  the  Ruffian  company  enjoy  -,  and, 
as  the  defign  of  the  two  high  contrafting  parties,  and 
the  intendon  of  this  treaty,  is  to  facilitate  the  reciprocal 
commerce  of  their  fubjefts,  and  to  extend  its  limits 
and  mutual  advantages,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  Britifh 
merchants  trading  in  the  dominions  of  Ruffia,  (hall 
have  liberty,  in  cafe  of  death,  a  preffing  exigency,  or 
abfolute  neceffity,  when  there  are  no  other  means  of 
procuring  money,  or  in  cafe  of  bankruptcy,  to  diipofe 
of  their  efFefts,  whether  of  Ruffian  or  foreign  mer- 
chandiie,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  perfons  concerned 
fliall  find  mod  advantageous.  The  fame  thing  fliall 
be  obferved  with  regard  to  the  Ruffian  merchants  in 
the  dominions  of  Qreat  Britain.  All  which^  however, 
is  to  be  underftood  with  this  reftriftion,  that  every  fort 
of  pcrmiffion,  on  the  one  fide  and  on  the  other,  Ipe- 
cified  in  this  article,  fliall  not  be  in  any  thing  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  the  country ;  and  the  Britifli,  as  well  as 
the  Ruffian  merchants  and  their  faftors  fliall  punc- 
tually conform  to  the  rights,  fliatutes,  and  ordinances 
of  the  country  where  they  trade,  in  order  to  prevent 
all  kind  of  fraud  and  impofition.  *Tis  for  this  reafon, 
that  the  decifion  of  fuch  events  happening  to  the  Bri- 
tilh  compting-houfes  in  Ruffia,  flidl  be  fubmitted,  at 
Peterftjurgh,  to  the  college  of  commerce,  and  in  other 
towns  where  there  is  no  college  of  commerce,  to  the 
tribunals  that  have  the  cognizance  of  commercial  af- 
fairs. 

V.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain, 
if  they  have  no  rixdoUars  to  pay  the  cuftoms  or  other 
duties  for  the  merchandize  which  they  import  or  ex- 
port, -fliall  be  allowed  to  pay  them  in  other  foreign 
coin  of  a  known  name  and  eftabliflicd  value,  equal  to 
that  of  the  rixdoUar,  or  in  the  current  coin  of  Ruffia, 
the  rixdoUar ,  valued  at  a  hundred  and  twenty-five 
copecs  (or  pennies).

In  like  manner,  if  the  fufc^efts  of  Great  Britain  make 
^onftradte  wSHh  'aoy  chancery  or  college  whatever,  to 
Oliver  c«Kun  conamodiisieB  or  eflfefts,  upon  notifying 
that  fodx  commodities  a/re  ready  to  be  aeJihrercd,  i^nd 
after  they  AaJl  have  been  aduaJly  delivered  at  the  time 
i^ified  in  Ifhefe  comraiSks,  they  fhall  be  received,  and 
irfimediately  thereupon  the  accounts  /hall  be  fettled 
and  cleared  between  the  faid  coUege  or  chancery  and 
^  Britifh  merchants,  at  the  time  fixed  in  the  faid 
eontrafts.  The  fame  conduft  (hail  be  obferv^ed  to- 
y^zpAs  Ruffian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great 
Bfitain. 

VU.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  fufcge6ts  of  Great  Britain 
may:,  in  all  the  towns  and  places  of  Ruffia,  where  free- 
'  <io°i  of  trade  is  permitted  to  any  other  nation,  pay 
for  the  commodities  diey  purchafe  in  the  Tame  current 
coin  of  Ruflia,  which  they  take  for  the  commodities 
tlaey  fell,  unlefs  in  their  contrafts  they  have  flipulated 
itte  contrary ;  and  this  ought  to  be  equally  underftood 
of  Ruffian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great  Bri- 
tain* 

VJII.  In  die  places  where  embarkations  are  ordina- 
rily made,  permiffion  ftiall  be  granted  to  the  fubjefts 
of  the  high  contrafting  parties,  to  load  their  fhips  and 
carriages  with,  -and  tranfport  by  water  or  by  land,  all 
iuch  forts  of  commodities  as  they  fhall  have  purchafed 
(with  an  exception,  however,  of  thofe  whofe  exporta- 
tion is  prohibited)  upon  paying  the  cuftoms,  provided 
theie  fhips  and  carriages  conform  to  the  laws. 

IX.  The  fubjefts  of  the  high  contrafting  parties 
ftiaU  pay  no  greater  duty  for  the  importation  or  expor- 
tation of  their  commodities,  than  is  paid  by  die  fub- 

jects 
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jefis  of  ^dier  tfiadons.  Neverthckfe,  to  prevent  on 
both  fides  the  ikfra^Q^uig  of  the  <>uftoins,  if  it  ihould 
be  tttfcovered  that  commodities  have  be^  entered 
c}anidefei<eiy^  and  ••vkhdut  :payit%  due  c«ftoi|is,  thty 
fliaU  be  confifcated ;  bi*,  befidee  that,  no  ^dicr  J>umifeu 
meat  .ftiaH  be  inflt&ed  upon  the  meft-chaats  6n  ekher 
fide. 

X.  Permflfion  fliaSl  tre  granted  to  thfc  fiAnefts  tof 
"rixe  two  contra'ftfug  parties  to  '^o,  trortic,  and  tradfc 
-freely  With  tJiofe  ftates,  with  whiA  cbrne  or  trther  oFtJrfc 
pzmc^  Ihall  at  thiat  time,  or  tt  sftiy  fiiturc  period,  be 
«Tgaged  in  war,  provided  they  do  not  'cairy  mititaty 
ftores  to  the  enerfty.  Frow  this  pentHfion,  however, 
are  excepted  peaces  aftually  bJodced  up,  or  bcfieged, 
^as  well  by  fca  as  by  land ;  bnt,  at  aH  other /times,  and 
with  the  fingle  exception  of  military  iftores,  the  aboi^- 
ilud  ftit^edbs  may  tranjp^rt  to  thefe  |)kces  all  forC^  of 
comniodicies,  as  well  «s  paifeiigers,  without  the  leaft 
ianpediitient.  With  negard  to  the  fearching  of  raer- 
chant  fliips,  men  of  war  and  privateers  ihaU  behave 
6s  favourably  as  the  reafon  of  the  war^  at  th«t  time 
exjifting,  can  poffibly  permit  towards  the  moft  friendly 
-powers  ^htftt  (hall  remain  neiiter  -,  oWerving,  ais  far  ais 
may  be,  the  principles  and  maxims  of  die  law  of  na- 
tions, Chsat  are  gencrjdly  acknowledged. 

XI.  All  cannon,  mortars,  muflcets,  piftoJs,  bbrtiblS, 
gi-eliades,  bullets,  balls,  fufees,  flint-ftones,  matches, 
powder,  faft-petre,  fialphur,  breaft-plates,  pikes,  fwords, 
belts,  cartoirch-bags,  faddles,  and  bridles,  beyond  the 
quanthy  that  may  be  neceflary  for  the  ufe  of  the  Ihip ; 
or  beyond  what  every  man  ferving  on  board  the  (b^, 
and  every  palfenger,  ought  to  have,  ft>all  be  accounted 
anrimunition  or  military  ftores  j  and,  if  found,  &aU  be 
confifcated,  according  to  law,  as  contraband  goods  eft* 
prohibited  commodities ;  but  neither  tfete  ihips  nor  pai^ 
fengers,  nor  the  other  commodities  found  at  the  fame 
time,  ihall  be  detained  or  hindered  to  pro&cjjte  their 
voyage. 

B  4  XII.  If, 
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XIL  Ifi  what  God  forbid !  the  peace  fhould  come 
to  be  broke  between  the  two  high  contrafting  parties, 
the  perlbns,  Ihips,  and  commodities,  fhall  not  be  de^ 
tained  or  confifcatedj  but  they  fhall  be  allowed,  at 
Icaft,  the  Ipace  of  one  year,  to  fell,  difpofe,  or  carry  off, 
their  effefts,  and  to  retire  wherever  they  plcafe  5  a  fti- 
pulation  that  is  to  be  equally  underftood  of  all  thofe 
who  fhall  be  in  the  fea  or  land  fervice ;  and  they  fhall 
farther  be  permitted,  either  at  or  before  their  depar- 
ture, to  confign  the  effefts  which  they  fhall  not  as  yet 
have  dii'pofed  of,  as  well  as  the  debts  that  fhall  be  due 
to  them,  to  fuch  perfbns  as  thfy  fhall  think  proper, 
in  order  to  difpofe  of  them  according  to  their  defire, 
and  for  their  benefit  j  which  debts,  the  debtors  fhall 
be  obliged  to  pay  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  fuch 
rupture  had  happened. 

XIII.  In  cafe  of  a  fhipwreck  happening  in  any 
place  belonging  to  one  or  other  of  the  high  contraft- 
mg  parties,  not  only  fhall  all  kind  of  afTiftance  be 
given  to  the  unhappy  fufFerers,  and  no  fort  of  violence 
fhall  be  offered  to  them,  but  even  the  efFefts  which 
they  fhall  have  faved  themfclves,  or  which  they  fhall 
have  thrown  overboard  into  the  fea,  fhall  not  be  con- 
cealed,  withheld,  or  damaged,  under  any  pretext 
whatfoever  \  on  the  contrary,  the  above-faid  effefts 
and  commodities  fhall  be  prefcrved  and  reflored  to 
them,  upon  their  giving  a  moderate  rccompenfe  to 
thofe  who  fhall  have  affifled  them  in  faving  their 
lives,  their  fhips,  and  their  commodities. 

XIV.  Permiffion  fhall  be  granted  to  Britifh  mer- 
chants to  build,  buy,  fell,  and  hire  houfes  in  all  the 
territories  and  towns  of  RufTia,  excepting,  however, 
with  regard  to  the  permiffion  of  building  and  buying 
houfes  in  thofe  towns  of  Ruflia  which  have  particular 
rights  of  burgherfhip,  and  privileges  inconfiftent  with 
fuch  indulgence ;  and  it  is  exprefsly  fpecified,  that  at 
St.  Peterfburgh,  Mofcow,  and  Archangel,  the  houfes 
which  die  Britifh  merchants  fhall  buy,   or  caufe  to 

be 
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be  built,  (hall  be  exempt  from  all  quartering  of  fol- 
diers,-  as  long  as  they  Ihall  belong  to  them,  and  (hall 
be  inhabited  by  them ;  but  with  regard  to  the  houfes 
which  they  Ihall  hire  or  let,  thcfe  fhall  be  fubjedt  to 
all  the  ufual  charges  of  the  town;   the  tenant  and 
landlord  fettling  that  matter  between  them.     As  to 
every  other  town  of  Ruffia,  the  houfes  which  they 
{hall   purchafe  or  caufe   to   be   built,   in   the  fame 
manner  as  thofe  which  they  fhall  hire  or  let,  (hall 
not  be  exempted  from  the  quartering  of  foldiers. 
Pcrmiffion  (hall  likewife  be  granted  the  Ruffian  mer- 
chants to  build,   buy,   fell,  and  let  houfes  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,   in  the  fame  manner  as  is  done 
by  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  favoured  nations.     They 
fliall  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  the  Greek  religion  in 
their  houfes,  or  in  fuch  places  as  are  deftined  for  that 
puppofe ; .  and  in  like  manner  the  Britifh  merchants 
Ihall  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  the  Proteftant  reli- 
^on.     The  fubjefts  of  either  power,  cftablilhed  in 
RufTia  or  in  Great  Britain,  (hall  have  power  to  difpofc 
of  their  cftates,  and  to  leave  them  by  will  to  whom- 
foever  they  think  proper,  following  the  cuftoms  and 
laws  of  their  own  proper  country. 

XV,  Pa(rports  (hall  be  granted  to  all  Britifli  fub- 
jccbs  who  defire  to  quit  the  dominions  of  Ruffia,  two 
months  after  they  (hall  have  fignified  their  defign  of 
departing,  without  obliging  them  to  give  fecurity  j  and 
if,  in  that  time,  there  appear  no  juft  caufe  for  de- 
taining them,  they  (hall  be  allowed  to  go  ;  nor  (hall 
they  be  obliged  to  apply  for  that  purpofe  to  any  other 

•  quarter  than  to  the  college  of  commerce,  or  to  that 
which  may  hereafter  be  eltablifhed  in  its  place.  The 
fame  ca(y  methods  of  departing  (hall,  upon  like  occa- 
fions,  and  agreeable  to  the  cuttom  of  the  country,  be 
granted  to  Ruffian  merchants,  who  want  to  quit  the 
dominions  of  Great  Britain. 

XVI.  Briti(h  merchants,    who   (hall  hire  or  em- 
ploy domeftics,  fhall,  in  this  particular,   be  obliged 

to 
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to  conform  themfelves  to  tJtc  laws  of  this  cn^^irc. 
And  RufTiaA  iftierckafKs  fraH  be  eqtisdy  oUiged  to  do 
the  faroe  in  Great  BritavQ. 

KVIi.  In  all  law-fldts  md  other  proceedings,  the 
IBfitifti  merchants  fhall  be  amenable  only  to  the  col- 
lege of  conmnerce,  or  to  that  which  fliall  hereafter  bfc 
tft^Kftied  for  the  adminiftfatioh  of  juftice  between 
-merchants.  But,  if  it  fhould  happen  that  the  Britiih 
wpfcltams  Khould  have  law-fuits  in  any  place  at  a 
•diftance  fiom  the  above-mentioned  college  of  com- 
-merce,  both  they  and  the  adverle  party  Aall  prefer 
their  compkitits  to  the  magiftfate  of  the  faid  towjis  ^ 
<vith  Ais  provifo,  however,  that  the  Britifh  merchants 
feftU  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  fentence  of 
the  magiftrate,  and  to  demand  that  of  the  college  of 
-commerce,  if  tliey  find  themfelves  aggrieved.  The 
Ruffian  merchants  in  the  dominions  ot  Great  Britain 
^«ill,  in  their  turn,  have  the  farhe  protedion  and 
-Juftice,  whirfi,  -according  to  the  laws  of  that  kingdom, 
•are  granted  to  other  foreign  merchants,  and  fhaM  be 
treated  as  the  fivbjcfb  of  tht  itioft  favoured  nation. 

XVIII.  The  Britifh  merchants  in  Ruflia,  and  thfc 
Ruffian  merchants  in  Great  Britain^  Aiail  not  be 
idrfiged  to  fhew  their  books  or  papers  to  any  perfon 
whatever,  v.nlefs  it  be  to  make  proof  in  the  courfe  of 
justice  i  ftili  lefs  IhaJl  the  faid  books  or  papers  be 
taken  or  detained  from  them.  If,  however,  the  caie 
ihOiAi  happen,  that  any  Britiih  merchant  becomes 
bankrupt,  he  fhali  be  amenable  at  St.  Petei-fburgh  to 
the  college  of  commerce,  or  to  diat  which  fliall  here- 
after be  eftablilhed  for  the  ndminillration  of  juftice  in 
-Kiercantilc  affairs ;  and  in  other  remote  towns,  to  the 
TY^agiftrate  of  the  place;  and  he  fliall  be  proceeded 
«gainft  according  to  the  laws  that  are  or  fliiall  be 
HKide  for  this  pulpofe.  Neverthelefs,  if  the  Britifli 
merchants,  without  beconrting  bankrupt,  refufe  to  pay 
their  debts,  wlicther  to  the  trcafury  of  her  Imperial 
Majefty,  or  to  ii^dividuals,  it  fliall  be  lawful  to  lay  an 

§  arreft 
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anxift  Tipan  part  of  their  eflPefts  equivalent  to  thsrif 
ddscs ;  and)  in  cafe  diefe  efte6ts  fhouid  not  be  fi^iifi- 
cient  fofc  difchai^ng  fuch  debts,  tfeey  may  themfelvcs 
be  arrefted  and  detained  in  cuftody,  until  fuch  time 
as  the  .greater  part  of  dieir  creditars,  as  well  vnth, 
refpeft  to  number,  as  to  the  value  of  their  refpe&irc 
dcHnands,  have  confented  to  dieir  enlargement.  With 
regard  to  their  eflFefts  laid  under  arreft,  they  Ihall  re- 
main as  a  depofit  in  the  hands  of  thoTe  who  fhatl  be 
named  and  duly  authorifed  for  that  purpofe,  by  the 
greater  part  of  their  creditors,  a^  is  above  fpecified  i 
whicTi  delegates  fhall  be  obliged  to  appraife  the  effe<5b 
as  foon  as  polTible,  and  to  make  a  juil  and  fair  diilri- 
Ixudon  of  them  to  all  the  creditors,  in  proportion  to 
iteir  relpeflive  demands.  The  fame  procedure  fliall, 
ih  like  cafes,  be  obferved  towards  the  Ruffian  mer- 
chants in  the  dominions  of  Great  Brit^,  and  thef 
fhall  be  there  protefted  agreeably  to  the  regulations 
made  in  the  preceding  article. 

XIX.  In  cafe  of  complaints  and  law-fuitSp  three 
perfons  of  fair  and  unblemifhed  chara6ler  among  the 
tbreign  merchants  fhall,  with  a  proper  regard  to  cir- 
cumdiances,  be  named  by  the  college  of  commerce, 
and  where  there  is  no  fuch  college,  by  the  magiftrate, 
to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  the  parties ;  and 
the  report  they  (hail  make  to  the  college  of  com- 
merce, or  to  the  magiftrate,  of  what  they  (hall  find  in 
the  faid  books  or  papers,  (hall  be  held  a  good  proof. 

XX.  The  commifTioners  of  the  cuftoms  fhall  have 
the  charge  of  examining  the  fervants  or  clerks  of  the 
Ruffian  merchants,  when  they  caufe  their  gocjds  to  be 
entered,  whether  they  have,  for  that  efFeft,  the  orders 
or  ftiU  powers  of  the  m  ifters ;  and  if  they  have  not 
llich,  they  (hill  not  be  c  edited.  The  fame  conduft 
Aall  be  0i3(e/ved  towards  the  fervants  of  the  Briufh 
merchants;  and,  wiien  the  faid  fer\rants,  having  the 
orders  Or  fiiU  powers  of  their  mailers,  (hall  caufe  their 
goods  to  be  em-cred  on  account  of  their  matters, -thefe

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laft  (hall  be  as  refponfible  as  if  they  thcmfelves  had 
caufed  them  to  be  entered.  AU  the  Ruffian  fervants 
employed  in  the  fhops  ftiall  likewife  be  regiftered,  and 
their  matters  ftiall  anfwer  for  them  in  the  affairs  of 
trade,  and  in  the  bargains  which  they  make  in  their 
name. 

XXL  In  cafe  the  Ruffian  merchants  who  are  in- 
debted to  the  Britifti  merchants  withdraw  from  the 
places  of  their  abode  to  other  parts  or  diftrifts,  the'col- 
lege  of  commerce,  after  complaints  ftiall  have  been 
made  to  them  on  the  fubjeft,  and  proofs  of  the  debts 
have  been  adduced,  ftiaU  cite  them  three  times,  al- 
lowing them  a  fufhcient  Ipace  to  appear  in  perfon; 
and  it  they  do  not  appear  within  the  term  prefcribed, 
the  faid  college  ftiall  condemn  them,  and  ftiall  fend, 
at  the  expence  of  the  plaintiff,  an  exprefs  to  the  Go- 
vernors and  Waywodcs,  with  orders  to  put  the  fen- 
tence  in  execution,  and  thus  ftiall  oblige  the  debtors 
to* pay  the  fums  fpecified. 

XXII.  The  brokerage  ftiall  be  fettled  with  juftice, 
and  the  brokers  ftiall  be  rcljponfible  for  the  quality  of 
the  goods  and  fraudulent  package,  and  ftiall  be  obliged, 
after  fufficient  proofs  produced  againftthem,  to  make 
up  the  loffes  to  which  they  have  given  occafion. 

• 

XXIII.  A  regulation  ftiall  be  made  to  prevent  the 
abufcs  that  may  be  commited  in  the  package  of  leather, 
hemp,  and  flax ;  and,  if  any  diipute  happen  between 
the  buyer  and  the  feller  concerning  the  weight  or  the 
tare,  the  commiffioners  of  the  cuftoms  ftiall  deter- 
mine it  according  to  equity. 

XXiy.  In  order  the  more  effedlually  to  encourage 
and  promote  the  trade  of  Great  Britain,  it  is  agreed, 
that  for  the  future  the  Englifti  woollen  cloths,  here- 
after Ipecificd,  ftiall  not  pay  any  greater  duties  on  entry 
than  are  fettled  in  this  article,  viz.  Englifti  cloth  for 
the  ufe  of  the  foldiery,  ftiall  pay  (in  rixdoUars)  only 
two  copecs  (or  pennies)  for  every  arflieen  (or  71^ 

yards) 
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jrards)  as  a  duty  on  entry;  coarfe  cloth  of  the  county 
of  York,  known  in  the  kuffian  TarifF  by  the  nanne  of 
Coftrogy,  fhall  only  pay  two  copecs  for  every  arfheen : 
broad  flannel  (hall  only  pay  one  copec  per  arlheen ; 
narrow  flannel  (hall  only  pay  three-fourths  of  a  copec 
per  arihcen,  all  as  duty  on  entry.  And  in  every  thing 
diat  regards  the  impofl:s  and  duties  payable  on  the 
importation  or  exportation  of  commodities  in  general, 
the  lubjefts  of  Great  Britain  (hall  be  always  confidered 
and  treated  as  tlie  moft  favoured  nation. 

XXV.  The  peace,  friend(hip,  and  good  under- 
ftanding  (hall  continue  for  ever  between  the  high  con- 
tra£ting  parties  -,  and,  as  it  is  cuftomary  to  fix  a  cer- 
tain term  to  the  duration  of  treaties  of  commerce,  the 
above-mentioned  high  contrafting  parties  have  agreed, 
that  this  treaty  (hall  continue  for  twenty  years,  counting 
from  the  day  of  figning ;  and,  after  the  expiration  of 
that  term,  they  may  agree  upon  die  means  to  renew 
and  prolong  it. 

XXVL  The  prefent  treaty  of  navigation  and  com- 
merce (hall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  his  Britannic 
Majefly  and  by  her  Imperial  Majefly ;  and  the  ratifi- 
cations, in  due  and  lawful  form,  (hall  be  exchanged  at 
St.  Pcterfburgh,  in  the  fpace  of  three  months,  or 
iboner  if  podible,  counting  from  the  day  of  figning. 

In  witne(s  whereof,  we  the  under-figned,  in  virtue 
of  the  full  powers  granted  to  us  by  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  by  her  Imperial 
Majefty  of  all  the  RufTias,  have  figned  the  prefent 
treaty,  and  thereto  fet  our  feals.  Done  at  St. 
Pcterfburgh,  this  2cth  day  of  June  1766.

Our  endeavours  to  increafe  the  trade  of  our  own  fub- 
jefts,  and-  of  the  other  nations  throughout  the  Black 
Sea,  and  the  Mediterraneanj  have  met  with  the  wiihed- 
for  fwccefs ;  the  treaty  of  commerce  which  we  con-^ 
ckided  with  the  Ottoman  Porte  on  the  loth  of  June 
1783,  having  finally  removed  thofe  impedirhents  and 
difficulties  which,  from  the  particular  conftitution  of 
t)ie  Turkilh  government,  had  obftrufted  the  faid  trade 

in 
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kr  cwtfy  ftcp  of  its  progrefe ;  which  can  only  be  giiardv 
edagaiaft  by  the  inftkution  of  pioper  laws  for  the  pro^ 
Keftioci  pf  commerce,  and  by  granting  it  that  entire: 
fk^edom  whick  its  various  fpecuktions  and  tiuns  &  ia^ 
dKfjpenfably  Fti^uire.  The  principles  of  thi^  uniimited 
freedom  ^^«  hos^e  adopted,  and  followed  from  the* 
earlieft  period  of  our  government,  as  is  raamfcft  from: 
the  feveral  edi6h  and  regulations  which  have  beea 
iflued  from  oiw  throna ;  and  we  now  extend  thefe 
eA&s  andr  regubicions  in  their  utmoft  latitude  to  tbr 
trade  of  the  Black  Sea.  The  fecurity  and  convenience 
of  thac  commerce  are  now  fliUy  provided  for  by  the 
aimexabon  of  the  province  of  Taurica>  and  the  neigh- 
bouring territories,  to  our  other  dominions ;  we  have 
o|>eiied  therein  divers  &a  ports  for  the  uie  o£  aB  per- 
iens  v9ko  wilt  carry  ay/ay  from  thence  the  produce  of 
Riidia,  and  bring  thither  the  produce  and  nnianulae-> 
turei  of  other  countries. 

It  is  well  known,  that  the  laft  Turkifh  war  (a  war 
wbich>  during  die  Ci)i  years  that  it  lafted,  was  figna- 
lizcd  by  (6  mauy  viftorics  of  our  arms)  was  no  fooner 
concluded  than  we  ereftcd  within  the  government  of 
Catberineflaw,  upon  the  river  Dniper,  and  at  a  fhort 
diftance,  the^clty  of  Cherfon  :  it  having  appeared  to 
us  that  dut  fituation  was  particularly  commodious,  as 
well  for  exporting  the  produce  of  RulFia  as  for  im^. 
pojrting,  from  other  countries,  fuch  things  as  might  be 
liielul.  to  us ;  aad  we  Iccured  the  trade  thereof  by  the 
n^pft  eflTeflual  means  of  defence,  encouraging  it  more- 
aver  by  fuch  helps  as  were  befc  fuited  to  ic,  and  were 
not  inconfiftent  with  the  gen'j-ral  principles  of  cqm- 
mercQ. 

This  town^  as  aMo  Sebaftopolis  (formerly  calledL 
Acht-air)  and  Thcodofia  (formerly  called  Caffa)  both, 
lihich  latter  are  fituated  in  the  province  of  Tauriea,. 
and  are  provided  with  excellent  fea-poxts,  we  have,. 
on  account  of  the  commodioufneis  01  their  frtuation, 
ordered  to  be  opened  to  all  national  living  ia  arnity 

with 
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with  our  empire,  for  the  purpofes  of  their  commer- 
cial intercourfe  with  our  faithful  fubjed:s.  Accor- 
dingly, we  moft  folemnly  declare,  by  thefe  prefcnts, 
that  all  fuch  nations  arc  at  liberty  to  come  to  the  faid 
ports,  either  in  their  own  or  hired  veffels,  and  under 
their  own  colours,  as  alfo  to  repair  thither  by. -land; 
and  they  are  likewife  free  to  depart  from  thence  at 
their  pleafurc,  paying  the  duties  of  importation  and 
exportation  agreeable  to  the  tariffs  eftablifhed  in  the 
rcipeftive  cuftom-houfes. — Moreover,  all  pcrfons,  of 
wh^t  nations  and  countries  foevcr,  may  remain  in 
thefe  towns  as  long  as  their  bufinels  or  inclinations 
may  lead  them,  and  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  their 
religion,  agreeably  to  thofe  laudable  inftitutions  which 
have  been  handed  down  to  us  from  our  anceftors, 
jfovereigns  of  Ruflia,  and  which  we  ourfelves  have  con- 
firmed and  augmented,  permitting  all  ftr angers  refid- 
ing  in  Ruffia  to  worfhip  the  Almighty  agreeably  to 
the  religion  of  their  forefathers,  offering  prayers  to 
him,  together  with  our  own  fiibjefts,  diat  he  will  in- 
creafe  the  welfare  and  flrengthen  the  power  of  our 
empire.  We  give  leave  to  all  and  every  one  to  carry 
on  their  trade  with  abfolute  freedom,  either  fingly  or 
in  companies,  promifing  by  our  Imperial  word,  that 
all  foreigners  fliall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  in  thofe 
three  towns  .as  they  enjoy  in  our  Imperial  city  of  St. 
Peterfburgh,  and  in  our  provincial  town  of  Arch- 
angel ;  and  in  cafe  of  a  war,  every  one  fhall  be  fe- 
cured  by  the  principles  of  that  neutral  fyflem  which 
yre  have  erefted,  and  which,  on  our  part,  fhall  be 
kept  facred  and  inviolable.  Finally,  if  any  foreigners 
fhall  wifh  to  fetde  in  thefe  or  any  other  towns  or  places 
of  our  empire,  and  to  become  our  fubjcfts,  we  will 
receive  them  moft  gracioufly  under  our  dominion,  pro- 
mifing that  they  fhall  not  only  be  allowed  the  free  ex- 
ercife of  their  religion  (as  mentioned  above)  but  the 
full  enjoyment  of  all  fuch  privileges  and  exemptions 
with  regard  to  trade  and  navigation  as  have  been 
granted  to  our  other  fubjedts  j  as  alfo  to  ere6t  fabrics 

and 
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and  manufaAories^  paying  only  fuch  taxes  as  fliall  be 
paid  by  our  other  fubjcdts  of  the  fame  condition  with 
thcmlcives.  All  pcrfons,  who  fhall  thus  become  our 
fiit^e^ts^  (hall  be  at  liberty,  they  and  their  defendants, 
XXX  remain  under  our  government  as  long  as  may  be 
agreeable  to  them,  or  as  their  intereft  may  require ; 
and  in  cafe  they  fhould  afterwards  chufe  to  withdraw 
from  the  iame,  they  (hall  be  freely  permitted  fo  to  do,, 
on  paying  the  taxes  that  had  been  laid  upon  them  for 
three  years  to  come.  The  particular  privileges  which 
will  be  granted  to  the  above-mentioned  towns  will  be 
firtforth  in  their  refpeftive  charters,  which  are  Ipeedily 
CO  be  publiihed.

mined, and  comprehended  under  certain  articles  of  a^ 
mutual  treaty :  For  which  reafon,  after  mature  deli- 
beration, we  agreed  to  the  points  hereafter  following,  as 
they  arc  clearly  exprefled  in  the  articles  of  this  treaty. 

I.  There  fhall  be  and  rem.ain  hereafter  between  the- 
Queen  and  kingdom  of  Sweden,  and  the  Lord  Pro- 
teftor  and  the  republic  aforefaid,  and  all  and  fingu- 
lar  their  dominions,  kingdoms,  countries,  provinces, 
iflands,  lands,  colonies,  cities,  towns,  people,  citizens, 
inhabitants,  and  all  their  fubjedts  and  inhabitants,  a 
good,  fincere,  firm,  and  perpetual  peace,  amity,  good- 
will, and  correfpondence,  fo  that  both  parties  IhaU  love 
each  other  with  the  moft  entire  afFeftion. 

II.  The  aforefaid  confederates,  and  the  fubjefts, 
people,  and  inhabitants  of  both  dominions,  as  occa- 
fion  offers,  fhall  take  care  of  and  promote  their  mu- 
tual advantage  j  fhall  alfo  certify  one  another  of  any 
dangers  which  they  fee  threatened  to  either  from  die 
confpiracies  and  machinations  of  their  enemies,  and 
fhall  oppofe  and  hinder  the  fame,  as  far  as  lies  in  their 
power.  And  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  either  of  the 
confederates,  either  for  himfelf,  or  by  any  other  per- 
fons  whatfoever,  to  aft,  treat  of,  or  endeavour  any 
thing  to  the  inconveniency  or  detriment  of  the  other, 
in  any  part  of  their  lands  or  dominions  whatfoever,. 
whether  by  land  or  fea  ;  nor  fliall  either  of  the  confe- 
derates favour  the  rebels  or  enemies  of  the  other,  nor 
receive,  or  admit  into  their  dominions,  any  rebels  or 
traitors,  who  fhall  form  any  contrivance  againfl  the 
flate  of  the  other,  much  lefs  afford  them  any  advice, 
afliflance,  of  favour,  or  fufifer  or  permit  any  fuch  af- 
fiflance  to  be  given  them  by  the  fubjefts,  people,  and 
inhabitants  of  either  nation, 

III.  The  faid  Queen  and  kingdom,  and  the  afore- 
faid Lord  Proteftor  and  republic,  fhall  be  very  care-

fill  to  remove  all  thofe  impediments,'  as  Ur  as  lies  in 
their  power,  which  have  hitherto  intemipted  the  con- 
federates freedom  of  navigation,  and  commerce  bcr 
twcen  the  two  nations,  through  the  dominions,  lands^ 
feas,  and  rivers  of  both,  with  other  people  and*  nations; 
and  they  fliall  be  juftified  in  afferting,  eftablifhing, 
defending,  and  promoting  the  abovementioned  liberty 
of  navigation,  and  of  all  merchandize  on  both  (ides, 
againft  all  difturbers  whatfoever ;  without  fufFering  any 
thing  to  be  done  or  committed,  contrary  to  this  article^ 
cither  by  themfelves,  or  their  fubjefts  or  people. 

IV.  It  is  granted,  and  it  (hall  be  free  for  both  of  the 
faid  confederates,  and  their  inhabitants  and  fubjefts,  to 
have  free  ingrefs  and  egrefs,  refidence  or  paflage,  in, 
through,  or  from  the  kingdoms,  countries,  provinces, 
lands,  iflands,  dries,  and  towns,  walled  or  unwalled,  for- 
tified or  not  fortified,  dominions  and  territories  what- 
foever, of  the  other  confederate,  freely  and  fecurely, 
without  any  licenfe  or  fafe-conduft,  general  or  fpecial  j 
and  in  the  mean  time  to  buy  and  purchafe  all  neceffa- 
ries  for  their  fuftenance  and  ufe,  where  they  think  fit, 
aod  that  they  be  treated  with  all  manner  of  benevo- 
lence. It  fhall  likewife  be  lawful  for  both  of  the  con- 
federates, and  their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  to  mer- 
chandife;,  traffic,  and  traide,  in  all  places  where  com- 
merce has  been  carried  on  at  any  time  hitherto,  in 
whatfoever  goods  and  wares  they  pleafe  3  and  every  one 
Ihall  have  leave  to  import  and  export  tiie  fame  at  dif- 
crerion  \  provided  they  pay  the  duties,  and  obferye  the 
laws  and  orders  of  the  aforefaid  kingdom  and  re-  ^ 
public,  relating  to  merchandize,  or  any  other  right. 
Which  things  being  prefuppofed,  the  people,  fubje6ts, 
and  inhabitiants  of  either  of  the  confederates,  Ihall  have 
and  poflTefs  in  the  countries,  lands,  dominions,  and 
kingdoms  q{  the  other,  as  full  and  ample  privileges, 
and  ^  many  exemptions,  immunities,  and  liberties,  as 
any  foreigner  doth  or  (hall  pofTefs  in  the  dominions  and 
kingdoms  of  the  faid  confederates. 

V.ThQ 
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V.  The  merchants,  captains,  maftcrs  of  Odps,  ma- 
riners, and  all  men  whatfoever,  their  fhips,  and  all  hter- 
chandize  and  goods  in  general,  of  either  of  the  confer 
derates,  their  (ubjcAs  and  inhabitants,  Ihall  not  be  put 
or  detained  under  arreft,  on  any  public  or  private  ac- 
count, by  virtue  of  any  general  or  Ipecial  edift,  in  any 
of  the  territories,  harbours,  ftations,  fliores,  or  domini- 
ons whatfoever,  of  the  other  confederate,  for  public 
life,  warlike  expeditions,  or  any  other  caufe,  much  lefs 
for  the  private  ufe  of  any  perfon ;  nor  be  compelled  by 
any  fort  of  violence,  nor  in  any  wife  molefted  or  inju- 
red. Provided  neverthelefs,  that  arrefts  which  are 
agreeable  to  juftice  and  equity  be  not  prohibited,  if 
made  according  to  the  ordinary  forms  of  law,  and  not 
to  gradfy  the  paflions  of  private  perfons,  but  as  indif- 
penfably  requifitc  for  the  adminiftration  of  law  and 
juftice. 

VL  That  if  one  or  more  fhips  of  either  of  the  con- 
federates, whether  fhips  of  war,  or  private  fhips  of  bur- 
then belon^g  to  their  fubjeflts,  citizens^  and  inhabi- 
tants, be  drove  by  flrefs  ofweather,  or  purfued  by  pi- 
rates and  enemies,  or  compelled  by  other  urgent  ne- 
celTity  to  any  harbours,  flations,  or  fhores  whatfoever, 
of  the  other  confederate,  they  fhall  be  there  received 
with  all  kindnefs  and  humanity,  and  enjoy  amicable ' 
proteftion,  without  being  hindered  in  any  meafure 
from  refitting  themfelves  intirely,  and  from  buying 
all  necefTaries  for  their  fuftenance,  repair,  and  conve- 
niency,  at  a  fair  price ;  nor  fliall  they  be  hindered  on 
any  account  from  weighing  anchor,  and  departing 
fi-om  any  port  and  ftation,  when  they  pleafe,  without 
paying  the  cufloms,  or  any  impofls,  fo  long  as  they 
do  not  contravene  or  tranfgrefs  the  ftatutes,  orders, 
and  cuftoms  of  the  place,  to  which  the  fhips  fhall  be 
retired,  or  where  they  ftay. 

VII .  For  the  like  reafon,  if  one  or  more  fhips,  whe- 
ther public  or  private,  of  either  of  the  confederates, 
their  fubjcfts  or  inhabitants,  have  nm  ^fhore^  fuffered 

C  4  wreck. 
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wreck,  or  any  lofs  or  damage  whatfoever,  or  fhall 
hereafter,  upon  the  coafls  or  any  territories  whatfoever 
q(  the  other  confederate,  the  fufferers  fhall  be  kindly 
and  friendly  relieved,  and  aflifted  for  a  proper  reward. 
Provided  that  whatfoever  be  recovered  of  the  faid 
wreck,  or  any  lofs  or  damage,  be  fecured,  preferved, 
and  reftored  to  the  rightful  owner,  or  his  reprefcn- 
tadve. 

VIII.  That  if  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  either 
of  the  confederates,  whether  they  are  merchants  and 
their  faftors,  fervants,  captains,  maflers  of  (hips,  ma- 
riners, or  others,  travelling  or  fojourning,  for  any  other 
reafon,  in  the  dominions  of  the  other  .confederate,  want 
the  afTiflance  of  the  magiflrates,  eidier  to  plead  any 
caufe  in  the  courts  of  juftice  in  their  name  for  the  re- 
covery of  their  debts,  or  for  odier  lawful  reafons,  it 
fhall  be  cpurteoufly  afforded  to  them  readily,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  equity  of  the  cafe ;  and  juflice  fhall  be 
adminlftered  without  tedious  and  unnecefFary  delays. 
They  fh^U  not  in  any  manner,  or  for  any  pretence,  be 
hindered  in  tranfafting  their  affairs,  contrafting  for 
merchandize,  receiving  the  price  for  them,  and  per- 
forming their  journies,  but  fhall  be  treated  every 
where  with  the  moft  friendly  offices  -,  and  it  fhall  be 
free  for  them  on  both  fides  to  wear  arms  for  felf-de- 
fence,  on  the  fhores,  or  in  the  fhips,  harbours,  and 
public  places  whatfoever  of  the  other  confederate. 
Provided  they  do  not  give  the  governors  and  magi- 
ftrates  of  any  place  whatfoever,  any  jufl  fufpicion  of 
any  machinations  againft  the  public  or  private  peaces 
and  whofoever  behave  modeflly  and  innocendy,  fhall 
be  protefted  from  violence  and  trouble, 

JX.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  confederates,  and 
each  of  them,  their  people  and  fubjefts,  to  buy  and 
export  from  their  refpeftive  countries,  dominions,  and 
lyngdoms,  arms  and  warlike  ftores  of  all  forts, 
and  (liips,  into  one  another's  harbours,  flations,  and 
Ihpres^  to  h^le  them  ^ore  with  fafety  ^nd  freedom 

to 
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to  refidc  there,  and  to  depart  from  thence,  provided 
ihcy  behave  modeftly,  peaceably,  and  conformably  to 
the  laws  and  aiftoms  of  the  feveral  places,  and  do  not 
in  any  refpeft  hinder  the  freedom  of  commerce.'     In 
Bkc  manner,  the  Dutch  fhips  fhall  have  free  accefs  to 
the  ports  of  the  other  confederate,  and  free  anchorage 
there  :  but  if  their  number  be  fuch  as  may  give  mani- 
fell  fulpicion,  they  ihall  not  enter  without  confent  and 
leave  firft  obtained  from  that  confederate,  whofe  har- 
bours they  are  at;  unlefe  they  are  drove  in  by  tem- 
pefts,  or  by  violence,  or  by  danger  at  fea :  in  whiqh 
cafe  they  Ihall  fignify  the  reafon  of  their  coming  to  the 
governor  or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place,  but  Ihall 
not  flay  there  longer  than  the  time  granted  by  the  go- 
vernor, or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place,  as  aforefaid, 
nor  longer  than  they  obferve  this  article^i  and  thole 
other  conditions  hereafter  ftipulated. 

X.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Queen  and  kingdom  of  Sweden,  to  travel 
lafely,  and  without  moleftation,  in  England,  Scotland^ 
4nd  Ireland,  and  all  the  dominions  thereof,  and  Q> 
pafs  through  the  fame  whither  they  pleafe,  by  land  or 
lea,  to  any  nations  whatfoever,  and  freely  to  trade  and 
traffic  with  them  in  all  forts  of  merchandize,  to  im- 
port them  thither,  and  to  export  them  from  thence : 
and  the  people  of  the  aforei'aid  republic  fhall  enjoy 
the  fame  liberties  in  •  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and 
territories  of  the  Queen  and  kingdom  of  Sweden,  on 
condition  that  the  laws,  ordinances,  and  prerogatives  of 
e^ch  nation  rclpeftively,  which  relate  to  commerce 
and  merchandize,  be  obferved  on  both  fides. 

XL  Although  the  preceding  articles  of  this  treaty, 
and  the  laws  of  friendlhip  foi  bid,  that  either  of  the 
confederates  fhall  give  aid  and  afTiftance  to  the  ene- 
mies of  the  other,  yet  it  muft  by  no  means  be  undcr-^ 
ftood,  that  that  confederate,  v/ith  the  liibjefts  and  in- 
habitants, who  are  not  involved  in  war,  fhall  carry  on 
P9  manner  of  trade  and  navigation  with  the  enemies  of 

that 
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that  confederate  who  is  engaged  in  the  war.  Only 
it  is  hereby  provided,  in  the  mean  tinne,  till  all  the 
rules  appertaining  to  this  nfiatter  are  fettled,  that  no 
merchandize  of  that  fort  which  fhall  be  deemed  con- 
traband (which  fhall  be  Ipecified  by  a  particular  cata- 
logue, to  be  fettled  within  four  months)  fhall  be  car- 
ried to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  without  danger  of 
being  made  prize,  and  without  hopes  of  redemption^ 
if  they  are  feized  by  the  other  confederate. 

XIL  Left  that  fuch  free  navigation  or  paflage  of 
one  of  the  confederates,  or  his  or  her  lubjefts  and  in- 
habitants, while  the  other  confederate  is  at  war,  by 
land  or  fea,  with  other  nations,  fhould  be  prejudicial 
to  the  other  confederate ;  and  left  hoftile  goods  and 
wares  fhould  be  concealed  under  the  difguife  of  friend- 
ftiip ;  for  removing  all  fufpicion  and  fraud,  it  is  thought 
fit  that  all  fhips,  carriages,  wares,  and  men,  belonging 
to  either  of  the  confederates,  fhall  be  duly  fiirniflied 
in  their  journies  and  voyages  with  fafc-condu£ts,  com- 
monly called  paflports  and  certificates,  which  fhall  be 
%ned  by  the  chief  governor  or  magiftrate  of  the  chief 
province,  or  city  from  whence  they  came,  and  be  re- 
gulated in  all  things  according  to  the  forms  that  fhall 
he  agreed  on  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  from  the 
date  hereof:  And  when  the  merchandize,  goods,  fhips, 
men  of  either  of  the  confederates,  and  their  fubjefts 
and  inhabitants,  fhall  meet  or  be  met  by  the  fhips  of 
war,  public  or  private,  or  the  fubjedts  and  inhabitants 
t(  the  other  confederate  in  the  open  fea  or  ttraits,  har- 
bours, ftations,  lands,  or  other  places  wherefoever 
they  fhall  come  together,  after  producing  their  fafe- 
condudls  and  certificates,  nothing  farther  fhall  be  de- 
manded of  them  i  no  inquiry  whatfoever  fhall  be  made 
into  the  fhips,  goods,  or  men,  much  lefs  ftiall  they  be 
injured,  damaged,  or  molefted,  but  fhall  be  freely  let 
go  to  profecute  their  journey,  voyage,  or  bufinels.  And 
if  any  thing  be  committed  by  either  party  contrary  to 
the  genuine  meaning  of  this  article,  both  of  the  con- 
federates fhall  inflidl  a  ferere  punifhment  on  their  fub- 

jefts 
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jefts  and  inhabitants,  the  contraveners,  and  fhall  take 
care  that  plenary  and  immediate  fatisfaftion  be  given 
to  the  other  injured  confederate,  or  his  fubje<^s  and 
inhabitants,  for  all  lofs  and  expences. 

XIII.  If  it  alfo  happen  hereafter,  during  this  friend- 
fhip  and  treaty,  that  any  of  the  people  and  fubjefts  of 
cither  of  the  confederates  attempt  or  endeavour  any 
thing  contrary  to  this  league,  or  any  article  thereof^ 
by  land  or  fca,  or  elfewhere,  this  friendfhip,'  league, 
and  contraft  fhall  not  be  interrupted  or  diffolved  be- 
tween the  faid  confederates  on  that  account,  but  fhall 
neverthelefs  remain  and  continue  intire,  and  thole  par- 
ticular men  only  fhall  be  punifhed,  who  fhall  violate 
diis  treaty,  and  right  and  juflice  fhall  be  adminiftered 
to  thofe  who  receive  the  injury,  and  all  manner  of  fa- 
dsfaftion  fhall  be  made  them  for  the  lofs  and  injury 
within  the  fpace  of  twelve  months  after  the  reftiturion 
demanded*     And  if  the  faid  delinquents,  and  thofe 
who  are  guilty  of  the  violence  committed,  refufe  to 
ftand  and  fubmit  to  juflice,  or  to  make  latisfaftion 
within  the  day  appointed,  their  eflates,  goods,  and 
pofTeflions  whatfoever,  fhall  be  confilcated  and  fold 
for  the  jufl  and  full  fatisfaftion  of  the  injuries  which 
they  have  committed ;  and  the  delinquents  and  guilty 
perlbns  themfelves,  when  they  come  into  the  power 
of  the  other  flate,  Ihall  moreover  fuffcr  due  punifh- 
ment,  according  to  thfe  nature  of  the  offence.     And 
reflituuon  and  latisfa6tion  fhall  be  made  fpeedily,  and 
without  delay,  to  the  party  injured,  and  his  or  herfub- 
je<5ls  and  inhabitants,  for  the  lofTes  and  damages  which 
either  of  the  confederates  fufFered  by  the  other,  dur- 
ing the  w^ar  betwixt  England  and  the  United  Provin- 
ces of  the  Netherlands. 

XIV.  The  prefent  treaty  and  confederacy  fnall  de- 
rogate nothing  from  any  prchcmincnce,  right,  and  do- 
minion whatfoever,  of  cither  of  the  confederates,  in 
their  feas,  fb-aits,  and  waters  whatfoever,  but  fliall 
jiq^yc  and  retain  the  fame  to  th::mfclvcs,  in  as  ample 
§  a  manner 
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a  manner  as  they  have  liitherto  enjoyed  them,  and  as 
by  right  to  them  belongs. 

XV.  Whereas  therefore  it  is  the  primary  inftitution 
6f  this  treaty,  that  fuch  a  freedom  of  navigation  and 
commerce,  as  is  defcribed  in  the  foregoing  articles, 
.may  be  and  remain  on  both  fides,  to  both  of  the  con- 
federates, their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,'  in  the  Bal- 
tic Sea,  the  Sound,  the  North  Sea,  the  Britifh  Ocean, 
the  Mediterranean,  and  the  Channel,  and  the  other 
feas  in  Europe,  both  parties  ihall  endeavour  heartily, 
with'  their  joint  advice,  help,  and  aflift^nce,  that  the 
aforefaid  mutual  freedom  of  navigation  and  commerce 
may  be  eftablifhed  and  promoted,  in  all  the  feas  and 
ftraits  aforefaid,  and  defended,  if  occafion  ihall  re- 
quire, againft  all  difturbers,  who  fhall  attempt  to  in- 
terrupt, prohibit,  hinder,  conftrain,  or  force  it  for  their 
own  plealure,  and  for  the  fake  of  injuring  the  confe- 
derates. And  both  of  the  faid  confederates  fhall  con- 
tribute friendly  and  readily  to  promote  the  advanta- 
ges and  remove  the  difadvantages  of  each  other  5  fav- 
ing  the  treaties  heretofore  entered  into,  and  ftill  fub-r 
lifting,  between  both  nations,  and  other  kingdoms,  re- 
publics, and  ftates.  And  hereafter  neither  of  the  con- 
federates fhall  by  any  means  enter  into  any  treaty,  or 
make  any  contraft  with  other  foreign  nations  and  ftates 
whatfbever,  to  the  leaft  prejudice  of  this  prefent  trea- 
ty, without  the  previous  knowledge  and  confent  of  the 
other  confederate ;  or  if  any  thing  fhall  hereafter  be 
ftipulated  with  others,  it  fhall  be  accounted  of  no  ef- 
feft,  and  fhall  yield  in  all  refpe6ls  to  this  mutual  con- 
vention. As  to  the  mutual  aid  or  afTiftance  to  be 
given  one  another  for  the  defence  of  this  treaty,  and 
the  freedom  of  commerce  and  navigation,  when  it 
fliall  be  necefTary^  and  reafon  requires,  a  more  parti- 
cular agreement  fhall  be  made,  according  to  the  cir- 
Cumftances  of  time,  &c. 

XVI.  As  to  the  other  advantages  to  be  enjoyed, 
and  laws  to  be  conformed  to  by  the  men  or  war, 

which 
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which  arrive  at  the  harbours  or  ftations  of  either  of  the 
confederates,  the  trade  to  be  carried  on  in  America, 
alfb  as  to  the  catching  of  herrings,  and  other  fifh  what- 
Ibever,  the  appointing  of  ftaples  and  emporiums  of 
commerce,  and  the  regulating  of  other  matters  and 
conditions,  which  may  be  required  for  the  greater  il- 
luftration  of  the  foregoing  articles,  the  fame  fhall.  be 
fettled,  as  hereafter  fhall  be  mutually  agreed,  by  a  fpe- 
dal  treaty  or  covenant. 

XVI I.  But  thofe  things  to  whicli  we  have  confent- 
cd  in  the  former  articles  (hall  immediately  from  this 
inftant  be  in  fall  force,  and  duly  obferved  by  both 
parties,  and  by  all  who  are  united  6n  both  fides  by 
alliance,  faith,  and  obedience.  And  to  the  intent 
diat  hereafter  they  may  be  rendered  the  more  ftable 
and  firm,  as  well  by  her  moft  gracious  Royal  Majef- 
ty,  as  by  the  L-ord  Proteftor  of  the  republic  of  Eng- 
land, Scodand,  and  Ireland,  and  tiieir  dominions,  in 
the  name  of  his  Highnefs,  and  the  faid  republic, 
they  fhall  be  fubfcribed,  figned,  and  ratified  within  the 
term  of  four  months,  with  the  very  hands  and  feals  of 
her  Majefly  and  his  Highnefs. 

In  confirmation  of  all  that  is  above  written,  and  in 
witnefs  that  they  fhall  be  facredly  obferved,  and  rati- 
fied within  the  day  aforcfaid,  on  the  part  of  her  Royal 
Majefly,  our  mofl  gracious  Lady,  we  have  fubfcribed 
thefe  prefents  with  our  hands,  and  fealed  them  with 
cur  feals.     Done  at  Upfal  the  nth  of  April,  1654. 


The  Treaty  between  Charles  Guflavus  King  of  Swe- 
den, and  Oliver  CromweH  ProteSior  of  England ;, 
whereby  the  Treaty  of  Alliance  made  between  thofe 
two  States  the  nth  of  April  1654,  is  confirmed 
and  explained.     Done  at  London,  Anno  1656.

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rene  anfl  Potent  Prince  and  Lord,  the  Lbrd  Charles 
Guftavus,  by  the  grace  of  Gbd  King  of  the  Swedes, 
Goths,  and  Vandals,  Great  Prince  of  JFinland,  Duke 
of  Efthonia,  Carelia,  Bfemeri,  Verden,  Stetin,  Ponne- 
rania,  Caffuben,  and  Vandalia,  Prince  of  Rngen,  Lord 
of  Ingria  and  Wifmar,  alfb  Count  Palatine  of  the 
Rhine,  and  Duke  of  Bavaria,  JuKers,  Cleves,  and 
Mons,  and  Ambaffedor  Extraordinary  from  that  Prince 
to  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  High  Oliver  Lord  Pro- 
tcftor  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  the  do- 
minions thereof,  and  to  the  republic:  of  Erigland  -,  do 
hereby  make  known  and  teftify  to  all  atid  e^ery  one 
whom  it  concerns,  or  whom  it  may  in  any  meafure 
concern.  That  whereas  in  the  treaty  made  at  Upfal, 
the  nth  of  April  1654,  between  the  moft  Serene  and 
Potent  Princefs  Chriftina,  by  the  grace  of  God  Queen 
of  die  Swedes,  Goths,  and  Vandals,  Great  Princefs  of 
Finland,  Duchefs  of  Efthonia,  Carelia,  Bremen,  Ver- 
den, Stetin,  Pomerania,  Cafliiben,  and  Vandalia,  Prin- 
cefs of  Rugen,  Lady  of  liigria  and  Wifmar,  arid  the 
kingdom  of  Sweden,  and  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor  of 
the  republic  of  England,  &c.  certain  affairs,  relating 
as  well  to  the  efl:ablifhment  of  mutual  friendlhip,  as  to 
the  advantages  of  commerce  and  navigation,  were  de- 
ferred to  a  more  convenient  time.  And  whereas  it 
hath  feemed  good  to  his  faid  moft  Serene  Royal  Ma- 
jefty  of  Sweden,  to  fend  me  over  to  Enghnd,  veftcd 
with  fufficient  powers  to  tranfaft  the  fame,  and  die 
other  affairs  which  follow ;  therefore,  after  a  conference 
with  the  Lords  CommifTioners  of  the  faid  moft  Serene 
Lord  Proteftor,  viz.  the  moft  noble  Lord  Nadianiel 
Fienncs,  one  of  the  Keepers  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  of 
his  Highncfs's  Privy  Counfellors,  Sir  Bulftrode  Whit- 
lock,  Knight,  one  of  the  CommifTioners  of  his  High- 
nefs's  Treafury,  and  Conftable  of,  Windfor  Caftle, 
and  Walter  Strickland,  Efqj  both  Members  alfo  of  his 
Highncfs's  faid  Privy  Council,  furnifhed  with  fufficient 
powers  and  commands  for  this  purpofe  j  and  after 
we  had  mutually  imparted  pur  opinions,  and  maturely 

confidered 
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canfidered  the  following  points,  we  agreed  as  is  clearly 
and  per^ptcuoufly  exprefled  in  die  words  of  die  under-* 
written  articles. 

I.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  confederates 
to  raifc  any  IbWiers  and  feamen  by  beat  of  drum  with* 
in  the  kingdoms,  countries,  and  cities  of  either ;  and 
aUb  to  hire  men  of  war  and  (hips  of  burden,  obferv* 
ing  only  the  foBowng  conditions. 

I  •  Whichfocvcr  or  the  confederates  defires  to  have 
a  mufter,  he  flAlI  notify  his  intention  to  his  ally,  and 
ipecify  the  places  in  which  he  thinks  fuch  le\^ies  may 
moft  conveniendy  be  made ;  and  if  the  condition  of 
the  other  ally  will  not  permit  that  the  levy  fhould  be 
made  in  that  place,  then  the  other,  being  fo  required, 
ihall  appoint  another  place  more  convenient  for  his 
purpofe,  and  as  litde  as  pofTible  to  the  detriment  of 
both  parties, 

a.  As  to  the  number  of  foldiers  to  be  raifed,  or  of 
(hips  to  be  hired,  regard  fhall  be  had  to  the  affairs 
and  circumflances  of  that  confederate  in  whofe  king- 
doms and  dominions  the  mufters  are  to  be  made  -,  left 
if  a  greater  number  of  forces  be  required  than  is  fit- 
ting, the  other  fhould  find  the  want  of  them,  or  be  dif- 
appointed  of  them  for  his  own  occafions. 

3.  When  foldiers  are  raifed  in  that  country,  they 
Ihall  not  take  arms,  nor  fo  much  as  on  board  the 
ihips,  till  they  come  within  twenty  leagues  of  the  place 
where  they  are  to  be  let  afhore. 

4.  The  colonels  or  captains  fhall  raife  no  foldiers 
"who  are  already  entered  into  the  pay  of  another  kirg 
or  ftate,  nor  fhall  they  entice  any  from  their  cc- 
lours. 

5.  The  foldiers,  failors,  and  fhips,  raifed  or  hired, 
93  above,  in  the  kingdoms  and  countries  of  either  of 
the  confederates,  fhall  not  be  raifed  againfl  the  friends 
or  allies  of  the  other,  to  the  violation  of  the  treaties  • 
concluded  and  now  fubfifting  between  one  another  and 
their,  allies, 

II.  Whereas 
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II.  Whereas  in  the  Xlth  article  of  the  treaty  lately 
made  at  Upfal  in  1654,  betwixt  England  and  Swe- 
den, it  was  agreed  and  Ipecified  what  goods  and  mer-. 
chandize  fhould  hereafter  be  declared  contraband  and 
prohibited ;  it  is  now  by  virtue  of  the  faid  article  efta- 
bliflied,  that  only^  thofe  hereafter  mentioned  fhall  be 
reckoned  prohibited,  and  confequently  not  to  be  dif- 
pofed  of  to  the  enemies  of  either,  viz.  bombs  with 
their  fufees  and  other  appurtenances,  fire-balls,  gun- 
powder, matches,  cannon-ball,  Ipears,  ^ords,  lances, 
pikes,  halberts,  guns,  mortars^  petards,  granadoes, 
miilket-refts,  bandaliers,  faltpetre,  muflcets,  mufket- 
balls,  helmets,  head-pieces,  breaft-plates,  coats  of 
mail,  cuiraffes,  and  the  like  kind  of  arms  5  foldiers, 
horfes,  with  all  their  furniture,  piftols,  holflers,  belts, 
and  all  other  warlike  inftruments ;  and  alfo  fhips  of 
war.  Money  fhall  alfo  be  reckoned  among  the  goods 
with  which  die  enemies  are  not  to  be  fupplied,  and 
which  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  carry  to  the  enemies  of 
cither,  'any  more  than  the  things  above  mentioned,  on 
the  penalty  of  being  made  prize  without  hopes  of  re- 
demption, if  they  are  feized  by  either  of  the  confede- 
rates. Nor  fhall  either  of  the  confederates  permit  that 
the  enemies  or  rebels  of  the  other  be  afllfled  by  any  of 
their  fubjefts,  or  that  their  fhips  be  fold,  lent,  or  in  any 
manner  made  ufe  of  by  the  enemies  or  rebels  of 
the  other,  to  his  difadvantage  or  detriment. 

III.  But  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  confede- 
rates, and  his  people  or  fubjefts,  to  trade  with  the  ene* 
mies  of  the  other,  and  to  carry  them  any  goods  what- 
foever,  which  are  not  excepted  as  above,  without  any 
impediment :  Provided  they  are  not  carried  to  thofe 
ports  or  places  which  are  befieged  by  the  other  5  in 
which  cafe  they  fhall  have  leave  either  to  fell  their 
goods  to  the  befiegers,  or  to  repair  with  them  to  any 
othor  port  which  is  not  befieged. 

IV.  Whereas  in  the  Xlth  article  of  the  treaty  con- 
cluded at  Upfal  the   nth  of  April,  1654,' between 

Sweden 
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Sweden  and  England,  it  was  agreed,  diat  aldiougji  it 
was  precautioncd  and  prohibited  by  the  preceding  ar- 
ticles^  that  either  of  the  confederates  Ihould  give  aid 
and  affiftance  to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  yet  it  ought 
DOC  to  be  iinderftood,  that  that  confederate  who  is  not 
involved  in  war  with  the  enemy  of  the  other,  fhall  not 
be  allowed  to  carry  on  trade  with  the  faid  enemy  of 
that  confederate :  but  it  was  only  provided  thereby, 
till  dicrc  fhould  be  a  farther  agreement  concerning  this 
matter^  that  no  goods  or  merchandize  which  we  com- 
monly call  contraband  (hall  be  carried  to  the  enemy 
of  the  other,  without  danger  of  being  made  prize,  and 
without  hopes  of  redemption,  if  they  are  feized  by  the 
odier  confederate.     In  like  manner,  whereas  by  the 
Xllth  article  of  the  faid  treaty,  for  the  evading  of  all 
ili^icions,  left  the  navigation  or  commerce  of  one  of 
the  confederates,  whether  by  land  or  fea,  Ihould  be 
carried  on  during  war  to  the  prejudice  of  the  other 
confederate,  or  left  the  goods  of  enemies  fhould   be 
carried  under  the  dilguife  of  the  goods  of  friends,  it 
was  ftipulated  and  concluded,  that  all  fhips,  carriages, 
wares,  and  men,  belonging  to  the  other  of  the  confede- 
rates, fhould  be  fiimilhed  in  their  journey  and  paffage 
with  fafe-condufts,  commonly  called  paflports,  and 
certificates,  figned  by  the  chief  governor  or  magiftrate 
of  that  province  and  city  from  whence  they  came  -,  and 
that  thofe  forms  of  the  paflports. and  certificates  were 
to  be  obferved  on  which  the  confederates  fhould  mu- 
tually agree  on  both  fides ;  and  when  ^the  merchan- 
dize, goods,  fhips,  men  of  either  of  the  confederates, 
and  his  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  fhall  meet  or  be  met 
by  the  fhips  of  war,  public  or  private,  or  the  fubjefts 
and  inhabitants  of  the  other  confederate,  in  the  open 
fea,  ftraits,  harbours,  havens,  lands,  and  other  places, 
wherefoever  or  howfocver  they  fhall  come  together, 
after  producing  only  their  fafe^condufts  and  certificates 
nothing  farther  fliould  be  demanded  of  them,  no  in- 
quiry whatfoever  fhould  be  made  into  the  ftiips,  goods, 
or  men,  much  iefs  fhould  they  be  injured,  damaged. 
Vol.  I.  D  or 
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or  molefted  j  but  (hould  be  freely  let  gp  to  profecutc 
.their  journey  and  purpofe,  as  is  above  fignified. 

And  whereas  by  the  XlVth  article  it  was  ftipula- 
ted,  that  the  faid  treaty  and  confederacy  fhould  dero- 
gate nothing  from  any  preheminence  ot  right  and  do- 
minion whatfoever  of  either  of  the  confederates,  in  any 
of  their  feas,  ftfaits,  and  waters  whatfoever,  but  that 
they  fhould  have  and  retain  the  fame  to  themfelves  in 
as  ample  a  manner  as  they  had  all  along  enjoyed 
them,  and  as  by  right  to  them  belonged ;  Now  there- 
fore diat  a  fitting  draught  of  fuch  certificates  and  pafT* 
•ports  may  be  formed  and  obfervcd,  which  may  be  an- 
Iwerablc  to  the  meaning  of  the  aforefaid  articles,  it  is 
agreed  and  concluded  on  both  fides.  That  for  avoid- 
ing all  frauds  and  concealments  whatfoever  of  the  ene- 
mies goods,  and  all  occafions  of  quarrels  as  to  any 
certificates  and  paflports,  fuch  forms  as  are  under- 
written verbatim  fhall  be  obferved,  and  fubfcribed 
and  figned  by  the  chief  magiflrate  of  that  province 
and  city  from  whence  they  come  j  that  then  the  true 
names  of  the  fhips,  carriages,  merchandize,  and  maf^ 
ters  of  the  fhips  be  fpecified ;  as  alfo  the  punctual  days 
and  times,  without  any  fraud,  together  with  other  de- 
fcriptions  of  that  fort,  which  are  exprefled  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  of  a  fafe^conduft  or  Certificate^  Where- 
fore, if  any  perfon  who  fhall  declare  upon  the  oath  by 
which  he  is  bound  to  his  king,  flate,  or  city,  that  he 
has  given  in  a  true  account,  be  convifted  by  fufHcient 
proof  of  having  concealed  any  fraud  by  his  permiflion 
tinder  his  faid  declaration,  he  fhall  be  feverely  punifhed 
as  a  tranfgrefTor  of  the  faid  oath. 

We  N.  N.  governor  or  chief  magifhate  of  the 

ijrpvincc  or  city  of  N.  [the  title  or  office  of  the  re* 
jpe^ve  government  of  that  place  being  added]  do 
ipake  known  and  certify,  that  on  the  day  of  die

I}abicants  of  N.   and  who  are  engaged  and  bpund  a$ 
fobjcfts  of  his,  mpfl'  Serene  Royal  J^sge^  ojf  Sweden,

for  our  itioft  gracious  Lord,  and  to  our  city,  pcrfon- 
ttty  appeared  before  us  in  the  city  or  town  of  N.  in  the 
dominion  [of  his.moft  Serene  Royal  Majefty  of  Swc- 
^fcn,  or  of  the  mod  Serene  Lord  Proteftor  of  Eng- 
hod^  juft  as  it  fhali  happen]  and  declared  to  us,  that 
the  flup  or  veflel  called  N.  of  about 

kfls  or  tons,  belongs  to  the  port,  city,  or  town  of  iV.  in 
the  dominion  of  N.  and  that  the  faid  fhip  does  right-

tod  earneftly  require  it  of  all  and  Angular  the  powers 
by  land  and  fea>  kings,  princes,  republics,  and  &ee 
cities ;  alfo  of  the  generals  of  armies,  admirals,  com- 
manders, officers  and  governors  of  ports,  and  all 
others  to  whom  the  cuftody  of  any  harbour  or  fea  is 
committed,  which  meet  this  ijiip  in  her  voyage ;  or  if 
ihe  happen  to  fall  in,  among,  or  pais  through  their 
fquadrons,  or  to  ftay  in  their  harbours,  that  for  the 
fake  of  the  treaties  ^d  friendfhip  which  fubfift  relpec- 
tively  between  them,  or  whoever  are  his  fuperiors,  and 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden,  or  the  moft  Serene 
Lord  Proteftor  our  moft  gracious  Lord,  they  will  not 
only  permit  the  laid  captain  with  the  ihip  N.  and  the 
men,  goods,  and  merchandize  to  her  belonging,  to 
profecute  her  voyage  freely  without  lett  and  molefta- 
don ;  but  alfo,  if  he  think  fit  to  depart  elfewhere  fi-om  *

or  any  other  cafe.  In  witnefs  whereof  we  have  taken 
care  that  thefe  prefents  (igned  by  our  hands  be  fealed 
with  the  feal  of  our  city.     Given  at  our  court. 

V.  Neither  of  thofe  confederates  fhall  fufFer  the 
(hips,  vefTels,  goods,  or  merchandize  of  the  other,  or  of 
his  people  or  fobjefts,  which  are  taken  at  fea  or  elfe- 
where by  enemies  or  rebels,  to  be  brought  into  their 
ports  or  dominions,  but  fliall  publicly  forbid  any  thing 
of  that  kind  to  be  done ;  and  if  any  Ihips,  vefTelsj 
goods,  or  merchandize  of  either,  or  his  people  or  fub- 
jefts,  taken  at  fea  or  elfewhere,  fliall  be  carried  into 
the  ports  or  countries  of  the  other  by  any  enemy  or 
rebel  of  the  confederates,  or  either  of  them,  that  con- 
federate into  whofe  harbours  they  fhall  be  carried,  fhall 
not  fufFer  the  fame  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  fold  in 
that  port,  or  any  other  place  in'  their  dominion ;  but 

fhaU 
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fliall  take  care  that  the  mafter  of  the  fhip  or  veflcl  fo 
taken,  as  alio  the  mariners  and  paflengers,  fhall  as  foon 
as  diey  arrive,  be  immediately  fet  at  liberty,  together 
with  2dl  the  prifbners,  fubjefts  of  either  kingdom  or  re- 
public, as  many  as  fhall  be  brought  thither;  nor 
fliall  he  permit  the  faid  Ihip  and  veflel  to  day  in  that 
harbour,  but  (hall  command  the  faid  fhip,  with  her 
goods,  merchandize,  and  lading,  immediately  to  leave 
Ac  harbour.  Provided  neveithelefs,  that  nothing  in 
mis  article  be  turned  to  the  prejudice  of  the  treaties 
formerly  entered  into  by  either  of  the  confederates  with 
other  nations ;  and  where  thefe  things  do  not  interfere, 
the  above  article  fhall  remain  in  full  force. 

VI.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  men  of  war  and  guard- 
fliips  of  either  of  the  confederates  to  enter  into  the 
ports,  havens,  or  rivers  of  the  other,  where  fuch  (hips 
ufe  to  repair,  and  there  to  caft  anchor,  flay,  and  to 
depart  from  thence  without  any  injury  or  moleftation  j 
provided  thefe  conditions  are  obferved. 

I.  That  it  fhall  not  be  free  to  carry  into  the  har- 
bours of  the  confederabeL  any  fquadron,  exceeding  five ' 
or  fix  fhips,  without  giving4ome  notice  thereof  be- 
forehand. 

a.  That  the  commander  of  the  fquadron  and  fhips 
fhall  without  delay  exhibit  his  letters  of  fafe^condud): 
to  the  governor  of  the  cafUe,  fort,  city,  or  province,  or 
acquaint  the  magiflrate  of  the  place  where  he  arrives 
with  the  reafbns  of  his  coming,  and  for  what  end,  and 
how  long  he  defigns  to  flay  in  that  port  or  haven. 

3.  That  fuch  fhips  fhaJl  not  come  or  flay  nearer  to 
thofe  cafUes  or  forts  than  is  convenient. 

4.  That  the  mariners,  fhips  companies,  and  foU 
diers,  fhall  not  go  afhore  in  bodies  above  40  at  a  time, 
nor  in  any  number  that  may  give  fulpicion. 

5.  That  while  they  are  there  they  fhall  not  do  any 
damage  to  any  perfbn,  not  fo  much  as  their  enemies ; 
and  above  all  fhall  not  flop  or  obflruft  the  pafTage  of 
any  merchant  fhips  whatfoever,  into  or  out  of  the  har- 
bour. 

D  3  6.  That 
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6.  That  they  Ihall  not  leave  their  ftation  for  the  fake 
of  infeftkig  the  navigation  of  any  nation  whatever. 

7.  That  they  fhall  in  all  rcfpe6ls  live  and  behav«. 
modcftly,  quietly,  and  conformably  to  the  laws  and 
cuftoms  of  every  place,  and  have  fpecial  regard  to  the- 
reciprocal  friendfhip  between  the  confederates.  Where 
the  terms  aforefaid  are  lighdy  obferved  according  to 
the  true  meaning  of  the  words,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
the  men  of  war  of  either  confederate  to  keep  upon  the 
coafls,  and  continue  in  the  harbours  of  the  other  con- 
aerate,  whether  for  avoiding  tempefts  and  enemies^ 
pr  for  rendezvoufing  and  afTembling  merchant  fhips, 
or  any  other .  juft  caufes*  But  if  either  of  the  confer 
derates  fhall  think  it  advantageous  or  neceflary  to  en- 
ter the  ports  of  the  other  confederate  with  a  greater 
number  of  fhijps,  and  to  enjoy  the  conveniences  th?re- 
6^  he  fhall  fignify  the  fame  to  his  confederate  two 
mondis  beforehand,  during  which  time  the  ways  and 
means  of  admitting  the  fame  fhall  be  fetded* 

VII.  Whereas  it  is  provided  by  the  aforefaid  treaty 
at  Upfal,  that  fatisfa£tion  fhould  be  given  for  the  loffes 
wblcn  either  of  the  confederates  or  his  people  or  fub* 
jefts  fuflained  from  the  other,  or  his  people  or  fub* 
jedU»  during  the  war  between  the  Republic  and  the 
Soutcs  of  the  United  Netherlands,  it  is  now  agreed, 
thH  three  commifTxoners  fhall  be  delegated  and  depu.- 
ted  on  each  fide,  who  fhall  take  cognizance  of,  and 
dieci^  all  thoie  difpuces ;  which  commifTioners  fhall 
meet  at  London,  the  firfl  day  of  January  next.  And 
the  three  commifTioners  abovemenrioned,  fo  chofen 
and  deputed  on  both  fides,  fhall  have  power  to  take  all 
tjiofe  things  into  their  confideration  which  fhall  be  ex- 
hibited or  propofed  on  both  fides,  and  which  happened 
in  the  faid  period,  as  well  concerning  the  refliturion  of 
^c  fhips  or  goods  hitherto  detained,  as  the  fadsfadion 
for  lofTes  fuftained  by  the  detaining  of  the  fhips  of  ei*- 
tiher  of  the  confederates,  which  are  already  or  fhall 
hereafter  be  releafed  i  or  if  it  can  be  conveniendy  done 
in  any  other  manner,  they  fhall  judge  of  them  fum- 
mwly^  according  to  right  and  reafon^  without  any  ap-

peil  or  ftrms  of  kw ;  and  both  parties  fhall  make  it 
their  chief  bufinefe  and  endeavour  that  what  is  juft 
andri^itbe  tranfa£ted  in  the  controverfies  aferefaid 
without  any  delay,  and  that  what  is  taken  away  be  re* 
flond,  and  iatis^ftion  performed  and  made  fully  and 
reaJlf  for  the  loiles  and  expences>  according  to  die  te- 
nor of  the  XIII th  article  ot  the  aforefaid  treaty  at  Up- 
iaL  But  if  the  (aid  commiflioners  cannot  agree  in  any 
tcsdoas  or  foundations  whatfoever  of  the  proofs  relating 
to  iuch  reftitution  or  fatisfa&ion,  then  thofe  differences 
Ihall  be  left  to  another  convendon  of  the  confederates^ 
And  that  this  may  be  done  with  the  leafl  lois  of  dme^ 
they  ihall  uie  their  endeavour  to  finifh  the  cognizance 
of  an  theie  matters  in  queflion  within  fix  months  after 
the  firil  meeting ;  and  the  reftitution  and  fatis&ftion 
for  thofe  lofles  fhall  be  made  and  performed  fully  and 
without  delay,  widiin  the  fpace  of  a  month  after  fcn- 
lence  is  paflbd,  by  that  king  or  ftate  whole  fub)e6lt 
,  fludl  be  doomed  to- perform  the  fatisfadioli* 

VIII.  The  fubjefts  of  the  faid  moft  Serene  Lord 
Protedor  and  the  faid  republic  fhall  alfo  hereafter  en* 
joy  all  the  prerogatives  in  the  feveral  branches  of  trader 
which  they  ufed  to  carry  on  in  Pruflia  and  Poland,  or 
die  where  in  the  dominions  of  the  faid  moft  Serene 
Kii^  of  Sweden,  which  they  enjoyed  heretofore,  in 
preference  to  other  nations ;  and  if  at  any  time  they 
defire  &rther  privileges,  their  defires  fliall  be  gratified 
,by  all  the  means  poflible :  And  if  the  faid  moft  Serene 
King  of  Sweden  fhall  grant  greater  and  more  ample 
privileges  than  the  abovemenrioncd,  in  Poland  and 
Pruflia,  to  any  nation  befides,  or  people  not  fubjeft  to 
him,  or  fhall  fuffcr  afiy  nation  or  people  to  eigoy  fuch 
iBTjgcr  privileges  there,  then  the  people  and  citizens  oF 
this  rcpuWic  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  in  all  rc- 
ipedb,  after  they  have  defired  it  of  his  moft  Serene 
Royal  Majefly.  And  moreover,  if  any  edifts  that 
have  been  publifhed  fmce  1650,  happen  to  be  burden* 
fome  to  the  Englifh  ami  Scots,  dwelling  or  trading  irt 
Pirfand  and  Pnii&i^  tiie  fame  fhall  aftorthis  titrc  ht 
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of  no  force,  as  facr  as  it  can  be  rendered  fo  in  the  do- 
minions of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden ;  but  the 
fubjefts  of  the  faid^  Lord  Protestor  Ihall  hereafter  be 
entirely  free  from  diofc  burdens. 

IX.  As  to  die  commerce  to  be  carried  on  in  Ame- 
rica, it  is  exprefsly  provided  by  law,  that  the-  fubjefts 
of  no  republic  befides  fhall  be  impowered  to  trade 
there  in  common  without  a  ipecial  licence ;  but  if  any 
of  the  fubjedls  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden, 
fumifhed  with  his  recommendations,  Ihall  privately 
folicit  fuch  licence  of  the  Lord  Proteftor  to  trade  to 
any  of  thofe  colonies  whatfoever,  he  will  in  this  re- 
Ipedl:  comply  with  the  defire  of  his  moft  Serene  Royal 
Majefty  of  Sweden,  as  far  as  the  ftate  of  his  affairs 
and  of  the  republic  will  for  that  time  permit. 

X.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Sweden,  to  fifh  and  catch  herrings  and 
other  fifh  in  the  feas  and  on  the  coafls  which  are  in  die 
dominion  of  this  republic,  provided  the  fhips  em- 
ployed in  the  fifhery  do  not  exceed  a  thoufand  in  num- 
Dcr :  nor  while  they  are  fifhing  fhall  they  be  any  ways 
iiindered  or  molefted ;  nor  fhall  any  charges  be  de- 
manded on  the  account  of  the  fifhing  by  the  men  of 
war  of  this  republic,  nor  by  thofe  who  are  commif- 
fioned  privately  to  trade  at  their  own  expence,  nor  by 
the  fifhing  veflels  on  the  northern  coafts  of  Britain, 
but  all  perfbns  fhall  be  treated  courteoufly  and  ami- 
cably, and  fhall  be  allowed  even  to  dry  their  nets  on 
the  fhore,  and  to  purchafe  all  necefTary  provifions  from 
die  inhabitants  of  thofe  places  at  a  fair  price. 

XI*  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  prefent 
treaty,  and  all  and  Angular  the  things  therein  con- 
tained and  included  by  the  aforefaid  ambaflador  of 
his  faid  moft  Serene  Royal  Majefty  of  Sweden,  and 
the  commifHoners  of  the  moft  Serene  Jlx>rd  Proteftor, 
/hall  be  confirmed  and  ratified  within  four  months  next 
enfiiing  (or  fooner  if  poffible)  by  the  letters  patent  of 
the  laid  King  and  Proteftor^  fealed  in  due  and  authen^ 
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dc  fbnn  with  their  great  feal ;  and  that  the  *  mutual 
inllruments  fhall  be  exchanged  on  both  fides  within 
the  term  afbrefaid.

'  WHEREAS  in  the  fccond  ardck  of  the  treaty  con- 
^uded  at  Weftminfter,  anno  1656,  betwixt  England 
and  Sweden,  it  is  declared  as  a  point  agreed  and  rad« 
6ed  by  the  conuniflioners  of  the  nK)ft  Serene  Protect 
IDT,  aind  by  the  lord  ambaflador  of  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Sweden,  that  only  the  goods,  merchandize^ 
and  other  things  mendoned  in  that  article,   (houki 
hereafter  \)c  deemed  as  contraband,  and  pubHcIy  pro« 
hibited.    And  whereas  the  moft  Serene  Lord  Protect 
lor  has  propofed  by  his  commifl[ioners»  and  has  ftipu*^ 
lated  with  die  aforefaid  ambaffador  extraordinary,  that 
as  long  as  the  war  continues  betwixt  the  Englifh  and 
the  Spaniards,  none  of  the  goods  and  merchandize  fol« 
lowing   ihaU,   under  a  penalty  to  be  hereafter  ex-» 
prefled,  be  carried  from  the  dominions  of  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Sweden,  to  any  part  of  the  Spanifh  do-

ne  "treaty  of  Alliance  concluded  between  Charles  II. 
bis  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  Charles 
XL  hts  Rcyal  Majefty  of  Sweden,  for  the  confirma- 
tion  of  their  friendjhipy  and  for  the  mutual  fecurity 
of  their  dominions  and  trade.  Done  at  Whitehall, 
OUober^iy  166 1. 

WE,  Charles,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  and 
Hereditary  Prince  of  the  Swedes,  Goths,  and  Van- 
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dais.  Great  Prince  of  Finland,  Duke  of  Schonen, 
Efthonia,  Livonia,  Carelia,  Bremen,  Verden,  Stetin, 
Pomerania,  Caffuben,  and  Vandalia,  Prince  of  Rugen, 
Lord  of  Ingria  and  Wifnnar,  alfo  Count  Palatine  of 
the  Rhine,  Bavaria,  Juliers,  Cleves,  and  Bergen,  8cc. 
defire  to  make  known  to  all  and  lingular  the  perfons 
whom  it  doth,  or  whom  it  may,  in  any  manner  what- 
foevcr  concern.  Whereas  we  lately  fent  to  England 
our  ambaflador  extraordinary,  as  we  did  before  him 
our  envoy  extraordinary,  plenipotentiaries,  in  order 
to  renew  the  anticnt  friendfhip,  and  to  make  a  mu- 
tual league  with  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent 
Prince,  our  deareft  brother,  coufin,  friend,  and  ally, 
the  Lord  Charles  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  &c.

^pondencej  lb  that  both  parties  niay  carry  it  to  eack 
Other  with  the  fincereil  k>ve  and  afieftion. 

II.  The  Hud  confederates  and  their  dominions,  fub- 
Jt6t$,  pec^le,  and  inhabitants,  fhall,  on  all  occafions» 
take  care  of  and  promote  each  other's  advantage} 
and  ihall  a^  certify  one  another  of  any  danffers  threa* 
cened,  and  confpiracies  and  machinations  fermed  by 
the  enemies  of  cither,  and  Ihall  oppofc  and  hindo:

rebel  or  traitor,  who  Ihall  make  any  attempt  againft 
the  cflate  of  the  other;  much  lefs  (ball  he  afford  them 
any  advice,  aid,  or  countenance,  or  fuffer  any  advice, 
afliftance,  or  favour  to  be  given  them  by  his  (ubjcfts^ 
people,  and  inhabitants. 

III.  The  faid  kings  and  kingdoms  (hall  with  aU 
candour  and  diligence  take  all  the  care  po(rible,  that 
the  impediments  which  have  hitherto  interrupted  the 
ii'eedpm  of  navigation  and  commerce,  not  only  be-* 
tween  both  nations,  but  alfo  throughout  the  domif 
nions,  countries,  feas,  and  rivers  of  both,  with  other 
people  and  nations,  be  removed.  And  they  (hall  (in- 
cerely  endeavour  to  aflcrt,  eftabli(h,  defend,  and  pro-

and  people,  either  by  their  own,  or  any  one  elfe's  fault. 

IV.  It  fhall  be  free  for  both  of  the  faid  confederates, 
and  their  inhabitants  and  fubjefts,  to  enter  by  land  or 
fea,  or  by  any  other  manner  of  way,  into  the  king- 
doms, countries,  provinces,  territories,  iflands,  cities, 
villages,  towns  walled  or  unwalled,  fortified  or  unfor- 
tified, harbours,  dominions,  or  jurifdi6tions  whatfb* 
cver,  freely  and  fepurely,  without  any  licenfe  or  (afe- 
conduA,  general  or  fpecial;  and  there  to  pafs  and  re- 
pafs,  to  refide  therein,  or  to  travel  through  the  fame, 
and  in  the  mean  time  to  buy  provifions  and  all  necef- 
fanes,  and  for  hire  acquire  every  convenience;  and 
they  fhall  be  treated  widi  aU  manner  of  civility.  It 
ihall  be  lawful  alfb  for  both  of  the  confederates  and 
their  fubjeds,  citizens,  and  inhabitants,  to  trade,  traf- 
fie,  and  exercife  commerce  in  all  places  whereibever 
commerce  has  been  at  any  rime  hitherto  ufed,  and  in 
whatfoever  goods  and  merchandize  they  pleafe,  pro- 
vided they  are  not  contraband;  and  they  fhall  have 
leave  to  import  and  export  them  at  difcretion,  the  due 
cuftoms  being  always  paid,  and  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  bodi  kingdoms,  whether  relating  to  mer- 
chandize or  any  other  right,  always  obferved.  Wliich 
things  being  prefuppofed,  the  people,  fubjeds,  and  in- 
habitants of  one  of  the  confederates  fhall  have  and 
hold  in  the  countries,  lands,  dominions,  and  king- 
doms of  the  other,  fuch  full  and  ample  privileges, 
and  as  many  exemprions,  liberries,  and  immunides, 
as  any  foreigner  whatfoever  doth  or  fhall  enjoy  in  the 
laid  dominions  and  kingdoms  on  both  fides. 

V,  Neither  the  merchants,  captains  of  fhips,  nuf^ 
ters,  mariners,  or  other  perfons  whatfoever,  nor  the 
fhips  or  any  goods  and  merchandize  of  either  of  the 
confederates,  or  his  fubjefts  or  inhabitants,  fhall  in 
in  any  public  or  private  name,  by  virtue  of  any  general 
or  fpecial  edift,  be  feized  or  laid  \inder  embaj-go  in 

any 
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any  of  the  countries,  harbours,  roads,  (hores^  or  do- 
iminions  whatfocver^  of  the  other  confederate,  for  the 
public  ufe,  military  expeditions,  or  for  any  other  caufe, 
much  left  for  any  one's  private  ufe;  nor  be  compelled 
by  any  manner  of  violence,  nor  in  any  wife  molefted 
or  injured.  Provided  only,  that  fuch  embargoes  as 
arc  agreeable  to  law  and  equity  be  not  prohibited,  ff 
they  are  made  according  to  the  ordinary  forms  of 
law,  not  for  the  fake  of  indulging  any  one's  private 
relentment,  and  are  indifpenfably  neceffary  for  the 
adminiftradon  of  right  and  juftice. 

VI,  But  if  one  or  ihore  fhips  of  either  of  die  con- 
federates, their  fubjefts,  citizens,  or  inhabitants,  whe- 
ther fhips  of  war  or  private  merchantmen,  are  drove 
by  (lorms,  pirates,  enemies,  either  public  or  private^ 
or  other  urgent  neceffity,  into  the  harbours,  havens, 
or  upon  any  of  the  coafts  whatfoever  of  the  other  con- 
federate, they  (hall  be  received  courteoufly,  and  with 
all  civility,  and  enjoy  friendly  proteftion  without  being 
in  any  refpeft  hindered  from  the  means  of  refitting 
entirely,  and  from  purchafing  whatever  they  want  fcr 
their  provifion,  repair,  and  conveniency,  at  the  mar- 
ket price.  Nor  Inall  they  on  any  account  be  prohi- 
bited to  depart  in  like  manner  from  fuch  port  and 
haven  when  they  pleafe,  without  paying  the  duties 
and  cuftomsj  fo  long  as  nothing  be  done  or  com- 
mitted contrary  to  the  ftatutes  and  ordonnances  of  the 
place  to  which  the  faid  fhips  fhall  be  carried,  or  where 
they  fhall  flay. 

VIL  For  the  like  reafon,  if  any  one  or  more  fhips, 
|)ublic  or  private,  of  either  of  the  confederates,  or 
his  fubje^ts  and  inhabitants,  have  run  afhore,  been  cafi 
away,  or  (which  God  forbid)  fufFered  any  wreck,  or 
lofs  whatfoever,  or  fhall  fufFer  any  hereafter,  the  fuf- 
fcrers  fhall  be  kindly  and  friendly  relieved,  and  have 
fuch  afliflance  for  a  reafonable  hire,  that  whatfoever 
remans  of  the  lofs,  wreck,  or  other  damage,  may  be 
J)referved  and  reftored  to  the  owrters  and  proprietors; 
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provided  Aey  or  their  attornies  or  proftors  lay  claim 
to  die  faid  Ihips  and  goods  wiAin  twelve  months 
after  the  wreck  happened}  faving  always  the  laws  and 
cuftoms  of  both  nations. 

VIII.  That  if  the  lubjcfts  and  inhabitants  of  cither 
*  of  the  confederates,  whether  they  be  merchants  with 

their  faftors,  fervants,  captains,  and  maftcrs  of  (hips, 
mariners,  or  whether  they  arc  travellers  or  refidcnts  in 
the  dominions  of  the  otlicr  confederates,  or  agents  in 
their  name  in  any  court  of  juftkre,  either  for  the  reco- 
very of  their  debts,  or  other  lawful  reafons,  if  they 
want  the  afliftance  of  the  magiftrates  they  fhall  have 
It  with  Ipeed,  and  according  to  the  equity  of  the  caufe, 
and  juftice  fhaH  be  adminiftered  wimout  tedious  and 
iinneceflary  delays.  They  Ihall  in  no  foit,  nor  under 
'any  pretence,  be  hindered,  but  find  all  the  moft 
friendly  offices  in  the  diipatdi  of  their  afl&irs,  in  the 
purchafe  and  fale  of  goods,  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  for  them,  and  hire  to  'be  given,  and  in  perform- 
ing their  joumies.  It  fhall  alfo  be  free  for  them  on 
Tboth  fides,  a:s  diey  pafs,  repais,  or  walk  on  the  fhores, 
or  to  and  irotrx  the  fhips,  harbours,  and  public  places 
of  either  confederate,  to  carry  amns  in  their  own 
defence ;  provided  they  do  not  give  the  governors  and 
magiftrates  of  any  place  whatfoever,  any  jtift  fufpicion 
that  they  are  in  a  plot  againft  the  peace  of  the  public, 
or  of  private  perfons.  And  whofoever  behaves  mo- 
tiefWy,  fhall  in  ^  fpecial  manner  be  protedted  from  all 
injury,  violence,  and  trouble. 

IX.  It  fhall  be  Isrvcful  for  the  faid  confederates,  and 
the  people  and  fubjedts  of  both,  to  buy  and  export  out 
of  the  refpeftive  countries,  dominions,  and  kingdonns 
of  either,  all  manner  of  arms  and  military  equipage, 
and  fafely  and  freely  to  navigate  or  carry  their  fliips  to 
any  ports,  havens,  and  fhores  of  either,  there  to  ftay, 
and  thence  to  depart :  provided  they  behave  mod^ftly^ 
pieaceably,  and  agreeably  to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of 
ckch  place,  and  do  not  in,  any  refpeft  hinder  the  free* 

dom 
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dom  of  commerce.  In  like  manner^  men  of  war  and 
goarcUhips  (hall  have  free  acceis  to  die  ports,  havens^ 
or  rivers,  of  the  other  confederate;  and  it  (hall  be  free 
for  them  to  cail  anchori  ftay^  and  depart  from  thence 
without  any  injury  or  molefbition>  provided  thefe  con<« 
ditions  are  oblerved: 

X.  That  the  iqtiadron  to  be  carried  into  the  harbour 
of  the  confederate^  fhall  not  exceed  the  number  of  five 
or  Gx  ihipsi  without  givii^  notice  thereof  beforehand. 

a.  That  the  commander  of  the  fquadron^  and  (hips, 
(hall  without  delay  exhibit  his  letters  of  fafe-condu6b 
to  the  governor  or  magiftrate  of  the  cafUe>  fort,  city, 
or  province,  wherefbevcr  they  arrive,  and  give  notice 
of  the  reafon  of  his  coming,  and  for  what  end,  and 
how  long  he  deligas  to  flay  in  that  port  or  haven. 

3«  That  fiich  fliips  fhall  not  come  or  flay  nearer  to 
diofe  forts  than  is  convenient^ 

4«  That  the  mariners,  fhips'  companies,  and  foldiers^ 
fhall  not  go  afhore  in  bodies  above  forty  at  a  time,  nor 
in  any  number  that  may  give  fufpicion. 

£•  That  while  they  are  there,  they  fhall  not  do  any 
damage  to  any  perfon,  not  even  to  their  enemies ;  and 
above  all,  (hall  not  flop  or  obflrufl  die  pafTage  of  any 
merchant-fhips  whatfoever,  into  or  out  of  the  har- 
bour. 

^.  That  they  fhall  not  go  out  of  the  haven  for 
the  fake  of  infefling  the  navigation  of  any  nation 
whatfbeven 

7.  That  they  fhall  in  all  refpe6ls  live  and  behave 
modeftly,  and  conformably  to  the  laws  and  cufloms  of 
everyplace,  andipecial  regard  to  the  reciprocal  friend- 
Ihip  between  tlie  confederates.  If  either  of  the  coa- 
^erates  fhall  think  it  advantageous,  or  nccefTary,  to 
enar  Ac  ports  of  the  other  confederate  with  a  greater 
number  of  fhips,  and  to  enjoy  the  conveniences  there- 
of he  flfiall  fignify  the  fajne  to  his  confederate  two 
TOonths  beforehand,  during  which  time,  the  ways  and 
means  of  admitung  the  fame  fhall  be  fetdcdj  but  If 

xhc  0)ip6  of  cithw  arc  drove  into  the  ports  of  the 

E  a  odier. 
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ether,  for  avoiding  tcmpefts  or  enemies,  in  fuch  cafe 
the  reafon  of  their  coming  fhall  be  notifie4  to  the 
governor  or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place,'  nor  fliall 
they  ftay  there  longer  than  the-time  granted  by  the  go- 
vernor or  chief  magiftrate ;  a  regard  being  always  had 
to  the  laws  and  conditions  aforefaid  in  this  article. 

X.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  fubjefts  and 
inhabitants  of  Sweden  whatlbever,  to  travel  in  England 
and  all  the  dominions  tliereof,  and  to  pals  through  the 
fame  by  land  or  fea  at  pleafure,  to  any  other  nations 
whatfoever,  and  to  inftitute  commerce  with  theni,  and 
freely  to  traffic  in  all  kinds  of  merchandize,  and  the 
fame  to  carry  thither  and  export  from  thence  j  and  the 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  enjoy  the 
fame  liberties  in  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  terri- 

\  tories  of  the  King  of  Sweden,  on  condition  that  the 
laws,  ordonnances,  and  peculiar  prerogatives  of  every 
nation,  relating  to  commerce  and  merchandize,  be  ob- 
fcrved  on  both  fides. 

XI.  Although  the  foregoing  articles  of  this  treaty, 
and  the  laws  of  friendlhip  do  forbid,  that  either  of  the 
confederates  fhall  give  aid  and  fupplies  to  the  enemies 
of  the  other,  yet  it  is  by  no  means  to  be  under- 
ftobd  that  that  confederate,  with  his  fubjefe  and  inha- 
bitants, who  is  not  a  party  in  war,  fhall  be  denied  the 
liberty  of  trade  and  navigation  with  the  enemies  of  that 
confederate  who  is  involved  in  fuch  war^  provided 
only  that  no  goods  caUed  contraband,  and  efpecially 
money,  no  provifions,  nor  arms,  nor  bombs  with  their 
fiifees  and  other  appurtenances  j  no  fire-balls,  gun- 
powder, matches,  cannon-ball,  fpears,  fwords,  lances, 
pikes,  halberts,  guns,  mortars,  petards,  grenadoes,  muf- 
kct-refts,bandaliers,  falt-petre,  mufkets,  mufket-buUcts, 
helmets,  head-pieces,  breaft-plates,  coats  of  mail,  com- 
monly called  cuirafTes,  and  the  like  kind  of  arms,  nor 
troops,  horfes,  or  any  thing  necefTary  for  the  equip- 
ment of  cavalry,  nor  piftols,  belts,  or  any  other  in* 
ftrumcnu  of  war,  nor  Ihips  of  war,  and  guard-lbips, 

be 
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be  carried  to   the  enemies  of  the  other  confederate, 

\ndcr  the   penalty;  that  if  either  of  the  confederates 

IhaU  fcize  Uie  fame  as  a  booty,  the  fame  (hall  be  ab- 

(bhttely  retained.    Nor  (hall  either  of  the  confede- 

laits  penmit  that  the  rebels  or  enemies  of  the  other  . 

be  afiifted  by  the  endeavours  of  any  of  his  fubjefts, 

or  that  their  Ihips  be  fold,  lent,  or  in  any  manner  made 

ufe  of  by  the  enemies  or  rebels  of  either,  to  his  dif- 

advantage  or  detriment.    But  it  fliall  be  lawful  for 

cither  of  the  confederates,  and  his  people  or  fubjefts, 

to  trade  with  the  enemies  of  the  other,  and  to  carry 

them  any  merchandize  whatfoever  (excepting  what  is 

above  excepted)  without  any  impediment;  provided 

they  are  not  carried  to  thofe  ports  or  places  which  are 

befieged  by  the  other,  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  have 

free  leave  cither  to  fell  their  goods  to  the  befiegers,  or 

to  repair  with  them  to  any  other  port  which  is  not  be- 

fieged. 

XII.  For  the  evading  of  all  fulpicion  and  coUufion, 
left  the  free  navigation  or  intercourfe  of  one  of  the  con- 
federates and  his  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  by  land  or 
fea,  with  other  nations,  while  the  other  confederate  is  at 
war,  fliould  be  carried  on  to  the  prejudice  of  the  other 
confederate,  and  left  the  enemies  goods  and  merchan- 
dize fliould  be  concealed  under  the  difguife  of  die  goods 
of  fiiends,  it  is  ftipulated  that  all  fliips,  carriages,  wares, 
and  men,  belonging  to  the  other  of  the  confederation, 
fliall  be  fumiflied  in  their  joumies  and  voyages  with 
fafe-condufts,  commonly  called  paflports  and  certifi- 
cates, fuch  as  are  underwritten,  verbatim,  figned  and 
fubfcribed  by  the  chief  magiftrate  of  that  province  and 
city,  or  by  the  chief  commiflioners  of  the  cuftoms  and 
tolls,  and  ^ecifying  the  true  names  of  the  fliips,  car- 
riages, goods,  and  mafters  of  the  veflels,  as  alfo  the 
.  cxaft  dates,  together  with  other  defcriptions  of  that  fort, 
as  are  exprefled  in  the  following  form  of  a  fafc-conduft 
and  certificate.     Wherefore  if  any  perfon  fliaU  affirm, 
upon  the  oath  by  which  he  is  bound  to  the  King,  ftate,

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or  cky,  that  he  has  given  in  true  accotitftsy  and  be  coli<« 
vi^ted  oh  fufficknt  proof,  that  any  fraud  has  been  (Con- 
cealed under  his  affirmation,'  by  hk  confent,  he  ihafi  bd 
feverely  punifhed  as  a  tranfgreffor  of  the  faid  oath. 

We  N.  N.  governor  or  chief  nwigiftrate,  or  the 
'comnniflioiiers  of  the  duties  and  cuftoms  of  the  city 
or  province  of  JV.  [the  tide  or  office  of  the  refpcftive 
government  cf  that  [^ace  being  added]  do  make  knowit 
knd  certify,  that  on  the  day  of  the  month  a( 
in  the  year  of  M  N.  N.  citizens  and  inhabU 

tants  ofN.  and  fubjefts  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of 
Sweden,  or  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, perfonally  appeared  before  us  in  the  city  or  town 
of  N.  in  the  dominions  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of 
Sweden,  or  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Bri- 
tainj  [as  the  caie  (hall  happen]  and  declared  to  us  upon 
the  oadi^  by  which  they  are  related  and  bound  to  our 
Mofl  Gracious  Sovereign,  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of 
Sweden,  and  to  our  city,  or  to  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jefty of  Great  Britain,  and  to  our  city,  that  the  fhip  or 
veffel  calkd  N.  of  about  lafb  or  tons,  belongs 

to  the  port^  city,  or  town  of  N.  in  the  dominions  of  iV. 
and  that  the  faid  fhip  does  rightfully  belong  to  him  or 
other  fubjefts  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Swedenj^ 
or  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  or  Great  Britain,  that  (he 
is  bound  diredUy  from  the  port  of  N.  to  the  port  of 
N.  ladto  with  the  following  merchandize,  viz.  [here 
fliall  be  fpecified  the  goods,  with  their  quantity  and  qua- 
lity i  for  example,  about  fb  many  chefts  or  bales,  about 
fo  many  hogfheads,  &c.  according  to  the  quantity  and 
condition  of  the  goods]  and  affirmed  on  the  oath  afore- 
laid,  that  the  faid  goods  and  merchandize  belong  only 
to  N.  one  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jefly of  Great  Britain  ^  or  to  N.  of  N.  N.  N.  [or  ex- 
prefTing  whatever  other  nation  they  are  fubjefts  of} 
and  that  N.  N.  N.  declared  upon  their  faid  oath,  that 
the  faid  goods  above  fpecified,  and  no  others,  are 
dready  put  on  board,  or  are  to  be  put  on  board  the 
abovenamed  fhip  for  the  faid  voyage,  .and  that  no  part 
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rf  thofe  goods  belongs  to  any  other  perfop  whatfo- 
ever  but  thofe  abovementioned;  and  that  no  goods^ 
ve  diiguifrd  or  concealed  therein  by  any  fictitious  name 
whatlbever,  but  that  the  wares  abovementioned  are 
truly  and  really  put  on  board  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid 
owners,,  and  no  orfiers,  and  that  the  captain  of  the  faid 
(hip  named  iV.  is  a  citizen  of  the  city  of  N.   Therefore, 
whereas  after  ftrift  examination  by  us  [the  governor 
or  chief  magiftrate  or  commiffioners  of  the  duties  and 
cuftoms  of  the  city  aforefaid]  it  fully  appears  that  the 
laki  Ihip  or  veffel,  and  the  goods  on  board  the  fame^ 
are  free,  and  do  truly  and  really  belong  to  the  fubjefU 
of  his   Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Sweden,  or  ot  his 
Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  the  in- 
habitants of  other  nations  as  aforefaid,  we  do  ^noft^ 
humbly  and  eameftly  require   it  of  all  and  finguJar 
the  powers  by  land  and  fea,  kings,  princes,  republics, 
and  free  cities,  alfo  of  the  generals  of  armies,  ad- 
mirals, commanders,  officers,  and  governors  of  ports, 
and  all  others  to  whom  the  cuftody  of  any  harbour  or 
fea  is  committed,  which  happen  to  meet  this  ftiip  in  her 
voyage,  or  if  fhe  chance  to  fall  in,  among,  or  pafs 
throt^ih  their  fquadrons,  or  to  ftay  in  their  harbours, 
that  for  the  fake  of  die  treaties  and  friendfhip  which 
fubfift  refpeftivcly  between  them,  or  whoever  are  his 
foperiors,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  our  Moft 
Gracious  Sovereign  the  King  of  Sweden,  or  his  Sacred 
Royal  Majefty  our  Moft  Gracious  Sovereign  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  that  they  will  not  only  permit  the  faid 
captain  with  the  fhip  N.  and  the  men,  goods,  and  mer- 
chandize to  her  belonging,  to  prciecute  her  voyage 
freely,  without  lett  or  mokftation,  but  alfo,  if  he  think 
fit  to  depart  out  of  the  faid  harbour  elfewhere,  that 
they  will  Ihew  all  kind  offices  to  him,  and  his  ftiip^ 
as  a  fubjeft  of  liis  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Sweden, 
or  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  as 
tliey  ihall  in  like  manner  experience  the  fame  from  his 
Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Sweden,  or  from  his  Sacred 
iloyal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  from  ail  his  minifl 
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t?rs  and  fubjefts,  in  the  like,  or  any  odicr  cafe.  In 
withefs  whereof  we  have  taken  care  that  thefe  prcfents, 
figned  by  our  own  hands,  be  fealed  with  the  feal  of  our 
city.     Given,  &c. 

Therefore,  when  th?  merchandize,  goods,  Ihips,  or 
jnen,  of  either  of  the  confederates,  and  his  futjefts 
and  inhabitants,  fhall«eet,  or  be  met  in  the  open  fea, 
freights,  in  harbours,  navens,  countries,  or  other  places 
whatfoever,  by  men  of  war  or  privateers,  or  by  the 
fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  other  confederate,  after 
producing  only  their  fafe-condufts   and  certificates 
aforefaid,  nothing  farther  Ihall  be  demanded  of  them, 
no.  enquiry  whatfoever  fhall  be  made  into  the  goods,  ; 
ihips,  or  men,  much  lefs  Ihall  they  be  injured,  da- 
maged, or  rnolefted,  but  fhall  be  freely  let  go  to  pro- 
fecute  their  voyage  and  purpofe.     But  if  this  folemn 
and  flated  form  of  the  certificate  be  not  produced,  or 
there  be  any  other  jult  and  urgent  caufe  of  fufpicion, 
then  this  fhip  ought  to  be  fearclied,  which  fhall  only  be 
deemed  juftifiablc  in  this  cafe,  and  not  othcrwife.     If 
any  thing  be  don.e  by  either  party  contrary  to  the  ge- 
nuine meaning  of  this  article,  both  of  the  confederates 
fhall  take  care  that  the  feverefl  punifhment,  dud  to  the 
mofl  heinous  crimes,  be  infiifteid  on  fuch  pf  his  fub-r 
jefts  and  inhabitants  as  are  the  offenders,  for  their  con-? 
tempt  and  tranfgrefTion  of  the  Royal  commands;  and 
that  plenary  and  immediate  farisfaftion  be  made  to  the 
injured  confederate,  his  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  for 
all  lofs  and  expences. 

XIII.  Neither  of  thefe  confederates  fhall  fufFer  die 
fhips,  vefTels,  goods,  or  merchandize  of  the  other,  or 
p(  his  people  or  fubjefts,  which  are  taken  at  fea,  or 
iclfcwhere,  by  enemies  or  rebels,  to  be  brought  into  his 
ports  and  dominions,  but  fhall  publicly  forbid  any 
thing  of  that  kind  to  be  done.  And  if  any  fhips, 
veffels,  goods,  and  merchandize  of  either,  or  his'  people 
pr  fubjefts  taken  at  fca,  or  clfcwhere,  fhall  be  carried 
^nto  the  ports  Or  countries  of  the  odier,  by  any  enemy 

or 
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or  rebel  of  the  confederates,  or  either  of  them,  fuch 
confederate  fhall  not  fuffer  the  fanie>  or  any  part 
diereof,  to  be  fold  in  that  port,  or  any  other  place  in 
tbeir  dominion;  but  fhall  take  care  that  the  matter  of 
die  {hip,  or  veflel,  fo  taken,  as  alfo  the  mariners  and 
pafiG^ngers^  fliaU,  as  foon  as  they  arrive,  be  immedi- 
ately fet  at  liberty,  together  with  as  many  prifon^rs, 
luL^eAs  of  either  kin^om,  as  Ihall  be  brought  dii- 
cher;  nor  Ihall  he  permit  the  faid  fhip  and  veflel  to 
ftay  in  that  harbour,  but  ihall  command  the  faid  fhip, 
widi  her  goods,  merchandize,  and  lading,  immediately 
to  leave  the  port.    Pro\dded  neverthelefs,  that  nothing 
in  this  ardcle  be  turned  to  the  prejudice  of  the  alliances 
formerly  entered  into  by  either  of^the  confederates  with 
otiier  nanons ;  and  where  thefe  things  do  not  interfere, 
the  above  article  fhall  remain  in  full  force. 

XIV,  If  it  fhall  alfo  happen  hereafter,  while  this 
friendlhip  and  alliance  fubfifts,  that  any  of  the  people 
and  fubjefts  of  either  of  the  confederates  does  or  en- 
deavours any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  land,  fea,  or  in  any  waters,  this  frienduiip, 
^treaty,  apd  covenant,  between  the  faid  confederates, 
Jhall  not  on  that  account  be  interrupted  or  difTolved, 
but  fhall  neverthelefs  continue  and  remain  entire. "  And 
thofe  private  perfons  only  fhaU  fuffer  punifhment  who 
ihall  violate  this  treaty;  and  they  who  receive  injury, 
fhall  have  right  and  juflice  adminiflered,  and  fatisfac- 
tion  made  to  them  for  all  their  lofs  and  injury,  within 
twelve  months  after  the  demand  of  fuch  reftitudon. 
Put  if  fuch  delinquents  and  perfons,  guilty  of  the  vio- 
lence committed,  fhalj  refufe  to  appear  and  fubmit  to. 
juftice,  or  to  make  fatibfaftion  within  the  term  afore- 
faid,  whoever  they  are,  they  fhall  be  renounced  as 
enemies  of  both  ftates,   and  their  fubftance,  goods, 
and  pofTeffions,  what  and  how  great  foever  they  are, 
/hall  be  forfeited  and  expofed  to  fale,  towards  making 
fuQ.  and  juft  fatisfaftion  for  the  injuries  which  they  haye

XV.  The  prefent  treaty  and  confederacy  ftiall  de- 
rogate nothing  from  any  prc-cnrmaencc,  law,  and  domi- 
nion whatfbcvcr  of  eidicr  of  the  confederates,  in  any 
of  their  feas,  firths,  and  waters  whatfoever,  but  they 
iball  hare  and  hold  drc  fame  in  as  ample  a  manner  as 
diey  have  hitlicrto  enjoyed  them,  and  as  to  them  of 
right  appertains. 

'  XVI.  Whereas,  therefore,  it  is  the  pdnc'pal  end  of 
this  treaty,  that  fuch  a  freedom  of  navigation  and 
commerce  as  is  defcribed  in  the  foregoing  articles  may 
be  atxl  remain  on  both  ikies,  to  both  the  confederates, 
^eir  rubje6ts^  and  inhabitants,  in  the  Baltic,  the  Sound, 
the  Northern,  Weftem,  Britifli,  and  Mediterranean 
feas,  and  the  Channel,  and  all  the  other  feas  of  Eu- 
rope, both  fides  ftiaU  fincerely  contribute  their  joint 
advice,  aid,  and  afllftance,  that  the  faid  mutual  freedom 
of  navigarion  and  commerce  may  be  eftablilhed  in  all 
die  faid  feas  and  firths,  and  Tif  there  be  occafion)  tliat 
it  be  defended  againft  all  difturbers  who  fliall  ofier  to 
interrupt,  prohibit,  hinder,  or  conftrain  it  for  their  own 
pleafure,  and  for  the  fake  of  injuring  the  confederates: 
and  both  of  the  faid  confederates  fhall,  in  the  moft  cour- 
teous manner,  fhew  their  good-will  and  readinefs  for 
promoting  the  advantages,  and  leflening  the  inconve- 
niences of  the  other  confederate ;  faving  nevertheleft, 
thofe  treaties  heretofore  entered  into  by  bodi  nations 
with  other  kmgdoms,  republics,  and  ftates,  which 
fhall  fubfift  in  full  force.  But  hereafter  neither  of  the 
confederates  Ihall  by  any  means  enter  into  a  treaty,  or 
make  any  contraft  with  other  foreign  nations  and  people 
whatfoever,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  prefent  treaty  in 
anjf  relpeft,  without  the  previous  knowledge  and  con- 
fent  of  the  other  confederate :  and  if  any  thing  be 
otherwifc  ftipujated  hereafter  with  otiiers,  it  fliall  be

this  mutual  convention. 

XVII,  And  thcfe  things  which  we  have  agreed  to  in 
|!ic  foregoing  articles,  fhall  immccjiately  fiom  this  in- 
ftant  be  in  full  force,  and  fincerely  and  duly  obferved  by 
both  parries,  and  by  all  perfons  whcf  are  engaged  to 
either  by  obedience,  duty,  and  allegiance.  And  to  the 
end  tfiat  the  faid  arricles  may  be  and  remain  the  more 
ftable  and  firm  hereafter,  they  Ihall  within  the  fpace  of 
fix  months  be  figned,  fealed,  and  ratified,  by  the  hands 
and  fcals  of  our  Mod  Gracious  Sovereign  his  Sacred 
Royal  Majefty  of  Sweden,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jefly  of  Great  Britain. 

In^wimeld  and  confirmation  of  all  wd  fingular  th^ 
premifes,  the  preient  tr«ty  has  been  figned  and 
iealed  with  the  hands  and  feals  of  the  AmbafTador 
Extraordinary  of  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of 
Sweden,  and  alfo  of  his  Envoy.

WHEREAS  die  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Prince 
and  Lord^  the  Lord  Frederick  III.  by  the  grace  of 
Godj  King  of  Denmark,  Norway,  the  Vandals  and 
the  Goths,  Duke  of  Slefwic,  Holftein,  Stormar,  and 
Ditmarfh^  Earl  of  Oldenburg  and  Delmenhorft,  con- 
fidering  the  many  great  ties  of  fri^ndfhip  and  allian- 
ces, by  which  the  Danifh  and  Englifh  nations  have 
been  engaged  to  each  other  for  fo  many  ages  paft,  and 
how  convenient  and  neceffary  it  is  in  every  re^Jeft, 
rfiat  this  friendfhip  and  confederacy  Ihould  be  corrobo- 
rated and  increafed  by  farther  reciprocal  offices  of 
(riendfliip,  did,  for  that  end,  fend  the  noble  Lord 
Heniy  Williamfon  Rofenwinge,  governor  of  the  mo- 
naftery  of  Draxe  Marchienfis,  and  his  extraordinary 
deputy,  to  the  moft  Serene  Lord  Oliver  the  Protec- 
tor, ai^  to  the  republic  of  England,  Scodand,  and 
Ireland ;  who,  out  of  a  defire  and  affedlion  to  concur 
p  the  fame  purpofe,  and  to  remove  every  impaiiment 
which  might  obftruft  the  prefervadon  of  a  fincere  and 
mutual  friendlhip,  and  in  any  wife  hinder  die  promot- 
ing of  commerce  on  both  fides,  has  been  pleafed  to 
give  it  in  charge  to  us  the  underwritten  privy  coun- 
cilors of  his  Highnefs,  to  treat  with  the  faid  lord 
iieputy ;  and  by  virtue  of  our  commiffions  exhibited 
on  both  fides,  and  feveral  conferences  held  from  one 
rime  to  another,  we  have  at  length  agreed  aftd  con- 
cluded the  following  articles. 

L  That  from  tliis  day,  there  fliall  be  a  firm,  entire, 
and  fincere  friendfhip,  peace,  and  confederacy,  as  well 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  on  the  rivers,  between  the  King 
and  kingdom  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  and  the  Pro- 
tector and  republic  of  England,  Scodand,  and  Ireland, 
and  the  dominions,  countries,  and  cities  under  both 
their  dominions,  And  the  people,  inliabitants,  and  fub- 
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Jefts  of  each,  of  what  rank  and  dignity  focvcr  they  bc; 
fo  that  neither  party  fhall  by  themfelves  or  others,  do 
any  thing  direftly  or  indireftly,  or,  as  far  as  lies  in 
their  power,  fufFer  any  thing  to  be  done,  to  the  lofe  or 
detriment  of  the  other,  but  the  one  fhall  aflift  the  other 
with  all  good  offices,  and  promote  the  advantage  and 
benefit  of  the  other  to  their  utmoft. 

II.  That  there  fhall  be  a  trade,  navigation,  and  free 
commerce  between  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Den- 

.  mark  and  Norway,  and  the  people  of  the  republic  of 
England,  in  the  kin^oms,  domjnions,  countries,  pro- 
vinces, emporiums,  and  harbours  of  eidier,  accoixling 
to  the  regulation  which  is  hereafter  more  clearly. ex- 
plained. And  the  magiflrates,  and  other  governors 
and  officers  of  places,  fhall  ufe  their  greatefl  diligence 
that  the  fame  may  be  ufed  and  enjoyed  on  both  fides, 
freely  and  fecurely,  without  toy  let  or  moleftation.

III.  The  people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  of  both 
the  confederates,  of  whafibever  degree  or  condition, 
fhall  treat  one  another  in  all  things  courteoufly  and 
amicably,  fo  that  wheneVer  they  pleafe,  diey  may  have 
free  accefs  by  land  or  water  to  each  other's  countries, 
territories,  towns  walled  or  unwalled,  fortified  or  not 
fortified,  harbours,  and  dominions ;  and  diere,  without 
any  impediment,  buy  what  provifions  they  want  .for 
their  ufe,  excepting  diofe  colonies,  iflands,  harbours, 
and  places  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  either,  to  which 
navigation  of  trade  is  prohibited,  without  fpecial  leave 
or  licenfe  fijft  obtained  from  the  other  party  to  which 
fuch  colonies,  iflands,  harbojars,  and  places  belong. 
But  in  all  other  places,  it  fhall  be  entirely  free  for  both 
nations  to  trade  and  traffic  in  whatfoever  merchandize 
they  fhall  think  fit,  and  the  fame  to  carry,  fell,  or  ex- 
port when  and  whither  they  pleafe  ;  provided  they  pay 
the  cufloms,  and  faving  all  the  laws  and  flatutes  of 
cither's  dominions. 

IV.  That  all  offences,  difputes,  and  controverfies, 
arifen  between  the  King  of  Denmark  and  the  republic 
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of  En^andj  or  done  and  committed  by  either  party, 
or  die  pecmle  and  fubjefts  of  either,  by  reafon  or  on 
account  of  the  detaining  of  any  Engiiih  fhips,  together 
widi  their  lading,  in  the  Sound,  fince  the  i8th  of  Sep-- 
tember,  1652,  ftiall,  by  virtue  of  this  treaty,  ceafe, 
and  be  condemned  to  perpetual  oblivion,  in  fuch  man- 
ner, that  neither  of  the  faid  parties  ihall  profecute  or 
in  any  wife  molell  the  other  on  account  of  fuch  de- 
tainer, or  for  any  injuries  and  damages  thereby  occa- 
fioned*  Provided  neverthelefs,  and  be  it  underftood, 
that  diis  article  fhall  not  extend,  nor  be  conftrued  to 
extend,  to  the  refcinding  or  weakening  of  that  contract: 
in  the  28th  and  29th  articles  of  the  late  treaty  of 
peace^  between  his  Highnefs  the  Lord  Proteftor,  and 
the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
for  reftoring  the  (hips  therein  mentioned,  together  with 
dieir  lading,  and  making  good  the  damages  as  therein 
exprefled ;  but  the  faid  contrad  fhall  remain  firm  and 
intire,  and  fhall  be  duly  and  truly  performed  and  fuU 
filled,  according  to  the  proper  and  genuine  fenfe  and 
meaning  of  the  faid  articles. 

V.  That  neither  of  the  faid  parties,  nor  the  fubje6b 
or  people  of  either,  fhall  by  land  or  fea,  or  elfewhere, 
a&,  do,  endeavour,  negotiate,  or  attempt  any  thing 
agaiinft  the  other,  or  the  fubjefts  and  people  of  the 
other,  nor  give,  lend,  adminifter,  or  confent  to  the 
givii^  lending,  or  adminiflering  of  any  afTiilance  or  fa- 
vour to  the  fugitives  or  rebels  of  the  other  j  but  both 
parries  fhall  exprefsly  and  efFeftually  oppofe,  refifl, 
and  really  hinder  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  liv- 
ing or  refiding  in  the  dominions  of  either,  or  happen- 
ing to  be  in  the  dominions  of  either  the  one  or  the 
other,  who  fhall  aft,  do,  negotiate,  or  atternpt  any 
thing  againfl  the  bther.  Nor  fhall  either  of  the  par- 
ties receive  or  fuffer  any  of  the  rebels  or  fugitives  of 
the  odier  to  be  received  in  their  dominions,  territo- 
.ries,  and  countries,  harbours,  bays,  or  difbift^ ;  nor 
fhall  give,  lend,  or  grant  to  any  fuch  fugitives  or  re- 
bdsj  either  within  or  without  their  territories,  lord- 

Fa  fhips. 
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ihipS)  lands,  harbours,  bays,  or  diftrifts,  any  aid,  coun-* 
&I,  lodging,  money,  foldiers,  ihips,  provinons,  arms^ 
&c.  or  permit  or  tolerate  fuch  things  to  be  given,  lent^ 
or  granted,  by  any  perfons  whatfo^ver^  living  out  of 
their  dominions. 

VI.  That  the  people  or  inh^itants  of  the  republic 
of  England,  failing  to  any  of  the  kingdoms,  territo- 
ries, or  dominions  whatfoever,  of  die  King  of  Den- 
mark and  Norway,  or  trading  to  the  fame,  (hall  not 
pay .  more  or  greater  cuftoms,  tribute,  toll,  or  other 
dudes,  or  in  any  other  manner,  than  the  people  of  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  or  other  fo- 
reigners (the  Swedes  only  excepted)  trading  thither, 
and  paying  the  leflcr  cuftoms,  do  or  Ihall  pay^  and 
they  fhall  enjoy  all  the  other  liberties,  immunities,  and 
privileges,  in  going,  returning,  and  ftaying,  as  aMb  in 
fifhing  or  trading,  as  the  people  of  any  foreign  nation 
whatfoever,  trading  in  the  faid  kingdoms  and  domi- 
l)ions  of  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  do  or 
Aall  enjoy ;  and  Ae  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Denmark 
and  Norway  fhall  ufe  or  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  in 
^1  the  dominions  and  countries  of  the  republic  of 
England. 

VII.  If  die  fubje6b  and  inhabitants  of  either  of  the 
confederates,  with  their  Ihips,  are  compelled,  either  by 
pirates,  or  by  ftrefs  of  weadier,  or  by  any  other  incon- 
veniency,  to  feek  (helter  in  the  rivers,  friths,  bays,  or 
harbours  of  the  other  confederate,  it  is  agreed  that  they 
Aall  be  courteoully  and  kindly  treated  by  the  magi-, 
ftracy  and  inhabitants  of  the  place ;  and  it  fhall  be  law- 
fill  for  them  to  furnifh  themfelves  with  what  neceffa- 
ries  they  want  for  rigging  their  fhips,  at  the  market- 
price,  and  from  thence  freely  to  put  to  fea  again,  with- 
out any  hindrance  and  fearch,  and  without  paying  any 
toll  or  cuftom.  Provided  they  put  none  of  tiieir  goods 
or  bales  afliore,  orexpofe  them  to  fale,  nor  receive  on 
board  any  perfons  guilty  or  fufpefted  of  crimes,  or 
fltrjy  contraband  goods  j  nor,  in  fine,  do  any  thing  that 
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mzf  be  repugnant  to  the  laws,  ftatutes,  or  cuftoms  of 
fiich  place  and  hapboxir  to  which  they  arrive. 

VIII.  If  the  fhips  of  either  of  the  confederates,  his 
iub)e£fcs  and  inhabitants^  whether  they  are  men  of  war 
or  merchant  ftiips>  happen  to  run  afliore,  or  in  any 
cafe  whatlbcver  (which  God  forbid)  to  fuffer  wreck  on 
die  coafts  of  the  other  partyj  the  faid  ihips,  with  all 
their  rigging)  goods>  and  merchandize,  or  whatfoever 
Ihall  be  left  of  them,  Ihall  be  reftored  to  the  matters 
and  proprietors,  provided  they  or  their  plenipoten-^ 
daries  or  attornies  laV  claim  to  the  faid  fhips  and  goods 
within  a  year  after  luch  fhipwreck  happens ;  and  the 
fubje^ts  or  inhabitants  living  on  fuch  Ihores  and  coafts 
ih^dl  be  obliged  to  give  prefent  fuccour  and  relief  to 
diofe  that  are  in  danger,  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power, 
azxi  fliall  ufe  all  their  endeavour  either  to  fet  the  fhip 
free,  or  to  lave  her  goods,  merchandize,  rigging,  and 
every  thing  elfe  in  their  power  from  being  caft  away, 
and  convey  the  fame  to  a  fafe  place,  that  they  may  be 
reftored  to  the  owners,  on  condition  that  they  pay  the 
chames,  and  fuch  rewards  as  they  fhall  deferve,  by 
whole  labour  and  diligence  the  things  and  goods  were 
recovered  and  fecured* 

IX/  Both  parties  fhall  caufe  jufHce  and  equity  to  be 
adminiflered  to  one  another's  people  and  fubjefts,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  and  flatutes  of  each  country,  fpecdi- 
ly,  and  without  tedious  and  unnecefTary  formalities  and 
expences,  in  all  caufes  and  Controverfies  now  depend- 
ing^ or  that  may  arife  hereafter* 

X.  That  if  any  thing  fhall  happen  to  be  done,  or 
attempted,  by  any  of  the  fubjedts  and  inhabitants  of 
tfie  King  of  Denmark,  or  of  the  people  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  republic  of  England,  contrary  to  this  trea- 
ty, or  any  member  tiiereof,  by  land,  fea,  or  the  frefh 
waters,  this  alliance,  friendlhip,  and  union  between  the 
parties  aforefaid  fhall  not  therefore  be  interrupted  or 
infringed,  but  fhall  neverthelefs  remain  intire,  and  be 
in  full  force,  and  thofe  perfons  only  who  fhall  aft  con- 
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trary  to  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be  pimiihed,  and  none 
other ;  and  juftice  (hall  be  done,  and  fatisfadbion  given 
to  thofe  whom  it  concerns,  by  all  thofe,  who,  by  land, 
fea,  or  other  waters,  ad  any  thing  contrary  to  this  al- 
liance, within  the  fpace  of  a  year  after  juftice  ihall  be 
demanded.  But  if  the  breakers  of  the  treaty  do  not 
appear,  nor  furrender  thenifelves  to  trial,  nor  g^ve  fa- 
tisfaftion  within  the  term  mentioned,  thofe  very  per- 
fpns  fhall  be  deemed  enemies  to  both  the  parties ;  and, 
as  far  as  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  every  country  and 
place  will  permit  and  authorize,  all  their  goods, 
eftates,  and  revenues  whatfbever,  Ihall  be  confifcated 
and  fold,  to  make  full  and  juft  fatisfadtion  for  the  in- 
juries by  them  committed,  and  their  perfons  Ihall  be 
liable  to  thofe  punifhments  which  their  refpedtivc 
Crimes  deferve. 

» 

XI.  It  is  aUb  agreed  and  concluded,  diat  the  (hips 
pf  the  inhabitants  of  the  republic  of  England,  toge- 
ther with  their  lading  and  merchandize,  which  fail 
beyond  the  fort  of  Gluckftadt,  or  any  other  places 
and  towns  under  the  dominion  of  the  King  of  Den- 
mark, fituate  on  the  bank  of  the  river  Elbe,  fhaU, 
both  going  and  returning,  be  free  and  exempt  from 
all  tribute,  toll,  fearch,  ftoppage,  or  moleftation. 

XII.  That  firs,  mafts,  and  the  other  forts  of  tim-, 
ber,  after  they  are  put  on  board  the  fhips  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  republic  of  England,  Ihall  be  fubjedt  to 
no  farther  vifitation,  but  all  vifitation  or  fearch  Ihall 
be  made  beforehand ;  and  if  there  be  then  found  any 
prohibited  timber,  the  fame  Ihall  be  flopped  on  the 
Ipot,  before  it  is  carried  on  board  the  mips.  Nor 
Ihall  the  perfons  or  goods  of  the  people  of  the  faid  re- 
public be  for  this  caufe  arretted,  or  in  any  wife  mo- 
lefted  by  being  in  any  manner  detained;  and  only 
the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  who  fhall  pre- 
fume  to  fell  and  alienate  fuch  proWbited  timber,  mall 
b€  duly  punifhed  for  the  offence, 

+  XIII.  Fo^ 
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XIII.  For  the  greater  fecurity  of  commerce,  and  the 
liberty  of  luvigadon,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  due 
neither  party  Ihall,  if  it  be  in  their  power,  permit 
common  pirates,  or  other  robbers  of  this  fort,  to  har- 
bour in  any  parts  of  the  other's  kingdom  or  country, 
not  (hall  fufi^r  any  of  the  inhabitants  or  people  of  the 
odietj  to  receive  or  aflift  them  in  reality,  or  by  coun-^ 
tjcnance.  but  on  the  contrary,  fhall  do  their  endea- 
vour diat  the  faid  pirates  or  robbers,  and  dicir  pira- 
tical parmers  and  accomplices,  be  apprehended  and 
brou^t  to  condign  punilhment;  and  that  the  fhipa 
and  the  merchandize,  as  much  of  it  as  can  be  found, 
be  rcftored  to  their  lawful  owners,  or  their  attomics, 
jxDvided  their  right  appear  from  due  proofs  accor^ 
ding  to  law  in  the  proper  courts. 

XIV.  It  is  agreed  that  there  fhall  be  always  free 
acceis  for  the  fubjefts  and  people  of  either  of  the  oar- 
tics  to  the  harbours  and  coafts  of  the  other  confede- 
rate, and  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  them  to  ftay  therein, 
and  to  return  from  thence,  not  only  with  merclunt 
ihips,  and  fhips  of  burthen,  but  alio  with  men  of 
war,  whether  they  are  fhips  of  the  (late,  or  fuch  at 
arc  privately  commiflioned,  whether  they  arc  drove 
in  by  ftre(s  of  weather,  or  for  avoiding  the  danger  of 
die  fca,  whether  to  repair  their  (hips,  or  to  buy  pro- 
fifions.  Provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  number  of 
fix  men  of  war,  if  they  enter  of  their  own  accord,  nor 
ftay  lonfi;er  in  or  about  the  harbours  than  (hall  be 
neoiful  for  the  repair  of  the  (hips,  buying  provifi/^nf, 
or  for  odicr  neccflary  occafions.  And  if^upon  occa- 
fion  they  fhall  offer  to  go  to  (uch  ports  with  a  greater 
number  rf  men  of  war,  it  (hall  not  by  zny  irtzai  be 
hwfiil  for  them  (b  to  do,  without  n^jtice  given  in  time 
by  ktms  of  dyaf  arrival,  and  without  leave  firft  'ob- 
tained from  thjfe  to  whom  the  (aid  h*arb'."m  (h^?i  be- 
long. But  if  by  {trcG  of  weadicr,  or  other  urgenc 
neccifinr,  they  arc  compelled  to  feck  haHyx^i-,  in  Uich 
caie,  Widiout  any  tr^ken  or  nocke  preceding,  the 
flufB  Hull  DOC  be  icftrained  to  any  certain  mnnber  ^ 
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on  condition,  neverthelefs,  that  their  commander, 
immediately  after  their  arrival,  do  certify'  the  chief 
magiftrate  or  commander  of  the  place,  fort,  or  coaft 
to  which  they  arrive,  of  the  reafon  of  his  coming^ 
ai^d  that  he  ftay  there  no  longer  than  he  fhall  be  fuf- 
fered  by  the  chief  magiftrate  or  commander,  and  do 
neither  commit  nor  attempt  any  hoftility  in  the  har- 
bours which  he  enters,  nor  do  any  thing  in  prejudice 
of  that  confederate  to  whom  they  belong. 

XV,  If  either  of  the  confederates  Ihall  think  it  of 
fervice  to  hinfifelf  or  his  fubjedts  to  appoint  deputies, 
refidents,  commiflioners,  or  other  minifters  of  what- 
fo^ver  title  or  charafter,  to  manage  their  affairs  in  the 
courts  or  tribunals  of  the  other,  it  is  agreed  and  con- 
cluded, that  the  faid  minifters  (hall  be  favourably  ad- 
mitted, according  to  the  credentials  which  they  bring, 
^nd  be  received  with  fitting  relpeft  and  honour,  and 
Ihall  be  under  the  proteftion  of  the  other  confede- 
rate, and  fafe  from  all  manner  of  injury  and  violence, 
provided  they  do  not  commit,  or  attempt  any  thing 
to  the  lofs  and  prejudice  of  the  confederate  to  whom 
they  are  fent. 

XVI.  Whereas  fmce  the  26th  of  April,  1654,  and 
the  firft  of  June,  1646,  certain  treaties  and  alliances 
were  entered  into  concerning  cuftoms  in  the  Sound, 
and  other  things,  between  the  moft  Serene  King  c^ 
Denmark  of  glorious  memory,  and  the  States  of 
England,  at  that  time  aflembled  in  parliament,  it  is 
agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  faid  treaties  and  al- 
liances fhall  not  in  any  wife  by  the  prefent  treaty  be. 
deemed  to  be  fet  afide  or  repealed,  but  remain  in  their 
former  force  and  vigour,  as  well  on  the  part  of  his 
moft  Serene  Royal  Majefty  now  reigning,  as  on  the 
part  of  the  moft  High  Lord  Proteftor  of  the  repub- 
lic of  England ;  who  both  bind  themfelves  again  by 
the  vigor  and  virtue  of  this  prefent  treaty,  to  perform 
the  faid  treaties  reciprocally  and  really,  and  that  they 
will  take  care  that  the  fame,  and  every  one  of  their 
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articles  be  performed,  and  effcAually  ©bfcrved,  ac- 
cording to  their  true  and  proper  meaning,  by.  their  fub* 
jeds  and  people. 

XVI I .  Finally,  it  is  agreed  and  cbnchided^  that 
ix>th  parties  ihall  fincerely  and  bondfidi  obferve  all  and 
finguhr  the  articles  contained  and  eftablifhed  in  the 
prtfent  treaty  and  alliance,  and  caufe  them  to  be  ob- 
icrved  by  all  the  fubje&s,  inhabitants,  and  people,  of 
die  Moft  Serene  King  of  Demark  and  Norway,  and 
of  the  republic  of  England,  univerfally ;  and  that  they 
ihall  not  contravene,  or  caufe  them  to  be  contravenedj^ 
direfUy  or  indireilly  s  and  fhall  confirm  and  ratify  aU 
and  lingular  the  contents,  in  fufHcient  and  valid  form^ 
iiibicribed  with  their  hands,  and  fealed  with  their  great 
feals ;  and  fhall  bond  fide  and  really  deliver,  or  cauic 
the  fame  to  be  delivered,  reciprocally  to  deputies  ap* 
pointed  for  that  purpofe,  within  the  fpacc  of  thiie 
months,  or  fooner,  if  pofTible. 

In  witnefs  of  all  and  fingular  the  premifes,  I  the 
Deputy  Extraordinary  of  the  Moft  Serene  and 
Potent  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  and  we  the 
Counfellors  and  Commiffioners  of  his  Moft  Serene 
Highnefs  the  Lord  Protedor  of  the  republic  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  have  widi  our 
hands  and  feals  figned  and  fealed  the  prefenl 
treaty,  confifting  of  fcventeen  Articles,  Done  at 
Weflminfter,  Sept.  15,  1654.

Was  publifhed  by  authority  in  i686-] 

Articles  of  Peace  and  Alliance  between  the  Moft  Serem 
and  Mighty  Prince^  Charles  the  Second^  by  the  grace 
of  Gody  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France,  and 
Ireland,  Drfender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  and  the  Mofi 
Sircne  and  Mighty  Prince^  Frederick  III.  King  of 

Denmark 
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Denmark  and  Norway.     Concluded  ^r  day  of 
July,  1667. 

I.  FIRST,  It  is  covenanted,  concluded,  and  agreed, 
that  diere  be  from  diis  day  a  perpetual,  fimi,  and  m- 
violable  peace  between  the  Moft  Serene  'and  Moft 
Mighty  Pripce,  Charles  the  Second,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Prince, 
Frederick  the  Third,  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway, 
between  their  heirs  and  flicceflbrs,  and  their  kingdoms, 
principalities,  earidoms,  iflands,  cities,  forts,  lands,  fub* 
jefts,  and  inhabitants,  of  what  ftate  and  quality  fo- 
ever:  and.ib  as  to  maintain  and  promote  each  other's 
good  no  lefs  dian  dieir  own,  and  to  avert  and  hinder, 
with  all  poffible  ftudy,  the  damage  and  deftrudtion  of 
one  another.  And  in  this  re^6t  it  fhall  be  free  (or 
die  ilibje^ts  of  either  King  to  exercife  a  mutual  navi- 
gation and  commerce  without  moleftation,  and  with 
dieir  merchandizes  to  come  to  each  other's  kingdoms, 
provinces,  marts,  ports,  and  rivers,  and  there  to  abide 
and  traffic. 

II.  At  thi^  prefent  fhall  ceafe  between  die  aforefaid 
Kings,  and  their  kingdoms,  principalides,  earldoms^ 
people,  and  fubjeds,  both  by  land  and  fea,  all  enmity, 
war,  and  hoftility  j  that  is  to  fay,  in  the  Northern 
ocean,  and  in  the  Baltic  (ea,  and  the  Channel,  ivithin 
twenty-one  days  5  from  the  mouth  of  the  faid  ffa-aight 
or  channel  to  the  Cape  of  St.  Vincent,  within  fix 
weeks;  and  theii  within  the  fpace  of  ten  weeks  be- 
yond the  faid  cape  on  this  fide  the  equinoflial  line  or 
equator,  as  well  in  the  ocean  as  the  Mediterranean 
fea:  finally,  within  the  fpace  of  eight  months,  be- 
yond the  bounds  of  the  aforefaid  line  all  over  the 
world,  without  any  exception  or  further  diftinftion  of 
time  or  place;  all  days,  weeks,  and  months,  to  be 
computed  fi-om  the  fubfcriprion  of  the  prefent  agree- 
ment, and  the  publication  of  the .  fame  here  made  at 
Breda.  And  whatfoever  fhall  be  taken  and  feized 
srfter  the  aforefaid  days,  by  either  I^ing,  or  their  fub- 
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jc£t5y  to  whom  commifTions  have  been  granted^  it 
fhall  be  wholly  reftored  back  again  to  him  or  them 
from  whom  the  fame  was  taken;  and  furtherniore, 
full  iadsfaftion  fhall  be  made  for  the  damages  to  him 
or  them  thereby  arifing,  or  the  charges  they  have  been 
ati  and  every  jperfon  herein  ofiending,  fhall  be  pu- 
mfhed  as  his  offence  deferves. 

III.  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  all  dif- 
ferences on  both  fideas,  fufpicions,  and  ill-will,  both  on 
the  part  of  the  Mofl  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  on  the  part  of  the  Moft  Serene  King  of  Denmark, 
&c.  and  likewife  for  fingular  the  mimfters,  ofHcers, 
and  fbbjefts  of  them,  be  buried  and  abolifhed  by  a 
perpetual  oblivion.     And  further,  from  this  prefbnt 
fliall  expire,  be  annulled,  and  for  ever  cancelled,  all 
damages,  offences,  injuries  by  word  or  writing,  that 
cither  the  one  has  done  the  other,  or  has  been  fiiffered 
by  the  one  from  the  other,  from  the  very  firfl  begin- 
ning of  the  now  ceafing  war  to  this  day,  and  the  de- 
termined point  of  rime  wherein  all  diffenfions,.  dif^ 
cords,  differences,  and  enmiries,  fhall  ceafe  and  be 
laid  afide :  by  name,  the  affault  and  defence  made  at 
Beigen  in  Norway,  and  in  whole,  whatfoever  either 
followed  from  thence,  or  does  thereon  depend  j  in  fuch 
manner,  as  that  neither  of  the  faid  parties,  by  reafbn  of 
any  damage  of  this  kind,  offence,  or  charges,  do,  under 
any  pretence  whatfoever,  caufe  the  other  any  trouble, 
much  lefs  for  this  caufe  endeavour  or  attempt  any  kind 
of  hoflility. 

IV.  All  prifoners  on  both  fides,  of  whatfoever  for- 
tune or  rank,  fhall  be  forthwith  fet  at  liberty  without 
any  ranfom. 

V.  All  fhips, .  goods,  or  the  like,  that  in  this  turbu- 
lent feafon,  in  the  heat  of  this  very  war  between  both 
riie  above-mentioned  Kings  and  their  fubjefts,  have 
been  taken » by  the  one  from  the  other,  or  that  either 
party  has  confifcated  and  feized  of  the  goods  and  pre- 
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iU'aUb  all  the  expences  of  war  on  both  fides,  fhall  h6 
compenlated  by  a  like  mutual  abolition.  In  fuch 
manner,  as  are  together  comprehended  in  this  com- 
penfation,  thofe  debts  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  a( 
Great  Britain^  which  have  been  on  the  part  of  Denmark 
tonfifcated;  but  in  this  fenfe,  that  whatever  debts  o^ 
this  kind  unto  the  tenth  day  of  May  oki  ftile,  and  twen- 
tieth new  ftile,  by  virtue  of  confifcarion  or  reprifals, 
have  been  by  fubjefts  paid  and  received^  do  remain 
utterly  aboliihed  and  fatisfied;  and  that  it  be  not  law- 
ful for  the  creditors  of  fuch  debts  for  the  future  to  pre- 
tend any  thing  upon  this  account,  much  Icls  to  urge 
payment  of  flich  for  any  reafon,  or  under  any  pre- 
tence whatfoever.  But  of  fuch  debts  as  on  the  laid  day 
have  not  been  paid  and  received^  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
the  creditors,  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
to  demand  and  profecute  the  payment,  by  the  ordinary 
way  of  juftice.  Excepting  neverthelefs,  1 20,000  rix- 
dollars,  more  or  lefs  (namely,  accruing  from  a  certain 
controverfy  which  arofe  between  Chriftian  the  Fourth^ 
of  moft  glorious  memory.  King  of  Denmark  and 
Norway,  and  the  Parliament  of  England,  by  reafon  of" 
fending  aid  to  Charles  the  Firft  of  moft  glorious  me- 
mory. King  of  Great  Britain)  for  wliich  the  King  of 
Dennnark  and  Norway  bound  himfelfi  and  gave  his 
'bond  to  a  company  of  certain  Englifh  merchants  trad- 
ing at  Hamburgh,  and  there  either  now  living,  or 
that  have  heretofore  lived;  which  claim  of  120,000 
rix-doUars  or  thereabouts,  being  confifcate,  fhall  be 
now  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty  accounted  as  nuU^ 
dead,  and  utterly  abolifhed ;  in  fuch  manner,  that  the 
Creditors  of  that  debt  are  not  either  now,  or  at  any 
time  hereafter,  therefore  to  demand  or  pretend  any 
thing.  In  like  manner  as  is  alfo  covenanted  and  agreed 
in  moft  fignificant  words,  that  no  pretenfion  fhall  be 
at  any  time  made,  by  reafon  of  fuch  fhips  and  goods 
{6  fcized,  and  debt  or  money  lent>  in  fuch  manner  as 
aforefaid  abolifhed  and  confilcated ;  but  that  all  fh^ 
on  b(^th  fides  by  a  folemn  compenfation  be  for  ever  Bf-^ 
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counted  as  null  and  void:  yet  fo  that  lands  and  im- 
moveable goods  be  not  comprehended  in  the  aforefaid 
Toidance  and  aanulladonj  but  that  they  be  without  any 
c£fiiculcy  or  impediment  reftored  back  to  thofe,  who^ 
before  the  deno\incing  of  the  prefent  war  were  the 
poflcffi>rs  and  proprietors  of  them. 

VI.  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed  on  both  fides,  That 
mdcr  the  lail-mendoned  compenfadon,  neither  coun* 
tiies,  nor  iflands^  nor  cides,  nor  forts,  nor  ports,  nor 
other  like  places,  are  to  be  underftood.  But  if  it  fhaU 
be  found,  that  either  party  during  this  war  hath  either 
oJcen  any  fuch,  in  or  out  of  Europe,  or  may  yet  take 
within  the  time  limited  in  the  fecond  ardcle,  whatfoever 
it  be,  it  fhall  be,  without  any  compenfadon  and  lofi^ 
teg^er  with  all,  even  the  fmalleft  things  thereto  ap- 
pertaining, forthwith  reftored  to  him  whofc  it  was 
before,  and  in  the  fame  condition  wherein  it  was  then 
when  it  was  taken,  without  tcrgiverfation,  delay,  or 
any  kind  of  pretence. 

VII.  Under  this  prefent  treaty  of  peace  ftiall  be  comr 
prchcnded  thofe,  who  before  the  exchange  of  r adfica-' 
dons,  or  afterwards  within  fix  months,  fhall  be  by 
ccHTimon  confent  nominated  by  both  pardes.  And,  as 
die  covenanting  parties  do  thankfully  acknowledge 
die  friendly  offices  and  unwearied  endeavours,  whereby 
the  Moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden  interpofmg  his  medi- 
adon,  hath  through  the  aifiltance  of  God  promoted 
and  carried  on  this  beneficial  work  of  pacificadon  unto 
thedefired  conclufion;  fo  to  teftify  their  like  afFeftion, 
ft  is  decreed  and  covenanted,  by  the  common  confent 
of  all  the  parties,  that  his  above-mentioned  Majefty  of 
Sweden,  with  all  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces^ 
and  rights,  be  included  in  this  treaty,  and  o^mprchended 
in  die  prdent  pacification,  after  the  befl  and  mott  effec- 
tual manner  that  may  be. 

VIII.  LafUy,  It  is  concluded,  covenanted,  and 
agreed,  that  the  forefaid  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Potent 
Kii]gs  ihall  Hacerdy  and  lond  juk  obicrvt  all  aid 
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Angular  the  articles  contained  and  eftablifhed  in  this 
prefcnt  treaty,  and  fhall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  obferved 
by  their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  neither  IhaU  they 
diredly  or  indirectly  tranlgrefs  them,  or  fufFer  them  to 
be  tranfgreffed  by  their  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  dire&ly 
or  indireftly :  and  they  fhall  ratify  and  confirm  all  and 
every  thing  as  they  are  above  covenanted,  by  letters 
patent,  fubfcribed  with  their  hands,  and  corroborated 
with  dieir  great  feals,  conceived  and  written  in  fuifi- 
cierit,  valid,  and  efFeftual  form,  and  fhall  reciprocally 
deliver,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered  •  here  at 
£reda>  bona  fide y  really  and  eflfedhially,  within  the  ^ace 
of  four  weeks  next  enfuing  the  date  of  thefe  prefents, 
or  fooner  if  it  may  be  done.

Articles  of  Alliance  and  Commerce  between  the  Moft 
Serene  and  Potent  Prince^  Charles  the  Second^  by 
the  grace  of  Godj  King  of  England,  Scotland, 
France;  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faitb,  &c. 
and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Potent  Prince,  Chriflian  the 
Fifth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Denmark, 
Norway,   &c.      Concluded  at  Copenhagen,   the 

^    nth  day  (/July,  i670, 

I.  THAT  there  be  between  the  two  Kings,  their 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs  j  as  alfo  their  kingdoms,  princi- 
palities, provinces,  eflates,  counties,  iflands,  cities,  fub- 
jcfts,  and  vafTals,  of  what  condition,  dignity,  and  de- 
gree foever,  by  land  and  fea,  in  rivers,  frefli- waters, 
and  all  places  whatfoever,  as  well  in  Europe  as  out 
of  Euiope,  now  and  for  the  time  to  come,  a  fmcere, 
true,  and  perfedl  friendfhip,  peace,  and  confederation; 
h  as  that  neither  paity  do  any  wrong,  injury,  or  pre- 
judice to  the  kingdoms,  principalities,  provinces,  and 
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cftates,  or  to  the  inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  other; 
nor  fiiffer  any  to  be  done  by  others,  as  much  as  in  him 
is :  but  rather  live  as  friends  toTgether,  ufing  each  other 
with  gockl-will  and  refpeft;  and  promoting  upon  all 
oceafions  the  interefts  and  advantages  of  each  other, 
and  dieir  fubjefts,  as  if  they  were  their  own :  and  pre- 
venting and  hindering  with  all  their  power,  by  meir 
afliftance  and  advice,  any  damage,  wrong,  and  injury, 
that  rnay  be  offered  them. 

II.  Neither  of  the  forefaid  Kings  and  their  heirs 
ihall  conlent  to  any  thing  that  may  be  to  the  prgudice 
or  detriment  of  his  ally  -,  but  if  either  of  the  Kings 
ihall  know  that  any  thing  is  propofed,  or  is  in  agitation 
or  contrivance,  or  that  will  be  propofed,  agitated,  or 
contrived,  which  may  tend  to  the  detriment  of  the 
other,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  fignify  the  fame  unto  him 
without  delay,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  hinder  and 
prevent  it  by  all  ways  poffible. 

III.  The  forefaid  Kings  for  themfelves,  their  heirs 
and  (ucceflbrs,  mutually  do  undertake  and  promife. 
That  they  will  not  aid  or  fumifh  the  enemies  of  either 
party,  that  (hall  be  aggreflbrs,  with  any  provifions  of 
war,  as  foldiers,  arms,  engines,  guns,  (hips,  or  other 
necefla^es  for  the  ufe  of  war,  or  fufFer  any  to  be 
furni(hed  by  their  fubjefts :  but  if  the  fubjefts  of  ei- 
ther Prince  (hall  prelume  to  adt  contrary  hereunto, 
then  that  King,  whofe  fubjefts  (hall  have  fo  done,  (hall' 
be  obliged  to  proceed  againft  them  with  the  higheft 
fcverity,  as  againft  feditious  perfons,  and  breakers  of 
the  league. 

IV.  It  is  further  covenanted  arid  agreed.  That  if  at 
any  time  hereafter,  any  prince  or  ftate  (hall  invade,  or 
by  any  hoftilc  way  attempt  jupon  the  hereditary  king- 
doms, provinces,  counties,  towns,  iflands,  territories, 
.or  dominions  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  which  he 
now  potktkxh,  then  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hail 
aflift  the  faid  King  of  Denmark  in  time,  with  fuch 
number  of  land  forces  and  (hips  of  war,  againft  fuch 
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aggreflbr^  as  (hall  fufEce  to  repel  the  force,  and  as  the 
ftate  of  the  faid  King's  afifairs  ihall  require.  And  the 
ikid  King  of  Great  Britain  fliall  therefore  with  all  his 
power  endeayour  to  hinder,  that  by  fuch  invafion  or 
difturbance  the  King  of  Denmark  be  not  prejudiced 
in  any  wife  in  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  or  rights* 
^d  if  the ,  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  faid 
King  of  Denmark,  ihall  contrad  or  make  any  leagucj 
fiance,  or  union  with  any  other  king,  prince,  com-» 
monwealth,  or  ftate^  they  Ihall  re(pedively  endeavour 
to  comprehend  therein 'each  other,  and  their  domi- 
nions (as  much  as  in  them  lies)  if  they  fhall  defire 
to  be  comprehended. 

V.  It  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  both  Kings, 
with  their  commodities  and  merchandize  both  by  fe^ 
and  land,  in  time  of  peace,  without  licence  or  fafe-con- 
du£t  general  or  Ipecial,  to  come  to  the  kingdoms,  pro- 
vinces, mart  towns,  ports,  and  rivers  of  each  other, 
and  in  any  place  therein  to  remain  and  trade,  paying 
tifual  cuftoms  and  duties  5  referving  neverthelefs  to 
cither  Prince  his  fupcriority  and  regal  jurifdiftion  in 
Jiis  kingdoms,  provinces,  principalities,  and  territories, 
relpeftively. 

VI.  It  is  notwithftanding  covenanted  and  con- 
cluded, that  tlie  fubjedts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
Ihall  in  no  wife  come  to  the  prohibited  ports,  of  which 
mention  is  made  in  precedent  treaties,  nor  colonies, 
without  the  fpecial  licence  of  the  King  of  Denmark 
firft  defired  and  obtained  5  unlefs  they  fhall  be  com- 
pelled to  make  thither,  and  enter  therein,  by  ftrefs  of 
weather,  or  purfuit  of  pirates  j  in  which  cafe,  neither 
fliall  it  be  lawful  for  them  to  buy  or  fell.  As  alfo  in 
like  manner  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Denmark  fhall 
not  come  to  the  Britifh  colonies,  unlefs  by  fpecial  li- 
cence of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  firfl  defired  and 
obtained. 

VII.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  the  Mofl 
Serene  King  of  Denmark  to  bring  into  their  own 
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ftores  and  warehoules  in  England,  Scodand,  and  Ire* 
land,  and  other  die  ports  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain in  Europe,  fuch  commodides  as  now,  or  here- 
after fhali  be  of  the  growth  and  produftion  of  the 
cftates,  countries,  and  dominions,  iubjeA  to  the  King 
of  Denmark,  or  of  the  manufafhire  thereof,  and 
likcwiie  ilich  as  come  from  any  part  of  the  river  of 
Elbe. 

.   In  like  manner  (hall  it  be  lawful  for  the  fubjeAs  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  to  import  and  bring  into 
Denmark,  Norway,  and  all  other  ports  and  colonies 
not  prolubited  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  all  kinds 
of  merchandize  which  now  or  hereafter  (hall  be  pro- 
duced or  made  in  the  kingdoms,  countries, '  and  eftates 
under  the  fubje6tion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 
But  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  be  permitted  to  any 
foreign  nations,  to  bring  all  kinds  of  commodities 
without  exception,  into  England,  Scodand,  and  Ire- 
land>  and  other  the  ports  belonging  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  then  the  fame  alio  fhall  be  lawful  for 
the  fubje£ks  of  the  King  of  Denmark :  which  in  like 
manner  (hall   be  permitted  to  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  upon  the  like  occafion,  in  the 
prohilxted  ports  and  colonies  of  the  King  of  Den- 
mark. 

VIII.  It  is  alfo  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  the 
people  and  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  fail- 
ing to  any  the  hereditanr  kingdoms,  countries,  or  do- 
minions of  the  King  of^  Denmark,  or  trading  in  the 
fame,  (hall  pay  no  more  or  greater  cuftoms,  tribute, 
toll,  or  other  duties,  nor  in  any  other  manner  than  the 
people  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries, 
and  other  ftrangers  (the  Swede  only  excepted)  trading 
thither,  and  paying  lelfer  cuftoms,  do  or  (hail  pay; 
and  ingoing,  returning,  and  ftaying,  as  alfo  in  fifhing 
and  trading,  and  all  other  things,  (hall  enjoy  the  fame 
liberties,  immunities,  and  privileges,  which  the  peo- 
ple of  any  foreign  country  in  the  faid  kingdoms  and 
dominions  of  the  King  of   Denmark,  abiding  and 
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trading,  do  or  (hall  enjoy.  And  ib  on  the  other  ikk^ 
the  people  xnd  fubjeSfts  of  the  King  of  Denmark 
jfhall  have  and  enjoy  the  fanne  privileges  in  the  coun- 
tries and  territories  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain ;  to 
wit,  that  the  J)eople  and  fubje&s  of  the  King  of  Den*- 
mark,  failing  to  any  the  kingdonrri^  countrks^  or  do« 
minions  of  the  King  of  Great  Britaint  olr  tracUng  ift 
the  fame,  fhall  not  pay  any  more  or  greater  cuftoms^ 
fributes,  toll,  or  other  duties^  nor  in  any  other  manner, 
than  the  people  of  the  United  Nfctheriands,  or  other 
ilrangers  trading  thither,  and  paying  Icflfer  cuftoms^ 
do  or  fhall  pay :  and  in  goings  returning,  and  flaying 
as  alfo  in  fifhing  and  trading,  and  aU  othe^  things^ 
ihall  er^oy  the  iame  liberdee,  immuiuties,  and  privi«» 
leges^  which  the  people  of  any  (khcr  foreign  country 
in  the  faid  kingdom^  and  tiomtnionstof  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  abiding  atod  tradilig,  do  or  fhall  enjoy  t 
but  fo,  as  that  the  power  t>f  eadi  Kir^  of  makiotg  or 
akering  cuftams>  or  other  dudes^  as  they  fhall  iet 
occafion»  in  their  rd(j^6live  •  kingdoms,  countries^  d<^^ 
minions^  and  po)ts>  remaih  full  and  entiire ;  provided 
the  forej&id  equality  be  ftiidly  observed  on  both  fides 
in  manner  afbrefaid. 

IX. ''  It  4§  affo  covenanted,  that  when  the  ftibjefts  bf 
either  King  have  imported  their  commodides.  iilto  thfe 
dominions  of  the  other,  have  paid  die  ufu^al  cuftoms 
for  them,  and  undergone  their  fearch,  it  fhall  be  fret 
^nd  iawflil  for  them  to  bring  their  faid  cammodidcfi 
into  their  own  proper  florehoufes  and  cellars,  csr  into 
f)laces  which  they  fhall  think  mod  fit  and  convenient, 
and  there  ftore  them ;  nor  fhall  any  magiftrate  or  officer 
.of  any  tht  cities  or  ports  of  eidier,  impofe  upon  them 
;anv  cellars  or  florehoufcs  wndiout  their  confent*  • 

.  X.  The  fiibje^ls  of  either  crotm  tradbg  upon  thp 
Teas,  and  failing  by  the  coafls.of  either  kingdom, 
'fliall  not  be  obliged  to  come  into  any  port,  if  dieir 
courfe  were  not  direfted  thither;'  but  fhaU  have  liberty 
'•to  purfiie  their  voyage  without  hindera&te  or  deten*. 
.  pen, 
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dob»  whithcrfoCTttT  diey  pleafc.  Nor  fhall  they,  being 
bjr  tfimpeft  forced  into  port,  and  there  remaining,  be 
obliged  to  unkde  their  cargo,  or  to  barter  or  fell  any 
part  thereof)  but  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  them  to  difpofc 
of  it  as  they  ihall  thimk  fit,  and  to  do  any  other  thing 
which  they  fhall  judge  mofl  for  their  advantage :  pro- 
▼klcd  nothing  be  done  that  may  be  to  the  defrauding 
of  either  Prince  of  his  due  rights  and  cuitoms. 

XI.  It  IS  alfo  agreed,  that  after  any  planlcs,  mafts* 
and  other  forts  of  timber,  have  been  once  put  on  bo.^ra 
die  fhips  of  the  flibjcfts  or  people  of  the  King  of 
Grclt  Britain,  diey  mall  not  be  liable  to  any  further 
fearch  j  but  all  fearch  or  fcrutiny  fhall  be  made  be- 
fore ;  and  if  then,  either  oaken,  or  other  prohibited 
timber  be  found,  it  fhall  be  prefcntly  flopped  and  de- 
tained upon  the  place,  before  it  be  put  on  board  the 
fh^ ;  nor  fhall  the  people  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  his  fiibje^s,  be  therefore  molefled  in  their 
pcrfons  or  eftates  by  arreft,  or  other  detention  what- 
ibevcT;  but  only  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Denmark, 
who  fhall  have  prefumed  to  fell  or  alienate  any  the 
like  prohibited  timber,  fhall  be  punifhed  in  due  man- 
ner. And  die  people  and  fubjedts  of  the  King  of 
Grea£  Britain  fhall  have,  poffefs,  and  enjoy  all  and 
fiMidar  the  contents  and  concefTions  of  this  article, 
wiuout  any  mplcftation  or  interruptign,  fb  long,  and 
for  all  fuch  time  as  the  fubjefts,  or  any  of  the  people 
of  the ,, United  Netherlands,  fhall  hold,  pofTefs,  an<J 
enjoy,  or  might  or  ought  to  hold,  pofTefs,  and  enjoy 
the  fame,  or  like  privileges,  by  any  treaty  already 
made,  or  to  be  made,  or  by  any  contract,  agreement, 

XU.  It  is  alfo  concluded  and  agreed,  that  aU 
Soips  ^belpnging  to  the  fubjeds  of  the  King  of  Great 
Bniai^  and  .merchants,  in  their  pafTage  tnrough  the 
Soucii,  ynder  the  JMoft  Serene  King  ot  Denmark  ancj 
NQrwa^^.&c.  fhall  enjoy,  after  the  fame  manner,  die 
benefit  gn^  privilege  of  deferring  the  payment  of  tlieir 
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cuftoms  until  their  return,  as  they  held  and  enjoyed  in 
former  years  laft  preceding  the  late  war  5  but  fo,  nc- 
verthdcfs,  that  the  faid  fhips  and  merchants  bring  with 
them  certificates  under  the  feal  of  the  officers  of  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain  deputed  thereunto,  tefti- 
fying  the  faid  fhips  to  belong  to  fubje£b  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain;  and  likewife  that  before 
their  pafTage  they  give  fufficient  and  good  fecurity  for 
paying  the  fame  in  place  convenient,  to  the  coUeftors 
of  the  cufloms  of  the  faid  King  of  Denmark,  at  their 
return,  or  if  they  fhall  not  return,  within  three  months 
time  at  the  fartheft,  if  diey  do  not  pay  the  fame  at  their 
faid  firfl  pafTage. 

XIII.  And  furthermore  it  is  agreed,  that  whatfb^ 
ever  merchandize  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  land  at  Elfignore,  and  there  lay  in  their 
ftorehbufes,  to  no  other  end  dian  to  put  on  board  again 
entire,  and  tranfport  them  to  other  parts,  they  fhall  be 
obliged  to  pay  only  the  fame  duties  for  fuch  merchan- 
jdize,  and  no  more,  than  is  wont  to  be  paid  in  this  cafe 
jby  the  Dujch  nation,  or  any  other  flrangers:  which 
ihall  be  i:eciprocaUy  obfervcd  to  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  DenoiarJk,  aftpc  the  fame  manner,  in  England. 

XIV.  Alfo  it  is  agreed,  that  the  fhips  and  fubjefts 
.of  the  King  of  Great  Pritain  fhallfeave  their  difpatch 
at  Elfignore  as  foon  as  they  arrive  there,  without  aelay, 
j\o  fhips,  of  what  ;i?ition  foever,  having  preference 
before  tjiem  in  this  behalf:  except  the  inhabitants  of 
certain  places,  who  have  ancientfy  hcjd  a  privilege  to 
that  piirpolV,  and  ftill  do. 

XV.  If  any  fubjeft  of  either  Prince  fhall  happea 
Xo  die  in  the  dominions  or  .territories  of  the  other,  it 
fhaU  he  lawful  for  him  fo  difpofe  of  his  cftate,  both 
money  and  goods,  in  any  manner  whatfoever :  and  if 

-.any  one  die  within  the  kingdoms  or  provinces  of  the 
other  Prince  without  making  any  fuch  difpofitions, 
then  the  goods  by  him  left,  moveable  or  immoveable, 
q[  whatever  nature  or  condition  the  lame  fliall  be; 
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fliall  be  f^thfiilly  preferved  for  the  ufe  of  the  right  heir, 
and  for  (ads&ftion  of  flich  debts  as  the  party  deceafed 
was  juilly  bound  to  pay :  and  to  that  end,  fo  foon  as 
any  iubjeft  of  either  Prince  fhall  die  in  the  other 
Prince's  dominions,  the  conful  or  public  minifter 
then  refiding  there  fhall  have  right  to  poiTefs  the 
£ud  monies  and  goods,  and  fhall  make  inventories 
of  the  fame  before  fome  ma^ftrate  of  the  place; 
which  goods  fhall  afterwards  remain  in  his  hands,  to  be 
anfwered  to  the  heirs  and  creditors  as  aforefaid  j  but 
if  no  fuch  conful  or  public  minifler  fhall  be  there,  then 
it  fhall  be  lawful  for  two  merchants  of  the  fame  country 
with  the  party  deceafed,  to  pofTefs  the  goods  left  by 
him,  to  preferve  them,  and  in  like  manner  to  anfwer 
them  to  the  heirs  and  creditors.  Which  notwithfland- 
ing  is  to  be  fo  underflood,  that  no  papers  or  books 
of  accounts  are  by  this  article  to  be  expofed  to  the 
infpedtion  of  the  faid  magiltrate,  but  only  the  real 
goods  and  merchandize  of  the  deceafed ;  and  that  the 
faid  ma^flrate,  within  the  fpace  of  forty-eight  hours 
after  notice  given,  and  requefl  made,  fhall  be  obliged 
to  be  prelent^  otherwife  the  f^d  inventories  fhall  be 
made  without  him. 

XVI.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  confede- 
rates, and  their  fubjefts  or  people^,  to  trade  with 
the  enemies  of  the  other,  and  to  carry  to  them,  or 
fumifh  them  with  any  merchandizes  (prohibited  only, 
which  they  call  contrabanda,  excepted)  without  any 
impediment,  unlefs  in  ports  si-nd  places  befleged  by  the 
other  J  which  neverthelefs  if  they  fliall  fo  do,  it  fhall  be 
free  for  them  either  to  fell  tlieir  goods  to  the  be- 
fiegers,"  or  betake  themfclves  to  any  other  port  or 
place  not  befieged. 

XVII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  it  fhall  be  free  and 
lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  either  Prince,  trading  in  the 
dominions  or  ports  of  the  other,  there  to  remain  and 
refide  for  the  buying  and  felling  commodities,  without 
any  reflridtion  of  time,  or  limitation  to  be  impofed 
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upon  thtih  by  any  officers  ot  ftia^ftwtfei  of  ^  Taid 
donninioiis  or  |)i3rts,  th^  P^t^*^  ^h^  iKrcuftOifrted  duties 
for  all  goods  and  merchandize  Hy  thcrti  ittipoittd  or 
exported ;  and  ferther  provided  tii«t '  they  ttWe  with 
none  but  fuch  as  are  <^iti2ensi  or  buighefs  oF  (bmt 
city  or  town  within  tJie  kingd<^n^s  of  Denmark  or 
Norway,  and  tkat  onjy  by  wholefale,  artd  not  by  par- 
ceb  or  retail. 

XVIIL  Furthermore,  for  the  better  encourage- 
ment of  trade  and  conrtmerce,  and  for  the  utter  avoid- 
ing  of  all  frauds  and  difputcs  that  may  arifc  between 
die  oiEcers  of  ports  and  merchants,  it  is  agreed  and 
concluded>  that  all  and  fingular  duties  ftiall  be  de- 
manded and  paid,  according  to  the  printed  Tariff 
(or  book  of  rates)  wherein  (hall  be  comprized  all 
cuftoms  and  duties  to  be  paid,  as  well  for  goods  in  the 
rei^^eftive  ports,  as  for  pamge  throigh  the  Sound:  and 
to  the  end  that  this  may  be  the  more  ftriftly  obferved, 
both  Kings  fhall  not  only  enjoin  his  officers  and  collec- 
tors cf  his  cuftoiYis,  under  the  higheft  penalty,  not  to  do 
any  thing  that  may  fruftrate  or  elude  this  agreement^ 
but  alfo  that  they  do  not,  by-moleftation  or  exaftion,, 
caufe  any  trouble,  or  offer  any  injury  to  the  fubjefts  of 
cither  King. 

XIX.  Moreover,  it  is  concluded  and  agreed^  that 
the  King  of  Denmark  Ihall  conftitute  the  overfecrs  of 
hrs  cuftoms,  or  others,  commiflioners  for  re-mcafuring  , 
all  fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  trading  in  Norway,  according  to  their  burthen 
and  content,  fo  as  that  what  has  been  hitherto  not 
rightly  obferved,  either  in  excels  or  defedt,  may  be 
hereafter  reduced  into  better  order. 

XX.  But  left  fuch  freedom  of  navigation  or  paf- 
fage  of  the  one  ally,  and  his  fubjefts  and  people,  dur- 
ing the  war  that  the  other  may  have  by  fea  or  land 
with  any  other  country,  may  be  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  other,  ally,  and  that  goods  and  merchandize  be-* 
longing  to  the  enemy  may  be  fraudulently  concealed

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When  dierdbir  the  merchandize,  goods,  Ihips,  ^r 
men  of  cidicr  of  the  confederates,  and  dieir  ful^eSs 
and  pec^le,  fhall  meet  in  open  (ea,  ftraights,  ports, 
havois,  lands,  and  places  whatfbever,  the  (hips  of 
war,  whcdicr  public  or  private,  or  the  men,  fubjefts, 
and  people  ot  the  other  confederate;  upon  exhibiting 
(Hily  die  forelaid  letters  of  fafe-condudb  and  certificate, 
there  fhaU  be  nothing  more  required  of  them,  nor  (hall 
icarch  be  made  a(ter  the  goods,  (hips,  of  men,  nor 
(hall  they  be  any  other  ways  whatfoever  mokfted  or 
troubled,  but  fuficred  with  all  freedom  to  purfue  their 
intended  voyage ;  but  if  this  fblemn  and  fct  (brm  of 
pafl^rt  and  certificate  be  not  exhibited,  or  that  there 
be  any  other  juft  and  urgent  caufe  of  fu(picion,  then 
(hall  die  (hip  be  fcarched,  which  is  neverthclc(s  in  this 
cafe  only  undcrftood  to  be  permitted,  and  not  other- 
wife.  If  by  either  party  any  thing  (hall  be  committed 
contrary  to  the  true  meaning  of  this  article,  againft

XXL  It  is  alfo  concluded  and  agreed,  that  all  (hips 
of  futyedbs  and  people  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  to  * 
gether  with  their  lading  and  merchandize,  pafling  by 
the  port  of  Gluckftad,  or  other,  places  and  towns  under 
the  dominion  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  fituate  upon 
the  Elbe  ftream,  both  going  and  returning,  (hall  be 
free  and  exempt  from  all  cuftom,  impoft,  fearch,  fei-. 
zure,  and  moleftation,  except  only  the  cafe  of  fearch 
in  the  time  of  war,  when  the  King  of  Denmark  hath 
war  with  any  other  king  or  date. 

XXII.  If  the  fubjefts  of  either  Prince  be  hurt  or 
injured  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  then  the  King 
of  that  place  where  the  injury  is  done,  Ihall  take  card 
that  ipeedyjuftice  be  adminiftered  according  to  the

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Izm  and^uftoms  of  the  coundy;  and  that  the  peribns 
guiiiy  be  duly  punifhed,  with  Bitisfadion  to  be  made 
to  the  party  wronged, 

XXIII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  no  fliips  whatfoevcr, 
yeflels,  oi:  merchandize  laden  on  fliips  of  whatfbevet 
liature,  kind,  or  quality,  howfoever  taken,  belon^g 
to  any  the  fubjeds  of  either  of  the  aforefaid.  Kii^p, 
under  any  colour  or  pretence  whatfoever,  be  adjuc^ed 
prize,  unlels  by  a  judicial  examination  and  proce&  in 
form  of  law,  in  a  court  of  admiralty  for  prizes  taken 
at  fea,  in'  that  behalf  lawfully  confHtuted. 

XXIV.  Both  parties  ihall  caufe  juftice  and  equity 
to  be  admiiiiftered  to  the  fubjeds  and  people  of  each 
other,  according  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  either 
country,  fpeedily,  and  without  long  and  unneceflary 
formalities  of  law  and  cxpences,  in  all  caufes  an4 
controverfies,  as  weU  now  depending,  as  which  may 
hereafter  arife. 

XXV.  If  the  fliips  of  €;ither  of  the  confederates,  and 
iheir  fubjedbs  and  people,  whether  they  be  merchant- 
men, or  men  of  war,  fliall  happen  to  run  on  ground,  or 
fall  upon  rocks,  or  be  forced  to  lighten  themfelves,  or 
fhall  otherwife  fuffer  fliipwreck  (which  God  forbid)  upon 
the  coafts  of  either  Kirg,  the  forcfiiid  fliips,  with  their 
tackle,  goods,  and  merchandize,  or  whatfoever  fliall 
fee  remaining  of  them,  fliall  be  reflx)red  fio  their  owners 
and  proprietors;  provided  they  or  their  agents  and 
prodors  do  claim  the  faid  fliips  and  goods  within  the 
ipace  of  a  year  and  a  day  after  fuch  fliipwreck  fuf- 
fered,  faving  always  the  rights  and  cuftoms  of  both 
nations.  The  fubjefts  alfo  and  inhabitants  dwelling 
upon  the  faid  coafts  and  fliores,  fliall  be  obliged  to 
ccme  in  to  their  help  in  cafe  of  danger,  and  as  much 
as  in  them  lies  to  give  their  afliftances  and  fliall  do 
their  utmoft  endeavour  eidier  for  the  freeing  of  the 
fiiip,  or  faving  the  goods,  merchandize,  and  apparel 
of  the  faid  fliip,  and  what  elfe  of  the  fame  they  fliall 
be  able,  and  for  the  conveying  the  fame  into  feme  fafe 

place 
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^bce  in  order  to  be  reftorrd  to  the  owners;  they 
pjing  iahrage,  and  giving  fuch  recompence  to  the 
p^fens  hf  wfaofe  aflUlance  and  diligence  the  ikid  mer- 
chaocfize  and  goods  fhall  have  been  recovered  and  pre- 
fenred,  as  they  fhall  deferve.  And  finally,  both  par- 
ries, in  cafe  of  fuch  niisfbrtune,  fhall  fee  cbfervcd  on 
dick*  fide,  what  diey  would  defire  to  have  obferved 
and  done  on  the  other  fide. 

XXVL  The  connmanders  of  fhips,  or  governors, 
foldiers,  mariners,  and  company  belonging  to  the 
£axie;  as  alio  the  ihips  themfclves,  and  the  gcods  and 
merchandize  on  board  them,  fhall  not  be  detained  hj 
any  ancft  or  feizure,  iqx>n  any  warrant  either  general 
or  Special,  or  for  any  caiife,  unlefs  for  the  defence  and 
prefervation  of  jthe  kingdom ;  w^hich  yet  fhall  not  be 
underftood  to  be  meant  of  arrefb  laid  by  authority  of 
law,  for  debt  contracted  upon  any  other  lawful  occa- 
fion -iriiatfbever,  in  which  cafe  it  fhaU  be  lawful  to 
proceed  according  to  the  rules  of  jufHce  and  law. 

XXVII.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  merchants  of  bodi 
kingdoms,  their  fiiciors  and  lervants,  and  alio  the  maf- 
ten  and  ^nariners  of  fhips  upon  the  fea,  and  in  other 
W2gtT%y  as  likewiic  in  the  ports,  and  upon  the  coafis 
and  lands  of  either  confederate,  going,  retumiFig,  and 
walking,  fLr  the  defence  of  dieir  pedcns  and  goods, 
to  carry  any  kir^  of  portable  arms,  as  well  c^cnfivc 
as  dcfenfive,  fo  that  they  give  no  jufl  caufc  of  fufpi- 
cion  to  the  commanders  and  aiagifixates  of  any  place, 
of  any  plots  or  contrivancts  againl^  the  public  or  pri* 
yate  peace. 

XX\^II•  The  convoys  or  flups  of  war  of  either 
party,  meedi^  in  their  voyage,  or  overtaking  any  mer- 
chants fhips,  or  othen,  belonging  to  the  other  confer 
derate  or  his  fubje^,  and  making  die  fame  ccurie  at 
fea,  in  Eun^  or  out  of  Europe,  fhall  be  obliged  to 
d  and  defend  diem  as  kjng  as  they  fhaU  hold  the 
courfe  together. 

♦  XXIX.  For 
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XXIX.  For  the  greater  fecurity  of  commerce  and 
frce4om  of  navigation,  it  is  concluded  and  agreed, 
that  neither  part,  as  much  as  may  be,  and  (hall  lie 
in  their  powers,  Ihall  permit  that  public  pirates  or 
other  robbers  upon  the  fea,  in  any  the  ports  of  the  other 
kingdom  or  country,  have  their  receptacles  or  retreats, 
or  Ihall  fufFer  that  any  of  the  inhabitants  or  people  of 
either  Prince  do  receive  them  into  their  houfes,  or 
fupply  them  with  provifions,  or  be  otherwife  aflifting 
to  them ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  Ihall  endeavour  that  the 
faid  pirates  or  robbers,  and  their  partizans  and  accom- 

Slices,  be  apprehended  and  punifhed  according  to  their 
emerit,  and  the  fhips  and  goods,  as  much  as  can  be 
found  of  them,  reftored  to  tne  lawftil  owners  or  their 
agents,  provided  their  right  be  made  appear  by  due 
proof  of  law  in  the  court  of  admiralty. 

XXX.  It  is  concluded  and  agreed,  that  there  (hall 
be  at  all  times  free  accels  for  the  fubjefts  and  people 
of  either  party,  to  the  ports  and  coafts  of  both  Princes^ 
and  it  (hall  be  lawful  tor  them  to  remain  therein,  and 
from  thence  again  to  depart,  and  alfo  to  pafs  through 
the  feas  and  territories  whatfoever  of  either  King  re- 
fpeftively  (not  committing  any  wafte  or  injury)  not 
only  with  merchant-(hips,  and  (hips  of  burthen,  but 
alfb  with  (hips  of  war,  whether  the  fame  be  upon  the 
public  account,  or  afting  by  private  commiflions; 
whether  they  enter  by  reafon  of  tempeft,  and  for 
avoiding  the  danger  of  the  fea,  or  to  refit  or  buy  pro- 
vifions :  fo  that  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  fix 
jfhips  of  war,  if  they  enter  of  their  own  accord,  nor 
(hall  they  remain  longer  in  or  about  the  ports  than 
(hall  be  nece(rary  for  the  refitting  of  their  (hips,  buy- 
ing provifions  or  other  neceflfaries :  and  if  they  (hould 
upon  occafion  defire  to  come  into  the  faid  ports  with  a 
greater  number  of  (hips  of  war,  it  (hall  in  no  wife  be 
lawful  for  them  to  enter  thereinto  without  firft  giving 
timely  notice  by  letter  of  their  coming,  and  obtaining

Icfl  or  damnify  the  fubjefts  of  either.  Both  the  faid 
Kings  fhall  flriftly  prohibit  their  fubjefts  refpeftiyely, 
that  they  do  not  procure  or  accept  from  other  princes 
CT  Hates  any  fuch  commifTions ;  but  fhall,  as  much  as 
in  them  lies,  forbid  and  hinder  the  committing  of  any 
depredations  by  virtue  of  fuch  commiffions, 

XXXII.  If  any  fhip  or  fhips  belonging  to  the  fub- 
jefts of  either  King  be  taken  in  the  ports  of  either  by 
a  third  party,  they  in  whofe  port,  or  within  whofe  juril^ 
diftion  whatfoever  the  forefaid  fhips  fhall  be  taken, 
ihall  be  mutually  obliged  to  ufe  their  eiideayour,  to- 
gether with  the  other  party,  for  the  finding  and  re- 
cking the  faid  fhip  or  fhips,  and  reftoring  them  to  the 
owners ;  which  neverdielcfs  fhall  be  done  at  the  charge 
jof  the  laid  owners,  or  the  parties  interefled, 

XXXIII.  But  if  alfo  in  the  fliips  taken  by  thfe 
iubjefts  of  either  confederate,  and  brought  into  any 
port  belonging  to  the  other,  there  be  found  any  fea- 
men  or  other  perfons  who  are  fubjefts  of  that  confc* 

derate 
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XXIX.  For  the  greater  fecurity  o£  commerce  and 
free4om  of  navigation^  it  is  concluded  and  agreed, 
that  neither  part^  as  much  as  may  be,  and  (hall  lie 
in  their  powers,  fhall  permit  that  public  pirates  or 
other  robbers  upon  the  fea,  in  any  the  ports  of  the  other 
kingdom  or  country,  have  their  receptacles  or  retreats, 
or  fhall  fufFer  that  any  of  the  inhabitants  or  people  of 
either  Prince  do  receive  them  into  their  houfes,  or 
fupply  them  with  provifions,  or  be  otherwife  aflifting 
to  them ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  fliall  endeavour  that  the 
faid  pirates  or  robbers,  and  their  partizans  and  accom- 

Slices,  be  ^apprehended  and  punifhed  according  to  their 
emerit,  and  the  Ihips  and  goods,  as  much  as  can  be 
found  of  them,  reftored  to  tne  lawftil  owners  or  their 
agents,  provided  their  right  be  made  appear  by  due 
proof  of  law  in  the  court  of  admiralty. 

XXX.  It  is  concluded  and  agreed,  that  there  (hall 
be  at  all  times  free  accels  for  the  fubjefts  and  people 
of  either  party,  to  the  ports  and  coafls  of  both  Princes^ 
and  it  fhall  be  lawful  tor  them  to  remain  therein,  and 
from  thence  again  to  depart,  and  alfo  to  pals  through 
the  feas  and  territories  whatfbever  of  either  King  re- 
fpeftively  (not  committing  any  wafle  or  injury)  not 
only  with  merchant-fhips,  and  fhips  of  burthen,  but 
alfb  with  fhips  of  war,  whether  the  fame  be  upon  the 
public  account,  or  afting  by  private  commiflions; 
whether  they  enter  by  reafon  of  tempeft,  and  for 
avoiding  the  danger  of  the  fea,  or  to  refit  or  buy  pro- 
vifions 2  fo  that  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  fix 
fhips  of  war,  if  they  enter  of  their  own  accord,  nor 
fhall  they  remain  longer  in  or  about  the  ports  than 
(hall  be  neceffary  for  the  refitting  of  their  fliips,  buy- 
ing provifions  or  other  neceffaries :  and  if  they  fhould 
upon  occafion  defire  to  come  into  the  faid  ports  with  a 
greater  number  of  fhips  of  war,  it  fhall  in  no  wife  be 
lawful  for  them  to  enter  thereinto  without  firfl  giving 
timely  notice  by  letter  of  their  coming,  and  obtaining 
leave  of  thofe  to  whom  the  fbrefaid  ports  belong, 
But  if  by  force  of  tempefl,  or  other  urgent  neceflity,

of  the  confederates,  letters  patents,  called  commiffions 
or  reprifals,  much  lefs  by  virtue  of  fuch  letters  to  mo- 
Icft  or  damnify  the  fubjefts  of  either.  Both  the  faid 
Kings  fliall  ftnftly  prohibit  their  fubjefts  refpeftiyely, 
that  they  do  not  procure  or  accept  from  other  princes 
ior  ftates  any  fuch  commifTions ;  but  Ihall,  as  much  as 
in  them  lies,  forbid  and  hinder  the  committing  of  any 
depredations  by  virtue  of  fuch  commiffions, 

XXXII.  If  any  fhip  or  fhips  belonging  to  the  fub-^ 
jefts  of  either  King  be  taken  in  the  ports  of  either  by 
a  third  party,  they  in  whofe  port,  or  within  whofe  juril^ 
diftion  whatfoever  the  forefaid  fhip.s  Ihall  be  taken, 
jhall  be  mutually  obliged  to  ufe  their  endeavour,  to- 
gether with  the  other  party,  for  the  finding  and  re- 
taking the  faid  ftiip  or  fhips,  and  reftoring  them  to  the 
owners ;  which  neverdielefs  fhall  be  done  at  the  charge 
lof  the  laid  owners,  or  the  parties  interefted, 

XXXIII.  But  if  alfo  in  the  fhips  taken  by  thfe 
iiibjefts  of  either  confederate,  and  brought  into  any 
port  belonging  to  the  other,  there  be  found  any  fea- 
ffien  or  other  perfons  who  are  fubjefts  of  that  confe-i 

derate 
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derate  into  whofe  pom  or  rivers  die  prize  (hall  be 
brought,  they  (hall  be  civiUy  iifed  bjr  thofe  who  have 
taken  them,  and  reftored  to  their  liberty  forthwith^ 
.  and  without  ranfbm. 

XXXIV.  But  if  a  fhip  of  war,  or  any  other,  laden 
with  prohibited  goods  belonging  to  the  other  crown, 
happen  to  be  taken ;  it  Ihall  not  be  lawful  for  the  cap- 
tains or  commanders  who  have  taken  her,  to  open  or 
break  up  any  chefts,  tons,  or  bales  on  board  me  faid 
Jfhip,  nor  likewife  to  tranlport  or  otherwife  alienate 
any  of  her  merchandize,  until  they  have  been  firft  put 
en  fhore,  and  an  inventory  thereof  made  before  the 
judges  of  the  admiralty. 

XXXV.  And  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  the  fub- 
jedb  of  both  Kings,  and  for  preventing  of  all  violence 
towards  diem  from  the  faid  Ihips  oT  war  j  ail  coiP'- 
manders  of  any  the  Ihips  of  war  belonging  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  all  other  his  fubjefts 
whatfoever,  fhall  be  ftriftly  charged  and  required^ 
that  they  'do  not  moleft  or  injure  die  fubjefts  of  die 
King  of  Denmark;  if  they  Ihall  do  otherwife,  they 
(hall  be  liable  to  anfwer  it  in  their  perfons  and  eftates, 
and  ihaB  therein  (land  bound  until  iuft  fatisfa£tion  and 
compenfarion  (hall  be  made  for  tne  wrongs  by  them 
done,  and  the  damage  thereby  fuftained  or  tobe  (uftaincd: 
in  Uke  manner  (hall  all  comnnanders  of  the  (hips  /)f  war 
belongmg  to  the  King  of  Denmark,  and  all  other  hi$ 
fubjeds  whatfoever,  be  ftraidy,  under  the  feme  penal- 
ties, charged  and  required  that  th^  do  noc  moleft  or 
injure  the  (aid  iubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain*: 
provided  neverthdcfs,  that  all  the  fbre(aid  actions, be 
examined  and  adjudged  by  due  and  legal  proceeding  in 
the  court  of  admiralty  of  both  Kings ;  or  if  it  ftiaU  rather 
fcem  meet  to  cither  of  the  parties,  being  a  (banger  in 
the  place  where  the  cQntrover(y  is  to  be  decided,  diey 
(hall  be  examined  before  certain  corarqiflioners,  which 

X  both  Kings,  fo  foon  as  they  (hall  be  defircd,  (hall  ap- 
point to  that  end,  that  fo  proceedings  by  this  means 

'  .  jnay 
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may  be  not  only  carried  on  without  great  expences> 
but  alfo  ended  wkhin  three  nionths  at  fartheft. 

XXXVI.  Both  Kings  fhall  take  care,  that  judg- 
ment and  fentence,  in  things  taken  at  fea,  be  given 
according  to  the  rules  of  jufticc  and  equity,  byper- 
fons  not  iui^^fted  or  interefted ;  and  being  once  given 
by  Ibch  judges  as  aforefaid,  they  Ihall  ftraidy  charge 

-  and  reouire  their  officers,  and  whom  it  Ihall  concern, 
CD  fe^  me  fame  put  in  due  execution  according  to  the 
form  and  tenor  thereof. 

XXXVII.  If  the  ambafladors  of  either  King,  or 
any  other  public  minifters  refiding  with  the  other  King, 
ihall  happen  to  make  complaint  of  any  fuch  fentence, 
that  King  to  whom  complaint  (hall  be  made,  fhall 
cauft  the  faid  judgment  and  fentence  to  be  re-heard 
arid  examined  in  his  council,  that  it  may  appear  whe- 
Aer  all  things  rcquifite  and  neceffary  have  been  per- 
formed according  to  the  rules  of  this  treaty,  and  with 
due  caution:  if  the  contrp.ry  fliall  happen,  it  fhall  be 
rcdreifed,  which  is  to  be  done  at  the  farthefl  within 
three  months  tmie. 

Neidier  Ihatl  it  be  lawful,  either  before  the  giving 
of  the  firft  fentence,  or  afterwards  during  the  time  of 
re-hearing,  to  unlade,  or  fell  and  make  away  the 
goods  in  tontroverfy,  unlefs  it  happen  to  be  done 
by  confent  of  parties,  and  to  prevent  the  perifhing  of  ' 
the  £ud  goods  and  merciiandize. 

XXXVII  I.  The  faid  Kings  fhall  have  in  each 
other's  court  their  minifters,  and  in  certain  ports  then* 
TX)nluls,  for  the  better  and  more  eafy  communicating 
and  propofing  fuch  things  as  they  fhall  think  advan- 
tageous to  the  public  interefl,  or  private  concerns  of 
any  particular  pcrfon. 

XXXIX^  No  private  injury  fhall  in  any  wife  let- 
ten  this  treaty,  nor  fhall  raife  any  difcord  or  hatred 
, between  the  forefaid  nations,  but  every  man  fhall 
anfwer  for  his  own  doings^  and  fhall  be  relponfible 

therefc)pc^ 
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therefore  j  'rtor  (hall  one  man  fofFer  for  that  which  an- 
other has  offended  in,  by  having  recourfe  to  reprifals^ 
or'  fuch  like  rigorous  proceedings,  uniefs  juftice  be 
denied  or  delayed  longer  than  is  fitdng.  In  which  cafe, 
it  fhall  be  lawfijl  for  that  King,  whofe  fubjeft  has  re- 
ceived the  injury,  to  proceed  according  to  the  rules 
and  prefcriptions  of  the  law  of  narions,  until  repara^- 
tion  be  made  to  the  party  injured ;  provided  notwith- 
ftanding,  that  he  have  firft  in  due  manner  advertifed 
'the  other  King  thereof. 

.  XL.  Alfo  it  is  agreed,  that  if  the  Hollander,  or 
any  other  nation  Whatfoever  (the  Swedifh  nation  only 
excepted)  hath  already,  or  ftiall  hereafter  obtain  any 
better  articles,  agreements,  exemptions,  or  privileges, 
than  what  arc  contained  in  this  treaty,  fix>m  die  King 
of  Denmark,  that  the  fame  and  like  privileges  (hall 
be  likewife  granted  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
hisfubjefts,  e(Fe6lually  and  fully,  to  all  intents  and 
purpofes;  and  on  the  other  fide,  if  the  Hollander,  or 
any  other  nation  whatfoever,  hath  or  (hall  obtain  from 
his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  any  better  articles,  agree- 
ments,  exemptions,  or  privileges,  than  what  arc  con- 
tained in  this  treaty,  that  the  fame  and  like  privileges 
(hall  be  granted  to  the  King  of  Denmark  and  his  fub- 
je(fh  alfo,  in  mofl:  full  and  efFedtual  manner. 

XLI.  It  is  alio  concluded,  that  former  treaties 
and  leagues,  at  any  time  heretofore  made  between  the 
forefaid  confederates  or  their  predeceiTors,  Kings,  as 
well  for  the  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  as  for 
the  hereditary  kingdoms  of  Denmaik  and  Noway, 
&€•  refpcftively,  be  not  in  die  lead  reputed  or  taken 
to  be  broken  and  abolilhed  by  any  agreement,  cove- 
nants, or  articles  in  the  prefent  treaty  contained  i  but 
that  the  fame  remain  in  full  force,  e(Feft,  and  virtu^, 
fo  far  as  they  are  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the 
prefent  treaty,  or  any  article  therein  contained. 

XLIL  Finally,  it  is  covenanted,  concluded,  and 
agreed,    that  the  forefaid  Kings  (hall  fincerely  and

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hndrfide  obTerve  all  and  Angular  the  articles  contained 
and  let  down  in  this  treaty,  and  Ihall  caufe  them  to  be 
obfcrved  by  their  fubje£ks  and  people  j  nor  fhall  tranf- 
grcfi  the  fame  dircftly  or  indiredUy,  or  fuffer  the  fame 
to  be  tranlgrefled  by  thc^r  fubjedts  or  people,  and  (hall 
ratify  and  coniirnn  all  and  (ingular  the  premifes  as  be* 
fore  agreed,  by  letters  patents  fubfcribed  with  their 
hands,  and  fealed  with  their  great  feals,  in  good,  fuf- 
fident,  and  efieftual  form,  and  fhall  deliver  the  fame 
reciprocally  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  thefe 
preients,  or  caufe  them  to  be  delivered,  in  good  faith 
and  reality,  and  with  efFedl.

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[The  following  treaty  of  commerce,  between  Great 
Britain  and  Dantzic,  is  printed  from  a  copy  in  the 
book  of  treaties,  belonging  to  the  late  Board  of  Trade,] 

^Tbe  treaty  of  Commerce  with  Dantzic,  dated  ~4-  Oc- 
tober ^  1706. 

WHEREAS  her  Sacred  Majefty  Anne,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland, 
Queen,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  at  the  requeft  of  her 
fubjefts,  merchants  refiding  in  the  city  of  Dantzic, 
moft  gracioufly  commanded  the  Excellent  and  Reve- 
rend Dr.  John  Robinfon,  Doftor  in  Divinity,  and 
Canon  of  the  cathedral  and  metropolitical  church  of 
Chrift  at  Canterbury,  her  Ambaflador  Extraordinary 
and  Plenipotentiary,  that  he  fhould  confer  with  the 
moft  Noble  Magiftracy  of  the  faid  city,  in  order  to 
the  removing  certain  grievances  in  trade,  whereby 
the  Britifh  merchants  at  Dantzic  are  oppreffed  j  and 
the  Magiftracy  aforefaid,  being  dilpofcd  and  inclined 
to  all  thofe  things  which  may  be  grateful  and  ac- 
ceptable to  her  Majefty,  and  very  much  defiring 
that  the  Britifh  merchants  refiding  at  Dantzic,  and 
thofe  of  Dantzic  in  Great  Britain,  may  enjoy  mu- 
tual advantages,  hath  named  their  deputies,-  the  No- 
ble Lords  M.  Gabriel  von  Boemeln,  Coriful,  and  Jcrfin 
Erneft  von  der  Linde,  Conful  and  Syndic,  to  confer 
and  treat  upon  that  affair  with  the  aforefaid  Minifter 
and  Plenipot<rntiary :  Whereupon  the  faid  Minifter 
and  Deputies  confented  and  agreed  unto  the  follow- 
ing articles, 

L  As  formerly  and  hitherto,  fo  alfo  hereafter  for 
the  future,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Great  Britain,  to  wit,  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Ireland,  as  of  a  nation  in  amity,  freely  to 
dwell  at  Dantzic,  as  long  as  they  wiU,  without  ?ny^ 
moleftation,  and  exercife  trade  there ;  that  is  to  lay, 
to  import  whatfoever  merchandizes  of  other  nations, 
tvhich  it  is  lawful  by  fca  or  knd  to  bring  from  fo- 
reign 
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reign  parts  to  Dantzic^  arid^  having  paid  the  due  and 
ufual  cuftdms,  to  keep  them  in  cellars^  warehoufes^ 
and  ftorehoufes,  and  thence  fell  them  to  the  citizens 
of  Dantzic ;  or  if,  perhaps,  they  cannot  fell  tl^em,  to 
export  them  again  by  fea,  in  what  (hips  they  fhall 
thmk  6t,  having  paid  the  duties  at  their  going  out, 
which  the  citizens  themfelves  do;  as  alfo  buy  all 
merchandizes  whatfoever  of  the  citizens  of  Dantzic, 
and  tranfport  them  by  fea  to  what  foreign  parts  fo- 
ever  they  pleafe ;  neverthelefs  always  obferving  the 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  the  faid  city  refpe&ing  either 
conrunerce,  or  any  other  right  or  privilege  what- 
foever. 

II.  But  as  to  herrings  in  particular,  and  every  kind 
of  fait  fifli,  it  Ihall  be  lawful  to  keep  thefe  goods 
brought  by  Briufh  fubjefts,  and  to  put  them  in  cel- 
lars, warehoufes,  and  ftorehoufes,  and  have  the  fame 
privileges  as  the  Dutch  merchants  dwelling  in  Dant- 
zic: yet  fo,  that  they  mufl  declare  in  the  cuftom- 
houle  the  faid  merchandizes,  as  well  as  all  others,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  confignment  of  the  fame,  as  alio 
commit  them  to  the  care  and  infpeftion  of  officers 
fwom  to  approve  and  examine  the  fame ;  but  they 
Ihall  not  deliver  any  of  the  faid  goods  into  the  buy- 
ers hands,  before  they  are  expofed  by  the  officers 
upon  the  public  bridge,  and  fubjefted  to  their  ap- 
probation and  examination :  In  like  manner  alfo,  the 
liibjedls  of  Great  Britain  fhaU  be  allowed  to  export 
herrings  and  fait  by  fea,  paying  cuftom  for  the  fame, 
provided  they  cannot  fell  them  at  Dantzic  (fufpend- 
ing  as  heretofore,  fo  now,  and  as  far  as  may  be,  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  public  good,  the  execution  of 
an  edift  publifhed  in  the  month  of  March,  in  the 
year  1687) ;  but  when  it  fhall  be  neceflary  to  enforce 
the  faid  edift,  and  put  it  in  execution,  the  fame  fhall 
be  previoufly  notified  to  the  Britifh  merchants  for  * 
the  fix  preceding  fummer  months.  Moreover,  be- 
?aufe  the  aforefaid  merchants  ought  not  to  enjoy  the 
proper  rights  and  privileges  of  the  citizens  in  buying

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and  ieUing,  neither  ihall  the  Bridfh  fubjefbs^  who 
lodge  with  any  citizen  of  Dantzic,  and  have  no  fa-r 
mily  of  their  own,  be  obliged  to  execute  perlbnal  of- 
fices and  employments,  as  for  example,  to  undertake 
the  guardianfliip  of  others,  the  government  of  chiirchcs 
;»nd  hofpitals,  or  thofe  of  any  xnher  kind  whatfoever; 
lK)r  to  pay  the  fubfidy  that  is  impofed  on  the  citizens 
^nd  inhabitants,  or  any  other  burthens,  befides  the 
juft  and  ufual  dyties  at  coming  in  and  going  out,  for 
their  (hips  and  nierchandizes,  as  much,  namely,  as 
ihall  be  paid  by  the  citizens  themfelves,  either  for 
their  perfons  or  goods,  and  commodities  whatfoever ; 
but  others  who  have  hired  houfes  and  fixed  habita- 
tions at  Dantzic,  and  ufe  and  dwell  in  them,  and  have 
families  of  their  own,  they  fhall  hereafter  pay  and  be 
fMbjedt  to  all  duties  and  impofitions,  without  mur- 
muring or  refufal,  which  fhall  be  required  not  only 
from  the  citizens,  but  from  all  the  inhabitants  in 
general,  an  equality  being  always  obferved,  that  diey 
are  not  morf;  burthened  dian  the  other  inhabitants, 

^  III.  Moreover,  there  fliall  be  entire  liberty  as  well 
for  the  Bridfh  merchants  themfelves,  or  if  they  have 
fL  family,  as  for  the  Britifh  heirs  of  the  deceafed  to 
change  place,  and  remove  fix)m  Dantzic  all  their 
goods  and  eflfefts,  whenever  and  whercfoever  they 
ihall  thmk  fit  j  and  thofe  of  Dantzic,  or  any  Dant-, 
2ic  heirs  of  the  deceafed,  fhall  alfo  equally  enjoy  the 
fame  right  in  all  things  in  die  kipgdom  of  Great 
Britain. 

IV.  A  Britifh  fhip  being  driven  by  fjtorm  going 
into  port  and  die  river  WeilTell,  fhall  pay  nothing 
ijiore  than  the  money  to  the  pilots,  and  for  clearing 
out  the  ballaft  (commonly  called  Lotfs  and  Bagger 
QUd) ;  but  with  this  difference,  that  a  fhip  of  great 
burthen  fhajl  bear  the  faid  expences  according  to  the 
proportion  of  kfls  which,  for  eafier  entrance,  fhe 
vnloadeth  intp  lefTer  yefTels.  And  ^  litde  fhip  that 
unloadi^th  no  ^OQd?;^  fh^  p?iy  at  kaft  half  the  mbn^y 

•for 
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for  clearing  out  ballaft  (for  hereafter' a  rate  lliall  be 
fettled  of  the  payments  to  pilots,  according  to  certairi 
fleets  of  fhips) ;  but  if  fuch  fhip  fhall  be  brought  to 
Ac  city  or  place  appointed  for  repairing  Ihips,  then 
it  fhall  pay  all  and  fingular  the  impofitions  ufually 
demanded  of  fhips^  the  expences  to  be  paid  to  offi- 
cers being  within  moderation,  according  to  the  pro- 
portion of  the  fhip ;  diough  the  goods,  which  in  that 
cafe  die  fhip  hath  landed  for  its  necefTary  repair,  and 
afterwards  received  back,  fhall  be  free  from'  any  duty 
or  impofition,  and  not  like  the  refl  of  the  loading.   ' 

And  if  there  fhall  be  occafion  to  fell^any  part  of  the 
goods  for  the  faid  reparations,  or  to  buy  provifions, 
the  accuflomed  duties  for  this  proportion  pf  goods  only 
fhaU  be  paid ;  and  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  to  take  xout 
any  part  of  the  goods,  without  leave  firft  obtained  of 
the  magiflrate. 

But  as  often  as  any  fhip  which  fhall  arrive  from  fb-r 
reign  parts  into  the  flation  of  the  Dantzic  fhips,  and 
bound  with  her  loading  to  another  place,  fhall  unload 
any  goods  to  be  carried  into  the  city ;  or  if  any  goods 
are  to  be  carried  on  board  any  fhip  arriving  from  fo- 
reign parts,  and  bound  to  another  place,  but  not  un- 
loading any  goods  ^  in  this  cafe  the  whole  cuftom  mufl 
be  paid  for  the  ftiip,  that  is  to  fay,  as  much  as  is  re- 
quired in  that  cafe  for  the  Dantzic  fhips  themfelves  j 
out  the  other  impofitions  fhall  be  levied,  as  well  upon 
view  of  the  fhip  as  by  reafon  of  the  merchandizes,  ac- 
cording to  the  proportion  of  lafts  unloaded  or  impor- 
ted. But  if  fuch  Ihip  unloading  any  merchandize,  has 
a  mind  to  import  into  the  city  other  goods  in  lieu  of 
thofe  unloaden,  in  that  cafe  the  duties  fhall  be  pro- 
portionably  paid,  according  to  the  rate  of  the  lafh 
which  fhall  remain  imported. 

V.  For  as  much  as  the  Britilh  nfierchants,  defiring 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cufloms  in  a  man- 
ner lefs  troublefome,  but  not  with  lefs  fafety,  did  ob- 
tain from  the  magiftrates  of  Dantzic,  by  the  conclu- 

H  4  fion 
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fion  of  the  States  of  the  city  of  the  ia4  July,  1705, 
that  inftead  of  the  ufual  money  to  be  paid  in  the 
channber  (cuftonn-houfc)  perfonal  fecurity  fhould  be 
admitted  to  be  taken,  whereby  all  and  fingular  the 
merchants  of  the  Britifh  nation,  redding  in  Dantzic 
for  the  dme  being,  were  bound,  and  the  faid  States 
were  plealed  again  to  prolong  the  fame  method  of  Se- 
curity for  another  year  j  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  the 
faid  ule  of^petfonal  fecurity  fhall  remain  to  the  end  of 
the  faid  year,  nor  is  it  hereafter  to  be  doubted  that 
any  thing  fhall  be  changed  therein,  except  it  fhall  be 
found  by  experience  that  the  Britifli  merchants  abufe 
that  concefTion,  and  perform  not  their  part,  or  that 
other  we^hty  confiderations  require  it  otherwife. 

VI,  Whereas  cctamerce  and  the  credit  of  traders, 
which  are  mutually  necef&ry,  ctnnot  flourifh  or  fub- 
fjft  without  a  ready  adminiffcation  of  juflice,  the  ma- 
giftrate  fliall  therefore  take  care  that  regard  be  had 
to  the  Britifh  merchants  in  all  caufes,  and  to  their  jufl 
defires  in  this  particular.  And  a  Dantzic  merchant 
being  creditor  in  fpecie,  fhall  not  arrefl  the  perfon  or 

»ods  of  ai^  Britiik  merchant  his  debtor,  who  fhall 
willing  to  give  |(|fHcient  fecurity ;  and  by  the  like 
fufHcient  fecurity  to  be  given,  a  citizen  or  Dantzic 
that  is  debtor,  fhall  be  refponfible  to  a  Bririfh  mer- 
chant that  is  crecEtor  and  fuiton  The  citizens  of  Dant- 
zic fhall  reciprocally  enjoy  die  fame  right  in  the  king- 
doms of  Great  Britain,  &:c. 

VII.  In  caufes  relating  to  trade  carried  on  with  fo- 
reigners, againft  the  rights  of  the  city,  the  procefs 
againft  Biitilh  merchants  fhall  be  made  in  the  fame 
manner  and  form  of  law  as  is  ufual  to  proceed  againft 
the  citizens  themfelves  in  the  fentence  of  punifhment> 
according  to  the  prefcription  of  the  flatute  law  hitherto 
conflantly  obferved,  and  in  this  cafe  exaft  equity  fhall 
be  obferved  i  nor  fhall  the  magiflrate  omit  to  take 
care  as  well  to  prevent  the  lengdiening  of  fuits,  as 
alfo  to  correft  the  other  abufes,  which  by  the  ma- 
lice 
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fice  and  obftinacy  of  the   parties  chemfelves  at  lair 
in  this  behalf  may  have  broke  in. 


VIII.  If  differences  fliall  happen  to  arife  in  civil 
caufes  merely  maritime,  between  the  commanders  of 
Britifh  fhips  and  their  feamen,  that  (hall  require  a 
quick  diipatch^  the  plaintifi^  upon  the  requeft  of  the 
adverie  party,  {ball  be  referred  to  the  minifter  of  Great 
Bntain  (if  there  be  any  upon  the  place),  or  to  two 
Britilh  merchants  deputed  for  that  purpofe,  that  the 
diipute  may  be  well  and  juftly  made  up.  '  But  if  that 
cannot  be,  die  magifhate  fhall  plainly,  and  without 
any  cxpence  of  time  or  charge,  take  care  to  determine 
the  matter,  that  the  faid  feamen  (hall  not  defert  their 
nrmfter  and  (hip  to  whom  they  belong,  except  for  the 
(noft  weighty  reafons« 

IX*  The  Briti(h  merchants  reliding  at  Dantzic 
(hall  have  a  minifter  for  the  worihip  of  God,  who 
IhaU  perform  divine  (crvice  in  a  private  houfe,  and  in 
the  Briti(h  language,  and  (hall  perform  the  other  offi« 
ces  of  his  function  for  tho(e  of  the  Briti(h  nation.  And 
the  fakl  minifter,  whether  he  hath  a  houfe  and  family 
of  his  own  or  not,  (hall  enjoy  the  fame  freedom  as 
the  merchants.  He  (hall  moreover  enjoy,  by  the  kind 
indulgence  of  the  ma^giftrate,  an  exemption  of  excifc 
of  beer  for  the  ufe  ot  his  hou(e,  and  confumprion  of 
his  own  family.  And  the  minifters  of  the  reformed 
religion  at  Dantzic  (hall  hereafter  be  indulged  in  any 
fiich  re(pe6lful  privilege. 

X.  For  preventing  all  abufes  whatfoever  in  the 
itiea(ure  of  fait  or  pit  coals,  all  the  tons  by  which  they 
are  meafured  (hall  be  exaftly  adjufted,  and  a  review 
of  them,  whether  they  are  altered  in  any  part,  (hall 
be  yearly  appointed ;  and  the  coal  in(pe6tor  (hall  be 
feverely  prohibited  hereafter  from  taking  to  himfelf 
any  thing  diat  ihall  accidentally  fall  upon  the  ground 
in  unloading  the  coals  out  of  the  (hip  or  cart,  or  (hall 
be  de(ignedly  thrown  out,  but  he  (hall  leave  it  to  the 
tru9  owner;  and  the  meafurers  of  fait  (hall  be  enjoined 

to 
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to  make  juft  and  equal  meafurc,  andto  accept  reward[ 
from  no  perlbn  whatfocvcr,  under  the  penalty  of  be- 
ing removed  from  their  office. 

XI.  And  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  Britifh  merchants^ 
in  carrying  their  merchandizes  between  the  city  and 
the  ftation  of  the  fhips,  and  vice  verfa,  to  bring  fmall 
boats  (commonly  called  boardings  and  ballad  boats) 
for  that  purpofe,  according  to  an  order  thereujx)a 
made ;  nor  Ihall  greater  freight  be  e\afted  of  them 
for  their  goods  than  from  the  citizens  themfelves : 
and  moreover  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  Britifh  fub- 
jefts  who  trade  in  Poland,  to  bring  the  goods  bought 
there  to  Dantzic,  to  be  fold  to  the  citizens,  and  carry 
ftway  thofe  bought  of  th^  citizens,  with  the  fame  free-* 
dom  as  the  Poles  have  hitherto,  and  may  do  hereaften 

XII.  For  as  nfiuch  as  experience  hath  taught,  that^ 
under  the  name  of  tobacco  imported  from  England 
and  Holland,  at  the  port  of  the  city  of  Dantzic,  an 
herb  of  the  like  (pecjes  is  brought  hither,  tf^ough  of 
very  different  goodnels  from  it,  and  therefbre  of  a 
quite  different  and  much  cheaper  price,  tJiat  we  are 
perplexed  with  exquifite  and  admitted  frauds,  and  by 
this  means  the  revenue  of  cufloms  is  prejudiced,  and 

Erivate  buyers  craftily  deceived ;  care  fhall  therefore 
e  taken,  that  the  pemedies  introduced  for  preventing 
thefe  frauds  may  have  their  due  efFedt,  and  other  J)ro- 
per  means  uied  to  obviate  them  he)peai(ter. 

For  what  remains  3  if  any  gre^tef  privileges,  which 
jtny  wife  refpeft  the  perforas,  fhips,  or  goods  of  fo- 
reigners at  Dantzic,  Ihall  be  hercafeer  granted  to  any 
foreign  nation,  the  Britifh  fubjqJts  ihall  in  the  like 
nianner  fully  enjoy  the  fame  for  thcnoielves,  dieir 
fhips,  and  commerce. 

But  after  the  noble  Magiflracy  by  their  Deputies 
Jiave  propofed  certain  requefls,  whereof  the  citizens 
^d  merchants  of  Dantzic  mofl  humbly  folicit  her 
pnoft  Serene  and  Potent  Majefly  of  Great  Britain*3 
conceffion,  the  foremqitioncd  Miniftcr  and  Plenipo^ 

tenuary 
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lendaiy  of  her  faid  Majefljr  nfing  his  good  o(Hce» 
therein^  and  have  eameftly  moved  that  certain  incon-j 
veniences,  which  have  for  fome  time  affefted  the  na- 
vigation and  commerce  of  the  people  of  Dantzic,  in 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  may  be  kindly  re- 
moved and  abolifhed  j  and  therefore  conferences  hav- 
ing been  likewife  fet  on  foot  upon  this  affair  betvt^eea 
the  (aid  Plenipotentiary  and  the  Deputies  of  the  Ma- 
giftrates,  all  things  being  confidered,  they  thought  fit 
to  provide  for  the  requefts  and  grievances  of  the  citi- 
zens and  merchants  of  Dantzic  by  the  following  ar- 
ticles. 

XIII.  The  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  Dant^sic  (hall 
enjoy  in  the  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain,  the  fame  rights 
and  liberties  which  they  have  hitherto  obtained,  and 
are  now  in  ufe  j  and  it  fhall  be  therefore  free  for  them 
to  cohfie  to,  either  by  land  or  fea,  all  the  dominions^ 
towns,  and  places  whatfoever  of  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland,  and  to  enter  into  all  ports  with  their 
lliips,  merchandizes,  and  cargoes,  freely  and  with  all 
manner  of  fecurity,  and  to  remain  therein  as  long  as 
they  pleafe,  without  any  hindrance,  and  to  trade  and 
deal  by  themfelves,  or  their  faftors  and  fervants,  and 
to  import  at  pleafure  any  merchandize  of  the  produft 
or  manufafture  of  the  territories  of  the  faid  city  of 
Dantzic  or  Pruflia,  or  fuch  as  (hall  be  firft  commonly 
brought  from  other  parts  to  the  port  of  Dantzic,  to 
be  tranlported  thence  by  fea  to  other  places  and  terri- 
tories, and  in  like  manner  to  export  merchandize  of 
^U  forts ;  on  this  condition,  neverthelefs,  that  they 
pay  and  bear  the  cuftoms  and  all  other  impofitions 
that  are  equally  to  be  paid  and  difcharged  by  all  other 
foreigners  refiding  or  trading  there ;  and  that  they  ob- 
ferve  the  laws,  ftatutes,  and  cuftoms  of  this  or  that 
place  where  they  fhall  come,  and  conform  themfcives 
thereto.  But  fo  often  as  the  matters  of  Dantzic  fhips 
buy  fait  or  pit  coals  in  fpecie  (neo  caftri)  at.  Newcaf- 
tie,  or  at  any  places  of  the  kingdom,  of  Scotland,  they 
fliali  not  be  obliged  to  pay,  or  be  loadeq  with  greater 

impofitions 
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impofitlons  and  cofls,  than  other  foreign  nations  doing 
the  fanic  are  obliged  to  pay. 

XIV.  The  Ihips  of  Dantzic  being  duly  fumiflied 
with  authentic  pafl|)orts  and  certificates,  by  which  the 
propriety  of  the  Ihips  and  cargo  may  certainly  appear, 
and  that  they  neither  carry  contraband  goods,  nor 
thofe  of  the  enemy ;  they  fhall  not  be  ftopped  by  Bri- 
tiih  privateers  in  the  Briulh  feas,  or  elfewhere  in  their 
voyage,  much  lefs  detained,  vifited  or  iaken>.  and  car- 
ried into  the  ports  of  Great  Britain:  but  if  this  ftated 
and  ufiial  form  of  certificate  be  not  produced,  or  there 
be  fome  other  juft  and  urgent  ground  of  fulpicion, 
then  the  fiiip  may  be  vifited  5  nevertheleft,  this  per- 
miffion  is  to  be  underftood  in  fuch  cafe  only,  and  not 
otherwife :  and  if  any  thing  fhall  be  done  contrary  to 
the  true  and  genuine  fenfe  and  meaning  of  this  arti- 
cle, a  fevere  penalty  fhall  be  inflifted  on  the  offend- 
ers, and  annple  fatisfaftion  fhall  immediately  be  made^ 
without  any  delay,  to  the  party  injured^  for  his  lofs, 
dannage,  and  expences. 

XV.  As  often  as  a  fhip  of  Dantzic,  laden  with 
goods  on  the  account  of  Britifh  merchants,  fhall  ar- 
rive in  any  port  of  Great  Britain,  the  Britifh  mer- 
chants fhall  take  care  that  it  be  unladen  as  foon  as  may 
be,  and  pay  the  Dantzic  maflers  of  fhips  the  price  of 
tran(portauoi>  or  freight  in  ready  money  (and  not  in 
bills,  but  they  fhall  repay  the  charges,  that  is  to  fay, 
the  money  paid  to  the  pilots)  according  to  contract 
and  agreement,  for  undertaking  the  voyage  between 
the  owners  and  maflers  of  the  fhips. 

XVI.  For  as  much  alfo  as  complaints  and  differen- 
ces do  often  arifc  between  the  Britifh  merchants  and 
maflers.  of  fhips,  for  pretended  damage  done  to  their 
goods,  and  compenfation  thereof;  wherefore,  to  obvi- 
ate fuch  things  for  the  future,  lefl  any  thing  be  al- 
lowed not  agreeable  to  juflice  and  equity,  it  fhall 
not  be  lawful  for  Britifli  merchants,  upon  view  of 
certain  pretended  damage,  to  with-hold  from  the  Dant- 
zic 
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zic.  mailers  of  (hips  as  much  as  they  pleafe  and  de« 
fire,  of  the  price  of  hire  for  freight  due  to  them ;  but 
a  juft  and  exa6t  account  of  the  real  damage  (hall  be 
takcDj  and  the  Dantzic  mailers  be  obliged  only  to  pay 
die  true  Value  thereof, 

XVII.  As  often  as  any  Britifli  merchant  (hall  po- 
fitively  and  effeftually  agree  with  a  Dantzic  madcr  of 
a  (hip,  being  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  with 
his  (hip,  (or  the  carrying  of  goods,  they  (hall,  bona 
jide^  mutually  perform  and  comply  with  (lich  contradt 
and  agreement ;  nor  (hall  it  be  lawful  for  the  mci** 
chant,  by  preferring  other  (hips,  though  Briti(h,  to 
detain  the  Dantzic  (hip  beyond  the  appointed  time. 
In  like  manner  alfo,  the  Britiih  maders  of  (hips,  as 
often  as  they  cut  the  cable,  (hall  be  obliged  to  make 
good  the  lofs  accruing  thereby  to  the  Dantzic  mai^ 
ters  of  (hips  who  were  not  in  fault,  not  only  by  pay- 
ing one  EnglKh  (hilling,  but  the  true  and  juft  price 
thereof. 

And,  as  all  and  fingular  the  premifes  contained  in 
the  foregoing  articles  are  agreed  and  confented  unto ; 
fo,  after  the  approbation  and  ratification  thereof  by 
the  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Queen  of  Great  Britain 
(hall  come  and  be  exchanged  with  the  ratification  in 
like  manner  to  be  delivered  by  the  Noble  Magiftracy 
of  Dantzic,  they  (hall  conftantly  and  inviolably  be  ob- 
ferved  in  all  and  every  the  points  and  claufes  thereof 

In  teftimony  and  greater  confirmation  whereof,  the 
Minifter  and  Plenipotentiary  of  the  moft  Serene 
and  Potent  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  well  as 
the  Deputies  o?  the  Noble  Magiftracy  of  Dant- 
zic, have  fiibfcribed  and  ratified  thefe  articles  with 
their  hands  and  feals.  Done  at  Dantzic  the  ^

1 N  the  Convention  which  was  made  in  the  year 
1609,  between  the  States  of  the  province  of  Hol- 
land and  this  city/  it  is  laid  down  as  a  certain  princi- 
ple, that  Herrings  caught  before  Midfunrimer-day 
cannot  be  at  their  maturity ;  and  therefore  thofe 
States  and  this  city  agreed,  that  no  Herrings  caught 
before  that  day  (hould  be  brought  in  and  fold  here,. 
But  Mr,  Wich,  Refident  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, having  infilled  with  the  Senate  that  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjedts  might  be  allowed  to 'bring  Herrings  here 
as  foon  as  they  canj  the  Senate  came  to  a  refolution 
thereupon,  which  was  entered  in  their  Protocol  the 
3d  of  April,  .1716,  and  a  copy  of  it,  figned  by  their 
Secreury,  was  delivered  to  the  faid  Britifh  Refident, 
being  as  follows. 

ExtraSt  from  the  Protocol  of  the  Senate  ^  Jlambourg, 

the  2d  of  April,  1716. 

Refolved  to  depute  the  Syndic,  M.  Sillem,  and 
M.  van  Sam,  to  communicate  to  the  Refident  of  hi& 
Britannic  Majefty,  an  authentic  copy  of  the  treaty* 
made  with  the  States  of  Holland ;  and  to  reprefent 
to  him,  that  he  will  fee  by  it,  how  it  has  always  been 
laid  down  for  an  unalterable  principle,  tliat  no  Her- 
ring can  come  to  its  maturity  before  Midfummer- 
day  5  for  which  reafon  the  Senate  cannot  take  upon 
them  to  change  the  eftablifhed  rule.  However,  the 
Senate  does  hereby  give  affurance  to  the  Refident, 
that  if  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  can  ^ve 
proof  that  there  is  no  true  ground  for  this  principle 
which  has  obtained,  and  will  bring  hither  before 
Midiummer-day  Herrings  in  maturity,  then  the  Sc-* 
nate  will  not  mliake  any  difficulty  to  let  them  be  im- 
ported.   '  Nicb.

The  treaty  of  Defenfive  jtUiance  ketween  his  Majefly 
tk(  King  of  Gxeat  Britain,  and  his  Majejiy  the  King 
of  Pruffia. 

THEIR  Majeftics  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  King  of  Pruflia,  being  animated  with  a  fincere 
and  equal  defire  to  improve  and  confolidate  the  ftridt 
union  and  friendfhip,  which  haying  been  tranfmitted  to 
them  by  their  anceftors,  fo  happily  fubfift  between 
them,  and  to  concert  the  moft  proper  meafures  for 
lecuring  their  mutual  intereftsi  and  me  general  tran- 
quillity of  Europe,have  refolved  to  renew  and  ftrengthr 
en  thefe  ties  by  a  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance;  and 
they  have  authorized,  for  this  purpofe  (to  wit)  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  Sieur  Jofeph 

Ewart, 
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Ewart,  his  Envoy  Extraordinary  at  the  Court  of  Ber- 
lin; and  his  Majeily  the  King  of  Pruifiay  the  Sieur 
Ewald  Frederick,  Count  de  Hcrtzbciig,  his  Minifter  of 
State,  and  of  the  Cabinet,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
Black  Eagle:  who,  after  reciprocally  communicating 
their  full  powers  to  each  other,  have  agreed  upon  the 
fidkiwing  articles : 

I.  There  fhall  be  a  perpetual,  firm,  and  unalterable 
fiiendfhip,  defenfive  alliance,  and  (trid  and  inviolable 
union,  together  with  an  intimate  and  perfeft  harmony 
and  correipondence  between  the  faid  mod  Serene 
Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Pruflia,  their  heirs  and 
fiicccflbrs,  and  their  reipeAive  kingdoms,  domi- 
nions,  provinces,  countries,  and  ilibjeAs,  whkrh  (hall 
be  carefully  maintained  and  cultivated,  fo  that  cht 
contniding  powers  (hall  conftantly  emplo}%  as  well 
their  utmoft  attention,  as  all  thok  means  which  Pro- 
vkknce  has  put  in  th^r  power,  for  preierving  at  the 
(ame  time  the  public  tranquillity  and  iecunty,  for 
maintainii^  their  common  interefts,  and  for  their  nm- 
tual  defence  and  guaranty  againft  every  hoftile  attadc ; 
die  iriiole  in  conformity  to  the  treaties  already  fub* 
fifting  between  the  hig^  contracting  parties,  which  (hall 
remain  in  full  force  and  vigour,  and  (hall  be  deemed 
to  be  renewed  by  the  prtftnz  treaty,  as  far  as  the  (ame 
(haU  not  be  derogated  from,  nith  their  own  conlitn% 
by  pafierior  treaties,  cw  by  the  prtrfent  trtixy.

cour of  fixteen  thoufand  infantry,  and  font  thoufand 
cavalry ;  and  if  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhould  happen 
to  be  attacked,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia  (hall 
likewife  furnilh  to  him  a  fuccour  of  fixteen  thoufand 
infantry,  and  four  thoufand  cavalry;  which  refpeftive 
fuccours  Ihall  be  furniflied  in  the  fpace  of  two  months 
after  requifition  made  by  the  party  attacked,  and  ftiall 
remain  at  his  dilpolal  during  the  whole  continuance  of 
the  war  in  whicli  he  fhall  be  engaged.  Thcfe  fuccours 
Ihall  be  paid  and  maintained  by  the  required  power, 
wherever  his  ally  (hall  employ  them  j  but  the  requiring 
'  party  fhall  fupply  them,  in  his  dominions,  with  fuch 
'  bread  and  forage  as  may  be  neceflary,  upon  the  foot- 
ing to  which  his  own  troops  are  accuftomed. 

It  is  neverthelefs  agreed  between  the  high  contraft- 
ing  parties,  that  if  his  Britannic  Majefty  ftiould  be 
in  the  cafe  of  receiving  the  fuccour  in  troops  from  his 
Pruflian  Majefty,  his  Britannic  Majefty  ftiall  not  em- 
ploy them  out  of  Europe,  nor  even  in  the  garrifon  of 
Gibraltar. 

If  the  injured  and  requiring  party  ftiould  prefer 
fuccours  in  money  to  land  forces,  he  ftiall  have  his 
choice :  and  in  cafe  of  the  two  high  contrafting  parties 
furnifliing  to  each  other  the  ftipiilated  fuccours  in 
money,  fuch  fuccours  ftiall  be  computed  at  one  hun- 
dred thoufand  florins,  Dutch  currency,  per  annum,  for 
one  thoufand  infantry,  and  at  one  hundred  and  twenty 

thoufand 
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chouland  florins^  of  the  like  value,  for  one  thoufand 
cavalry,  per  annum,  or  in  the  fame  proportion  by  the 
month.    . 

IV.  In  cafe  the  flipuiated  fuccours  fhould  not  be 
lufficient  for  the  defence  of  the  requiring  power,  the 
required  power  fhall  augment  them,  according  to  the 
exigency  of  the  cafe,  and  (hall  aflift  the  former  with 
his  whole  force,  if  circumftances  fhall  render  it  necef- 
lary. 

V.  The  high  contrafting  parties  hereby  renew,  in 
the  moft  exprefs  terms,  the  provifional  treaty  of  defen- 
five  alliance  which  they  concluded  at  Loo,  on  the  1 3th 
of  June  in  the  prefcnt  year,  and  they  again  engage  and 
promiie  to  aft,  at  all  times,  in  concert,  and  with  mu- 
tual confidence,  for  maintaining  the  fecurity,  inde- 
pendance,  and  government  of  the  republic  of  the 
United  Provinces,  conformably  to  the  engagements 
which  they  have  lately  contrafted  widi  the  faid  repub- 
lic; that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Majefly,  by  a  treaty 
concluded  at  the  Hague,  on  the  15th  of  April,  1788, 
and  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  by  a  treaty  figned  the  fame 
day  at  Berlin,  which  the  faid  high  contradting  parties 
have  communicated  to  each  other. 

And  if  it  fhall  happen  that,  by  virtue  of  the  flipu- 
lations  of  the  faid  treaties,  the  high  contrafting  parties 
ihould  be  obliged  to  augment  the  fuccours  to  be  given 
to  the  States  General,  above  the  numbers  fj^ecified  in 
the  faid  treaties,  or  to  afTifl  them  with  their  whole 
force,  the  faid  high  contrafting  parties  will  concert 
together  upon  all  that  may  be  neceffary  relative  to  fuch 
augmentation  of  fuccours  to  be  agreed  on,  and  to  the 
employment  of  their  refpeftive  forces  for  the  fecurity 
and  defence  of  the  faid  republic. 

In  cafe  either  of  the  laid  high  contrafting  parties 
fhould  happen,  at  any  time  hereafter,  to  be  attacked, 
molefled,  or  difhirbcd,  in  any  of  his  dominions,  rights, 
pofTeffions,  or  interefls,  in  any  manner  whatever,  by 
fea  or  by  land,  by  any  other  power,  in  confequence 

and 
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and  in  hatred  of  tl^e  articles  or  ftipulatiom  contained 
in  the  faid  treaties,  or  of  the  nieafures  to  be  taken  by 
the  faid  contraftbg  parries  refpeftively,  in  virtue  of 
thofe  treaties,  the  other  contrafting  party  engages  to 
fticcour  and  aflift  him  againft  fuch  attack,  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  by  the  fame  fuccours  as  are  ftipulated  in 
the  third  and  fourth  article?  of  the  prefent  treaty;  and 
the  fdd  contrafting  parties  promife.  in  all  fimilar  cafes, 
to  maintain  and  guaranty  each  other  m  the  poffefllon 
of  all  the  dominions,  towns,  and  places,  which  be- 
longed to  thcni  refpeftivcly  before  the  commencement 
of  w:h  hoftiUdes, 

VI.  The  prefent  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance  (hall 
be  ratified  by  each  party,  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be 
exchanged  in  the  Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  or  (boner,  if  it 
can  be  done. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten,  being  au- 
thorized by  the  full  powers  of  their  Majefties  the 
Kmgs  of  Great  Britaih  and  of  Pruflia,  have  in  their 
names  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  have  thereto'  fet 
the  feals  of  our  arms.

I T  has  been  reciprocally  promifed  and  agreed  be- 
twixt the  faid  Simon  van  Hoorn,  in  name  and  by  or- 
der of  the  faid  Lords  the  Burgomafters  and  the  Ma- 
giftrates  of  Amfterdam,  as  alfo  of  the  faid  Henry 
Jacob  vander  Heyden,  and  the  faid  Henry  Bifhop, 
that  a  way  and  a  method  fhould  be  concerted  which 
might  be  more  commodious  and  more  expeditious 
than  thofe  hitherto  made  ufe  of  for  the  fending  of  let- 
ters every  week  precifely  from  England  to  the  United 
Provinces,  and  from  the  United  Provinces  to  England, 
in  fuch  manner  that  letters  fhould  be  brought  every 
week  direftly  from  England  to  fome  harbour  of  the 
laid.  United  Provinces,  and  in  like  manner  from  the 
faid  United  Provinces  to  England. 

For  this  end  the  following  articles  have  been  confi- 
dered  and  agreed  to  between  the  parties,  viz. 

The  faid  Henry  Bifhop  has  agreed  with  and  pro- 
mifed the  faid  Lord  Simon  van  Hoorn,  as  the  per- 
fbn  vetted  with  the  full  powers  of  the  faid  Lords  the 
Burgomafters  and  the  Magiftracy  of  Amfterdam,  and 
of  Henry  Jacob  vander  Heyden,  that  he  will  keep 
ready,  and  maintain  at  his  own  expence,  a  fufficient 
number  of  vefTels,  built  in  England,  by  which  once 
a  week  upon  a  certain  day  fixed,  viz.  Saturday,  pack- 
ets of  letters  fhall  be  brought  from  England  to  Am- 
fterdam, and  other  towns  and  offices  of  the  United 
Provinces  ;  and  that  care  fliall  be  taken  that  the  faid 
packets  of  letters  fliall  be  carried  beyond  fca^  with  as 
much  expedition  as  the  wind  and  weather  will  per- 
mit, and  that  they  fhall  be  fafely  delivered  at  Helvoct- 
fluys,  Flufhing,  or  fome  other  harbour  which  the 
contrafting  pai^ties  fhall  agree  on,  unlefs  hindered  by 
fome  misfortune  that  happens  at  fca. 

Vot.  I.  K  Alfo 
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Alfo  the  faid  Henry  Bifhop  lliall  fo  order  it,  that 
the  packets  of  letters  which  fliall  be  fent  from  Ain- 
fterdam,  or  any  other  place  in  the  United  Provinces, 
be  taken  in  every  Saturday  at  fuch  ports,  and  that  they 
be  carried  in  like  manner  to  the  ports  of  England^ 
with  as  much  expedirion  as  the  wind  and  weather  will 
permit,  and  from  thence  forwarded  to  the  offices  ax 
London,  for  delivery  to  fuch  perlbns  as  they  fhall  be 
dircfted  to. 

Moreover,  the  faid  Henry  Bifhop  has  agreed  and 
promifed  the  faid  Lord  Simon  van  Hoorn,  in  the  name 
and  charaAer  as  above,  and  made  the  like  agreemeot 
with  the  faid  vander  Heyden,  that  he  will  keep  an  cx- 
a6b  account  of  the  w  eight  of  all  packets  of  letters  that 
Ihall  be  fent  by  the  way  of  Amllerdam  to  Hamburgh 
and  Dantzic,  or  to  any  part  of  Italy  or  the  North ; 
and  d\at  computing  from  the  day  when  the  laid  ac- 
count (hall  commence,  he  will  caufc  a  payment  to  be 
made  every  three  months  to  the  Lords  Burgomafters 
and  Magiftrates  of  Amfterdam,  at  the  rate  of  an  Eng- 
lifli  IhiDing  for  every  ounce  weight  of  letters  that  fhall 
be  fent  that  way  to  Hamburgh,  Italy,  or  the  nortkera 
countries. 

The  f^d  Henry  Bifhop  likewife  promifes  the  faid 
Lords  the  Buigomafters  and  Magiftrates  of  Amfler- 
dam,  to  pay  them  iid.  Englifli  for  every  ounce 
weight  of  letters  from  Italy,  that  fhall  be  fent  through 
the  faid  city  of  Amfterdam  to  England;  and  as  to 
the  letters  from  Hamburgh,  Dantzic,  and  the  North, 
which  are  direfted  for  England,  they  \fhall  pay  the 
co^nmon  poftage  at  Amfterdam,  as  was  formerly  prac- 
iiftd  at  Antwerp. 

In  confideration  of  which,  the  .  faid  Henry  Jacob 
vander  Heyden  promifes  jthe  faid  Henry  Billiop  (the 
(aid  Lords  Burgomafters  and  the  Magiftrates  of  Am- 
fterdam engaging  in  like  manner  to  perform  this  con- 
traft,  as  far  as  concerns  them)  to  pay  or  order  to  be 
paid  the  fum  of  500/.  ftcrling  every  year  for  the  charge

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paid  quarterly,  viz.  125/.  every  three  months, .  fhall 
commence  from  the  ajrii  of  December  next  enfuing 
the  date  and  fubfcription  of  this  contraft.  And  if  it 
h2ppcn  that  the  faid  fum  of  500 1.  or  a  part  thereof,  be 
not  paid  to  the  faid  Henry  Bifhop  in  the  manner  afore- 
faid,  by  the  faid  vander  Heyden,  in  that  cafe  the  faid 
Lords  the  Burgomafters  engage  themfelves,  and  pro- 
mife  to  pay  it  to  the  faid  Bifhop,  or  his  orden 

And  the  faid  Lords  Burgomailers  and  Magifbates 
of  Amfterdam  do  further  promife  the  faid  Henry  Bi- 
fliop,  to  eftablifh  and  carry  on  a  conllant  poft  every 
week  for  Hamburgh  and  Dantzic,  and  tor  all  the 
trading  towns  of  Germany,  the  North,  and  Italy; 
and  alio  that  the  faid  poft  fhall  make  as  much  diipatch 
both  forward  and  backward  as  ever  any  poft  did  or 
can  do,  in  thefe  provinces ;  and  that  it  (hall  keep  a 
regular  time  and  method  both  in  fetting  out  from  Am- 
fterdam, in  arriving  there,  and  in  fetting  out  from 
dience  for  England,  and  the  like  to  all  the  other  towns 
of  die  United  Provinces,  Whereupon  the  faid  Jacob 
vander  Heyden  obliges  himfelf,  and  promifes  to  fettle 
fit  perfbns  in  the  towns,  and  efpecially  at  the  ports, 
(which  places  fhall  hereafter  be  named  by  the  parties) 
diere  to  wait  for,  and  receive  all  packets  of  letters 
diat  fhall  be  brought  over  by  the  veflels  of  the  faid 
Henry  Bifhop,  and  to  fend  them  from  one  town  to 
another  with  all  ipeed,  and  with  the  fame  expedition 
to  bring  packets  of  letters  from  thole  towns  to  the 
harbours,  and  to  put  them  on  board  the  vefTels  of  the 
faid  Bifhop,  which  Ihall  lie  ready  to  receive  them : 
die  Lords  Burgomafters  and  the  Magiftrates  of  Am- 
fterdam promifmg  alfo  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  execu- 
ted accordingly,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  them. 

Moreover,  the  faid  Henry  Jacob  vander  Heyden 
obliges  himfelf  (the  Lords  Burgomafters  of  Amfter- 
dam promifing  it  alfo  on  their  part)  that  he  will 
take  care  that  the  falaries  of  the  clerks  appointed,  or 
to  be  appointed  for  that  end  in  the  feveral  places^ 
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fliall  be  paid  punftually  and  without  delay  5  and  that 
there  fhall  be  always  at  Amfterdam,  and  the  other 
towns  of  the  United  Provinces,  a  fufficient  number 
of  clerks  capable  to  receive,  diftribute,  and  fend  all 
the  packets  that  fhall  be  received  and  fent,  to  main- 
tain a  continual  correfpo^dence  with  the  faid  Henry 
Biftiop's  poft-mafters,  and  to  keep  exaft  regifters  of 
all  the  packets  received  or  fent,  and  of  their  weight. 

The  Lords  Burgomafters  and  the  Magiftrates  of 
Amfterdam  do  likewMe  promife  the  faid  Henry  Bi- 
ihop,  to  give  orders  that  the  poftage  of  letters  from 
England  to  Amfterdam  be  fo  regulated,  as  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  rate  that  was  paid  for  them,  when  they 
were  brought  by  the  way  of  Antwerp. 

By  means  hereof,  a  firm  and  true  friendfhip  will 
be  eftablifhed  between  the  parties,  with  a  fincere  cor- 
rcfpondence,  for  the  reciprocal  profit  and  advantage 
of  both  parties;  and  if  any  difference  happen  between 
them,  relatbg  to  the  performance  and  execution  of 
the  faid  articles  and  conditions,  they  fhall  be  referred 
to  the  decifion  of  fome  impartial  arbitrators,  who 
fhall  be  named  on  both  fides,  and  in  whofe  award 
both  fides  fhall  acquiefce. 

The  parties  have  alfo  agreed,  that  if  any  packets 
of  the  merchants,  or  other  parcels  necefTary  to  be  com- 
municated, be  put  into  their  hands,  they  fhall  be 
lent  on  an  extraordinary  day,  without  ftaying  for  Sa- 
turday, which  is  the  day  intended  for  the  common 
letters ;  but  if  for  this  reafon  the  faid  Henry  Bifhop 
be  obliged  to  keep  a  greater,  or  twice  the  number 
of  vefTels,  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid  vander  Heyden  fhall 
take  car^,  with  the  afTiftance  of  the  Lords  the  Bur- 
gomafters and  the  Magiftrates  of  Amfterdam,  to 
pay  or  caufe  tp  be  paid  to  the  faid  Bifhop,  at  the  end 
of  every  quarter,  die  fum  of  fixty-two  pounds  fter- 
ling,  towards  defraying  the  extraordinary  charge  of 
fhe  vefTels.  And  to  the  end  it  may  appear  that  the 
parties  are  agreed  in  all  the  articles  above  written,

I.  FIRST,  that  from  this  day  there  be  a  true, 
firm,  and  inviolable  peace,  fincere  friendlhip,  a  nearer 
and  ftrairer  alliance  and  union  between  the  Moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Ne- 
therlands, and  the  lands,  countries,  and  cities  under 
the  obedience  of  both  parties,  wherefoever  fituate,  and 
their  fubjedts  and  inhabitants,  of  what  degree  foever 
they  be. 

II.  Alfo,  that'for  the  time  to  come,  all  enmities, 
hoftilities,  difcords,  and  wars,  between  jdie  faid  Lord 
the  King,  and  the  forefaid  Lords  the  States  General, 
and  their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  ceafe  and  be  abo- 
Hfhed  ;  and  that  both  parties  do  altogether  forbear  and 
abftain  from  all  plundering,  depredation,  harm-doing, 
injuries,  and^  infeftation  whatfoever,  as '  weU  by  land 
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as  by  fea,  and  in  frefh-watcrs,  every  where;  and  efpe- 
daily  through  all  traifbs^  dominions^  places^  and  go-^ 
vemments  f  of  what  condition  focver  they  be)  wimin 
the  jurildiftion  of  either  party. 

III.  Alfo,  that  all  offences,  injuries,  damages,  lofles, 
which  his  faid  Majefty  and  his  fubjefts,  or  the  forefaid 
States  General  aivi  their  fubjeds,  have  on  either  fide 
fuftained  durmg  this  war,  or  at  any  time  wharibcver 
heretofore,  upon  what  caufe  or  pretence  foever,  be 
buried  in  oblivion,  and  totally  expunged  out  of  re- 
membrance, as  if  no  fuch  thirds  had  ever  paft.

or  would  profecute  or  move  againft  one  another  about 
fuch  matters  or  things  as  have  happened  during  thi$ 
war,  or  in  any  fonner  times,  as  well  before  as  after  the 
fordaid  treaty  of  1662,  until  the  day  of  this  prefent 
alliance,  be  and  remain  void,  obliterated,  and  dif- 
anniiUeds  as  his  faid  Majefty  and  the  laid  States  Ge- 
iieral  flhall  declare,  and  they  do  hereby  declare,  that 
by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents  they  will  for  ever  totally  re- 
nounce, even  as  hereby  they  do  renounce,  all  fuch  ac- 
tions, fuits,  and  pretenfions,  for  themfelves  and  their 
iucceflbrs,  fo  as  in  regard  of  them  nothing  more  may 
or  ought  ever  to  be  urged  on  either  fide,  and  nothing 
to  be  moved  thereupon  hereafter. 

VI.  But  if  after  the  i-%  day  of  May,  exprefled  in 
the  precedent  third  article,  or  after  the  peace  is  made, 
or  this  treaty  figned,  either  party  Ihall  intercept  and 
get  from  the  other  ^y  lands,  iflands,  cities,  forts,  co- 
lonies, or  other  places  whatfoever,  all  and  every  of 
them,  without  any  diftinftion  of  place  or  rime,  fhall 
be  reftored  iond  fide  in  the  fame  ftate  and  condition 
wherein  they  (hall  be  found  to  be  at  the  time  whenfo- 
cver  it  ftiall  be  known  in  thofe  places  that  the  peace 
is  made.  - 

VII.  But  to  avoid  all  matter  of  ftrife  or  contention 
hereafter,  that  ufeth  fometimes  to  arife  concerning  the 
rcftitution  or  liquidation  of  fuch  fhips,  merchandize, 
and  other  moveables,  as  both  parties,  or  either  of  them, 
may  pretend  to  have  been  taken  or  gotten  in  places  and 
coails  far  diftant,  after  the  peace  is  concluded,  and 
before  it  be  notified  unto  thofe  places;  it  is  agreed, 
that  all  fuch  fliips,  merchandize,  and  other  moveables, 
which  may  chance  to  fall  into  either  party's  hands  after 
the  conclufion  and  publication  of  the  prefent  inft:ru- 
ment,  in  the  Channel  or  Britilh  fea,  within  the  Ipacc 
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of  twelve  days,  and  the  fame  in  the  North  fea ;  and 
within  the  Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  from  tjie  mouth  of  the 
Channel  unto  the  Cape  of  St.  Vincent;  as  alfo  within 
the  Ipace  of  ten  weeks  beyond  the  faid  Cape,  and  on 
this  fide  the  Equinoftial  Line  or  Equator,  as  well  the 
ocean  and  Mediterranean  fea,  as  elfewhere;  and  from 
thence  within  the  fpace  of  eight  months,  beyond  the 
terms  of  the  forefaid  Line,  throughout  all  the  world , 
fliall  be  and  remain  unto  the  poffeflbrs,  without  any 
exception  or  further  diftinftion  of  rime  or  place,  or  any 
regard  had  to  the  making  of  reftitution  or  compen- 
fation. 

YIII,  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  under  the  forefaid  re- 
nunciation and  ftipularion,  all  letters  whatfoever  of 
reprifal,  marque,  and  counter- marque,  both  general 
and  particular,  and  .others  of  that  kind,  by  virtue 
wherc:of  any  hoftUity  may  be  exercifed  for  the  future, 
ought  alfo  to  be  reckoned  andcom.prehendedj  and  by 
the  public  authority  of  this  alliance  they  are  inhibited 
and  revoked.  And  if  any  perfons  of  either  nation, 
after  fuch  revocation,  ftiall  neverthelefs,  under  pretence 
'  pr  authority  of  fuch  letters  ox  commiffions  already 
revoked,  defign  any  new  mifchief,  or  aft  any  hoftility, 
after  the  peace  is  nfiade,  and  the  times  fpecified  in  the 

i)recedent  feventh  article  are  elapfed,  they  are  to  be 
ooked  upon  as  difturbers  of  the  public  peace,  and 
punifiled  according  to  the  law  of  nations,  befides  an 
entire  reftitution  of  the  thing  taken,  or  full  fatisfaftion 
of  damages,  to  which  they  fhall  be  liable;  not\vithftand- 
ing  any  claufe  whatfoever  to  the  contrary,  w^hich  may 
be  inlcrted  in  the  faid  letters  revoked  as  aforefaid. 

IX.  And  whereas  in  countries  far  remote,  as  in 
Africa  and  America,  cfpecially  in  Guinea,  certain  pro- 
teftations  and  declarations, .  and  other  writings  of  that 
kind,  prejudicial  to  the  liberty  of  trade  and  navigation, 
have  been  emitted  and- publilhed  on  either  fide  by  the 
governors  and  officers  in  the  name  of  their  fuperiors;  it 
is  in  like  manner  agreed,  that  all  and  ever)-  fuch  protef- 
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tadons,  declarations,  and  writings  aforefaid,  be  abo- 
liflied,  and  held  hereafter  for  null  and  void;  and  diat 
bodi  the  above-mentioned,  parries,  and  tiieir  inhabi- 
tants and  fubjedls,  ufe  and  enjoy  die  fame  liberty  of 
trade  and  navigation,  as  well  in  Africa  as  in  America, 
which  they  uled  and  enjoyed,  or  of  right  might  ufe 
and  enjoy,  at  that  time  when  the  treaty  of  the  year 
1662  was  fubfcribed. 

X.  Alfo,  that  prifoners  on  both  fides,  one  and  all, 
of  what  degree,  dignity,  or  condition  foever  they  be, 
(hall  be  fet  at  liberty,  without  ranfom,  or  any  other  price 
of  their  fSrepdomi  provided  fatisfa£tion  be  made  by 
them  for  debts  which  they  have  contradbed  for  diet  or 
any  other  lawful  caufe. 

XL  That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
faid  States  General,  remain  friends,  confederate,  united, 
and  allied,  for  the  defence  and  prefervation  of  the 
rights,  liberties,  and  immunities  of  either  ally  and 
their  'lubjefts,  againft  all  whomfoever,  who  fhall  en- 
deavour to  difturb  the  peace  of  cither's  ftate  by  fea^ 
or  land,  or  fuch  as  living  within  cither's  dominions, 
Ihall  be  declared  public  enemies  to  either. 

XII.  That  neidier  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain, 
nor  the  faid  States  General,  fhall  aft,  do,  endeavour, 
treat,  or  attempt  any  thing  againfl  the  other,  or  the 
fubjefts  of  either,  any  where,  by  land  or  fea,  or  in 
any  ports,  liberties,  creeks,  or  frefh- waters,  upon  any 
occafion  whatfoever;  and  diat  neither  they,  nor  the 
fubjefts  of  either  of  them,  fhall  give,  afford,  or  fupply 
any  aid,  counfel,  or  favour,  nor  confent  that  any  thing 
be  done,  treaced,  or  attempted  by  any  other  whofo- 
ever,  to  die  harm  or  prejudice  of  the  other,  or  the 
fubjects  of  eidierj  but  (liall  exprefsly  and  aftualiy  op- 
pole,  contradift,  and  really  hinder  all  whomfoever, 
refiding  or  dwelling  in  either  the  refpeclive  dominions, 
who  fhall  ad,  do,  treat,  or  attempt  any  thing  againft 
cidicr  of  them. 

XIII.  That. 
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XIIIv  That  neither  the  faid  King,  nor  the  iaid 
Commonwealth^  nor  any  of  the  fubjeds  of  either^  m,^ 
habiting  or  refiding  within  their  juri0i6tion,  fhall  che^ 
riih  and  aflift  the  rebels  of  either  party  widi  any  fuc* 
cour^  counfel,  or  favour  whatfoever;  but  fhall  ex- 
prefsly  oppofe^  and  effe£lually  hinder  all  perfbns 
abiding,  midii^  or  dwelling  in  either  of  their  domi- 
nions, from  fupplying  or  fumifhing  any  of  thofe  fore- 
faid  rebels,  by  fea  or  land,  with  any  fuccour  or  alTifl- 
ance,  either  in  men,  fhips,  arms,  warlike  furniture,  or 
other  prohibited  goods,  or  with  money,  provifions,  or 
vi£hials:  and  all  fhips,  arms,  warlike  furniture,  or 
Other  forbidden  goods,  alfo  money  and  provifions  be- 
lon^ng  to  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever,  which 
fhall  be  fupplicd  or  fumifhed  contrary  to  the  meaning 
of  this  article,  fhall  be  confifcate  and  forfeited  to  that 
,  party  where  the  perfons  offending  (hall  be :  and  thofe 
who  fhall  wittingly  and  willingly  aft,  commit,  attempt, 
or  advife  any  diing  contrary  to  the  fcnfe  of  this  article, 
fhall  be  judged  enemies  of  both  pardes,  and  fhall  be 
punifhed  as  traitors,  there  where  the  offence  fhall  be 
committed*  But  as  touching  the  fpecificadon  of  pro- 
hibited or  contraband  goods,  it  fhall  be  provided  for 
hereafter. 

XIV.  That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
iaid  States  General,  fhall  mutually,  fincerely,  and  faith- 
fully (as  there  is  occafion)  affifl  each  odier  againfl  the 
rebels  of  either,  by  fea  or  land,  with  men  and  fhips> 
at  the  cofl  and  charges  of  the  parties  who  defire  the 
fame,  in  fuch  proportion  and  manner,  and  upon  fuch 
conditions,  as  afterward  fhall  be  agreed,  and  the  pre- 
fent  occafion  fhall  require. 

XV.  That  neither  the  faid  King,  nor  the  faid  Com- 
monwealth, nor  the  fubjefts  of  either,  fhall  in  any  of 
riieir  jurifiliftions,  countries,  lands,  havens,  fea-ports, 
creeks,  receive  any  rebel  or  rebels,  fugitive  or  fugi- 
tives, of  the  other  pary,  declared,  or  to  be  declared, 
nor  fhall  give  or  yield  unto  fuch  declared  rebels  and 

fiigitives. 
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iug^dves^  in  the  places  aforefaid,  or  elfewhere»  thou^ 
ivithout  their  lands,  countries,  haveiis,  fea-ports,  creeks, 
or  jurifdiftions,  any  help,  counfel,  lodging,  fbldiers, 
Ihips,  money,  amis,  ammunition,  or  vifhials :  as  alfi> 
neither  of  the  ftates  fhall  permit  that  iuch  rebels  or 
fugidves  be  received  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  within 
their  juriidiftions,  countries,  lands,  lea-ports,  havensy 
creeks,  nor  fufFer  that  any  help,  counfel,  lodging,  &- 
your,  arms,  ammunition,  iblc&ers,  ihips,  monies,  or 
provifion  be  given  or  yielded  to  fuch  rebels  and  fugi- 
tives; but  fhall  exprefsly  and  efFedbually  oppofe  and 
really  hinder  the  fame. 

XVI.  That  in  cafe  either  of  them  by  their  public 
and  authentic  letters  fhall  make  known  and  declare 
unto  the  other,  that  any  perfon  or  perfons  are  or  have 
been  a  rebel  or  rebels,  higitive  or  fugitives,  and  that 
they  or  any  of  them  have  been  received,  or  refide,  lie 
hid,  or  feek  fhelter,  in  their  jurifdiftions,  lands,  coun- 
tries, fea-ports,  or  in  any  of  themj  then  that  parnr 
who  fhall  have  received  Iuch  letters,  or  to  whom  fuck 
notice  fhall  bt  given,  or  declaration  made,  fhall  within 
the  fpace  of  twentjr-eight  days,  to  be  accounted  from 
the  day  that  fuch  notice  was  given,  be  bound  to  charge 
and  command  fuch  rebel  or  rebels,  fugitive  or  fugitives, 
to  withdraw  and  depart  out  of  their  jurifdidlions,  lands, 
dominions,  countries,  and  every  of  them :  and  in  cafe 
any  of  the  faid  rebels  or  fugitives  do  not  withdraw  and 
depart  within  fifteen  days  after  fuch  charge  or  command 
fo  given,  then  that  they  be  punifhed  with  death,  and 
lofs  of  lands  and  goods. 

XVII.  That  no  rebel  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  be  received  into  any  of  the  calUes,  cities, 
havens,  jurifdiftions,  or  other  places,  privileged  or 
not  privileged,  which  any  perfon,  of  what  dignity  or 
dcgrtc  foever  he  be,  or  fhall  be,  hath  within  the  domi- 
nions or  territories  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  what 
right  or  title  foever  he  doth  or  fhall  hold  or  pofTefs  the 
fame,  nor  be  permitted  to  be  received  into,  or  remain

ibever  he  be.     Neither  Ihall  the  faid  States  G 
permit  or  fufFer,  that  in  any  of  the  aforcfaid 
any  affiftance,  counfet,  or  favour,  with  fhips.

or  afforded  unto  any  fuch  rebel,  by  any  perfon  ofwfet 
degree  or  quality  foever  he  be,  but  fhall  openly  and 
exprefsly  forbid    and    effeftually    hinder  the   fame.

who  fhall  have  received  fuch  letters,  or  to  whom  fuch 
nodce  fhall  bt  given,  or  declaradon  made,  fhall  within 
the  fpace  of  twentjr-eight  days,  to  be  accounted  from 
the  day  that  fuch  nonce  was  given,  be  bound  to  charge 
and  command  fuch  rebel  or  rebels,  fligitive  or  fugitives, 
to  withdraw  and  depart  out  of  their  jurifdiftions,  lands, 
dominions,  countries,  and  every  of  them :  and  in  cafe 
any  of  the  faid  rebels  or  fligitives  do  not  withdraw  and 
depart  within  fifteen  days  after  fuch  charge  or  command 
fo  given,  then  that  they  be  punifhed  with  death,  and 
lofs  of  lands  and  goods. 

XVII.  That  no  rebel  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  be  received  into  any  of  the  calUes,  cities, 
havens,  jurifdiftions,  or  other  places,  privileged  or 
not  privileged,  which  any  perfon,  of  what  dignity  or 
dcgrtt  foever  he  be,  or  fhall  be,  hath  within  the  domi- 
nions or  territories  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  what 
right  or  title  foever  he  doth  or  fhall  hold  or  pofTefs  the 
fame,  nor  be  permitted  to  be  received  into,  or  remain 
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in  them,  by  any  perfon,  of  what  quality  or  d<y 
foever  he  be.     Neither  fhall  the  faid  States  Gcr 
permit  or  fufFer,  that  in  arty  of  the  aforefaid  p' 
any  affiftance,  counfet,  or  favour,  with  fhips,  fc 
money,  or  provifion,  or  in  any  other  manner,  be  g4vv.ii- 
or  afforded  unto  any  fuch  rebel,  by  any  pieiribn  of  what 
degree  or  quality  foever  he  be,  but  fhall  openly  aftd 
expfefsly  forbid    and    effeftually    hinder  the   fame. 
And  if  any  perfon  or  perfons,  of  what  degree  or  qua- 
lity foever  they  be,  dwelling  or  remaining  within  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  United  Provinces,  or  under  their 
command,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  agree- 
ment, that  then  all  ^nd  fingtilar  fuch  perfons  fo  doing 
Ihall,  for  term  of  dieir  lives  refpeftively,  lofe  and  for- 
feit all  fuch  caflles,  towns,  villages,  lands,  and  other 
places  which  they  or  any  of  them  at  that  xirne  have, 
or  pretend  to  have,  by  what  right  or  title  Ibever.

Majelly  of  Gieat  Britain:  nor  fhall  fuch  rebel  be  fuf- 
fered  to  be  received  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatfo- 
jeyer,  or  there  to  remain;  neither  fhall  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  permit  or  fufFer,  that  any  counfel,  afllfl- 
fuice,  or  favour,  in  any  of  the  faid  places,  widi  fhips, 
men,  money,  vidliials,  or  in  any  other  manner,    be 
given  or  aflbrded  unco  any  fuch  rebel,  by  any  fuch 
perfon  or  perfons,  of  what  degree  or  quality  foever 
they  be,   but  fliall   openly  and  exprefsly  forbid  and 
efFcftually  hinder  the  fame.     And  in  cafe  any  of  the 
fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or  within  his  dominions, 
fhall  do  or  attempt  any  thing  againft  this  agreement, 
that  all   and  every  perfon  fo  offending  fhall  in  like 
manner,  for  their  refpeftive  lives,  lofe  and  forfeit  all 
fuch  Caflles,  cities,   towns,  lands,  and  other  places, 
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which  they  or  any  of  them  at  that  time  hath,  or  Ihall 
pretend  to  have,  by  any  right  or  title  whatfoever, 

XVIII.  That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
his  lubjefts,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  his  Majefty's 
dominions,  and  alfo  the  faid  United  Provinces,  and 
their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  of  what  rank  or  con- 
dition foever  they  be,  (hall  be  bound  to  ufe  each  other 
kindly  and  friendly  in  every  thing;  fo  that  they  may 
freely  and  fafely  pafs  by  land  or  by  water  into  each 
other's  countries,  cities,  towns  walled  or  unwalled, 
fordfied  or  iiot  ibrrified,  and  their  havens,  and  all  other 
their  dominions  fituate  in  Europe,  to  continue  and 
abide  therein  fo  long  as  they  fhall  pleafe,  and  may  there 
buy  fo  much  provifions  as  are  neceflary  for  their  ufe, 
widiout  any  hinderance :  and  that  likewife  they  may 
trade  and  traffic  in  goods  and  commodities  of  all  forts, 
as  to  them  fhall  feem  fit,  and  them  to  export  and  im- 
port at  their  pleafure,  paying  the  ufu^  dudes,  faving 
to  each  country  tlicir  particular  laws  and  cuftoms. 
Provided  that  the  fubjcfts  and  inhabitants  of  either 
iide,  exercifing  their  trade  in  each  other's  countries 
and  dominions,  fliall  not  be  obliged  hereafter  to  pay 
any  more  cuftoms,  import,  or  other  duties,  than  ac- 
cording to  that  proportion  which  other  foreign  nations 
trading  in  die  faid  places  do  ufually  pay. 

XIX.  That  the  fnips  and  veflels  of  the  faid  United 
.Provinces,  as  well  men  of  war  as  others,  meeting  any 

men  of  war  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain's  in  the 
Britifh  fcas,  fhall  ftrikc  the  flag,  and  lower  the  fop-fail 
in  fuch  manner  as  the  fame  hath  been  formerly  obferved 
in  any  times  whatfoever. 

XX.  And,  for  tiie  greater  freedom  of  commerce 
and  navigation,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  States  Gene- 
ral, fhall  not  receive  into  their  havens,  cities,  and 
towns,  nor  fufFcr  that  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  either 
party  do  receive,  pirates  or  fea-rovers,  or  afford  them 
any  entertainment,  affiftance,  or  prbvlTions  but  fhall 

'  \ -       '*  endeavour 
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endeavour  that  the  faid  pirates  and  fea-rovers,  or  their 

Eartners,  Iharers,  and  abettors^  be  found  out,  appre- 
ended,  and  fuffer  condign  punifhment,  for  the  terror 
of  others :  and  all  the  ihips,  goods,  and  commodities 
piradcally  taken  by  them,  and  brought  into  the  porta 
of  either  party,  which  can  be  found,  nay,  although 
they  be  fold,  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  right  owners, 
or  fadsfadtion  (hall  be  given  either  to  their  owners, 
or  to  thofe  who  by  letters  of  attorney  ihall  challenge 
the  lame;  providai  the  right  of  their  propriety  be 
made  to  appear  in  the  court  of  admiralty  by  due 
proofs  according  to  law. 

XXI.  It  fhall  not  be  permitted  to  the  fubjefts  of 
die  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  inhabitants  of 
die  kingdoms  and  countries  under  his  obedience,  or  to 
the  inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  faid  United  Pro- 
vinces, to  do  or  offer  any  hoftility  or  violence  to  each 
other,  either  by  land  or  by  fea,  upon  any  pretence  or 
colour  whatfoever:  and  confequendy  it  mall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  to  get  com- 
miffions  or  letters  of  reprifal  from  any  prince  or  flate, 
with  whom  either  of  the  confederates  are  at  difference^  ■ 
or  in  open  war;  and  much  lefs  by  .virtue  of  thofe 
letters  to  moleft  or  damnify  the  fubjefts  of  either 
party.  Neither  fhall  it  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  pri- 
vate men  of  war,  who  are  not  fubjedb  to  one  nor 
the  oriier  party,  having  commilTions  from  any  other 
prince  or  ftate,  to  equip  their  fhips  in  the  harbours 
of  either  of  the  aforefaid  parries,  or  to  fell  or  ranfom 
their  prizes,  or  any  other  way  to  truck,  as  well  the 
Ihips  and  goods  as  any  other  lading  whatfoever. 
And  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to  buy  any  viftual, 
but  what  fhall  be  neceffary  to  bring  them  to  the  next 
port  of  that  prince  from  whom  they  obtained  their 
faid  commiffions.  And  if  perchance  any  of  the  fub- 
jefts of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  faid 
States  General,  fhall  buy  or  get  to  themfclves  by  truck, 
pr  any  other  way,  fuch  fhip  or  goods  which  have  been 
taken  by  the  fiil^efts  of  one  or  die  other  party;  in 

fuch 
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fudi  cafe  the  faid  fubjeft  (hall  be  bound  ta  reftore  the 
iaid  Ihip  or  goods  to  the  proprietors  without  any  de- 
lay, and  without  any  compenfation  or  reimburfement 
m  money  paid  or  promiled  for  the  fame;  provided 
"diat  diey  make  it  aj^>ear  before  the  council  of  the 
laid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  before  the  faid  States 
General,  that  they  arc  the  right  owners  or  proprietors 
of  them. 

XXIL  That  in  cafe  the  faid  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, or  the  faid  States  General,  do  make  any  treaty 
of  amity  or  alliance  with  any  other  kings,  republics, 
/princes,  or  ftates,  they  (hall  therein  comprehend  each 
other  and  their  dominions,  if  diey  defirc  to  be  therein 
comprehended;  and  (hall  give  to  the  other  notice  of 
aH  ilich  treaties,  or  friendfhip  and  alliance. 

XXIIL  That  m  cafe  it  happen,  during  this  friend- 
fliip,  confederacy,  and  alliance,  any  thing  fhall  be 
done  or  attemptol  by  any  of  the  fubjeds  or  inhabi- 
tants' of  either  party  againft  this  treaty,  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  land,  fea>  or  freih-watcrs,  that  neverthe- 
lefs  this  amity  and  alliance  between  the  faid  nations 
,  fliall  not  thereby  be  broken  or  interrupted,  byt  fhall 
remain  and  continue  in  its  full  force;  and  that  only 
thofe  particular  perfons  fhall  be  punifhcd,  who  have 
committed  anything  againfl  this  treaty,  and  none  elfe; 
and  that  juftice  fhall  be  rendered  and  fatisfaftion  givea 
to  all  perfons  concerned,  by  all  fuch  who  have  com- 
mitted any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  by  land  or* 
fea,  or  other  waters,  in  any  part  of  Europe,  or  any 
places  within  the  Straits,  or  in  America,  or  upon  the 
coafb  of  Africa,,  or  in  any  lands,  iflands,  feas,  creeks, 
tays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  within  twelve  months  fpace  after  juftice 
fhall  be  demanded;  and  in  all  places  whatfocver  on 
the  other  fide  the  Cape  (as  hath  been  abdvefaid)  within 
eighteen  months  next  enfuing  after  demand  of  juflice 
ihali  be  made  in  manner  afore  ikid.  But  in  cafe  the 
oKnders  againfl  diis  treaty  do  not  appear,  and  fub*

mit  themfelvcs  to  judgment,  and  g^ve  fatisfaftion  wkhin 
the  refpedtive  times  above  expreffed,  proportionable 
to  the  diftance  of  the  places,  they  fhaJl  be  declared 
enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  eftates,  goods,  and 
revenues  whatfoever,  (hall  be  confifcated  for  due  and 
full  fatisfadlion  of  the  injuries  -  and  wrongs  by  them 
offered ;  and  their  perfons  alfo,  when  they  come  within 
the  dominions  of  either  party,  fhall  be  liable  unto  fuch 
punilhments  as  every  one  jlhall  deferve  for  his  relpec- 
tive  offences. 

XXIV,  That  the  fybjedb  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  thofe  which  are  under  his  jurifdiftion, 
may  freely  and  fecurely  travel  in  all  the  provinces  of 
the  Low  Countries,  and  all  their  dominions  in  Europe, 
and  through  them  by  fea  or  land  pafs  to  other  places 
there  or  beyond  them,  and  through  all  quarters  of  the 
United  Provinces,  cities,  forts,  or  garrifons  whatfo- 
ever,. which  are  in  any  parts  of  the  United  Provinces, 
or  elfewhere  in  their  dominions  in  Europe,  as  well 
they  themfelves  exercifing  trade  in  all  thofe  places,  as 
their  agents,  faftors,  and  fervants  may  go  armed  or 
\inarmed  (but  if  armed,  not  above  forty'  in  a  company) 
as  well  without  their  goods  and  merchandizes  as  with 
them,  whcrefoever  they  pleafe.  The  people  alfo  and 
inhabitants  of  the  United  Provinces  (hall  enjoy  the 
fame  liberty  and  freedom  in  all  the  dominions  of  the 
faid  King  in  Europe;  provided  that  they,  and  everjr 
of  them,  do  in  their  trade  and  rr^erchandizing  yield 
obedience  to  the  laws  and  ftatute^  of  either  nation 
relpeftivfly. 

XXV.  That  in  cafe  the  merchant-fhips  of  the  (ub- 
je6ls  of  either  nation  iliall  by  ftorm,  pirates,  or  any 
other  necefllty  whatfoever,  be  driven  into  any  haven 
id'  either  dominion,  they  may  depart  fecurely  and  at 
their  pleafure,  with  their  (hips  and  goods,  without 
paying  any  cuftoms  or  other  duties;  provided  they 
break  no  bulk,  nor  fell  any  thing;  nor  (hall  they  be 
fubjcd  to"  any  moleftation  or  fearch,  provided  they  do 
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not  receive  on  board  any  perfons  or  goods,  nor  do  any 
dung  clfe  contrary  to  the  laws,  ordinances,  or  culloms 
of  the  places  where  they  (as  aforefaid)  fhall  happen 

to  arrive.

XXVI;  That  the  merchants,  mafters,  and  leamen 
of  either  party,  their  (hips,  goods,  wares^  or  mer- 
chandizes, fhaU  not  be  arrefted  or  feized  in  the  lands, 
havens,  roads,  or  rivers  of  the  other,  to  ienre  at  war, 
or  any  other  ufe,  by  virtue  of  any  general  or  fpecial 
command,  unlefs  upon  an  extraordinary  neccflity,  and 
that  jiift  fatisfaftion  be  given  for  the  fame;  but  fo  as 
the  fame  fhall  not  derogate  frorri  the  feizures  and  ar- 
refb  duly  made  in  the  ordinary  courts  of  juftice  of  ei- 
dier  nation. 

XXVII.  That  the  merchants  on  both  fides,  their 
factors  and  fervants,  and  alfo  the  mafters  and  other 
feamen,  as  well  going  as  returning  by  fea,  and  other 
waters,  as  alfo  in  the  havens  of  either  party^  or  going 
on  fhore,  may  carry  and  ufe,  for  the  defence  of  them- 
felves  and  goods,  all  forts  of  weapons,  as  well,  ofFen- 
five  as  defenfivc]  but  being  come  into  their  lodgings  or 
inns,  they  (hall  there  lay  by  and  leave  their  arms,  until 
they  be  going  on  board  again. 

XXVIII.  That  the  men  of  War  or  convoys  of 
either  nation,  meeting  or  overtaking  at  fea  any  mer- 
chants fhip  or  (hips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  or  inha- 
bitants of  the  other,  holding  the  fame  courfe,  or  going 
the  fame  way,  (hall  be  bound,  as  long  as  they  keep  one 
courfe  together,  to  proteft  and  defend  them  againft  all 
and  every  one  who  would  fct  upon  them. 

XXIX.  That  if  any  (hip  or  (hips  of  the  fubjefts 
Or  inhabitants  of  either  nation,  or  of  a  neuter,  be  taken 
by  a  third  party  in  the  harliours  of  either,  not  being  of 
the  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  of  either  nation,  they  in  or 
out  of  whofe  haven  or  juriidiftion  the  faid  (hips  fhall 
be  taken,  (hall  be  bound  to  endeavoxir  with  the  other 
party,  that  the  faid  (hip  or  (hips  be  purfued,  brought 
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back,  and  reftorcd  to  the  owners  5  but  all  this  fhall 
be  done  at  the  charges  of  the  owners,  or  whom  it 
concerns. 

XXX.  That  fearchers,  and  other  like  ofEcers  on 
both  fides,  fhall  regulate  themfelves  according  to  the 
laws  of  either  nation,  and  (hall  not  impofe  or  demand 
more  than  they  are  allowed  by  their  commiflions  and 
inftruftions. 

XXXI.  That  if  any  injury  be  done  or  praftifed  by 
either  nation,  or  the  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  of  the  fame, 
againft  the  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  of  the  other,  or 
againft  any  of  the  articles  of  this  prelent  treaty,  or 
againft  common  right;  yet  neverthelefs  no  letters  of 
reprifal,  marque,  or  countermarque>  fhall  be  granted 
by  either  fide,  till  juftice  hath  been  firft  demanded  ac- 
cording to  the  ordinary  courfe  of  law;  but  in  cafe 
juftice  be  there  denied  or  delayed,  then  that  the  faid 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  States  General,  or 
commiflioners  of  that  nation  whofc  fubjefts  and  inha- 
bitants have  fijfFered  the  wrong,  fhall  publicly  require 
juftice  from  that  other  party,  where  (as  abovefaid)  it 
was  denied  or  delayed,  or  fix)m  that  power  appointed 
to  hear  and  decide  fuch  differences,  that  there  may  be 
a  friendly  compofure,  or  due  procefs  of  law.  But  if 
ftill  there  happen  more  delays,  and  neither  jufHce  be 
adminiftered,  nor  fatisfaftion  given  within  three  months 
after  fuch  demand,  that  then  letters  of  reprifal,  marque^ 
or  counterniarquej  may  be  granted. 

y  XXX II .  It  is  alfo-  agreed,  if  at  any  time  it  hap- 
pen (which  God  of  his  mercy  fbrWd)  that  the  differ- 
ences now  cpmpofed  between  his  faid  Majefly  and  the 
faid  States  General  fhould  fefter,  and  break  out  again 
into  open  war,  that  then  tljpfe  fhips,  merchandize,  or 
any  kind  of  moveables  of  either  party,  which  fhall  b^ 
found  to  be  and  remain  in  the  ports,  and  under  the 
command  of  the  adverfe  party  on  either  fide,  fhall  not 
for  all  that  be  confifcated,  or  made  bbnoxious  to  any 
inco(iveniencei  but  tlie  fpacc  of  fix  months  fhall  en- 
tirely 
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drely  be  allowed  to  the  fub]e6l$  %nd  inhabitants  of 
either  party,  that  they  may  have  leifure  to  tranlbort 
from  thence  the  forementioned  things,  and  any  thing 
elfc  that  is  theirs,  whither  they  fhall  think  fit,  without 
any  kind  of  moleftation* 

XXXIIL.  That  they  who  have  obtained  private 
commiflions  from  either  party,  before  they  receive 
fuch  commiflions,  fhali  give  good  and  fufficient  cau- 
tion before  the  judge  of  the  court  where  they  receive 
fuch  commiflions,  by  relponfible  men,  who  have  no 
part  or  fhare  in  fuch  fhips,  that  they  fhall  do  no  da- 
mage or  injury  to  the  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  of  either 
fide.  • 

XXXIV.  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
fubje£b  and  inhabitants  of  either  party  fhall  alwa]^ 
have  free  accefe  to  each  other's  fea-ports,  there  to 
remain,  and  from  thence  to  depart  with  the  fame  free* 
dom;  and  not  only  with  their  merchant-fhips  and 
lading,  but  alfo  with  their  men  of  war,  whether  they 
belong  to  the  faid  King  or  States  General,  or  unto  liich 
as  have  obtained  private  commifTions,  whether  they 
Arrive  through  violence  of  tempefl,  or  other  cafualty 
of  the  feas,  or  to  mend  their  fhips,  or  to  buy  provi- 
lion,  fo  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  eight  men  of 
war,  when  they  come  there  voluntarily,  nor  fhall  re- 
main or  abide  longer  in  the  havens  or  places  adjacent^ 
than  they  fhall  have  a  juft  caufe,  to  repair  their  faid 
fhips,  or  to  buyviftuals  or  other  necefTaries:  and 
if  a  greater  number  of  men  of  war  fhould  upon 
occafion  defire  to  come  unto  fuch  ports^  tliey  fhall  in 
no  cafe  enter  thereinto,  until  they  have  firfl  obtained 
leave  from  thofe  to  whom  the  faid  havens  dp  apper- 
tain, unlefs  they  be  forced  fb  to  do  by  florm,  or  fomc 
force  or  neceflity,  whereby  they  may  avoid  the  danger 
of  die  fea :  in  which  cafe  alio  they  fhall  prefently 
make  known  the  caufe  of  their  coming  unto  the  go* 
vernor  or  chief  magiflrate  of  thjc  place,  and  fhall 
ftay  no  longer  than  me  faid  gpvemor  or  chief  magif- 
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trate  (hall  permit  them,  and  (hall  not  do  any  afts  of 
hoftility  or  other  prejudice  in  the  aforefaid  havens 
during  their  abode  there. 

XXXV,  Furthermore  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  both  parties  (hall  truly  and  firmly  obferve  and 
execute  this  prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  the  mat- 
ters contained  therein,  and  efFeftually  caufe  the  fame 
to  be  obferved  and  performed  by  the  fubjefts  and  in- 
habitants of  either  nation. 

,XXXVL  Alfo,  for  further  caution  and  aflTurance 
that  this  treaty  and  confederacy  (hall  be  duly  and  bond 
fide  obferved  on  the  part  of  the  faid  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  and  their  people,  it  is  concluded 
and  agreed,  as  alfo  the  faid  States  General  by  thefe 
prefents  do  agree,  and  firmly  oblige  and  bind  them- 
'  felves,  that  all  and  eveiy  one  whom  they,  or  the 
States  of  the  Provinces  (hall  at  any  time  choofe,  ap- 
point, or  make  captain-general,  governor,  or  chief 
prefident,  or  (lad-holder,  general  of  armies  or  mili- 
tary forces  by  land,  or  admiral  or  general  of  the  fleets, 
Ihips,  or  forces  at  fea,  (hall  be  bound  and  obliged  by 
oath  to  confirm  this  treaty,  and  all  the  articles  thereof, 
and  promife  facrcdly  upon  oath,  that  they  (hall,  as  far 
as  It  is  poflible,  religioufly  obferve  and  execute  the 
fame^  and,  as  much  as  concerns  them,  caufe  the  fame 
to  be  obferved  and  executed  by  others. 

XXXVII.  Under  this  prefent  treaty  of  peace  tho(e 
(hall  be  comprehended,  who  (hall  be  named  by  either 
party  with  common  confcnt  before  the  exchange  of 
ratifications,  or  within  fix  months  after.  But  in  the 
.  mean  time,  as  the  covenanting  parties  do  thankfully 
acknowledge  the  >  friendly  offices,  and  unwearied  en- 
deavours, whereby  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden, 
interpofing.his  mediation,  hath,  through  the  a(riftance 
of  God,  promoted  and  carried  on  this  beneficial  work 
of  pacification  unto  the  defired  conclufion^  fo,  to  tef- 
tify  their  like  aflfeftion,  it  is  decreed  and  covenanted  by 
the  common  confent  of  all  the  parties,  that  his  above- 
mentioned 
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mentioned  Majefly  of  Sweden,  widi  all  his  kingdoms, 
dominions,  provinces,  and  rights,  be  included  in  this 
treaty,  and  comprehended  in  the  prefent  pacification, 
after  the  beft  and  moft  efFedtual  manner  that  may  be,  • 

XXXVIII.  It  is  alio  covenanted,  concluded,  and 
agreed,  that  the  prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  dung 
and  things  therein  contained  and  concluded,  fhall  be 
confirmed  and  ra,tified  by  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  faid  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, by  letters  patents  on  both  fides,  fealed  with  the 
great  feal  in  due  and  authentic  form,  within  four  weeks 
next  enluing,  of  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done;  and  that 
within  the  faid  rime  the  ratifications  on  both  fides  fliall 
be  exchanged  at  Breda;  and  that  prefently  after  the 
delivery  and  exchange  of  the  fame,  this  treaty  and 
alliance  fhall  be  publifhed  in  fuch  form  and  place  as 
is  ufiial. 

Done  at  Breda,  the  *  \  day  of  July,  1667, 

The  Jtparate  Article. 

I F  it  happen  that  any  tapefl:ry,  hangings,  carpets, 
piftures,  or  houfliold  furniture  of  what  kind  foever, 
or  precious  ftones,  jewels,  rich  curiofiucs,  or  other 
moveable  goods  whatfoever,  belonging  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  either  now  are,  or  hereafter  fliall  be 
found  to  be  in  the  hands  or  power  of  the  faid  States 
General,  or  of  any  of  their  fubjeftsi  the  faid  States 
General  do  promife,  that  they  will  in  no  wife  prote<5t 
the  pofleflbrs  of  any  moveables  appertaining  unto  the 
faid  King ;  which  goods  may  be  taken  from  them  in 
fuch  manner,  that  they,  who  fliall  make  difficulty  to 
reftorc  them  freely,  may  not  be  dealt  withal  by  any 
means  contrary  to  equity  and  juft:ice.  And  the  faid 
States  do  promife  to  ufe  their  mofl:  effe6lual  endea- 
vours, that  a  plain  and  fummary  way  of  proceeding 
may  be  taken  in  this  affair,  without  the  ordinary  form 
and  method  of  procefs  ufually  obferved  in  courts; 
and  that  jyfl:ice  be  adminiftered,   whereby  his  faid

Majcfly  may  ht  fatisfied,  as  far  as  polfibly  may  be, 
without  the  wrong  of  any  one, 

Alfo,  that  if  any  of  thofe  who  are  guilty  of  that 
horrible  trealbn  and  parricide  committed  upon  King 
Charles  the  Firft  of  moft  bleffed  memory,  and  law- 
fully attainted,  condemned,  or  convifted  of  the  feme, 
cither  now  are  in  the  dominions  of  the  faid  States  Ge- 
neral, or  fhall  here^er  come  thither ;  as  foon  as  ever 
it  fhall  be  known  or  fignified  to  the  faid  States  Ge* 
neral,  or  any  of  their  officers,  they  fhall  be  appre- 
hended, put  into  cuflody,  and  fent  prifoners  into  Eng- 
land, or  delivered  into  the  hands  of  thofe  whom  tht 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  appoint  to  take  ch^e 
of  them,  and  bring  them  home.

His  Majejly's  Declaration  concerning  the  Rejimng  of 
all  Places^  FortSy  iSc.  which  his  SubjeSlsJhall  have 
taken  or  recovered  from  th^  Dutch  after  the  44-  day 
of  May  laft  pajl. 

CHARLES  11.  by  die  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great- Britiin,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  die 
J^aith,  &c.  We  do  hereby  make  known  and  teflify 
unto  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  whom  it  doth 
or  may  any  way  concern,  that  whereas  in  the  treaty 
of  peace  concluded  at  Breda  the  4-r  day  of  July,  1667, 
between  us  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  it  is  agreed  in 
the  third  artide,  that  each  party  is  to  hold  and  pofTcfs, 
for  the  time  to  come,  with  pknary  right  of  fovereign- 
ty,  propriety,  and  pofTefTion,  all  fuch  lands,  iflands, 
cities,  torts,  places,  and  colonies,  as  during  this  war, 
or  in  any  former  times  before  this  war,  they  have  by 
force  of  arms,  or  any  way  whatsoever,  gotten  or  de- 
tained from  the  other  party,  after  the  very  fame  man- 
ner as  they  had  feized  and  did  pofTefs  them  on  the  4^ 
day  of  May  laft  pafl,  not  excepting  any  of  the  faid  places. 
And  Whereas  furthermore,  for  the  avoiding  of  all  mat- 
ter 
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tcr  of  ftrife  and  contention,  which  ufeth  fon^etimes  to 
arife  by  reafbn  of  reftitutions,  it  is  alio  agreed  in  the 
fixth  article,  that  if  either  party  jlhall  intercept  and  get 
from  the  other  any  lands,  iflands,  cities,  forts,  colo- 
nies, and  other  places,  after  the  faid  |4  day  of  May 
laft  paft,  all  and  every  of  the  premiflcs  (without  any 
diftiri6tion  of  time  and  place)  are  forthwith  to  be  re- 
ftorcd  in  the  very  fame  condition  wherein  they  fhall 
be  found  to  be  at  the  time  whenfocver  certain  notice 
Ihail  come  to  thofe  places  that  the  peace  is  renewed : 
We  do  hereby  require  ahd  command  all  our  gover- 
nors, officers,  commanders,  and  foldiers,  both  by  fea 
and  land,  of  what  quality  and  condition  foever  they 
be,  as  well  within  Europe  as  without,  that  they  do 
not  only  forbear  and  totally  abftain  from  all  hoftility, 
according  to  the  tenor  of  the  forefaid  treaty ;  but  alfo, 
if  at  any  time  it  jlhall  happen  or  come  to  pafs,  that 
any  lands,  iflands,  cities,  forts,  *  cok)nies,  and  other 
places,  wherefoever  fituated,  fhall  be  taken  from  the 
United  Netherlanders,  or  recovered  from  them  and 
brought  under  our  power,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
faid  ^-  day  of  May,  that  they  reftore  them  all,  with- 
out any  delay  or  excufe,  unto  thofe  perfons  who  fhall 
exhibit  thefe  letters  patents,  in  fuch  condition  as  they 
Ihall  be  found  in  at  the  time  when  the  renewing  of  the 
peace  Ihall  be  notified  there,  without  any  diminution, 
detraftion,  wafte,  or  embezzlement  whatfoever,  upon 
pain  of  our  hi^eft  dilpleafure.  Given  at  Weflminfler 
the  nine  and  twentieth  day  of  July,  old  ftile,  and  eighth 
day  of  Augufl,  new  flile,  in  the^  year  of  our  Lord 
1667,  and  of  our  reign  the  nineteenth.

Articles  of  Navigation  and  Commerce  between  the  Mofi 
Serene  and  Mighty  Prince^  Charles  the  Second^  by 
the  Grace  of  God^  King  of  England,  Scotland, 
France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith y  fcfc. 
and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General 
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qf  the  United.  Netherlands^,  concluded  the  W  day 
^/ July/ 1667. 

WHEREAS  by  thofe  articles  of  peace,  union,  and 
alliance,  which  are  this  day  concluded  between  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  it  is  fpecially  ancj 
carefully  provided,  that  all  the  difinal  and  calamitous 
efFeds  of  war  nnay  forthwith  ceafe,  and  that  the  peace 
fo  much  defired  by  all,  may  be  reftored  in  all  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  both  parties,  and  unto  all 
their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants:  and  the  meafure  of 
time  and  affairs  hath  not  permitted  them  to  weigh  in 
an  equal  balance,  and  thereby  exa6tly  to  adjuft  all 
and  every  thing  and  things  which  were  to  be  obferve^ 
and  confidered  about  the  forefaid  articles,  efpecially 
about  thofe  which  belong  to  the  rules  of  free  navigar 
tion  and  trade  j  and  that  it  may  be  feared,  the  inliabi- 
tapts  and  fubjefts  of  both  parties  may  fall  back  again 
into  new  quarrels  and  diflentions,  and  the  differences 
|iow  compofed  may  bleed  afrefh,  if  they  be  not  bound 
up  by  fome  certain  laws  about  thofe  things  which 
concern  navigation  and  the  ufe  of  trade :  therefore, 
by  the  mediation  and  endeavours  of  the  Swedilh  am- 
baifadors,  the  forementioned  parties  have  further  agreed 
unto  thefe  feparate  articles. 

I.  That  all  fuch  proclamations  and  afts  of  ftatc, 
which  either  party  hath  publifhed,  by  reafbn  of  this 
war,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  oth^r  party,  againft  the 
liberty  of  navigation  and  trade,  be  abrogated  on  both 
fides., 

V 

II.  That  for  the  elucidation  of  that  aft  which  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  caufed  to  be  publifhed  in  the 
year  1660,  for  the  encouragement  of  navigation  in 
his  own  fubjefts,  whereby  ftrangers  are  prohibited  to 
import  any  commodities  into  England,  but  fuch  as 
are  of  their  own  growth  or  manufafture  i  it  may  be 
lawful  for  the  States  General,  and  their  fubjefts,  to 
garry  ajfo  into  England  in  their  Ihips,  all  fuch  com- 

~  modities 
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modities  as  growing,  being  produced,  or  manufac- 
tured in  Lower  or  Upper  Germany,  are  not  uiually 
carried  fo  frequently  and  commodioufly  unto  lea- 
ports  (thence  to  be  traniported  to  other  countries) 
JMiy  other  way  but  through  the  territories  and  domi- 
nions of  the  United  Netherlands,  either  by  land  or  by 
rivers. 

IIL  Whereas  the  King  of  Great  Britain  hath  here- 
tofore prefled,  that  merchandize  and  commodities  on 
both  fides  might  be  reduced  to  a  certain  and  cohve- 
luent  rule  j  the  States  General  alfo  have  always  aim 
at  the  fame  mark,  that  merchandize  fhould  be  bounded 
juid  circumfcribed  within  fome  certain  laws  of  perpe- 
tual obferyation ;  and  yet  that  bufinefs  fecms  to  re- 
quire longer  attention  and  labour,  than  that  it  can  be 
Ipeedily  dilpatchjsid  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  both  parties^ 
they  are  both  content  to  remit  the  fame  unto  a  fitter 
occafion,  that  commiflioners  on  both  fides  may  meet 
together  as  foon  as  may  be  after  this  peace  is  conclu- 
ded, who  may  refolve  and  agree  about  fpecifying  and 
circumfcribing  the  fpecies  of  commodities,  and  the 
laws  of  navigation,  and  may  fet  the  fame  down  in  new 
4nd  mutual  covenants.  Yet  left  in  the  mean  time  the 
inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  both  parties  fliould  be  ip  fiif- 
pence  and  doubt,  as  not  knowing  what  kinds  of  com- 
modities it  may  be  lawful  or  unlawfiil  to  carry  or  fiip- 
ply  unto  the  enemy  of  either  party,  after  th^  manner 
and  form  of  warlike  provifions  or  fuccours,  or  under 
the  tide  or  pretence  of  merchandize;  it  is  likewife 
covenanted  and  agreed,  that  the  treaty  of  navigation 
and  commerce  made  between  the  Moft  Chriftian  King 
and  the  faid  States  General  (beginning  from  the  26th 
gnto  the  42d  article  inclufively)  in  that  manner  and 
tenor  wherein  they  follow  here,  inferted  in  the  French 
language,  n^ay  provifionally  ferve  for  a  rule  and  law, 
and  fo  make  way  for  the  perfefting  of  a  larger  and 
ftiUer  treaty  concerning  maritime  conmierce  between 
the  above-mentioned  parties. 

The 
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The  forefaid  articles,  follow. 

26.  All  the  fubje6bs  and  inhabitants  of  France  may 
-widi  all  fafety  and  freedom  fail  and  traffic  in  all  the 
kingdoms,  countries,  and  eltates  which  are  or  ihall  be 
in  peace,  amity,  or  neutrality  with  France,  without 
being  troubled  or  difquieted  in  that  liberty  by  the  (hips, 
gallies,  frigates,  barques,  or  other  veffels  belonging  to 
the  States  General,  or  any  of  their  lubjefts,  upon  oc- 
cafion  and  account  of  the  hoftilities  idiich  may  here- 
after happen  between  the  faid  States  General  and  the 
abovefaid  kingdonns,  countries,  and  eftates,  or  any  of 
them,  which  are  or  fhall  be  in  peace,  amity>  or  neu- 
trality with  France. 

ay.  This  transportation  and  traffic  fliall  extend  to 
all  foTts  of  merchandize,  except  thofe  of  contraband. 

aS.  This  term  of  contraband  goods  is  underftood 
to  comprehend  only  all  forts  of  firci-arms  and  their 
Appurtenances  J  as  cannon,  mufquets,  mortar-pieces, 
petards,  bombs,  granadoes,  fauciffes>  pitched  hoops, 
carriages,  refts,  bandeliers,  powder,  match,  falt-petre, 
bullets,  pikes,  fwords,  morions,  head-pieces,  cuiraffes, 
halberts,  javelins,  horfes,  great  faddles,  holfters,  belts, 
^d  other  utenfils  of  war. 

29.  In  this  quality  of  contraband  goods  thefe  fol- 
lowing fliall  not  be  comprehended ;  wheat,  corn,  and 
other  grain^  gums,  oils,  wines^  fait,  nor  generally  any 
thing  that  belongs  to  the  nourifhment  and  fuftenance 
of  life,  but  fliall  rem^  free  as  other  merchandize 
and  commodities  not  comprelicnded  in  the  precedent 
article ;  and  the  tranlportation  of  them  fliall  be  per- 
fnitted  even  unto  places  in  enmity  with  the  faid  States 
General,  except  fuch  cities  and  places  as  are  befieged, 
blocked  up,  or  inveflied. 

30.  It  hath  been  agreed,  that  the  execution  of  what 
IS  abovefaid  fliall  be  performed  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing i  that  the  fliips  and  barques  with  the  merchan- 
dize of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  being  entered  into  any 

*  port  of  the  faid  States  General,  and  purpofing  to  pafs 
from  thence  unto  the  ports  of  the  faid  enemies,  fliall 

be 
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be  only  obliged  tt>  fhcw  unto  the  officers  of  die  poit 
of  the  faki  States  out  of  which  they  would  go,  their 
paflports,  containing  the  Ipecification  of  the  lading  of 
their  (hips,  attefted  and  marked  with  the  ordinary 
feal  and  Cgnii^,  acknowledged  by  the  officers  of  the 
admiralty  of  diofe  places  from  whence  they  firft  came, 
with  the  place  whither  they  are  bound,  all  in  the 
pfual  and  accuflomed  form :  after  which  Ihewing  of 
their  paflports  in  the  form  aforefaid,  they  may  not 
be  diiquieted  nor  fearched,  detained  nor  retar^d  ia 
their  voyages,  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever. 

3 1 .  The  fame  courfe  ftiall  be  ufed  in  regard  of  the 
French  fliips  and  barques  which  Ihall  come  into  any 
roads  of  the  countries  under  the  obedience  of  the  fani 
States,  not  intending  to  enter  into  the  ports,  or  being; 
entered  thereinto,  not  to  unlade  and  break  bulk; 
which  (hips  may  not  be  obliged  to  give  account  of 
their  lading,  but  in  cafe  of  fufpicion  that  they  carry 
unto  the  enemies  of  the  faid  States  any  contraband 
goods,  as  was  abovefaid. 

32.  And  in  cafe  of  fuch  apparent  fufpicion,  the  faid 
iubjefts  of  his  Majefty  fhall  be  oHiged  to  Ihew  in  the 
ports  their  paflports  in  the  form  above  fpecified. 

33.  But  if  they  were  come  within  the  roads,  or 
were  met  in  the  open  fea  by  any  of  the  faid  States 
fliips,  or  private  men  of  war  their  fubjefts ;  for  avoid- 
ing of  all  diforder,  the  faid  fhips  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces fhall  come  no  nearer  unto  the  French  barques 
than  within  cannon-fhot,  and  may  fend  their  long- 
boat or  fhallop  on  board  the  French  Ihips  or  barques, 
and  caufe  only  two  or  three  men  to  go  on  board,  un- 
to whom  the  paflports  and  certificates  Ihall  be  Ihewn 
by  the  mafter  or  pilot  of  the  French  fliip,  in  the  man- 
ner above  fpecified,  according  to  the  form  of  the  faid 
certificates  which  fhall  be  inferted  at  the  end  of  this 
treaty ;  by  which  paflports  and  certificates  proof  may 
be  made  not  only  of  the  lading,  but  alfo  of  the  place 
of  the  abode  and  refidence  as  well  of  the  mafler  and 
pilot,  as  of  the  fhip  idclf  5  to  the  end  that  by  thefc 
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two  ways  it  may  be  known  whether  they  carry  con* 
traband  goods  s  and  that  the  quality  as  well  of  the 
faid  fhip  as  of  its  mailer  and  pilot  may  fufficiently  ap- 
pear: unto  which  paflports  and  certificates  entire 
faith  and  credit  ought  to  be  given.  And  to  the  end 
that  their  validity  may  be  the  better  known,  and  that 
they  may  not  be  in  any  wife  faUified  and  counterfeit, 
certain  marks  and  counterfigns  of  his  Majefly  and  the 
faid  States  General  fhall  be  given  unto  them. 

34.  And  in  cafe  any  merchandize  and  commodities 
of  thofe  kinds  which  are  before  declared  to  be  con* 
traband  and  forbidden,  fhall  by  the  means  aforefaid 
be  found  in  the  French  veflcls  and  barques  bound  for 
tiie  ports  of  the  faid  States  enemies ;  they  (hall  be 
unladen,  and  declared  confifcate  before*  the  judges  of 
the  admiralty  of  the  United  Provinces,  or  other 
competent  officers :  but  fo,  that  the  (hip  and  barque, 
or  other  free  and  allowed  goods,  merchandize,  and 
commodities  found  in  the  fame  ftiip,  may  not  for 
that  caufe  be  in  any  manner  feized  or  confifcate. 

35.  It  was  furthermore  agreed  and  covenanted, 
that  whatfoever  Ihall  be  found  laden  by  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjedts  upon  a  Ihip  of  the  enemies  of  the  faid 
States,  although  the  fame  were  not  contraband  goods, 
Ihall  yet  be  confifcate,  with  all  that  fhall  be  found  in 
the  faid  fhip,  without  exception  or  refervation ;  but  on 
the  other  fide  alfo,  all  that  fhall  be  and  fhall  be  found 
in  the  Ihips  belonging  to  the  Moll  Chriflian  King's 
fubjefts,  fhall  be  free  and  difcharged,  although  the 
lading  or  part  thereof  belong  to  the  faid  States  ene- 
mies; except  contraband  goods,  in  regard  whereof 
fuch  rule  fhall  be  obferved  as  hath  been  ordered  in  the 
precedent  articles. 

26.  All  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
United  Provinces  fhall  reciprocally  enjoy  the  fanr^e 
rights,  liberties,  and  exemptions  in  their  trade  and 
commerce,  within  the  ports,  roads,  feas,  and  eflates  of 
his  faid  Majefly  (as  hath  been  newly  faid)  which  his 
^d  Majefly's  fubjedls  fhall  enjoy  in  thofe  of  the  fa^d 

States^ 
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States,  and  in  open  fea ;  it  being  to  be  underftood^ 
diat  the  equality  Ihall  be  mutual  every  way  on  both 
fides  :  And  even-  in  cafe  the  faid  States  fhoiUd  hereaf- 
ter be  in  peace,  amity,  and  neutrality  with  any  Kings, 
Princes,  and  States,  who  ftiould  become  enemies  to 
his  faid  Majefty,  either  of  the  parties  are  mutually  to 
ufe  the  fame  conditions  and  reftridtions  eicpreffed  in 
the  ardcles  of  this  prefcnt  treaty,  which  regard  trade 
and  commerce. 

37,  And  the  more  to  affure  the  fubjedts  of  the  faid 
Statesi  that  no  violence  fhall  be  offered  them  by  the 
iaid  fliips  of  war,  all  the  captains  of  the  King's  fhips, 
and  others  his  Majefty's  fubje(5ts,  fhall  be  charged 
and  enjoined  not  to  moleft  or  endamage  them  in  any 
thing  whatfoever,  upon  pain  of  being  punilhed  and 
made  anlwerable  in  their  perfons  and  goods  for  the 
damages  and  interefts  fuffered,  and  to  be  fuffered,  un- 
til due  reftitution  and  reparation  be  made. 

38.  And  for  this  caufe  the  captains  and  capers  (hall 
from  henceforth  every  one  of  them  be  obliged,  before 
they  go  out,  to  give  good  and  fufficient  fecurity  be- 
fore competent  judges,  in  the  fum  of  fifteen  thou- 
fand  livres  tournois,  to  anfwer  every  one  by  himfelf 
for  the  mifcarriages  they  may  commit  in  their  courfes 
at  fea,  and  for  their  captains  and  officers  violations  of 
this  prefent  treaty,  and  of  the  orders  and  proclama- 
tions of  his  Majefty,  which  fhall  be  publifhed  by  vir- 
tue and  in  conformity  of  the  regulation  therein 
made ;  upon  pain  of  being  cafhiered,  and  forfeiting 
the  faid  commifTions  and  licences:  which  fhall  in 
like  manner  be  pradlifed  by  the  fubjedts  of  the  faid 
States  General. 

.  39.  If  it  fhould  happen  that  any  of  the  faid  French 
captains  fhould  make  prize  of  a  vefTel  laden  with 
contraband  goods,  as  hath  been  faid,  the  faid  cap- 
tains may  not  open  nor  break  up  the  chefls,  mails, 
packs,  bags,  cafk,  and  other  boxes,  or  tranfport,  fell, 
or  exchange,  and  otherwife  alienate  them,  until  they 
have  landed  in  the  prefence  of  the  judges  of  the  ad- 
miralty. 
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miralty,  and  after  an  inventory  hath  by  them  been 
made  of  the  faid  goods  found  in  the  faid  veffek ;  un- 
iefs  the  contraband  goods  making  but  a  part  of  the 
lading,  the  mailer  or  pilot  of  the  Ihip  fhould  be  con-* 
tent  to  deliver  the  faid  contraband  goods  unto  the 
feid  captain,  and  to  purfue  his  voyage:  in  which 
cafe  the  faid  mafter  or  pilot  (hall  by  no  means  be  hin- 
dered from  continuing  his  courfe  and  the  defign  of 
his  voyage. 

40.  His  Majcfty  being  defirous  that  the  fubjefts  of 
the  faid  States  may  be  ufed  in  all  countries  under 
his  obedience  as  favourably  as  his  own  fubjefts,  will 
give  all  neceffary  orders,  that  judgments  and  decrees 
upon  prizes  which  fhall  happen  to  be  taken  at  fea, 
may  be  given  with  all  juftice  and  equity,  by  perfons^ 
not  fufpefted  nor  concerned  in  the  matter  under  de- 
bate :  and  his  Majefty  will  give  precife  and  efFeftual 
orders,  that  all  decrees,  judgments,  and  orders  of  juf- 
tice already  given  and  to  be  given,  may  be  readily 
and  duly  executed  according  to  their  forms. 

4X,  And  when  the  ambafladors  of  the  faid  States 
General,  or  any  other  of  their  public  minifters  refid- 
ing  in  his  Majcfly's  court,  fhall  make  complaint  of 
the  judgments  which  fhall  be  given,  his  Majefty  will 
caufe  a  review  to  be  made  of  the  faid  judgments  in 
his  council,  to  examine  whether  the  order  and  pre- 
cautions contained  in  the  prefent  treaty  have  been  foU 
lowed  and  obferved,  and  to  provide  for  the  fame  ac- 
cording to  reafon;  which  Ihall  be  done  within  the 
fpace  of  three  months  at  the  fartheft :  neverthelefs, 
neither  before  the  firft  judgment,  nor  after  it,  dur- 
ing the  time  of  the  review,  the  goods  and  eflfefts 
which  are  claimed,  may  not  be  fold  or  unladen,  un- 
Ids  it  be  with  confent  of  the  parties  interefted,  to  avoid 
the  fpoiling  of  the  faid  commodities,  if  they  be  pe^* 
rifhable. 

42*  When  procefs  fhall  be  moved  in  the  firft  or  fc- 
xrond  inftance  between  thofe  that  have  taken  the  prizes 
at  fea^  and  the  pcrlbns  interefted  therein,  and  the  faid 

interefted 
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intercfted  perfons  fhall  come  to  obtain  a  favourable 
judgment  or  decree,  the  faid  judgment  or  decree  fhall 
have  its  execution  upon  fccurity  given,  notwithftanding 
the  appeal  of  him  that  took  the  prize ;  but  the  fame 
ihall  not  hold  on  the  contrary.  And  that  which  is 
faid  in  this  prefent,  and  in  the  precedent  articles,  for 
the  caufing  of  good  and  fpeedy  juftice  to  be  done 
\mto  the  fubjefts  of  the  United  Provinces  in  the  mat- 
ter of  prizes  taken  at  fea  by  his  Majefty's  fubjefts, 
(hall  be  underftood  and  praftifed  by  the  States  Ge- 
neral, in  regard  of  prizes  taken  by  their  fubjefts  from 
thofe  of  his  Majefly. 

IV.  It  is  alfo  covenanted,  that  thefe  above-written 
(eparate  ardcles,  and  all  and  every  thing  therein  con- 
tained and  concluded,  ihall  be  confirmed  and  ratified 
by  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  letters  patents 
of  both  parties,  fealed  with  their  great  fcal  in  due  and 
authentic  form,  within  four  weeks  next  enfuing,  or 
(ooner,  if  it  may  be ;  and  mutual  inflruments  fhall 
be  exchanged  at  Breda  within  the  fbrefaid  time  j  and 
the  fame  fhall  be  publifhed,  after  the  delivery  and  ex- 
change diereof,  in  the  ufual  form  and  place.

Articles  touching  Navigation  and  Comnerce^  between 
the  mcfi  Serene  and  Mighty  Prince^  Charles  th^ 
Secondy  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  ^England)  Scot- 
land, France,  and  I  reland.  Defender  of  the  Faithy 
^     l^c.  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  Ge- 
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n^al  of  the  United  Ncthcrlandsj  cwcluded  at  the 
Hague  the  -^  February,  166^. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  blcffing  of  Almighty  God, 
fbr  the  mutual  fafety  of  the  two  parties^  as  well  as  the 
common  good  of  Chriftendom,  a  perpetual  defenfive 
treaty  was  concluded,  and  figned  on  me  23d  day  of 
January  lafl:  paft,  between  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  Charles  the  Second,  and  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lx)rds  the  States  General  of  the  United  Ne- 
therlands, with  ftipulation  of  confiderable  fuccours,  to 
be  mutually  given  by  the  parties,  as  well  by  fea  as 
land :  And  whereas  the  faid  King  and  States  did  on 
the  fame  day,  and  by  another  inftrument,  readily  en- 
ter into  a  folemn  treaty  and  agreement,  for  compoling 
the  affairs  of  their  neighbours,  and  reftoring  peace  to 
Chriftendom  ;  fo  as  nothing  feems  now  remaining  that 
can  at  any  time  hereafter  interrupt  a  friendihip  and  al- 
liance renewed  with  fo  equal  defires,  unlefs  fuch  con- 
troverfies  as  may  otherwife  hereafter  happen  to  arife 
about  deternuning  the  different  forts  and  natures  of 
merchandize,  which  being  left  dubious  and  uncertain^ 
would  give  occafion  to  the  further  growth  of  fuch  dif- 
ferences :  And  therefore,  that  it  may  appear  with  what 
fmcerity  and  good  faith  the  faid  King,  and  the  faid 
States,  defire  to  preferve  and  entertain,  not  only  for 
the  prefent,  but  to  all  pofterity,  the  amity  they  lately 
contradled  between  them,  they  have  at  laft,  for  the 
taking  away  all  grounds,  not  only  of  differences  and 
mifunderftandings,  but  even  of  queftions  and  difputes ; 
and  fo  utterly  to  cut  off  the  hope  and  expectation  of 
thofe,  whoever  riiey  are,  that  may  think  it  their  inte^ 
reft,  by  new  controverfies,  to  endeavour  the  difturbancc 
or  interruption  of  the  faid  peace,  mutually  agreed  on 
thefe  following  articles,  which  arc  to  be  on  both  fides, 
and  for  ever,  obferved  as  the  meafure  and  rule  of  fuch 
maritime  affairs,  and  mutual  fettlement  of  trade^  or 
at  left  fo  long,  till,  by  the  joint  confent  of  both  par- 
ties, commiffioners  be  appointed,  and  do  meet  in  or- 
der to  the  framing  a  more  full  and  ampk  treaty  con- 
cerning 
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tetiilfig  this  rhitttfr,  and  the  lz!m  and  rules  of  com- 
fifierce  afvi  riavigatiori ;  as  by  fardier  experience  Ihall 
be  found  rftoft  acfvafttageous  to  the  common  good  of 
hcf&i  p^rdes. 

L  All  the  fubjeAs  and  inhabitants  of  Great  Britain 
fnay,  with  all  iafety  and  freedom,  fail  and  traffic  in  all 
the  kingdoms^  countries,  and  eftates,  which  are  or  fhall 
be  in  peace>  amky^  or  neutrality  With  Great  Britain, 
without  being  troubled  or  difquieted  in  that  liberty 
by  the  fliip^  of  war^  gallies,  frigates^  barques,  or  other 
veflfels  belonging  to  the  States  GeneraJ,  or  any  of  then: 
(ub)e£ts,  upon  occafion  and  account  of  the  hoftilities 
which  tnsty  hereafter  happdn  between  the  faid  States 
General  and  the  abovefaid  kingdomsi  countries,  and 
eftates,  or  any  of  them,  which  are  or  Ihall  be  in  peace, 
amity,  or  neutrality  with  Great  Britain. 

II.  This  freedom  of  navigation  and  traffic  Ihall 
extend  to  all  forts  of  merchandize,  except  thoie  of 
contraband. 

III.  This  term  of  Contraband  goods  is  underftood 
to  comprehend  ohly  all  forts  of  fire-arms  and  their 
appurtenances;  as  Cannon,  mufquets,  mortar-pieces,  pe- 
tanls,  bombs,  granadoes,  fire-crancek,  pitched  hoops, 
carriages,  refts,  bandeliers,  powder,  match,  falt-petre, 
bullets,  pikes,  Iwords,  morions,  head-pieces,  coats  of 
mail,  haiberts,  javelins,  horfes,  great  faddles,  holders^, 
belts,  and  other  utenfils  of  war,  called  in  French,  Affor- 
tiflemens  fervans  a  Tufaee  de  la  guerre. 

IV.  In  this  quality  of  contraband  goods,  thefe  fol- 
lowing fhall  not  be  coniprehendcd ;  corn,  wheat,  or 
other  grain,  and  pulfe ;  oils,  wines,  fait,  or  generally 
any  things  that  belongs  to  the  nourifhment  and  fufte- 
nancd  or  life,  but  fliall  remain  free  as  othef  mer- 
chandize and  commodities  not  comprehended  in  the 
precedent  article;  and  the  tranfportation  of  them  fhall 
be  permitted  even  unto  places  in  enmity  with  the  faid 
States  General,  Except  fuch  cities  and  pltCe's  as-  ate 
befkjged,  blocked  up,  or  invefled. 
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V.  It  hath  been  agreed,  for  the  due  execution  of 
what  is  abovefaid,  that  the  (hips  and  barques  of  the 
Englifli,  laden  with  merchandize,  being  entered  into 
any  port  of  the  faid  States  General,  and  purpofing  to 
pals  from  thence  unto  the  ports  of  their  enemies,  fhall 
be  only  obliged  to  fliew  unto  the  officers  of  the  pore 
of  the  faid  States,  out  of  which  they  would  go,  their 
paflports,  containing  the  ipecification  of  the  lading  of 
their  ihips,  attefted  and  marked  with  the  ordinary 
feal  of  the  officers  of  the  admiralty  of  thofe  places 
from  whence  they  firft  came,  with  the  place  whither 
they  are  bound,  all  in  the  ufual  and  accuftomed  form : 
after  which  fliewing  of  their  paflports  in  the  form 
afbrefaid,  they  may  not  be  difquieted  nor  fearched, 
detained  nor  retarded  in  their  voyages,  upon  any  pre* 
tence  whatfoever. 

VI.  The  fame  courfe  Ihall  be  ufed  in  regard  of  the 
Engliffi  fliips  and  veJFels  which  (hall  come  into  any 
Toads  of  the  countries  under  the  obedience  of  the  faid 
States,  not  intending  to  enter  into  the  ports,  or  being 
entered  thereinto,  not  to  unlade  and  break  bulkj 
which  (hips  may  not  be  obliged  to  give  account  of 
their  lading,  but  in  cafe  of  fu(picion  that  they  carry 
unto  the  enemies  of  the  faid  States  any  contraband 
jgoods,  as  was  abovefaid. 

VII.  And  in  cafe  of  fuch  apparent  fufpicion,  the 
faid  fubjcfts  of  his  Majefty  (hall  be  obliged  to  (hew 
in  the  ports  their  paflports  in  the  form  above  (pecified. 

VIII.  But  if  they  were  come  within  the  roads,  or 
were  met  in  the  open  fea  by  any  of  the  faid  States 
(hips,  or  private  men  of  war  of  their  fubjefts;  for  avoid- 
ing of  all  diforder,  the  faid  (hips  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, or  of  their  fubjefts,  (hall  not  come  near  within 
cannon-(hot  of  tlie  Engli(h,  but  (hall  fend  out  their 
long-boat,  and  caufe  only  two  or  three  men  to  go  on 
board  the  Englifli  fliips  or  ve(rels,  unto  whom  the 
paflports  and  certificates  of  the  propriety  of  the  (hips 
fhall  be  fhewn  by  the  mafter  or  captain  of  the  Englifli 
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fhip,  in  the  manner  above  fpecified,  according  to  the 
form  of  the  faid  certificates  which  fhall  be  inferted  at 
the  end  of  this  treaty ;  by  which  paflports  and  certifi- 
cates proof  may  be  made  not  only  of  the  lading,  but 
alfo  of  the  place  of  the  abode  and  refidence  of  the 
mafter  or  captain,  and  name  of  the  fhip  itfelf ;  to  the 
end  that  by  thefe  two  ways  it  may  be  known  whether 
they  carry  contraband  goods,  and  that  the  quality  as 
well  of  the  faid  fhip,  as  of  its  mafler  or  captain,  may 
lufficiendy  appear:  unto  which  paflports  and  certifi- 
cates entire  faith  and  credit  fhall  be  given.  And  to 
the  end  that  their  validity  may  be  the  better  known, 
and  that  they  may  not  be  in  any  wife  falfified  and 
counterfeit,  certain  marks  and  counterfigns  of  his  Ma- 
jelly  and  the  faid  States  General  fliall  be  given  unto 
them. 

IX.  And  in  cafe  any  merchandize  and  commodi- 
ties of  thofe  kinds  which  are  before  declared  to  be  con- 
traband and  forbidden,  fhall  by  the  means  aforefaid  be 
found  in  the  Englifh  fhips  and  vefTels,  bound  for  the 
ports  of  the  faid  States  enemies,  they  fhall  be  unla* 
den,  judicially  proceeded  againfl,  and  declared  confif- 
cate  before  the  judges  of  the  admiralty  of  the  United 
Provinces,  or  other  competent  officers :  but  fo  that 
the  fhip  and  vefTel,  or  other  free  and  allowed  goods, 
merchandize,  and  commodities  found  in  the  fame 
fhip,  may  not  for  that  caufc  be  in  any  manner  feized 
or  confifcate.  * 

X.  It  is  furthermore  agreed  and  covenanted,  that 
whatfoever  fhall  be  found  laden  by  his  Majefly's  fub- 
jefts  upon  a  fhip  of  the  enemies  of  the  fliid  States,  al- 
though the  fame  were  not  contraband  goods,  fhall 
yet  be  confifcate,  with  all  that  fhall  be  found  in  the  faid 
fhip,  without  exception  or  refervation:  but  on  the 
other  fide  alfo,  all  that  fhall  be  found  in  the  fhips  be- 
longing to  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjefts,  fhall 
be  free  and  difcharged,  although  the  lading  or  part 
f hereof  belong  to  the  faid  States  enemies  5  except  con- 
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traband  goods,  in  regard  ^hereqf  fuch  rule  |hall  ht 
obferved  as  harfi  been  ordered  in  the  precjcdient  ar- 
ticles. 

XL  All  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
United  Provinces  fhall  reciprocally  enjoy  the  fame 
rights,  liberties,  and  exemptions,  in  ddeir  trade  and 
commerce  upon  the  coails,  and  in  the  ports,  roads^ 
feas,  and  eftates  of  his  faid  Majefty  (as  was  now  faid) 
which  his  faid  Majefty's  fubje£b  fhall  enjoy  in  thofe  of 
^he  faid  States,  and  in  open  fea ;  it  being  to  be  un-r 
derilood,  that  the  equality  (hall  be  mutual  every  way 
pn  bodi  fides,  even  in  cafe  the  faid  States  fhoUld  hereT 
^er  be  in  peace,  amity,  and  neutrality  with  any 
Kings,  Princes,  and  States,  who  ihould  become  ene- 
mies to  his  faid  Majefty ;  fo  that  either  of  the  parties 
are  mutually  to  ule  the  fame  conditions  and  reftric- 
tions  ej^prefTed  in  the  articles  pf  this  prefent  treaty, 
which  regard  trade  and  commerce. 

XII.  And  the  more  to  aflure  the  fubjeds  of  the 
(aid  States,  that  no  violence  ihall  be  o&red  them  by 
the  fhips  of  war  belonging  to  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  or  his  fubjedls,  all  the  captains  of  the  King's 
ihips,  and  all  his  M^efty's  fubjedts  that  fet  out  pri-* 
vate  men  of  war,  ihall  be  charged  and  enjoined  not 
to  mokft  or  endamage  them  in  any  thing  whatfoever^ 
upon  pain  of  being  puniflied  and  made  aniwerable  in 
their  perfons  and  goods  for  all  cofts  and  damagesi 
until  due  reftitutjon  and  reparation  be  made. 

XIII.  And  for  this  caufe  the  captains  and  capers 
Ihall  from  henceforth  every  one  of  theni  be  obliged, 
before  they  go  out,  to  give  good  and  fufficient  fecu-^ 
rity,,  before  competent  judges,  in  the  fum  of  fifteen 
hundred  pounds  fterling,  or  fifteen  thoufand  liyres 
tournois,  that  they  will  give  full  fatisfadion  for  any 
injuries  or  wrongs  they  may  commit  in  their  courfes  at 
fea,  and  for  their  captains  and  officers  that  fhall  vio- 
late this  prefent  treaty,  and  the  orders  and  prpclama- 
pons  of  his  Majefty^  which  fhall  be  publifhed  by  vir- 
tue 
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tuc  and  in  conformity  to  the  regulation  therein  made ; 
upon  pain  of  forfeiting  their  faid  commilTions  and  li* 
cences :  which  Ihall  in  like  manner  be  praftifed  by  the 
fubje6bs  c^the  faid  States  General. 

XlV.lf  itlhould  happen  that  any  of  the  faid  French 
captains  ihould  make  prize  of  a  veflel  laden  with  con- 
traband goods^  as  hath  been  (aid,  the  faid  captains 
may  not  open  nor  break  up  the  chefts,  mails,  packs, 
bags,  cafk,  or  fell,  or  exchange,  or  otherwife  alienate 
them,  until  they  have  landed  them  in  the  prefence  of 
the  judges  or  officers  of  the  admiralty,  and  after  an 
inventory  by  them  made  of  the  faid  goods  found  in 
the  (aid  veflels  ;  unlefs  the  contraband  goods  making 
but  a  part  of  the  lading,  the  mafter  of  the  (hip  (hould 
be  content  to  deliver  the  faid  contraband  goods  unto 
the  (aid  captain,  and  to  purfue  his  voyage :  in  which 
cafe  the  faid  mafter  (haU  by  no  means  be  hindered 
from  continuing  his  courfe  and  the  defign  of  his 
voyage. 

XV.  His  Majcfty  being  defirous  that  the  (ubjedb 
of  the  faid  States  may  be  ufed,  in  all  countries  under 
his  obedience,  as  favourably  as  his  own  fubjefts,  will 
give  all  necclTary  orders,  that  judgments  and  decrees 
upon  prizes  which ftiall  happen  to  Retaken  at  fea,  may 
be  given  with  all  juftice  and  equity,  by  judges  not 
fufpefted  nor  concerned  in  the'  matter  under  debate : 
and  his  Majefty  will  give  precife  and  effeftual  orders, 
that  all  decrees,  judgments,  and  orders  of  juftice,  al- 
ready given  and  to  be  given,  may  be  readily  and  duly 
executed  according  to  the  tenor  of  them. 

XVI.  And  when  the  ambafiadors  of  the  faid  States 
General,  or  any  other  of  their  public  minifters  rcfid- 
ing  in  his  Majefty's  court,  (hall  make  complaint  of 
the  Judgments  which  (hall  be  given,  his  Majefty  will 
cauie  a  review  to  be  made  of  the  faid  judgments  in 
his  council,  to  examine  whether  the  order  and  precau- 
tions contained  in  the  prefent  treaty  have  been  fol- 
lowed and  obferved,  and  to  provide  for  the  fame  ac- 
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cording  to  right  and  equity;  which  (hall-  be  done 
within  the  fpacc  of  three  months  at  the  fartheft:  ne- 
verthelefs,  neither  before  the  firft  judgment,  nor  after 
it,  during  the  tunc  of  the  review,  the  goods  and  efFedts 
which  are  reclaimed  may  not  be  fold  or  unladen, 
unlefs  it  be  with  the  confent  of  the  parties  interefted, 
to  avoid  the  fpoiling  of  the  faid  commodities,  if  they 
be  perifhable. 

XVII .  Whenprocefs  (hall  be  moved  in  the  firft  or 
fecond  inftance  between  thofe  that  have  taken  the 
prizes  at  fea,  and  the  perfons  interefted  therein,  and 
the  faid  interefted  perfons  fliall  come  to  obtain  a  fa- 
vourable judgment  or  decree,  the  faid  judgment  or 
decree  ftiall  have  its  execution  upon  fecurity  given, 
notwithftanding  the  appeal  of  him  diat  took  the  prize ; 
but  the  fame  ftiall  not  hold  on  the  contrary,  where  the 
fentence  goes  againft  the  claimcrs.  And  that  which  is 
faid  in  this  prefent  and  in  the  precedent  articles,  for 
the  caufing  of  good  and  fpeedy  juftice  to  be  done 
unto  the  fubjedts  of  the  United  Provinces  in  the  mat- 
ter of  prizes  taken  at  fea  by  his  Majefty's  fubjefts, 
ftiall  be  underftood  and  pradtiied  by  the  States  General, 
in  regard  of  prizes  taken  by  their  fubjedls  from  thofe 
of  his  Majefty. 

XVIII.  But  fince  the  conveniences  and  inconveni- 
ences of  things  and  agreements  cannot  be  difcovered 
but  in  procedure  of  time,  and  by  obfervations  drawn 
from  mutual  experience,  it  is  therefore  agreed  between 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  faid  Lords  the 
States  of  the  United  Netherlands,  that  at  any  time 
hereafter,  when  both  parties  ftiall  fo  think  it  fitting, 
certain  commiftioners  by  each  party  refpedlively  chofen, 
ftiall  meet  by  the  common  confent  of  both ;  who  ftiall 
make  it  their  care  and  bufinefs  to  fupply  whatever 
ftiall  be  found  wanting  in  the  aforementioned  articles, 
to  change  or  limit  whatever  ftiall  not  be  convenient 
and  commodious  for  both,  and  fully  com.pleat  a  further 
treaty,  both  concerning  thcfe  things  and  all  other  the 
laws  of  navigation. 

XIX.  AU 
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XIX.  All  thefe  agreements,  and  all  and  every  thing 
therein  contained,  ^all  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  Provinces,  by  letters  patents  of 
l?oth  parties,  fealed  with  their  great  feal  in  due  and 
authentic  form,  within  four  weeks  next  enfuing,  or 
Iboner  if  it  may  be,  and  mutual  inftruments  IhaU  be 
exchanged  by  each  party  within  the  time  aforefaid  -

'  Articles  of  Peace  between  the  moji  Serene  md  Mighty 
Prince^  Charles  the  Second^  by  the  Grace  of  God^ 
if^^^^' England,  Scotland,  France,  /?;/^  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  &cc.  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands; concluded  at  Weftminfter  the  -^  Day  of 
February,  i67i. 

L  I T  is  concluded  and  agreed,  that  from  this  day 
there  (hall  be  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace,  union,  and 
friendfhip  betwixt  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
Cttn,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  the  States 
General  of 'the  United  Provinces,  and  betwixt  all  their 
fobjefls,  whether  within  Europe  or  without,  in  all 
regions  and  places  whatfoever. 

II.  That  this  good  union  betwixt  the  abovefaid 
King  and  the  faid  States  General  may  the  fooner  take 
its  efiedt,  it  is  by  them  agreed  and  concluded,  that 
immediately  upon  the  publication  of  this  treaty  of 
peace,  all  aftions  of  hollility  fhall  on  both  fides  be 
immediately  forbid,  and  no  commiflion,  inflruftion, 
or  order,  privately  or  publicly,  direftly  or  indireftly, 
be  on  either  fide  given  or  countenanced,  for  the  infeft- 
ing,  attacking,  fighting,  or  fpoiling  of  each  other,  their 
dominions  or  fubjefts;  but,  on  the  contrary,  all  peace- 
able  and  amicftble  comportments  enjoined  to  the  fub- 
jcfts  of  both  nations. 

III.  But  in  refpeft  the  diftances  of  places  are  fo 
different,  that  the  orders  and  commands  of  the  rcfpec- 
tive  fbvereigns  cannot  at  the  fame  time  reach  all  their 
fubjefts,  it  hath  been  thought  fit  to  appoint  thefe  fol- 
lowing limits  for  the  committing  any  a'fts  of  hoftility 
or  force  upon  each  other  j  viz.  that  after  the  expiration 
of  twelve  days  next  following  the  publication  of  this 
treaty,  no  hoftility  ftiall  be  afted  from  the  Sound- 
ings to  the  Naz  in  Norway  i  nor  after  the  term  of  fi}^ 

weeks. 
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weeks,  betwixt  the  Soundings  and  Tangier;  nor  afbcr 
the  term  of  ten  weeks,  betwixt  the  faid  Tangier  and 
the  Equator,  neithef  in  the  Ocean,  Mediterranean,  or 
elfewhere ;  nor  after  the  term  of  eight  months,  in  any 
part  of  the  world :  and  whatfoever  aftions  of  hoflility 
and  force  (hall  be  committed  after  the  expiration  o{ 
the  aforefaid  terms,  upon  colour  of  whatfoever  former 
commiffion,  letters  of  mart,  or  the  like,  (hall  be 
deemed  as  illegal,  and  the  adtors  obliged  to  make 
reparation  and  fatisfaflion,  and  puniihed  as  violators  of 
the  public  peace. 

IV.  That  the  aforefaid  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  in  due  acknowledgment  on  their  part  of  die 
King  of  Great  Britain's  right  to  have  his  flag  refpcfted 
in  the  feas  hereafter  mentioned,  Ihall  and  do  declare 
and  agree,  that  whatever  ifhips  or  vcflels  belonging  to 
the  faid  United  Provinces,  whether  veflcls  of  war  or 
others,  or  whether  fingle  or  in  fleets,  fliall  meet  in  any, 
of  the  feas  from  Cape  Finifterre  to  the  middle  .point 
of  the  land  Van  Staten  in  Norway,  with  any  Ihips  or 
veflTels  belonging  to  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain^ 
whether  thofe  ihips  be  fingle  or  in  greater  number,  if 
they  carry  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain's  flag  or  jack, 
the  aforefaid  Dutch  veflels  or  fhips  fhall  ftrike  their 
flag  and  lower  their  top-fail,  in  the  fame  manner  and 
with  as  much  relpedl  as  hath  at  any  time,  or  in  any 
place,  been  formerly  praftifed  towards  any  fliips  of  I1& 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain  or  his  predecefibrs,  by  any 
fliips  of  the  States  General  or  their  predeceflTors. 

V.  Whereas  the  colony  of  Surinam,  and  the  articles 
made  upon  the  furrendcr  thereof  1667,  betwixt  Wil- 
liam Biam,  then  governor  thereof  for  his  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  and  Abraham  Quirini,  commander  for 
the  States  General,  have  in  tlji  execution  of  them  ad- 
miniftered  much  occafion  *of  difpute,  and  contributed 
much  to  the  late  mifunderftanding  betwixt  his  Majefty 
and  the  faid  States  General  j  to  remove  all  grounds  of 
future  miftakes,the  faid  States  General  do  by  thefe  pre- 

fents 
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fents  agrde  and  covcoartt  Itith  the  faid  Kii^  of  Grtzt 
Bricain>  that  not  onljr  the  fore-n|m<!d  aftkries  (hall  be 
executed  without  any  manner  of  tcfgivtrlafioti  or  equi- 
♦ocation;  but  that  likewife  it  fhall  be  free  for  his  Ma- 
.jefty  to  depute  one  or  more  perfons  diither,  to  fee  the 
condition  of  his  fubjefts  there,  and  to  adjuft  with  them 
a  time  for  their  departure ;  and  that  it  fhall  be  lawful 
ibr  his  Majefly  to  fend  one,  two,  or  thfee  fhip  at  one 
.  time,  and  thereon  to  embartc  and  cany  away  the  faid 
itibjefts,  dieir  goods,  and  flaves;  and  that  the  th^h 
governor  there  for  the  States  General  fhall  not  make 
w  execute  any  law,  whereby  the  buying  or  felling  of 
land,  paying  of  debts,  or  commutation  of  goods, 
fiiall  be  otherwife  qualified  to  the  Englifh,  than  it  hath 
CM*  fhall  be  to  all  other  inhabitants  of  the  colony  1  but 
d^at  during  their  ftay  they  fhall  enjoy  die  fame  laws 
and  privileges  of  fuing  for  debts,  and  paying  their 
debts,  making  bargains  and  contrafts,  as  hath  beeii 
vfiially  j^fadlifed  amongft  the  other  inhabitants;  and 
that  whenfbcver  his  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  fhall 
defirc  of  the  States  General  fufficient  and  authentic 
letters  to  the  governor  of  the  faid  colony,  to  fuffcr 
the  faid  Edglifh  to  depart,  and  permit  the  coming  of 
the  faid  fhjps,  the  faid  States  General  fhall,  within 
the  fpace  ot  fifteen  days  after  fuch  demand,  deliver 
unto  whomfbever  deputed  by  his  Majefly  of  Great 
Britain  fbr  that  purpofe,  fiill  and  fufficient  letters  and 
kiflru^ons  to  their  governor  there,  for  permitting  the 
arrival  of  the  fhips,  as  well  as  the  embarking  of  fuch 
of  his  Majcfty*s  fubjefts  as  fhall  declare  themfelvca 
willing  toi  go  aWay,  with  their  goods  arid  flaveS,  to  be 
tROii^^orted  whfere  his  "Majefly  mall  direft* 

VL  It  is  agreed'  ind  concluded,  that  whatever 
country,  ifland,  town,  haven,  cattle,  or  fortrefs,  hath 
been  or  fhall^be  taken  by  either  party  from  the  other*, 
fince  the  btginning  of  the  late  unhappy  war,  whether 
in  Europe  or  elfewhere,  and  before  die  expiratiori  of 
ik^  tknes  aboVe  limited  for  hoflility,  fhall  be  reflored 
to  dK  foroier  owner  in  the  fame  condition  it  fhall  be 

in 
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in  at  the  time  of  the  publiihing  this  peace;  after  wtikh 
time  there  fhall  be  no  plundering  of  the  inhabicancs, 
or  denoolifhing  of  the  fortifications^  or  carrying  a.w$f 
die  artillery  and  ammunition  belonging  to  any  fort  or 
caiUe  at  the  time  of  its  having  been  taken. 

VIL  That  the  treaty  of  Breda,  made  in  the  year 
1667,  as  all  other  former  treaties  confirmed  by  the  faid 
treaty,  be  renewed,  and  remain  in  their  full  force  and 
vigour,  fo  far  forth  as  they  contradict  nothing  in  this 
prefent  treaty, 

VIII.  That  the  marine  treaty  made  at  the  Hague 
between  the  two  parties  in  the  year  1668,  be  conti* 
nued  for  nine  months  after  the  publication  of  this  pre-> 
fent  treaty,  unlefs  it  fhall  be  otherwife  agreed  on  by  a 
fubfequent  treaty ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time  the  am*- 
fideration  of  a  new  one  be  referred  to  the  fame  com«- 
mifTioners  to  whom  the  trade  in  the  Eafl  Indies  is  re<- 
fcrrcd  in  the  fubfequent  article. 

But  if  fuch  commifTioners,  within  three  months  aftd' 
their  firfl  meeting,  Ihall  not  agree  upon  a  new  marine 
treaty,  then  that  matter  fhall  alfo  be  referred  to  the 
arbitration  of  the  mofl  Serene  Queen  Regent  of  Spain, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  regulation  of  the  Eafl  India 
trade  is  referred  to  her  Majefty  in  the  faid  article  next 
following. 

IX.  In  refpeft  Aat upon  the  mutual,  free,  and  ua- 
difhirbed  enjoyment  of  trade  and  navigation,  not  only 
the  wealth,  but  the  peace  likewife  of  both  nations  is 
mofl  highly  concerned;  there  ought  nothing  to  be  ib 
much  the  care  of  both  parties  as  a  juft  regulation  of 
trade,  and  particularly  in  the  Eafl  Indies ;  and  yet,  in 
refpeft  that  the  weightinefs  of  the  matter  requireth 
much  time  to  make  firm  and  durable  articles  to  the 
content  and  fecurity  of  the  fubjeft  on  both  fides,  and 
on  the  other  fide,  the  bleeding  condition  of  mofl  part 
of  Europe,  as  well  as  of  the  two  parties  concerned, 
earnefUy  demand  a  fpeedy  conclufion  of  this  treaty,  the 
Kli^  ot  Great  Britain  is  pleafed  to  condefcend  to  the 

5  defu-es 
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.  defircs  of  the  States  General,  to  have  the  confideration 
of  die  lame  referred  to  an  equal  number  of  commif- 
iioners  to  be  nominated  by  each  party,  the  faid  States 
;Gcneral  engaging  themfelves  to  fend  thofe  of  their  no- 
mination to  treat  at  London  with  thofe  to  be  nominated 
by  his  Majefty;  and  this  within  the  fpace  of  three  months 
after  the  publication  of  this  treaty  j  the  number  to  be 
nominated  by  each  to  confift  or  fix  perfons :  and  in 
cafe  that  after  three  months  from  the  time  of  their  firft 
aflembling,  they  Ihall  not  have  the  good  fuccefs  to 
conclude  a  treaty,  the  points  in  difference  betwixt 
them  Ihall  be  referred  to  the  arbitrement  of  the  mod 
Serene  Queen  Regent  of  Spain,  who  Ihall  nominate 
eleven  commiflionersj  and  whatlbever  the  major  part 
of  them  (hall  determine,  as  to  the  remaining  differ- 
ences, fhall  oblige  both  parries;  provided  ifiU,  that 
they  deliver  their  judgment  within  the  (pace  of  fix 
months  fi-om  the  day  of  their  affembling;  which  fliall 
likewife  be  within  the  fpace  of  diree  months  after  the 
feid  mcfl:  Serene  Queen  Regent  of  Spain  hath  accepted 
■of  the  being  umpire. 

X.  That  whereas  the  mofl:  Serene  Queen  Regent  of 
Spain  hath  given  affurance  to  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  that  the  faid  States  General  ftiould,  upon  the 
making  of  the  peace,  pay  unto  his  faid  Majefty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  fum  of  800,000  patacoons, 
the  faid  States  General  do  promife  and  covenants  to 
pay  the  faid  800,000  patacoons  in  this  following  man- 
ner, viz.  a  fourth  part  as  foon  as  the  ratification  of 
this  treaty  fliall  be  mutually  exhibited,  and  the  reft  the 
three  enfuing  years,  by  equal  portions. 

XL  The  aforefaid  moft  Serene  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  faid  High  and  Mighty  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  fliall  obferve  fincerely,  and 
bond  fide y  all  and  fingular  the  matters  agreed  and  con- 
cluded in  this  prefent  treaty,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be 
obferved  by  their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants j  nor  fliall 
they  dircftly  or  indireftly  violate  any  of  them,  orfufFer 

them 
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diem  to  be  violated  by  their  fubjefts  or  inhabitants : 
and  they  fhall  ratify  and  confirm  all  and  every  thing 
as  before  agreed,  by  letters  patent  fubfcribed  with  their 
hands,  and  fealed  with  their  great  feals,  conceived  and 
writtm  in  fufficient,  valid,  and  efFeftual  form;  and 
fliall  aeliverj  or  Caufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered  red- 
procally^  within  four  weeks  after  the  date  of  thefe 
prefents  (or  fooner  if  it  may  be)  bondfide^  really^  and 
with  efFeft. 

XII.  Laftly,  as  foon  as  the  faid  ratifications  fhall 
have  been  duly  and  niutually  exhibited  and  exchanged, 
the  peace  fhall  be  proclaimed  at  the  Hague  within 
four  and  twenty  hours  after  the  delivery  and  exchange 
Aere  made  of  the  faid  ratifications.

'  I.  THAT  it  fnall  and  may  be  lawful  for  aljjuid 
every  the  fubjefts  of  the  mofl  Serene  and  Mighty 
Prince,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  aforefaid,  widi  all 
freedom  and  fafety  to  fail,  trade,  and  exercife  any  man- 
ner of  traffic  in  all  thofe  kingdoms,  countries,  and 
^flates,  which  are,  oi>  at  any  time  hereafter  fhall  be. 
ki  peace,  amity^  or  neutrality  with  his  faid  Maj^y ; 
<    V4>L.  I.  N  fo 
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fo  that  they  fhall  not  be  any  ways  hindered  or  mo-- 
kfted  in  their  navigation  or  trade,  by  the  military  forces, 
nor  by  the  (hips  of  war,  or  any  other  kind  ot  veflfeb 
whatfoever,  belonging  either  to  the  High  and  Mightjr 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  or  to  their 
fobjcfts,  upon  occafion  or  pretence  of  any  hoftility  or 
difference  which  now  is,  or  fhall  hereafter  happen  be- 
tween the  faid  Lords  the  States  General,  and  any 
princes  or  people  whatfoever  in  peace,  amity,  or  neu--

thofe  only  excepted  which  follow  in  the  next  article, 
and  are  comprehended  under  the  name  of  Contraband. 

in.  Under  this  name  of  Contraband  or  prohibit?ed 
merchandizes  fhall  be  comprehended  only  arms,  pieces^ 
of  ordnance^  with  all  implements  belonging  to  them^* 
fire-bails,  powder,  match,  bulkts,  pikes,  fwords,  lances^ 
%tears,  halberds,  guns,  mortar-pieces^  petards,  gratia- 

4oes^ 
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does,  mufquet-refts,  bandeliers,  falt-petre,  mufquets, 
mulquet-lhot,  helmets,  corflets,  breaft-plates,  coats  of 
mail,  and  the  like  kind  of  armature,  foldiers,  horfes, 
and  all  things  neceffary  for  the  furniture  of  horfes,  hol- 
ftcrs,  belts,  and  all  other  warlike  inftruments  what- 
ibcvcr. 

IV. .  Thefe  merchandizes  following  fhall  not  be  rec- 
koned among  prohibited  goods,  viz.  all  kind  of  cloth; 
and  all  other  manufaftures  woven  of  any  kind  of  wool, 
flax,  lilk,  cotton,  or  any  other  material;  all  forts  of 
clothing  and  veftments,  together  with  the  materials 
whereof  they  ufe  to  be  made;  gold  and  filver,  as  well 
coined  as  not  coined;  tin,  iron,  lead,  copper,  and 
coals ;  as  alfo  wheat,  barley,  and  all  other  kind  of  corn 
or  pulfe ;  tobacco,  and  all  kind  of  fpices,  faked  and 
finoked  flefh,  falted  and  dried  fifti,  butter  and  cheefe, 
beer,  oils,  wines,  fugars,  and  all  fort  of  fait;  and  in 
general,  all  provifion  which  ferves  for  the  nourilhment 
and  fuftenance  of  life  5  liliewife  all  kind  of  cotton^ 
hemp,  flax,  and  pitch;  and  ropes,  fails,  and  anchors ^ 
alfo  mafls  and  planks,  boards  and  beams  of  what  fort 
of  wood  foever,  and  all  other  materials  requifite  for 
the  building  or  repairing  rtiips,  but  they  fliall  be  wholly 
reputed  amongft  free  goods,  even  as  all  other  wares 
and  commodities  which  are  not  comprehended  in  the 
next  precedent  article;  fo  that  the  fame  may  be  freely 
tranfported  and  carried  by  the  fubjcfts  of  his  faid 
Majefly,  even  unto  places  in  enmity  with  the  faid 
States,  as  alfo  on  the  other  fide,  by  the  fubjec5ts  of 
the  faid  States,  to  places  under  the  obedience  of  the 
enemies  of  his  faid  Majefty;  except  only  towns  or 
places  befieged,  environed,  or  in  veiled,  in  French, 
Blocquees  ou  invefbes. 

V.  And  that  all  manner  of  differences  and  conten- 
tions on  both  fides,  by  fea  and  land,  may  from  hence- 
forth ceafe  and  be  utterly  extinguifhed,  it  is  agreed, 
that  all  kind  of  fhips  and  vefTels  whatfoever,  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjeds  of  his  faid  Majefly,  entering  or 
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being  entered  into  any  road  or  port  under  the  obedience 
of  the  Lords  the  States,  and  purpofing  to  pais  from 
whence,  fhall  be  only  obliged  to  fhew  unto  the  officers 
afting  in  the  ports  of  the  faid  States,  or  to  the  captains 
of  the  States  Ihips,  or  of  private  men  of  war  (if  any 
happen  there  to  be)  their  paflport,  commonly  called 
a  fea-brief  (the  form  whereof  is  added  at  the  end  of 
thefe  articles)  nor  fhall  any  money,  or  any  thing  elfe 
be  exafted  from  them  under  that  pretence;  but  if  any 
fliip  belonging  to  die  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain  fhall,  in  the  open  fea,  or  elfewhere,  out  of 
the  dominions  of  the  faid  States,  meet  the  fhips  of 
waf  of  the  faid  Lords  the  States,  or  private  men  of 
waf  of  their  fubjefts,  the  faid  fhips  of^the  Lords  the  , 
States,  or  of  their  fubjefts,  fhall  keep  at  a  conveni- 
ent diftance,  and  only  lend  cut  their  boat,  and  it  fhall 
be  lawful  for  them  only  with  two  or  three  men,  to  go

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hereunder  prefcribcd,  wherewidi  fhe  is  to  be  fumifliedj 
but  alfo  her  cocquets,  exprefling  the  contents  of  the 
goods  on  board,  given  in  the  ulual  form,  by  the  offi- 
cers of  the  cuftoms  in  the  port  from  whence  Ihe  came, 
wl^ereby  it  may  be  Icnown  whether  fhe  is  laden  with

VII.  But  if  by  the  (hewing  the  abovefaid  cocquets 
exprefling  the  contents  of  the  goods  on  board,  given 
in  the  ufual  form  by  the  officers  of  the  ^uftoms  in  the 
port  from  whence  fhe  came  (concemijig  the  fhewing 
whereof  it  is  above  agreed)  either  party  fhali  difcover 
any  kind  of  merchandizes  which  in  the  third  article  of 
this  treaty  are  declared  to  be  contraband  or  prohibited^ 
configned  to  any  port  under  the  obedience  of  their 
enemies,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  open  the  hatches  of 
fuch  (hip  in  which  the  fame  fhall  happen  to  be  founds 
whether  fhe  belongs  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefly,  or 
of  the  Lords  the  States,  nor  to  unlock  or  break  open 
the  chefb,  mails,  packs,  or  cafks  in  the  fame,  nor  to 
convey  away  any  the  leafl  part  of  the  merchandizes, 
before  the  whole  be  firfl  landed  in  the  prefence  of  the 
officers  of  the  admiralty,  and  inventoried;  neidier 
/hall  it  be  any  ways  lawful  to  fell,  exchange,  or  otherr 
wife  to  alienate  the  fame,  until  fuch  prohibited  good$ 
are  rightly  and  lawfully  proceeded  againft,  and  that  the 
judges  of  the  admiralty  have  by  their  refpedlive  fen- 
tences  confifcated  the  fame:  provided  always,  that  a§ 
well  xhe  fliip  itfcl^  as  the  refl  of  the  commodities 
'  found  in  the  fame,  which  by  this  treaty  are  to  be  re- 
puted free,  fhall  not,  upon  pretence  of  their  being  in^ 
fefted  by  ibch  prohibited  goods,  be  detained,  much 
lefs* confifcated  for  lawful  prize;  but  if  not  the  whole, 
but  a  part  only  of  the  lading  confifts  of  contraband  or 
prohibited  commodiries,  and  that  the  mafler  of  the  fhip 
ihall  be  willing  and  ready  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor 
who  feized  the  fame,  in  that  cafe  the  captor  fliall  not 
compel  the  fhip  to  go  out  of  her  courfe,  to  any  pore 
Ue  tliinks  fit,  but  fhali  forthwith  difmifs  her,  an4  upon

no  account  hinder  her  fronn  freely  profccudng  her  de- 
figned  voyage. 

VIII.  It  is  further  a^eed,  that  whatfoever  fliall  be 
fcund  laden  by  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  upon  any  (hip 
whatfoever  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the  Lords  the 
States,  although  the  fame  be  not  of  the  quality  of  con- 
traband goods,  may  be  confifcated;  but  on  the  con- 
trary, all  that  which  (haU  be  found  in  the  Ihips  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty  fhall  be  accounted 
clear  and  free,  although  the  whole  lading,  or  any  part 
thereof  by  juft  tide  of  propriety,  fhall  belong  to  the 
enennies  of  the  Lords  the  States  5  except  always  con^ 
traband  goods,  which  being  intercepted,  all  things 
ihaU  be  done  according  to  the  meaning  and  diredtion 
of  the  precedent  articles  5  and  by  the  fame  rcafon^ 
whatfoever  fhall  be  laden  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  Lords 
the  States,  in  any  fhip  whatfoever  belonging  to  the 
enemies  of  his  Majefty,  although  the  fame  be  not  of 
the  quality  of  contraband  goods,  may  be  confifcated; 
but  on  the  other  fide,  all  that  which  fhall  be  found  in 
the  fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  Lords  the 
States,  fhall  be  accounted  clear  and  free,  although  the 
whole  lading,  or  any  part  thereof^  by  juft  tide  of 
propriety,  fhall  belong  to  the  enemies  of  his  Majefly; 
except  always  contraband  goods,  which  being  inter- 
cepted, all  things  fhall  be  done  according  to  the  mean- 
ing and  direftion  of  the  precedent  articles.  And  left 
any  damage  fhould  by  furprizc  be  done  to  the  one 
party  who  is  in  peace,  when  the  other  party  fliall  hap- 
pen to  be  engaged  in  war,  it  is  provided  and  agreed, 
that  a  fhip  belortging  to  the  enemies  of  the  one  party, 
and  laden  with  goods  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  party, 
(hall  not  infeft  or  render  die  faid  goods  liable  to  con- 
fifcation,  in  cafe  they  were  laden  before  the  expiration 
of  the  terms  and  times  hereafter  mentioned,  after  the 
declaration  or  publication  of  any  fuch  war  j  viz.  if  the 
goods  were  laden  in  any  port  or  place  between  the 
places  or  limits  called  the  Soundings,  and  the  Naz  in 
Pf  orway,  within  the  fpacc  of  fix  weeks  after  fuch  de* 
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flaradoni  of  two  months,  between  the  f^id  pUcc  the 
Soundings,  and  the  city  of  Tangier ;  and  of  ten  weeks, 
in  the  Mediterranean  Sea;  or  within  the  fpace  of 
Oght  months  in  any  other  country  or  place  of  the 
"worlds  fo  that  it  (hall  not  be  lawful  to  confifcate  the 
goods  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty,  taken  or  fei^ed  in 
any  fjiip  or  veffel  whatfoever  of  any  enemy  of  the  Lord& 
die  States,  upon  that  pretence,  but  the  fame  (hall  be 
without  delay  reftored  to  the  proprietors,  unlefs  they 
were  laden  after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  terms  of 
tone  refpeftivelyj  but  fo  that  it  may  not  be  lawflil 
for  them  afterwards  to  carry  to  enemies  ports  the 
faid  merchandizes  which  are  called  contraband,  and 
for  the  reafon  aforefaid  Ihall  not  be  liable  to  confifca- 
tion;  neither,  on  the  other  fide,  fhall  it  be  lawful  to 
confifcate  the  goods  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  Lords  the 
States,  taken  or  feized  in  any  fhip  or  veffel  whatfoever 
of  an  enemy  of  his  Majefly,  upon  that  pretence ;  but 
the  fame  ihall  be  forthwith  reftored  to  the  proprietors 
thereof,  unlefs  they  were  laden  after  the  expiration  of 
the  faid  terms  of  time  relpedlivelyi  but  fo,  that  it  may 
not  be  lawftil  for  them  afterwards  to  carry  to  enemies 
ports  the  faid  merchandizes  which  are  called  contra- 
band, and  for  the  reafon  aforefaid  ihall  not  be  liable  to 
confifcation. 

IX.  And  the  more  to  affure  the  fubjefts  of  his  Ma-r 
jeily  and  of  thjc  faid  States,  that  no  injury  ihall  be  of- 
fered to  them  by  the  ihips  of  war  or  private  men  of 
war  of  either  fide,  all  the  captains  of  the  ihips,  as 
well  of  his  Majefty  as  of  the  faid  States,  and  all  their 
fubjefts  who  ihall  fet  out  private  men  of  war,  and 
likewife  their  privileged  companies,  (hall  be  enjoined 
not  to  do  any  injury  or  damage  whatfoever  to  the  other; 
which  if  they  do,  they  ihall  be  punifhed,  and  more- 
over be  liable  to  fatisfy  all  coib  and  damages,  by  re- 
ftitution  and  reparation,  upon  pain  and  obligation  of 
perfon  and  goods. 
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*  X.  For  this  caufe,  all  the  commanders  of  private 
men  of  war  fhall  from  henceforth  be  obliged,  before 
they  receive  their  commiflions,  to  enter,  before  a  com- 
petent judge,  good  and  fufficient  fecurity,  by  able  and 
relponfible  men,  who  have  no  part  or  intereft  in  fuch 
Ihip,  in  the  fum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  fterling,  or 
fixteen  thoufand  five  hundred  gilders;  and  when  they 
have  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  then  in  the  fum 
of  three  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  or  three  and  thirty 
thoufand  gilders,  that  they  will  give  ftill  fatisfaftion' 
for  any  damages  or  injuries  whatfoever,  which  they 
or  their  officers,  or  others  in  their  fervice,  ftiall  com- 
mit in  their  courfes  at  fea,  contrary  to  this  prefcnt 
treaty,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  between  his  Majefty 
and  the  faid  States;  and  upon  pain  of  revocation  and 
annulling  their  faid  commiffions,  in  which  it  ftiall  be 
always  inferted,  that  they  have  given  fuch  fecurity  as 
abovefaid ;  and  likewife  it  is  agreed,  that  the  fliip  itlelf 
fliall  be  alio  liable  to  make  fatisfadtion  for  injuries  and 
damages  done  by  her. 

XI.  His  Majefty  and  the  faid  States^  being  defirous 
that  the  fubje6b  of  each  other  may  be  mutually  treated, 
in  all  countries  under  their  obedience  relpeftively,  witli  • 
the  like  kindnefs  as  their  own  fubjefts,  will  give  all 
neceflary  and  effeftual  orders,  the  judgments  upon 
prizes  taken  be' given  according  to  the  rule  of  juftice 
and  equity,  by  judges  beyond  all  fufpicion,  and  not 
any  way  concerned  in  the  caufe  under  debate;  and  his 
Majefty  and  the  faid  States  will  likewife  give  ftridt 
orders  that  all  fentences  already  given,  and  which  fliall 
be  hereafter  given,  he  (according  to  the  tenor  thereof) 
duly  put  in  execution,  and  obtain  their  cffeft. 

XII.  And  whenfoever  the  ambafladors  of  the  faid 
Lords  the  States,  or  any  other  their  public  minifters 
rcfidenc  at  the  court  of  his  moft  Serene  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  fliall  complain  of  the  unjuftnefs  of  fen- 
tences which  have  been  given,  his  Majefty  will  caufe 
tl)e  fanie  to  be  reviewed  and  examined  in  his  council, 

that 
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diat  it  juay  appear  whether  the  orders  and  precautions 
prefcribed  in  diis  treaty  have  been  obferved,  and  have 
had  their  due  cfFeft,  and  will  alfo  take  care  that  the 
iame  be  fully  provided  for,  and  that  right  be  done  ta 
the  party  complaining,  within  the  fpace  of  three 
months ;  and  likewife,  when  the  ambaffadors  or  other 
public  minifters  of  his  Majefly,  -  refident  with  the 
States  General,  (hall  complain  of  the  unjuftnds  of  fen- 
tences,  the  faid  States  will  ca«fe  a  review  and  exami- 
nation thereof  to  be  made  in  the  affembly  of  the  States 
General,  that  it  may  appear  whether  the  orders  and 
precautions  prefcribed  in  this  treaty  have  been  ob- 
ferved, and  have  had  their  due  effeft,  and  they  will 
likewife  take  care  that  the  fame  be  fully  provided  for, 
and  that  right  be  done  to  the  party  complaining  within 
the  fpace  of  three  months :  neverthelefe,  it  fhall  not 
any  ways  be  lawful  to  fell  or  unlade  the  goods  in  con- 
troverfy,  either  before  the  fentence  given,  or  a^fer  it, 
during  the  review  thereof,  on  eidier  fide,  unlefs  it  be 
with  the  confent  of  the  parties  interefted. 

XIII.  A  fuit  being  commenced  between  the  takers 
of  prizes  on  the  one  part,  and  the  claimers  thereof  on 

'  the  other,  and  a  fentence  or  decree  being  given  for  the 
party  reclaiming,  the  faid  fentence  or  decree  (upon 
fecurity  given)  fhall  be  put  in  execution,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  appeal  made  by  him  that  took  the  prize,  which 
(hall  not  be  obferved,  in  cafe  die  fentence  fhall  be  given 
againft  the  claimers. 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  .maflers  of  merchants  fhips, 
jmd  likewife  the  mariners  and  pafTengers,  do  fome- 
time  fuffer  many  cruelties  and  barbarous  ufages,  when 
they  are  brought  under  the  power  of  fhips  which  tal:e 
prizes  in  time  of  war,  the  takers  in  an  inhuman  manner 
tormenting  them,  thereby  to  extort  from  them  fuch 
confefllons  as  they  would  have  to  be  made;  it  is  agreed, 
that  both  his  Majefly,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General, 
ihall,  by  the  feverefl  proclamations  or  placarts,  forbid 
all  fuch  hcinojjs  and  inhuman  offences,  and  as  many  as

diey  fhall  by  lawful  proo&  find  guilty  of  fuch  a6i;s>  they 
fhall  take  care  that  they  be  punifhed  with  due  and  juft 
punifhments,  and  which  may  be  a  terror  to  others ; 
and  Ihall  command  that  all  the  captains  and  officers 
of  Ihips,  who  fliall  be  proved  to  have  conunitted  fuch 
heinous  practices,  either  themfelves^  or  by  inftigating 
others  to  aft  the  fame,  or  by  conniving  while  they 
were  done,  fhall  (befides  other  punifhments  to  be 
inflifted  proportionably  m  their  offences)  be  forthwith 
deprived  of^  their  offices  refpeftivelyj  and  every  fhip 
brought  up  as  prize,  whofe  mariners  or  paffengcrs  fhall 
have  fufFcred  any  torture,  fhall  forthwith  be  difmifTed 
and  freed,  with  all  her  lading,  from  all  further  exami-? 
nation  and  proceedings  againft  her,  as  well  judicial  as 
otherwife. 

XV.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  like  feverity  of  pu- 
nifhments  (hall  be  infliftcd  upon  thofe  who,  contrary 
t6  the  meaning  of  the  one  and  twentieth  article  of  die 
treaty  of  peace  concluded  at  Breda,  (hall  take  com- 
mi(rions  from  enemies,  to  feize  the  (hips  of  either  ally 
(or  party)  contrary  to  what  is  provided  in  the  faid 
ardcle. 

XVI.  Laftly,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  this 
prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  fingular  the  things  therein 
contained,  (hall  be  with  all  convenient  (peed  on  both 
fides  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  that  the  ratifications 
thereof  (hall  be,  within  two  months  frorn  the  date 
hereof,  righdy  and  reciprocally  exchanged  between 
both  parties;  and  alfo  that  the  (aid  treaty  fhall,  within 
one  month  after  fuch  exchanging  of  the  ratificadons, 
be  delivered  in  due  and  authentic  form  to  the  gover- 
nors of  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  and  Africa  companies, 
and  to  the  direftors  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  and  Weft  India 
companies,  and  (hall  with  the  firft  conveniency  be  alfo 
fent  by  his  faid  Majefty,  and  by  the  faid  Lords  the 
States,  to  their  re(peftive  governors  and  commanders 
in  chief  of  their  colonies  and  plantations  in  every  part 
of  the  world  out  of  Europe,  to  the  end  that  it  may 
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be  by  them,  and  all  others  within  their  doniinions  aiid 
under  their  power,  punftually  obfervcd  and  fv^filkd,

Explanatory  Declaration  upon  certain  Articles  of  the 
Marine  Treaties^  concluded  between  his  Majefty  and 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces^  Fe- 
bruary 17,  i66y>^»^  December  i,  1674. 

WHEREAS  fome  difficulty  hath  arifen  concern- 
ing  the  interpretation  of  certain  articles,  as  well  in 
the  treaty  marine  which  was  concluded  the  firft  day. 
of  December,  1674,  as  in  that  which  was  concluded 
the  17th  of  February,  i66y,  between  his  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain  on  the  one  part,  and  the  States  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries  on 
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the  other,  relating  to  the  liberty  of  their  rcfpedHve 
fut^e&s  to  trade  unto  the  ports  of  each  other's  ene- 
mies; We  Sir  William  Temple,  Baronet,  Ambaflador 
Extraordinary  from  his  faid  Majefly  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, in  the  name  and  on  the  part  of  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty ;  and  We  William  Van  Heuckelom,  Daniel  Van 
Wyngaerden,  Lord  of  Werckendam,  Gafpar  Fagel, 
Counfellor  and  Penfioner  of  Holland  and  Weft  Frief- 
land,  John  de  MaiiregnaultJ  John  Baron  of  Reede 
and  Renfwoude,  William  de  Haren,  Gretman  of  the 
Bilt,  Henry  Ter  Borgh,  and  Luke  Alting,  Deputies 
in  die  Affembly  of  the  faid  States  General  for  the 
States  of  Guelderland,  Holland,  Zealand,  Utrecht, 
priefland,  OverifTcll,-  Groningen,  and  the  Omlands,  in 
the  name  and  on  the  part  of  the  faid  States  Gene- 
ral, have  declared,  as  we  do  by  thefe  prelents  declare, 
that  the  true  meaning  and  intention  of  the  faid  arti- 
cles is  and  ought  to  be,  Atat  fhips  and  veflels  be- 
longing to  the  fubjefts  of  either  of  the  parties,  can 
and  might,  from  the  time  that  the  faid  articles  were 
concluded,  not  only  pafs,  traffic,  and  trade  from  a 
neutral  port  or  place  to  a  place  in  enmity  with  the 
other  party,  or  from  a  place  in  enmity  to  a  neutral 
place,  but  alfo  from  a  port  or  place  in  enmity,  to  a 
port  or  place  in  enmity  with  the  other  party,  whether 
die  faid  places  belong  to  one  and  the  fame  Prince  or 
State,  or  to  feveral  Princes  or  States,  with  whom  the 
^her  party  is  in  war.  And  we  declare,  that,  this  is 
the  true  and  genuine  fcnfe  and  meaning  of  the  faid  ar- 
ticles ;  purfuant  whereunto  we  underftand  that  the 
laid  articles  are  to  be  obferved  and  executed  on  all  oc- 
cafions,  on  the  part  of  his  faid  Majefty  and  die  faid 
States  General,  and  their  relpeftive  llibjefts ;  yet  fo, 
that  this  declaration  fliall  not  be  alledged  by  either 
party  for  matters  which  happened  before  the  conclu- 
non  of  the  late  peace  in  the  month  of  February,  167^.

The  Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendjhip  between 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  their 
High  Mightinejfes  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries. 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  holy  and  undivided  Trinity, 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft.     So  be  it, 

BE  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  (hall  or  may  in 
any  manner  concern.  The  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  and  Lord  George  the  Third,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Ireland,  Duke  of  Brunlwic  and  Lunenbourg,  Arch- 
Treafurer  and  Eleftor  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  &c. 
and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries,  having 
laid  the  foundation  of  peace  by  the  preliminary  arti- 
cles figned  at  Paris  the  fecond  of  September  laft;  and 
his  faid  Majefty  and  the  faid  States  General  being  d^- 
lirous  to  complete  fo  great  and  falutary  a  work,  nave 
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Hamcd  and  authorifcd,  to  wir^  on  the  part  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  Daniel  Hailes>  Elq;  his  faid  M^ef- 
ty's  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  mbft  Chriftian 
Majefty ;  and  on  the  part  of  their  High  Mightineffes 
the  faid  States  General^  the  moft  Noble  and  moft  Ex-- 
cellent  Lords  Mathew  Leftevenon,  Lord  of  Berken- 
roode  and  Stiyen,  Deputy  to  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries  from  the 
province  of  Holland,  and  their  Ambaflador  in  Ordi- 
nary to  his  Majefty  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and 
Gerard  Brantfcn,  Burgomaftfcr  and  Senator  of  the 
city  of  Arnheim,  Counfellor  and  Grand  Mafter  of 
the  Mint  of  the  Republic,  Deputy  to  the  States  Gene- 
ral of  tlie  United  Provinces,  and  their  Ambaflador 
Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  to  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefty :  who,  after  having  duly  communicated 
to  each  other  their  full  powers  in  good  form,  have 
agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

L  There  Ihall  be  a,  chriftian,  univerfal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  fincere 
and  conftarit  friendftiip  ftiall  be  re-eftablifhed,  between 
his  Britannic  :Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  king- 
doms, dominions,  and  fubjefts,  and  their  High  Migh- 
tinefles  the  faid  States  General,  and  their  dominions 
and  fubjefts>  of  what  quality  or  condition  foever  diey. 
be,  without  exception  either^of  places  or  perfons ;  fo  that 
the  high  contrafting  pardes  {hall  give  the  greateft  atten- 
tion to  the  maintaining  between  diemfelves,  and  their, 
fiid  dominions  and  fubjefts,  this  reciprocal  friendftiip 
and  intercourfe,  without  permitting  hereafter^  on  either 
part,  any  kind  of  hoftiliries  to  be  committed,  either 
by  fea  or  by  land,  for  any  caufe  or  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever:  and  they  ftiall  carefully  avoid,  for  the 
future,  every  thing  wliich  might  prejudice  the  union 
happily  re-eftabliflied,  endeavouring,  on  the  contrary, 
to  procure  reciprocally  for  each  other,  on  every  pc- 
cafion,  whatever  "it)ay  contribute  to  their  mutual  glory^ 
ipterefts,  and  advantage,  without  giving  any  afflftance 
or  protcftion,  dircftiy  or  indircftly,  to  thofe  who  would 

do 
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do  any  injury  to  either  of  the  hi^  contrafting  par- 
ties. There  Ihall  be  a  general  oblivion  of  every  thing 
which  may  have  been  done  or  committed,  before  or 
fince  the-  commencement  of  the  war  which  is  juft 
ended. 

II.  With  refpeft  to  the  honours  of  the  flag,  and  the 
falute  at  fea,  by  the  (hips  of  the  Republic  towards 
thofe  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  fame  cuftom  ftiall 
be  re{pe<5tively  followed,  as  was  praftifed  before  the 
commencement  of  the  war  which  is  juft  concluded. 

III.  All  the  prifoners  taken  on  either  fide,  as  well 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  the  hoftages  carried  away  or 
given  during  the  war,  and  who  have  not  yet  been  re- 
ftored,  conformably  to  the  preliminary  treaty,  fhall  be 
reftored  as  foon  as  poflible,  without  ranfom;  each 
Power  refpeftivcly  difcharging  the  advances  which 
Ihall  have  been  made,  for  the  fubfiftence  and  mainte- 
nance of  their  prifoners,  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  coun- 
try where  they  fhall  have  been  detained,  accorcUng  to 
the  receipts,  attelled-  accounts,  a^d  other  authentic 
vouchers,  which  fhall  be  flirnifhed  on  each  fide  :  and 
fureties  (hall  be  reciprocally  given  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  which  the  prifoners  nnay  have  contracted  in 
the  countries  where  they  may  have  been  detained  un- 
til their  entire  releafe.  And  all  fhips,  as  well  men  of 
war  as  merchant-fhips,  which  may  have  been  taken 
fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms  agreed  upon  for  the 
cefTation  of  hoflilities  by  fea,  fhall  likewife  be  reftored, 
bond  fidcy  with  all  their  crews  and  cargoes :  and  the 
execution  of  this  article  fhall  be  proceeded  upon  im- 
mediately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty. 

IV.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces 
cede  and  guaranty,  in  full  right,  to  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty, the  town  of  Negapatnam,  with  the  dependen- 
cies thereof;  but  in  confideration  of  the  importance 
which  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  an- 
nex to  the  pofTeffion  of  the  aforelaid  town,  the  King

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of  Great  Britain^  as  a  proof  of  his  good-wiQ  towards 
the  faid  States^  promifes^  notwithftanding  this  cefTion, 
to  receive  and  treat  with  them  for  the  reftitution  of  the 
faid  tQwn^  in  cafe  the  Lords  the  States  ihould  hereaf- 
ter have  an  equivalent  to  offer  him. 

V,  The  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  rcftorc  to  the 
States  General  of  the*  United  Provinces,  Trinquemale, 
as  alfo  aU  the  other  towns,  forts,  harbours,  and  fettle- 
ments,  which,  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  have  been 
conquered,  in  any  part  of  the  world  whatever,  by  the 
arms  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  by  thofe  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  Eaft  India  Company,  and  of  which  he  fhould  be 
in  pofleflion  -,  the  whole  in  the  condition  in  which  they 
Ihail  be  found. 

VI.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
promife  and  engage  not  to  pbftruft  the  navigation  of 
the  Britifh  fubje£ts  in  the  Eaftem  feas. 

VIL  Whereas  differences  have  arifcn  between  the 
Englifh  African  Company,  and  the  Dutch  Weft  Indi^ 
Company,  relative  to  the  navigation,  on  the  coafts  of 
Africa,  as  alfo  on  the  fubjeft  of  pape  ApoUonia  i  for 
preventing  all  caufe  of  complaint  between  the  fubjefts 
of  the  two  nations  on  thofe  coafts,  it  is  agreed  thkt 
commiflaries  ftikll  be  named)  on  each  fide,  to  make 
fuitable  arrangements  on  thefe  points. 

VIII.  All  the  countries  and  territories  which  may 
have  been,  or  which  may  be  conquered,  in  any  part 
of  the  world  whatfoever,  by  the  arms  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  as  well  as  by  thofe  of  the  States  General, 
whu:h  are  not  included  in  the  prefcnt  treaty,  neither 
under  the  head  of  Ceflions,  nor  under  the  head  of  Ref- 
titutions,  fhall  be  reftored  without  difficulty,  and  with- 
out requiring  any  compenfation. 

IX.  Whereas  by  tlie  ninth  article  of  the  preliminary 
^eaty,  a  period  was  ftipulated  and  appointed,  by  the 
high  contracting  parties,  for  the  reftitutions  and  eva- 
cuations to  be  made^  on  each  fide^  of  the  towns,  for^ 
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trcfles,  and  territories  which  might  have  been  con- 
au^red  by  th^ir  refpe6live  arms,  and  of  which  they 
fAould  be  in  pofleffion,  excepting  iueh  as  had  been 
ceded ;  and  whereas  the  term  Ipecified  in  the  aforefaid 
ninth  ^cle  is  already  expired,  the  high  contra^ng 
parties  engage  reciprocally  and  bond  fide^  to  oWerve 
the  faid  ftijpulations,  and  in  cafe,  by  any  accident '  or 
otherwife,  the  ceffions  and  reftiturions  therein  com- 
prifcd  ihould  not  have  taken  place,  to  expedite  im- 
mediately the  neceflary  orders,  to  the  end  that  there 
may  be  no  further  delay  in  the  accompliibment  pf 
the  faid  ftipulations. 

X.  His  Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  Mighti-? 
nefles  the  aforefaid  States  General,  promife  to  obfcrvc 
fmcprely,  and  bond  fidcy  all  the  articles  contained  and 
eftabliihed  in  this  prefent  treaty;  and  they  will  not 
fuffer  the  fame  to  be  infringed,  diredtly  or  indirectly, 
by  their  relpcdtive  fubje6ts :  and  the  faid  high  con- 
trading  parties  guaranty  to  each  other,  generally  an4 
reciprocally,  all  the  ftipulations  of  the  prefent  articles. 

XL  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
prepared  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged 
in  this  city  of  Paris,  between  the  high  contrafting 
parties,  in  the  (pace  of  one  month,  or  fooner,  if  it 
can  be  done,  to  he  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty.

LIT  has  been  agreed  and  determined,  that  the 
French  language,  made  ufe  of  in  all  the  copies  of 
the  prcfent  treat)',  ihall  not  form  an  example  which 
may  be  alledged,  or  quoted  as  a  precedent,  or,  in  any 
manner,  prejudice  eidier  of  the  contracting  Powers ; 
and  that  they  fliall  conform,  for  the  fiiture,  to  what

Whereas,  in  order  to  perfeft 
the  peace  between  us  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  which 
was^  happily  begun  by  the  preliminary  articles,  figned 
at  Paris  the  iecond  day  of  September  laft,  and  to 
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bring  the  lame  to  the  defired  conclufion,  we  have 
thought  fit  to  inveft  fome  proper  perfon  with  full 
power  on  our  part ;  Know  ye,  that  we,  confiding  en- 
tirely in  the  fidelity,  diligence,  ability,  penetration,  and 
experience  in  affai|s  of  our  trufty  and  well-beloved 
Daniel  Hailes,  Elq;  our  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to 
our  good  brother  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  have 
named,  made,  and  conftituted,  and,  by  thefe  prefents, 
do  name,  m^e,  and  conftitute  him  our  truej  certain 
and  undoubted  Commiflioner,  Procurator,  and  Ple- 
nipotentiary ;  giving  and  granting  to  him  all  and  all 
manner  of  power,  faculty,  and  authority,  as  alfo  our 
general  and  fpecial  command  (fo  that  the  general  Ihali 
not  derogate  from  the  fpecial,  nor  contrarywife)  at  thfe

^e  treaty  of  defenfive  Alliance  between  bis  Majejfy  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  ITtgb  Mights^ 
nejfes  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
figned  at  the  Hague  the  i$th  of  Aprils  1788* 

THE  mutual  and  fmcere  friendfhip,  which  has  fo 
long  fubfifted  between  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  having  been  increafed  and  ftrengthened  by 
the  intereft,  which  his  Britannic  Majefty  has  lately  ma- 
nifefted  in  the  prefervation  of  the  independence  of  the 
Republic,  and  of  its  legal  conftitution,  his  faid  Ma- 
jefly, and  the  faid  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  have  refolved,  in  order  to  cement, 
in  the  moft  folid  and  lading  manner,  the  good  har- 
mony, confidence,  and  correfpondence  between  them, 
to  form  permanent  engagements,  by  a  treaty  of  de- 
fenfive alliance,  for  the  good  of  both  parties,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  general  tranquillity,  as  well 
as  of  their  own  in  particular.    To  accompUfh  fo  la- 
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lutary  a  purpofe,  his  Majcfty  the  King  of  Crcat  Bri- 
tain has  named  and  authorized  Sir  James  Harris^ 
Privy  Counfellor,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  Member  of  the 
Parliament 'of  Great  Britain,  and  his  Majefty's  am- 
baflador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  to  their  High 
Mightinefles ;  and  their  Hijgh  Mightinefles  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  have  named  and 
authorized  dieir  Deputies  for  foreign  affairs  j  who,  after 
communicating  to  each  other  their  full  powers  in  due 
form,  and  having  conferred  together,  have  agreed 
upon  the  following  articles : 

•  I.  There  fhall  be  a  fincere,  firm,  and  conftant 
friendfhip  and  union  between  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
his  hdrs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  the  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  fo  that  the  high  con- 
trafting  parties  fhall  direft  their  utmoft  attention  to 
maintain  this  mutual  friendfhip  and  correfpondence 
between  them,  and  their  dominions  and  fubjefits ;  and 
they  engage  to  contribute,  as  far  as  fhall  be  in  their 
power,  mutually  to  preferve  and  defend  each  other  in 
peace  and  tranquillity. 

II.  In  cafe  either  of  the  high  contrafting  parties 
fhould  be  hoflilely  attacked  by  any  European  Power, 
in  any  part  of  the  world  whatfoever,  the  other  con- 
trafting  party  engages  to  fuccour  its  ally,  as  well  by 
fea  as  by  land,  in  order  to  maintain  and  guaranty  each 
other  mutually  in  the  pofTefTion  of  all  the  dominions, 
territories,  towns,  places,  franchifes,  and  liberties,  which 
belonged  to  them  refpeftively  before  the  commence- 
ment of  hoftilities. 

III.  His  Britannic  Majcfly  guaranties,  in  the  mofl; 
effectual  manner,  the  hereditary  fladtholderate,  as  well 
as  the  office  of  hereditary  governor  of  each  province, 
in  the  Serene  Houfe  of  Orange,  with  all  the  rights 
and  prerogatives  thereto  belonging,  as  forming  an  ef- 
fenrial  part  of  the  conftituuon  of  the  United  Provinces, 
according  to  the  refolutions  and  diplomas  of  the  years 
1747  and  1748,  by  virtue  of  whigh  die  prefent  Stadt- 
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holder  entered  into  the  poffeflion  of  thofe  offices  in 
I766>  and  was  reinftated  therein  in  1788;  engaging 
to  maintain  that  form  of  government  againft  all  at- 
tacks and  enterprizes,  direct  or  indireft,  of  whatfoever 
nature  they  may  be. 

IV.  The  fuccours  mentioned  in  the  fecond  article  of 
this  treaty  of  dcfenfive  alliance,  fhall  confift,  on  the 
part  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  of  eight  thoufand  in- 
fentry,  two  thoufand  cavahy,  twelve  fhips  of  the  line, 
and  eight  frigates ;  and,  on  the  part  of  the  States  Ge- 
neral, of  five  thoufand  infantry,  one  thoufand  cavalry, 
eight  fhips  of  the  line,  and  eight  frigates ;  which  re- 
fpeftive  fuccours  fhall  be  furnifhed  in  the  fpace  of  two 
months  after  requifition  made  by  the  party  attacked, 
and  fhall  remain  at  its  difpofal  during  the  whole  con- 
tinuance of  the  war  in  which  it  fhall  be  engaged,  whilfl 
thofe  fuccours  (whether  fhips  and  frigates,  or  troops) 
fhall  be  paid  and  maintained  by  the  Power  of  whom 
they  fliall  be  required,  wherever  its  ally  fhall  employ 
them. 

V.  In  cafe  the  flipulated  fuccours  fhould  not  be  fuf- 
ficient  for  the  defence  of  the  Power  requiring  them, 
the  Power  to  whom  requifition  fhall  be  made  fhall 
fuccefTively  augment  them,  according  to  the  wants  of 
its  ally,  whom  it  fhall  afTifl,  even  with  its  whole  force, 
if  circumflances  fhould  render  it  necefTary ;  but  it  is 
exprefsly  agreed,  in  all  cafes,  that  the  contingent  of 
the  Lords  the  States  General  fhall  not  exceed  ten  thou- 
fand infantry,  two  thoufand  cavalry,  fixteen  fhips  of  the 
line,  and  fixteen  frigates. 

VI.  But  as  it  may  happen  (confidering  the  diflance 
of  feveral  of  the  poffefTions  of  the  two  high  contraft- 
ing  parties)  that  the  advantages  which  ought  to  refult 
to  them  reciprocally  from  the  conclufion  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  may  become  illufory,  unlefs  meafures  can  be 
taken  for  the  mutual  defence  of  thofe  pofTefTions,  be- 
fore their  refpeftive  governors  could  receive  orders 
from  Europe  for  diat  purpofci   it  is  ftipulated  and 
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tgcecdj  that  in  c^fe  either  of  them  fliould  be  hoftilely 
sttackixl^  or  even  menaced  widi  an  hoftile  attack^  in 
ita  poflefllons,  whether  in  Africa  or  in  Aiia,  bjr  an 
European  power^  the  governors  of  their  fettiemenis 
in  diofe  two  parts  of  die  world  ihali  be  enjoined  to 
concert  together  the  fuccour  to  be  fumiihed^  and,  in 
caie  of  need,  to  fumifh  fuch  fuccour,  in  the  moft 
fpeedv  and  effefhial  manner,  to  the  party  attacked  i 
and  that  orders  to  that  eSeft  fhall  be  expedited  to  the 
laid  governors  immediately  after  the  conduiion  of  the 
prefent  treaty:  wd  in  cafe  the  two  high  contracting 
parties  (hould  be  obliged  to  fumiih  die  aforefaid  fuc- 
cours,  they  ihall  not  permit  the  ihips  of  war,  of  what 
nature  they  may  be,  of  the  Power  attacking,  to  enter 
into  any  of  their  ports  in  the  aforefaid  fetdements, 
until  peace  fhall  be  rcflored  between  the  party  attack- 
ing, and  the  allv  of  the  contracting  parQr,  unleis  the 
faid  veflels  be  forced  to  take  refuge  there^i  to  avo^ 
perifhing,  or  being  fhipwrecked. 

VII.  If  it  fhould  happen  that  the  two  high  con- 
tracting pardes  fhall  be  equally  involved  in  a  war 
againft  a  common  enemy,  they  reciprocally  promife 
each  other  not  to  dtfarm  but  by  common  confent;  and 
they  fhall  communicate  to  each  other  confidentially  the 
propolals  for  a  peace,  or  truce,  which  may  be  made. 

VIII.  If  die  high  contracting  parries  prefer  fumifli* 
ing  their  iiiccours  of  troops  in  money,  thev  fhall  be  at 
lil^rty  on  each  fide  fb  to  do;  and  dien  uich  fuccour 
ihall  be  computed  at  one  hundred  thoufand  florins, 
Dutch  currency,  per  annum,  for  one  thouf^nd  infan* 
try,  and  at  one  hundred  and  twenty  thoufand  florins, 
of  the  like  value,  for  one  thoufand  cavalry,  per  an- 
^um,  and  in  the  ^me  proportion  by  the  month. 

IX.  The  Pcywer  requiring  fhall  be  obliged,  whether 
ihe  fhips,  frigates,  and  troops,  with  which  it  (hall 
have  been  fernilhed,  remam  K>r  a  long  or  fhort  timt 
in  its  ports,  to  provide  whatever  they  may  want,  at 
^  fame  ptice  a$  if  they  belonged  to  fuch  Power  itfelf. 
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It  has  been  affreed,  that  the  faid  troops  or  flijps  (hafi 
rtot  m  any  cafe  be  at  the  expence  of  the  party  rcquir- 
Ihgj  but  that  they  fhall  ncvcrthelirfs  remain  at  its  dif- 
pS^^  during  the  whole  continuance  of  the  war  in 
which  it  (hall  be  engaged.  The  luccoul^  above-iftenw 
tioned  Ihall,  with  refpeft  to  difcipline  be  fubjeft  t6  the 
iMders  of  the  chief  officer  who  commands  them ;  an4 
they  (hall  not  be  employed  feparately,  or  otherwife 
than  in  concert  with  the  faid  commanding  officer: 
with  regard  to  the  operations,  they  fhall  be  wholly 
lubjeft  to  the  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief  Of  the 
power  requiring. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  until  the  two  Powers  conclude 
a  treaty  of  commerce  with  each  other,  the  lubjefts  of 
the  Republic  fhall  be  treated,  in  the  kingdoms  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  as  the  moft  favoured  nation;  and 
the  fame  fhall  be  obferved  in  the  United  Provinces 
towards  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.  It  is 
however  to  be  underftood,  that  this  article  is  not  to 
extend  to  a  diminution  of  the  import  duties  payable 
upon  linens. 

XI.  Whereas  by  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
peace,  figned  in  the  month  of  June>  1784,  his  Britan- 
nic Majefly  engaged  to  treat  with  the  Lords  the  States 
General  for  the  reflitution  of  Negapatnam,  with  its- 
dependencies,  in  cafe  the  f^d  Lords  the  States  General 
fhould  in  future  have  any  equivalent  to  give;  and 
whereas  their  High  MightinefTes  have  now  renewed 
their  requefl  for  obtaining  that  reflitution,  as  well  as 
for  fettling  and  determining  precifely  the  fenfe  of  the 
fixth  article  of  that  treaty,  concerning  the  navigation 
of  Britifh  fubjefts  in  the  Eaflern  feasj  his  Britannic 
Majefly,  in  order  to  manifefl  his  good- will  towards  the 
Republic,  is  difpofed  to  concur  in  thefe  defires  of  their 
High  MightinefTes,  and  even  to  fecure  to  the  Republic 
additional  and  real  commercial  advantages  in  that  part 
of  the  world,  as  foon  as  an  equivalent  for  thofc  objefts 
can  be  agreed  upon  3  in  return  for  which  ]iis  Britannic

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'Majefty  will  require  nothing  but  what  is  favourable  to 
the  reciprocal  intercfts  and  fecurity  of  the  contradting 
parties  in  the  Indies:  and,  to  prevent  the  n^otiations 
for  fuch  arrangements  from  retarding  the  conclufion 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  it  is  agreed,  that  they  (hall  be 
begun  as  foon  as  poiTible,  and  be  concluded  in  the 
Ipace  of  fix  months  from  the  date  of  the  prefent 
treaty  J  and  that  the  convention  to  be  made  diereon 
Ihall  have  the  fame  force  as  if  it  was  infcrted  in  the 
treaty  itfelf 

XI I  •  The  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  ratified  on  each 
fide,  and  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  fhall  be 
made  in  the  fpace  ot  fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  it  can 
be  done.

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II.  All  forts  of  merchandize  imported  by  the  lub- 
jedfa  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  United  Provinces,  which 
have  formerly  enjoyed  the  right  of  tranfit  or  paffage, 
fliall  enjoy  the  fame  for  the  fotiire ;  and  the  merchan- 
dize of  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  Provinces, 
which  have  enjoyed  this  right  of  tranfit,  fhall  ftill 
enjoy  the  fame,  although  thofe  who  import  them  arc 
not  fubjefts  either  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  or 
their  High  Mightinefles ;  and  this  duty  fhall  not  ex- 
ceed two  and  a  half  per  cent.

ter,  Senator  and  Counfellor  Penfionary  of  the  city  rf 
Gouda,  Afleflbr  in  the  Council  of  the  Heemrades  rf 
Schieland,  Dykegrave  of  the  Crimpenerwaard ;  Adol- 
phus  Henry  Count  Rechtcren,  Lord  of  Almelo  and 
Vriefeeven,  &c.  Prefident  of  the  Lords  the  States  oif 
the  Province  of  Overyffel,  Droffard  of  the  dittridt  of 
Zalland;  Seato  van  Gcckinga,  Senator  of  the  city  of 
Groninghen;  and  Adq^  van  Borfelle,  LordofGuel- 
dermalfen,  &c.  Senator  of  the  town  of  Flulhingi  the 
three  foiTner,  Deputies  in  the  Aflembly  of  the  Lords 
the  States  General  on  the  part  of  the  provinces  of 
Holland  and  Weftfrifeland,  Overyffel,  and  Groning- 
hen and  the  Ommelands,  and  the  fourth.  Deputy  in 
the  Council  of  State  of  the  United  Provinces ;  who, 
having  met  in  the  city  of  Antwerp,  which  by  common 
confent  had  been  named  for  the  place  of  congrefs,  and 
having  exchanged  their  fail  powers,  copies  of  which 
^re  inlerted  aC  the  end  of  this  treaty,  after  feveral  con^ 
fcrences  have  agreed  for,  and  in  the  name  of  his  Im- 
perial and  Catholic  Majetty,  his  Britannic  Majetty, 
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and  the  Lords  the  States  General,  in  the  manner  fol- 
lowing. 

I.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces 
fliall  deliver  up  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majef- 
ty,  by  virtue  of  the  grand  alliance  in  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  one,  and  of  the  engage- 
ments into  which  they  have  fince  entered,  immedi- 
ately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratificaribns  of  the  pre- 
fent  treaty,  all  the  provinces  and  towns  of  the  Ne- 
therlands, with  their  dependencies,  as  well  thofe  which 
were  pofleffed  by  the  late  King  of  Spain  Charles  II. 
of  glorious  memory,  as  thofe  which  have  not  long 
fince  been  yielded  by  his  late  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
aUb  of  glorious  memory ;  which  provinces  and  towns 
together,  as  well  thofe  which  fhall  be  delivered  up  by 
this  prefent  treaty,  as  thofe  which  have  been  already 
delivered,  fhall  for  the  future  make  and  compofe,  in 
all  or  in  part,  but  one  fole  and  indivifible,  inalienable, 
and  unexchangeable  demefhe,  which  fhall  be  infepara- 
ble  from  the  dominions  of  the  Houfc  of  Auflria  in 
Germany,  to  be  enjoyed  by  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lic Majefly,  his  fuccefTors  and  heirs,  in  fall  irrevocable 
fovereignty  and  propriety,  that  is  to  fay,  with  refpeft 
to  the  former  provinces,  as  they  were  enjoyed  or  ought 
to  have  been  enjoyed  by  the  late  King  Charles  II.  of 
glorious  memory,  conformably  to  the  treaty  of  Ryf- 
wick,  and  as  to  the  other  provinces,  in  the  manner 
and  on  the  conditions  upon  which  they  were  yielded 
and  delivered  up  to  the  faid  Lords  the  States  Gene- 
ral by  the  late  mofl  Chriflian  King  of  glorious  me- 
mory, in  favour  of  the  moft  augufl  Houfe  of  Auftria, 
and  without  other  incumbrances  or  mortgages^  charged 
thereon  by  the  States  General,  and  for  their  ^benefit.    . 

II.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  promifes  and 
engages,  that  no  province,  city,  place,  fbrtrefs,  or  ter- 
ritory of  the  faid  Netherlands,  fhall  be  yielded,  tranf^ 
fcrred,  given,  or  fall  to  the  crown  of  France,  or  to 
any  Prince  or  Princefs  of  the  houfe  and  lineage  of 
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France,  or  id  jcnr  other  wiio  fhaH  dc«  be  riie  &c* 
cclTor,  hfir,  arsi  pOcciTc-r  cf  die  dc^r,inkns  of  die 


Horde  of  Auftria  i::  Germany,  ciAcrbTT  4e:-t^  lile*  ex* 
changr^  rnarn^e-conrrtet,  inhenx^xxx,  fjccesGon  by 
will,  or  r:  defkulr  c^a mi3,  or  upcn  any  od>cr  ntk or 
prcrert  iriiadbcver;  ib  diar  no  proviiKe,  crry,  places 
torcrt^  or  territory  cf  Ae  Nctherla->i,  ihail  ever  be 
lubjcS  to  any  other  Pa-irjce,  than  orJy  ro  rJie  ;"bcceilbrs 
to  the  Hid  donrimons  of  the  Houfe  of  Auitria,  vxoqjt 
what  has  already  been  yielded  cd  die  King  cf  FrotuJi^ 
and  what  fliall  be  yielded  bv  this  pirfcnt  trcat\*  to  the 
iakl  Lords  die  States  GeneraL 

III.  As  the  fccurity  of  the  Auftr;.:n  Netherlands 
will  depend  principally  on  the  number  of  tr:  ops  which 
may  be  kept  up  in  the  (aid  countries,  trA  in  the 
places  which  are  to  fonn  die  barrier  that  iias  been 
promifed  to  the  Lords  the  States  Genc^r.il  bv  the 
grand  alliance,  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majelly,  nod 
their  High  Mightincfles,  hav::  agreed  to  maintain 
therein  always,  each  at  their  own  ch-irt^e,  u  body  of 
between  thirty  and  thirty-five  thoufand  men,  of  v  iuch 
his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  (hall  fumi(h  three- 
fifths,  and  the  States  General  two-tifths,  provided  that 
if  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Maielly  leilcn  his  con- 
tingent, it  (hall  be  in  the  power  of  the  faid  St;xtcs  Ge- 
neral to  lefTcn  theirs,  in  proportion  j  and  when  there 
(hall  be  a  likelihood  of  war,  or  of  an  attack,  the  laid 
body  (hall  be  augmented  to  forty  thouHind  men,  ac- 
cording to  the  fame  proportion;  and  in  cafe  of  adii.d 
war,  a  fyrther  agreement  (hall  be  made  for  fuch  forces 
as  (haU  be  judged  necc(rary. 

The  repartition  of  the  faid  troops  in  time  of  peace, 
fo  far  as  it  relates  to  the  places  committed  to  the 
keeping  of  their  High  Mightine(res  troops,  (hall  be 
made  by  themfelves  only,  and  the  repartition  of  the 
reft  by  the  governor  general  of  the  Netherlands,  ac- 
quainting each  other  mutually  with  the  difpofitions 
they  (hall  make. 
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IV.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly  grants  that 
the  States  General  (hall  have  a  garrifon  intirely  of 
their  own  troops  in  the  toWn3  and  caftles  of  Naiinur 
ahd  Toumay,  and  in  the  towns  of  Meiiin,  Fumes, 
Warneton,  Ypres,  and  Fort  Knocque  j  and  the  States 
General  engage  not  to  employ  in  the  faid  places,  troops 
idiich  though  in  their  pay,  may  belong  to  a  prince  or 
nation  that  may  be  at  war  againft,  or  fulpefted  to  be 
in  engagements  contrary  to  the  interdfts  of  his  Impe- 
riid  and  Catholic  Majefty. 

V.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  the  town  of  Dendfermonde 
'  there  fhall  be  a  joint  garrifon,  which  for  the  prefent 

fltall  be  cornpofed  of  one  battalion  of  Impdrid  troops, 
arid  of  one  of  thofe  of  the  States  General,  and  if 
hfeitafter  it  may  be  neceflary  to  augment  the  faid  gar- 
rdbn,  that  augmentation  fhall  be  niade  equally  with 
troops  of  both  parties,  and  by  common  concert*  The 
governor  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  EnhpSror;  who,* 
ai  weU  as  the  (ubakerns,  (hall  take  dii  path  to  the 
States  General,  never  to  do,  of  pemiitf  any  thiiig  to 
be  done  in  the  faid  town,  which  may  be  prejudicial  to 
tlieir  fervice,  with  refpeft  to  the  prefervarion  of  the 
faid  town  and  garrifon,  and  he  (hiall  be  obliged  by  the 
(arhe  oath  to  give  free  paflTage  to  their  troops,  when- 
ever and  as  often  as  they  (hall  defire  it,  provided  it  be 
previoufly  afked,  and  only  for  a  moderate  number  at' 
a  dme.  The  whole  according  to  the  form  which  has 
been  agreed  on,  and  which  (hall  be  inferted  at  the 
end  of  this  treaty. 

VI.  His  Inqperial  and  Catholic  Majefly  ^nfents 
likewife,  that  in  the  places  above  granted  to<;  the  States 
General,  for  keeping  garrifons  intirely  their  own,  they 
may  put  fuch  governors,  commandants,  and,  other  of- 
ficers who  compofe  the  Etat  Major  as  they  (hall  think 
fit,  on  condition  that  they  (hall  not  be  chargeable  to 
his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly,  nor  to  the  towns 
and  provinces,  otherwife  than  for  convenient  lodging, 
and  the  emoluments  arifing  from  the  fortifications, 

and 
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and  that  they  be  not  pcrfons  who  niafjr  be  diftgrcc^ 
able  to  or  fufpefted  by  his  faid  Majefty,  for  reaibiti 
to  be  particularly  alledgcd. 

VII.  Which  governors,  commandants,  and  ofEcenS| 
fliall  be  intirely  and  abfolutely  dependent  on,  and  iub-' 
jeft  to  the  fole  orders  and  fole  judicature  of  the  Statesr 
General,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  defence,,  guard,  fe-« 
curity,  and  all  other  military  concern  of  their  places  1 
but  the  faid  governors,  as  well  as  their  fubaltcrns,  Ihafi 
be  obliged  to  take  an  oath  to  his  Imperial  and  Ca^ 
tholic  Majefty,  to  keep  the  faid  places  faithfully  under 
the  fovereignty  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  not  to  in-j 
termeddle  in  any  other  affair,  according  to  the  fom^ 
which  has  been  agreed  upon,  and  is  inferted  at  the  cm| 
of  this  treaty. 

VIII.  The  generals  (hall  give  reciprocally,  ^  weft 
in  the  towns  where  there  fhall  be  a  garrifon  of[  his( 
Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  as  in  thofe  which  are 
intrufted  to  the  keeping  of  the  troeps  of  their  Higl\ 
MightineiTes,  the  ufual  honours  according  to  their  cha^ 
rafter,  and  the  cuftom  of  each  fervice  -,  and  in  cafi) 
the  governor  general  of  the  Netherlands  comes  in^q 
the  places  committed  to  the  keeping  of  the  troops  of 
the  States  General,  the  honours  fhall  be  Ihewn  him 
which  he  is  ufed  to  receive  in  the  places  where  are. 
garrifons  ,at' his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty;  h^ 
fliall  alio  give  out  the  word  there  j  the  whole  without 
prejudice  to  the  fixth  article. 

And  the  governors,  and  in  their  abfence  the  comn 
mandants,  ftiall  communicate  to  the  faid  governor  ge^, 
neral  the  difpofitions  made  by  them,  for  the  fecurit)! 
and  guard  of  the  places  committed  to  their  care,  and 
he  Ihall  have  fit  regard  to  the  alterations  which  thQ 
faid  governor  general  may  judge  ought  to  be  made  ii> 
them. 

IX.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly  grants  thd 
cxercife  of  their  religion  to  the  troops  of  the  States  Gc-i 
neral,  wherever  they  fhall  be  in  garrifun ;  but  this  fhall 
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be  done  in  particular  places  that  are  convenient  and 
proportioned  to  the  number  of  the  garrifon,  which  the 
magifbates  (hall  appoint  and  keep  in  repair  in  eyerjr 
town  and  place  where  none  are  ^eaily  fettled,  which 
phqes  (hall  not  be  diftinguifhed  by  any  exterior  marksf 
of  a  church ;  and  the  civil  and  military  officers,  as  alio 
the  ecclefiaftics,  and  all  others  whom  it  concerns,  fliall 
be  ftriftly  enjoined,  on  both  fides,  to  hinder  all  occa- 
sion of  fcandal  and  conteft  which  may  arife  on  the 
fiibjett  of  religion ;  and  when  any  difpute  or  difficulty 
Ihall  arife,  it  (hall  be  made  up  amicably  on  both  fides. 
Aftd  as  to  religion  with  relpeft  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  all  things  ftiall  reft  and  re- 
Anaih  on  the  fame  foot  they  were  during  the  reign  of 
King  Charles  IL  of  glorious  memory. 

X.  All  ftores  of  war,  artillery,  and  arms,  of  the 
States  General  j  as  aHb  materials  for  the  fortifications, 
corn  in  time  of  fcarcity,  provifions  to  be  put  into' 
ftn^zines,  when  there  ftiall  be  a  likelihood  of  war ; 
^  alfo  cloth  and  furniture  for  cloathing  the  foldiers, 
trhich  fliall  be  certified  to  be  intended  for  that  ufc, 
&m31  pafs  free,  and  without  paying  any  duties  or  tolls, 
by  virtue  of  paflports  which  ftiall  be  afked  and  granted 
upon  a  Ipecification  fignedj  on  condition,  however, 
that  at  the  firft  cuftom-office  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  where  the  faid  ftores,  materials,  arms, 
and  mounting  ftiall  enter,  the  boats' and  other  carri- 
ages may  be  duly  fearched,  at  the  place  where  they 
are  to  be  unloaded,  to  hinder  the  mixing  of  other 
merchandize  among  them,  and  for  preventing  all  fraud 
amd  abufe,  againft  which  it  fhall  always  be  free  to  ufc 
fuch  precautions  as  by  courfe  of  time  and  experience 
fliall  be  judged  neccflaiy;  nor  fliall  the'  governors 
ind  their  fubalterns  be  permitted  to  obftruft  in  any 
wife  the  execution  of  this  article. 

XI.  The  States  General  fliall  change  their  garri- 
Ibns  and  the  difpofitions  of  the  troops  in  the  towns 
and  places  committed  to  their  own  keeping,  as  they 

fliall 
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|hall  think  fit ;  nor  fhall  the  paflage  of  the  troops 
whjch  they  Ihall  fend  thither,  or  which  they  Ihall  draw 
from  time  to  time,  be  hindered  or  ftopt  under  any 
pretext  whatever :  the  faid  troops  fhall  likewife,  when 
the  cafe  may  require,  pafs  through  all  the  towns  of 
Brab^t  and  Flanders,  and  through  all  the  open  coun- 
try, make  Jbridges  as  well  over  the  canal  between 
Bruges  and  Ghent,  as  over  all  the  other  canals,  and 
oyer  alj  the  rivers  which  fhall  be  in  their  routes;  on 
condition,  however,  that  they  fhall  be  troops  of  a 
prince  or  of  a  nation  not  in  war  with  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefly,  nor  fufpefted  of  any  engagement  or 
obligation  contrary  to  his  interefl:s,  as  is  faid  above  in 
the  fourth  article,  and  that  previoufly  notice  fhall  be 
given  and  requifition  made  to  the  governor  general 
.  of  the  Netherlands,  with  whom  the  route  and  other 
neceflary  points  fhall  be  regulated  by  fome  perfon 
commiffioned  by  their  High  MightinefTes. 

The  regulation  made  by  the  States  General  concern- 
ing the  paffage  of  their  troops,  fhall  be  obferved,  as  it 
is  obferyed  in  their  own  country. 

And  the  States  General  fhall  endeavour  to  make 
the  faid  changes  of  garrifons,  as  well  as  the  neccfTary 
difpofitions  for  the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  may  be 
leafl  expenfive  and  inconvenient  to  the  inhabitants, 

XII.  The  common  fafety  requiring  in  time  of  war, 
or  in  imminent  danger  of  war,  that  the  States  General 
fhould  fend  their  troops  into  the  places  which  fhall 
appear  to  be  moft  exp  jfed  to  the  hazard  of  biiing  at- 
tacked or  furprizecl,  it  is  agreed  between  his  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty,  and  the  States  Genera],  that 
dieir  troops  fhall  be  leceived  into  the  faid  places  fb 
far  as  fhall  be  neceffary  for  their  defence,  when  the 
cafe  fhall  appart-ntly  happen,  provided  that  this  be 
done  by  agreement,  and  by  concert  with  the  governor 
general  of  the  Netherlands. 

XIII.  The  States  General  may  at  their  cofl  and 
expence  caufe  the  faid  towns  and  places  ta  be  forti-* 
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fied,  cither  by  new  works,  or  by  repairing  die  old, 
keep  them  up,  and  in  general  provide  whatever  they 
fliaU  think  neceflary  for  the  fecurity  and  defence  of 
the  faid  towns  and  places,  except  that  they  fhall  not 
caufc  new  fortifications  to  be  built,  without  giving 
previous  notice  to  the  governor  general  of  the  Ne- 
riierlands,  and  hearing  his  opinion  and  confiderations 
tSiereupon,  nor  ftiall  they  be  charged  to  the  account 
ef  the  Emperor  or  of  the  country,  but  by  his  Majef- 
ty's  confent. 

XIV.  For  the  fecurity  of  the  communication  be- 
tween the  United  Provinces,  and  the  towns  and  places 
of  the  barrier,  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly  (hall 
caufe  fiich  meafures  to  be  taken,  that  letters  and 
rtfieffengers,  as  well  ordinary  as  extraordinary,  may 
^fs  freely  to  and  from  ^^  the  towns  and  places  of  the 
Barrier,  and  through  thofe  of  other  countries,  on  con- 
dition that  the  faid  meflengers  (hall  not  charge  them- 
felves  with  letters  or  packets  of  merchants  or  other 
private  perfons,  which,  as  well  for  the  places  of  the 
barrier  as  for  any  other  place,  ought  to  be  put  into 
die  poft-offices  ot  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty. 

XV.  As  for  the  artillery,  magazines,  and  (lores  of 
war,  wliich  their  High  Mightinefles  have  in  the  towns 
and  places  which  they  deliver  up  to  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefty,  they  (hall  be  allowed  to  caufe  the 
(ame  to  be  removed  without  any  hinderance,  and  with- 
out paying  any  duties  or  tolls,  as  well  what  they 
diemfelves  have  caufed  to  be  conveyed  thither,  as  the 
artillery  marked  with  their  arms,  loft  in  the  Idl  war, 
and  otherwife  belonging  to  them,  which  they  (hall 
have  found  in  the  faid  places;  unle(s  his  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty  defires  to  take  the  faid  artillery 
and  ftores  of  war  on  his  own  account,  and  agrees  upon 
price  with  their  High  MighfineflTes  before  the  deli^ 
very  of  the  places  committed  to  the  keeping  of  the! 
troops  of  the  States  General  j  and  as  to  the  artillery 
and  ammunition  which  are  now  in  the  places  commit- 
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ted  to  the  keeping  of  the  troofis  of  the  States  Gwiey 
ral,  they  fhall  be  left  in  their  keeping  and  di^ofrfj- 
accordihg  to  the  inventoried  of  than  whicH  Ihall  b^ 
drawn  up  and  figned  on  both'  fides.  Before  die  ei-* 
change  of  the  ratificatibris  of  the  prefeht  treaty,  witHi-' 
out  being  allowed  to  caufe  thein  to  be  removed  elfe-^ 
where,  unlcfs  by  common  confent;  and  die  property" 
of  what  is  found  in  the  Ikid  places  at  the  tirtic  of 
their  ceflion  or  delivery,  fhall  remain  in  his  Imperii^ 
and  Catholic  Majefty. 

XVI.  In  cafe  the  provinces  of  the  Auftrian  Nether- 
lands fhould  be  attacked,  and  it  Ihould  happen  (which 
God  forbid)  that  the   enemies  armies  fhould  enter 
Brabanti  there  to  a£t,  and  lay  fiege  to  fome  places  in 
the  faid  province,  or  to  fome  of  thofe  which  make 
its  barrier;  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  their  High  Mighd-. 
nefies  to  caufe  their  troops  to  take  pofTelTion  and  poft 
themfelves  in  the  towns  and  places  on  the  Demer^ , 
from  the  Schelde  to  d\c  Maefe,  as  alio  to.  throw  up , 
intrenchments  and   lines,  and  make  inundations,    tp 
prevent  the  farther  progrefs  of  the  enemies,  in  fuch 
manner  as  the  reafon  of  war  m^y  reouire. 

XVII.  It  being  manifefl  by  the  experience  of  tlie' 
lift  war,  that  for  fecurihg  the  frontiers  of  the  Slates 
General  in  Flanders-,  It  was  necefTary  to  have  fevcral 
bodies  of  troops  fo  confiderable  that  the  army  wite 
very  much  weakened  by  it  5  fbr  preventing  that  in- 
convenience, and  for  the  better  fecuting  the  faid  fron- 
tiers for  the  future,  his  Imperial  and  G acholic  Majefly 
yields  to  the  States  General  fuch  fjrts,  and  as  much 
territory  of  the  Auflrian  Flanders  lying  contiguous  to 
their  faid  frontiers,  as  fhali  be  wanted  for  making  tht 
neceltary  inundations,  and  for  covering  them  efFedhi- 
ally  from  the  Schelde  to  the  fea,  in  thofe  places  where! 
they  are  not  yet  fufficiently  fecured,  and  where  tfiey 
cannot  be  fo  by  inundations  on  thofe  lands  only  which 
do  already  belong  to  the  States  General.  For  this 
end  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majt^fty  confcnts  aritl 

approves. 
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approves,  that  for  the  future  the  Kmits  •  of  die  States 
General  in  Flanders  fhall  begin  at  die  fea  between 
tilankerberg  and  Heyft,  at  the  place  where  are  no 
Downs,  provided  that  they  fliall  not  build  nor  permit 
the  building  of  villages  or  houfes  near  the  faid  poft, 
nor  fuffer  any  fetdement  of  fifhermen,  nor  rpake  any 
fluices  to  the  fea» 

And  their  K(igh  MightineflTes  do  farther  promife, 
that  if  they  think  fit  to  caufe  any  forufications  to  be 
built  at  the  head  of  their  new  limits,  they  will  take 
care  not  to  diminiih  the  ftrength  of  the  Digue,  and 
^rfll  not  only  take  upon  themfelves  the  extraordinary 
cxpence  which  may  be  occafioned  by  meanis  of  the 
faid  forrificarions,  but  will  make  good  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Auftrian  Flanders  all  the  lofles  which  they 
may  (ufFer,  in  cafe  the  fea  fhould  happen  to  make 
inundations  by  reafon  of  the  forefaid  fortifications. 

From  the  forementioned  poft  a  line  fhall  be  drawn 
cKreftly  to  the  Goteweegie,  whence  the  line  fliall  be 
continued  to  Heyft,  from  Heyf^  it  fhall  extend  to 
Driehoek  and  Swarte-Sluas,  thence  to  Fort  St.  Do- 
nisis,  which  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly  yields 
in  propriety  and  fovereignty  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nc&s  (provided  the  gates  of  the  fluices  at  the  faid 
fort  fliall  be  and  remain  taken  off  in  time  of  peace  j) 
and  likewife  yields  the  ground  fituate  to  the  north  of 
the  line  above-defcribed. 

From  Fort  St.  Donas  the  new  limits  of  the  States 
General  fhall  extend  to  Fort  St.  Job,  whence  they  fhall 
turn  into  the  antient  limits  near  the  town  of  Middle- 
bourg,  which  limits  fhall  ftretch  along  the  Zydlingf- 
dyke  to  the  place  where  the  Eeckeloofcwatergang  and 
the  Waterloop  meet  at  a  (luice. 

Thence  die  Graaf  Janfdyke  fhall  carry  them  on  to 
the  village  of  Bouchoute  (the  perfons  interefted  in  the 
fluices  there  being  permitted  to  replace  them  where 
they  were  formerly)  and  from  the  faid  Bouchoute  the 
line  fhall  be  continued  direftly  to  the  antient  limits  of 
the  States  General. 

His 
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His  Imperial  and  Catfiolic  Majefty  yields  likewife 
in  full  and  entire  fovereignty  to  the  States  General, 
the  territory  fituate  northward  of  the  faid  line. 

And  whereas,  for  their  entire  fecurity,  it  is  neceflary 
the  inundation  fhould  be  continued  from  Bouchoute 
to  the  canal  of  the  Sas  van  Ghent  along  the  Graaf 
Janfdyke,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  their  High  Mighti- 
nefles,  in  time  of  war,  to  poffefs  and  caufe  to  be  for- 
tified all  the  fluice;5  in  the  Graaf  Janfdyke  and  Zyd- 
lingfdyke. 

As  for  the  town  of  Sas  van  Ghent,  the  limits  fhall 
be  extended  to  the  diflance  of  two  thoufand  geome- 
trical paces,  provided  there  be  no  villages  included  in 
that  Gompafs  of  ground. 

Ai}d  for  the  prcfervation  of  the  lower  Schelde,  and 
of  the  communication  between  Brabant  and  that  part 
of  Flanders  belonging  to  the  States  General,  his  Im- 
perial and  Catholic  Mnjefly  yields  in  full  and  entire 
propriety  and  fovereignty  to  the  States  General,  the 
village  and  Polder  of  Dccl,  as  alfo  the  Polders  of  St* 
Anne  and  of  KetenifTe. 

And  whereas  in  dme  of  war  it  will  be  needful,  for 
the  greater  fecurity,  to  make  inundations  by  the  fluicei 
between  the  forts  Mary  and  Pearl,  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefly  will,  as  foon  as  the  barrier  fhall  be 
attacked,  or  the  war  begun,  commit  the  keeping  of 
fort  Pearl  and  the  flutces  to  their  High  Mightineffcs  ; 
on  condition,  that  when  the  war  ceafes,  they  (hall  re- 
fl:ore  thofe  fluices,  and  the  faid  fort  Pearl,  to  his  Im- 
perial and  Catholic  Majefty,  as  alfo  thofe  which  they 
Ihall  have  taken  into  their  pofTefTion  in  the  Graaf  JanK- 
dyke  and  Zidlingfdyke.  The  States  General  fhall  not 
make  any  inundation  in  time  of  peace,  and  when  they 
think  themfelves  obliged  to  make  any  in  rime  of  war^ 
they  fhall  previoufly  give  notice  of  it  to  the  governor 
general  or  the  Netherlands,  and  concert  the  matter 
with  the  generals  commanding  the  armies  in  the  Ne- 
therlands. Promifing  befides,  that  if  by  reafon  of  the 
ccfTion  of  fome  fluices  (the  free  ufc  of  which  the  in^

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jfai^ltflfffs  ©f  the  An^flxi^n  F.Under3  fJiaU  retain  in  tipie 
d^  peace)  t^  iaid  ^nlubitant^  fhould  happen  to  fuffer 
tome  dapaagc  or  prejji^ce,  either  by  the  command- 
iog  or  oth^r  military  officers,  the  States  General  ^ill 
pot  9nly  iflfinaediately  redr^jfs  the  fame,  but  wijl  li^e- 
fpJLC  make  good  the  .lofs  of  the  perfons  concerned. 

Apd  feieipg  by  this  ne>y  fituaiion  of  the  limits,  k 
ynH  be  neccfliry  to  remove  the  cuftpni -offices,  fgr 
preventing  frauds,  in  whicji  his  Imperial  and  Catholic 
Majefly,  and  their  High  Mightinefles,  are  equally 
coi]icemed,  it  (hall  be  agreed  at  what  places  to  eflabliih 
t^OjCe  oj^es,  and  yr^t  farther  precautions  to  take,  as 
jha)l  be  judged  necelfjiiy. 

It  is  farther  ftipulated  by  this  article,  that  before  .the 
i^ti.ficatiojn  of  the  prefent  treaty,  a  computation  fliall 
be  made  of  the  revepues  which  the  Sovereign  receives 
from  the  lands  that  jQiall  be  yielded  to  their  High 
lyiighti^tieiTes  by  this  article;  as  alfo  of  the  profit  that 
|ias  arifen  to  the  Sovereign  by  the  renewal  of  grants, 
Tipon  the  foot  on  which  they  have  been  beftowed  for 
dkefe  thirty  years  laft  paft ;  to  be  dedufted  and  abated 
9ut  of  the  annual  fubfidy  of  five  hundred  t^oyfand 
4:;-owns. 

And  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  IhaU  be  preferved 
fpd  maintained  in  the  places  yielded  as  above,  in  aU 
refpefts  on  the  foot  it  is  now  exercifed  there,  and  as  it 
was  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  II.  of  glorious  me- 
mory, and  the  privileges  of  the  inhabitants  fb^ll  in 
Eke  manner  be  preferved  and  maintained. 

The  fort  of  Roden  Huyfen  fliall  be  razed,  the  dif- 
ferences concerning  the  canal  pf  Bruges  ihalTbe  re- 
ferred to  the  decifion  of  neutral  siLchitrators  to  be  chofen 
pn  both  fides ;  but  it  is  und^^tood  that  by  the  ceffion 
q/  fort  St.  Donas,  thofe  of  the  town  of  Sluys  IhaU  not 
Jiaye  more  right  to  the  faid  can^  th^'  before  that 
(Ceffion. 

XVIII.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  yields 
to  their  High  Mightinefles  the  States  General  for  ever, 
iaSvii  fovcreignty  and  propriety,  in  the  upper-  quarter 

of

of  Gelderland,  the  town  of  Venlo  with  its  Banlieue, 
and  the  fort  of  St.  Michael,  as  alfo  the  fort  of  Steven- 
fwaert  with  its  territory  or  Banlieue,  together  with  as 
much  ground  as  is  neceflary  for  enlarging  their  forti- 
JBcations  on  this  fide  of  the  Maefe ;  and  his  faid  Ma- 
jefly  promifes  never  to  cauie  to  be  built,  or  to  fuiFer. 
finother  to  build,  any  fortification,  by  what  name  fo- 
jcver,  within  the  diftance  of  half  a  league  of  the  faid 
fortrefs. 

His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  yields  alfo  to  the 
States  General  the  Ammanie  c^  Montfort,  confifting^ 
(the  villages  of  Swalmt  and  Elmt  (excepted,  which 
be  referves  to  himfelf )  of  the  fmall  towns  of  Neu- 
(ladt  and  Echt,  with  the  following  villages;  that  is  to 
fay,  Ohe,  and  Laeck,  Roaflxen,  Braght,  Befel,  Belfen, 
Vlodorp,  Pofl:ert,  Berg,  Lin,  and  Montfort,  to  be 
pofleiTed  by  the  faid  States  General  in  the  manner 
they  were  poflefled  and  enjoyed  by  his  Majefty  King 
Charles  II.  of  glorious  memory,  with  the  prefeftures, 
bourgs,  fiefs,  lands,  eftates,  quit-rents,  rents,  revenues, 
tolls,  of  what  nature  foever,  fubfidies,  contributions, 
^d  coUeftions,  feudal,  domanial,  and  other  rights  what- 
foever,  belonging  to  the  faid  places  yielded  as  above; 
the  whole  however  without  prejudice  to,  and  with  a 
refervation  of  all  the  rights  which  may  belong  to  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia;  and  this  notwithftanding 
all  exceptions,  pretenfions,  or  oppofitions,  made  or 
to  be  made,  to  difturb  the  States  General  in  the 
peaceable  poffeflion  of  the  places  yielded  by  the  prcr 
fent  article,  all  agreements,  conventions,  or  difpofi- 
tions  contrary  to  the  prefent  article  being  deemed 
null  and  of  no  validity.  But  it  is  undei-ftood,  that 
this  cefllon  is  made  with  this  exprels  claule,  that  the 
ftatutes,  antient  cuftoms,  and  generally  all  the  pri- 
vileges, civil  and  ecclefiaftical,  as  well  with  refpeft  to 
the  magiftrates  and  private  perfons,  as  to  die  churches, 
convents,  monafteries,  fchools,  feminaries,  hofpitals, 
and  other  public  places,  with  all  their  appurtenances 
and  dependencies  i  as  alfo  the  diocefan  right  of  the 

BHhop 
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3iihop  of  Rurcmoftde,  and  generally  whatever  con- 
cerns the  rights,  liberties,  intmunities,  fundlionsj 
ufages,  ceremonies,  and  exercife  of  the  Catholic  re- 
ligion, fhall  be  preferved,  and  fhall  fubfift  without 
any  change  or  innovation  to  be  made  diredly  or  in- 
dire£tly,  in  all  the  places  yielded  as  above,  in  the  man- 
ner as  at  the  time  of  King  Charles  IL  of  glorious 
memory,  and  as  it  (hall  be  explained  on  both  fides 
more  amply  in  cafe  any  diipute  happens  on  this  fub-^ 
je&j  and  the  magiftracy,  and  other  offices  of  the 
civil  adminiftration,  Ihall  not  be  given  to  any  other 
perlbns  than  fuch  as  are  of  the  Cadiolic  religion. 

The  right  of  collating  to  benefices,  which  has  hi- 
therto been  in  the  Sovereign^  fhall  henceforward  be- 
long to  the  Bifhop  of  Ruremonde,  on  condition  that 
the  faid  benefices  fhall  not  be  given  to  other  perfbns 
than  fuch  as  fhall  not  be  difagreeable  to  the  States 
General,  for  reafons  to  be  particularly  alledged. 

It  is  alfo  flripulated,  that  the  States  General  fhall 
not  pretend  to  have  acquired  by  the  ceffion  of  the 
town  of  Echt  any  right  of  judicature,  or  of  appeal, 
with  relation  to  the  chapter  of  Thorn,  or  other  terri- 
torities  of  the  empire^  and  his  Imperial  and  Catholic 
Majefty  fhall  be  free  to  name  fuch  place  as  he  fhall 
think  proper  for  the  faid  judicature  or  appeal. 

And  feeing  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  upper 
quarter  which  is  thus  yielded,  can  no  longer  remove 
their  fuits,  in  cafe  of  appeal,  to  the  court  at  Ruremonde, 
their  High  Mightineffcs  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  ereft  a 
court  of  appeal  for  their  fubjcfts  in  fuch  place  of  the 
province  as  they  fhall  think  fit.     , 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  the  duties  of  importation 
and  exportation,  which  are  levied  all  along  the  Maefe, 
fhall  not  be  raifed  or  lowered,  in  all  or  in  part,  but  by 
common  confent,  of  which  duties  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefly  fliall  have  the  produce  to  himfclf  of 
what  is  collefted  at  Ruremonde  and  Navagne,  and  the 
Lords  the  States  General  thofe  which  are  coUefted  at 
Venlo;  and  as  thofe  duties  on  the  Maefe  in  general, 

as 
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as  alfo  thofe  on  the  Schelcle  additipnally,  arc  ap- 
propriated to  the  paynient  of  two  diftinft  annuities; 
that  is  to  fay,  one  of  fourfcore  tlioufand,  and  one  of 
twenty  thoufand  florins  yearly,  by  virtue  of  the  contraft 
made  and  concluded  die  t\yenty-fixth  of  December, 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty-leven,  with  his  late 
Majefly  of  Great  Britain  William  III.  it  is  agreed, 
that  their  High  MighdnefTes,  on  account  of  the  fore- 
mendoned  ceflion,  fhall  aflift  liis  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lic Majefty  in  the  yearly  payment  of  the  faid  annuities, 
and  other  debts  for  which  they  may  be  mortgaged, 
proporrionably  to  the  produce  of  the  dudes  out  and, 
in  which  they  fhall  receive,  the  whole  according  to 
the  fettlements  of  the  faid  annuities. 

And  as  to  the  debts  sind  incumbrances  contracted  and 
charged  uporl  the  generality  of  die  upper  quarter,  the 
States  General  (hall  concur  in  the  payment  thereof^ 
as  to  their  quotaj  according  to  the  proportion  ipccified 
in  the  regifter  of  the  whole  upper  quarter  aforefaid. 

All  the  records  and  papers  which  concern  the  upper 
quarter  of  Guelderlaiid>  ftiall  remain  as  formerly  in 
the  archives  of  Ruremond ;  but  it  is  agreed  that  an 
inventory  or  regifter  of  them  (hall,  be  made  under  the 
joint  infpeftion  of  the  commifTioners  of  his  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty,  of  his  PruflTian  Majefty,  and 
of  the  Lords  the  States  General,  and  an  authentic 
copy  of  the  faid  inventory  (hall  be  given  to  each  of 
the  three  Powers^  that  they  may  have  always  free  ac- 
cefs  to  all  the  papers  and  records  for  wliich  they  have 
occafion,  with  relpeft  to  that  part  which  they  pofle(s 
in  the  faid  upper  quarter  of  Guelderland,  and  ot  which 
an  authentic  copy  (hall  be  delivered  to  them  at  the 
firft  demand. 

XIX.  In  confideration  of  die  great;  charge  and 
extraordinary  expence  which  the  States  General  are 
indifpenfably  obliged  to  be  at,  as  well  for  maintaining 
the  great  number  of  troops,  which  they  have  engaged 
themfelves  by  this  prefent  treaty  to  keep  in  the  towns

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above-named,  as  for  defrajnng  the  great  expence  ab- 
Jblutely  neccflary  for  keeping  up  and  repairing  the  for- 
tificarions  of  the  faid  places,  and  for  fumilhing  them 
with  ammunition  and  provifion,  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
liiolic  Majefty  engages  and  promifes  to  caufe  to  be 
paid  annually  to  the  States  General  the  fum  of  five 
hundred   thoufand   crowns,   or  twelve   hundred  and 
fifty  thoufand  florins,  Dutch  money,  over  and  above 
the  revenue  of  that  part  of  the  upper  quarter  of 
Guelderland,  yielded  in  propriety  by  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefty  to  the  States  General,  by  the  eigh- 
teenth article  of  the  prefent  treaty;  as  alio  over  and 
above  the  expence  for  lodging  the  troops,  according 
to  the  regulation  made  in  the  year  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  ninety-eight,  in  the  manner  which  fhall  be 
particularly  agreed  upon;  which  fum  of  five  hundred 
thoufand  crowns,  or  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
ftorins,  Dutch  money,  fhall  be  fecured  and  charged, 
as  by  this  article  it  is  fecured  and  charged  upon  all  the 
revenues  in  general  of  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  in- 
cluding therein  the  countries  yielded  by  France,  and 
j)articularly  upon  the  cleareft  and  leaft  incumbered 
revenues  of  the  provinces  of  Brabant  and  Flanders, 
jand  upon  thofe  ot  the  countries,  towns,  caftellanies,  and 
dependencies  yielded  by  France,  as  is  more  particu- 
larly agreed  by  a  feparate  article,  as  well  for  the 
mortgage  as  for  the  method  and  terms  of  receiving 
the  faid  fum;  and  the  faid  payment  of  the  fubfidy  of 
five  hundred  thoufand  crowns,  or  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty  thoufand  florins,  Dutch  money,  fl^all  begin  from 
the  day  of  figning  this  prefent  treaty;  out  of  which 
*lhall  be  dedufted,  in  proportion  to  the  time,  the  re- 
venues of  the  town?,  caftellanies,  and  dependencies, 
•yielded  by  France,  which  fliall  become  due  from  the 
faid  day  till  the  day  when  die  laid  Netherlands  fhall 
be  delivered  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  for 
fo  much  as  the  Stares  General  fhall  have  received. 

XX.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  confirm* 
Tmd  ratifies  by  this  article  the  capitulations  granted  to 

the 
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the  provinces  and  towns  of  the  Netherlands  formerly 
called  Spanifti,  at  the  tinne  they  were  reduced  to  the; 
obedience  of  his  faid  Majefty;  as  alfo  the  general  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  faid  country  exercifcd  therein  bf 
Great  Britain  and  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  reprefenting  the  lawful  Sovereign  by  their 
minifters  who  refided  at  Bruffels,  and  by  the  council 
of  ftate  appointed  for  the  general  government  of  the 
faid  Netherlands,  in  confequence  of  the  power  and 
inftruftions  which  were  given  to  the  faid  council,  and 
of  the  requifitions  which  were  made  to  it  on  the  part 
of  the  two  Powers,  as  well  in  matter  of  royalty,  of  juf- 
tice,  and  of  civil  magiftracy,  as  of  finances;  as  alfo  the 
particular  adminiftration  of  the  ftates  aiid  provinces, 
of  the  colleges,  of  the  towns,  and  of  the  communities. 
in  the  open  country;  together  with  the  fovereign  ccurts 
of  juftice,  and  other  interior  courts  and  judges;  which 
a£ts  of  civil  magiftracy,  royalty,  juftice,  and  finances, 
Ihall  fubfift  and  have  their  full  and  entire  efFeft,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  afts,  and  of  the  fen- 
tences  given ;  the  whole  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they 
had  been  done  by  the  lawfial  Sovereign  of  the  country, 
and  under  his  government. 

XXI.  All  that  is  contained  in  the  preceding  article, 
fliall  likewife  be  obferved,  ratified,  and  maintained  on 
the  part  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  with 
refpeft  to  the  upper  quarter  of  Guelderland,  and  to 
the  countries  conquered  from  France  (of  which  King 
Charles  the  Second,  of  glorious  memory,  was  not 
poffcffed  at  his  deceafe)  as  to  all  the  dilpofitions  made 
in  the  name  and  on  the  part  of  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces. 

And  as  for  ecclefiaflical  benefices  and  dignities,  thcfe 
on  whom  they  have  been  conferred,  and  who  are  pof- 
feffed  of  them,  fhall  not  be  difpoffefled ;  and  thofe 
who  are  not  yet  in  poiTeflion,  Ihall  be  admitted,  with- 
out being  oppofed  therein,  unlefs  by  the  methods,  and 
in  the  courle  of  juftice,  according  to  the  laws  and 
cuftoms  of  the  country.

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XXII.  His  Imperial  and  Ca-tholic  Majefty  acknow- 
ledges ahd  promifes  to  fatisfy  the  obligations  which 
were  entered  into  on  the  part  of  his  Catholic  Majefty 
Charles  II.  of  glorious  memory,  for  the  loafts  of  money 
which  their  High  Mightineffcs  have  caufed  to  be  ne-- 
gotiated  for  his  faid  Majefty,  the  lift  of  which  is  fub- 
joined  at  the  end  of  this  article;  and  as  the  States 
General  have  not  yet  had  delivered  to  them  the  obli- 
gations of  tlie  States  of  the  Spanifli  Netherlands  for 
the  fum  of  two  hundred  thoufand  florins  a  year,  to  be 
furniflied  by  them  for  paying  the  intereft  and  reim- 
^burfing  die  principal  of  fourteen  hundred  thoufand 
florins  taken  up  at  intereft  in  the  year  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  ninety-eight,  to  be  employed  in  the  necef- 
fary  fervice  of  the  frontiers  of  the  faid  Spanifli  Ne- 
therlandsi  and  of  four  years  intereft,  amounting  to  the 
fum  of  two  hundred  twenty-four  thoufand  florins,  with 
which  the  faid  principal  of  fourteen  hundred  thoufand 
florms  is  increafed,  which  obligadons  the  faid  King 
Charles  11.  of  glorious  memory  had  promifed  to  caufc 
to  be  delivered,  but  it  was  not  done;  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefly  hereby  promifes  to  caufe  the  obliga- 
tions to  be  entered  into  by  the  States  of  the  Provinces 
of  the  faid  Netherlands,  and  to  be  delivered  immedi- 
ately after  to  the  faid  States  General,  conformably  to 
the  tenor  of  the  faid  obligation  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty of  the  thirtieth  of  May,  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred ninety-eight,  at  the  firft  meeting  of  the  States> 
or  at  fertheft  within  the  term  of  two  months  after  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty.

Overyflel ;  Seato  van  Gockinga,  Senator  of  the  town 
of  Groninguen  j  and  Adrian  van  Borffelen,  Lord  of

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Flanders,  which  was  yielded  by  France,  to  be  paid  by 
a  repartition  among  the  towns,  caftellanies,  aiid  de- 
pendencies, according  to  the  tranfport  de  Flandres, 
four  hundred  and  forty  thoufand  florins  ;  and  for  the 
reft,  on  the  fubfidies  of  the  province  of  Brabant  one 
third,  being  the  fum  of  two  hundred  and  thirteen 
thoufand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  florins,  and 
one-third  of  a  florin  5  and  on  thole  of  the  province  of 
Flanders  two-thirds,  being  the  fum  of  four  hundred

In  default  of  which,  or  in  cafe  the  ^d  States  do 
not  grant  the  fubfidies  with  requifite  expedition,  the 
States  General  fhall  and  may  proceed  to  methods  of 
compylfion  and  execution,  and  even  by  force  of  arms, 
againft  the  receivers,  dates,  and  demefiies  of  the  faid 
provinces  and  divifions,  wluch  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  fubjefts  thereto  by  virtue  of  this  arti*- 
cle  i  the  whole  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  their 
High  Mightineffes  upon  the  other  revenues  of  the  fo- 
vereign  over  and  above  the  fubfidy  of  the  provinces, 
fuch  as  the  duties  of  importation  and  exportation,  the 
impofts,  the  tailles,  tolls,  and  other  demefnes.

ibly  to  enjoy  aU  thofe  dominions  of  the  Span^h  mo- 
narchy in  Europe,  the  Indies,  and  elfewhere,  thepof- 
leflion  whereof  was  allowed  to  him  by  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht,  nor  will  he  direftly  or  indireftly  difturb  him 
in  the  faid  poffelHion  at  any  time,  nor  wiu  he  claim  to 
himfelf  any  right  to  the  faid  kingdoms  and  provinces. 

IV.  In  return  for  the  renunciarion  arid  acknow- 
ledgment made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  the  two 
foregoing  ardcles,  the  Catholic  King,  as  well  in  his 
own,  as  in  the  name  of  his  heirs,  defcendants,  and 
liicceflbrs,  male  and  female,  doth  renounce  in  favour 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  fucceflbrs,  heirs,  and  de- 
icend^its,  male  and  female,  all  rights  and  claims 
whatfoever,  none  in  the  leaft  being  excepted,  upon  all 
and  every  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions, 
which  his  Imperial  Majefty  doth  poflfefs  in  Italy  or  the 
Netherlands,  or  may  accrue  to  him  by  virtue  of  this 
prefent  treaty;  and  he  doth  wholly  abdicate  all  rights, 
idngdoms,  and  provinces  in  Italy,  which  heretofore 
belonged  to  the  Spanilh  monarchy,  amongft  which  the'' 
marquifate  of  Final,  yielded  by  liis  Imperial  Majefty 
to  the  republic  of  Genoa  in  the  year  1713,  is  under- 
ftood  to  bc-exprelsly  comprehended,  and  he  will  caufe 
to  be  made  out  accordingly  folemn  afts  of  renunciarion 
iH  due  form,  which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publiflied  and 
raftered  in  the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he 
vdll  es^uj^it  the  ufual  inftruments  thereupon  to  his  Im- 
jper x4  Iti^cfty  and  the  contracting  Povsrers*    His  Ca-^ 

thblic 
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tholic  Majefly  doth  in  like  manner  renounce  the  right 
of  reV^erfion  of  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  the  crown  of 
Spain,  which  he  had  referved  to  himfelf,  and  all  other 
claims  and  pretenfions  under  pretext  whereof  he  might 
diftui-b  his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs> 
diredtly  or  indireftly,  as  well  in  the  aforefaid  kingdoms 
and  provinces,  as  in  all  other  dominions,  whith  he  ac- 
tually poffefles  in  the  Netherlands  or  elfewhere, 

V.  Whereas,  in  cafe  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tulcany, 
or  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  or  their  fuccef- 
fors,  Ihould  die  without  male  iflue,  the  pretenfions  of 
fucceffion  to  the  dominions  poffeffed  by  them  might 
kindle  a  new  war  in  Italy,  on  account  of  the  different 
rights  of  fuccelHion,  whereby,  after  the  deceafe  of  the 
next  heirs  before  her,  the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain, 
bom  Dutchefs  of  Parma,  claims  the  faid  dukedoms  to 
herfelf  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Emperor  and  enipire 
on  the  other  part.  To  the  end  that  the  great  dilputes, 
and  the  evils  arifing  from  them,  may  be  timely  obvi- 
ated, it  is  agreed,  that  the  ftates  and  dutchies  at  prefect 
poflTefTed  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  Duke 
of  Parma  and  Placentia  aforefaid,  fliall  in  time  to  con)e 
be  held  and  acknowledged  by  all  the  contrafting  Ppwef^ 
as  undoubted  male  fiefs  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empirp, 
His  Imperial  Majefty  on  his  part  dodi  confcht,  by  hinri- 
felf  as  head  of  the  empire,  that  whenever  it  (hall  hap- 
pen that  the  faid  dutchies  (hall  lie  open  for  want  of  he^rs 
male,  the  firft-born  fon  of  the  faid  Queen  of  Spain^  and 
his.  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  lawful  matrimony, 
,and  in  default  of  them,  the  fecond-born,  or  other  tlje 
younger  fons  of  the  faid  Queen,  if  any  fliall  be  bo^n^  to- 
gether with  their  male  defcendants,  born  in  lawful  ipar- 
riage,  fliall  in  like  manner,  fucceed  to  all  the  provinces 
aforefaid.  To  which  end,  it  being  neceflary  th^t  the 
confent  of  the  empire  be  alfo  given,  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty will  ufc  all  his  endeavours  to  obtain  it  j  and  having 
obtained  it,  he  will  caufe  the  letters  of  expedtative,  con- 
taining the  eventual  inveftiture  for  the  fon  of  the  (aid 
Queen,  or  her  fons,  and  their  legitimate  male  dc- 
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JfifeelndafttSj'to  be  expedited  in  due  form;  arid  he  will 
.caufe  the  faid  letters  to  be  delivered  to  the  Catholic 
iKing  immediately,  or  at  lead  after  two  mondis  from 
?thc  exchange  of  the  ratifications;  without  any  dar- 
.fnage,  neverthelefs,  or  prejudice,  to  the  Princes  who 
♦now  have  poflefTion  of  the  faid  dutchies,  which  poflcf- 
.fion  is  to  remain  entirely  fafe  to  them. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty,  and  the  Catholic  King,  that  the  town  of  Leg- 
^horn  niay,  and  ought,  perpetually  to  remain  a  free 
.port,  in  the  fame  manner  as  it  now  is. 

By  virtue  of  t;he  renunciation  made  by  the  Kirig  of 
'Spain,  of  all  the  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  provinces 
in  Italy,  wliich  heretofore  belonged  to  the  Kings  of 
Spain,  that  King  Ih  all  yield  to  the  aforefaid ,  Prince 
'*his  fon,  the  town  of  Porto  Longone,  together  with 
that  part  of  the  ifland  Elba,  which  he  aftually  pof- 
fcffes  therein ;  and  fhall  deliver  the  fame  up  to  him, 
•as  jToon  as  that  Prince,  on  the  extinftion  of  the  male 
pofterity  of  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  fliall  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  aftual  poffeflion  of  liis  territories. 

'It  is  moreover  agreed  to,  and  provided  by  folemn 
po'ntraft,  that  none  of  the  iiforefaid  dutchies  or  domi- 
nions, at  any  time,  or  in  any  cafe,  may  or  ought  to 
*i)e  pofleff«d  by  a  Prince,  who  at  the  fame  time  holds 
the  kingdom  of  Spain ;  and  that  no  King  of  Spain 
can  ever  take  upon  him  the  guardianlhip  of  that 
Prince,  or  may  be  allowed  to  exercife  the  fame. 

Laftly,  it  is  agreed,  and  thereto  all  and  fingular  die 
parties  contrafting  have  equally   bound   thcmfelves, 
that  it  never  fhall  be  allowed,  during  the  lives  of  the 
■  prefent  pofleflbrs  of  the  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Par- 
ma, or  of  their  male  fucceflbrs,  that  any  forces  of  any 
country  whatfoever,  whether  their  own  or  hired,  Ihall 
either   by  die  Emperor,    the   Kings   of  Spain  and 
i^rance,  or  even  by  the  Prince  appointed,  as  above, 
-to  the  fucceflion,  be  introduced  into  die  provinces  and 
~  lands  of  the  faid  dutchies ;    nor  fhall  any   of  them 
place  any  garrifon  in  the  cities,  ports,  towns,  or  for- 
*  treflTes  therein  fituated,  Btit, 
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But,  that  the  feid  Ion  of  the  Queen  of  Spain,  ap- 
pointed by  this  treaty  to  die  iucceflion  of  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tyfcany  and  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  IJla- 
centia,  may  be  more  fully  fecured  againli  all  events, 
and  may  more  certainly  depend  on  the  execution  of 
the  fuccefllon  promifed  him  j  and  likewife  that  ;^he 
fief,  conftituted  as  above,  may  renrjain  inviolable  tp 
die  Empcrpr  and  empire;  it  is  agreed  on  both  fides, 
that.garrifons,  pot  exceeding  however  the  number  of 
iix  thoufand  men,  ftiallbe  put  into  the  principal  towns 
thereof,  viz.  L.eghom,  Porto  Perrarb,  Parma,  and 
Placentia,  be  taken  from  among  the  Swifs  Cantons, 
which  cantons  are  for  this  purpofe  to  be  paid  by 
the  three  contradling  Powers,  who  have  taken  upon 
them  the  part  q(  mediators.  And  the  faid  garrifpns 
are  therein  to  be  continued  till  the  cafe  of  the  faid 
fuccefllon  fhall  happen,  when  they  fhall  be  obliged  to 
deliver  the  towns  to  the, faid  Prince  appointed  to  die 
fucceflion ;  neverthelefs,  without  any  trouble  or  charge 
to  the  prefent  pofleflbrs,  and  their  fucceflbrs  being 
males,  to  whom  likewife  the  faid  garrifons  are  to  take 
an  oath  of  fidelity,  and  are. to  aifume  to  diemlclves 
no  other  authority  than  only  die  guard  of  the  cities 
committed  to  their  charge. 

But  whereas  this  beneficial  work  may  be  longer  de- 
layed than  is  convenient,-  before  at)  ^reement  can  be 
made  with  the  Swifs  Cantons  about  the  number,  pay^ 
and  manner  of  eftablifliing  fuch  a  fgrcc;  his  Sacred 
Royal  .Britannic  Majefty,  out  of  his  fmgular  zeal  fof 
the  faid  wprk,  and  the  public  trancjuillity,  and  for  the 
earlier  obtaining  the  end  propofcd,  will  not  in  the 
mean  ume  refufe  to  lend  his  own  forces  for  the  ufc 
above-mendoned,  if  the  reft  of  the  contr^fling  Powers 
think  good,  dll  the  forces  to  ,  I^e  raifcd  in  the  Swij^ 
Cantons  can  take  upon  them  the  gviaird  and  cuftpdy 
of  the  faid  cides. 

VI.  His  Catholic  Majefty,  to  teftify  his  fincere  in- 
clination for  the  public  tranquillity,  dodi  conferit  to  all 
things  hereafter  mentioned,. with  regard  to  what  is  fet- 
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tied  about  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  for  the  advantage 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty^  and  doth  renounce  for  him* 
felG  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female>  the 
right  of  reverfion  of  that  kingdom  to  the  crown  of 
Spain^  which  he  ^xprefsly  referred  to  himfelf  by  the 
ii^lliument  of  ceflion  dated  the  loth  of  June,  17 13. 
Out  of  love  to  the  public  good  he  moreover  departs 
from  the  faid  aft  of  the  loth  of  June,  1713,  as  far  as 
is  neceflary,  as  likewife,  from  the  fixdi  ardcle  of  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht,  betwixt  himfelf  and  his  Royal 
Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  as  likewife  in  general 
from  every  thipg  that  may  pppofe  the  retroceflion,  dif- 
pofition,  and  permutation  of  the  above-mentioned  king- 
aom  of  Sicily,  by  this  prefcnt  treaty  eftablifhed.  On 
condition,  neverthelefs,  that  the  right  of  reverfton  of 
the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  to  the  faid  crown 
may  be  yielded  and  allowed  to  him,  as  hereafter,  in 
the  fecond  article  of  the  conventions  between  his  Sa- 
cred Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  is  fer- 
ther  explained. 

VII.  The  Emperor  and  the  Catholic  King  mutu- 
ally promife  and  bind  themfelves  to  a  reciprocal  de- 
fence and  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms  and  province^ 
which  they  adtuaUy  pofTefs,  or  the  pofleflion  whereof 
ought  to  belong  tQ  them  t|y  virtue  of  the  prcfent 
treaty. 

VIII.  His  Imperial  Majefly  and  his  Roy4  Carfior 
Be  Majefty  (hall  immediately  after  exchan^  of  the 
ratifications  of  thefe  prefent  conventions,  put  m  execu- 
tion all  and  every  the  conditions  therein  comprehen- 
ded, and  that  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  the 
fartheft,  and  the  inftruments  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
faid  conventions  mall  be  exchanged  at  London  within 
the  Ipace  of  two  months,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  poflible.  '  Which  execu- 
tion of  the  conditions  being  prcvioufly  performed,  their 
Minifters  and  Plenipotentiaries,  by  them  to  be  named, 
ihall  in  the  place  of  congref^j  whi(;h  they  fhall  agree

upon,  with  all  ipeed  feverally  fetde  and  determine 
the  other  points  of  their  particular  peace,  under  the 
mediation  of  the  three  contrafting  Powers. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace 
particularly  to  be  made  between  the  Emperor  and  the 
King  of  Spain,  a  general  amnefty  fhall  be  granted  to 
all  perfons,  of  any  ftate,  dignity,  degree,  or  fex  what- 
foever,  whether  ecclefiaftical  or  military,  political  or 
civil,  who  followed  the  party  of  the  one  or  the  other 
Prince  during  the  late  war  j  in  virtue  whereof  all  and 
fingular  the  faid  perfons  fliall  be  permitted  to  receive, 
and  they  may  receive  full  pofleffion  and  ufe  of  their 
goods,  rights,  privileges,  honours,  diodes,  and  im-^ 
munities,  and  ftiall  ufe  and  enjoy  die  fame  as  freely  as 
they  did  enjoy  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  war, 
or  at  the  time  when  they  begun  to  join  themfelves  to 
the  one  or  the  other  party,  all  confifcadons,  arrefts, 
and  fentences,  made,  pafled,  or  pronounced,  during 
the  war,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding,  whddi  IhaS 
be  held  as  null  and  of  no  efFeft.  In  virtue  moreover 
of  the  aforefaid  amnefty,  it  fhall  be  lawful  and  free 
for  all  and  fingular  the  faid  perfons,  who  followed  one 
or  the  other  party,  to  retum  to  their  country,  and  to 
enjoy  their  goods  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  war 
had  happened  j  and  a  full  licence  is  given  them  to 
take  care  of  the  faid  effefts,  cither  by  themfelves  if 
they  fhould  be  prefent,  or  by  their  attorneys,  if  they 
fhould  choofc  rather  to  abfent  themfelves  from  their 
country,  and  they  may  either  fell,  or  any  other  way, 
according  to  their  pleafure,  difpofe  of  them,  entirely 
after  the  fame  rrtonner  they  might  have  done  before 
the  beginning  of  the  war. 

Conditions  of  the  Treaty  to  he  concluded  between  bis 
Imperial  Majefly  and  the  King  of  Sicily. 

I.  WHEREAS  d»e  cefljon  of  Sicily,  by  die  trea- 
ties of  Utrecht,  to  the  Houfe  of  Savoy,  being  foldy 
piade  for  renderii^  that  peace  foljid,  and  not  on  the 
aj^count  of  any  ri^ht  die  King  of  Sicily  had  thereto^ 
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jbas  been  fo  fer  from  bringing. about  the  end  propofec^, 
jthat,  as  all  Europe  can  witnefs,  it  has  rather  proved 
'  die  great  obftacle  which  hindered  the  Emperor  from 
jicceding  to  the  faid  treaties,  inafmuch  as  the  fepara- 
Jtion  of  the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  fo  long 
ufed  to  remain  under  the  fame  dominion,  and  to  be 
called  by  the  name  of  both  the  Sicilies,  has  not  only 
.been  found  oppofite  to  the  common  interefts  and  mu- 
Jwal  prefervation  of  both  kingdoms,  but  likewife  to 
ffixe  repofe  of  all  Italy,  being  confently  productive 
of  new  commotions,  yfhile  neither  the  ancient  inter- 
courfe  and  mutual  relation  between  the  two  nations 
can  .be  deftroyed,  nor  the  interefts  of  the  different 
Princes  can  beeafily  reconciled  :  for  this  reafon  it  is 
that  the  Princes,  who  firft  ma4e  the  Utrecht  treajties, 
h^ve  thought  it  lawful  for  them,  even  widiout  thic 
confent  of  the  parties  concerned,  to  abrogate  that  one 
jarticle  of  thofe  treaties  which  r^ards  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily,  and  is  not  any  principal  part  of  the  faid  treaty^ 
founding  themfelves  chiefly  upon  thefe  reafons  5  That 
the  prefent  treaty  will  receive  its  increafe  and  comple- 
tion from  the  Emperor's  renunciation;  and  that  by 
the  exchange  of  Sicily  for  Sardinia,  the  wars  which 
threaten  Italy  m^y  be  prevented,  inafmuch  as  the 
^mperor  might  rightfully  attack  Sicily,  which  he  ne- 
ver yet  renounced,  and  which,  fince  the  infraftion  of 
the  neutrality  of  Italy  by  the  feizure  of  Sardinia,  he 
may  rightfully  recover  bv  force  of  arms :  befides  that 
the  King  of  Sicily  may  oecome  .pofTeiled  of  a  certain 
and  durable  dominion  by  the  benefit  of  ,fo  Iblenin  a 
treaty  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  guarantied  by 
the  chief  Princes  or  Europe.  Being  moved  therefore 
by  fo  great  reafons,  they  have  agreed  that  the  King  of 
Sicily  ihall  rcftorc  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland 
and  kingdom  of  Sicily,  with  all  its  dependencies  and 
appenJa'ges,  in  the  ftate  wherein  they  now  lire,  im- 
mediately, or  in  two  months  at  the  fartheft  from-the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty. 
And  hc:  ihaU  in  favour  of  the  Emperor,  his  heirs 
•  '        •      .  .      .  *  and 
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and  fucceffors  of  both  fexes,  renounce  all  rights  and 
prctenfions  whatfoever  to  the  faid  kingdom,  as  wc|l 
for  himfelf  as  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  fe- 
male ;  the  reverfion  thert^of  to  the  crown  of  Spain 
being  entirely  taken  irway. 

II.  In  return^  his  Imperial  Majefty  (hall  yieW-tp 
fhe  King  of  Sicily  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Salrdi- 
pia,  in  the  fame  condition  wherein  Jie  Ihall  reccii^ 
it  froai  the  Catholic  King,  and  fhall  renounce'  all 
rights  and  interefts  in  the  'feid  kingdom,  for  himiel^ 
Ins  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  of  both  fexes,  b  favour  of  the 

king  of  Sicily,  his  heirs  and  lucceffors,  that  he  may 
hereafter  perpetually  poflefs  the  fame,  with  the  title  of 
a  kingdom,  and  all  other  honours  annexed  to  the  royal 
dignity,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  poflefled  the  kii^- 
dom  of  Sicily;  on  condition,  neverthelels,  that  me 
reverfion  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Sardinia  Ihall  be 
referved  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  whenever  it  may 
happen  that  the  King  of  Sicily  (hall  be  without  heirs 
male,  and  all  the  Houfe  of  Savoy  Oi^ll  likewife  be 
deftitute  of  Heirs  male.  But  in  the  fame  manner  aU 
together  as  the  feid  reverfion  was  fettled  and  ordained 
for  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht, 
and  by  the  aft  of  ceflion  in  purfuance  thereof  made  by 
the  King  of  Spain. 

III.  His  Imperial  Majefly  Ihall  confirm  to  the 
King  of  Sicily  all  the  ceflions  made  to  him  by  the 
treaty  Cgned  at  Turin  the  8th  of  November,  1703, 
as  well  of  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montferrat,  as 
of  the  provinces,  cities,  towns,  caftles,  lands,  places, 
rights,  and  revenues  of  the  ftate  of  Milan,  which  he 

-now  doth  poflefs,  in  the  manner  wherein  he  aftually 
doth  poflefs  them  -,  and  he  will  flipulate  for  himfelf 
his  defcendants  and  fucceflbrs,  that  he  never  will 
difturb  >.im,  his  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  in  the  pofleflion 
aforclaid :  on  condition,  neverthelefs,  that  all  other 
claims  and  pretenfions,  which  he  may  poflibly  makje 
in  virtue  of  the  faid  treaty,  fliall  be  and  remain  void. 

IV.  His 
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IV.  His  Imperial  Majefty  fhall  acknowkdge  the 
right  of  the  King  of  Sicily,  and  his  Houfe,  to  fuc- 

•  ceed  immediately  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain  and  of  the 
Indies j  in  cafe  of  the  failure  of  King  Philip  V.  and 
his  pofterity,  in  manner  as  is  fettled  by  the  renunci- 
atbns  of  the  Catholic  King,  the  iDyke  of  Berry,  and 

.the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht; 
arid  his  Imperial  Majefty  fliall  promife,  as  well  for 
himfelf  as  for  his  fucceflbrs  and  defcendahts,  that  at 
no  tinie  he  will  diredUy  or  indireftly  oppofe,  6r  ^any 
y^SLy  adt  contrary  to  the  fame.  It  is  declared,  nevcr- 
thdefs,  that  no  Prince  of  the  Houfe  of  Savoy,  who 
fhall  fucceed  to, the  crown  of  Spain,  may  poffefs  at  the 
fame  time  any  province  or  dominion  on  the  continent 

.of  Italy,  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  thofe  provinces  fhall 
devolve  to  the  collateral  Princes  of  that  Houfe,  who 
fliall  lucceed  therein  one  after  another,  according  to 
the  proximity  of  blood* 

V.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily 
fhall  give  mutual  guaranties  for  all  the  kingdoms  and 
provinces  which  they  aftuaHy  poffefs  in  Italy,  or 
which  fhall  accrue  to  them  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
treaty. 

~VI.  His  Imperial  M^fjefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily, 
immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of 
thcfe  conventions,  fhall  put  in  execution  all  and  every 
the  conditions  therein  contained,  and  that  within  the 
fpace  of  two  months  at  the  fartheft :  and  the  infh^- 
ments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  conventions  fhall 
be  exchanged  at  London  within  two  months  from  the 
'day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  poffible.  And  immedi- 
ately after  the  previous  execution  of  the  faid  condi- 
tions, their  Minifters  and  Plenipotentiaries  by  them  to 
be  named  fhall,  in  the  place  of  congrefs  they  fhall 
agree  upon,  with  all  fpeed  feverally  fetde  the  other 
points  of  their  particular  peace,  under  the  mediation 
of  the  three  contrafting  Powers.

His  above-named  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majcfly, 
being  extremely  inclined  to  promote  the  peace  pro- 
pofed,  and  to  avert  the  dreadfiil  calamities  of  war, 
and  out  of  his  fincere  defire  to  fettle  an  univerfal  pa- 
cification, hath  accepted  the  afore-mentioned  conven- 
tions, and  all  and  (ingular  the  articles  thereof  and 
hereby  doth  accept  the  fame,  and  accordingly  has  en- 
tered into  a  particular  treaty  with  the  three  Powers. 
abovefaid,  on  the  following  conditions. 

I,  That  there  be  and  remain  between  his  Sacred 
Imperial  Catholic  Majcfty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty 
of  Great  Britain,  his  Sacred  Royal  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  their  heir$ 
and  fucceflbrs,  a  moft  ftrift  alliance,  in  virtue  whereof 
each  of  them  are  bound  to  preferve  the  dominions  and 
fubjefts  of  the  others,  as  likewife  to  maintain  peace, 
to  promote  mutually  the  interefts  of  the  others  as  their 
own,  and  to  prevent  and  repel  all  damages  and  inju- 
ries what  foe  ver. 

II •  The  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  and  Baden  fhall 
remain  in  their  fuU  ftrength  and  force,  and  fliall  be  a 
part  of  this  treaty,  thofe  articles  excepted,  from  whith 
it  has  been  judged  for  the  public  good  to  depart;  as 
likewife  thofe  articles  of  the  Utrecht  tireaties  excepted, 
which  were  abolifhed  by  the  treaty  of  Baden.  The 
treaty  of  alliance  made  at  Weftminfter  the  25  th  of 
May,  1716,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catho- 
fic  Majefty,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty.  of  Great 
Britain,  as  likewife  the  treaty  made  at  the  Hague  the 
4th  of  January,  17 17,  between  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  ihall  neverthelefs 
remain  in  full  force  in  every  particular. 

Ill-  His  Sacred  Britannic  Majefty,  as  likewife  his 
Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  do  cove- 
nant for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that 
they  never  will,  dirc^y  or  indircftly,  difliirb  his  Sa- 
cred 
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cared  Imperial  antJ  Catholic  Majcfty,  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  in  any  of  his  kingdoms,  don^iriions,  and  pr6^ 
n^ces,.  which  he  poflbflfes  by  virtue  of  die  treaties  of 
Utrechr  and  Badcn>  or  which  he  fhall  gain  poflefllon 
of  by  virtue  of  this  prelent  treaty.  On  the  contrary, 
they  both  will  and  ought  to  defend  and  guaranty  the 
jMOvinces,  kingdoms,  arid  jurifdi6lioris,  which  he  now 
foSdRs,  or  which  (hall  accrue  to  him  in  virtue  of 
this  treaty,  as  well  in  Germany  as  in  the  Netherlands 
and  in  Italy;  and  they  promife  that  they  will  defend 
the  faid  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  his  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefty,  againft  all  and  fingular  who  may" 
attempt  to  invade  the  fame  in  a  hoftile  manner ;  and 
tjiat  they  both  will  and  ought,  when  the  cafe  hap- 
pens, to  furnifli  him  with  fuch  fuccours  as  he  fliall 
need>  according  to  the  conditions  and  repartition  which 
diey  have  agreed  upon  as  hereafter  mentioned.  In 
like  manner,  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moll  Chrif- 
tian  MajelUes,  and  the  States  General,  exprefsly  bind 
themfelves,  that  rfiey  will  not  at  any  time  give  or'  grant 
any  protedtion  or  refuge,  in  any  part  of  their  domini- 
ons, to  the  fubjefts  or  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, who  aftually  are,  or  hereafter  Ihall  be  by  him 
declared  rebels,  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found 
la  their  kingdoms,  provinces,  or  dominions,  they  fin- 
eerely  promife  tliat  they  will  take  effedhial  care  to 
^xpel  thern  ov)t  of  their  territories,  within  e^ht  days 
after  application  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

. .  IV.  On  the  other  hand,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty, '  and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provin- 
ces, promife  for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  fuccef- 
Ibrs,  that  they  never  wiU,  direftly  or  indireiMy,  dif- 
turb  his  Sacred  mott  Chriftian  Majefty  in  iny  of  his 
'  dominions  to  the  crown  of  France  now  belonging.  On 
the  contrary,  they  will  and  ought  to  guard  and  defend 
the  fame  againft  all'  arid  fingukr  who  may  attempt 
to  invade  them  in  a  hoftile  nrtaijner,  and  indiat  cdc 
ihey  will  and  ought  to  furnifti  fuch  fuccours  •  ts  his 

moft 
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iTloft  Chriftian  Majefty  (hall  want,  according  ^s  here- 
after  is  agreed  upon. 

His  Sacred  Imperial  and  CatholicJ  Majefly,  his  Sa- 
cred Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  ahd  die  Lords- 
the  States  General,  do  Kkewife  profhtfe.artd  obligef 
themfelves,  that  they  will  and  ought  to  maintain, 
guaranty,  and  defend  the  right  of  fucceffion  in  thcf 
kingdom  of  France,  according  to  the  ttnor  of  tht 
treaties  made  at  Utrecht  the  nth  of  Aprit  171  J> 
obliging  themfelves  to  fland  by  the  laid  fucccflion; 
plainly  according  to  the  form  of  the  renunciation  made 
by  the  King  of  Spain  the  5th  of  November,  1712, 
and  by  a  folemn  ajft  accepted  in  the  General  Aflembly 
of  the  States  of  Spain,  the  9th  day  of  the  monllh  and 
year  aforefaid,  which  thereupon  palTed  into  a  law  the 
1 8  th  of  March,  1713,  and  lalHy  was  eftablifhed  and^ 
fettled  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht :  and  this  they  Ihall- 
perform  againfl:  all  perfons  whatfoever  who  may  pre- 
fume  to  difl:iirb  the  order  of  the  faid  fucceflibn,  in' 
contradlftion  to  the  previous,  afts,  and  treaties  ftibfe- 
qiienr  thereupon;  to  which  end  they  ihall  fiimilh 
the  fuccours,  according  to  the  repartition  agreed  oft' 
below.  Farther,  when  the  matter  nfiay  require  it,  they' 
fhall  defend  the  faid  order  of  fucceffion  with  all  their 
forces,  by  likev/ife  declaring  war  againft  him  whp  majr 
attempt  to  infringe  or  impugn  the  fame. 

Moreover,  his  Imperial  Royal  Catholic  Miyefty, 
and  his  Royal  Britannic  Majelty,  and  the  States  Ge- 
neral, do  likewifc  promife,  that  they  will  not  at  any' 
time  give  or  grant  any  protection  or  refuge  in  their 
dominions  to  the  fubjedts  of  his  Royal  n[>oft  Chriftiatt* 
Majefty,  who  adually  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  dc-^v 
dared  rebels;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  Ihall  be; found  in- 
their  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions,  they  fhall- 
command  them  to  depart  the  fame  within  the  fpace  of 
eight  days  after  application  made  by  the  faid  King. 

V,  His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma* 

jefty,  as  alfe  his  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  anc^ 

the  States  General  of  the  United  Provmces,  do  bind 
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diemielves,  dieir  heirs  and  (licceflbrs,  to  maintain  and 
guaranty  die  fucceffion  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  eflablifhed  by  the  laws  of  that  kingdom^  in  the 
Houfe  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  now  reigning,  as  like- 
wife  to  defend  all  the  dominions  and  provinces  pof- 
fefled  by  his  Majefty.  And  they  fliall  not  give  or 
grant  any  protedtion  or  refuge,  in  any  part  of  their 
dominions,  to  the  perfon,  or  his  descendants,  if  he 
ihould  have  any,  who,  during  die  life  of  James  the . 
Second,  took  on  him  the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales,  and 
iince  the  death  of  that  King  afTumed  the  royal  dde 
of  King  of  Great  Britain ;  promifing  alike  for  them* 
fclves,  their  heirs  and  fiicceflbrs,  that  they  will  not 
give  to  the  faid  perfon  or  his  defcendants,  direftly  or 
indireftly,  by  fca  or  by  land,  any  fuccour,  counfcl,  or 
affiflanGe  whatlbever,  either  in  money,  arms,  military 
itores,  fhips,  foldiers,  mariners,  or  any  other  manner 
whatfoever.  The  fame  they  (hall  obferve  with  regard 
to  thofe  who  may  be  ordered  or  commiffioned  by  the 
laid  perfon,  or  his  defcendants,  to  difturb  the  govern- 
ment of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  the  tranquillity  of 
his  kingdom,  whether  by  open  war  or  clandeftine  con- 
(piracies,  by  railing  feditions  and  rebellions,  or  by  ex- 
ercifing  piracy  on  his  Britannic  Majefty^s  fubjefts.  In 
which  laft  cafe  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly  doth  promife,  that  he  will  in  no  wife,  allow  that 
there  be  any  receptacle  granted  to  fuch  pirates  in  his 
ports  in  the  Netherlands.  The  fame  do  his  Sacred . 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  flipulate,  with  regard  to  the  ports 
in  their  refpeftive  dominions :  as,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  Britannic  Majefty  doth  promife,  that  he  will  re- 
fufe  any  refuge  in  the  ports  of  his  kingdoms  to  pi- 
rates infefting  the  fubjefts  of  his  Sacred  Imperial  and 
.Royal  Catholic  Majefhr,  of  his  Sacred  Royal  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  or  ot  the  Lords  the  States  General. 
Laftly,  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  his 
Sacred  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  LiOrds 
the  States  General^  oblige  themfclves,  that  they  never 
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will  give  any  refiigc  or  prote6tion,  in  any  part  of 
their  dominions,  to  fuch  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's 
fubjefts  as  aftually  are,  or  hereafter  ihall  be  declared 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found  in  any  of 
their  kii^oms>  provinces,  and  dominions,  they  fhall 
Command  them,  within  eight  days  after  application 
made  by  the  faid  King>  to  depart  out  of  their  territo- 
ries. And  if  it  fliould  happen  that  his  Sacred  Bri^ 
tannic  Majefly  (hould  be  invaded  in  any  part  in  a 
hoftile  manner,  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma« 
jefty,  as  likewife  his  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty, 
and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do 
oblige  themfelves  in  that  cafe  to  furni(h  die  fuccours 
hereafter  fpecified.  The  lame  they  are  to  do  in  favour 
of  his  defcendants,  if  ever  it  fliould  happen  that  they 
fliould  be  difhirbed  in  the  fucceflion  of  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain. 

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  CathoBc  Majefly,  and 
their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties, 
do  bind  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  pro- 
teft  and  guaranty  all  the  dominions,  jurifdiftions,  and 
provinces,  which  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  actually  poflefs,  againft  all  perfons 
whatfoever  who  may  difturb  or  invade  them,  promif- 
ing  to  furnifti  them  in  fuch  cafe  with  the  fuccours  here- 
after mentioned.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic 
Majefty,  and  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majeftics,  likewife  oblige  themfelves,  that  they  will 
give  no  refuge  or  proteftion,  in  any  of  their  kingdoms, 
to  the  fubjefts  of  the  States  General,  who  are,  or  here- 
after fliall  be  declared  rebels;  and  if  any  fuch  fliall 
be  found  in  any  of  their  kingdoms,  dominions,  or 
provinces,  they  will  take  care  to  fend  them  out  of  tlieir 
dominions  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days  after  applica- 
tion made  by  the  Republic. 

VII.  When  it  fliall  happen  that  aily  one  of  the  four 
contrafting  Power*  fliall  be  invaded  by  any  other 
Prince  or  State,  or  difturbed  in  the  pofleflion  of  their 
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kingdoms  or  dominions,  by  the  violent  detention  of 
their  fubjeds,  Ihips,  goods,  or  merchandize,  by  fea 
or  by  land,  then  the  three  remaining  Powers  (hall,  as 
Jpon  as  they  are  required  thereto,  ufe  their  good  offices 
?hat  the  party  fufFering  may  have  fatisfadtion  for  the 
damage  and  injury  received,  and  that  the  aggreflbr 
may  abftain  from  the  profecution  of  his  hoftility.  But 
when  thefe  friendly  offices  for  reconciliation,  and  pro- 
Curing  fatisfaftion  and  reparation  to  the  injured  party; 
(hall  have  proved  infufficient,  in  that  cafe  die  high 
aUies,  within  two  months  after  application  made,  ftiall 
famifh  the  party  invaded  with  the  following  fuccours, 
jointly  or  feparatcly ;  viz. 

His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic.  Majefly,  eight 
dioufand  foot,  and  four  thoufand  horfe. 

His  Britannic  Majefly,  eight  dioufand  foot^  and  four 
thoufand  horfe. 

His  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  eight  thoufand  foot, 
and  four  thoufand  horfe* 

'    And  the  Lords  the  States  G6neral>  four  thoufand 
foot,  and  two  thoufand  horfe. 

But  if  the  Prince  or  party  injured,  inftcad  of  foldiers 
chufes  rather  fhips  of  war,  or  tranfports,  or  fubfidies 
m  money,  which  is  left  to  his  di^retion^  in  that  caie, 
the  fliips  or  money  defired  ftiall  be  granted  him  in  pro- 
portion to  the  charge  of  the  foldiers  to  be  flirniftied-r 
And,  that  all  ambiguity  with  regard  to  the  calculation 
and  charge  of  fuch  fums  may  be  taken  away,  it  is 
agreed,  that  a  thoufand  foot  by  the  month,  ftiall  be 
reckoned  at  ten  thoufand  florins  of  Holland,  and  ^ 
thoufand  horfe  fliall-  be  reckoned  at  thirty  thoufand 
florins  of  Holland,  by  the  nrionth;  the  fame  proportion 
being  obferved  widi  nelpeft  to  the  ftiips^ 

When  the  above-named  fuccours  ffiall  be  found  in- 
efficient fpr  the  neccffity  impending,  the  contrafting 
Powers  ftiall,  without  delay,,  agree  on  contributing 
more  ample  fupplies.  And  farther,  in  cafe  of  exi- 
gency, they  ftiaU  affifl:  dieir  injured  ally  with  all  their 
forces,  and  declare  war  againft  the  ^greflS>r. 

3  VIII.  The 
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VIII.  The  Princes  and  States  upon  whom  the 
fcontrafting  Powers  Ihall  unanimoufljf-  agree,  may  acr 
Cede  to  this  treaty;  and  the  King  of  Portugal  by  nanrie. 

This  treaty  Ihall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  their 
Imperial,  Britannic,  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeflies^  and 
by  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  and  the  inftruments  of  ratifi- 
cation Ihall  be  exchanged  at  London,  and  reciprocally 
delivered  within  the  Ipace  of  two  months>  or  fooner, 
if  poflible. 

In  witn^fs  whereof^  we  the  underwritten  (being  £jr- 
niflied  with  full  powers,  which  have  been  mu» 
tually  communicated,  and  the  copies  whereof 
having  been  in  due  fomi  bf  us  collated  and  exa- 
mined with  the  originals,  are  word  for  word  inr 
felted  at  the  end  of  this  inftrument)  have  fubr 
fcribed  this  prefent  treaty,  and  thereto  put  our

King  of  Greit  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft

'  Netherlands,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  between  them

twixt the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Emperor  of 
the  Romans,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
King  of  Spain,  as  alfo  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  aforcfaid,  and  the  King  of  Sicily  (whom 
hereafter  it  is  thought  fit  to  call  the  King  of  Sardinia) 
which  conditions  they  have  communicated  to  the  three 
Princes  aforefaid,  as  a  bafis  of  the  peace  to  be  efta* 
bliflied  between  them ;  his  Sacred  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty, being  moved  by  the  moft  weighty  reafons  which 
induced  the  King  of  Great  Britain,,  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  and  the  States  General  aforefaid,  to  take  upon 
themlelves  fo  great  and  fo  wholefome  a  work,  and, 
yielding  to  their  circumfpeft  and  urgent  coxinfels  and 
perfuafions,  declares  that  he  doth  accept  the  faid  con- 
ditions or  articles,  none  of  them  excepted,  as  fixed  and 
immutable  conditions,  according  to  which  he  agrees 
to  conclude  a  perpetual  peace  with  the  King  of  Spain 
and  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

II.  But  becaufe  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia  have  not  yet  confented  to  the  faid  conditions, 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  likewife  their  Royal  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General 
aforefaid,  have  agreed  to  allow  them,  for  cohfenting 
thereto,  the  fpace  of  three  months,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  figning  this  prefcnt  treaty,  as  judging 
this  interval  of  rime  Sufficient  for  them  duly  to  weigh 
the  faid  conditions,  and  finally  determine  and  declare

III.  But  if,  contrary  to  all  expcftarion  of  the  parties 
ftbbye  contrafting,  and  thjj  wifhes  of  all  Europe,  tho 
King  of  Spain,  and  the  King  of  Sardinia,  after  the 
temi  of  three  months  elapfed,  fhould  decline  to  ac- 
cept the  faid  conditions  of  pacification  propofed  be- 
twixt them  and  his  Imperial  Majefty,  fince  it  is  not 
fcalbqable  that  the  tranquillity  of  Europe  fhould  de- 
pend upon  their  refiifal,  or  private  dcfigns,  their  Bri- 
tannic  and  pnoft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States 
General,  do  promife  that  they  will  join  their  fgrces 
^t\\  thofe  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  in  order  to  com- 
pd  thefifi  t6  the  acceptance  and  execution  of  the  afore- 
faid  conditions.  To  whic|i  end  they  will  furnifh  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  jointly  and  feparately,  with  thfe  fclf-r 
fame  fuccours  with  which  they  have  agreed  upon  their 
reciprocal  defence,  by  the  feventh  article  of  tne  f reaty 
flgncd  this  day,  unanimoufly  conft- nting  that  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  ftiall,  inftead  of  foldiers,  contribute  his 
Quota  in  money.  And  if  the  fuccours  Ipecified  in  the 
faid  feventh  article  fhall  not  be  fufficient  for  compafling 
the  end  propofed,  then  the  four  ccntrafting  parties 
Ihall  without  delay  agree  of  more  ample  fuccours  to 
be  furnifhed  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  ftiall  con- 
tinue the  fame  till  his  Imperial  Majefty  ftiall  have  re- 
duced the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  till  his  kingdoms 
and  provinces  in  Italy  ftiall  enjcy  full  Iccurity.  It  is 
farther  agreed,  and  that  in  exprefs  words,  that  if,  by 
reafon  of  the  fuccours  which  their  Britannic  and  moft 
Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General, 
fhall  furnifti  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  by  virtue  and  in 
execution  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  Sardinia,  or  either  cf  them,  ftiall  declare  or  wage 
war  againft  any  one  of  the  faid  contraftors,  either  by 
attacking  them  in  their  dominions,  or  by  violently 
Retaining  their  fubjefts  or  Ihips,*  their  goods  aiid  mer- 
chandizes. 
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chandizes,  by  fea  or  land,  in  that  cafe  the  two  other 
of  the  contrafting  Powers  fhall  immediately  declare 
war  againft  the  faid  Kings  of  Spain  and.  Sardinia^  or 
againft  him  of  the  two  Kir^  who  (hall  have  <ic-* 
noiinced  or  waged  war  againll  any  one  of  the  (aid 
contradling  Powers ;  nor  Ihall  they  lay  dqwn  their 
arms  before  the  Emperor  (hall  be  poflefled  of  Sicily, 
and  made  fecure  with  regard  to  his. kingdoms  and 
provinces  in  Italy,  and  likewife  juft  fatisfaftion  (hall 
be  given  to  him  of  the  three  contracting  Powers  who 
(hall  have  been  invaded  or  fufFercd  damage  by  reafoa 
of  the  prefent  treaty. 

IV.  When  only  one  of  the  two  Kings  aTorefaid, 
who  have  not  yet  confented  to  the  conditions  of  peace 
to  be  made  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  (hall  accept 
them,  he  likewife  (hall  join  himfcli  with  the  four  con- 
trafting  Powers,  to  compel  him  that  (hall  refufe  the 
(aid  conditions,  and  (hall  furnilh  his  quota  of  fuccours 
•ccording  to  the  diftribution  to  be  made  thereupon.   • 

V.  If  the  Catholic  King,  out  of  regard  to  the  public 
good,  and  a  perfuafion  that  an  exchange  of  the  king- 
doms of  Sicily  and  Sardinia  is  necc(iary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  general  peace,  (hall  agree  thereto,  and 
embrace  the  conditions  of  peace  to  be  made  with  the 
Emperor  as  above ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fhall  reject  fuch  an  exchange,  and  perfift 
in  retaining  Sicily;  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Spain  (hall 
reftorc  Sardinia  to  the  Emperor,  who  (faving  his  (u-i 
preme  dominion  over  it)  (hall  put  the  fame  into  the 
cuilody  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britajni 
and  of  the  Lords  the  States  General,  forfo  long  timei 
till  Sicily  being  reduced,  the  King  of  Sardinia  (hall 
fign  the  above-mentioned  conditions  of  a  treaty  with 
the  Emperor,  and  (hall  agree  to  accept  the  kingdom 
of  Sardinia  as  an  equivalent  for  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily  ;  which  being  done,  he  (hall  be  admitted  into 
the  polTeflion  thereof  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  States  General.     But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty 

T  4  (hould 
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fhould  not  be  able  to  conquer  Sicily,  and  reduce  it 
under  his  power,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  States  General,  ihall  reftore  to  him  the 
kingdom  of  Sardinia ;  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Im-« 
Mnal  Majefly  (hall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
kingdomi  which  ihall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping 

it 

VL  But  in  cafe  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  confent 
to  the  faid  exchange,  and  the  King  of^  Spain  Ihall  re- 
Jufe,  in  this  cafe  the  Emperor,  being  aided  by  the  fuc- 
cours  of  the  reft  of  the  contractors,  Ihall  attack  Sar- 
dinia 5  with  which  fuccours  they  on  their  part  promife 
to  fumilh  him ;  as  the  Emperor  promifes  on  his  part, 
that  be  will  not  lay  down  his  arms  till  he  ihall  have 
poifciTed  himfelf  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Sardinia, 
which  immediately  after  fuch  poiTeinon  he  ihall  give  up  , 
to  the  King  of  Sardinia, 

VII.  But  if  both  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia 
ihall  oppofe  the  exchange  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia,  the 
Emperor,  together  with  the  fuccours  of  the  allies, 
ihall  in  the  firft  place  attack  Sicily,  and  having  reduced 
it,  he  ihall  turn  his  arms  againft  Sardinia,  with  fuch  ^ 
number  of  forces,  befides  the  fuccours  of  the  allies,  as 
he  ihall  judge  neceflary  for  both  expeditions:  and, 
having  likcwife  reduced  Sardinia,  his  Imperial  Ma^ 
jefty  ihall  commit  the  cuftody  thereof  to  the  King  or 
Great  Britain,  and  to  the  Lords  the  States  General^ 
till  the  King  of  Sardinia  ihall  have  figned  the  condi- 
tions of  peace  to  be  made  with  the  Emperor,  and 
ihall  confent  to  accept  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia  as  an 
equivalent  for  the  kingdom  oiSicily,  which  then  is  to 
be  delivered  up  to  him  by  his  Britannic  Majefty  and 
>he  States  General ;  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Impe-^ 
rial  Majefty  ihall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  that  kingdom^ 
which  ihall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping  it, 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  Catholic  King  and  the  King  of 
N^Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,  ihall  reftiie  to  accept  and 

execute  the  aboyefaid  conditions  of  peace  to   them 

propofc4> 
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propofed,  and  for  that  reaibn  the  four  contraftii^ 
Powers  fhould  be  compelled  to  proceed  againft  them, 
or  either  of  them,  by  open  force  j  it  is  exprefsly  co- 
venanted, that  the  Emperor  (what  progrefs  foever  ixis 
arms  may  make  againft  the  faid  two  Kings,  or  either 
of  them)  (hall  be  content,  and  ought  to  acquiefce  in 
the  advantages  by-  mutual  confent  allotted  to  him  in 
the  faid  conditions,  power  neverthelefs  being  rcferve^ 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  of  recovering  the  rights  which 
he  pretends  to  have  over  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Milan,  which  the  King  of  Sardinia  now  poflefles, 
either  by  war,  or  by  a  treaty  of  peace  fubfequent  upon 
fuch  war ;  power  being  likewife  rcferved  to  the  other 
three  allies,  in  cafe  fuch  a  war  (hould  be  undertaken 
agamft  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  to  agree  with 
his  Imperial  Majefty  in  appointing  fome  other  Prince, 
in  whofe  favour  his  Imperial  M^efty  may  dilpofe  of 
that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montterrat,  now  poflefled 
by  the  King  of  Sardinia,  in  exclufion  of  the  faid  King; 
and  to  what  other  Prince  or  Princes  he  may,  with  the 
confent  of  the  empire,  grant  the  letters  of  expeftative, 
containing  the  eventual  inveftiture  of  the  ftates  now 
poflefled  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  by  the 
Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  in  exclufion  of  the 
fons  of  the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain.  This  declara- 
tion being  added,  that  in  no  time  or  cafe  whatfoever, 
either  his  Imperial  Majefty,  or  a^ny  Prince  of  the 
Houfe  of  Auftria,  who  fliall  poflefs  the  kingdoms^ 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  may  aflTert  or  gain 
to  himfelf  the  faid  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Parma, 

IX.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty,  after  his  efforts 
by  a  fufficient  number  of  forces,  and  the  fuccours  and 
other  means  of  the  allies,  and  by  ufing  all  convenient 
diligence,  (hould  not  be  able  by  amr\s  to  fubdue,  or  to 
eftablifh  himfelf  in  the  pofleflion  of  Sicily,  the  con- 
trafting  Powers  do  agree  and  declare,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  is,  and  fhall  be  in  that  cafe,  altogether  free 
^nd  difcharged  from  every  obligation  entered  into  by 
Uns  treaty,  of  agreeing  to  make  a  peace  with  the 

Kingj 
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Kings  of  Spain  and  Safdinia^  on  the  conditions  above- 
fficntioncd.  All  other  the  articles  of  this  treaty  never- 
thelefi  to  remain  good,  which  mutually  regard  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftiait 
Majeftie^,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
Ufiited  Netherlands. 

X-  However,  as  the  fecurity  and  tranquillity  of 
feurope  is  the  end  and  fcope  of  the  renunciations  to 
be  niade  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  by  his  Catholic 
M^efty,  for  themfelves,  tlicir  deicendan^s,  and  fuc- 
ieflfors^  of  all  pretenfions  to  the  kingdorti  of  Spain> 
and  the  Indies,  on  the  one  pait  j  and  on  the  kingdoms, 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  and  the  Auftrian 
Netherlands,  on  the  other  part ;  the  faid  renunciations 
ihall  be  made,  on  the  one  and  the  other  part,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  in  the  fecond  and  fourth  articles  of 
the  conditions  of  a  peace  to  be  made  between  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  and  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  has 
been  agreed.  And  though  the  Catholic  King  (hould 
lefufe  to  accept  the  afbrefaid  conditions,  the  Emperor 
neverthelefs  fhall  caufe  the  inftrumcnts  of  his  renun- 
ciation to  be  difpatched,  the  publication  whereof  fhall 
ibowever  be  deferred  till  die  day  of  figning  the  peace 
with  the  Catholic  King.  And  if  the  Catholic  King 
ihould  conftantly  pcrfift  in  rcjefting  the  faid  .peace,  his 
Imperial  iVjajefty  neverthelefs,  at  the  time  when  the 
ratificatiorii  of  this  treaty  fliall  be  exchanged,  (hall  de- 
liver to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  a  folemn  aft  of  the 
faid  renunciations,  which  his  Britannic  Majefty,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  common  agreement  of  the  con  trading 
'Pov.'crSy  doth  promife  fliall  not  be  exhibited  to  tlie 
rtioft  Chriftian  King  before  his  Imperial  Majefty  ftiall 
Come  into  the  pofleftion  of  Sicily.  But  that  being 
obtained,  tlien  the  exhibition,  as  well  as  publication  of 
the  faid  aft  of  his  Imperial  Majcfty's  renunciations, 
fhall  be  -performed  upon  the  firft  demand  of  the  moft 
Chriftian  King.  And  thofe  renunciations  fb.all  take 
place,  whether  the  Catholic  King  ftiall  fign  the  peace 
-v^ith  the  Emperor  or  noi  by  reafon  that,  in  this  laft 

cafe. 
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cafe,  the  guaranty  of  the  contrafting  parties  fhall  be 
to  the  Emperor  in  lieu  of  that  fecurity  which  othcrwife 
the  renunciations  of  the  Catholic  King  would  have 
[iven  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  for  Sicily,  the  other 
Itates  of  Italy,  and  the  provinces  of  the  Netherlands. 

XL  His  Imperial  Majefty  dothpromife  that  he  will 
not  attempt  or  enterprife  any  thing  againft  the  Gatholic 
King,  or  the  King  of  Sardinia^,  or  in  general,  againft  the 
neutrality  of  Italy,  in  that  fpace  of  three  months  allowed 
fhem  for  accepting  the  conditions  of  their  peace  with  the 
Emperor.  But  if,  within  the  faid  fpace  of  three  months, 
the  Catholic  King,  inftcad  of  accepting  the  faid  con- 
ditions, fhall  rather  perfift  in  the  prolecuting  of  his 
hoftiliries  againft  his  Imperial  Majefty ;  or  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  ftiould  with  arms  attack  the  provinces 
which  the  Emperor  poircffes  in  Italy;  in  that  cafe  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords 
t;he  States  General,  oblige  themfelves  inftantly  to 
furnifh  his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  his  defence,  with  the 
fuccours  which,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty  this  day  figned, 
they  have  miUtually  agreed  to  lend  one  another  for  their 
reciprocal  defence ;  and  that  jointly  or  feparately,  and 
without  waiting  the  expiration  of  the  two  months 
otherwife  prefixed  in  the  faid  treaty  for  the  employ- 
ing of  friendly  offices.  And  if  the  fuccours  Ipecified 
by  the  faid  treaty  ftiould  not  be  fufficicnt  for  the  end 

f)ropoled,  the  four  contra(fling  parties  ftiall  immediate- 
y  agree  amongft  themfelves  to  fend  more  powerful 
afiiftance  to  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

XII.  The  eleven  foregoing  articles  are  to  be  kept 
fecret  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannic  and 
fhoft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General,  for 
the  fpace  of  three  months,  from  the  day  of  the  figning, 
unltfs  it  fliall  be  unanimoufly  agreed  by  them  to  Ihor- 
ten  or  prolong  the  faid  term:  and  though  the  faid 
eleven  articles  be  feparate  from  the  treaty  of  alliance 
this  day  figned  by  the  four  contrafting  parties  afore- 
faid,  they  fliall  neverthelefs  have  the  fame  power  and 

force

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GEORGE)  by  the  grace  of  God,  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  Arch-Treafurer 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  and  Prince  Eleftor,  &c. 
To  all  and  fingular,  to  whom  thefe  prefents  (hall  come^ 
greeting.  Whereas,  befides  the  treaty  of  pacificatioa 
to  be  made  between  the  Emperor  of  the  Romans  and 
the  King  of  Spain,  and  between  the  faid  Emperor  and 
the  King  of  Sicily,  and  the  treaty  made  between  iis 
and  our  good  brother  the  faid  Emperor  of  the  Ron»ns, 
and  our  good  brother  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and 
our  good  friends  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  concluded 
by  Plenipotentiaries  fufficiently  furnifhed  on  all  fides 
with  orders  and  authority,  in  our  city  of  London,  the 
twenty-^fecond  day  of  July  laft  paft,  O.  S.  certain 
feparate  articles,  being  four  in  number,  to  the  faid 
treaty  belonging,  were  alfo  concluded  and  figned  fe- 
verally  by  the  faid  Plenipotentiaries,  in  the  fame  placc^ 
and  on  the"  fame  day,  in  the  form  and  words  fol- 
lowing.

WHEREAS  the  treaty,  this  day  made  and  figned 
between  his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  (containing  as  well  fuck 
conditions  as  have  been  thought  moft  c^^uitable  and 
proper  for  eftabliftiTng  a  peace  betwixt  the  2mperor

But  if,  contrary  to  the  hopes  and  wifhes  of  the  con-^ 
tradling  parties  (wliich  neverthelefs  is  not  in  the  leaft 
to  be  fufpefted)  the  faid  Lords  the  States  General 
Ihall  not  take  tlieir  refolution  to  accede  to  the  faid

Made  at  Vien- 
na, the  i6th  of  March,  173 1.

Amen. 

T  O  all  to  whom  it  does  or  may  any  way  apper- 
tain. Be  it  known,  that  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  and  Lord,  Charles  VI.  Emperor  of  the 
Romans,  King  of  Spain,  of  both  the  Sicilies,  Hun- 
gary, and  Bohemia,  Archduke  of  Auftria,  &c.  &c.  and 
the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  and  Lord, 
George  II.  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, together  with  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  die 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
landsj  having  taken  into  confideration  the  prefent  un- 

fettled 
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&ttled  and  perplexed  ftate  of  affairs  in  Europe,  feri- 
oufly  bethought  themfelves  of  finding  proper  methods, 
not  only  to  prevent  thofe  evils  which  muft  naturaUy 
arife  from  the  cavils  and  divilions  that  were  daily  in- 
creafing,  but  alfo  to  eftablifh  the  public  tranquillity 
upon  a  fure  and  lafting  foundation,  and  in  as  eafy  and 
ipeedy  a,<  manner  as  it  was  poffible  :  for  this  end  their 
faid  Majellies,  and  the  faid  States  General,  being  fully 
animated  with  a  fincere  defire  to  promote  fo  whole- 
fomc  a  work,  and  to  bring  it  to  perfedlion,  judged  it 
expedient  to  agree  among  themfelves  upon  certain 
general  conditions,  which  might  lerve  as  the  bafis  for 
reconciling  the  animofities  and  fettling  the  diflTerences 
of  the  chief  Princes  of  Europe,  which,  as  they  arc 
heightened  among  themfelves,  do  greatly  endanger  the 
public  tranquillity. 

For  which  purpofe,  the  moft  High  Prince  and 
Lord,  Eugene,  Prince  of  Savoy  and  Piedmont,  adtual 
Privy  Counfellor  to  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholic 
Majefty,  Prefident  of  the  Council  of  the  Auftrian  Ne- 
therlands at  Vienna,  and  his  Lieutenant  General,  Ma- 
jor General  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  and  Vicar 
General  of  the  kingdoms  and  dates  of  the  faid  Empire 
in  Italy,  Colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons.  Knight 
of  the  Golden  Fleece  5  and  alfo  the  moft  lUuftrious 
and  moft  Excellent  Lord,  Philip  Lewis,  Hereditary 
Treafurer  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  Count  of  Zin- 
zendorf.  Free  Baron  of  Emftbrunn,  Lord  of  the  Dy- 
nafties  of  GfoU,  Upper  Sclowitz,  Porlitz,  Sabor,  Mul- 
fig,  Loof-zan,  and  Dreflcau,  Burgrave  of  Rheineck, 
Hereditary  Mafter  of  the  Horfe  in  Upper  and  Lower 
Auftria,  Knight  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  Chamberlain

I.  That  there  fliall  be  from  fhis  time  forward^  be- 
tween his  Sacred  Imperial  Catholic  Majefty,  his  Sar 
cred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  the  heirs  aod 
fuccefTors  of  both,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  LorcS 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Ne- 
therlands, a  firm,  fiiicere,  and  inviolable  friendlhip, 
for  the  mutual  advantage  of  the  provinces  and  fubjefts 
belonging  to  each  of  the  contrafting  Powers  j  and  that 
this  peace  be  fo  eftablifhed,  that  each  of  the  contrac- 
tor* (hall  be  obliged  to  defend  the  territories  and 
fubjefts  of  the  others ;  to  maintain  the  peace,  and  pror 
mote  the  advantages  of  die  other  contraftors  as  much 
as  their  own ;  and  to  prevent  and  avert  all  damages 
and  injuries  of  every  kind  whatfoever,  which  might  bp 
done  to  them.  For  this  end,  all  the  former  treaties 
or  conventions  of  peace,  friendlhip,  and  alliance,  fhall 
have  their  full  effeft,  and  Ihall  preferve  in  all  -and 
every  part  their  full  force  and  virtue,  and  fliall  even 
be  looked  upon  as  renewed  and  confirmed  by  virtue 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  except  only  fuch  articles,  claufes, 
and  conditions,  from  which  it  has  been  thought  fit  tp 
derogate  by  the  prefent  treaty.  And  moreover,  the 
faid  contracting  parties  have  exprefsly  obliged  them- 
felves,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent  article,  to  a  mutual 
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defence,  or,  as  it  is  called,  guaranty  of  all  the  king- 
doms, ftates,  and  territories,  which  each  of  thempof- 
feffes,  and  even  of  the  rights  and  immunities  each  of 
them  enjoys,  or  ought  to  enjoy,  in  fuch  manner,  that 
they  have  mutually  declared  and  promifed  to  one 
another,  that  they  will  with  all  their  forces  oppofe  the 
entei-prizes  of  all  and  every  one  who  fhall  (perhaps 
contrary  to  expeftation)  undertake  to  difturb  any  of 
the  contractors,  or  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  in  the 
peaceable  poffeflion  of  their  kingdoms,  ftates,  provin- 
ccSy  lands,  rights,  and  immunities,  which  each  of  the 
contracting  parties  doth  or  ought  to  enjoy,  at  the  time 
of  the  conclufion  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

11.  Moreover,  as  it  has  been  frequently  remon- 
ftrated  on  the^part  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Ma-» 
jefty,  that  the  public  tranquillity  could  not  reign  and 
laft  long,  and  that  no  other  fure  way  could  be  found 
out  for  maintaining  the  balance  of  Europe,  than  a  ge- 
neral defence,  engagem.?nt,  and  eviftion,  or,  as  they 
call  it,  a  guaranty  for  the  order  of  his  fucceflion,  aft 
it  is  fettled  by  the  Imperial  declaration  of  1713,  and 
received  in  the  moft  Serene  Houfe  of  A^ftriaj  hi^ 
Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High 
and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  ^f  the  United  Provin- 
ces of  the  Netherlands,  moved  tliereto  by  their  ar- 
dent defire  to  fecure  the  public  tranquilUty,  and  to 
preferve  the  balance  of  Europe,  as  alfo  by  a  view 
of  the  terms  agreed  upon  in  the  following  articles^ 
which  are  exceedingly  well  adapted  to  anlwer  both 
purpofes,  do,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  article,  take 
upon  them  the  general  guaranty  of  the  faid  order  of 
fucceffion,  and  oblige  themfelves  to  maintain  it  as  of- 
ten as  there  fhall  be  occafion,  againft  all  perfons  what- 
foeverj  and  confequently  they  promife,  in  the  moft 
authentic  and  ftrongeft  manner  that  can  be,  to  de- 
fend, maintain,  and  (as  it  is  called)  to  guaranty,  with 
all  their  forces,  that  order  of  fucceffion  which  his  Im- 
perial Majefly  has  declared  and  eftablilhed  by  a  folemn 
ad  of  the  19th  of  April,  17 13,  in  manner  of  a  pcrpe- 
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tual,  indivifibley  and  inieparable  feoffinent  of  truft,  in 
favour  of  primogeniture,  for  all  his  Majefly's  heirs  of 
both  fcxes ;  of  which  aft  there  is  a  copy  annexed  at 
the  end  of  this  treaty :  which  faid  aft  was  readily  and 
unanimoufly  received  by  the  orders  and  eftates  of  all 
the  kingdoms,  archdutchies,  principalities,  provinces, 
and  domains,  belonging  by  right  01  inheritance  to  the 
moft  Serene  Houfe  of  Auftria ;  all  which  have  hum- 
bly and  thankfully  acknowledged  it,  and  tranfcribed  it 
into  their  public  regifters,  as  having  the  force  of  a 
law  and  pragmatic  fanftion,  which  is  to  fubfift  for 
ever  in  foil  force.    And  whereas,  according  to  this  rule 
and  order  of  fiicceffion,  if  it  Ihould  pleafe  God  of  his 
mercy  to  give  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  iffue 
male,  then  the  eldeft  of  his  fons,  or,  he  being  dead 
before,  the  eldeft  fon's  elBeft  fon ;  and  in  cafe  there  be 
no  male  iflbc,  on  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty's 
demife,  the  eldeft  of  his  daughters,  the  moft  Serene 
Archdutchefles  of  Auftria,  by  the  order  and  right  of 
feniority,  which  has  always  beien  indivifibly  preferved, 
is  to  fucceed  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  all  his  king- 
doms, provinces,  and  domains,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  he  now  poffeffes  them  :  nor  fhall  they  at  any  time, 
upon  any  account,  or  for  any  reafon  whatever,   be 
divided  or  feparated  inYavour  of  him,  or  her,  or  them 
who  may  be  of  the  fecond,  the  third,  or  more  diftant 
branch.     And  this  fame  order  and  indivifible  right  of 
feniority  is  to  be  preferved  in  all  events,  and  to  be 
bbferved  in  all  ages,  as  well  in  his  Imperial  Majef- 
ty's  male  ifliie,  if  God  grants  him  any,  as  in  his  Im- 
.perial  Majefty 's '  female  iffue,  after  the  extinftion  of 
the  male  heirs ;  or,  in  ftiort,  in  all  cafes  wherein  the 
fucceffion  of  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  hereditary 
dominions  of  the  moft  Serene  Houfe  of  Auftria  IhaU 
be  called  in  queftion.     For  this  purpofe,  his  Majefty 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Ne- 
therlands, promife  and  engage  to  maintain  him,  or 
her,  who  ought  to  fucceed  according  to  the  rule  and 
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order  above  fet  forth,  in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  or 
domains  of  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  is  nowaftually 
in  poffcflion;  and  they  engage  to  defend  the  fame  for 
ever  againft  all  fuch  as  fhall  perhaps  prefume  to  dif- 
turb  that  pofleflion  in  any  manner  whatfoevcr. 

III.  And  forafmuch  as  it  hath  been  often  reprc- 
fented  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  in  terms 
full  of  friendfhip,  on  the  part  of  his  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
that  there  was  no  furer  nor  more  Ipeedy  method  for 
eftablifhing  the  public  tranquillity  fo  long  defired, 
dian  by  rendering  the  fucceflion  of  the  dutchies  of 
Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  defigned  for  the  moft 
Serene  the  Infante  Don  Carlos,  yet  more  fecure  by 
the  immediate  introduftion  of  6000  Spanifti  foldiers 
into  the  ftrong  places  of  thofe  dutchies ;  his  faid  Sa- 
cred Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  defiring  to  pro- 
mote the  pacific  views  and  intentions  of  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  Netherlands,  will  by  notneans  op- 
pofe  the  peaceable  introduction  of  the  faid  6000  Spa- 
niards into  the  ftrong  places  of  die  dutchies  of  Tuf- 
cany, Parma,  and  Placentia,  in  purfuanceofthe  above- 
mentioned  engagements  entered  into  by  his  faid  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  and  by  the  States  General.  And 
whereas,  to  triis  end,  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty judges  the  confent .  of  the  Empire  neceffary,  he 
promifes,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  will  ufe  his  utmoft 
endeavours  to  obtain  the  faid  confent  widiin  the  Ipace 
of  two  months,  or  fooner,  if  pofFible.  And  to  obvi- 
ate as  readily  as  may  be  the  evils  which  direaten  the 
public  peace,  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  more- 
over promifes,  that,  immediately  after  the  mutual  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications,  he  will  notify  the  confent 
which  he,  as  head  of  the  Enripire,  has  given  to  the  faid 
peaceable  introduftion,  to  the  Minifter  of  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  to  the  Minifter  of  Parma  re- 
fiding  at  his  court,  or  wherever  clfe  it  fhall  be  thought 
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proper.  His  faid  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  like- 
wife  promifes  and  affirms,  that  he  is  fo  far  from  any 
thought  of  raifing,  or  caufing  any  hinderance,  diredHy 
or  indiredtly,  to  the  Spamfli  garrifons  being  adnrutted 
into  the  places  aforefaid,  that  on  the  contrary  he  will 
interpofe  his  good  offices  and  authority  for  removing 
any  unexpefted  obftruftion  or  difficulty  that  may  op- 
pofe  the  faid  introduftion,  and  confequently  that  the 
6cxxD  SpanHh  foldiers  may  be  introduced  quietly,  and 
without  any  delay^  in  the  manner  aforefaid,  into  th^ 
ftrong  places  as  well  of  the  great  dutchy  of  Tufca- 
ny,  as  of  the  dutchies  of  Parma  and  Placenria. 

IV.  That  therefore  all  the  articles  thus  agreed  to, 
with  the  irrevocable  confent  of*  the  contrafting  par- 
ties, be  fo  firmly  and  reciprocally  eftablifhed,  and  fo 
entirely  decided,  that  it  ftiall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
xrontrafting  parties  to  deviate  from  them  in  any  wife ; 
meaning  as  well  thofe  whicli  are  to  be  put  in  execu- 
tion without  delay,  and  immediately  after  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications,  as  thofe  which  ought  to  remain 
for  ever  ijipriolable, 

V.  Whereas,  for  attaining  to  the  end  which'  the  con* 
trading  parties  in  this  treaty  propofe  to  thefhfelves, 
it  has  been  found  necefTary  to  pluck  up  every  root  of 
jdivifion  and  diffenfion,  and  therefore  that  the  antient 
friendlhip  whick  united  the  faid  contradting  parties, 
may  not  only  be  renewed,  but  knit  cl©fer  and  clofer 
every  day,  his  Imperial  Catholic  Majefly  promifes^ 
and,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  article,  binds  himfelf  to 
caufe  all  commerce  and  navigation  to  the  Eafl  Indies 
to  ceafe  immediately  and  for  ever  in  the  Auftdan 
Netherlands,  and  in  all  the  other  countries  whi^  in 
the  time  of  Charles  II.  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  were 
under  the  dominion  of  Spain ;  and  that  he  will  tond 
Jide  a£t  in  fuch  manner,  that  neither  the  Oftend  com- 
pany, nor  any  other,  either  in  the  Auftrian  Nether- 
lands, or  in  the  countries  which,  as  is  abovefaid, 
^rc  under  the  dominion  of  Spain  in  the  time  of  the 
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late  Catholic  King  Charles  II.  fhall  at  any  time,  di- 
rcftly  or  indiredlly, .  contravene  this  rule  eftabliflied 
£at  ever.  Excepting  that  the  Oftend  company  may 
fend,  for  once  only,  two  Ihips,  which  fhall  fail  from 
the  faid  port  to  the  "Eaft  Indies,  and  from  thence 
return  to  Oflend,  where  the  faid  company  may, 
when  they  think  fit,  expofe  the  merchandizes  fo  broi%ht 
from  the  Indies  to  fale.  And  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma?- 
jefly  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do  likewife, 
promife  on  their  part,  and  oblige  themfelves,  to  make 
a  new  treaty  with  his  Imperial  Majefly  without  delay, 
concerning  commerce  and  the  rule  of  impofls,  com- 
monly called  a  Tariff,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  Auftrian 
Netherlands,  and  agreeable  to  the  intention  of  the  26th 
article  of  the  treaty,  commonly  called  (by  reafon  of 
the  limits  therein  fettled)  the  Barrier.  And  for  this 
purpofe  the  contrafting  parties  fhall  immediately  name 
commiflTioners,  who  fhall  meet  at  Antwerp  witHn  the 
fpace  of  two  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day 
of  figning  the  prefent  treaty,  to  agree  together  upon 
every  thing  that  regards  the  entire  execution  of  the 
faid  barrier  treaty,  which  was  concluded  at  Antwerp 
the  /-jthday  of  November,  anno  17 15,  and  of  the 
convention  fince  figned  at  the  Hague  the  ~  day  of 
December,  1718  ;  and  particularly  to  conclude  anew 
treaty  there,  as  has  been  faid,  concerning  commerce, 
and  the  rate  of  impofft,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  Auf- 
trian Netherlands,  and  according  to  the  intention  of 
the  aforefaid  a 6th  article.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  and 
folemnly  ftipulated,  that  every  thing  which  it  hath 
been  thought  fit  to  leave  to  the  commiffioners  wha 
are  to  meet  at  Antwerp,  fhall  be  brought  to  a  final 
ifTue,  with  all  the  juflice  and  integrity,  as  foon  as  pof- 
fible,  and  in  fuch  manner  that  the  laft  hand  may  be 
put  to  that  work,  at  leafl  within  the  fpace  of  two  years. 

VI.  As  the  examination  and  difcuflion  of  the  other 
points  which  remain  to  be  difcuffed,  either  between  ^ 
the  contradting  parties,  or  any  of  their  confederates, 
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icquire  much  more  time  than  can  be  (pared  in  this 
critical  fituation  of  afiairs,  therefore^  to  av9id  all  dc- 
hysy  which  might  be  too  prejudicial  to  the  cotnmmi 
welfare,  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  to  declare  mutu- 
aUy>  that  all  the  treaties  and  (ionvendons  which  any 
of  the  faid  contrafting  Powers  have  made  with  other 
Princes  and  States^  (hall  fubfift  as  they  now  are,  ex- 
cepting only  ib  far  as  they  may  be  contrary  to  any  of 
the  points  regulated  by  the  prefent  treaty  j  and  more- 
over, that  all  the  dilputes  which  are  adhially  between 
diie  iaid  contra(51:ing  parties,  or  any  of  their  allies^  (hall  be 
anaiq^Dly  adjufted  as  fbon  as  pofTible ;  and  in  the  mean 
time  die  contrasting  pardes  (hall  mutually  endeavour 
to  prevent  any  of  thofe  who  have  differences,  from 
kaving  recourfe  to  arms  to  fupport  their  pretenfions. 

VII.  To  t;^ke  away  all  manner  of  doubt  from  the 
liibjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Lords 
die  States  General,  touching  their  commerce  in  the 
kingdom  of  Sicily,  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly  has  been  pleafed  to  declare,  that  from  this  rime 
forward  they  Ihall  be  treated  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
iipon  the  fame  foot  as  they  were  or  ought  to  have  been 
treated  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  King  of  Spain,  of 
riorious  memory,  and  as  any  nation  in  the  ftrifteft 
mendlhip  has  been  ufually  treated. 

VIII.  There  (hall  be  included  in  this  treaty  of 
peace,  all  thofe  who,  within  the  fpace  of  fix  mondis 
afrer  its  ratifications  are  exchanged,  fliall  be  propofed 
hf  either  party,  and  by  common  confent. 

IX.  This  prefent  treaty  Ihall  be  approved  and  ra- 
tified by  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly,  by  his  Sa- 
cred Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  by  the  High 
and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  given  and 
exchanged  at  Vienna,  within  fix  weeks,  to  be  compu* 
ted  from  the  day  of  (igmng. 

In  witae&  and  confirmation  whereof,  as  well  the 
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Imperial  C^pnmiflioncrs,  In  quality  of  Ambafla- 
dors  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiaries,  as  the 
Minifter  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  equally 
fumilhed  with  full  powers,  have  figned  this  treaty 
with  their  own  hands,  and  fealed  it  with  their 
feals.  Done  at  Vienna  in  Auftria,  the  i6th  day 
of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  173 !•

Separate  Article. 

THOUGH  by  the  firft  article  of  the  treaty  con- 
cluded this  day  between  his  Imperial  and  Catholic 
Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands,  the  contradting  parties  did 
mutually  promife,  among  other  things,  that  they  would 
with  all  their  forces  oppofe  the  enterprizes  of  any  per- 
Ibn  or  perfons  who  fhould  (perhaps  contrary  to  expec- 
tation) offer  to  give  difturbance  to  any  of  the  con- 
trafting  parties,  their  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  in  the  peace- 
able pofleflion  of  their  kingdoms,  dominions,  provin- 
ces, countries,  rights  or  immunities,  which  each  of 
the  contraftors  doth  or  ought  to  enjoy  at  the  time  of 
the  conclufion  of  the  prefent  treaty;  the  faid  con- 
trafting' parties  have  neverthelefs  agreed  among  them-» 
felves,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  feparate  article,  that 
if  it  Ihould  happen,  perhaps,  in  procefi  of  time,  that 
the  Turks  fhould  offer  to  difhirb  his  Sacred  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  in  the 
quiet  pofTeflion  of  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  provin- 
ces, countries,  rights,  or  immunities,  which  his  Im- 
perial Majefly  aftually  doth,  or  ought  to  enjoy,  the 
guaranties  flipulated  in  the  faid  firfl  article  are  not  tp 
be  extended  to  this  cafe  now  mentioned.

Declaratim 
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'Declaration  concerning  the  Spanift>g  Garri/bns,  which 
are  to  he  introduced  into  the  ftrong  Places  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Panna,  and  Placentia. 

FORASMUCH  as  his  Sacred  Imperial  Cath6lic 
Majefly  was  defirous  to  have  all  manner  of  fecurityy 
before  he  would  confent  on  his  part  to  the  3d  Article 
of  the  treaty  concluded  this  day,  which  regulatfes  the 
immediate  introduftion  of  the  Spanifli  garrifons  into 
the  ftrong  places  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia, 
agreeably  to  the  real  views  and  intentions  contained 
in  the  promifes  made  aud  figned  in  the  treaty  of  Se- 
ville, partly  on  the  9th,  and  partly  on  the  21ft  day 
of  Novemoer,  anno  1729  ;  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  have  not 
only  exhibited  thofe  promifes  bond  fide ^  as  they  are 
here  fubjoined,  to  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholic 

'  Majefly,  but  moreover  they  have  not  hefitated  to  af- 
firm, in  the  flrongeft  manner,  that  when  they  agreed' 
to  introduce  the  Spanifli  garrifons  into  the  fbong  pla- 
ces of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  they  had  no 
intention  to  depart  in  the  leafl  from  thofe  things  which 

.  had  been  fettled  by  the  5th  article  of  the  Quadruple 

Alliance,  concluded  at  London  ;J~^,  1718,  either 
with  regard  to  the  rights  of  his  Imperial  Majefly,  and 
the  Empire,  or  to  the  fecurity  of  the  kingdoms  and 
ftates  which  his  Imperial  Majefly  aftually  pofleffed) 
in  Italy,  or  lafUy,  to  the  prefervation  of  the  quiet 
and  dignity  of  thofe  who  were  then  the  lawful  pof^ 
fefTors  of  thofe  dutchies.  For  this  purpofe,  his  Royal 
Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands, 
have  declared,  and  do  declare,  that  they  are  entirely 
difpofed  and  ready  to  give  his  Imperial  and  Catholic 
Majefly,  as  they  do  by  thefe  prefents,  all  the  flrong 
and  folemn  promifes,  cviftions,  or,  as  they  are  called^ 
guarandes,  that  can  be  dcfired,  as  well  in  relation  to 
the  points  above-mentioned,  as  in  relation  to  aft  the 

other 
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other  points  ftill  contained  in  the  faid  5th  article  of  the 
treaty  called  Quadruple. 

This  prefent  declaration  fliall  have  the  fame  force,  &c. 

Declaration  concerning  the  Succejficn  of  Parma. 

I T  being  apprehended  that  the  unexpefted  death 
of  the  late  moft  Serene  Prince,  Anthony  Parneie,  in 
his  life-time  Duke  of  Parma  and  Placenria,  might  in 
fome  fort  retard  or  obftruft  the  conclufion  of  this 
treaty,  it  having  happened  at  the  very  time  when  it 
was  upon  the  point  of  being  concluded ;  his  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty  doth,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
aft,  declare  and  engage,  that  in  calc  the  hopes  of  the 
pregnancy  of  the  moft  Serene  Dutchefs  Dowager, 
wife  of  the  faid  moft  Serene  Duke  Anthony  whilft  he 
livedj  do  not  prove  abortive,  and  the  faid  Dutchefs 
Dowager  Ihould  bring  a  man-child  into  the  world,  all 
that  has  been  regulated,  as  well  by  the  3d  article  of 
the  treaty  concluded  this  day,  as  by  the  aft  of  decla- 
ration above  recited,  fliall  take  place,  as  much  as  if 
the  unforefeen  death  of  the  Duke  had  not  happened : 
but  that  if  the  hopes  conceived  of  the  pregnancy  of 
the  faid  Dutchefs  Dowager  fliould  vanifh,  or  flie 
fliould  bring  a  pofthumbus  daughter  into  the  world, 
then  his  faid  Imperial  Majefly  declares,  and  binds 
himfclf,  that  inftead  of  introducing  the  Spanifli  fol- 
diers  into  the  ftrong  places  of  Parma  -and  Placcntia, 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  of  Spain,  Don  Carlos,  fliall 
be  put  into  the  poflTeflion  of  the  faid  dutchies,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  was  agreed  upon  with  the  court  of 
Spain,  by  confcnt  of  the  Empire,  and  purfuant  to  the 
letters  of  eventual  inveftiture,  the  tenor  of  which  fliall 
be  looked  upon  as  repeated  and  confirmed  in  all  its 
articles,  claufes,  and  conditions  ;  in  fuch  manner  nbt- 
withftanding,  that  the  faid  Infante  of  Spain,  as  alio 
the  court  of  Spain,  fliall  firft  of  all  fulfil  the  forrner 
treaties,  wherein  the  Emperor  is  a  contrafting  party 
with  the  confent  of  the  Empire.  And  whereas  upon 
the  deceafe  of  the  faid  Duke  Anthony  Famefe,  the

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Imperial  troops  werfc  not  put  into  the  ftrong  pkces  of 
Parnna  and  Placentia,  with  a  view  to  hinder  the  even- 
tual fucccflion,  as  it  was  fecured  to  the  moft  Serene 
Infante  Don  Carlos  by  the  treaty  of  London,  conr- 
monly  called  the  Quadruple  Alliance,  but  only  to  pre- 
vent any  enterprize  which  might  have  difturbed  the 
tranquillity  of  Italy ;  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lic Majefty  perceiving,  that  by  the  treaty  concluded 
this  day,  the  public  tranquillity  is  reftored  and  con- 
firmed as  far  as  poflible,  he  dotli  again  declare,  that 
in  puttmg  his  troops  into  the  ftrong  places  of  Parma* 
and  Placentia,  he  had  no  other  intention  than  to  fup- 
port,.as  far  as  lay  in  his  power,  the  fucceflion  of  the 
moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos,  as  it  is  fecured  to  the 
laid  Infante  by  the  faid  treaty  of  London :  and  that, 
very  far  from  oppofing  the  faid  fucceflion,  in  cafe  the 
male  branch  of  the  Houfe  of  Farnefe  ftiould  be  ut- 
terly extinft ;  or  from  oppofing  the  introduftion  of  the 
Spanifh  garrifons,  if  the  Dutchels  Dowager  ftiould 
happen  to  bring  a  pofthumous  fon  into  the  world  i  his 
Imperial  Majefty  doth  on  the  contrary  declare  and 
promile,  that  the  faid  forces  fliall  by  his  exprefs  or- 
ders be  withdrawn,  either  that  the  faid  Infante  Don 
Carlos  may  be  put  into  pofl^eflion  of  the  faid  dutchies, 
according  to  the  tenor  of  the  letters  of  eventual  invtf- 
titure,  or  that  the  Spanifti  garrifons  may  be  introduced 
peaceably,  and  without  any  refiftance  whatever ;  which 
laid  garrifons  are  to  ferve  for  no  other  ufe  than  to  le- 
cure  the  execution  of  the  promife  made  to  him,  in 
cafe  the  male  branch  of  the  Houle  of  Farnefe  ftiould 
be  utterly  extinft. 

The  prefent  declaration  fliall  have  the  fame  force,  &c. 

Declaration  ftgned  by  the  Mimftcrs  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General, 
by  virtue  of  their  Full  Powers. 

WHi^kEAS  among  fcveral  articles  agreed  upon 
in  the  treaty  of  Seville,  on,  the  9th  and  21ft  day  of 

November,, 
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November,  1729,  in  favour  of  the  Gl'eat  Duke  of 
Tufcany,  as  well  as  of  the  dutchies  of  Parma  and 
Placentia,  it  was  like  wife  provided,  that  as  foon  as 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  of  Spain,  Don  Carlos,  or  the 
Prince  to  whom  his  rights  may  devolve,  fhould  be*  in 
peaceable  poffeffion  of  the  fucceflion  defigncd  for  him^ 
and  fecure  from  any  infults  of  enemies,  and  againft 
any  juft  caufe  of  fear,  then  his  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty  Ihould  prefendy  give  orders  for  withdrawing  his 
own  troops  out  of  the  faid  dutchies,  but  not  thofe 
belonging  to  the  Infante  Don  Carlos,  or  to  the  Prince 
upon  whom,  as  above-mentioned,  his  rights  may  de- 
volve. 

The  under-written  Minifters  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General,  do,  by 
virtue  of  this  prefent  inftrument,  declare,  that  as  his 
faid  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High 
and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  are  always  accuftomed  to  fulfil  what  they 
have  promifed,  fo  it  is  ftill  their  meaning  and  inten- 
tion, that  in  the  cafes  aforefaid,  the  Spanilh  troops 
fhall  be  immediately  withdrawn  from  the  dutchies  of 
Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia. 

This  declaration  is  to  be  kept  fecret>  but  is,  never* 
thelefs,  to  be  of  the  fame  force,  &c. 

Separate  Article. 

WHEREAS  the  treaty  concluded  this  day  between 
his  Imperial  Catholic  Majefly,  his  Britannic  Majeity, 
and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  could 
not  be  fubfcribed  or  figned  by  the  Minifler  of  the  faid 
States  General  refiding  at  the  Imperial  court,  becaufe, 
according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Republic,  and  the 
form  of  its  government,  the  full  powers  could  not  be 
difparched  to  the  faid  Minifter  fo  foon  as  was  necei&- 
ry  J  it  is  agreed  between  his  Imperial  Majcffy,  and 
fcis  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid  States 

Y  2  GeneraJL 
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General  (there  being  feveral  conditions  in  the  faid 
treaty,  wherein^  they  are  partiailarly  concerned)  (hall 
be  held  and  reputed  as  a  principal  contrafting  party, 
according  as  diey  arc  alfo  named  in  the  faid  treaty,  in 
firm  hope  and  confidence  that  they  would  accede  to 
it,  as  foon  as  the  ufual  form   of  their  government 
would  admit  of  it.     And  becaufe  the  zeal  which  that 
Republic  manifefts  for  eftablifliing  and  fecuring  the 
public  tranquillity,  leaves  their  faid  Majefties  no  room 
to  doubt,  diat  the  faid  Republic  is  defirous  of  becom- 
ing, as  foon  as  inay  be,  a  principal  contrafting  party 
in  the  faid  treaty,  to  thp  end  Ihe  may  partake  of  the 
advantages  therein  ffipulated  for  her ;  both  their  Ma- 
jefties will  therefore  unite  their  endeavours,  that  this 
treaty  may  be  figned  at  the  Hague,  on  the  part  of  the 
fold  States  General,  within  the  fpace  of  three  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  figning  of  th6 
prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  poflible ;  for  it  appeared 
neceffary  both  to  his  Imperial  and  to  his  Royal  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  in  order  to  obtain  the  end  propofed 
by  the  prelcnt  treaty,  and  for  completing  the  public 
tranquillity,  that  the  faid  States  General  Ihould  ^nter 
into  a  part  and  partnerlhip  of  the  faid  conventions.

A  Declaration  concerning  Eaft  Friefland. 

THE  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of 
the  Netherlands  having,  upon  feveral  occafions,  af- 
fured  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  that  how 
much  foever  they  are  interefted  in  the  re-eftablifliment 
and  prefervation  of  the  peace  in  their  neighbour- 
hood, and  by  confequence  that  of  the  province  of 
Eaft  Friefland,  it  was  never  their  intention  to  preju- 
dice in  the  leaft  the  dependence  of  the  faid  province 
of  Eaft  Friefland  upon  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire ; 
his  faid  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  to  give  the 
States  a  frefli  proof  of  his  defire  to  oblige  them,  as  hx 
as  is  confiftent  with  juftice,  has  been  pleafed  to  ex- 
plain 
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plain  to  them  his  true  fentiments  on  that  afFair/  and 
by  that  means  to  recover  them  frorh  the  fears  they 
feem  to  have  received.  In  order  to  tliis,  no  hefitation 
has  been  made  to  declare  to  them  on  his  part,  by  the 
pfefent  aft,  diat  his  intention  always  was  and  ftill  is, 

L  That  an  amnefly,  which  he  has  moft  gracioufly 
o;ranted  to  thofe  of  Embden  and  their  adherents,  Ihall 
Have  its  entire  effedb ;  and  therefor^  that  the  feveraj 
pains  and  penaldes  pronounced  againft  thofe  pf  Emb- 
den and  their  adherents,  upon  the  fcore  of  their  re;- 
nitency  (refiftance)  fhall  not  be  put  in  execution.  And 
as  for  thofe  of  them  which  haye  actually  beer>  lexecu- 
ted  fince  the  moft  gracious  acceptance  of  the  fubr 
miflion  made  by  the  people  of  Embden  and  their  adf- 
herents,  the  whole  (hall  be  reftored  upon  the  fpot  it 
ftood  before  the  faid  fubmifllon  was  accepted^  that  is 
to  fay,  before  the  3d  of  May,  1729,  faving  what  i; 
hereafter  mentioned,  of  an  agreement  to  indemnify 
thofe  for  their  loffcs,  who  were  plundered  dyring  tftc 
late  troubles. 

11.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  haying,  by 
hisrefolutionofthe  12th  of  September,  1729,  moft  grg- 
cioufly  permitted  thofe  of  the  town  of  Embden,  and 
tlieir  adherents,  to  draw  up  a  frefli  account  of  their 
grievances,  or  matters  wherein  they  thought  them- 
felves  aggrieved  by  the  decrees  of  1721,  and  th$ 
years  following,  concerning  the  ground  of  the  affairs 
i^pon  which  they  differed  with  the  Prince ;  and  the 
faid  grievances  having  been  afterwards  exhibited  to  the 
Imperial  Aulic  Council,  with  all  fubmifllon,  the 
of  November  the  fame  year  3  his  faid  Majefty  has  al^ 
ready  ordained,  by  his  moft  gracious  refofution  of  the 
3 1  ft  of  Auguft,  that  thofe  grievances  ftiould  be  ex- 
amined as  foon  as  pofljble, .  And,  as  it  has  been  often 
declared,  it  has  been  and  flill  is  his  conftant  defire, 
that  they  fhould  be  determined  and  decided  with  all 
the  juftice  and  difpatch  that  is  poflible,  according  to 
^e   agreements,    conventions,   and   dccifions,  whicl^

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make  the  particular  law  of  the  province  of  Eaft 
Friefland,  and  which  are  referred  to  in  the  Prince's 
reyerfal  letjters,  paflcd  and  fwom  to  at  his  acceflion 
to  the  regency;  provided,  neverthelefs,  that  under 
the  denomination  of  thofe  agreements,  conventiotis, 
and  decifions,  none  be  comprehended  which  were  abro- 
gated and  annulled  by  his  Imperial  Majefty's  augufl 
predeceflbrs  in  the  Empire,  or  which  ftrike  at  the  lu- 
preme  rights  of  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire  over 
the  province  of  Eaft  Friefland.  And  his  Imperial 
and  Catholic  Majefty,  as  a  farther  proof  of  his  moft 
gracious  intention  to  cut  as  Ihort  as  juftice  will  admit 
him,  the  examination  of  the  grievances  of  the  people 
of  Embden,  and  their  adherents,  has  already  ordained, 
by  his  refolution  of  the  31ft  of  Auguft  laft  year,  that, 
as  foon  as  the  account  thereof  is  delivered  to  thofe 
who  are  properly  to  take  cognizance  of  the  fame,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  of  the  refolution  above-mention- 
ed, they  fhall  anfwer  it  very  foon,  and  once  for  all ; 
after  which  his  Imperial  Majefty,  with  the  advice 
of  his  Imperial  Aulic  Council,  will  redrels  every  com- 
plaint, article  by*  article,  which  ftiall  appear  to  be 
grounded  on  the  agreements  above-nientionedt 

III.  It  having  been  already  ordained,  purfuant  to 
his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty's  laft  refolution  of 
the  31ft  of  Auguft,  1730,  that  the  people  of  the  town 
of  Embden,  and  their  adherents,  ought  to  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Affembly  of  the  States,  which  is  to  be 
called  together  to  deliberate  freely  upon  the  affairs 
that  lie  before  them  j  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty will  take  care  that  this  refolution  fhall  have  its 
intire  effeft,  and  that  none  of  thofe  who  have  a  right 
to  aflift  therein  be  excluded,  contrarjr  to  the  tenor 
of  it. 

IV.  As  to  the  indemnification,  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jjeftv  thinks  it  proper,  that  an  account  be  taken  of  the 
daoiages,  whichj^  according  to  ;he  tenor  of  the  amnefly 
j)ul)ltfhed  the  in  the  year  1728,  and  of  th^c 

re&lutjioii 
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refolution  of  the  12th  of  September,  1729,  ought  to 
be  made  good  by  the  renitents  -,  and  that  the  faid  ac- 
count be  communicated  to  them,  that  they  may  make 
their  objeftiona :  after  which,  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lic Majefty  will  caufe  the  difference  to  be  amicably 
adjufted,  or,  on  failure  of  an  accommodation,  will, 
with  the  utmoft  equity,  fix  the  fum  which  fhall  be  re- 
quired to  make  good  the  damages  fuftained. 

V.  His  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty  perfifts^  in 
the  intention  he  always  had  to  take  particular  care  of 
the  payment  of  the .  intereft  of  the  fums  which  the 
States  of  Eaft  Friefland,  and  of  the  town  of  Embden, 
have  borrowed  of  the  fubjcfts  of  the  United  Provin- 
ces, as  alfo  of  the  reimburfement  of  the  capital^  ac- 
cording to  the  engagements  entered  into  on  that  ac- 
count.

I.  THAT  there  be  an  univerfai  perpetual  peace, 
and  a  true  and  finqere  fripndlhip,  between  the  moft 
Serene  and  Mighty  Prince  William  the  Third,  King 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  .M^ty 
Prince  Lewis  the  Fourteenth,  ;he  moft  ChriftjM  Jung, 
their  heirs  and  fucceffors,  afid  between  t^e  kingdoms, 
ftates,  and  fubjefts  of  both ;  and  that  the  fame  be  fo 
iinccrely  and  inviolably  obferved  and  kept,  that  the 
one  fliall  promote  the  intereft,  honour,  and  adv^tage 
of  the  other,  and  that  on  both  fides  a  faithful  neigh- 
bourhood, and  true  obfervation  of  peace  and  friend-. 
0iip,  may  daily  flourifli  and  increafc* 

II.  That  all  enmities,  hoftilities,  difcords,  and  wars, 
between  the  faid  King  of  Gre^t  Britain  and  the  moft 
Chriftian  King^  and  their  fubjefts,  ceafe  and  be  abo- 
lilhed,  fo  that  on  both  fides  they  forbear  and  abftain 

hereafter 
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hereafter  from  all  plundering,  depredation,  harm-do- 
ing, injuries,  and  infeftatign  whatfoever,  as  well  bjr 
land  as  by  iea,  and  on  frefh  waters,  every  where ;  and 
efpecially  throughout  all  the  kingdoms,  territories,  do-« 
minions,  and  places,  belonging  to  each  other,  of  what 
condition,  focver  they  be. 

HI.  That  all  offences,  injuries,  damages,  which 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fubjedts,  or  the 
laid  moft  Chriftian  King  and  his  fubjefts,  have  fuf- 
fcred  from  each  other  during  this  war,  fliall  be  forgot- 
ten, fo  that  neither  on  account  of  them,  or  for  any 
other  caufe  or  pretence,  neither  party,  or  the  fubjedte 
of  either,  fhall  hereafter  do,  caufe,  or  fuffcr  to  be  done, 
any  hoftility,  enmity,  moleftation,  or  hinderance  to  the 
other,  by  himfelf  or  others,  fecredy  or  openly,  direftly 
or  indireftly,  by  colour  of  right  or  way  of  fad:. 

IV.  And  fince  the  moft  Chriftian  King  was  never 
movedefirous  of  any  thing,  than  that  the  peace  be  fimri' 
and  inviolable,  the  faid  King  promifes  and  agrees,  fof 
himfelf  and  his  fucceflbrs,  that  he  will  on  no  account; 
whatfoever  difturb  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  in 
the  free  poflcflion  of  the  kingdoms,  countries,  lands, 
or  dominions  which  he  now  enjoys  5  and   therefore 
engages  his   honour,  upon  the  faith  and  word  of  a. 
King,  that  he  will  not  give  or  afford  any  afTiftance, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  to  any  enemy  or  enemies  of  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain ;  and  that  he  will  in  no 
manner  whatfoever  favour  the  conipiracies  or  plots 
which  any  rebels,  or  ill-dilpofed  perfons,  may  in  any 
place  excite  or  contrive  againft  the  faid  King;   and 
for  that  end  promifes  and  engages,  that  he  will  not 
aflift  with  arms,  ammunition,  fhips,  provifions,  or  mo- 
ney, or  in  any  other  way,  by  fea  or  land,  any  perfon 
or  perfons,  who  ftiall  hereafter,  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  difturb  or  moleft  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  in  the  free  and  full  pofleflion  of  his    king- 
doms, countries,  lands,  and  donninions.     The  King 
of  Great  Britain  likcwife  promifes  and  engages,  for 

himlelf 
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himfelf  and  fiicceflbrs.  Kings  of  Great  Britain,  that  he 
will  inviolably  do  and  perform  the  fame  towards  the 
iaid  moft  Chriftian  King,  his  kingdoms,  touhtries, 
lands,  and  dominions. 

V.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and  com- 
merce betA^'^een  the  fubjefts  of  both  the  faid  Kings,  as 
was  formerly  in  the  time  of  peace,  and  before  the 
declaration  o£the  late  war,  fo  that  every  one  of  them 
may  freely  come  into  the  kingdoms,  marts,  ports,  and 
rivers  of  either  of  the  faid  Kings  with  their  merchan- 
dizes, and  may  there  continue  and  trade  without  any 
moleftation,  and  fhall  ufe  and  enjoy  all  liberties,  im- 
munities, and  privileges,  granted  by  folcmn  treaties 
and  ancient  cuftom. 

VI.  That  the  ordinary  adminiftration  of  juftice 
fliall  be  reftored  and  fet  open,  throughout  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  both  Kings,  fo  that  it  fhall  be 
free  for  all  the  fubjefts  of  either,  to  claim  and  obtain 
their  rights,  preteniions,  and  aflions,  according  to  the 
laws,  conftitutions,  and  ftatutes  of  each  kingdom. 

•  VII.  The  moft  Chriftian  King  fhall  reftore  to  die 
laid  King  of  Great  Britain,  all  countries,  iflands,  forts, 
and  colonies,  wherefoever  fituated,  which  the  Englifh 
did  poflefs  before  the  declaration  of  this  prefent  war. 
And  in  Jike  manner  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall 
reftore  to  the  moft  Chriftian  King  all  countries,  iflands, 
forts,  and  colonies,  wherefoever  fituated,  which  the 
'  French  did  pofTefs  before  the  faid  declaration  of  war ; 
and  this  reftitution  fhall  be  made,  on  both  fides,  within 
the  fpace  of  fix  months,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done. 
And  to  that  end,  immediately  after  the  ratification  of 
this  treaty,  each  of  the  faid  Kings  fhall  deliver,  or 
caufe  to  be  delivered,  to  the  other,  or  to  commiflion- 
crs  authorized  in  his  name  for  that  purpofe,  all  afts 
of  concefTion,  inftruments,  and  neceflary  orders,  duly 
made  and  in  proper  form,  fo  that  they  may  have 
their  elFcd. 

VIII.  Com- 
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VIII.  Commiflioners  Ihall  be  appointed  on  both 
fides,  to  examine  and  determine  the  rights  and  preten- 
fions  which  either  of  the  faid  Kings  hath  to  the  places 
fituated  in  Hudfon's  Bay  5  but  the  poffeflion  of  thofe 
places  which  were  taken  by  the  French,  during  the 
peace  that  preceded  this  prefent  war,  and  were  reta- 
ken by  the  Englifh  during  this  war,  Ihall  be  left  to  the 
French,  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  article.  The  ca- 
pitulation made  by  the  Englilh  on  the  fifth  of  Sep- 
tember, 1696,  fliall  be  obferved,  according  to  its  form 
and  tenor  j  the  merchandizes  therein  mentioned  fhall 
be  reftored ;  the  governor  of  the  fort  taken  there  fhall 
be  fet  at  liberty,  if  it  be  not  already  done ;  the  dif- 
ferences arifen  concerning  the  execution  of  the  faid 
capitulation,  and  the  value  of  the  goods  there  I0&, 
fhall  be  adjudged  and  determined  by  the  faid  commif- 
fioners  ;  who,  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  th» 
prefent  treaty,  fhall  be  invefled  with  fufficient  autho- 
rity for  fettling  the  limits  and  confines  of  the  lands  to 
be  reftored  on  either  fide,  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing 
article,  and  likewife  for  exchanging  of  lands,  as  may 
conduce  to  the  mutual  intereft  and  advantage  of  both 
Kings. 

And  to  this  end  the  commiflioners  fo  appointed 
fhall,  within  the  fpace  of  three  months  from  the  time 
of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  meet  in  the. 
city  of  London,  and  within  fix  months,  to  be  reckoned 
from  their  firft  meeting,  fhall  determine  all  differences 
and  difputes  which  may  arife  concerning  this  matter; 
after  which,  the  articles  the  faid  commiffioners  fliall 
agree  to,  fhall  be  ratified  by  both  Kings,  and  fhall 
have  the  fame  force  and  vigour  as  if  they  were  inferted 
word  for  word  in  the  prefent  treaty. 

IX.  All  letters,  as  well  of  reprifal  as  of  marque 
and  counter- marque,  which  hitherto  have  for  any 
caufe  been  granted  on  either  fide,  fhall  be  and  remain 
null  and  void ;  nor  fhall  any  the  like  letters  be  here- 
after granted  by  either  of  the  faid  Kings  againft  the 
fubje(its  of  the  other^  unlcfs  it  be  firft  made  mani- 

feft 
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feft  that  right  hath  been  denied ;  and  it  fhall  not  be 
taken  for  a  denial  of  right,  unlefi  the  petition  of  the 
perfon,  who  defires  letters  of  reprifal  to  be  granted  to 
him,  be  firft  fhewn  to  the  minifter  refiding  there  on 
the  part  of  the  King  againft  whofe  fubjefts  thofe  kt- 
ters  arc  defired  j  that  within  the  fpace  of  four  months, 
•or  (boner,  he  may  inquire  into  the  contrary,  or  pro- 
cure that  fatisfaftion  be  made  with  all  Ipeed  from  the 
party  offending  to  the  complainant.  But  if  the  King 
againft  whofe  fubjedts  reprifals  are  demanded,  have 
no.  minifter  refiding  there,  letters  of  reprifal  (hall  not 
be  granted,  till  after  the  fpace  of  four  months,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  day  on  which  his  f)etition  was  made 
and  prefented  to  the  King  againft  whofe  fubjefts  re* 
prifals  are  de(ircd,  or  to  his  privy  council. 

X.  For  cutting  off  all  matter  of  difpute  and  con- 
tention, which  may  arife  concerning  the  reftitution  of 
ihips,  merchandizes,  and  other  moveable  goods,  which 
either  party  may  complain  to  be  taken  and  detained 
from  the  other,  in  countries  and  on  coafts  far  dif- 
tant,  after  the  peace  is  concluded,  and  before  it  be  no- 
tified there  j  all  (hips,  merchandizes,  and  other  move- 
able goods,  which  (hall  be  taken  by  either  fide,  after 
the  figning  and  publication  of  the  prefcnt  treaty,  within 
the  fpace  of  twelve  days  in  the  Britifli  and  North  (cas, 
as  far  as  the  Cape  St.  Vincent;  within  the  (pace  of 
^  ten  weeks  beyond  the  faid  Cape,  and  on  this  fide  of 
the  Equinoftial  Line  or  Equator,  as  well  in  the  ocean 
and  Mediterranean  fca  as  elfewhere ;  laftly,  within  the 
fpace  of  fix  months  beyond  the  faid  Line,  throughout 
the  whole  world,  fhall  belong  and  remain  unto  the 
pofltflbrs,  without  any  exception  or  further  diftin6tion 
of  time  or  place,  or  any  confideration  to  be  had  of 
reftitution  or  compenfation. 

XL  But  if  it  happens,  tlirough  inadvertency  or  im- 
prudence, or  any  other  caufe  whatever,  that  any  fub- 
jeft  of  cither  of  the  faid  two  Kings  (hall  do  or  com- 
mit any  thing,  by  land  or  fea,  or  on  fre(h  water,  any 
I  where.

where,  contrary  to  the  prelcnt  treaty,  or  that  any  par- 
ticiilat  article  thereof  is  not  fulfilled  j  'this  peace  and 
good  correlpondence  between  the  faid  two  Kings  (hall 
not  on  that  account  be  interrupted  or  infi^inged,  but 
Ihall  remain  in  its  former  force,  ftrength,  and  vigour^ 
and  the  faid  fubjeft  only  fhall  anfwer  for  his  own  (zi^, 
and  undergo  the  punifhment  to  be  inflifted,  according 
to  the  cuftom  and  law  of  nations* 

XII.  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  the  differences  now 
compofed  between  the  faid  Kings  fhould  at  any  timr 
be  renewed,  and  break  out  into  open  war,  the  ihips, 
merchandizes,  and  all  kind  of  moveable  goods  of  ci- 
ther party,  which  fhall  be  found  to  be  and  remain 
in  the  ports  and  dominions  pf  the  adverfe  party,  fliall 
not  be  confifcated  or  brought  under  any  inconveni- 
ency,  but  the  whole  (pace  of  fix  months  Ihall  be  al- 
lowed to  the  fubjefts  of  both  of  the  faid  Kings,  that 
they  may  carry  away  and  tfanfport  the  fbrefaid  goods> 
and  any  thing  clfe  that  is  theirs,  whither  they  Ihall 
think  fit,  without  any  moleftation. 

XIIL  For  what  concerns  the*  principality  of  Orange, 
and  other  lands  and  dominions  belonging  to  the  faid 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  feparate  article  of  the 
treaty  of  Nimeguen,  concluded  between  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  and  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  the  lothday  of  Aiiguft,  1678,  Ihall,  ac- 
cording to  its  fomri  and  tenor,  have  full  eflfeft,  and  all 
things  that  have  been  innovated  and  altered  (hall  be 
reftgrcd  as  they  were  before.  All  decrees,  edifts,  and 
other  afts,  of  what  kind  foever  they  be,  without  ex- 
ception, which  are  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  faid 
treaty,  or  were  made  after  the  conclufion  thereof,  (hall 
be  held  to  be  null  and  void,  without  any  revival  or 
confequence  for  the  future :  and  all  diings  fhall  bci  ^ 
reftorcd  to  the  faid  King  in  the  fame  ftate,  and  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  he  held  and  enjoyed  them  before  he 
was  difpoffefTed  thereof  in  the  time  of  the  war  which 
was  ended  by  the  faid  treaty  of  Nimeguen,  or.  which 
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he  ought  to  have  held  and  enjoyed  according  xp  the 
laid  treaty.  And;  that  an  end  may  be  put  to  all  trou-- 
blc,  differences,  procel&s,  and  qucftions,  which  mzy 
arifc  concerning  the  fan;e,  both  the  faid  Kings  will 
natVic  eommiflioners,  who,  with  foil  and  flimmary  pow- 
er, nrray  compofe  and  fettle  all  thefe  matters.  And 
forafmuch  as,  by  the  aiiriiority  of  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  way  hmdcred  from 
enjoying  the  revenues,  rights^  and  profits,  aswdlof 
his  principality  of  Orange,  as  of  other  his  dOraittidhs, 
which,  after  die  conclufion  of  the  treaty  of  Nimeguen, 
ilndl  the  declaration  of  the  prefent  war.  Were  under 
the  power  of  the  faid  moft  Chriftian  King,  the  faid 
moft  Chriftian  King  will  reftore,  and  caiife  to  be  •  re- 
ftored  in  reality,  with  effect,  and  with  the  intercft  due, 
all  thofe  revenues,  rights,  and  profits,  according,  to  fhe 
declarations  and  verificarions  that  fhalt  be  mad<  be- 
fore the  faid  commiflioners. 

XIV.  The  treaty  of  peace  concluded  between  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  late  Eleftor  of  Bran- 
dejiburgh,  at  St.  Germ;iins  in  Laye,  die.  29th  of  June, 
1679,  (hall  be  reftored  in  all  its  articles,  ahd'retfiain 
*ifi  its  former  vigour  between  his  Sacred  moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefty,  and  liis  Electoral  Highnefs  of  Brari- 
dcnburgh. 

•  XV.  Whereas  it  will  greatly  conduce  to  the  pub- 
lic tranquillity,  that  the  treaty  be  obierved,  which  was 
concluded  between  his  Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majef- 
tyi  and  his  Royal  Highnefs  of  Savoy,  on  the  9th  of 
Aiiguft,.  1696,  it  is  agreed  that  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be 
contirmed  by  this  aiticle. 

.  XVI.'  Under  this  prefent  treaty  of  peace  (hall  be 
comprehended  thofe  who  ftiall  be  named  by  either 
party,  wich  conimbn  confent,  before  the  exchange  of 
ratifications,"  or  widiin  fix  mondis  after*  But  in  the 
inean  time,  the  moil  Serene  and  Mighty  Prince  Wil- 
liam, King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene" 
and  Might)"  Prince  Lewis,  the  moft  Chriftian  King, 

gratefully 
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gratcftiUy  acknowledging'  the  fincerc  offices  and  indc- 
tatigable  endeavours,  wHicIi  have  been  employed  by 
chc  moft  Serene  and  Mighty  Prince  Charles  King  of 
Sweden,  by  the  interpofirion  of  his  mediation,  in  bring- 
ing this  happy  work  of  the  peace,  with  the  Divine  al- 
fiftance,  to  the  dcfired  conclufion ;  and  to  (hew  the 
like  affeftiort  to  him,  it .  is  by  confent  of  aU  pardes 
ftipulated  and  agreed,  that  his  faid  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jefty  of  Sweden  fhall,  with  all  his  kingdoms,  coun- 
tries, provinces,  and  rights,  be  included  in  this  treaty, 
aftd  comprehended,  in  the  beft  manfter3  in  the  prefent 
pacification. 

XVII.  Laftly^  The  fole'mn  ratifications  of  this  pre- 
fent agreement  and  alliance,  made  in  due  form,  fhall 
be  delivered  on  both*  fides,  and  mutually  and  duly  ex- 
changed at  the  royal-  palace  of  Ryfwick,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Holland,  within  the  fpace  of  three  weeks,  to 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  fubfcripdon,  or  foonef 
if  it  may  be. 

In  teftimony  of  all  and  every  the  things  before  men- 
tioned, and  for  dieir  greater  force,  and  to  give 
them  all  the  vig6ur  and  full  authority  they  ought 
to  have,  the  under-written  Ambafiadors  Extra- 
ordinary and  Plenipotentiaries,  together  with  the 
Illuftrious  and  moft  Excellent  the  Extraordinary 
Ambafiador  Mediator,  have  figned  and  fealed  the 
prefent  inftrument  of  peace.     Done,  &c.

Separate  Jrticle. 

BESIDES  all  that  is  concluded  and  ftipulated  by  the 
treaty  of  peace  figned  this  prefertt  day,  the  aothof 
September,  it  is  moreover  agreed  by  the  prefent  fc- 
parate  article,  which  fhall  have  the  fame  force  and 
efFcdl  as  if  it  was  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  faid 
treaty,  that  the.  moft  ChriftLui  King.Ihall  cownant 
',  Z  z  and 
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andv  agree,  and  by  the  prefent  article  he  does  cove- 
nant and  agree,  that  it  (hall  be  free  for  die  Emperor 
and  the  Empire,  until  the  firft  day  of  NovOTibcr 
next,  to  accept  the  conditions  of  peace  lately  propo- 
fed  by  the  mod  Chriftian  King,  according  to  the  de- 
claration made  on  the  firft  day  of  this  prefent  moiiths 
unleis  in  the  mean  time  it  fhall  be  otherwife  agreed 
between  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  Empire,  and 
his  moil  Chriftian  Majefty.  And  in  cafe  his .  Impe-*, 
x^dl  Majefty  does  not,  within  the  time  prefixed,  accept 
thofe  conditions,  or  that  it  be  not  otherwife  agreed 
between  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  Empire,  and 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  the  faid  treaty  fliall  have 
its  full  effedt,  and  be  duly  put  in  execution  accor- 
ding to  its  form  and  tenor :  and  it  fhall  not  be  law- 
ful for  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  dire6tly  or  indi- 
rectly, on  any  account  or  caufe  wh'atfocver,  to  aft 
contrary  to  the  faid  treaty.  '

7'bc  treaty  of  Peaa^  and  Friendjhip  hetweeh  the  moft 
Serene  and  moft  Fitent  Princefs  Anne,  hy  the  grace 
.  cf  God,  ^teen  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
htms  the  XIV thy  the  moft  Chriftian  Kingy  concluded 
at  Uirtcht,  the  li- day  of  ^^y  iyi3. 

WHEREAS  it  has  pleafed  Almighty  God,  for 
the  glory  of  his  name,  and  for  the  univerfal  welfare,  fb 
to  direft  the  minds  of  Kings  for  the  healing,  now  in  his 
own  time,  the  miferies  of  the  wafted  world,  that  they 
are  difpofed  cowards  one  another  with  a  mutual  defh-d 
of  making  peace:  be  it  therefore  known  to  all  and^fin- 
gular  whom  it  may  concern,  that  under  this*  Divine 
guidance,  the  moft  Serene  iand  moft  Potent  Princefs 
and  Lad^  Annc^  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of 

*  Great 
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Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  and  the  nfioift 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  and  Lord  Lewis  the 
XlVth,  by  the .  grace  of  God,  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  confiilting  as  well  the  advantage  of  their  fub- 
jefts,  as  providing  (as  far  as  mortals  are  able  to  do) 
for  the  perpetual  tranquillity  of  the  whole  Chriftian 
world,  have  relblved  at  laft  to  put  an  end  to  the  war, 
which  was  unhappily  kindled,  and  has  been  obftinately 
carried  on  above  thefe  ten  years,  being  both  cruel  and 
deftruftive,  by  reafon  of  the  frequency  of  batries,  and 
the  efFufion  of  Chriftian  blood.  And  for  promoting 
this  their  royal  purpofe,  of  their  own  proper  motion^ 
and  from  that  paternal  care  which  they  delight  to  ufe 
towards  their  own  fubjedts,  and  the  public  weal  of 
Chriftendom,  have  nominated  and  appointed  the  moft 
noble,  illuftrious,  and  excellent  Lords,  their  Royal 
Majeltics  relpedlive  Ambaffadors  Extraordinary  and 
Plenipotentiaries,  viz.  her  Sacr?d  Royal  Majcfty  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Right  Reverend  John,  by  Divine 
permiflion,  Bifliop  of  Briftol,  Keeper  of  the  Privy 
Seal  of  England,  one  of  her  Majefty's  Privy  Council, 
Dean  of  Windfor,  and  Regifter  of  the  moft  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter;  as  alfo  the  moft  Noble,  Illuf- 
trious, and  Excellent  Lord,  Thomas  Earl  of  Strafford, 
Vifcount  Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and 
Stainborough,  Baron  of  Raby,one  of  her  Majefty's  Privy 
Council,  her  Ambaffador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipo- 
tentiary to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  .the  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  Colonel  of  the 
Royal  regiment  of  Dragoons,  Lieutenant  General  of 
her  Majefty's  forces,  fiift  Lord  Commiflioner  of  the 
Admiralty  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  Knight 
of  the  moft  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter ;  and  his  Sa- 
cred Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  the  moft  Noble, 
Illuftrious,  and  Excellent  Lords,  Nicolas,  Marquis 
of  Huxelles,  Marftial  of  France,  Knight  of  the  King's 
Orders,  and  Lieutenant  General  of  the  dukedom  of 
Burgundy  J  and  Nicolas  Mefnager,  Knight  of  the  King's 
Order  of  St.  Michael:  and  have  furnilhed  the  fetid 
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AmbaflSdors  Ej^traordinary  with  fuU  ^and  amffle  power 
to  treat,  agree  of,  and  conclude  a  firnn  and  "lafting 
peace  between  their  Royal  Majeftics.  Wherefore  the 
aforefaid  Annbafladors,  after  divers  and  in3p(irtant 
ponfultations  had  in  the  congrcfs  held  at  Utrecht  for 
that  purpofe,  having  at  length  overcome,  without  the 
intervention  of  any  mediator,  all  the  obfbaclcs  which 
hindered  the  end  of  fo  wholefome  a  dcfign,  and  having 
invoked  the  Divine  afliftfince,  that  God  would  be 
pleafed  to  preferve  this  their  work  intire  and  unviolated, 
and  to  prolong  i^  to  the  lateft  pofterity,  after  having 
mutually  communicated  and  duly  exchanged  dieir

I.  That  there  be  an  univerlal  perpetual  peace,  and 
a  true  and  finccre  friendfhip,  between  the  moft  Serene 
and  moft  Potent  Princefs  Anne,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
Lewis  the  XlVth,  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  arid  their 
heirs  and  fucceffors,  as  alfo  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
fubje6h  of  both,  as  well  without  as  within  Europe; 
and  that  the  fame  be  fo  fincercly  and  inviolably  pre- 
fcrved  and  cultivated,  that  the  one  do  promote  the  in-* 
tcreft,  honour,  and  advantage  of  the  otlier,  and  that 
a  faithful  neighbourhood  on  all  fides,  and  a  fecure 
.cultivating  of  peace  and  friendfhip,  do  daily  floUrilh 
again  and  increafe. 

IL  That  all  enmities,  hoftilities,  difcords,  and  wars, 
between 'the  faid  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
iaid  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  their  fubjefts,  do  ceafe 
and  be  aboliflied,  fo  that  on  both  fides  they  do  wholly 
refrain  and  defift  from  all  plundering,  depredation, 
harm-doing,  injuries,  and  ajinoyance  whatfoever,  as 
well  by  land,  as  by  fea  and  frefh  waters,  in  all  parts  of 
the  world,  and  chiefly  through  all  trafts,  dominions, 

and 


and  places  of  whatt  Jdnd  foever,  pf  -the  Jciogdoais^ 
couatries,  and  territories  <o.f  either  Jicjie. 

III.  All  offences,  injuries,  harms,  and  -damages, 
which  the  aforelUid  Queen  of  Great  (Britain,  ^d  h^ 
fubjcfts,  or  the  aforefaid  moft'Chrifti^n  King,  and  to 
fubjefts,  have  fufFered  the  one  fronci  the  other,  during 
this  war,  (hall  be  buried  in  oblivion,  fo  that  neither 
on  account,  or  under  pretence  thereof,  or  of  any  other 
thing,  fliall  either  heftafter,  or  the  fubjefts^df  either, 
do  or  give,  caufe  or-fufFcr  to  be  done  or  given,  to 'tbd 
other,  any  hoftility^  ennfiity,  mole(tacion,  or  hinderance, 
by  themfelves  or  by  others,  f«:retly  or  openly,  dire^Uy 
or  indircftly,  under  colour  of  right,  or  Jby  wa;|f  of  fa£t. 

IV.  Furthermore,  for  adding  a  greater  flarfi^th  t9 
the  peace  which  is  reltored,  and  to  the  fiuthful  frkndOvtp 
which  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cutdng  off  w 
occafions  of  diftruft,  which  might  at  any  time  artfe 
from  the  eftabliftied  right  and  order  of  the  hereditary 
fuccefTion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Ubm- 
tation  thereof  by  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  (made  and 
enadted  in  the  reigns  of  thejate  King  William  the  Third, 
of  glorious  memory,  and  of  the  prefent  Queen)  to  the 
iffue  of  the  abovefaid  Queen,  and  in  default  thereof 
to  the  moft  Serene  Princcis  Sophia, DpwagerpfBrunf- 
wic-Hanover,  and  her  heirs  in  .the  Proteft^t  Jine  of 
•Hanover.  That  therefore  the  faid  fucceffion  'XXH^ 
remain  fafe  and  fecure,  the  moft  Chciftian  King  fin- 
cercly  and  fqlernnly^acfcnowiedges  the  abovefaid  limi* 
tation  of  the  fucceflion  to  .the  .kingdom  of  CireAt  Bri- 
tain, and  on  the  faith  .and  word  of  a  King,  qn  the 
pledge  of  his  awn  and  his  fucceffqrs  honour^  h^  does 
declare  and  .engage,  .that  he  ai^cepts  and  approves  .the 
fame,  and  that  his  heirs  and  fucceffors  .do  and:fhall  ac- 
cept and  approve  the  fame  for  ever.  And  under  the 
fame  obligation  of  the  word.and  honour  of  a  King,  .the 
molt  Chriftian  King  ,promifes,  that  no  one  befides  the 
Queen'herfelf,  and  l^r  fucceffors,  according  to  the  feries 
of  the  £iid  limitation,  (hall  ever  by  him,  or  by  his  heirs  or 
fucceijbrs,  be  acknowledged  or  reputed  to  be  King  or 
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Queen  of  Great  Britdn.  And  for  adding  more  an^^ile 
credit  to  the  faid  acknowledgment  and  promifes,  the 
jnoft  Chriftian  King  does  engage^  that  whereas  the  per- 
Ion  who,  in  the  life-time  of  the  late  King  James  the.Sc-f 
cond,  d^d  take  upon  him  the  tide  of  Prince  of  Wales, 
and  fince  his  deceafe,  that  of  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
is  lately  gone,  of  his  own  accord,  out  of  the  kingdom 
of  France,  to  refide  in  fome  other  place,  he  the  afore-^ 
faid  moil  Chriflian  Kbg,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  will 
take  all  poffible  care  that  he  (hall  not  at  any  time  here- 
after, or  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  return  into 
the  kingdom  of  France,  or  ^y  the  dominions  thereof. 

V;  Moreover,-  the  moft  Chriftian  King  promifesi 
as  well  in  his  own  name,  as  in  that  of  his  heirs  and 
fiicceflbrs,  that  they  will  at  no  time  whatever  difturb 
or  give  any  molcftation  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  defcended  from  the  aforefaid 
Protcftant  line,  who  poffefs  the  crown  of  Great  Bm 
tain,  and  the  dominions  belonging  thereunto.  Neither 
will  the  aforefaid  moft  Chriftian  King,  or  any  one  of  his 
heirs,  give  at  any  time  any  aid,  fuccour,  favour,  or 
counfel,  direftly  or  indireftly,  by  land  or  by  fea,  in 
money,  arms,  ammunition,  warlike  provifion,  ftiips, 
foldiers,  feamen,  or  any  other  way,  to  any  perfon  or 
perfons,  whofoever  they  be,  who  for  any  caufe,-  or

parliament, 
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VI.  Whereas  the  moft  deftrudtive  flame  df  war^ 
which  is  to  be  extinguiftied  by  this  peace,  arofe' chiefly 
from  thence,  that  the  fecurity  arid  liberties  of  Europe 
(:oyld  by  no  means  bear  the  union  of  the  kingdoitis  ojf 
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France  and  Spain  under  one  and  the  fame  King;  and 
whereas  it  has  at  length  been  brought  to  pais,  by  the 
afliftarice  of  the  JDivine  Power,  upon  the  moft  ean^ft 
inftances  of  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  with  the  confent  both  of  the  moft  Chriftiaa 
and  of  the  Catholic  King,  that  this  evil  fhoxild  in  all 
times  to  come  be  obviated,  by  means  of  renunciations 
drawn  in  the  moft  f  ffedhial  fomr;,  and  executed  in  the 
moft  folemn  manner,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as  follows; .

Which  admit  the  Renunciation  of  the  King  of  Spain 
to  the  Crown  of  France,  and  thoje  of  M.  the  Dukt 
of  Berry,  and  of  M.  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  to  the 
Crown  of  Spain, 

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre:  to  all  people  prefent  and  to  come,  greet- 
ing. During  the  various  revolutions  of  a  war,  wherein 
we  have  fought  only  to  maintain  the  juftice  of  the  right)^ 
of  the  King,  our  moft  dear,  and  moft  beloved  grands 
fon,  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain,  we  have  never  ceafed 
to  defire  peace.  The  greateft  fucceflfcs  did  not  at  alj 
dazzle  us,  and  the  contrary  events,  which  the  hand  of 
God  made  ufe  of  to  try  us,  rather  than  to  deftroy  us, 
did  not  give  birth  to  that  defire  in  us,  but  found  it 
there.  But  the  time  marked  out  by  Divine  Providence, 
for  the  repofe  of  Europe,  was  not  yet  come ;  the  dif- 
tant  fear  of  feeing  one  day  our  crown,  and  that  of  Spain, 
upon  the  head  of  one  and  the  fame  Prince,  did  always 
make  an  equal  impreflion  on  t!he  Powers  which  were 
united  againft  \ls ;  and  this  fear,  which  had.  been  the 
principal  caufe  of  the  war,  feemcd  alfo  to  lay  an  infu- 
perable  obftacle  in  the  way  to  peace.  At  laft,  after 
many  fruitlefs  negotiations,  God  being  moved  widi 
the  fufFerings  and  groans  of  fo  many  people,  was 
pleafed  to  open  a  furer  way  to  come  at  fo  difficult  a 
peace.  But  the  fame  alarms  ftill  fubfifting,  the  firft 
^nd  principal  cpndition^^  which  was  propofed  to  us  by 
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our  CTioft  dear  and  moft  beloved  fitter  the  Queen  «df 
Great  Britain,  as  the  eflential  and  neceflary  foundatbn 
erf  creating,  was,  that  the  King  of  Spain,  ourfaid'bro* 
d|er  and  grandfon,  keeping  the  monarchy  of  Spain  and 
m  the  Indies,  Ihould  renounce  for  himfclf  and  his 
defccndants  for  ever,  the  rights  which  his  birth  ^might 
at  any  time  give  him  and  them  to  our  crown  $  thaton 
the  other  hand,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  graoiU 
fon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  nephew  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  ftiould  likewife 
^renounce,  for  themfelves,  and  for  their  .defcendants, 
piak  and  female  for  ever,  their  rights  to  the  monarchy 
.of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  Our  faid  .fitter  caufed  it  to 
be  reprefcnted  to  us,  that  without  a  formal  and  po- 
Jitive  aflurance  upon  this  point,  which  alone  could  be 
the  bond  of  peace,  Europe  would  never  be  at  reft;  all 
the  Powers  which  fliare  the  fame  being  equ^y  per- 
foaded,  that  it  was  for  their  general  intcrcft,  and  for 
their  common  fecurity,  to  continue  a  war,  whereof 
flo  one  could  forefee  the  end,  rather  than  to  be  expofed 
to  behold  the  fame  Prince  become  one  day  mafterof 
two  monarchies  fo  powerful  as  thole  of  France  .and 
Spain.  But  as  this  Princels  (whoie  inde^igable  zeal 
for  rc-eftabliftiing  the  general  tranquillity  wc  cannot 
Sufficiently  praife)  was  fenfible  of  all  the  reluftancy  we 
had  to  confent  that  one  of  our  children,  fo  worthy  to  in-, 
•herit  the  fucceflion  of  our  forefathers,  fhould  necefiarily 
be  excluded  from  it,  if  the  misfortunes,  wherewith  it  has 
pleafed  God  to  afBi6k  us  in  our  family,  fhould  more- 
over take  from  us,  in  the  perfon  of  the  Dauphin,  our 
moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  great  grandfon,  the  only  re- 
mainder of  thofe  Princes  which  our  kingdom  'has  fo 
juftly  lamented  with  us  5  fhe  entered  into  our  pain,  and 
after  having  jointly  fought  out  gentler  means  of  fecur- 
ing  the  peace,  we  agreed  with  our  faid  fifter  to  propofe 
to  the  King  of  Spain  other  dominions,  inferior,  indeed, 
to  thofe  which  ho  pofTefles,  yet  the  value  thereof  would 
fo  much  the  more  increafe  under  his  reign,  inafmuch 
as  in  that  cafe  he  would  prcferve  his  rights,  .and  annei^ 

to 
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tx>  our  crown  a  part  of  the  laid  dominions,  if  he  came 
one  dmeor  other  to  fiicceed  us.  We  employed  there- 
fore the  ftrongeft  reafons  to  perfuade  hnn  to  accept 
this  alternative.  We  gave  him  to  underftand,  that 
the  duty  of  his  birth  was  the  firft  which  he  ought  to 
conl'ult;  that  he  owed  himfelf  to  his  houfe,  and  to  his 
country,  before  he  was  obliged  to  Spain ;  that  if  he 
were  wanting  to  his  firft  engagements,  he  would  per- 
haps one  day  in  vain  regret  his  having  abandoned  thofc 
rights  which  he  would  be  no  more  able  to  maintain. 
We  added  to  thefe .  reafons,  the  perlbnal  motives  of 
friendfhip  and  of  tender  love,  which  we  thought  likely 
to  rriove  him ;  the  pleafure  we  (hould  have  in  feeing 
him  from  time  to  time  near  us,  and  in  pafling  fomc 
part  of  our  days  with  him,  which  we  might  promife 
ourfelves  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  dominions 
that  were  offered  him,  the  fotisfadion  of  inftru6Hng 
him'  ourfdves  concerning  the  ftate  of  our  affairs,  and 
of  relying  upon  him  for  the  future;  f(y  that,  if  God 
Ihould  preferve  to  us  the  Dauphin,  we  coiild  give  our 
kingdom,  in  the  perfon  of  the  King  our  brother  and 
grandfon,  a  regent  inftrufted  in  the  art  of  government; 
and  that  if  this  child,  fo  precious  to  us  and  to  our  fub- 
jefts,  were  alfo  taken  from  us,  we  Ihould  at  leaft  have 
the  confolation  of  leaving  to  our  people  a  virtuous 
King,  fit  to  govern  them,  and  who  would  likewifc 
annex  to  our  crown  very  con fiderable  dominions.  Our 
inftances,  reiterated  with  all  the  force,  and  with  all 
the  tender  affeftion  neceflary  to  perfuade  a  fon,  who  to 
jullly  deferves  thoi'c  efforts  which  we  made  for  pre- 
ferving  him  to  France,  produced  nothing  but  reiterated 
refufals  on  his  part,  ever  to  abandon  fuch  brave  and 
faithful  fubjecls,  whofe  zeal  for  him  had  been  diftin- 
guiflied  in  thofe  conjun<5tures  when  his  throne  feemed 
to  be  the  moft  Ihaken.  So  that,  perfifting  with  an 
invincible  firmnefs  in  his  firft  refoludon,  afferting  like- 
wife,  that  it  was  more  glorious  and  more  advantage- 
ous for  our  houfe,  and  for  our  kingdom,  than  that 
which  we  preffed  him  to  take,  he  declared  in  the  meet- 
3  ing 
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ing  of  the  States  of  the  kingdbm  of  Spain,  aflembled 
at  Madrid  for  that  purpofe,  that  for  obtaining  a  ge- 
neral peace,  and  fecuring  the-tranquiUity  pf  Europe 
by  a  balance  of  power, '  he  of  his  own  proper  motion, 
of  his  own  free  will,  and  without  any  conftraint,  re- 
nounced for  himfelf,  for  his  heirs  and  fucce0brs  for 
ever  and  ever,  all  pretenfions,  rights,  and  titles,  which 
he  or  or  any  of  his  defcendants  have  at  prefentj  or 
may  have  at  any  time  to  come  whatibever,  to  the  foc- 
ccffion  of  our  crown;  that  he  held  for  excluded  there- 
ftom,  himfelfi  his  children,  heirs,  and  defcendants  for 
Tver;  that  he  confcnted  for  himfelf  and  for  them, 
that  now,  as  well  as  then,  his  right,'  a|id  that  of  his 
defcendants,  Ihould  pafs  over  and  be  transferred  to 
him  among  the  Princes  whom  the  law  of  fucceffion 
and  the  order  of  birth  calls  or  fliall  call  to  inherit 
our  crown,  in  default  of  our  (aid  brother  and  grandlbn 
the  King  of  Spain,  and  of  his  defcendants,  as  it  is 
more  amply  ipecified  in  the  aft  of  renunciation  ap- 
proved by  the  States  of  his  kingdom;  and  confequendy 
he  declared,  that  he  defifted  particularly  from  the  right 
which  hath  been  added  to  that  of  his  bifrfi  by  .our 
letters  patents  of  the  month  of  December;  1700, 
whereby  we  declared,  that  it  was  our  will  that  the  King 
of  Spain,  and  his  defcendants,  Ihould  always  preferve 
the  rights  of  their  birth  and  original,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  if  they  refided  a6hially  in  our  kingdom ; 
and  from  the  -regiftry  which  was.  made  of  our  faid 
letters  patents,  both  in  our  court  of  parliament,  and 
in  our  chamber  of  accounts  at  Paris,  We  are  hn- 
fible,  as  King,  and  as  Father,  how  much  it  were  to  be 
defired  that  the  general  peace  could  have  been  "con- 
cluded without  a  renunciation,  which  makes  fo  great 
a  change  in  our  Royal  Houfe,  and  in  the  ancient  order 
of  fucceeding  to  our  crown;,  but  we  are  yet  more 
fenfible  how  much  it  is  our  duty  to  fecure  fpeedily  to 
our  fubjefts  a  peace,  which  is  fo  neceffary  for  them. 
■We  ihall  never  forget  the  efforts  which  they  made  for 
us  during  the  long  continuance  of  a  war  which  we 
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could  not  have  fupported  if  their  zeal  had  not  been ' 
much  more  cxtenfive  than  their  power.  The  welfare 
of  a  people  fo  faithful,  is  to  us  a  fupreme  law,  which 
ought  to  be  preferred,  to  any  other  confideration.  It 
is  to  this  law  that  we  this  day  facrifice  the  right  of  a 
grandfon  who  is  fo  dear  to  us,  and. by  the  price  which 
the  general  peace  will  coft  our  tender  love,  we  fhall 
at  leaft  have  the  comfort  of  fhewing  our  fubjefts,  that, 
even  at  the  expence  of  our  blood,  they  will  always  keep ; 
the  firft  place  in  our  heart. 

For  thefe  caufes,  and  other  important  confiderations 
us  thereunto  moving,  after  having  iecn  in  our  council- 
the  faid  a<5t  of  renunciation  of  the  Kmg  of  Spain,  our 
faid  brother  and  grandfon,  of  the  fifth  of  November 
laft,  as  alfo  the  afts  x>[  renunciation  wliich  our  faid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  our  faid  nephew- 
the  Duke  of  Orleans^  made  reciprocally  of.their  rights, 
to  the  crown  of  Spain,  as  well  for  themfelves  as  for 
their  defcendants,  male  and  female,  in  confequence  a( 
the  renunciation  of  our.  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the 
King  of  Spain,  the  whole  hereunto  annexed,  with  a. 
copy  collated  of  the  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month 
of  December,  1700,  under  the  counter-fcal  of  our 
chancery,  of  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  and  Royal. 
authority,  we  have .  declared,  decreed,  and  ordained,, 
and  by  thefe  prefents,  figned  with  our  hand,  we  do, 
declare,  decree,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  b  our 
pleafure,  that  the  faid  adt  of  renunciation  of.  our  faid 
brother  and,  grandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  and  thofe  of 
our  faid  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  of  our  faid 
nephew  tiie  Duke  of  Orleans,  which  we  have  admitted, 
and  do  admit,  be  regiftered  in  all  our  courts  of  par- 
liament, and  chambers  of  oyr:  accounts  in  our  king-C 
dom,  and  other  places  where  it  fhall  be  acceflary,  in 
order  to  their  being  executed  according  to  their  fomx 
and  tenor.     And  confcquently,  we  will  and  intend,, 
that  our  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month  of  December, 
1700,  be  and  remain  null,  and  as  if  they  had  never . 
been  made^  that  they  be  brgught.  back  to  w,  and  thac 
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in  die  margin  of  the  rc^fters  of  our  (aid  court  of  par- - 
liament,  and  of  our  fkid  chamber  of  accounts,  whew 
the  enrolment  of  the  faid  letters  patents  isj  the  cxtrnft 
of  thefe  prefents  be  placed  and  infcrted,  the  better  to* 
fignify  our  intention  as  to  the  revocation  and  nollitf  of 
the  faid  letters.   We  will,  that  in  'conformity  to  the  fkid- 
aft  of  renunciation  of  our  laid  brother  and  grandfon  the 
King4>f  Spain ,  he  be  from  henceforth  looked  upon 
and  confidered  as  excluded  from  our  fucceflion,  that 
his  heirs,  fucceffors,  and  defcendants  be  likewife  ex- 
cluded for  ever,  and  looked  upon  as  inc^tpible  of  en- 
joying the  fame.     We  underltand  that  in  faikire  of 
them,  all  rights  to  our  faid  crown,  and  fucceflion  to 
our  dominions,  which  might  at  any  rime'whatfoever 
belong  and  appertain  to  thenv,  be  and  remain  trattf- 
ferred  to  our  moft  dear  and  mofV  beloved  grandfon  die 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  to  his  children  and  defcendants,- 
being  males  born  in  lawfiil  marriage;  and  fucc^eflivcly, 
in  failure  of  them,  to  thofe  of  the  Princed  of  oiir  Royal 
Houfe,  and  their  defcendants,  who  in  right  of  theii-' 
birth,  or  by  the  order  eftablifhed  finCe  the  foundadbn 
of  our  monarchy,  ou^t  to  fuccced  to  our  c^rown.^ 
And  fo  we  command  our  beloved  and  trtifty  counfel-' 
lors,    the  members  of  our  court  of  pafliarhent  at 
Paris,  that  they  do  caufe  thefe  prefottts,  together  with- 
the  afts  of  renunciation  made  by  our  faid  brother  and- 
gtandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  by  our  laid  grandfon' 
the  Duke  of  Berry,  and*  by  our  faid   nephew  the 
Duke  of  Orleans,  to  be  read,  publilhed,  and  rcgif- 
tered,  and  the  contents  thereof  to-  be*  ktept,  obferved, 
and  executed,  according  to  their  fomi  aild^  tenor,  fiiUy, 
peaceably,  and  perpetually,   ceafing,  and  cauHng  to- 
ceafe,  all  molcllations  and  hinderances^  notwithftanding 
'ally  laws,  ftatutes;  ufages  cuftorns,  decrees,  regiila- 
tions^  and  other  matters  a>ntrary  thereunto;  whereto, 
and  to  the  derogations  of  die  derogations  therein  con- 
tained, we  have  derogated,  and  do  derogate  by  thefe 
prefents,   for  this  purpofe  only,  and-  without  being 
brought  ioto  precedent..  For  fuch  k  our  picafure.- 

And 
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AncJ  to  the  end  that  this  may  be  a  matter  fimi  and 
lafting  for  ever,  we  have  caufcd  our  fcal  to  be  affixed 
to  thel'e  prelents*  Given  at  VcrfaiUes,  in  the  month 
of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  L/)rd  17 13,  and  of  our 
reign  the  fcventieth.  Signed,  LEW  I  Si  and  under-, 
ncath.

WHEREAS,  on  the  5th  of  November,  in  this- 
prefent  year  17 12,  before  Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo 
and  Velafco,  my  fecretary  of  flate,  and  chief  notary 
of  the  kingdoms  of  Caftillc^  and  Leon,  and  witneffirs, 
I  delivered,  fwore  to,  and  figned  a  public  inftrument 
of  the  tenor  fofiowing,  which  is  word  for  word  as  here 
enfues: 

D.  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Caftille,. 
Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem,  Navarre^. 
Granada,  Toledo,  Valentia,  Galicia,  Majorca,  Se- 
ville, Sardinia,  Corduba,  Cbrfica,  Murcia,  Jaen,  the 
Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the;  Canary  Iflands,  the 
Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  Iflands  and  Terra  Firma  o^ 
the  ocean.  Archduke,  of  Auftria,  Dul^e  of  Burgundy,, 
Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of  Habfpurg,  Flanderi, 
Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay,  and  Molina,. 
&c.  By  the  account  and  information  of  this  inftru- 
ment and  writing  of  renunciation  and  relinquilhment, 
and  that  it  may  remain  for  a  perpetual  remembrance,. 

I  do 
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I  do  make  known  and  declare  to  Kings,  Princes,  Po-* 
tentates>  Commonwealths,  Communities,  and  paiticu-- 
kr  peiibns,  which  now  are,  and  (hall  be  in  future  ages  $ . 
That  it  being  one  of  the  principal  pofitions  of  the  trea- 
ties of  peace  depending  between  the  crowns  of  Spain 
and  of  France,  with  that  of  England,  for  the  rendering^, 
it  firm  and  lafting,  and  proceeding  to. a  general, one». 
on  the  maxim  of  fecuring  for  ever  the  univerial  good . 
and  quiet  of  Europe,  by  an  equal  weight  of  power, 
lb  that  many  being  united  in  one,  the  balance  of  the 
equality  defired  might  not  turn  to  die  advantage  of  one, 
and  the  danger  and  hazard  of  the  reft;  it  was  propofed 
and  infifted  on  by  England,  and  it  was  agreed  xp  on 
my  part,  and  on  that  of  the  King  my  grandfather, 
that  for  avoiding  at  any  time  whatever  the  uhipn  of 
tlus  monarchy  with  that  of  France,  and  the  poflibility 
tiiat  it  might  happen  in  any  cafe,  reciprocal  renuncia- 
tions fhould  be  made  by  me,  and  for  all  my  defend- 
ants, to  the  poflibily  of  fucceeding  to  the  monarchy  of 
France,  and  on  the  part  of  thofe  Princes,  and  of  all 
their  race,  prefent  and  to  come,  to  that  of  fucceeding 
to  diis  monarchy;  by  forming  a  proper  projeft  of  ab- 
dication  of  all  rights  which  might  be  claimed  by  the 
two  Royal  houfes  of  this  and  of  that  monarchy,  as  to 
their  fucceeding  mutually  to  each  other;  by  feparating, 
by  the  legal  means  of  my  renunciation,  my  branch 
from  the  JKoyal  flem  of  France,  and  all  the  branches 
of  France  from  the  item  of  the  blood-royal  of  Spain ; . 
by  taking  care  at  the  fame  time,  in  purfuance  o4  the 
fijndamental  and  perpetual  maxim  of  the  balance  of 
power  in  Europe,  which  perfuades  and  juflifiest  the 
avoiding,  in  all  cafes  ima^nable,  the  union  of  the 
monarchy  of  France  with  that  of  Spain,  that  the  in- 
convenience fhould  likewife  be  provided  againft^  left, 
in  default  of  my  iffue,  the  cafe  fhould  happen  that  this 
monarchy  fhould  devolve  again  to  the  Houfe  of  Auf^ 
tria,  whofe  dominions  and  dependencies,  even  without 
the  union  of  the  Empire,  would  make  it  formidable; 
a  motive  which  at  other  times  made  it  juflifi.ible  to  fe- 
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pardte  the  hereditaiy  dDitiinions  of  the  Houfc  o{Ax£^ 
tria  from  the  body  of  the  Spanifh  monarchy;  it  being 
agreed  and  fetded  to  this  end  by  Eii^and  with  me,  and 
with  die  King  my  graiid&ther,  that  in  failure  of  mc, 
and  of  my  iiTue,  the  Duke  of  Sayoy>  and  his  fbns  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  bom  in  conftant  lawful 
marriage,  are  to  enter  upon  the  fucceflion  of  this  mo- 
narchy; and  in  de&ult  of  his  male  line,  the  Prince 
Amadeo  of  Carignan,  and  his  fons  and  defcendants^ 
being  males,  bom  in  conflant  lawful  marriage;  and  in 
default  of  his  line.  Prince  Thomas,  brother  of  the 
Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being 
males,  bom  in  conftant  lawful  marriage,  who,  as  de^ 
fcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Catlurina,  diaughter 
of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  ^xprefily  called,  have 
a  clear  and  known  right,  fuppofing  die  friendfhip  and 
perpetual  alliance  which  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  his 
defcendants,  are  to  folicit  and  obtain  from  this  cmwh; 
it  bemg  to  be  believed,  that  by  this  perpetual  and 
nevcr-ceafing  hope,  the  needle  of  the  balance  may 
remain  invariable,  and  all  the  Powers,  wearied  with 
the  toil  and  uncertainty  of  batdes,  may  be  amicably 
kept  in  an  equal  poife ;  it  not  remainbg  in  the  difpoial 
of  any  of  the  parties  to  alter  this  federal  equilibrium 
by  way  of  any  contraft  of  rcnunciarion,  or  retrocef^ 
fion,  fince  the  fame  reafon  which  induced  its  being 
admitted,  demonftrates  its  permanency,  a  fundamental 
conftiturion  being  formed,  which  may  fettle  by  an  un- 
alterable law  the  fucceflion  of  what  is  to  come.  In 
confcquence  of  what  is  above  faid,  and  for  the  love  I 
bear  to  the  Spaniards,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have 
of  what  I  owe  to  them,  and  the  repeated  experience 
of  their  fidelity,  and  for  making  a  return  to  Divine 
Providence,  by  this  refignarion  to  its  defliny,  for  the 
great  benefit  of  having  placed  and  noaimained  me  xm 
the  throne,  among  fuch  illuftrious  and  well-deierving 
vaffals,  I  have  determined  to  abdicate,  for  myfelf,  and 
all  my  defcendants,  the  right  of  fucceeding  to  xht 
crown  of  France^  dcfxring  not  to  depart  f:ota  livioft 
Vol.  L  A  a  iM 
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and'  dying  widi  rny  beloved  and  faithful  Spaniards  i 
leaving  to  all  my  defcendants  the  infeparable  bond  of 
their  fidelity  and  love.  And  to  the  end  that  this  relb- 
ludon  may  have  its  due  efFeft,  and  that  the  matter 
may  ceafe  which  has  been  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 
principal  motives  of  the  war  which  has  hitherto  af- 
flifted  Europe,  of  my  own  motion,  free,  fpontaneous» 
and  unconftrained  will,  I  Don  Philip,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  King  of  Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two 
Sicilies,  Jerufalem,  Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valen- 
cia, Galicia,  Majorca,  Seville,  Sardinia,Corduba,Corfica, 
Murcia,  Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the 
Canary  Iflands,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  Iflands 
and  Terra  Firma  of  the  ocean,  Archduke  of  Auftria, 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of 
HablJDurg,  Flanders,  Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of 
Bifcay  and  Molina,  &c.  do  by  this  prefent  inftrument, 
^r  myfelf,  for  my  heirs  and  fucceffors,  renounce,  quit, 
and  relinquifh,  for  ever  and  ever,  all  pretenfions,  ri^ts, 
and  titles,  which  I  have,  or  any  defcendant  of  mine 
hath  at  prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  to 
the  fucceflion  of  the  crown  of  France ;  and  I  declare, 
and  hold  mylclf  for  excluded  and  feparated,  me  and 
my  fons,  heirs,  and  defcendants  for  ever,  for  excluded 
and  difabled  abfolutely,  and  without  limitation,  dif- 
ference, and  diitindion  of  perfons,  degrees,  fcxes,  and 
times,  from  the  aft  and  right  of  fucceeding  to  the 
crown  of  France.  An&  I  will  and  confent,  for  myfelf 
and  my  faid  defcendants,  that  now,  as  well  as  then,  it 
may  be  taken  to  be  paffed  over  and  transferred  to  him, 
who  by  mine  and  their  being  excluded,  difabled,  and  in- 
capacitated, ihall  be  found  next  and  immediate  in  de- 
gree to  the  King  by  whofe  death  it  fhall  become  vacant: 
and  the  fucceflion  to  the  faid  crown  of  France  is  at 
any  time,  and  in  any  cafe,  to  be  fetded  on  and  given  to 
him,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  fame  as  true  and  lawful 
fucceHbr,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I  and  my  defcend- 
ants had  not  been  born,  or  been  in  the  world  j-fincc 
for^  firth  are  we  to  be  held  and  efteemed,  becaufe  in 
.  my  perfon,  and  in  that  of  my  defcendants,  there  is  no 
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confideration  to  be  had,  or  foundation  to  be  made  of 
aftive  or  paflive  reprefentacion,  beginning,  or  conti- 
nuation of  lineage  effeftive,  or  contentive  of  fubftance, 
blood,  or  quality,  nor  can  the  defcent  or  computation 
of  degrees  of  thofe  perfons  be  derived  from  the  moft 
Chriftian  King,  my  lord  and  grandfather,  nor  from 
the  Dauphin,  my  father,  nor  from  the  glorious  Kings 
their  progenitors;  nor  by  any  other  means  can  they 
come  into  the  fucceflion,  nor  take  poffeffion  of  the 
degree  of  proximity,  and  exclude  from  it  the  perfon 
who,  as  is  abovefaid,  (hall  be  found  next  in  degree, 
I  will  and  confent  for  myfelf^  and  for  my  defcendants,* 
that  from  this  time,  as  well  as  then,  this  right  be  looked 
upon  and  confidered  as  paffed  over  and  transferred  to 
the  Duke  of  Berry,  my  brother,  and  to  his  fons  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  bom  in  conftant  lawful 
marriage;  and  in  default  of  his  male  iffue,  to  the  Duke 
of  Orleans,  my  uncle,  and  to  his  fons  and  defcend- 
ants, being  males,  born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage; 
and  in  default  of  his  ilTue,  to  the  Duke  of  Bourbon, 
my  coufin,  and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males, 
born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage;  and  in  like  manner 
fuccefTively  to  all  the  Princes  of  the  blood  of  France, 
their  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males,  for  ever  and 
ever,  according  to  the  place  and  order  in  which  they 
Ihall  be  called  to  the  crown  by  right  of  their  birth; 
and  confequenriy  to  that  perfon  anaong  the  faid  Princes^ 
who  (I  and  all  my  faid  defcendants  being,  as  is  above - 
faid, excluded, difabled,  and  incapacitated)  fhall  be  found 
the  neareft  in  immediate  degree  after  that  King  by 
whofe  death  the  vacancy  of  the  crown  of  France  fhall 
happen,  and  to  whom  the  fucceflion  ought  to  belong 
at  any  time,  and  in  any  cafe  whatfbever,  that  he  may 
poflefs  the  fame  as  true  and  lawful  fuccefTor,  in  the 
lame  manner  as  if  I  and  my  defcendants  had  not  "been 
born.  And  for  the  greater  flrength  of  this  aft  of  ab- 
dication of  all  the  rights  and  titles  which  appertained 
to  me,  and  to  all  my  fons  and  defcendants,  of  fuc- 
cccding  to  the  aforcfaid  crown  of  France,  I  depart 
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from  and  relinquiih  dpecially  that  which  might  more- 
over accrue  to  the  rights  of  birth  from  the  letters  pa-i- 
tents,  or  inftrument,  whereby  the  King  my  grand- 
father preferred  and  referred  to  me,  and  enabled  me 
to  enjoy  the  right  of  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  France, 
which  inftrument  was  dilpatcljfed  at  Verfailles  in  the 
month  of  December,  in  the  year  1700,  and  pafled» 
and  approved,  and  regiftered  by  the  Parliament.  I 
will  tlmt  it  cannot  ferve  me  for  a  foundation  to  the 
purpofes  therein  provided  for,  and  I  rcjeft  and  renounce 
it,  and  hold  it  for  null,  void,  and  of  no  force,  and  for 
cancelled,  and  as  if  no  fuch  inftrument  had  ever  been 
executed.  I  promiie  and  oblige  mylelf^  on,  the  faith 
of  a  King's  word,  that  as  much  as  (hall  relate  to  my 
part,  and  that  of  my  fons  and  defcendants,  which  are 
and  fhall  be,  I  will  take  care  of  the  obfervation  and 
;^ccomi)lilhment  of  this  wridng,  widiout  permitting  or 
confehting  that  any  thing  be  done  contrary  thereunto, 
dire£Uy  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part;  and  I 
relinquiih  and  depart  from  all  and  all  manner  of  reme- 
dies, known  or  unknown,  ordinary  or  extraordinary, 
and  which  by  common  right,  or  fpecial  privilege, 
mi^t  belong  to  us,  to  me,  and  to  mv  fbns  and  de- 
fcendants, to  reclaim,  mention,  or  alledge  a&ainft  what 
is  abovefaid ;  and  I  renounce  them  all,  and  eipecially 
that  of  evident  prdudice,  enormous,  and  moft  enor- 
mous, which  may  be  reckoned  to  have  happened  in 
this  relinquifhment  and  renunciation  of  the  right  of 
being  able  at  any  time  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  afore- 
mentioned. I  will  that  none  of  the  faid  remedies, 
nor  others,  of  whatlbever  name,  ufe,  importance,  and 
quality  they  may  be,  do  avail  us,  or  can  avail  us. 
And  if  in  faft,  or  under  any  colour,  we  fhould  endea- 
vour to  fcize  the  faid  kingdom  by  force  of  arms,  by 
making  or  moving  war,  ofFenfive  or  defenfive,  from 
this  time  for  ever,  that  is  to  be  held,  judged,  and  de- 
clared, for  an  unlawful,  unjuft,  and  wrongfully  tin- 
dertaken  war,. and  for  violence,  invafion,  and  ufiirp- 
.ation,  done  againft  reafon  and  confcience  i  and  on  me 
V  3  contrary. 
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contraiy>  that  is  to  be  judged  and  efteemed  a  juft, 
lawful,  and  allowed  war,  which  (hall  be  made  or  moved 
in  behalf  of  him  wlio,  by  the  excluTion  of  me,  and  of  my 
faid  fons  and  defcendants,  ought  to  fucceed«to  the  iaid 
crown  of  France,  to  whom  die  ilitgeds  and  narivci 
thereof  are  to  apply  themfelves,  and  to  obey  him,  to  tak* 
and  perform  the  oath  and  homage  of  fealty,  and  to 
ferve  him  as  their  lawful  king  and  lotd.  And  the  relin- 
quifhment  and  renunciadon,  for  me,  and  niy  laid  fqns 
and  defcendants,  is  to  be  firm,  (table,  valid,  and  ir- 
revocable perpetually,  for  ever  and  ever.  And  I  dj> 
clare  and  promife,  that  I  have  not  made,  neither  wilft 
make,  any  proteftatbn  or  reclaiming,  in  public  or 
in  fecret,  to  the  contrary,  which  may  hinder  or  di- 
minilh  the  force  of  what  is  contained  in  this  writing ; 
and  that  if  I  fhould  make  it,  although  it  be  fwom  to^ 
it  is  not  to  be  valid,  neither  can  it  have  any  force ; 
and  for  the  greater  ftrength  and  fecurity  of  what  is 
contained  in  this  renunciadon,  and  of  what  is  faid  and 
promifed  on  my  part  therein,  I  g^ve  again  the  pledge 
of  my  faith  and  Royal  word,  and  I  (wear  folemnly  by 
the  Goipels  contained  in  this  MifTal,  upon  which  I  lay 
my  right  hand,  that  I  will  obferve,*  maintain,  and  ac- 
compUfh  this  aft  and  inftrument  of  renunciadon,  as 
well  for  myfelf  as  for  all  my  fucceflbrs,  heirs,  and 
defcendants,  in  all  the  claufes  therein  contained,  ac- 
cording to^  the  moft  natural,  literal,  and  plain  fenfc 
and  conftrudlion;  and  that  I  have  not  fought,  neither 
will  I  feek,  any  dHpenfarion  from  this  oath;  and  if  it 
fhall  be  fought  for  by  any  partkular  perfon,  or  fhall  be 
granted  mofu  proprio,  I  will  not  ufe  it,  nor  take  any 
advantage  of  it.  Nay,  ih  fuch  cafe  as  that  it  fhould 
be  granted,,  me,  I  make  another  the  like  oath,  that 
there  may  always  be  and  remain  one  oath  above  and 
beyond  all  difpenfarions  which  may  be  granted  me. 
And  I  deliver  this  writing  before  the  prefent  fecre- 
tary,  notary  of  this  my  kingdom,  and  I  have  figned 
it,  and  commanded  it  to  be  fealed  with  my  Royal  feal; 
there  being  provided  and  called  as  witnefles,  the  Car- 
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dinal  Don  Francifco  de  Judice,  Inquifitor  General, 
and  Archbifhop  of  Montreal,  one  of  my  Council  d[ 
State  5  Don  Jofcph  Fernandez,,  of  Velafcb  and  Tobar, 
Conftable  of  Cajftille,  Duke  of  Frias,  Gentleman  of 
my  Chamber,  my  High  Steward  of  my  Houftiold, 
great  Cup-bearer,  and  great  Huntfmanj  Don  Juan 
.Claros  Aifonfo  Perez  de  Gufinan  el  Bueno,  Duke  of 
Medina*  Sidonia,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  my  great  Matter  of  the .

kingdoms,  whereof  the  incerefts  have  been^  and  are 
ftill,  the  fad  occafion  of  a  bloody  difpute ;  and  to  hold 
it  for  a  fundamental  maxim,  in  order  to  preferve  this 
peace,  thatprovifion  ought  to  be  made  that  the  forces 
of  tliefe  kingdoms  may  not  become  formidable,  nor 
be  able  to  caufe  any  jealoufy,  which,  it  has  been 
thought,  cannot  be  fettled  more  folidly,  than  by  hin- 
dering them  from  extending  themfclves,  and  by  keep- 
ing a  certain  proportion,  to  t^e  end  that  the  weaker 
being  united  together  may  defend  themfclves  againft  the 
more  powerful,  and  fupport  themfclves  re5)e6tively 
againft  their  equals. 

For  this  purpofe  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  locd 
and  grandfather,  and  the  King  of  Spain,  our  moft  dear 
brother,  have  agreed  and  concluded  with  die  Queen  of

f(^^  t^  all  the  Ptiqc^i  t^th  pneientiukd  to  copie,  d[ 
the  crown  of  Frafice,  and  (n  ^sn  c£  Spain,  q{  iU 
fl£^  .^hich  may  apinertain  to  dtch  of  :meni»  to  t& 
iucceflkm  of  the  one  or  of  the  other  kingdoniy  hf 
dhb^fbing  an  habitu^  right  to  the  fucce^ion  to  thfi 
•crown  pf  Spain^  in  that  line  which  fliafl  be  made  ca^ 
pable  tl>ereo^  and  declared  immediate  after  that  ^ 
j^Cing  Philip  die  Fifth  our  brother^  by  the  £fl;;aLte8  qf 
Spain^  who  were  to  aflemble  for  this  {>iirpofe;  by 
mfddng  an  impipveable  baknce  to  maintain  the  eqiu- 
librium^  which  is  intended  to  be  placed  in  Europe^  and 
*b7  goii^  on  to  pardciilarife  all  the  cafes  of  union  which 
are  Ibreleen,  to  ferve  as  an  example  for  all  fuch  as  may 
happen.  It  has  likewife  been  agreed  and  concluded 
between  the  Kin^  our  mod  honoured  lord  and  grand- 
,^ther^  King  Philip  the  Fifth,  our  brother^  and  the 
,Qi)een  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid  Kmg  Philip 
.  jhall  renounce  for  himfdf,  and  for  all  his  defcendants^ 
the  hopes  of  lucceeding  to  the  crown  of  France;  that 
on  our  fide  we  fliall  renounce  in  like  manner,  for  us, 
and  £br  our  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain ;  that 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  our  moil  dear  uncle,  0iall  do 
the  lame  thing:  fo  that  all  the  lines  of  France  and  of 
Spam,  relbeftiveljr  and  relatively,  fliall  be  excluded  for 
ever,  and  oy  all  kind  of  ways,  from  all  the  right  which 
the  lines  of  France  might  have  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
and  the  lines  of  Spain  to  the  crown  of  France :  and 
laftiy,  that  care  fliall  be  taken,  that  under  pretence  of 
the  faid  renunciations,  or  umier  any  other  pretence 
whatfoever,  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  may  not  make  ufe 
of  the  pretenfions  which  it  might  have  to  the  fuccef- 
fion  of  the  monarchy  of  Spain;  forafmuch  as  by 
uniting  this  monarchy  to  the  hereditary  countries  and 
dominions  of  that  Houfe,  it  would  become  formidable, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  Empire,  to  the  other 
Powers,  which  are  between  both,  and  which  would  find 
tiitmfelves  as  it  were  furrounded;  which  would  deftroy 
tiie  equality  that  is  efbblifliing  at  prefent,  to  fecure 

and

ahd  ftrengthcn  more  perfeftfy  the  peace  of  Chriften^' 
dom,  and  to  take  siway  aU  manner  of  jealodfy  fitrnV 
the  Powers  of  the  Nordrand  of  the  Weft,  which  is  diwir 
end  that  is  propofed  by  this  polidcal  eqidlibmnh,  bf 
removing  and  exchiding  aH  thefe  branches,  md  callihg^ 
to  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  default  of  the  lines  of  Kirtt^ 
Philip  the  Fifth,  our  brothfei^,  and  of  siS  Ms  chadrtt? 
and  defcendants,  the  Hoiife  of  the  Duke  of  Savbyy 
which  ddcends  €rom  die  Infanta  Catharina,  daught^ 
of  Philip  the  Second;  it  having  been  confidered,  tJutt 
in  making  the  faid  Houfc  of  Savoy  fucceed  immedi-*' 
ately  in  this  manner,  this  equality  and  balance  between 
the  three  Powers  may  be  fixed  as  it  were  in  its  centre,' 
without  which  it  would  be  impoflible  to  extinguifh  the 
flame  of  war  which  has  been  kindled-,  and  is  capable  oi 
deftroying  every  thing. 

Being  willing  therefore  to  concur  by  our  relinquiA^* 
ment,  and  by  the  abdication  of  all  our  r^ts,  for  us,  otur 
fliccefibrs  and  defcendants,  to  At  eftablifhii^  of  die 
univerfal  repofe,  and  die  fecurii^  the  peace  of  Europe^ 
becaufe  we  believe  that  diis  method  is  die  fiireft  and 
moft  efFe dual  in  die  terrible  circumftances  of  this  coit- 
junfture,  we  have  refolved  to  renounce  die  hopes  of 
fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  the  ri^tft 
thereunto,  which  belong  to  uis,  and  may  belong  to  us, 
under  any  title,  and  by  any  means  whatfoever.  And 
to  the  end  that  this  refohition  may  have  its  fiill  eflfeft, 
and  alfo  by  reafon  that  King  Philip  the  Fifdi,  our 
brother,  did  on  his  part,  the  fifth  of  this  prelent  moiith 
of  November,  make  his  renunciation  of  the  crown  of 
France,  we  of  our  nriere,  free,  and  frank  will,  and 
without  being  moved  thereunto  by  any  fe§)eftful  awe, 
or  by  any  other  regard,  except  thofe  above-nfientioncd, 
do  declare,  and  hold  ourlclves  from  this  prelent^  we, 
our  children,  and* defcendants,  excluded  and  difabled 
abfolutely  for  eter,  widiotit  limitation  or  diftin6tioii 
of  perfons,  degrees,  or  fexesf,  from  every  aft,  and  froirt 
all  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  We 
will  and  confent,  for  us,  our  faid  children,  and  de- 
fcendants. 
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fcendantSi  that  from  this  dme^  and  for  ever^  we  and 
the/,  in  <:oniequence  of  thefe  prefencs,  be  held  to  be 
exduded'  and  difabled,  in  like  manner  as  all  the  other 
defcendants  oVthe.Hoxrfe  of  Auftria,  who,  as  it  has  been 
faid  and  fijppofed,  ought  alfo  to  be  excluded,  in  what- 
ever degree  we  may  be,  both  the  one  and  the  other; 
ahd  if  the  fucceflion  falls  to  us,  our  line,  that  of  all  our 
defcendants,  and  all  the  others  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria, 
as  it  has  been  faid,  ought  to  be  feparated  and  excluded 
therefrom.  That  for  this  reafon  the  kingdom  of  Spain 
be  accounted  as  devolved  and  transferred  to  him^  to 
whom  in  fuch  cafe  the  fucceflion  ought  to  devolve  and 
be  transferred  at  any  time  whatfoever,  fo  that  we  do 
take  and  hold  him  for  true  ^d  lawful  fucceflbr,  be-, 
caufe  for  the  fame  reafons  and  motives,  and  in  conle- 
quence  of  thefe  prefents,  neither  we,  nor  our  defcend- 
^ts,  ought  any  more  to  be  confidcred  as  having  any 
foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paflive,  or  mak- 
ing any  continuation  of  line  efFe&ive,  or  contentive  of 
fubftance,  blood  or  quality,  or  likewife  to  derive  any 
right  from  our  defcent,  or  to  reckon  our  degrees  fi  om 
the  perfons  of  the  Queen  Maria  Therefa  of  Auftria, 
xmr  moft  honoured  la4y  and  grandmother,  of  the 
Queen  Anne  of  Auftria,  our  moll  honoured  lady  and* 
great-grandmother,  or  of  the  glorious  Kings  their  an- 
ceftorsi  on  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  claufes  of  their 
wills^  and  the  renunciations  made  by  the  faid  ladies, 
our  grandmother  and  great-grandmother  j  we  renounce 
likewife  the  right  which  may  belong  to  us,  and  to  our 
children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  which,  notwithftanding 
what  is  above-mentioned,  calls  us  to  the  fucceflion  of 
the  crown  of  Spain,  in  cafe  of  failure  of  the  line  of 
Philip  the  Fifth.  We  therefore  relinquifh  this  right, 
and  renounce  the  fame,  for  us,  our  children,  and  de- 
fcendants; we  promifc  and  engage,  for  us,  our  faid 
children  and  defcendants,  to  employ  ourfelves  with 
all  our  mijght  in  caufing  this  prefent  aft  to  be  fulfilled, 
without  allowing  or  fuffering  that  the  fame  be  violated^ 

direftly 
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diredlly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole  or  in  part;  and  we 
relinquifti  all  means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which 
by  common  right,  or  by  any  Ipecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  oiir  children,  and  defcendants;  which* 
means  we  likcMrife  renounce  abfolutely  arid  particularly^ 
that  of  evident,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous  pre- 
judice, which  mHy  be  found  in  the  faid  renunciation 
of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  And  we 
will,  that  none  of  the  faid  means  may  or  can  have 
any  efFeft,  and  that  if,  under  this  pretext,  or  any  other 
colour,  we  would  poflefs  ourfelycs  of  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  the  war  which  we  fhould  make, 
or  ftir  up,  be  deemed  unjtift,  unlawful,  and  unduly 
undertaken.  And  on  the  contrary,  that  the  war  which 
he  fhould  make  upon  us,  who  by  virtue  of  this  re- 
nunciation fliould  have  right  to  fiKxeed  to  the  crown 
of  Spain,  be  deemed  juft  and  allowable.  And  that  all 
the  fubjefts  and  people  of  Spain  do  acknowledge  him, 
obey  him,  defend  hhn,  do  him  homage,  and  Iwear 
fealty  to  him,  as  to  their  King  and  lawful  lord. 

And  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  all  that  we  fay  and 
promife  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the  name  of  our  children 
and  defendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the  Gofpels 
contained  in  tliis  Miflal,  upon  which  we  lay  our  right 
hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fame 
in  all  and  every  part  thereof;  that  we  will  never  a(k 
to  be  relieved  from  the  fame,  and  if  any  one  do  afk  it 
for  us,  or  if  it  be  granted  us  7notu  projprio,  we  will  not 
make  ule  or  take  advantage  of  it.  But  rather,  in 
cafe  it  fliould  be  granted  us,  we  over  and  above  make 
this  other  oath,  and  tliis  fhall  fubfift  and  remain  for 
ever,  whatever  difpenfations  may  be  granted  us.  We 
fwear  and  promife  likewife,  that  we  have  not  nj^de, 
neither  will  wc  make,  in  public  or  in  fecret;  any  pro- 
teftation  or  reclamation  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  what  is  contained  in  thefe  prefents,  or  lefTen  the 
force  thereof;  and  if  we  fliould  make  any,  wh^t^ver 
oaths  they  may  be  accompanied  with,  they  fliill  not 
have  any  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any  effcft.

diefitkj  they  have  been  pafed  bdbre  infers  Aletandet 
Ife  Fetre,  and  Aitdiony  le  Moyne,  cotml^bM  to  tflft 
Kinfe  notariieii^  nAiute-keepers  to  his  Maj^ft^s  and 
ttiii^etp^M  m  die  Chatekt  of  Pai^  here-itfidii# 
written^  who  h^te  wholly  delivered  this  p^eht  afi!;

fefedy  wherever  h  fhall  be  neceflarf^  my  Loipd  die  DUke 
tf  Berry  has  conltituCed  the  bearers  of  thefe  difpatche9>

Valois,  Chartres,  and  Nemours:  to  all  Kings,  PrinceSs 
Commonwealths,  Potentates,  Commuhides,  an^  to  au 
perfons,  as  well  prelent  as  to  come,  we  make  knowA 
by  thefe  prefents  3  that  the  fear  of  the  union  of  th6 
crowns  of  France  and  Spain,  having  bceft  the  prin« 
cipal  motive  of  the  prefent  war,  and  the  other  Powers 
of  Europe  liaving  always  apprehended  left  theie  twd 
Crowns  mould  come  upon  one  head,  it  has  been. laid 
down  as  the  foundation  of  the  peace,  which  is  treated 
of  at  prelentj  and  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  cemented 
more  and  more,  for  the  rcpofc  of  fuch  a  number  of 
countries  which  have  faCrificed  diemfelv^s,  as  fo  many 
viclimsi  to  oppofe  the  dangers  wherewith  they  thought 
themfelves  threatened,  that  it  was  neceflary  to  eftablifh 
a  kind  of  equality  arid  equilibrium  between  the  Princes 
who  were  in  difpiite,  and  to  feparate  for  ever,  in  an 
irrevocable  manner,  the  rights  which  they  pretend  to 
have,  and  which  they  defended,  fU'ord  in  hand,  with  ^ 
reciprocal  flaughter  on  eacTi  fide. 

That  with  intent  to  eftablifti  this  equah'fy,  thd 
Queen  of  Great  Britain  propoftd,  and  upon  her  in- 
ftances  it  has  been  agreed  by  the  King,  our  moft 
honoured  lord  and  uncle,  and  by  the  Catholic  King^^ 
our  moft  dear  nephew^  that  for  avbiding  at  any  time 
whatfoevcr  the  union  of  the  crowns  ot  France  and 
Spain,  reciprocal  renunciations  (hoiild  be  niade,  that 
is  to  fay,  by  the  Catholic  King  Philip  the  Fifth  our 
nephew,  for  himfelf,  and  jfor  all  his  defcendants,  of  the 
fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  France;  as  alfo  by  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  our  moft  dear  nephew,  and  by  us, 
for  ourfelves,  and  for  all  our  defcdndants,  of  the  crown 
of  Spain  J  on  condition  likewife,  that  neither  the 
YoL.  I.  B  b  tjoufe 
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Houfc  of  Auftria,  nor  any  of  the  defcendants  thereof^ 
ihall  be  able  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain^  be- 
caufe  this  Houfe  itfelf,  without  the  union  of  the  Em- 
pire, would  become  formidable,  if  it  Ihould  add  a 
new  power  to  its  ancient  dominions ;  and  confequently 
this  equilibrium,  which  is  defigned  to  be  eftablifhed 
for  the  good  of  the  Princes  and  States  of  Europe, 
would  ceafe.  Now  it  is  certain,  that  without  this 
Equilibrium,  either  the  ftates  fuflfer  from  rfie  weight  of 
thehr  own  greatnefs,  or  envy  engages  their  neighbours 
to  make  alliances  to  attack  them,  and  to  reduce  them 
to  fuch  a  point,  that  thefe  great  Powers  may  infpire 
lefs  fear,  and  may  not  afpire  to  an  univerfal  mo- 
narchy. 

For  attaining  the  end  whicli  is  propofed,  and  by 
reafon  that  his  Catholic  Majelly  has  on  his  part  made 
his  renunciation  the  fifth  of  this  prefent  month,  we 
confent  that,  in  failure  of  Philip  the  Fifth,  our  ne- 
phew, and  of  his  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  do 
pafs  over  to  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  whofe 
rights  are  clear  and  known,  inafmuch  as  he  defcends 
from  the  Infanta  Catharina,  daughter  of  Philip  the 
Second,  and  as  he  is  called  by  the  other  Kings  his 
lucceflors ;  fo  that  his  right  to  the  fiiccefllon  of  Spain 
is  indifputable. 

And  we  deliring  on  our  fide  to  concur  towards  the 
glorious  end,  which  is  propvoled  for  re-eftablifhing  the 

Siblic  tranquillity,  anjl  for  preventing  the  fears  which 
e  rights  of  our  birth,  or  all  others  which  might 
appertain  unto  us,  might  occafion,  have  refolved  to 
make  this  relinquifhment,  this  abdication,  and  this

We  will  and  conient>  for  us  and  our  defcendants^  that 
from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  be  held,  we  and  ours^ 
for  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacitated,  in  whatever 
degree  we  may  happen  to  be,  and  in  what  manner 
foever  the  fucceflion  may  fall  to  our  line^  and  to  all 
others,  whether  of  the  Houfe  of  France  or  of  that  of 
Auftria,  and  of  all  the  defcendants  both  of  the  one 
and  the  other  Houfe,  which,  as  it  is  faid  and  fuppoied, 
ought  likewife  to  hold  themfelves  for  cut  off  and  ex- 
cluded; and  that  for  this  reafon,  the  fucceffion  to  th6 
faid  crown  of  Spain  be  deemed  to  be  devolved  and 
transferred  to  him  to  whom  the  fucceffion  of  Spaid 
ought  to  be  transferred,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  at  any  time 
whatfoever;  fo  that  we  do  take  and  hold  him  for  true 
and  lawful  fucceffor,  becaufe  neither  we,  nor  our  de- 
fendants, ought  any  more  to  be  confidered  as  having 
any  foundation  of  reprefehtation,  adbive  or  paffive,  or. 
making  a  continuation  of  a  line  effeftive,  or  contendve 
of  fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  nor  ought  we  to  derive 
any  right  from  our  defcent,  or  reckon  the  degrees  from 
Queen  An^ie  of  Auftria,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
grandmother,  nor  from  the  glorious  Kings  her  an- 
ceftors.  On  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  renunciatioa 
which  the  faid  lady  Queen  Anne  made,  and  all  the 
claufcs  which  the  kings  Philip  the  Third  and  Philip 
the  Fourth  inferted  in  their  wills.  We  renounce  in 
like  manner  all  the  right  which  may  appertain  to  us, 
and  to  our  children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the 
declaration  made  at  Madrid,  the  twenty-ninth  of 
October,  1703,  by  Philip  the  Fifth  King  of  Spain,  our 
nephew;  and  any  right  which  might  appertain  to  us,'

or  in  put.  And  we  relinquilh  all  means^  ordinary  or 
jextraordinary,  which  by  common  rig^t,  or  imy  ipecial 
privil^y  might  apperuin  to  us»  our  children>  ami  de- 
icendants;  which  means  we  renounce  abfolutely,  and 
in  particular  that  of  evident,  enormous,  and  moft 
enormous  prejudice,  which  may  be  found  in  <hc  re- 
nunciadon  of  the  fucteflion  to  the  {kid  Crown  of  Spain ; 
and  we  will  that  any  of  the  f^id  means  neither  may 
nor  can  ferve  or  avail  us.  And  if  under  this  pretext, 
or  any  other  colour  whatever,  we  would  poiTefs  our- 
felves  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Spain  by  force  of  arms, 
that  the  war  which  we  fhould  make,  or  ilir  up,  be  held

And  for  the  greater  afTurance  and  fecurity  of  all  that 
we  fay  and  promife,  for  us,  and  in  the  name  of  our 
iiicceflbrs  and  defcendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the 
holy  Gofpels  contained  in  this  MifTal,  whereon  we  lay 
our  right  hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil 
the  fame,  wholly  and  entirely ;  and  that  we  will  at  no 
time  afk  to  have  ourfelves  relieved  therefrom ;  and  if 
%ny  perfon  afks  it,  or  if  it  is  granted  us  motu  froprioy 
we  will  not  makeufe  or  avail  ourfelves  thereof;  but 
rather,  in  cafe  it  fhould  be  granted  us,  we  make  another 
oath,  that  this  fhall  fubfift  and  remain  for  ever,  what 
difpenfation  fbever  may  be  granted  us.  We  further 
fwear  and  promife,  that  we  have  not  made,  neither 
will  we  make,  either  in  public  or  in  fecret,  anyprotef- 
tation  or  reclamation  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  that  which  is  contained  in  thefe  prefcnts,  or 
lefTen  the  force  thereof^  and  if  we  fhould  make  any, 
what  oath  foever  they  may  be  attended  with,  they 

.      fhall 
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fhall  not  have  cither  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any 
efFedt. 

And  for  greater  fccurity,  we  have  palled  and  do 
pafs  the  prefent  aft  of  renunciation,  abdication,  and 
relinquilhnnent,  before  mafters  Anthony  le  Moync 
and  Alexander  le  Fevre,  counfellors  to  the  King,  no- 
taries, minute-keepers,  and  feal^keepers  at  the  Cha* 
relet  of  Paris,  here-under  written,  in  our  palace  royal 
at  Paris,  1 7 1 2,  the  nineteenth  of  November,  before 
noon ;  and  for  caufing  thefe  prefents  to  be  infinuated 
and  regiftered  in  every  place  where  it  (hall  appertain^' 
we  have  conftituted  the  bearer  to  be  our  attorney,  and 
we  have  figned  thefe  prefents,  and  the  minute  thereof 
remaining  in  the  poiTefllon  of  the  faid  k  Fevrc^  no-

1700. 

^EWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
Efid  Navarre,  to  all  pr^fent  and  to  come,  greetings 
'the  proiperities  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  heap  upon 
us  during  the  courfe  of  our  reign,  are  fo  many  mo- 
tives to  us,  to  apply  ourfelves,  not  only  for  the  time 
preferit,  but  alfo  for  the  future,  to  the  happinefs  ^nd 
tranquillity  of  the  people  whereof  Divine  Providence 
has  entrufted  to  us  the  government.     His  impenetra^ 
ble*  judgments  let  us  only  fee,  that  we  ought  not  to 
place  our  confidence,  neither  in  our  forces,  nor  in  the 
extent  of  our  dominions^  nor  in  a  numerous  pofterity ; 
and  tihat  thefe  advantages,  which  we  receive  from  his 
goodhefs  alone,  have  no  other  fplidity  than  what  it 
rfeales  him  to  give  them.     But  as  it  is,  however,  his 
irtll,  that  the  Kings,  whom  he  chufes  to  lead  his  peo- 
ple, (hould  forefee  afar  off  the  events  able  to  produce 
diforders,  and  the  moft  bloody  wars ;  that  they  fhould 
make  yfe  of  the  lights,  which  his  divine  wifdom  pours 
trnon  them  5  we  fulfil  his  defigns,  when,  in  the  midft 
pi  the  univerfal  rejoicings  of  our  kingdom,  we  look 
n,  as  a  pofllble  thing,  a  fad  futurity,  which  we  pray 
od  to  avert  for  ever.     At  the  fame  time  that  we 
accept  the  will  of  the  late  King  of  Spain  i  that  our 
moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  fon  the  Dauphin  renoun- 
ces his  lawful  right  to  that  crown,  in  fevour  of  his  fe- 
cond  fon  the  Dukcof  Anjou,  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  grandfcn,  inftituted  by  the  late  King  of  Spain, 
^  univerfal  heir ;  that  this  Prince,  known  atprcfcnt  by 
tl^e  name  of  Philip  the  Fifth,  King  of  Spain,  is  ready  to 
cater  lus  kU^om,  and  to  anfwer  the  earneft  "^inAies  of 

his 
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his  new  fubjefts ;  this  great  event  does  not  tunder  oB 
from  carrying  our  views  beyodd  the  time  prefcfit,  aad 
when  our  fucceflion  appears  the  beft  e(tabli/hed,  we 
judge  it  to.  be  equally  the  duty  of  a  King»  and  of  41 
Father,  to  declare,  for  the  future,  our  wUl  confom)- 
ably  to  the  fcntiments  which  thefe  two  qualities  'uk- 
fpire  in  us.  Wherefore,  being  perfuaded  that  the 
King  of  Spain,  our  grandfon,  will  always  pKcfcrve  fctr 
us,  for  our  houfe,  tor  the  kingdom  wherein  he  is 
bom,  the  fame  tendernefs^  and  the  (anie 'Itntiment^^ 
whereof  he  has  given  us  fo  many  proo&,  that  hi$  ex* 
ample,  uniting  his  new  fubjedb  to  ours,  is  gping  to 
form  a  perpetual  annity,  and  the  moft  perteft  CQiv 
refpondenee  between  them  s  we  iho\dd  thinkjikewifc 
that  we  do  him  an  injuftice,  whereof  we  are  incapa* 
ble,  and  occafion  an  irreparable  prejvidice  to  our  king* 
dom,  if  we  (hould  hereafter  look  upon  as  a  ftrango*!

grandfon  the  King  of  Spain  do  prcfcrvc  for  ever  the 
rights  of  his  birth,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  made 
his  a^al  refidence  in  our  kingdom ;  wherefore  our 

'  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  only  fon  the  Dauphin, 
being  the  true  and  lawful  fuccef&r  and  heir  of  our 
crown,  and  of  our  dominions,  andafter  him  our  mail 
dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, if  it  fhould  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that

ihould  die  -before  him,  or  if  rii^  laid  male  children 

'  i^uld.notieave  any  male chiklrenafier. them,  bom  in 
lawfii^  marriage^  in  iuoh  xai:  out  laid  ^andfon  tke 
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Kmg  of  Spain,  making  ufe  of  the  rights  of  his  birth, 
is  to  be  the  true  and  lawful  lucceflor  to  bur  crown^ 
and  to  our  dominions,  notwithftanding  he  fhould  be 
at^that  time  abfent,  and  refiding  oyt  of  our  laid  king-r 
dom  s  and  immediately  after  his  deceafe,  his  heirs  male 
begot  in  lawflii  marriage,  fhall  come  into  the  faid  fuc- 
ce01oa,   notwithftanding  that  they  may  be  ^ra,   or 
that  they  may  dwell  out  of  our  kingdom; "we  will 
that,  for  the  abovefaid  caufes,  %either  our  faid  grandr 
ibn  the  King  of  Spain,  nor  his  children,  being  males, 
be  deemed  and  reputed  lefs  able  and  capable  to  enter 
upon  the  faid  fuceeflion^  or  upon  others  which  may 
ml  to  them  within  our  fmd  kingdom.    On  the  con- 
trary^  we  intend,  that  all  rights,  and  generally  other 
things  whatever,  which  may  at  prefent,  or  for  the  fii- 
-ture,  belong  and  appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain 
prelerved  whole  and  intire,  as  if  they  did  refide  ^nd

NOW  whereas  it  is  provided  and  fctded  by  the 
preceding  renunciation  (which  is  always  to  have  the 
force  of  a  pragmatjic,  fundaipental^  ai^d  inviolable  law) 
(hat  at  no  time  whatever  either  the  Catholic  King  him- 
fel^  or  any  on^  of  h\s  lineage,  fiiall  feek  to  obtain  the 
croiyp  of  l^rance,  or  afcend  the  throne  thereof;  and 
by  reciprocal  renunciations  on  the  part  of  France^  an(l 
by  fetdements  of  the  hereditary  fucceflion  there,  tend- 
ing to  the  fame  purpofe,  tKe  crowns  of  France  an^ 
Spain  are  fo  divided  and  leparated  from  each  odier, 
that  die  afbrefaid  renuijciati^ris,  and  the  other  tranf- 
adioxp  relating  d^ereto,  itmainihg  in  force,  and  being 
truly  and  faitb^ulhr  obferved,  they  can  never  be  join^ 
in  one.

VII •  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and 
commerce  between  the  fubjcfts  of  both  mcir  Royal 
M»efties,  as  it  was  formerly  in  time  of  peace,  and 
before  the  declaration  of  this  lafl?  war,  and  alfb  as  it 
is  agreed  and  concluded  by  the  treaty  of  conruncrcc 
this  day  made  between  the  two  nations. 

VIII.  That  the  ordinary  diflributicm  of  juftke  be 
revived,  and  open  again,  through  the  kingdoms  and

IX-  The  mod  Chriftiaa  King  fhall .  take  cafe  that 
^1  the  fortifications  of  the  city  of  Punkirk  be  razed, 
that  the  harbour  be  filled  up,  and  that  the  iluices  or 
moles  which  ferve  to  cleanfc  the  harbour  be  levelled, 
and  that  at  the  faid  King's  own  expence, .  within  the 
Jjpace  of  five  months  after  the  conditions  of  peace  are 
concluded  and  figncd ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  fortifications 
towards  die  fca,  within  the  fpacc  of  two  months,  and 
thofe  towards  the  land,  together  with  the  faid  banks, 
within  three  months  -,  on  this  exprefs  condition  alfo, 
that  the  faid  fortifications,  harbour,  moles,  or  (luices, 
be  never  repaired  again.  All  which  IhaU  not,  how- 
ever, be  begun  to  be  ruined,  till  after  that  every  thing 
is  put  into  his  Chriflian  Majefty's  hands,  which  is  tq 
be  given  him,  inflead  theieof,  or  as  an  equivalent. 

X .  The  faid  moft  Chriflian  King  fhall  reftore  to 
the  kingdom  and  jQueen  of  Great  Britain,  tcf  be  pof- 

fefied 
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feffed  in  full  right  for  ever,  the  bay  and  ftreights  of 
Hudfon,  together  with  all  lands,  feas,  fea-coafts,  ri- 
vers, and  places  fituate  in  the  faid  bay  and  ftreights> 
and  which  belong  thereunto,  no  trafts  of  land  or  of 
fea  being  excepted,  which  are  at  prefent  poffeffed  by 
the  fubjefts  of  France.     AH  which,  as  well  as  any 
buildings  there  made,  in  the  condition  they  now  are, 
^nd  likewife  all  fortrefles  there  erefted,  either  before 
or  fince  the  French  feized  the  famcj  fliall,  within  fix 
months  from  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or 
fooncr,  if  poflible,  be  well  and  truly  delivered  to  the 
Britifh  fubjefts,  having  commiffion  from  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain  to  demand  and  receive  the  fame, 
entire  and  undemolifhed,  together  with  all  the  cannon 
and  cannon-ball  which  are  therein,  as  alio  widi  a  quan- 
tity of  powder,  if  it  be  there  found,  in  proportion  to 
the  cannon-ball,  and  with  the  other  provifion  of  war 
ufually  belonging  to  cannon.     It  is,  however,  provi- 
ded, that  it  may  be  entirely  free  for  the  company  of - 
Quebec,  and  all  other  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  Chrif- 
tian  King  whatfo^ver,  to  go  by  land,  or  by  fea,  whi- 
therfoever  they  pleafe,  out  of  die  lands  of  the  faid  bay, 
together  with  all  their  goods,    merchandizes,  arms, 
and  effefts,  of  what  nature  or  condition  foever,  ex- 
cept fuch  diings  as  are  above  referved  in  this  article^ 
But  it  is  agreed  on  both  fides,  tp  determine  within  a 
year,  by  commiflaries  to  be  forthwith  named  by  each 
party,  the  limits  which  are  to  be  fixed  between  the 
faid  Bay  of  Hudfon  and  the  places  appertaining  to 
the  French ;  which  limits  both  the  Bririfti  and  French 
fubjcdts  ftiall  be  wholly  forbid  to  pafs  over,  or  thereby 
to  go  to  each  other  by  fea  or  by  land.     The  fame 
commiflaries  Ihall  alfo  have  orders  to  delcribc  and  fet- 
]tle,  in  like  manner,  the  boundaries  between  the  other 
Pritifti  and  French  colonies  in  thofe  parts, 

XL  The  abovementioned  moft  Chriftian  King  fhall 
take  care  that  fatisfadtion  be  gjven^  acGordiiig  to  the 
rule  of  juftice  and  equity,  to  the  ^ng^fli  company 
trading  to  the  Bay  at  Hudfon,  foV  all  damages  and 

fpoil 
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Ipoil  done  to  their  colonies,  fbips,  perlbns,  and  goodst 
by  the  hoftile  incurfions  and  depredations  of  the 
French,  in  time  of  peace,  an  eftimate  being  n>ade 
th^eri^of  by  commiflaries  to  be  named  at  the  requiii- 
lion  of  each  party.  The  fame  commiflaries  (hall 
moreover  inquire  as  well  into  the  complaints  of  the 
Britifti  fubjefts  concerning  fhips  taken  by  the  French 
in  time  of  peace,  as  ^Ifo  concerning  the  damages  fof. 
tained  lall  year  in  the  iOand  called  Montferat^  and 
others,  as  into  thofe  things  of  whic|i  the  French  fob- 
je(fl$  complain,  relating  to  the  capitulation  yi  the 
inan4  of  Nevis,  and  caftle  of  Gambia,  alfo  to  French 
Ihips,  if  perchance  any  fuch  have  been  taken  by  Bri- 
difh  fubjeds  \n  time  of  peace ;  and  in  like  manner 
into  all  difputes  of  this  kind,  which  (hall  be  found  tQ 
have  arifcn  between  bojh  nations,  and  which  are  not 
yet  ended ;  and  due  julhge  (hall  be  done  on  both  fides 
without  delay. 

XII.  The  moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  take  care  to 
have  delivered  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  on  the 
lame  day  that  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty  fhalj  be 
cxchaiiged,  fbkmn  and  authentic  letters,  or  inflru* 
xnents,  by  virtue  whereof  it  fhall  appear,  diat  the 
ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher's  is  to  be  poflefled  alone 
hereafter  by  Britifh  fubjefts,  likewife  all  Nova  Scotia 
QT  Acadie,  with  its  ancient  boundaries,  as  alfo  the  city 
of  Port  Royal,  now  called  Annapolis  Royal,  and  aQ 
Qtber  things  in  riiofc  parts,  which  depend  on  the  laid 
lands  and  iflands,  together  wid\  the  dominion,  pro- 
priety, and  poflcffion  of  the  faid  iflands,  lands,  and 
places,  and  ^1  right  whatfoever,  by  treaties,  or  by  any 
other  way  obtained,  which  the  mofl:  Chriftian  King,  . 
tl^e  crown  of  France,  or  any  the  fubjefts  thereof^  have 
hitherto  had  to  the  faid  iflands,  lands,  and  places,  and 
the  inhabitants  of  the  fame,  are  yielded  and  made 
over  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  her  erown, 
for  ever,  as  the  moft  Chriftian  King  doth  at  prefent 
yield  and  make  over  all  the  particulars  abovefaid; 
^od  that  in  fuch  ample  manner  and  form,  that  th^ 

(ubjc593 
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fubje&s  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  hereafter  be 
exc:luded  from  all  kind  of  filhing  in  the  faid  feas,  b^ys^ 
and  other  plat:es,  on  the  Coafts  of  Nova  Scotia,  that 
is  to  fay,  on  thofe  which  lie  towards  the  eaft,  within 
30  leagues,  beginning  from  the  ifland  Commonly^ 
called  Sable,  inclulively,  and  thence  ftretching  along 
towards  the  fouth-weft. 

XIII.  The  ifland  called  Newfoundland,  with  the 
adjacent  iflands,  fhall  from  this  time  forward  belong 
of  right  wholly  to  Britain;  and  to  that  end  the  town 
and  f()rtrefs  of  Placentia,  and  whatever  other  places  in 
the  faid  ifland  are  in  the  poflTeffion  of  the  French, 
ftiall  be  yielded  Und  given  up,  within  feven  months 
from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  or 
fooner,  if  poflible,  by  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  to 
thofe  who  have  a  commiflion  from  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  for  that  purpofe.  Nor  fliall  the  moft  Chrif-; 
tian  King,  his  heirs  and  fucceflfors,  or  any  of  their 
fubjefts,  at  any  time  hereafter,  lay  claim  to  any  right 
to  the  faid  ifland  and  iflands,  or  to  any  part  of  it,  or 
them.  Moreover,  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  the  fub- 
jefts  of  France  to  fortify  any  place  in  the  faid  ifland 
of  Newfoundland,  or  to  ercft  any  buildings  there,  be- 
fides  ftages  made  of  boards,  and  huts  neceflary  and 
ufual  for  drying  of  fifli  ;  or  to  refort  to  the  faid  i/land, 
beyond  the  time  neceflary  for  fifliing,  and  drying  of 
filh.  But  it  fliall  be  allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  France 
to  catch  fifli,  and  to  dry  them  on  land,  in  that  part 
only,  and  in  no  other  befides  that,  of  the  faid  ifland 
of  Newfoundland,  which  ftretches  from  the  place 
called  Cape  Bonavifta  to  the  northern  point  of  the  faid 
ifland,  and  from  thence  running  down  by  the  weftern 
fide,  reaches  as  far  as  the  place  called  Point  Riche. 
But  the  ifland  called  Cape  Breton,  as  alfo  all  others, 
both  in  the  mouth  of  the  river  of  St,  Lawrence,  and 
in  the  gulph  of  the  fame  name,  fliall  hereafter  belong 
of  right  ta  the  French,  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King 
flinll  have  all  manner  of  liberty  to  fortify  any  place 
or  places  there. 

^  XIV.  It 
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XIV.  It  is  cxprefsly  provided,  that  in  all  the  iaid 
places  and  colonies  to  be  yielded  and  reftored  by  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  in  purluance  of  this  treaty,  the 
fubjedls  of  the  faid  King  may  have  liberty  to  remove 
themfelves,  within  a  year,  to  any  other  place,  as  they 
fliall  think  fit,  together  with  all  their  moveable  effefts. 
But  thofe  who  are  willing  to  remain  there,  and  to  be 
lubjeft  to  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  are  to  enjoy 
the  free  exercife  of  their  religion,  according  to  the  uiage 
of  the  church  of  Rome,  as  far  as  the  laws  of  Great 
Britain  do  allow  the  fame. 

XV.  The  fubjefts  of  France  inhabiting  Canada, 
and  others,  fliall  hereafter  give  no  hinderancc  or  mo- 
leftation  to  the  five  nations  or  cantons  of  Indians,  fub- 
jeft  to  the  dominion  of  Great  Britain,  nor  to  the  other 
natives  of  America,  who  are  friends  to  the  fame.  In 
like  manner,  the  fubjedts  of  Great  Britain  fliall  behave 
themfelves  peaceably  towards  the  Americans  who  are 
lubjefts  or  friends  to  France ;  and  on  both  fides  they 
fliall  enjoy  full  liberty  of  going  and  coming  on  ac- 
count of  trade.  As  alfo  the  natives  of  thofe  countries 
fliall,  with  the  fame  liberty,  refort,  as  they  pleale,  to 
the  Britifli  and  French  colonies,  for  promoting  trade 
on  one  fide  and  the  other,  without  any  moleflation 
or  hinderance,  either  on  the  part  of  the  Britifli  fub- 
jefts  or  of  the  French.  But  it  is  to  be  exaftly  and 
diftinftly  fetded  by  commiffiries,  who  are,  and  who 
ought  to  be  accounted  the  fubjefts  and  friends  of 
Britain  or  of  France. 

XVI.  That  all  letters,  as  well  of  reprifal  as  of 
mark  and  counter-mark,  which  have  hitherto  on 
any  account  been  granted  on  either  fide,  be  and  re-«* 
main  null,  void,  and  of  no  efFeft ;  and  that  no  letters 
of  this  kind  be  hereafter  granted  by  either  of  dieir  iaid 
Royal  Majefldes,  againfl:  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  un- 
Icfs  there  fliall  have  been  plain  proof  beft)rehand  of  a 
denial  or  wrongful  delay  of  juftice;  and  uhlefs  the 
petition  of  him,  who  defires'the  grant  of  letters  of  re- 
prifal/ 
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prifal,  be  exhibited  and  fhewn  to  the  minifter,  who 
rcfides  there  in  the  name  of  that  Prince,  againft  whdfe 
fubjefts  thofe  letters  are  demanded,  that  he  within  the 
Ipace  of  four  months,  or  fooner,  may  make  enquiry 
to  the  contrary,  or  procure  that  farisfaftion  be  forth- 
with given  to  the  plaintiff  by  the  party  accufed.  But 
in  cafe  no  minifter  be  refiding  there  from  that  Prince, 
againft  whofe  fubjefts  reprifals  are  demanded,  that 
letters  of  reprifal  be  not  granted  till  after  the  Ipace  of 
four  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  whereon 
the  petition  was  exhibited  and  prefented  to  the  Prince, 
againft  whofe  fubjefts  reprifals  are  defired,  or  to  his 
privy  council. 

XVII.  Whereas  it  is  exprefsly  ftipulated,  among 
the  conditions  of  the  fufpenfion  of  arms,  made  be- 
tween the  abovementioned  contracting  parties  the  ^t 
day  of  Auguft  laft  paft,  and  afterwards  prolonged  for 
four  months  more,  in  what  cafes  fhips,  merchandizes, 
and  other  moveable  efFefts,  taken  on  cither  fide,  (hould 
either  become  prize  to  the  captor,  or  be  reftored  to 
the  former  proprietor ;  it  is  dierefore  agreed,  that  in 
thofe  cafes  the  conditions  of  the  afofefaid  fulpenfion  of 
arms  fhall  remain  in  full  forte,  and  that  all  things  re- 
lating to  fuch  captures,  made  either  in  the  Britifh  and^ 
Northern  feas,  or  in  any  other  place,  fhall  be  well 
and  truly  executed  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
fame. 

XVIII.  But  in  cafe  it  happen  through  inadver- 
tency, or  imprudence,  or  any  other  caufc  whatfoever^ 
that  any  fubjedt  of  their  aforefaid  Royal  Majefties  do 
or  commit  any  thing,  by  land,  by'fea,  or  oh  frefh  wa* 
ters,  in  any  part  of  the  world,  whereby  this  prefent 
treaty  be  not  obferved,  or  whereby  any  particular 
article  of  the  fame  hath  not  its  effeft,  this  peace  and 
good  correfpondence,  between  the  Queen  of  Greaf 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriflian  King,  fhall  not  ht 
therefore,  interrupted  or  broken,  but  fhall  remain  ia 
its  former  flrength,  force,  and  vigour.    But  that  fub- 

§  jedt 
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jcft  alone  (hall  be  anfwerable  for  his  own  6ft,  aiSd 
ihall  fuffer  the  puniftiment  which  is  inflifted  bj^  Ac 
rules  arid  direftions  of  die  law  of  nadons. 

XiX.  However,  in  cafe  (which  God  Abnighty  for- 
bid) the  diffenfions  which  have  been  laid  afleep  (hould 
at  any  time  be  renewed,  between  their  faid  Royal 
Majefties,  or  their  fucceflbrs,  and  break  out  into  open 
war,  the  (hips,  merchandizes^  and  all  the  efiefts,  both 
moveable  and  immoveable,  on  both  fideSj  which  fhaU 
be  found  to  be  and  remain  in  the  ports>  and  in  th; 
dominions  of  the  adverfe  party,  fhall  not  be  confifca- 
ted,  or  any  wife  endamaged  j  but  the  enure  ipace  of 
fix  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  rup- 
ture, (hall  be  allowed  to  the  faid  ftibjefts  of  each  of 
their  Royal  Majefties,  in  which  they  trtay  fell  the  aforcf- 
faid  things,  or  any  part  elie  of  their  effefts,  or  carry 
and  remove  them  from  thence  whither  they  pleafe^ 
without  any  molcftation,  and  retire  fix)m  thence  them- 
Iclves* 

XX.  Juft  and  reafonable  fadsfadion  (hall  be  g^ven 
to  all  and  fingular  the  allies  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  in  thofe  matters  which  they  have  a  right  to 
demand  from  France, 

XXL  The  moft  Chriftian  King  will,  in  Cortfidera* 
don  of  the  friendfhip  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
grant,  that  in  making  the  treaty  with  the  Empirei 
all  things  concerning  the  ftate  of  religion^  in  the  atore- 
faid  Empire,  fhall  be  fettled  conformable  to  the  tenor 
of  the  treaties  of  Weflphalia,  fb  that  it  (hall  plainly 
appear,  that  the  moft  Chriftian  King  neither  will 
have,  nor  would  have  had  any  alterauon  made  in  thd. 
faid  treaties. 

XXII.  Moreover,  the  moft  Chriftian  King  en^ 
gages,  that  he  will  forthwith,  after  the  peace  is  madej 
caufe  juftice  to  be  done  to  the  family  of  Hamilton^ 
concerning  the  dukedom  of  Chatelraut ;  to  the  Duke 
of  Richmond,  concerning  fiich  requeft^  as  he  has  to 

make 
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make  in  France ;  as  alfo  to  Charles  Douglas,  con-^ 
cerning  certain  lands  to  be  reclaimed  by  him,  .and  to ' 
others. 

XXI II.  By  the  mutual  confent  of  the  Queen  of 

Great  Britain,  and  of  the  moft .  Chriftian  King,  the 
fubjefts  of  each  party,  who  were  taken  prifoners  dur- 
ing the  war,  fhall  be  fet  at  liberty,  without  any  dif- 
tindtion  or  ranfom,  paying  fueh  debts  as  they  fhall 
have  contracted  in  the  time  of  their  being  pri- 
foners. 

XXIV.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  that  all  and  Angu- 
lar the  conditions  of  the  peace,  made  this  day  be-r 
tween  his  Sacred  Royal  moil  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his 
Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal,  be  confirmed  by 
this  treaty ;  and  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain  takes  upon  'herfelf  the  guaranty  of  the  fame, 
to  the  end  that  it  may  be  more  firmly  and  inviolably 
obferved. 

* 

XXV.  The  treaty  of  peace  made  this  day  between 
his  Sacred  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his 
Royal  Highnefs  die  Duke  of  Savoy,  is  particularly 
included  in  this  treaty,  as  an  eflendal  part  of  it,  and 
is  confirmed  by  it,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  were 
word  for  word  inferted  thercjpj  her  Royal  Majefty 
of  Great  Britain  declaring  exprefsly,  that  flic  w.iirbe 
bound  by  the  ftipulations  of  fecurity  and  guaranty 
promifcd  therein,  as  well  as  by  thofc  which  flie  has 
formerly  taken  upon  herfelf. 

XXVI.  The  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden,  with 
his  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces,  and  rights,  as 
alfo  the  Great  Duke. of  Tufcany,  the  Republic. of 
Genoa,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  are  in  the  beft  man- 
ner included  in  this  treaty. 

XXVII.  Their  Majefties  have  alfo  been  pleafcd  tp 
comprehend  in  this  treaty  the  Hans-Towns,  name-' 
ly,  Lubec,  Bremen,  and  Hamburg,  and  the  city"  of 
Dantzic,  with  this  effedV,  that  as  foou  as  the  general 
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peace  fhall  be  concluded,  the  Hans-Towns  and  the 
dty  of  Dantzic  may,  for  the  future,  as  conunon 
friends,  enjoy  the  ancient  advantages  which  they  have 
heretofore  had  in  the  bufinels  of  trade,  either  by  trea- 
ties or  by  old  cuftom. 

XXVIII-  Thofe  fliall  be  comprehended  in  this 
prefent  treaty  of  peace,  who  (hall  be  named  by  com- 
mon confent,  on  the  one  part  and  on  the  other,  be- 
fore the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  or  within  fix 
months  after. 

XXIX,  Laftly,  Solemn  ratifications  of  this  pre- 
fent treaty,  and  made  in  due  form,  (hall  be  exhibited 
on  both  fides  at  Utrecht,  and  mutually  and  duly  ex- 
chai^d  within  the  (pace  of  four  weeks,  to  be  compu- 
ted TOm  the  day  of  the  figningi  or  fooner  if  pof- 
fible. 

XXX.  In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  under-iivritten 
Ambafladors  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiaries  of 
the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  mod  Chris- 
tian Ku^  have  put  our  feals  to  thefe  prefent  inftru- 
ments,  iubfcribed  with  our  own  hands,  at  Utrecht,  the

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great" 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  faith, 
&c.  $  to  all  and  fingular  to  whom  thefe  preients  fliall 
come,  greeting.  Whereas  the  Congrefs  dut  was  held 
at  Utrecht  in  the  beginning  of  the  lafl  year,  for  making 
a  general  peace,  has  been  drawn  out  into  length  above 
thefe  fourteen  months  by  various  obftacles,  which 
have  been  thrown  in  the  way,,  contrary  to  our  hopes 
and  wiihess  but  now,  by  the  favour  and  goodnefs  of 
Aliiiighty  God  (who  has  been  pleafed  to  inlpire  the 
love  of  concord  more  ftrongly  into  the  breads  of  the

parties  cr^aged  in  war)  it  feems'  happily  to  tend  to-* 
wards  the  eiKi  fo  long  delired,  and  fb  neceflarjr  for  the 
tranouillity  and  welfare  of  Europe  j  we,  having  at  laft  , 
adjxiued  with  our  good  brother  the  moft  Chrillian 
King  our  matters  on  both  fides,  relating  both  to  peace 
and  to  commerce,  to  the  end  that  our  minifters,  who 
have  hitherto,  under  the  title  of  Plenipotentiaries,  ap- 
plied themfelves,  with  our  higheft  approbation,  to  die 
dilcharge  of  this  employment^  may,  with  greater  fplen- 
dor,  put  an  end  to  this  moft  wholefome  work, 
have  thought  fit  to  give  them  the  moft  honourable 
charafter  of  our  Ambafladors  Extraordinary.  Now 
know  ye,  that  we  rcpofing  efpecial  confidence  in  the 
loyalty,  induftry,  experience,  and  fagacity  in  managing 
matters  of  great  importance,  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God  our  right  trufty  and  well-bclovcd  Coun- 
fellor  John  Bifhop  of  JBriftol,  Keeper  rfour  Privy  Seal, 
Dean  of  Windfor,  and  Regifter  of  our  moft  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter;  and  of  our  right  trufty  and  right 
well-beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor  Thomas  Earl  of 
Strafford,  Vifcount  Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Wobd- 
houfe  and  Stainborough,  Baron  of  Raby^  Lieutenant 
General  of  our  forces,  Firft  Commiffioner  of  our  Ad- 
miralty, Knight  of  our  moft  Noble  Order  of  the  Gar- 
ter, and  our  Ambaflador  Extraordinary  and-  Plenipo- 
tentiary to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  United  NetherlancK  5  have  named,  made, 
and  conftituted  them,  as  by  theft  prefents  we  do  name, 
make,  and  conftitute  them,  our  true,  certain,  and  un- 
doubted Ambaffadors  Extraordinary,  Commiflaries, 
Procurators,  and  Plenipotentiaries,  giving  and  grant- 
ing to  them,  jointly  and  feparately,  all  and  all  manner 
of  power,  faculty,  and  authority,  as  alio  both  general 
and  ipecial  order  (but  (b  as  die  general  do  not  dero- 
gate from  the  ibecial,  nor  on  me  contrary)  to  meet 
and  confer  in  me  city  of  Utrecht,  or  in  any  other 
place,  with  the  Ambafladors  Extraordinary  and  Ple- 
nipotentiaries, which  the  faki  moft  Chriftttn  King  fliall 
have  deputed  on  his  part,  being  ferniAed  with  fuffi- 
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cient  authority,  and  to  treaty  agree,  and  conclude  con- 
cerning fafe,  lading,  and  honourable  conditions  of  peace

Whereas  we  have  omitted  nothing  for  contri- 
buting with  all  our  might  towards  the  re-cflablifhnxcnc 
of  a  fincere  and  folid  peace ;  and  as  our  moft  dear 
and  mofl  beloved  fifter  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain 
has  fhewn  the  fame  defire,  and  a9  there  is  room  to 
hope,  that  the  conferences  which  are  held  at  Utrecht, 
for  attaining  to  fo  defirable  a  good,  will  in  a  Utde  time 
have  a  happy  iffue ;  and  being  willing  likewife .  to  ap-

cial  command,  in  quality  of  our  JVmbaffadbrs  Extraor^ 
dinary,  and  our  Plenipotentiaries,  to  confer,  negod-

WHEREAS  the  nioft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Priwefs  and  Lady  Anne,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  and  the 
nioft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  and  Lord  Lewis 
the  Fourteenth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  the  moft  Chrif- 
tian  King,  fince  they  applied  their  minds,  by  the  dif- 
pofal  of  the  Alniighty,  to  the  ftudy  of  peace,  have 
both  been  moved  with  an  earneft  defire  to  increafe  the 
advantages  of  their  fubje6U,  which  are  to  arife  thercr 
from,  by  a  reciprocal  liberty  of  navigation  and  comr 
merce,  which  ought  to  be  as  well  the  principal  fruif 
as  eftabliihment  of  peace :  and  to  that  end  diey  have 
rnoft  gracioufly  giyen  jnftruftions  to  their  Amtjallk* 
dors  Extraordinary  and  PlenipotentiarieS|  going  to  the 
congrcfs  at  Utrecht,  that  they  fhould  employ  their 
utmoft  diligence  and  care  both  to  re-eftablifh  peace, 
^nd  to  renew  the  former  treaties  of  commerce  between

vy Council,  Dean  of  Windfor,  and  Rcgiftcr.  of  dfe 
moft  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter :  as  alio  to  the  moft 
Noble,  lUuflxious,  and  Excellent  Lord  Thomas  Earl 
of  Strafford,  Vifcount  Wentworth  of  Wentworth- 
Woodhoufe,  and  Stamborough,  Baron  of  Raby,  onfc 
of  her  Majefty*s  Privy  Council,  her  Ambai&dor  Ex- 
traordinary and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  Geneial  of  the  United  Nc^ 
therlands,  Colonel  of  her  Majefty's  regiment  of  dra* 
goons.  Lieutenant  General  of  her  Majefty's  force*, 
Firft  Lord  Commiffioner  of  the  Admiralty  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  Knight  of  the  moft  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter :  and  his  Sacred  Royal  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  to  the  moft  Noble,  lUuftrious,  and 
Excellent  Lords  Nicolas  Marquis  of  HuxeHes,  Mai*- 
ftial  of  France,  Knight  of  the  King's  Orders,  and 
Lieutenant  General  of  the  dukedom  of  Burgundy ; 
and  Nicolas  Mefiiager,  Knight  of  the  King's  Order 
of  St.  Michael.  Whereupon  the  faid  AmbafTadorSy 
to  the  end  that  the  defign  of  their  Royal  Majefties, 
which  is  fo  pious  and  wholefome,  might  attain  the 
cj^fired  cffeft,  having  had  feveral  conferiences  upon 
that  affair,  and  having  adjufted  the  principal  matters 
on  both  fides,  as  far  as  they  could  in  fo  Ihprt  a  time, 
after  having  communicated  to  each  other,  and  duly 
exchanged,  the  full  powers  wherewith  they  were  pro- 
vided for  this  purpofe,  copies  whereof  are  inferted 
word  for  word  at  the  end  of  this  inftrument,  have 
agreed  upon  articles  of  navigation  and  commerce^  m 
manner  and  form  as  follows, 

I.  IT  is  agreed  and  concluded  between  the  moft 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  the  moft  Chriftian 
King^  that  there  ihall  be  a  reciprocal  and  entirely  per- 
fed  liberty  of  navigation  and  comrperge  between  the 
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'lubjefts  on  each  part,  through  all  and  every  the  king- 
doms, ftates,  dominions,  and  provinces  of  their  Royal 
Majefties  in  Europe,  concerning  all  and  fingular  kinds 
of  goods,  in  thofe  places,  and  on  thofe  conditions,  and 
in  fiich  manner  and. form,  as  is  fetded  and  adjufted  in 
'the  following  articles. 

II.  But  that  the  commerce  and  fricndfliip  between 
the  fubjefts  of  the  abovefaid  parties  may  be  hereafter 
fecure,  and  free  from  all  trouble  and  moleftation^  it  is 
agreed  and  concluded,  that  if  at  any  time  any  ill  un- 
dcrftanding  and  breach  of  friendfhip,  or  rupture,  fhould 
happen  between  the  crowns  of  their  Royal  Majefties 
(which  God  forbid)  in  fuch  cafe  the  term  of  fix  months 
ihall  be  allowed,  after  the  faid  rupture,  to  the  llibjefts 
and  inhabitants  on  each  part,  refiding  in  the  dominions 
of  the  other,  in  which  they  themfelves  may  retire,  to- 
gether with  their  families,  goods,  merchandizes,  and 
cfFefts,  and  carry  them  whitherfoever  they  (hall  pleafe; 
as  likewife  at  the  fame  time  the  felling  and  dilpofing  of 
their  goods,  bodi  moveable  and  immoveable,  fhall  be 
Allowed  them  freely,  and  without  any  diflurbance ;  and 
in  the  mean  time  thejr  goods,  effcfts,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandizes, and  particularly  their  perfons,  Ihall  not.  be 
detained  or  troubled  by  arreft  or  feizure :  but  rather,  in 
the  mean  while,  the  fubjefts  on  each  fide  (hall  have 
and  enjoy  good  and  fpeedy  juftice,  fo  diat,  during  the 
faid  fpace  of  fix  montlis,  they  may  be  able  to  recover 
their  goods  and  efFc6ls,  entrufted  as  well  to  the  public 
as  to  private  perfons. 

III.  It  is  likewife  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
fubjcfts  and  inhabitants  of  the  kingdoms,  provinces, 

*and  dominions  of  each  of  their  Royal  Majefties,  (hall 
excrcife  no  ad:s  of  hoftility  and  violence  againft  each 
other,  neither  by  fea  nor  by  land,  nor  in  rivers,  (beams, 
ports,  or  havens,  under  any  colour  or  pretence  what- 

:foever;  fo  that  the  fubjefts  of  either  party  (hall  receive 
no  patent,  commiffion,  or  inftruftion,  for  arming  and 
tiding  at  fta  as  privateers,  nor  letters  of  reprilal^^  as 

they 
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they  are  called,  from  any  princes  or  ftates,  which  are 
enemies  to  one  fide  or  the  other ;  nor,  by  virtue  or 
under  colour  of  luch  patents,  commiflions,  or  reprifals, 
fhall  they  difturb,  or  infeft,  or  any  way  prejudice  or  da- 
mage the  aforeiaid  lubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  moft  Chriftian  Kmg; 
neither  fhall  they  arm  fhips  in  fuch  manner  as  is  above- 
faid,  or  go  out  to  fea  therewith.  To  which  end,  33 
often  as  it  is  required  by  either  fide,  ftrift  and  expreis 
prohibitions  fhall  be  renewed  and  publifhed  in  all  thi^ 
regions,  dominions,  and  territories  of  each  party  where- 
foever,  tliat  no  one  fhall  in  any  wife  ufe  fuch  commtf^ 
fions  or  letters  of  reprifal,  undej^  the  fevcreft  punifhment 
that  can  be  inflifted  on  the  tranfgrefTors,  befides  refU- 
tution  and  full  fatis&6bion  to  be  given  to  thoie  to 
whom  they  have  done  any  damage  j  neither  fhall  any 
letters  of  reprifal  be  hereafter  granted  on  either  fide, 
by  the  faid  confederates,  to  the  detriment  or  difadvan- 
tage  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  except  in  fuch  cafe 
only  as  juflice  is  denied  or  delayed  j  to  which  denial  or 
delay  credit  fhall  not  be  given,  unlefs  the  petition  of 
the  perfon  who  defires  the  faid  letters  of  reprifal  be 
communicated  to  the  Minifter  refiding  there  on  the  ' 
part  of  the  Prince  againfl:  whofe  fubjefts  they  are  %o 
be  granted,  that  within  the  fpace  of  four  months,  or 
fooner,  if  it  be  pofTible,  he  may  evince  the  contrary,  or 
procure  the  performance  of  what  is  due  to  juflice.   . 

IV.  The  fubje6b  and  inhabitants  of  each  of  the 
aforefaid  confederates  fhall  have  liberty,  freelv  and 
fecurely,  without  licence  or  pafTport,  general  or  fpecial, 
by  land  or  by  fea,  or  any  other  way,  to  go  into  the 
kingdoms,  countries,  provinces,  lands,  iflands,  cities, 
villages,  towns,  walled  or  unwalled,  fortified  or  unfor- 
tified, ports,  dominions,  or  territories  whatfbever,  of 
the  other  confederate,  in  Europe,  there  to  enter,  and 
to  return  from  thence,  to  abide  there,  or  to  pafs 
through  the  fame,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  buy  and 
purchafe,  as  they  pleafe,  all  things  necefiary  for  their 
ilibfiitence  and  ufe ;  aad  they  fhaU  be  treated  with  all 

^    mutual 
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miinial  kindnefs  and  fiivoun  Provided,  however,  thtf 
in  all  thefe  matters  diey  behave  and  comport  themfeh^es 
conformably  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes,  and  live  and 
convcrie  with  each  other  friendly  and  peaceably,  and 
•keep  up  reciprocal  concord  by  all  manner  of  good  uo- 
derftanding. 

V.  The  fuEgcfts  of  each  of  their  Royal  Majefties 
may  have  leave  and  licence  to  come  wth  their  ihips, 
as  alio  widi  the  merchandizes  and  goods  on  board  the 
fame  (the  trade  and  importation  whereof  arc  not  pro- 
hibited by  the  laws  of  cither  kingdom)  to  the  lands, 
countries,  cities,  ports,^  places^  and  rivers  of  either  fide, 
in  Europe,  to  enter  into  the  fame,  to  rclbrt  thereto,  to 
Temain  and  refide  there,  without  any  limitation  of  time  j 
alfo  to  hire  houfes,  or  to  lodge  with  oriier  people,  and 
to  buy  all  lawful  kinds  of  merchandizes,  where  they 
think  fit,  from  the  firil  worfcman  or  feller,  or  in  any 
other  manner,  whether  in  the  public  market  for  the 
fale  of  things,  in  mart  towns,  fairs,  or  wherefbever 
thofc  goods-  are  manufa6hired  or  fold ;  they  may  like- 
wife  lay  up  and  keep  in  their  magazines  and  ware- 
houfes,  and  from  thence  expofe  to  fale,  merchandizes 
brought  from  other  parts ;  neither  ihall  they  be  in  :iny 
wife  obliged,  unlefi  willingly  and  of  their  own  accord, 
to  bring  their  faid  merchandizes  to  the  marts  and  fairs, 
on  this  condition,  however,  that  they  Ihall  not  fell  the 
fame  by  retail  in  (hops,  or  any  where  elfc.  But  they 
^re  not  to  be  loaded  with  any  impofitions  or  ismcs  on 
account  of  the  faid  freedom  of  trade,  or  for  any  other 
caufe  whatfoever,  except  what  are  to  be  paid  for  their 
fhips  and  goods  according  to  the  laws  and  culloms 
received  in  each  kingdom.  And  moreover  they  fhall 
have  free  leave,  without  any  moleftacion,  to  remove 
themfclves,  alfo,  if  they  Ihall  happen  to  be  married, 
their  wives,  children,  and  fervants,  together  with  their 
merchandizes,  wares,  goods,  and  eiFeds,  either  bought 
or  imported,  whenibever  and  whitherfoever  they  ihaU 
think  fir,  out  of  the  bounds  of  each  kingdom,  by  land 
and  by  fea,  on  the  rivers  and  fr^fh  waters,  difchargii]ig 
8  the 
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fhc  ufual  duties^  notwithftanding  any  law,  privik^e, 
grant,  inununity,  or  cuilonn,  in  any  wife  importing 
die  contrary.  But  in  Ac  Inifincfs  of  religion,  there 
fliall  be  an  entire  liberty  allowed  to  the  fubiedh  of  each 
of  the  confederates,  as  alio,  if  they  are  married,  to  their 
wives  and  children;  neither  Ihall  they  be  compelled  to 
go  to  the  churches,  or  to  be  prcfeot  at  the  religious 
worfhip  in  any  other  place.  On  the  contrary,  they 
may,  without  any  kind  of  moIeftatioo>  perform  their 
religious  exercifcs  after  their  own  way,  although  it 
be  forbid  by  the  laws  of  the  kingdom,  private^  and 
within  their  own  walls,  and  without  the  adniktance  of 
any  other  perfons  whatfocver.  Moreover,  liberty 
fhall  not  be  refufed  to  bury  the  fubje£b  of  either 
party,  who  die  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  in  con^ 
venient  and  decent  places,  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpofe,  as  occafion  'fhall  require  $  neither  fhall  the 
dead  bodies  of  thofe  that  are  buried  be  any  ways  nno^ 
lefted.  The  laws  and  flatutes  of  each  kingdom  IliaH 
remain  in  full  force,  and  fhall  be  duly  put  in  execution) 
whether  they  relate  to  commerce  and  navigation,  or  to 
any  other  right,  thofe  cafes  only  being  excepted,  eon*- 
cerning  which  it  is  otherwift  determined  in  the  articles 
of  this  prcfcnt  treaty, 

VI.  The  fubjefts  of  each  party  fhall  pay  die  tolls, 
cuftoms,  and  duties  of  import  aod  export  through  all 
the  dominions  and  provinces  of  either  party,  as  arc 
due  and  accultomed.  And,  that  it  may  be.  certainly 
known  to  every  one  what  are  all  the  faid  tolls,  cuftemsj^ 
and  duties  of  import  and  export,  it  is  likcwife  agreed,  that 
tables  fhewing  the  cufloms,  port-duties,  and  impofts, 
fhall  be  kept  in  public  places,  both  at  London,  and  in 
other  towns  within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  ol'Givax 
Britain,  and  at  Roan,  and  other  towns  of  France,  where 
trading  is  ufed;  whereunto  rccourfe  may  be  had,  as  often 
as  any  queftion  or  difpute  arifcs  concerning  fuch  port- 
duties,  cuftoms,  and  impofts;  which  are  to  be  de- 
manded in  flich  manner,  axki  no  otherwife,  as  fhall  be 

agreeabk 
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agreeable  to  the  plain  words  and  genuine  fenfe  of  the 
abovefaid  tables.  And  if  any  officer,  or  other  perfon 
in  his  name,  (hall,  under  iny '  pretence,  publicly  or 
privately,  direftly  or  indireftly,  afk  or  take  of  a  mer- 
chant, or  of  any  other  perfon,  any  fum  of  ndoney,  or 
any  thing  elfe,  on  account  of  right,  dues,  (Upend,  ex- 
hibition, or  compenfation,  although  it  be  under  the 
name  of  a  free  gift,  or  in  any  other  manner,  or  under 
any  oth^r  pretence,  more,  or  otherwife,  than  what  is 
prefcribed  above,  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid  officer,  or  his 
deputy,  if  he  be  fourtd  guilty,  and  convided  of  the 
fame  before  a  competent  judge,  in  the  country  where 
the  crime  was  committed,  (hall  give  full  fatisfaftion 
to  the  party  that  is  wronged,  and  (hall  lil^ewife  be  pu- 
niflied  according  to  the  direftion  of  the  laws. 

.  VII.  Merchants,  mafters  of  (hips,  owners,  mariners^ 
men  of  all  kinds,  (hips,  and  all  merchandizes  in  ge- 
neral, and  effisfts  of  one  of  the  confederates,  and  of 
his  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  (hall  on  no  public  or  pri- 
vate account,  by  virtue  of  any  general  or  fpecial  cdift, 
be  feized  in  any  the  lands,  ports,  havens,  (hores,  or 
dominions  whatfoever  of  the  other  confederate,  for  the 
public  ufe,  for  warlike  expeditions,  or  for  any  other 
cau(e;  much  lefs,  for  the  private  ufe  of  any  one,  (hall 
they  be  detained  by  arrefts,  compelled  by  violence,  or 
under  any  colour  thereof,  or  in  any  wife  molefted  or 
injured.  Moreover,  it  (hall  be  unlawful  for  the  fub- 
jefts  of  both  parties  to  take  any  thing,  or  to  extort  it 
by  force,  except  the  perfon  to  whom  it  belongs  con(ent, 
and  it  be  paid  for  with  ready  money.  Which,  how- 
ever, is  not  to  be  underftood  of  that  detention  and 
(eizure  which  (hall  be  made  by  the  command  and  au- 
thority of  juftice,  and  by  the  ordinary  methods,  on 
account  of  debt,  or  crimes  -,  in  refpcft  whereof  the 
proceeding  muft  be  by  way  of  law,  according  to  the 
form  of  juflice. 

VIII.  Furthermore,  it  is  agreed  and  cancliided,  as  a 
general  rule,  that  all  and  fingular  the  fubjedls  of  the  mod 

Serene 
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Serene  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  moft  Serene 
the  moft  Chriftian  King,  in  all  countries  and  places  fob-  * 
jeft  to  their  power  on  each  fide,  as  to  all  duties,  impofi- 
tions,  or  cuftoms  whatfoever,  concerning  perfons,  goods, 
and  merchandizes,  fhips,  freights,  feamen,  navigation, 
and  commerce,  (hall  ufe  and  enjoy  the  fame  privileges, 
liberties,  and  immunities  at  leaft,  and  have  the  uke' 
favour  in  all  things,  as  well  in  die  courts  of  juftice,  as 
in  all  fiich  things  as  relate  either  to  commerce,  or  to 
any  other  rights  whatever,  which  any  foreign  nation,  the 
moft  favoured,  has,  ufes,  and  enjoys,  or  may  hereafter 
have,  ufe,  and  enjoy. 

IX.  It  is  forther  agreed,  that  within  the  ipace  of 
two  months  after  a  law  fliall  be  made  in  Great  Britain, 
whereby  it  fliall  be  fufficiently  provided,  that  no  more 
cuftoms  or  duties  be  paid  for  goods  and  merchandizes 
brought  from  France  to  Great  Britain,  than  what  are 
payable  for  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  like  nature 
imported  into  Great  Britain  from  any  other  country  in 
Europe;  and  that  all  laws  made  in  Great  Britain  fince* 
the  year  1664,  foi*  prohibiting  the  importation  of  any 
goods  and  merchandizes  coming  from  France,  which 
were  not  prohibited  before  that  time,  be  repealed;  the 
general  tariff'made  in  France  the  1 8  th  day  of  September 
in  the  year  1664,  fliall  take  place  there  again,  and  the 
duties  payable  in  France  by  the  fubjedts  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, for  goods  imported  and  exported,  fliall  be  paid 
according  to  the  tenor  of  the  tarifl^  above-mentioned, 
and  fliall  not  exceed  the  i-ule  therein  fettled,  in  the 
provinces  whereof  mention  is  there  made,  and  in  the 
other  provinces  the  duty  fliall  not  be  payable  other- 
wife  than  according  to  the  rule  at  that  rime  prcfcribcd : 
and  all  prohibitions,  tariffs,  edifts,  declarariom,  or  de- 
crees, made  in  France  fince  the  faid  tariff  of  the  year 
1664,  and  contrary  thereunto,  in  rclpeft  to  the  gdods 
and  merchandizes  of  Great  Britain,  fhall  be  repealed*- 
But  whereas  it  is  urged  on  the  part  of  France,  that 
certain  merchandizes,  that  is  to  fay,  manufaftures  of 
wool,  fugar,  faked  fifh,  and  the  prodildt  of  whales,  be 
3  excepted* 
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excepted  out  of  die  rule  of  dte  above-mentioned  tarifl^ 
and  likewife  other  heads  of  matters  belon^i^  to  thb 
treatjr  remain,  which  having  been  propofed  on  the  part 
of  Great  Britain,  have  not  yet  been  mutudlf  adjumd, 
a  fi)eciiication  of  all  which  ii  contained  in  a  froarate 
inllrunient  fubfcribed  by  the  Ambaffadors  Extra- 
ordinary and  Plenipotentiaries  on  both  fides  1  it  is 
hereby  provided  ard  agreed,  that  widiin  two  months 
from  the  exchange  of  die  ratifications  of  this  treaty, 
commifTaries  on  both  Hdes  ihall  meet  at  London,  to 
confider  of  and  remove  the  difficulties  concerning  the 
merchandizes  to  be  excepted  out  of  the  tariff  of  the 
year  1664,  and  concerning  the  other  heads,  which,  as 
is  abovefaid,  are  not  yet  wholly  adjufted.  And  at  the 
faaie  time  the  faid  commifiaries  (hall  likewife  endea- 
vour (which  fecms  to  be  very  much  for  the  intereft  of 
both  nations)  to  have  the  methods  of  conunerce  on 
one  part,  and  of  the  other,  more  thoroughly  examined, 
and  to  find  out  and  eftablifh  juft  and  beneficial  means 
on  both  fides  for  removing  the  difficulties  in  this  mat- 
iDer,  and  for  regulating  the  duties  mutually.  But  it  is 
always  underftood  and  provided,  that  all  and  fingular 
die  articles  of  this  treaty  do  in  the  mean  while  remain 
-aa  their  full  force,  and  efpecially  that  nothing  be 
deemed,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  hinder  the 
benefit  of  the  general  tariff  of  the  year  1 664  fitmi 
being  granted  to  the  fubjefb  of  her  Royal  Majefty  of 
Qreat  Britain,  and  the  faid  Britiih  fubjcAs  from  hav- 
ii^  and  enjoying  the  fame,  without  any  delay  or  ter- 
^veriation,  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  after  a  law 
is  made  in  Great  Britain  as  abovefiid,  in  as  ample 
manner  and  form  as  the  fubjedts  of  any  nation,  the  moft 
£ivoured,  might  have  and  enjoy  the  benefit  of  tt^ 
aforeiaid  tarifi^,  any  tiung  to  be  done  or  difcufi[ed  by 
the  fakl  commiffiiries  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  not-* 
withfbuiding. 

X.  The  duties  on  tobacco  imported  into  FrancCj 
either  in  die  leaf,  or  prepared,  fhall  be  reduced  herc^ 
afi:er  to  the  fame  moderate  rate  as  die  laid  tobacco 

of 
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of  the  growth  of  any  country  in  Europe  or  America, 
being  brought  into  France,  docs  or  fhall  pay.  The' 
fubje^ts  on  both  fidea  ihall  alfo  pay  the  fame  duties  in 
France  for  the  faid  tobacco;  there  (hall  be  likewife 
an  equal  liberty  of  felting  it;  and  the  Britiih  fub}e£te 
fhall  have  the  fame  laws  as  the  merchants  of  France 
themfclves  have  and  enjoy. 

XI.  It  is  likewife  concluded,  that  the  impofition  or 
tax  of  ^o/ols  Toumois,  laid  on  Britiih  Ihips  in  France 
for  every  ton,  fliafl  wholly  ceafe,  and  be  from  hence- 
forward annulled.  In  like  manner  the  tax  of  five 
(hillings  fterling  laid  on  French  (hips  in  Great  Britain 
for  cveiy  ton,  (hall  ceafe;  neither  (hall  the  fame,  or 
any  the  like  impofitions,  be  laid  hereafter  on  the  (hips 
of  the  fubjefts  on  cither  fide. 

XII .  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded,  that  it  (htA . 
be  wholly  free  for  all  merchants,  commanders  of  (hips, 
and  other  the  fubjefts  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britaint 
in  all  places  of  France,  to  manage  their  own  bu(inei^ 
themfelves,  or  to  commit  them  tp  the  management  of 
whomfoever  they  pleaie,  not  (hall,  they  be  obliged  to 
make  uie  of  any  interpreter,  or  broker,  nor  to  pay 
rhcm  any  falary,  unlefs  they  chu(e  to  make  ulc  c£ 
therm.  Moreover,  matters  of  (hips  (hall  not  be  obliged, 
in  loading  or  unloading  their  (hips,  to  make  ufe  of 
thole  workmen,  cither  at  Bourdeau3^,  or  in  any  other 
places,  as  may  be  appo'mted  by  public  authority  for 
that  purpofe ;  but  it  Ihall  be  entirely  free  for  them  to 
load  or  unload  thejr  (hips  by  rhemfelvcs,  or  to  make 
ufc  of  fuch  perfons  in  loading  or  unloading  the  fame 
as  they  (hall  think  fit,  without  the  payment  of  any 
falary  to  any  other  whomfoever;  neither  (hall  they  be 
forced  to  unload  any  fort  of  merchandizes,  either  into 
other  (hips,  or  to  receive  them  into  idieir  own,  or  to 
wait  for  their  being  loaded  longer  than  they  pleafe. 
And  all  and  every  the  (ubjefts  of  the  molt  Chriltian 
King  (hall  reciprocally  have  and  enjoy  the  fame  pri- 
vileges 
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vileges  and  liberty,  m  all  places  in  Europe  fubjeft  to 
the  dominion  of  Great  Bntain. 

XIIL  It  (hall  be  wholly  lawful  and  free  for  mer- 
chants and  others,  being  fubje6b  either  to  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain  or  to  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  by 
will,  and  any  other  difpoGdon  made,  either  during  the 
time  of  ficknels,  or  at  any  other  time  before,  or  at  the 
point  of  death,  to  devife  or  give  away  their  merchan- 
dizes, effeds,  money,  debts  bdonging  to  them>  and 
all  moveable  goods  which  they  have  or  ou^t  to  have 
at  the  time  of  their  death,  within  die  dominions  and 
any  other  places  belonging  to  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  and  to  the  moft  Chriftian  King.  Moreover, 
whether  they  die,  having  made  their  will,  or  intcftatr, 
their  lawful  heirs  and  executors,  or  adminiftrators^  re- 
fiding  in  either  of  the  kingdoms,  or  coming  from  any 
other  part,  although  they  be  not  naturalized,  (hall 
freely  and  quietly  receive  and  take  poflcflion  of  all  the 
fakl  goods  and  effedb  whatfocver,  according  to  the  laws 
of  Great  Britain  and  France  relpeftivelyj  in  fiich 
manner,  however,  tliat  the  wills,  and  right  of  entering 
upon  the  inheritances  of  perfons  intdlate,  muft  be 
proved  according  to  law,  as  well  by  the  fubjefts  of  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  by  the  fubjefts  of  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  in  thofe  places  where  each  perfon 
died,  whether  that  may  happen  in  Great  Britain  or  in 
France,  any  law,  ftatute,  edict,  cuftom,  or  droit  (Tau^ 
beine  whatfoever  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

XIV.  A  dilpute  arifing  between  any  commander  of 
the  (hips  on  both  fides  and  his  feameh,  in  any  port  of 
the  other  party,  concerning  wages  due  to  the  faid  fea- 
men,  or  other  civil  caufes,  the  ma^rate  of  the  place 
Ihall  require  no  more  from  die  perfon  accufed,  than  that 
he  give  to  the  accufer  a  declaration  in  writing,  wit- 
neflcd  by  the  magiftrate,  whereby  he  (hall  be  bound 
to  anfwer  that  matter  before  a  competent  judge  in  his 
own  country^  wliich  being  done,  it  fliall  not  be  lawful 

cither 
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either  for  the  feamen  to  defert  their  (hip,  or  to  hin4er 
the  commander  from  profecuting  his  voyage.  It  fhatt 
moreover  be  lawful  for  the  merchants  on  both  fides,  ia 
the  places  of  their  abode,  or  elfewhere,  to  keep  books 
of  their  accounts  and  affairs,  as  they  fhall  think  fit, 
and  to  have  an  intercourfe  of  letters,  in  fuch  language 
or  idiom  as  they  fliall  pleafe,  without  any  moleftation 
or  fearch  whatfoeven  But  if  it  fliould  happen  to  be 
neceflary  for  them  to  produce  their  books  of  accounts, 
for  deciding  any  difpute  and  controverfy,  in  fuch  cafe 
they  fhall  be  obliged  to  bring  into  court  the  entire 
books  or  writings,  but  fo  as  that  the  judge  may  not 
have  liberty  to  infpeft  any  other  articles  in  the  faid 
books  than  fuch  as  fhall  relate  to  the  teffimony  or  au- 
thority in  queftion,  or  fuch  as  fhall  be  necefTary  to  give 
credit  to  the  laid  books;  neither  fhall  it  be  lawful,  un- 
der any  pretence,  to  take  the  faid  books  or  writings 
forcibly  out  of  the  hands  of  the  owners,  or  to  retain 
them;  the  cafe  of  bankruptcy  only  excepted:  neither 
fhall  the  faid  fubjefts  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain 
be  obliged  to  write  their  accounts,  copies  of  letters, 
adls  or  inftruments  relating  to  trade,  on  flamped  paper, 
in  French,  papier  timbre^  except  their  day-book,  which, 
that  it  may  be  produced  as  evidence"  in  any  iaw-fliit, 
ought,  according  to  the  laws,  which  all  perfons  trading 
in  France  are  to  obferve,  to  be  fubfcribed  gratis  by  the 
judge,  and  marked  or  fluurifhed  with  his  own  hand. 

XV.  It  Ihall  not  be  lawfiil  for  any  foreign  priva- 
teers, not  being  fubjefts  of  one  or  of  the  other  of  the 
confederates,  who  have  commiflions  from  any  other 
Prince  or  State  in  enmity  with  either  nation,  to  fit  their 
fhips  in  the  ports  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  aforefaid 
parties,  to  fell  what  they  have  taken,  or  in  any  other 
manner  whatever  to  exchange  either  diips,  merchan- 
dizes, or  any  other  ladings;  neither  fhall  they  be  al- 
lowed even  to  purchafe  victuals,  except  fuch  as  fhall  be 
necefTary  for  their  going  to  the  next  port  of  that 
Prince  from  whom  they  have  commiflions. 

Vox-.  I.  D  d  XVL  The 
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XYI.  The  fhip5  of  both  parties  being  ladcn>  fiufing 
jllong  the  coafls  or  fhores  d[  the  othcr^  and  being  fi>rced 
by  ftorm  into  the  havens  or  ports,  or  coming  to  land  m, 
any  other  manner,  (hall  not  be  obliged  there  to  unlade 
their  goods^  or  any  part  thereof  or  to  pay  any  duty, 
unlefs  they  do  of  their  own  accord  unlade  their  goods 
there,  or  difpofe  of  any  part  of  their  lading:  but  it 
may  be  lawful  to  take  out  of  the  fhip,  and  to  fell 
(leave  being  firft  obtained  from  thofe  who  have  the  in* 
ipe^ion  of  fea  affairs)  a  imall  part  of  their  lading,  for 
this  end  only,  that  neceflaries  either  for  the  refrelhment 
or  victualling  of  the  (hip  may  be  purchafed ;  and  10 
that  cafe  the  whole  lading  of  the  (hip  (hall  not  be  ilib- 
jedl  to  pay  the  dudes,  but  that  fmall  part  only  which 
has  been  taken  out  and  fold. 

XVII.  It  fhall  be  lawfiil  for  all  and  Angular  the 
fubjefts  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  to  fail  with  their  (hips  with  all 
manner  of  liberty  and  fecurity,  no  diflindtion  being 
Arcade  who  are  the  proprietors  of  the  merchandizes 
laden  thereon,  from  any  port,  to  the  places  of  thoie 
who  are  now,  or  (hall  be  hereafter,  at  ennruty  with 
the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  moft  Chrif^ 
tian  King ;  it  fhall  likewife  be  lawful  for  the  fubjedts 
and  inhabitants  aforefaid  to  fail  with  the  (hips  and 
merchandizes  aforementioned,  and  to  trade  with  the 
fame  liberty  and  fecurity  from  the  places,  ports,  and 
havens  qf  thofe  who  are  enemies  of  both,  or  of  either 
party,  without  any  oppofition  or  difhirbance  whatfb* 
ever,  not  only  direftly  from  the  places  of  the  enemy 
aforementioned  to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one 
place  belonging  to  an  enemy  to  another  place  belong- 
ing to  an  enemy,  whether  they  be  xindcr  the  juriidic- 
tion  of  die  fame  Prince,  or  under  feveral.  And  as  it  is 
now  (tipulated  concerning  (hips  and  goods,  that  free 
(hips  ihall  alfo  give  a  freedom  to  goods,  and  that  evenr 
thing  (hall  be  deemed  to  be  free  and  exempt  which 
(hall  be  found  on  board  the  (hip9  belonging  to  the  fiib- 
jeds  of  either  of  the  confederates,  although  the  whgle 

ladings 
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lading,  or  any  part  thereof,  (hould  appertain  to  th4 
enemies  of  either  of  their  Majefties,  contraband  goodi 
being  always  excepted,  on  the  difcovery  whereof,  m^.e-r 
ters  Ihall  be  managed  Kcording  to  the  fenfe  of  th^ 
fubfequent  articles  j  it  is  alfo  agreed,  in  like  manner, 
that  the  fame  liberty  be  extended  to  perfons  who,  are 
on  board  a  free  fhip,  with  this  efFeft,  that  although  they 
be  enemies  to  both,  or  to  either  party,  they  are  not  to  bei 
taken  out  of  that  free  Ihip,  unlels  they  are  foldiers,  a.n4 
in  adlual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

XVIII.  This  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce 
ihall  extend  to  all  kinds  of  merchandizes^^  excepting 
thofe  only  which  follow  in  the  next  article,  and  which 
are  fignified  by  the  name  of  Contraband. 

XIX.  Under  this  name  of  contraband  or  prohibit^ 
goods,  Ihall  be  comprehended  arms,  gr^at  guns^  bonibfc 
v/ith  thqr  fufees  and  other  things  belonging  to  thepfi ; 
fire-balls,  gunpowder,  match,  canno;i-ball,  pikes, 
fwords,  lances,  Ipears,  halberds,  nnortars,  petards,  gra- 
nadoes,  falt-petre,  mufkets,  mulket-ball,  helmets,  head- 
pieces, breaft-plates,  coats  of  mail,  and  the  like  kind$ 
of  arms  proper  for  arming  foldiers,  muflcet-rcfts,  bejtj, 
horfcs  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  warlike  inftru- 
mcncs  whatever. 

XX.  Thefe  merchandizes  which  follow  fhall  not  b^ 
reckoned  among  prohibited  goods;  thap  is  to  fay,  ^11 
forts  of  Cloths,  and  all  other  maniifadtures  woven  qf 
any  wool,  flax,  filk,  cotton,  or  any  other  materi^li 
whatfver;  all  kinds  of  eloaths  and  wearing-app^rel, 
together  with  the  fpecies  whereof  they  ^re  ufed  t9  b^ 
madci  gold  and  filver,  as  well  cpined  a^  vneQined# 
tin,  iron,  lead,  copper,  brafs,  coals ;  as  alfo  whegt  4iujl 
barley,  and  any  other  kind  of  corn  and  puUc;  tqi^afi^Q, 
and  likewife  all  manner  of  fpices,  falted  and  fmQki^ 
flelh,  falted  fifti,  cheefe  and  butter,  be^r,  oils,  wines* 
fugars,  and  all  forts  of  fait,  and,  in  general,  all  pro* 
vifions  which  ferve  for  the  nourifhmcnt  of  mankind 
and  the  fuftenancc  of  life.     Furthermore,  all  kinds  of

cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch,  ropes,  cables,  fails,  fail- 
cloths,  anchors,  and  any  parts  of  anchors ;  alfo  fhip- 
mafts,  planks,  boards,  and  beams,  of  what  trees  lo- 
cverj  and  all  other  tilings  proper  either  for  building 
or  repairing  fhips ;  and  all  other  goods  whatever, 
which  have  not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any 
inftrument  or  thing  prepared  for  war,  by  land  or 
by  fea,  fhall  not  be  reputed  contraband,  much  lefi 
fuch  as  have  been  already  wrought  and  made  up  for 
any  other  ufc;  all  which  fhall  wholly  be  reckoned 
among  free  goods,  as  llkewife  all  other  merchandizes 
and  things  which  arc  not  comprehended  and  particu- 
larly mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  fb  that  they 
may  be  tranfportcd  and  carried,  in  the  freefl  manner,  by 
the  fubjefts  of  both  confederates,  even  to  places  be- 
longing to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns  or  places  being  only 
excepted  as  arc  at  that  time  beficged,  blocked  up 
round  about,  or  invefled.  « 

XXL  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  diflenfions  and 
quarrels  may  be  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  fide  and 
the  other,  it  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  cither  of  their  Royal 
Majeflies,  who  are  allied,  fliould  be  engaged  in  war,  the 
'fhij  s  and  vefTels  belonging  to  the  fubjcfts  of  the  other 
ally  mufl  be  furnifhed  with  fea-letters  or  paflports, 
cxprsfling  the  name,  property,  and  bulk  of  the  fhip, 
as  alfo  the  name  and  place  of  habitation  of  the  mafler 
or  commander  of  the  faid  fhip,  that  it  may  appear 
thereby  that  the  fhip  really  and  truly  belongs  to  the 
fubjedts  of  one  of  the  Princes  5  which  pafiports  fhall 
be  made  out  and  granted  according  to  the  form^  an- 
nexed to  this  treaty;  they  fhall  likewife  be  recalled 
every  year,  that  is,  if  the  fliip  happens  to  return  home 
within  the  fpace  of  a  year.  It  is  likewife  agreed,  that 
fuch  fhips  being  laden,  are  to  be  provided,  not  only 
with  pafiports,  as  above-mentioned,  but  alfo  with  cer- 
tificates containing  the  fcveral  particulars  of  the  cargo, 
the  place  whence  the  fhip  failed,  and  whither  fhe 
is  bound,  that  fo  it  may  be  known'  whether  any  for- 
bidden 
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bidden  or  contraband  goods,  as  are  enumerated  in 
the  nineteenth  article  01  this  treaty,  be  on  board  the 
fame;  which  certificates  fhall  be  nriadc  out  by  the  of- 
ficers of  the  place  whence  the  Ihip  fet  fail,  in  the  ac- 
cuftomcd  form.  And  if  any  one  Ihall  think  it  fit  or 
advifable  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfon 
to  whom  they  belong,  he  may  freely  do  fo. 

XXII.  The  fhips  of  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of 
both  their  mod  Serene  Royal  Majefties,  coming'to  any 
of  the  fea-coafts  within  the  dominions  of  either  of  the 
confederates,  but  njt  willing  tQ  enter  into  port,  or 
being  entered,  yet  not  being  willing  to  fhcw  or  to  feH 
the  cargoes  of  their  (hips,  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  give 
an  account  of  their  lading,,  unlefs  they  are  fufpeftedj 
upon  fure  evidence,  of  carrying  to  the  enemies  of  the 
other  confederate  prohibited  goods,  palled  contra?- 
band. 

XXIII.  And  in  cafe  of  the  faid  manifeft  fufpicion, 
the  faid  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  dominions  of 
both  their  moft  Serene  Royal  Majefties  fhall  be  obliged 
to  exhibit  in  the  ports  their  pafi|)prts  and  certificates, 
in  the  manner  before  fpecified, 

XXIV.  But  in  cafe  the  fhips  of  the  fubjefts  and 
inhabitants  of  both  their  pioft  Serene  Royal  Majefties, 
either  on  the  fea-coa(t,  or  on  fhe  high  fcas,  fhall  meet 
with  the  men  of  war  of  the  other,  or  with  privateers, 
the  faid  men  of  war  and  privateers,  for  preventing  any 
inconveniences,  are  to  remain  out  of  cannon-fhot,  and 
to  fend  a  boat  to  the  merchant-fhip  which  has  been 
met  with,  and  (hall  enter  her  with  two  or  three  men 
only,  to  whom  the  maftcr  or  commander  of  fup)^  |hip 
or  vefTcl  fhall  fhew  his  paflport,  concerfiing  dip  ppperty 
thereof,  made  out  according  to  the  fpmfi  annexed  to 
this  prefent  treaty;  and  the  fhip  which  fhall  exhibit 
one,  fhall  have  free  pafTage,  and  jit  fhall  be  whoilf 
unlawful  any  way  to  molefl  her,  fearch,  or  cornpel  hier 
to  quit  her  intended  courfe. 
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XXV.  But  that  merchant-fhip  of  the  other  party, 
which  intends  to  go  to  a  port  at  enmity  with  the 
other  confederate,  or  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and 
the  fort  of  goods  on  board,  there  may  be  juft  fiif- 
pici<»i,  ftiall  be  obliged  to  exhibit,  either  on  tht 
high  fcas,  or  in  the  ports  and  havens,  not  only  her 
paflpoi  ts,  but  her  certificates,  exprefling  that  they  arfc 
jiot  of  the  kind  of  goods  prohibited,  which  arc  Ipcd- 
fied  in  the  nineteenth  article. 

XXVI.  But  if  one  party,   Jn  the  exhibiting  the 

nbovefaid  certificates,    mentioning  the .  particulars  of 

the  things  on  board,  fhould  difcover  any  goods  of  diat 

kind  which  are  declared  contraband  or  prohibited,  by 

the  nineteenth  article  of  this  treaty,  defigned  for  a  port 

fubjeft  to  the  enemy  of  the  other,  it  (hall  be  unlawful 

to  break  up  the  hatches  of  that  fliip  wherein  the  fame 

fhall  happen  to  be  found,  whether  (he  belong  to  the 

fubjcfts  of  Great  Britain  or  of  France,  to  open  the 

chefts,  packs,  or  calks  therein,  or  to  remove  even  the 

fmaiieft  parcel   of  the  goods,  unlefs  the  lading   be 

brought  on  fhore  in  the  piefence  of  the  oiHcers  of  the 

court  cf  admiralty,  and  an  inventory  thereof  made^ 

but  there  (hall  be  no  allowance  to  fell,  exchange,  or 

alienate  the  fame  in  any  manner,  unlefs  after  diat-  due 

and  lawful  procefs  (hall  have  beeh  had  againfl  fuch 

prohibited  goods,  and  the  judges  of  the  admiralty  re- 

fpeftively  (hall,  by  a  frntence  pronounced,  have  con- 

fifcated  the  famCi  faving  always,  as  well  the  (hip  itfelf, 

as  the  other  goods  found  therein,  which  by  this  treaty 

are  to  be  e(leemed  free;  neither  may  they  be  detained 

on  pretence  of  their  being,  as  it  were,  infefted  by  the 

prohibited  goods,  much  lefs  (hall  they  be  confifcated 

as  lawful  prize :  but  if  not  the  whole  cargo,  but  only 

part  thereof  (hall  confift  of  prohibited  or  contraband 

goods,  and  the  commander  of  the  (hip  (hall  be  ready 

'and  willing  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor  who  has  dil^ 
covered  them,  in  fuch  cafe  the  Captor,  having  received 
thofe  goods,  (hall  forthwith  difcharge  the  (hip>  and  not 

hinder 
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hinder  her  by  any  means  freely  to  profecute  the  voy- 
age on  which  fhe  was  bound. 

XXVII.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever 
fhall  be  found  to  be  laden  by  the  uibjefts  and  inhabi- 
tants of  either  party,  on  any  fhip  belonging  to  the 
enemy  of  the  other,  and  his  fubjcfts,  the  whole,  al- 
though it  be  not  of  the  fort  of  prohibited  goods,  may 
be  confifcated,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to 
the  enemy  himfelf  j  except  thofe  goods  and  merchan- 
dizes as  were  put  on  board  fuch  fhip  before  the  de- 
claration of  war,  or  even  after  fuch  dcclararion,  if  fo 
be  it  were  done  within  the  time  and  limits  following ; 
that  is  to  fay,  if  diey  were  put  on  board  fuch  fhip, 
in  any  port  and  place  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks  ^ 
after  fuch  declaration,  within  the  bounds  called  th^ 
Naze  in  Norway,  and  the  Soundings  $  of  two  months, 
from  the  Soundings  to  the  city  ot  Gibraltar;  of  ten 
weeks,  in  the  Mediterranean  feaj  and  of  eight  months, 
in  any  other  country  or  place  in  the  world :  fb  that  the 
goods  of  the  fubjefts  of  either  Prince,  whether  they  be 
of  the  nature  of  fuch  as  are  prohibited,  or  otherwife, 
which,  as  is  aforefaid,  were  put  on  board  any  fhip  be- 
longing to  an  enemy  before  the  war,  or  after  the  decla- 
ration of  the  fame,  within  the  time  and  limits  above- 
faid,  fhall  no  ways  be  liable  to  confifcation,  but  fhall 
well  and  truly  be  reftored  without  delay  to  the  pro- 
prietors demanding  the  fame;  but  fo  as  that  if  the 
faid  merchandizes  be  contraband,  it  fhall  not  be  any 
ways  lawful  to  carry  them  afterwards  to  the  ports  bcr 
longing  to  the  enemy. 

XXVIII.  And,  that  more  abundant  care  may  be 
taken  for  the  fecurity  of  the  fubjefts  of  both  their 
mofl  Serene  Royal  Majeflies,  that  they  fufFer  no 
injury  by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of  the  other 
party,  all  the  commanders  of  the  fhips  of  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  mofl  Chriflian  King,  and 
all  their  fubjefts,  fhall  be  forbid  doing  any  injury  or 
damage  to  the  other  fide;  and  if  rhey  aft  to  the  con- 
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trarjr,  they  ihall  be  puniflied,  and  Ihall  moreover  be 
bound  to  make  ratb>fa£bion  for  all  caufe  of  damage^ 
and  the  intereft  theno^,  by  reparation,  under  the  bond 
and  obligation  of  their  perfbn  and  goods. 

XXIX.  For  this  caufe,  all  commanders  of  priva- 
teers, before  they  receive  their  patents  or  Ipecial  com- 
miflions,  Ihall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give,  before  a 
competent  judge,  fufficient  fccurity  by  good  bail,  who 
are  men  able  to  pay,  and  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  Ihip, 
and  are  each  bound  in  the  whole  for  the  fum  of  1,500/. 
fterling,  or  16,500  livres  Tournois-,  or,  if  fuch  fhip  be 
provided  with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or 
foldiers,  for  die  fum  of  3,000  /.  fterling,  or  33,000 
Hvres  TcumoiSy  diat  they  will  make  enure  fatisfaftion 
for  any  damages  and  injuries  whatfoever,  which  they, 
or  their  officers,  or  others  in  their  fervice,  commit 
during  their  courfe  at  fea,  contrary  to  this  prefent 
treaty,  or  the  edifts  of  either  of  their  moft  Serene 
Royal  Majefties  publifhed  by  virtue  thereof;  under 
penalty  likewife  of  having  their  fpecial  commiffions  and 
patents  revoked  and  annulled. 

XXX.  Both  their  above-named  Royal  Majefties 
being  willing  to  ftiew  a  m.utual  and  equal  favour,  in 
all  their  dominions  relpeftivcly,  to  the  fubjedts  of  each 
other,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  were  their  own 
fubjtjfts,  will  give  fuch  orders  as  Ihall  be  neceflary  and 
efFeftual,  that  juftice  be  adminiftered  concerning  prizes 
in  the  court  of  admiralty,  according  to  the  rule  of 
equity  and  right,  and  the  articles  ct  this  treaty,  by 
judges  who  aie  above  all  fiifpicion,  and  who  have  no 
manner  cf  intereft  in  the  caufe  in  difpute. 

XXXI.  Whenfcever  the  ambafladors  of  each  of 
their  Royal  Majefties  above-named,  and  other  their 
minifters,  haying  a  public  charafter,  and  refiding  in 
the  court  of  the  other  Prince^  Ihall  complain  of  the 
unjuftnefs  of  the  fcntences  which  have  been  given, 
their  Majefties  on  each  fide  ftiall  uke  care  that  the 
lame  be  revifed  and  rc-cxamined  in  their  refpeftivc 

councils. 
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councils,  that  it  may  appear  whether  the  direftions  and 
provifions  prefcribed  in  this  treaty  have  been  obfervedi 
and  have  had  their  due  efFeft :  they  fhall  likewife  take 
care  that  this  matter  be  efFeftually  provided  for,  and 
that  right  be  done  to  every  complainant  within  the 
fpace  of  three  months.  However,  before  or  after 
judgment  given,  the  revifion  thereof  (till  depending, 
for  the  avoiding  of  all  damage,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful 
to  fell  the  goods  in  difpute,  or  to  unlade  them,  unlefs 
with  the  confent  of  the  perfons  concerned. 

XXXII.  A  fuit  being  commenced  between  the  cap- 
tors of  prizes  on  one  part,  and  the  reclaimers  of  the 
fame  on  the  other,  and  a  fentence  or  decree  being 
given  in  favour  of  the  reclaimer,  that  fame  fentence 
or  decree,  fecurity  being  given,  fhall  be  put  in  exe- 
cution, the  appeal  of  the  captor  to  a  fiiperior  judge  in 
any  wife  notwithflanding;  which,  however,  is  not  to 
be  obferved  when  judgment  has  been  given  againft  the 
reclaimers. 

XXXIII.  In  cafe  that  either  fhips  of  war,  or  mer- 
chantmen, forced  by  ftorm,  or  other  misfortune,  be 
driven  on  rocks  or  fhelves  on  the  coafls  of  one  or 
the  other  party,  and  are  there  broken  to  pieces  and 
fhipwrecked,  whatever  part  of  the  fhips  or  tackling 
thereof,  as  alfo  of  the  goods  and  merchandizes,  fhall 
be  faved,  or  the  produce  thereof,  fhall  be  faithfully, 
reftored  to  the  proprietors,  reclaimers,  or  their  fac- 
tors, paying  only  the  expences  of  preferving  the  fame, 
in  fuch  manner  as  it  may  be  fetded  on  both  fides 
concerning  the  rate  of  falvagej  faving,  at  the  fame 
time,  the  rights  and  cuftoms  of  each  nation :  and  both 
their  mofl  Serene  Royal  Majeflies  will  interpofe  their 
authority,  that  fuch  of  their  fubjefts  may  be  feverely 
punifhed,  who  in  the  like  accident  fhall  be  found 
guilty  of  inhumanity. 

XXXIV.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  fubjefts  of  each 
party  ^^  employ  fuch  advocates,  attorhies,  notaries, 
f^lj^itors,  and  fadors,  as  they  fhall  think  fit  j  to  which 

end 
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.end  the  faid  advocates,  and  others  abovemendoned, 
may  be  appointed  by  the  ordinary  judges,  if  it  be 
needful,  and  die  judges  be  required  thereunto. 

XXXV.  And,  that  commerce  and  navigation  may 
be  more  fecurely  and  freely  followed,  it  is  further 
agreed,  that  neither  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  nor 
the  moft  Chriftian  King,  fhall  receive  any  pirates 
and  robbers  into  any  of  their  ports,  havens,  cities,  or 
towns,  neither  fhall  they  permit  them  to  be  received 
into  their  ports,  to  be  protefted  Or  alTifted  by  any  man- 
ner of  harbouring  or  fupport,  by  any  the  fubjeds  or 
inhabitants  of  cither  of  themj  but  they  fhall  rather 
caufc  all  fuch  pirates  and  fea-robbers,  or  whoever  (hali 
receive,  conceal,  or  afTifl  them,  to  be  apprehended  and 
punifhed  as  they  deferve,  for  a  terror  and  example  to 
odiers.  And  all  the  fhips,  goods,  or  merchandizes, 
being  piratically  taken  by  them,  and  brought  into  the 
ports  of  the  kingdom  of  eidier,  as  much  as  can  be 
found,  although  they  have  by  fale  been  conveyed  to 
others,  fhall  be  rcflored  to  the  lawful  owners,  or  their 
deputies,  having  inflruments  of  delegation,  and  an 
authority  of  procuration  for  reclaiming  the  fame;  and 
indemnifarion  fhall  be  made,  proper  evidence  being 
firfl  given  in  the  court  of  admiralty  for  proving  the 
property.  And  all  fhips  and  merchandizes,  of  what 
nature  foever,  which  can  be  refcucd  out  of  their  hands 
on  the  high  feas,  fhall  be  brought  into  fome  port  of 
either  kingdom,  and  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  cultody 
of  the  officers  of  that  port,  with  this  intention,  that  they 
be  delivered  entire  to  the  true  proprietor,  as  foon  a$ 
due  and  fufficient  proof  fhall  have  been  made  con- 
cerning the  property  thereof. 

XXXVI.  It  fhall  be  hwflil,  as  well  for  die  fhips  of 
war  of  both  their  moft  Serene  Royal  Majefties,  as  for 
privateers,  to  carry  whitherfoever  they  pleafe  the  fhips 
and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies,  neither  fhall  they 
be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing  to  the  officers  of  the  ad- 
miralty, or  to  any  other  judges  5  nor  fhall  the  afore- 
mentioned prizc5>  when  they  come  to  and  enter  the 

ports 
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ports  of  either  of  their  moft  Serene  Royal  Majefti^s 
be  detained  by  arreft,  neither  fhall  fearchers,  or  other 
officers  of  thofe  places,  make  examination  concern-*' 
ing  them,  or  the  validity  thereof;  but  rather  they 
fhall  have  liberty  to  hoift  fail  at  any  time,  to  de- 
part, and  to  carry  their  prizes  to  that  place  which  is 
mentioned  in  their  commiffion  or  patent,  which  the 
commanders  of  fuch  (hips  of  war  fhall  be  obliged  to 
fhew:  on  the  contrary,  no  fhelter  or  refine  fhafl  be 
given  in  their  ports  to  fuch  as  have  made  a  prize  upon 
the  fubjefts  of  either  of  their  Royal  Majeflies.  And 
if  perchance  fuch  fhips  fhall  come^in,  being  forced  by 
ftrefs  of  weather,  or  the  danger  of  the  fea,  particular 
care  fhall  be  taken  (as  far  as  it  is  not  repugnant  to 
former  treaties  made  with  other  Kings  and  States)  that 
they  go  from  thence,  and  retire  elfewhere,  as  fbon  as 
polTible. 

XXXVII.  Neither  of  their  moft  Serene  Royal 
Majefties  fhall  permit  that  the  fhips  or  goods  of  the 
other  be  taken  upon  the  coafts,  or  in  the  ports  or 
rivers  of  their  dominions,  by  fhips  of  war,  or  others 
having  commiffion  from  any  Prince,  Commonwealth, 
or  town  whatfoever ;  and  in  cafe  fuch  a  thing  fhould 
happen,  both  parties  fhall  ufe  their  authority  and  united 
force  that  the  damage  done  be  made  good. 

XXXVIII.  If  hereafter  it  fhall  happen,  through 
inadvertency,  or  otherwife,  that  any  contraventions  or 
inconveniences,  on  either  fide,  arife  concerning  the  ob- 
fcrvation  of  this  treaty,  the  friendfhip  and  good  intel- 
ligence fhall  not  immediately  thereupon  be  broke  off; 
but  this  treaty  fhall  fubfift  in  all  its  force,  and  a  proper 
remedy  for  removing  the  inconveniences  fhall  be  pro- 
cured,  as  likewife  reparation  of  the  contraventions  j  and 
if  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  be  found  in  fault, 
they  only  fhall  be  feverely  punifhed  and  chaflifed. 

XXXIX.  But  if  it  fhall  appear  that  a  captor  made 
ufc  of  any  kind  of  torture  upon  the  mafter  of  the  fhip, 
the  fhip's  crew,  or  others  who  fhall  be  on  board  any

Whereas  the  congrefs  that  was  held 
at  Utrecht  in  the  beginning  of  die  l^ft  year,  for  mak- 
ing a  general  peace,  has  been  drawn  out  into  length 
above  thefe  fourteen  months,  by  various  obftacles 
which  have  been  thrown  in  the  way,  contrary  to  our 
hopes  and  wifhes ;  but  now,  by  the  favour  and  good- 
nefs  of  Almighty  God  (who  has  been  pleafed  to  in- 
fpire  the  love  of  concord  more  ftrongly  into  the  breafls 
of  the  parties  engaged  in  war)  it  feems  happily  to  tend 
towards  the  end  fo  long  defired,  and  fo  neceflfary  for 
the  tranquillity  and  welfare  of  Eprope ;  we  having  at 

a  laft 
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laft  adjufted,  with  our  good  brother  the  mod  ChrilHan 
King,  our  matters  on  both  fides,  relating  both  to  peace 
and  to  comnnerce,  to  the  end  that  our  Minifters,  wha 
have  hitherto,  under  the  title  of  Plenipotentiaries,  ap- 
plied themfelves,  with  our  higheft  approbation,  to  the 
difcharge  of  this  employment,  may  with  greater  ipleo- 
dor  put  an  end  to  this  m.oft  wholefome  work,  have 
thought  fit  to  give  them  the  mod  honourable  charaftcr 
of  our  AmbaflUdors  Extraordinary.

BE  it  known  unto  all  men,  that  whereas  in  the 
9th  article  of  the  treaty  of  commerce,  concluded  this 
day  between  the  moft*  Serene  Queen  of  Crreat  Bri- 
tain and  the  moft  Serene  the  moft  Chriilian  King,  by 
their  Majeflies  AmbaiTadors  Extraordinary  and  Ple^ 
nipotendaries,  mention  is  made  of  fome  heads  pf  mat* 
ters,  which  being  propoied  on  the  part  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, have  not  as  yet  been  mutually  adjufted;  and 
therefore  it  was  thought  Gf,  to  refer  them  to  be  dif- 
cuffed  and  determined  by  commiffioners :  we  there- 
fore, the  under-written  Ambaffadors,  that  it  may  cer- 
tainly appear  what  are  thofe  heads  of  matters  which 
are  to  be  referred  to  commiffioners,  have  refolved  to 
give  a  particular  defcription  of  them  in  diis  writing  j 
declaring  that  t;hey  ^e  the  faine^  afid  no-  other  than 
what  follow : 

I.  No  manufadlures  pf  either  kingdom,  and  the 
dominions  belonging  diereunto,  (haU  hereafter  be  fqb- 
jeft  to  be  in^fted  and  confifcated,  under  any  pre- 
tence of  fraud  or  defeft  in  making  or  working  ttem, 
pr  hecaufe  of  ^ny  other  imperfeftion  therein  j  buz  ab- 
folute  freedom  fhall  be  aljowed  to  the  Vuyer  arid  felr 
ler,  to  bargain  and  agree  for  the  fame  as  they  fhaU 
fee  goodi  ar^y  law,  ftatute,  edift,  arreft,  privilege, 
grant,  or  cuftom,  to  the  contrary  notwithfhnding.   • 

II.  And  forafmuch  as  a  certain  ufage,  not  con- 
firmed by  any  law,  has  obtained  in  ieveral  towns  of 
Great  Britain  and  cf  France ;  that  is  to  fay,  that  every 
one,  for  coming  in^  and  going  out,  fhall  pay  a  kind 
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of  tax,  called  in  Englifli,  Head-Money,  and  in  French,' 
Du  Chef ;  it  is  concluded,  that  neither  the  fame,  nor 
any  odier  duty  on  that  account,  fhail  any  more  be 
exafted. 

•  III.  And  the  Bridfli  merchants  Ihall  not  hereafter 
be  forbidden  to  fell  the  faid  tobacco  to  any  buyer 
whom  they  pleafe  -,  for  which  purpofe,  the  letting  ou6 
tlie  duties  on  the  faid  tobacco  to  farmers,  which  has 
l)een  hitherto  praftifed^  fhall  ceafe,  nefther  (hall  fuch 
famfiing  be  ufed  again  hereafter, 

•  IV.  The  following  cafe  only  being  excepted,  that 
h  to  fay,  where  Bririfh  fhips  fhali  take  up  merchan- 
dizes in  one  port,  and  carry  them  to  another  port  of 
France,  in  which  cafe,  and  in  no  other,  the  Bridih 
fubjefts  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  duties  abrogated 
and  aboliftied  by  this  article,  only  in  proportion  to  the 
goods  which  they  take  in^  and  not  according  to  the 
bulk  of  the  fliip. 

V.  Whereas  feveral  kinds  of  goods,  contained  in 
cafks,  chefts,  or  other  cafes,  for  which  the  duties  arc 
paid  by  weight,  will  be  exported  from,  and  imported 
into,  France  by  Britifh  fubjefts,  it  is  therefore  agreed^ 
that  in  fuch  cafe  the  atbrefaid  duties  fhall  be  payable 
only  according  to  the  weight  of  the  goods  themfelves; 
but  the  weight  of  the  cafks,  chefb,  and  other  cafes 
whatever,  fhall  be  dedufted  in  fuch  manner,  and  in 
fuch  proportion,  as  has  been  hitherto  in  ufe  in  Eng- 
land, and  is  flill  pradifed. 

VI.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  if  any  miflake  or  error 
Ihall  on  either  fide  be  committed  by  any  mafler  of  a 
fliip,  his  interpreter,  or  faftor,  or  by  others  employed 
by  him,  irt  making  the  entry  or  declaration  of  the 
goods  on  boaid  hfs  fhip,  for  fuch  defeft,  if  fo  be  fbme 
fraud  does  not  evidently  appear,  neither  the  fhip  nor 
the  lading  thereof  fhall  be  fubjecl  to  be  confifcated> 
but  it  fhall  be  free  for  the  proprietors  to  take  back 
again  fuch  goods  as  were  omitted  in  the  entry  or  de- 
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qlaration  of  the  maftef  of  the  fhip,  payii^  only  the  ac- 
cuftomcd  xkities  according  to  the  rates  fettled  in  the 
books;  neither  {hall  the  merchants,  or  the  mafter of . 
the  fhip,  lofe  the  faid  goods,  or  fufFer  aijy  other  pu- 
nifhment,if  fo  be  that  the  faid  goods,  fo  omitted,  were^ 
not  brought  on  fliore  before  the  declaration  made,  and 
the  cuftoms  paid  for  the  fame. 

VII.  And  whereas  the  quality  of  the  (hip,  mafter, , 
and  goods,  will  fufficiendy  appear  from  fuch  paflports : 
and  certificates,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the.  comman- 
ders of  men  of  war  to  exaft  any  other  verification,  un- 
der, any  tide  whatfoever.     But  if  any  merchant  fhip  r 
fhall  want  fuch  pafTports  or  certificates,  then  it  may . 
be  examined  by  a  proper  judge,  but  in  fuch  manner 
as,  if  it  fhall  be  found,  from  other  proofs  and  docu- 
ments, that  it  does  truly  belong  to  the  fubjcfts  of  either  . 
of  the  confederates,  and  does  hot  contain  any  prohi- 
bited goods,  defigned  to  be  carried  to  the  enemy  of  • 
the  other,  it  fhall  not  be  liable  to  confifcation,  but 
fhall  be  releafed,  together  with  its  cargo,  in  order  to 
proceed  on  its  voyage,  fmbe  it  may  often  happen  that 
fuch  papers  could  not  come  to  the  fhip  when  fhe  was 
fetting  fail  from  any  port,  or  that  they  have  been  loft 
by  fome  chance  or  other,  or  that  they  have  been  takefi 
away   from  the  fhip.     And  if,  befides  the  paflports 
and  certificates  made  according  to  the  form  of  their 
treaty,  other  paflports  and  certificates  happen  to  b?^ 
found  in  the  fhip,  in  another  form,  and  perhaps  ac- 
cording to    the  prefcription    of  treaties   made  with 
others,  no  pretence  fhall   be  taken    from  thence   of 
detaining,  or  in  any  wife  molefling,  either,  the  fhip,^ 
or  men,  or  goods.     If  the  mafler  of  the  fhip  named- 
in  the  paflports  be  removed  by  death,  or  any  other 
caufe,  and  another  be  put  in  his  place,  the  pafTports 
fliall  neverthelefs  retain  their  force,  and  the  fhips,  arid 
goods  laden  thereon^  fhall  be  fecure.  *    ' 

VIII.  It  is  further. provided  on  both  fides,  and  fhall    . 
be  taken  for  a  general  rule,, that  a  fhip  and  gocds^^ 
although  diey  Have  rcniained  in  the  enemy's  power  foi^ 
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four  ^d  twenty  )iourSj  (hsXL  not  thdtfbre  be  efteemdl 
ai  cabttkrcj  $ai  be  inmiedktely  m^e  prize  i  bot  i^ 
on  other  accounts^  diey  oug^t  to  be  relEtortt^  diey  may 
be  recbumedj  and  Ihall  be  given  iigain  to  the  {tttipri^ 
etors. 

IX.  It  ihall  be  fi-ee  for  both  their  Royal  Ma)cftie$^ 
for  the  advantage  of  their  fubje^ls  trading  to  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  other^  t6  conffituOc  fia- 
donal  confiils  of  their  own  fubjefts^  who  ihall  ^j^ 
that  right  artd  liberty  which  belongk  to  them  by  1^- 
Ibn  of  the  elcercife  of  their  fiinftioh;  but  a!s  to  the 
places  where  fuch  confuls  are  to  be  appoin^^  both 
fides  fhall  afterwards  agite  between  thenifelves.

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perhaps  arife  from  ftich  general  terms,  and  to  make 
it  more  evidently  appear  what  particular  forts  of  goods 
are  to  come  under  tjhe  con/ideradon  of  the  afi^refaid 
commiffaries,  we  the  under- written  AinlbiUIl^ors  Ex* 
traordinaiy  and  JPlenipotei^tiarie^  have  declared  by 
thefe  prefents,  and  do  declare,  that  die  exception  of 
the  above-mentioned  merchandizes  is  to  be  underAood 
in  die  manner  following. 

I.  Whalebone  cut  ^d  prepared,  6ns  and  oi^s  q{ 
whales,  fliall  pay,  at  all  places  of  importation  in  the 
kingdom,  the  duties  appointed  by  the  tariff  of  the  7  th 
of  December,  1699. 

II.  Cloths,  ratines,  and  feiges,  (hall  be  likewife 
fubjeft  to  the  fame  duties  of  the  tariff  of  the  7th  of 
December,  1690;  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  trade 
thereof,  it  fhall  be  allowed  to  import  them  by  St.  Va- 
lery  upon  the  Somme,  by  Roucii,  and  by  Bburdeaux, 
where  thefe  goods  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  yifitatipn  m  the 
fame  manner  as  thofe  which  are  made  in  the  king- 
dom. 

III.  Salt-filh  in  barrels  only  is  to  beirnported  into 
the  kingdom ;  and  at  all  places  of  entrance  in  the 
kingdom,  countries,  and  territories  under  the  dominion 
of  the  King,  ^ven  at  all  free  ports,  the  duti^  of 
landing  and  of  confiimptipn  fhall  be  paid  which  iwre 
appointed  before  the  tariff  of  1^4,  and  befides  40 
livres  per  laft,  confifling  of  i  a  barrels,  ^p^^eighing  each 
300/^.  for  the  duty  of  entry  j  which-  entry  fe^  not 
be  permitted  but  by  St.  Valcry  upon  tte  Somme, 
Rouen,  Nants,  Libourn,  an4.  Sourdeaux,  and  IhaH 
remain  prohibited  at  all  other  harbour^  or  por^,  as 
well  in  the  ocean  as  in  the  Mediterranean. 

IV.  Refined  fugar  in  loaf  pr  in  powder,  white  and 
txrown  fugar-candy,  fhall  pay  the  duties  .a|)pointed  by 
the  tariff  of  1 659.

I.  There  fliall  be  a  chriflian,  univerfal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace,  ^  well  by  lea  as  land,  and  'a  (mcere  and 
lafting  friendfliip,  between  the  eight  Powers  abovmutfi-* 
tioned,  and  between  their  heirs  and  fiiccefibrs,  Jdag^ 
doms,  ftates,  provinces,  countries,  fubje^,  and  Vafikks 
of  what  rank  and  condition  foever  th^  may-be,  wilh- 
out  exception  of  places  or  perfons.  So  tfa^t  the  higt^ 
contracting  Powers  nuy  haive  the  grcatcft  attention 
to  maintain,  between  diem  and  their-iaidttktes  afi4 
ibbje6ts,  t^is  reciprocdi^eiK^i^  and^Ctfffc^hde^ 
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not  permitting  any  fort  of  hoftilitics  to  be  committed,' 
on  one  fide  or  the  other,  on  any  caufe,  or  under  any. 
pretence  whatfoever  i  and  avoiding  every  thing  that 
may,  for  the  future,  difturb  the  union  happily  rc- 
cftiblilhed  between  them  j  and,  on  the  contrary,  en-

And  all  perfons,  upon  the  day  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  all  the  parties,  ihall  be 
maintained  or  re-eftablifhed  in  the  poflefTion  of  all  the 
cfiefts,  dignities,  ecclefiaftical  benefices,  honours,  re-" 
venues,  which  they  enjoyed,  or  ought  ta  hav^  enjoy- 
ed, at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  not>vithftand- 
ing  all  difpofleflions,  feizures^  or  confifcations^  occa^ 
jioned  by  the  faid  war.

III.  The  treaties  of  Weffphalia  of  16485  thofe  qC 
Madrid,  between  the  crowns  of  England  and  Spain, 
of  X667  and  1670 ;  the  treaties  of  peace  of  Nime- 
guen  of  1678  and   1679;  of  Ryfwick  of  16975  pf 
Utrecht  of  1713;  of  Baden  of  1714;  the  tr^ty  of 
die  triple  alliance  of  the  Hague  of  1 7 1 7  ;  that  of  the. 
quadruple   alliance  of  London  of  1718;    and    the^ 
treaty  of  peace  of  Vienna  of  1738,  ferve  as  a  balU, 
and  foundation  to  the  general  peace,  and  to  the  pre- 
fcnt  treaty;  and,  for  this  purpofe,  they  are  renewed 
and  confirmed  in  the  beft  form,  and  *  as  if  they  were 
herein  inferted  word  for  word;  fo  that  they  mall  be 
punctually  obferved  for  the  future  in  all  their  tenor, 
arid  religioufly  executed  on  the  one  fide  and  the  other; 
fiich  points,  however,  as  have  been  derogated  fi"om 
in  the  prefent  treaty  excepted. 

IV.  All  the  prifoners  made  on  the  one  fide  and  the 
otJicr,  as  well  *by  fea  as  by  land,  and  the  lioftages  re- 
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quired  or  given  during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fhall 
be  reftored,  without  ranfom,  lA  fix  weeks  at  lateft,  to 
be  reckoned  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of 
the  prefent  treaty  j  and  it  Ihall  bie  immediately  pro- 
ceeded upon  after  that  exchange :  and  all  the  fhips  of 
w^,  as  well  as  merchant  veffels,  that  fhall  have  been 
taken  fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms  agreed  upon 
for  the  cefTation  of  hoftilities  at  fea,  fhall  be,  in  like 
manner,  faithfully  reflored,  with  all  their  equipages 
and  cargoes ;  and  fureties  fhall  be  given  on  all  fides 
for  payment  of  the  debts,  which  the  prifoners  or  hof- 
tages  may  have  contracted,  in  the  flates  where  they 
had  been  detained,  until  their  full  difcharge. 

V.  All  the  conquefls,  that  have  been  made  fince 
the  commencement  of  the  war,  or  which,  fince  the 
conclufion  of  the  preliminary  articles,  figned  the  30th 
of  April  lafl,  may  have  been^or  fhall  be  made,  either 
in  Europe,  or  the  Eaft  or  Weft  Indies,  or  in  any 
other  part  of  the  world  whatfoever,  being  to  be  reflo-. 
red  without  exception,  in  conformity  to  what  was  fli- 
pulated  by  the  faid  preliminary  articles,  and  by  the 
declarations  fince  figned  j  the  high  contrafting  parties 
engage  to  give  orders  immediately  for  proceeding  xo 
that  reftitution,  as  well  as  to  the  putting  the  moft  Se- 
rene Infant  Don  Philip  in  pofTefllon  of  the  flates,, 
which  are  to  be  yielded  to  him  by  virtue  of  the  faid 
preliminaries,  the  faid  parties  folemnly  renouncing,  as 
well  for  thcmfelves  as  for  their  heirs  and  fuccefforsi^ 
all  rights  and  claims,  by  what  tide  or  pretence  fo- 
ever,  to  all  the  flates,  countries,  and  places,  that  they 
refpeftivcly  engage  to  reflore  or  yield ;  faving,  how- 
ever, the  reverfion  ftipulated  of  the  flates  yielded  to 
the  mofl  Serene  Infant  Don  Philip, 

VI.  It  is  fettled  and  agreed,  that  all  the  refpeftive 
reflitutions  and  ceffions  in  Europe  fhall  be  entirely 
made  and  executed  on  all  fides,  in  the  fpace  of  fix 
weeks,  or  fooner  if  pofTible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 

treaty 
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treaty  of  all  the  eight  parties  above-mentiQnQd ;  ff 
that>  within  the  fame  term  of  fix  weeks^  the  pooft  Ciutfp 
tian  King  ihall  reftore,  as  well  to  the  En^rda  C^^een 
of  Hungary  and  Boheniia^  as  to  the  States  GcnenI 
of  the  United  Provinces,  all  the  conquefts  which  he 
has  made  upon  them  during  this  war. 

The  Eipprefs  Queen  of  Hungaiy  and  Bohemia 
fhall  be  put,  inconfequence  hereof  in  fiill  and  peace-? 
able  pofieflion  of  all  that  flie  poflelTed  before  fnc  pft- 
ftnt  war  in  the  Low  Countries,  and  elfewhere,  except: 
what  is  otherwiie  regulated  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

In  die  fame  dme  die  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  ihall  be  put  in  full  and  peace* 
^le  pofle01on,  and  fuch  as  they  had  before  the  pre- 
fent war,  of  the  places  of  Bergen-op-Zoom  and  IViaef- 
tricht,  and  of  all  they  poflefTcd  before  the  faid  prefent 
yrar  iin  ]P.V!C<^  Flanders,  Dutch  Brabant,  and  eUc* 
where: 

fijx'^  the  towns  and  places  in  the  Low  Countries^ 
the  fovereigQty  of  which  belongs  to  the  Emprefs  Queen 
pf  Hung^  and  Pohemia,  in  which  dheir  High 
tinefles  have  the  right  of  garrifon,  fhall  be  evacuated 
p)  the  trqpps  of  the  Republic,  within  the  fame  ^pace 
of  time. 

The  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  be  in  like  manner,  and 
Within  the  fame  time,  entirely  re-eftabliihed  and  main- 
tained in  the  dutchy  of  Savoy,  and  ii)  the  county  of 
Nice,  as  well  as  in  all  the  flates,  countries,  places,  and 
fons  conquered  and  taken  from  him  on  occafion  of 
<he  prefent  war. 

The  moft  Serene  Duke  of  Modena,  and  the  mioft 
Sei^ene  Republic  of  Genoa,  fhall  be  alfo,  within  the 
£une  time,  endrely  re-eftablifhed  and  maintained  in 
the  ftates,  countries,  places,  and  forts  conquered  and 
taken  fromr  them  during  the  prefent  war,  ccmformably 
Ip  the  tenor  of  the  13th  and  14th  arucles  of  this  treaty, 
irfiich  relate  to  them. 

All  the  reftitutions  and  ceflions  of  the  faid  towns, 
^Nts,  wd  places,  (hail  be  made,  with  all  the  ardUery 

and

and  warlike  ftores  that  were  found  there  on  the  day 
of  their  furrender,  during  the  courie  of  the  war,  by  the 
Powers  who  are  to  make  the  laid  ceflions  and  reftitu- 
dons,  and  this  according  to  the  inventories  which  have 
been  made  of  them,  or  which  (hall  be  delivered  iwd 
jidcy  on  each  fide.  Provided  that,  as  to  the  pieces  of 
artillery,  that  have  been  removed  elfewherc  to  be  new 
call,  or  for  other  ufes,  they  ihall  be  replaced  by  the 
fame  number  of  the  fame  bore,  or  weight  in  metaL 
Provided  alio,  that  the  places  of  Charleroy,  Mons, 
Athe,  Oudcnaxxle,  and  Menin,  the  outworks  of  which 
have  been  demoliflied,  (hall  be  reftored  without  artil- 
lery. Nothing  fliall  be  demanded  for  the  charges  and 
expences  employed  in  the  fortifications  of  all  the  other 
places ;  nor  for  other  public  or  private  works,  which 
nave  been  done  in  the  countries  that  are  to  be  re- 
ftored. 

VII.  In  confideration  of  die  rtftitutiOBfi  diat  )m 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  Catholic  Majcfty, 
make,  by  the  prefent  treaty,  either  to  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia^  or  to  his  Msgefty 
the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  dutchies  of  Parma,  Pteceti** 
da,  and  Guaflella  ihall,  for  the  futune,  belong  to  the 
moft  Serene  Infant  Don  Philip,  to  be  po0ciied  by  him 
and  his  male  defcendants,  born  in  lawful  aiarFiage^  w^ 
the  fame  manner,  and  in  the  fame  extent,  as  they 
have  been,  or  ought  to  be,  poifeiftd  by  the  prefent 
poileiTors;  and  the  faid  mofl:  Serene  Infant,  or  his 
male  defi:endants,  ihall  enjoy  the  iaid  three  diatcbies« 
conformable  and  under  the  conditions  exprefled  .ia  the 
afts  of  ceiiion  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Huog^ 
and  Bohemia,  and  of  die  Kir^  of  Sardinia. 

Thefe  ads  of  cefiion  c^  the  Emprefs  Queeo  qf 
Hungary  and  Bohenoia,  and  of  the  King  of  Sardiniay 
ihall  be  delivered,  together  widi  their  rati&cadoos  ^ 
the  prefent  treaty,  to  the  AntibalSuior  BxtnonluKd^ 
9xA  Plenipotentiary  of  the  CathoHc  £iQg,iniiJce  man- 
tier  as  the.AmJ^aJIadors  Extraordinary  and  £koipo« 
tentiarics  of  the  moft  Chriitian  King,  Aod  Cfttbatic 

King, 
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King,  fliall  deliver,  with  the  ratifications  of  their  Ma- 
jeflies^  to  the  AmbafTador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipo- 
tentiary  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  orders  to  die 
Generals  of  the  French  and  Spanifli  troops  to  reflxire 
'  Savoy  and  the  county  of  Nice  to  the  perfons  appoint- 
ed by  that  Prince  to  receive  them ;  fo  that  the  refti- 
tytion  of  the  faid  ftates,  and  the  •  taking  pofleflion  of 
the  dutchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaftalla,  by 
or  in  the  name  of  the  moft  Serene  Infant  Don  Philip, 
may  be  effefted  within  the  fame  time,  conformably  ta 
the  afts  of  ceflionj  the  tenor  whereof  follows. 

WE  Mary  Therefia,x&c.  make  known  by  thefe 
prcfents  :  Whereas,  in  order  to  put  an  end  to  the  fatal 
war,  certain  preliminary  articles  were  agreed  upon,  the 
30th  of  April  of  this  year,  between  the  Minlfters  Ple- 
nipotentiaries of  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  George  IL  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
«ioft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  and  their  High  Mightinefles  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  which  have 
been  fince  ratified  by  all  the  Powers  concerned  :  the 
tenor  of  the  4di  ardcle  whereof  is  conceived  in  the 
following  manner. 

The  dutchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaftalla, 
fiiall  be  yielded  to  the  moft  Serene  Infant  Don  Phi- 
lip, to  ferve  him  as  an  eftablifhment,  with  the  right 
of  reverfion  to  the  prefent  poflcflbrs,  after  that  hi$ 
Majefty  the  King  ofthe  Two  Sicilies  (hall  have  fuc- 
ceeded  to  the  crown  of  Spain :  as  alfo  in  cafe  the  faid 
moft  Serene  Infant  Don  Philip  ftiould  happen  to  die 
without  children. 

And  whereas  a  definitive  treaty  of  peace  having 
fince  been  concluded,  the  feveral  points  relating  to 
this  afl^air  have  been,  by  virtue  of  the  articles  thereof^ 
explained,  by  the  common  confent  of  the  parries  con- 
cerned, in  the  following  manner. 

In  confideration  of  the  reftitutions  that  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  and  his  Catholic  Majefty  make,  bjr 
the  prefent  treaty,  either  to  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of 
K :  Hungary 
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Hungary  and  Bohemi$i,  of  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  the  dutchies  of  Parma,  Placentia^  and  Gua^ 
ftalla  fhall,  for  the  future,  belong  tothe  moft  Sere^f^ 
Infant  Don  Philip,  to  be  pofTefTed  by  hifii,  and  his  mal^ 
defcendants  born  in  lawful  marriage,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, and  in  the  fame  extent,  as  they  have  been  or  ought 
to  be  pdflefled  by  the  prefent  poffeffors ;  and  the  ^lid 
moil  Serene  Infant,  or  his  male  defcendants,  fhall 
enjoy  the  faid  three  dutchies,  conformably  and  under 
the  condirions  expreffed  in  the  ads  of  ceffion  of  the 
Emprefs  Qjieen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  of  the 
King  of  Sardinia. 

Thefe  afts  of  ceffion  of  the  Emprefs  Qjieen  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  of  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
fhall  be  delivered,  together  with .  their  ratifications  of 
the  prefent  treaty,  to  the  Ambaf&dor  Extraordinary 
and  Plenipotentiary  of  the  Catholic  King,  in  like 
manner  as  the  Ambafladors  Extraordinary  and. Pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  molt  Chriftian  King  and  Catholic 
King  fhall  deliver,  with  the  ratifications  of  their  Ma- 
jeflies,  to  the  Ambafladors  Extraordinary  and  Pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  orders  to  the 
generals  of  the  French  and  Spanifti  troops  to  reflore 
Savoy  and  die  county  of  Nice  to  the  perfons  ap- 
pointed by  that  Prince  to  receive  them  j  fo  that  the 
reftitution  of  the  faid  States,  and  the  taking  pofTeffion 
of  the  dutchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaflalla, 
by  or  in  the  name  of  the  moft  Serene  In&nt  Don 
Philip,  may  be  effefted  in  the  fame  time,  conformably 
to  the. faid  afts  of  ceffion. 

Wherefore,  in  order  to  fulfil  thofe  things,  to  which 
we  have  bound  ourfelves  by  the  articles  before  inferted, 
and  in  the  firm  hope  that  the  mofl  Chriftian  and  Ca- 
tholic Kings,  and  the  future  poflefTor  of  the  afbrefaid 
three  dutchies>  and  his  male  defcendants,  will,  on  their 
part,  bond  fide f  and  pundually,  fulfil  the  tenor  of  the 
articles  above-mentioned,  ancl  will  likewife  reftore  to 
us,  within  the  fame  time,  the  flates  and  places  'which 
are  to  be  reflored  to  us  in  confequence  of  the  fecond 
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«nd  eighteenth  articles  of  the  fame  prdkninaric^ 
we  do  yield  and  renounce,  for  us  and  our  fuc-ceffim^ 
under  the  conditions  exprefled  in  the-  above-tnen*' 
tioned  articles,  all  rights>  clainn»)  and  precenGom  to 
DS)  under  any  tide  or  caufe  whatfoever  belongmg^ 
upon  the  aforefaid  three  dutchies  of  Pamnaj  Placendtf^ 
and  Guaftalla,  formerly  poflefled  by-usj  and  (nmsfer 
the  fanr^e  riglits,  claims,  and  preter^ons,  in  the  beft 
and  nxA  folemn  manner  poffible,  to  the  mcrfl  Serene 
Don  Philip  Infant  of  Spain,  and  his  male  defirendants 
to  be  bom  in  lawful  marriage,  abfolvii^  all  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  dutchies  from  the  allegiance  and 
^  oath  which  they  have  taken  to  us,  who  (hall  be  ob- 
liged for  the  future  to  pay  the  fame  allegiance  to  thoie 
to  whom  we  have  yielded  our  rights;  all  which  how* 
ever  is  to  be  undcrftood  only  for  that  (pace  of  rime 
that  either  the  faid  mod  Serene  Infant  Don  Philip^  or 
one  of  his  defcendants,  fhall  not  have  afcended  either 
the  throne  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  or  of  Spain;  for  at 
that  time,  and  in  cafe  the  aforefaid  In&nt  fhould  di^ 
without  male  defcendants,  we  exprefsly  referve  to  oHr- 
felves,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  all  rights,  claiiTis,  and 
pretenfions,  which  have  heretofore  belonged  to  ua^ 
and  confequendy  die  right  of  reverfion  to  die  laid 
dutchies. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  &c. 

CHAR  LES  Emanuel,  &c.  The  defire  we  have 
to  contribute,  on  our  part,  to  the  mofl  fpeedy  re- 
cftabliflimcnt  of  the  public  tranquillity,  which  lately 
induced  us  to  accede  to  the  preliminary  articles,  figned 
the  30th  of  April  laft,  between  the  Minifters  m  his, 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  xnoA  Chriftian  Majefty,  aod  tlv: 
Lords  the  States  Gentrral  of  tlie  United  ProinnceSy 
which  we  die!  on  the  31ft  of  May  laft>  by  our  Pku- 
.potcntiary  accordingly  accede  to,  inducing  ua  now  to 
accompliih  as  much  as  is  to, be  performed  on  our  pace 
in  purliiancc  of  them ;  and  particularly  for  the  eKeco- 
tioii  of  ^as  b.  contained  ia  tbe  fourth  article  of  die 
&id  preliminaries,  by  virtue  whercoif  the  diitchies  of 
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Patma,  Pkcentia,  and  Giiaftalla,  affc  to  be  yielded  ti 
the  moll  Sefcne  Prince  Don  Philip,  Infant  of  Spairi, 
to  hold,  as  an  eftablilhment,  with  the  right  bf  refer* 
fion  to  the  prefent  poffcflbrs,  as  foon  as  his  Majcftjr 
the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  fhall  h^ve  fucceeded  to 
the  crown  of  Spain,  or  that  the  laid  Infant  fhoukl 
happen  to  die  without  iflue  male^  we,  in  confomnity 
thereto,  do,  by  the  prefent  aft,  renounce,  yield,  and 
transfer,  for  ourfelves  and  our  fucceflbrs,  to  the  afore* 
faid  moft  Sefene  Infant  Don  Philip,  and  to  hisiiial^i 
ifllie,  and  their  defcendants  born  In  lawful  marriage, 
the  town  of  Placentia,  and  the  Plaifantine  (whereof 
we  were  poCTeffed)  to  be  held  and  poflfefled  by  him  as 
Cuke  of  Placentia  j  renouncing  to  this  endi  all  riglits^ 
claims,  and  pretentions,  which  we  have  upon  them| 
refervii^,  however,  cxprefsly,  to  us  and  our  fucceflbrs^ 
the  right  of  reverfion  in  the  cafes  above-mentioned,    ' 

In  wiftiefi' wher*of.  See, 

VIII.  In  order  to  fecure  and  effe£hiate  the  laid 
reftitutions  and  ceflions,  it  is  ^reed,  that  they  fhsdl  be 
entirely  executed  and  accomplifhed  on  all  fides,  in 
Europe,  within  the  terin  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if 
poflible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  all  the  eight  Powers;  it  being 
provided,  that  in  fifteen  days  after  the  figning  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  the  geherals,  or  other  perfohs,  whom 
the  high  contracting  parties  fhall  think  proper  to  ap- 
point for  that  purpole,  fhall  meet  at  Bruffels  and  at 
Nice,  to  concert  and  agree  on  the  method  of  pro- 
ceeding to  the  reftitutions,  and  of  putting  the  parties 
in  poffeflion,  in  a  mariner  equally  convenient  for  the 
good  of  the  troops,  the  irJiabitants,  and  the  rclptc- 
tive  countries ;  but  .fo  that  all  and  each  of  the  high 
contracting  Powers  may  be,  agreeable  to  their  inten- 
tions, and  to  the  engagements  contracted  by  the  pre- 
fent treaty,  in  full  and  peaceable  pofleffiohj  without 
any  exception,  of  all  that  is  to  be  acquired  to  them, 
Otncr  by  reftitution  or  ccffion,  within  the  faid  term  at 
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fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poflible,  after  the  excl^nge  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  by  all  the  fiud 
eight  Powers. 

IX.  In  confideration  that,  notwithftanding  the  rcd- 
procal  engagement  taken  by  the  eighteenth  article  of 
the  preliminaries,  importing  that  all  the  reftitutibns 
and  ceffions  Ihould  be  carried  on  equally,  and  Ihotild 
be  executed  at  die  fame  time,  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty  engages,  by  the  fixth  article  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
to  reftore  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if 
.  poflible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  all  the  con- 
quefts  which  he  has  made  in  the  Low  Countries; 
whereas  it  is  not  poflible,  confidering  the  diftance  of 
the  countries,  that  what  relates  to  America  fliould  be 
^fFefted  witliin  the  fame  time,  or  even  to  fix  the  time 
of  its  entire  execution;  his  Britannic  Majefly  likewifc 
engages  on  his  part  to  fend  to  his  mpft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jcfty,  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  radfica- 
*tions  of  the  prefent  treaty,  two  perfons  of  rank  and 
confideranon,  wlio  fliall  remain  there  as  hoftages,  till 
there  f>iaH  be  received  a  certain  and  authentic  account 
of  the  reftitution  of  I  fie  Royal,  called  Cape' Breton, 
and  of  all  the  conquefts  which  the  arms  or  fiibjefts  of 
Ills  Britannic  Majelly  may  have  made,  before  or  after 
the  figning  of  the  preliminaries,  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft 
Indies. 

Their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  oblige 
themfelves  likewifc  to  caufe  to  be  delivered,  upon  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the 
duplicates  of  the  ortlers  addrefled  to  the  commiflaries 
appointed  to  reftore  and  receive,  relpeftively,  whatever 
may  have  been  conquered  on  either  fide  in  the  faid 
Eaft  and  Wert  Indie?,  agreeably  to  the  fecond  article 
of  the  preliminaries,  and  to  the  declarations  of  the 
•2ift  and  31ft  of  May,  and  the  8th  of  July  laft-,  in 
regard  to  what  concerns  the  faid  conquefl:s  in  the  Eaft 
and  Weft  Indies.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  Iflc 
Royal,  called  Cape  Bretgn,  fliall  be  reftorcd,  .with  all 
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the  artillery  and  warlike  (tores  which'  Ihall'have  been 
found  therein  on  the  day  of  its  lurrender,  conformably 
to  the  inventories  which  have  been  made  thereof,  and- 
in  the  condition  that  the  faid  place  was  in  on  the  faid 
day  of  its  furrender.  As  to  the  other  reftitutions,  they 
fhall  take  place  conformably  to  the  meaning  of  the 
fecond  article  of  the  preliminaries,  and  of  the  decla- 
rations and  convention  of  the  21ft  and  31ft  of  May, 
and  the  8di  of  July  Jaft,  in  the  condition  in  which 
things  were  on  the  nth  of  June,  N,  S.  in  the  Weft 
Indies,  and  on  the  31ft  of  Oftober  alfo,  N.  S.  in  the 
Eaft  Indies.  And  every  tjiing  befides  Ihall  be  re-efta- 
blifhed  on  the  foot  that  they  were  or  ought  to  be  be- 
fore the  preftnt  war. 

The  faid  refpeftive  commiffaries,  as  well  thofe  for 
the  Weft,  as  thofe  for  the  Eaft  Indies,  Ihall  be  ready 
to  fet  out  on  the  firft  advice  that  their  Britannic  and 
moft  Chriftian  Majefties  fhall  receive  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications,  furnifhed  with  all  the  necefTary  in- 
ftruAions,  commiflions,  powers,  and  orders,  for  the 
moft  expeditious  accompliftiment  of  their  faid  Majei^ 
ties  intentions,  and  of  the  engagements  taken  by  the 
prefent  treaty. 

X.  The  ordinary  revenues  of  the  countries  that  arc 
to  be  refpeftively  reftored  or  yielded,  and  the  impo- 
fitions  laid  upon  thofe  countries  for  the  entertainment 
and  winter  quarters  of  the  troops^  fhall  belong  to  the 
Powers  that  are  in  pofTeflion  of  them,  till  the  day  of 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
without,  however,  its  being  permitted  to  proceed  to 
any  kind  of  execution,  provided  fufficient  fecurity  has 
been  given  for  the  payment;  it  being  always  to  be  un- 
derftood,  that  the  forage  and  utenfils  for  the  troops  ftiall 
be  fiirniftied  till  the  evacuations;  in  confequence  of 
which,  all  the  Powers  promife  and  engage  not  to  de- 
mand or  exadt  impofitions  and  contributions  which 
they  may  have  laid  upon  the  countries,  towns,  and 
places  that  they  have  pofTeflTed  during  the  courfe  of  the 
war,  and  which  had  not  been  paid  at  the  time  that  the 
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events  of  the  faid  war  had  obliged  them  tap  abandoii 
the  faid  countries,  towns,  and  places;  all  pretenfions 
of  this  nature  being  made  void  by  the  preioit  treaqr. 

XI.  All  the  papers,  letters,  documents,  and  ar-» 
cliives,  which  were  in  the  countries,  eftatcs,  towns,  arnl 
places  which  are  reflored,  and  thofe  belongii^  (o  the 
countries  yielded,  Ihall  be  relpeftivcly,  and  fondf<^^ 
delivered  or  given  up  at  the  fame  tinae,  if  poffible,  a^ 
poffcffion  (hall  be  taken,  or  at  fartheft  two  months  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  of 
all  the  eight  parties,  in  whatever  places  the  faid  papery 
or  documents  may  be,  namely,  thpfe  which  may  hs^vc 
been  removed  from  the  archive  of  the  great  council  of 
Mechlin. 

XII.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  remaift 
in  poiTefTion  of  all  that  he  antiendy  and  newly  ^joyed^ 
and  particularly  of  the  acquifition  which  he  made  in 
the  year  1743  of  the  Vigevanafque,  a  part  of  the  Pa- 
vefan,  and  the  county  of  Anghiera,  in  the  maimer  as 
this  Prince  now  poffeffes  them,  by  virtue  of  the  ceffiona  • 
that  have  been  made  of  them  to  him. 

XIII.  The  moft  Serene  Duke  of  Modena,  by  vir- 
tue as  well  of  the  prefent  treaty,  as  of  his  rights,  pcc- 
rogatives,  and  dignides,  fhall  take  poi&inoQ  fix  weekly 
or  fooner  if  poflible,  after  the  exchange  of  ^  ratificibi 
tions  of  the  faid  treaty,  of  all  his  ftates,  pl^esi,  forC9, 
countries,  efFefts,  and  revenues,  and,  in  general,  of  all 
that  he  enjoyed  before  the  war. 

At  the  fame  time  fhall  be  likewife  reftorcd  to  hisn 
his  archives,  documents,  writings,  and  moveables,  of 
what  nature  foever  they  may  be,  as  alio  the  ardUery- 
and  warlike  (lores  which  fhall  have  been  fevnd  in  his 
countries  at  the  time  of  their  being  feized*  As  tx)  what 
IhaU  be  wanting,  or  fhall  have  been  copverte^  into

of  the  prefent  treaty,  are  to  affemble  at  Nice  in  fifteea 
days  after  the  fignature,  in  order  to  agree  upon  the 
means  for  executing  the  reciprocal  rcftitutions  and  put- 
ting in  pofleflion,  fo  that  at  the  fame  time,  and  on  the 
-  fkme  day  as  the  moft  Serene  Duke  of  Modena  IhaH 
take  pofleflion  of  all  his  ftates,  he  may  Irkewife  enter 
into  the  enjoyment,  either  of  his  fiefs  in  Hungary,  or 
of  the  faid  equivalent,  and  receive  the  value  of  fuch 
things  as  cannot  be  reftored  to  hinri*  Tuftice  (hall  alfo 
be  done  him,  within  the  fame  rime  of  fix  weeks  aftef 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  with  refpeft  to  the 
allodial  effefts  of  the  Houfe  of  Guaftalla. 

XIV.  The  mofl:  Serene  Republic  of  Geno2^  as 
well  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  as  of  its  rights^ 
prerogatives,  and  dignities,  fliall  re-enter  into  the  pof- 
leflion, fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poflihle,  after  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  treaty,  of  all  the 
ftates,  forts,  places,  countries,  efleAs,  of  what  nature 
foever  they  may  be,  rents  and  revenues,  that  it  enjoyed 
before  the  war;  par^cularly,  all  and  every  one  of  die 
manbers  and  fubjefts  of  the  faid  rcpublifc  fhaM,  within 
the  aforefaid  term  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions of  the  prefent  treaty,  re-enter  into  the  poffeflion, 
enjoyment,  and  liberty  of  difpofing  of  all  the  fimdisi 
which  they  had  in  the  bank  of  Vienna,  in  Auftria, 
in  Bohemia,  or  in  any  other  part  whatlbever  of  the 
fl:ates  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bo^ 
hernia,  and  of  thole  of  the  King  of.  Sardinia  j  and-the 
intereft  flfiall  be  exaftly  and  regularly  paid  tHem,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  faid  day  of  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XV.  It  has  been  fettled  and  agreed  upon  between 
the  eight  high  contrafting  paitiesj  that,  fof  the  advan- 
tage and  maintenance  of  the  peace  ih  general^  *and  fof 
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the  tranquillity  of  Italy  in  particular,  all  thins  fhalt 
remain  there  in  the  condition  they  were  in  before  the 
war  I  faving,  and  after,  the  execution  of  the  diipolitions 
made  by  the  prefcnt  treaty, 

XVI.  The  treaty  of  the  AlTiento  for  the  trade  of 
negroes,  (igned  at  Madrid  on  the  26th  of  March, 
1713,  and  the  article  of  the  annual  (hip,  making  part 
of  the  faid  treaty,  are  particularly  confirmed  by  the 
prefeiit  treaty,  for  the  four  years  during  which  the 
enjoyment  thereof  has  been  interrupted,  (ince  the  com- 
mencement of  the  prefent  war,  and  fhall  be  executed 
on  the  fame  footing,  and  under  the  fame  conditions,  as 
they  have  or  ought  to  have  been  executed  before  the 
faid  war. 

XVII.  Dunkirk  fhall  remain  fortified  on  the  fide 
of  the  land,  in  the  fame  condition  as/  it  is  at  prefent  1 
and  as  to  the  fide  of  the  fea,  it  fhall  remain  on  the 
footing  of  former  treaties, 

XVIII.  The  demands  of  money  that  his  Britannic 
Majefly  has,  as  Elector  of  Hanover,  upon  the  crown 
of  Spain  i  the  differences  relating  to  the  abbey  of  St. 
Hubert;  the  enclaves  of  Hainault,  and  the  bureaux 
newly  eftablifhed  in  the  Low  Countries  j  the  pre  ten- 
fions  of  the  Eleftor  Palatine;  and  the  other  articles, 
which  could  not  be  regulated  fo  as  to  enter  into  the 
prefent  treaty,  fhall  be  amicably  adjufted  immediately 
by  t;he  commiflTaries  appointed  for  that  purpofe  on  both 
iides,  or  otherwife,  as  fhall  be  agreed  on  by  the  Powers 
concerned. 

XIX.  The  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  qua- 
druple alliance,  concluded  at  London  the  2d  of  Augufl, 
1718,  containing  the  guaranty  of  the  fuccelTion  to 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  in  the  Houfe  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly  now  reigning,  ^d  by  which  every 
thing  has  been  provided  for  that  can  relate  to  the  per-^ 
Ion  who  has  taken  the  tide  of  King  of  Great  Britainj 
fn;l  to  his  defcendants  of  both  fexes;^  is  exprefsly  con- 
firmed 
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firmed  and  renewed  by  the  prefent  article,  as  if  It  was 
here  inferted  in  its  fiiU  extent. 

XX.  His  Britannic  Majefty,  as  Eleftor  of  Brunf. 
wic  Lunenburg,  as  well  for  himfelfi  as  for  his  heirs  and 
fucceilors,  and  all  the  itates  and  pofTeilions  of  his  (aid 
Majefly  in-Germany,  gre  included  and  guarantied  by 
the  prefent  treaty  of  peace, 

XXI.  All  the  Powers  interefted  in  the  prefent 
treaty,  who  have  guarantied  the  pragmatic  fanftion  of 
the  1 9th  of  April,  1 7 1 3,  for  the  whole  inheritance  of 
the  late  Emperor  Charles  the  Sixth,  in  favour  of  his 
daughter  the  Emprefe  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohe- 
mia, now  reigning,  and  of  her  defcendants  for  ever, 
according  to  the  order  eftablilhed  by  the  laid  pragmatic 
fanftion,  renew  it  in  the  beft  manner  polfible  j  except 
however  the  ceffions  already  made,  either  by  the  faid

XXII.  The  dutchy  of  Silefia,  and  the  county  of 
Glatz,  as  his  Pruffian  Majefty  now  poflefles  them,  are 
guarantied  to  that  Prince  by  all  the  Powers,  parties, 
and  contractors  of  the  prefent  treaty, 

XXIII.  All  the  Powers  contrafting  and  interefted 
in  the  prefent  treaty,  reciprocally  aqd  relpedtively  gua- 
ranty the  execution  thereof, 

XXIV.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  expedited  in  good  and  due  form,  Ihall  be  ex- 
changed in  this  city  of  Aix-la-Chapelle,  between  all 
the  eight  parties,  within  the  (pace  of  one  month,  or 
fooner  if  poflible,  to  be  recl^oned  from  the  day  of  its 
fignature.

CONSCIOUS  of  the  experience,  fidelity,  and 
zeal  of  our  Patrician  Franccfco  Maria  D'Oria,  we  ' 
have  chofen  and  deputed  him  as  our  Minifter  Pleni- 
potentiary at  the  conferences  of  peace  at  Aquifgrano, 
otherwife  Aix-la-Chapelle,  or  any  other  place  where 
the  faid  conferences  of  peace  may  hereafter  be  held,  or 
transferred  to,  and  we  have  given  and  conferred  upon 
him,  as  we  do  give  and  confer  upon  him,  ample  fa- 
culty and  full  power,  with  general  and  fpecial  oi^cr,  to 
treat  there  in  our  name,  upt)n  the  affairs  which  regard 
us,  and  to  agree  to,  conclude,  ftipulate,  and  fign,  on  our 
part,  whatever  he  fhall  apprehend  to  be  moft  fuitable  to 
our  interefts,  and  that  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  our* 
felvcs,  were  we  prefent,  could  do,  although  a  more  full 
§  and 
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and  fpecial  order  than  the  prefcnt  might  be  requifite, 
defiring,  for  this  end,  the  Minifters  Plenipotentiaries  of 
all  the  courts  concerned,  which  fhall  be  prefent  at  the 
faid  conferences,  to  accept  of  and  acknowledge  him 
as  our  Minifter  Plenipotentiary;  promifing,  on  the 
faith  and  word  of  a  Prince,  to  hold  as  confirmed  and 
ratified,  and  to  obferve  all  that  fliall  he  concluded,  ac- 
cepted, ftipulated,  and  figned  by  the  fame,  in  virtue  of 
the  prefent  fijll  power ;  as  alfo  to  dilpatch  our  ratifi- 
cations in  due  form,  to  be  exchanged  within  the  time 
wliich  Ihall  be  agreed  upon. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  thefe  prefents  Ihall  be  figned  bjr 
our  under- written  Secretary  of  State,  with  our 
ufual  feal  aflixed  thereto.

Tbe  Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendjhipy  he^ 
tween  his  Britannic  Majeftyy  the  moft  Chriftian 
Kingj  and  the  King  of  Spain ;  concluded  at  Paris, 
the  loth  Day  of  February,  1763.  To  which  thi 
King  of  Portugal  acceded  on  the  fame  Day. 

In  the  Name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity, 
Father,  Son,  and  Ho'y  Ghoft.     So  be  it. 

B  E  it  known  to  all  thofe  to  whom  it  fl?all  or  may 
in  any  manner  belong. 

It' has  pleafcd  the  Moft  High  to  difFufe  the  fpiritof 
union  and  concord  among  the  Princes,  whofe  divifions 
had  fpread  the  troubles  in  the  four  parts  of  the  world, 
and  to  infpire  them  with  the  inclination  to  caufe  the 
comforts  of  peace  to  fuccecd  to  the  misfortunes  of  a 
long  and  bloody  war,  which,  having  arifen  between 
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England  and  France,  during  the  reign  of  the  moft 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  George  the  Seomd, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain^  dt  ^Sh 
rious  memory,  continued  under  the  reigp  of  the'  moft 
Serete  and  moft  Potent  Prince  Geoi^  the  Thirf, 
his  fu'cceflbr,  and,  in  its  progrefs,  communic2(ted  it- 
felf  to  Spain  and  Portugal :  cohfequently,  the  moft 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince,  George  the  Thirds 
by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  Duke  of  Brunfwic   and  Lunenbourg^ 
Arch-Treafurer  and  Eleftor  ofthe  Holy  Roman  Elm- 
pire;    the  moft    Serene  and  moft    Potent    Prince, 
Lewis  the  Fifteenth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  moft  Chrif- 
tian  King;   and  the  moft  Serene  and  Moft  Potent 
Prince,  Charles  the  Third,    by  the  grace   of  Qod, 
King  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  after  having  laid  the 
foundations  of  peace  in  the  preliminaries,  figned  at 
Fontainebleau  the  3d  of  November  laft;    and  the 
moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince,  Don  Jofeph  the 
Firft,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  of 
the  Algarves,  after  having  acceded  thereto,  determined 
to  compleat,  without  delay,  this  great  and  important 
work.     For  this  purpofe,  the  high  contra6Hng  parties 
have  named  and  appointed  their  relpedive  Ambafla- 
dors  Extraordinary  and  Minifters  Plenipotentiary,  viz. 
His  facred  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the 
moft  lUuftrious  and  moft  Excellent  Lord,  John  Duke 
and   Earl  of  Bedford,  Marquis  of  Taviftock,  &c. 
his  Minifter  of  State,  Lieutenant  General  of  his  ar- 
mies, Keeper  of  his  privy  feal.  Knight  ofthe  moft  no- 
ble Order  of  the  Garter,  and  his  Ambaflador  Extra- 
ordinary and  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty ;  his  Sacred  Majefty  the  moft  Chrif- 
tian  King,  the   moft  lUuftrious  and  moft  Excellent 
Lord  Caefar  Gabriel  de  Choifeul,  Duke  of  Praflm, 
Peer  of  France,  Knight  of  his  Orders,  Lieutenant 
General  of  his  Armies,  and  of  the  province  of  Bri-* 
tianny,  Counfellor  in  aU  his  Councils,  and  Minifter  and 
Secretary  of  State,  and  of  his  commands  and  financeai; 
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his  facred  Majefty  the  Catholic  King,  the  moft  lUuf- 
trious  and  moft  Excellent  Lord,  Dom  Jerome  Gri- 
maldi,  Marquis  de  Grimaldi,  Knight  of  the  moft  Chril- 
tian  King's  Orders,  Gentleman  of  liis  Catholic  Majefty's 
Bed-chamber  in  employment,  and  his  Ambaffador  Ex- 
traordinary to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty ;  his  Sacred 
Majefty  the  moft  Faithful  King,  the  moft  lUuftrious  and 
moft  Excellent  Lord,  Martin  de  Mello  and  Caftro, 
Knight  profeffedofthe  Order  of  Chrift,  of  his  moftFaith- 
ful  Majefty*s  Council,  and  his  Ambaflador  and  Minif- 
ter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty. 

Who,  after  having  duly  communicated  to  each  other 
their  fiill  powers,  in  good  form,  copies  whereof  arc 
tranfcribed  at  the  end  of  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace, 
have  agreed  upon  the  articles,  the  tenor  of  which  is  as 
follows. 

L  There  fhall  be  a  Chriftian,  univerlal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  fincere  and 
conftant  friendftiip  fhall  be  re-eftabli(hed  between  their 
Britannic,  moft  Chriflian,  Catholic,  and  moft  Faithful 
Majefties,  and  between  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  king- 
doms, dominions,  provinces,  countries,  fubjefts,  and 
vaflals,  of  what  quality  or  condition  foever  they  be, 
without  exception  of  places  or  of  perfons :  fo  that  the 
high  contracting  parties  fhall  give  the  greateft  attention 
to  maintain  between  themfelves  and  their  faid  domi- 
nions and  fubjedls,  this  reciprocal  friendfhip  and  corre- 
Ipondence,  without  permitting,  on  either  fide,  any  kind 
of  hoftilities,  by  fea  or  bv  land,  to  be  committed,  from 
henceforth,  for  any  caufe,  or  under  any  pretence  what- 
foever,  and  every  thing  fhall  be  carefully  avoided, 
which  might,  hereafter,  prejudice  the  union  happily 
re-eftablifhed,  applying  themfelves,  on  the  contrary, 
on  every  occafion,  to  procure  for  each  other  whatever 
may  contribute  to  their  mutual  glory,  interefb,  and 
advantages,  without  giving  any  afllftance  or  proteftion, 
diredlly  or  indireftly,  to  thofe  who  would  caufe  any 
prejudice  to  either  of  the  high  contrafting  parties : 
there  fhall  be  a  general  oblivion  of  every  thing  chat 
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may  have  been  done  or  committed  before,  or  fincc,  the 
commencement  of  the  war,  which  is  juft  ended. 

II.  The  treaties  of  Weftphalia  of  1648  j  thofc  of 
Madrid,  between  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and 
Spain,  K)f  1667  and  1670 ;  the  treaties  of  peace  of  Ni- 
meguen  of  1678  and  1679;  ofRyfwyck  of  1697; 
thofe  of  peace  and  of  commerce  of  Utretcht  of  17 13; 
that  of  Baden  of  1 7 1 4 ;  the  treaty  of  the  triple  al- 
liance of  the  Hague  of  1717  j  that  of  the  quadruple 
alliance  of  London  of  1718 ;  the  treaty  of  peace  of 
Vienna  of  1738  5  the  definitive  treaty  of  Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle  of  1 748  i  and  that  of  Madrid,  between  the  crowns 
of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  of  1750 ;  as  well  as  the 
treaties  between  tht  crowns  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  of 
the  13th  of  February  1668 ;  of  the  6th  of  February 
1715  ;  and  of  the  1 2th  of  February  1761 ;  and  that 
of  the  nth  of  April  1713,  between  France  and  Por- 
tugal, with  the  guaranties  of  Gieat  Britain  j  ftrve  as 
a  bafis  and  foundation  to  the  peace,  and  to  the  pre* 
fent  treaty :  and  for  this  purpofe,  they  are  all  renewed 
and  confirmed  in  the  beft  form,  as  well  as  all  the  trea- 
ties in  general,  which  fubfifted  between  the  high  con- 
tracting parties  before  the  war,  as  if  they  were  inferr- 
ed here  word  for  word,  fo  that  they  are  to  be  exadUy 
obferved,  for  the  future,  in  their  whole  tenor,  and  reli- 
gioufly  executed  on  all  fides,  in  all  their  points  which  Ihall 
not  be  derogated  from  by  the  prefent  treaty,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  that  may  have  been  flipulated  to  the  con- 
trary by  any  of  the  high  contracting  parties  :  and  all 
the  faid  parties  declare,  that  they  will  not  fufFer  any 
privilege,  favour,  or  indulgence,  to  fubfift,  contrary  to 
the  treaties  above  confirmed,  except  what  fh;^ll  have 
)been  agreed  and  ftipulated  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

III.  All  the  prifoners  made,  on  all  fides,  as  well  by 
land  as  by  fea,  ^nd  the  hoftages  carried  away,  or  given 
during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fhall  be  reflored,  with- 
out ranfom,  fix  weeks,  at  latell,  to  be  computed  frpm 
fhe  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  pf  the  prer 
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lent  treaty,  each  crown  refpeftively  paying  the  ad- 
vances, which  fhall  have  been  made  for  the  fubfiftence 
and  maintenance  of  their  prifoners,  by  the  Sovereign 
of  the  country  where  they  fhall  have  been  detained, 
according  to  the  attefted  receipts  and  eftimates,  and 
other  authentic  vouchers,  which  fhall  be  furnifhed  on 
one  fide  and  the  other:  and  fecurities  fhall  be  recipro- 
cally given  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  which  the 
prifoners  fhall  have  contrafted,  in  the  countries  where 
they  have  been  detained,  until  their  entire  liberty. 
And  all  the  fhips  of  war  and  merchant  veflels,  which 
fhall  have  been  taken,  fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
agreed  upon  for  the  cefTation  of  hoflilities  by  fea,  fhall 
be  likewife  reflored  bend  fidcj  with  all  their  crews  and 
cargoes :  and  the  execution  of  this  article  fhall  be  pro- 
ceeded upon  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  this  treaty. 

IV.  His  mofl  Chriflian  Majefly  renounces  ail  prc- 
tenfions,  which  he  has  heretofore  formed,  or  might 
form^  to  Nova  Scotia  or  Acadia,  in  all  its  parts,  and 
guaranties  the  whole  of  it,  and  with  all  its  dependen* 
cies,  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain :  moreover,  his 
mofl:  Chriflian  Majefly  cedes  and  guaranties  to  his 
faid  Britannic  Majefly,  in  full  right,  Canada,  with  all 
its  dependencies,  as  well  as  the  Ifland  of  Cape  Breton, 
and  all  the  other  iflands  and  coaft:s  in  the  gulph  and 
river  St.  Laurence,  and,  in  general,  every  thing  that 
depends  on  the  faid  countries,  lands,  iflands,  and  coafls, 
with  the  fovereignty,  property,  pofTeflion,  and  all  rights, 
acquired  by  treaty  or  otherwife,  which  the  mofl  Chrif- 
tian  King,  and  the  crown  of  France,  have  had  till  now 
over  the  faid  countries,  iflands,  lands,  places,  coafls, 
and  their  inhabitants,  fo  that  the  mofl  Chriftian  King 
cedes  and  makes  over  the  whole  to  the  faid  King,  and 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  that  in  the  mofl 
ample  manner  and  form,  without  reftriftion,  and  with- 
out any  liberty  to  depart  from  the  faid  cefllon  and 
guaranty,  under  any  pretence,  or  to  difluifc  Great  Bri-. 
tain  in  the  pofTeffions  above-mentioned.     JJis  Britan^' 
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nic  Majefty^  on  his  fide,  agrees  to  grant  the  liberty  of 
the  Catholic  religion  to  the  inhabitants  of  Canada:  he 
will  confequently  give  the  moll  precife  and  mod  cf- 
feftual  orders,  that  his  new  Roman  Catholic  fubjeds 
may  profefs  the  worfhip  of  their  religion,  according  to 
the  rites  of  the  Romifti  church,  as  far  as  the  laws  of 
Great  Britain  permit.  His  Britannic  Majefty  further 
agrees,  that  the  French  inhabitants,  or  others  who  had 
been  fubjefts  of  the  mod  Chrillian  King  in  Canada, 
may  retire,  with  all  lafety  and  freedom,  wherever  they 
fhall  think  proper,  and  may  fell  their  eftates,  provided 
it  be  to  fubjefls  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  bring 
away  their  effedts,  as  well  as  their  perions,  without  be- 
ing reftraincd  in  their  emigration,  xinder  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  except  that  of  debts,  or  of  criminal  profe- 
cutions  :  the  term  limited  for  this  emigration  fhall  be 
fixed  to  the  (pace  of  eighteen  months,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  radfica- 
tions  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

y.  The  fubjefts  of  France  (hall  have  die  liberty  of 
fi(hing  and  drying,  on  a  part  of  die  coalk  of  the  Ifland 
of  Newfoundland,  fuch  as  it  is  fpecified  in  the  Xlllth 
article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  j  which  article  is  re- 
newed and  confirmed  by  the  prefent  treaty  (except 
what  relates  to  the  ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  as  well  as 
to  tl:c  other  iflands  and  coafts  in  the  mouth  and  in 
the  giilph  of  St.  Laurence:)  and  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jffly  confents  to  leave  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft 
Chi  idian  King  the  liberty  of  fifliing  in  the  gulph  St. 
Laiiicncc,  on  condition  that  the  fubjefts  of  France  do 
not  cxcrcife  the  lliid  filhery  but  at  the  diftanceof  three. 
k'agucs  f.  cm  all  the  coafts  belonging  to  Great  Britain, 
as  well  thr.lc  of  die  continent,  as  thofe  of  the  iflands 
jituatcd  in  the  faid  gulph  St.  Laurence.  And  as  to 
wliat  relates  to  the  fifliery  on  the  coafts  of  die  ifland 
of  Cr.pe  Breton  out  of  die  faid  gulph,  the  fubjefts  of 
the  niort  Chriftian  King  ftiall  not  be  permitted  to  ex- 
erclie  the  faid  fi(hery  but  at  the  diftance  of  fifteen 
leagues  from  die  coafts  of  die  ifland  of  Cape  Breten  5 
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and  the  filhery  on  the  coaAs  of  Nova  Scotia  or  Aca- 
dia, and  every  where  elfe  out  of  the  faid  gulph,  fkall 
remain  on  the  foot  of  former  treaties. 

VI.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes  the  iflandsof 
St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  in  full  right,  to  his  moftChriC- 
tian  Majefty,  to  fcrve  as  a  (helter  to  the  French  fifli-^  • 
crmen :  and  his  faid  moll  Chriftian  Majefly  engages 
not  to  fortify  the  faid  iflands ;  to  eredl  no  buildings 
upon  them,  but  merely  for  the  convenience  of  the 
fifhery  ;  and  to  keep  upon  them  a  guard  of  fifty  men 
only  for  the  police. 

V I T .  !  n  order  to  re-eftablifli  peace  on  fblid  and  dura- 
ble f  w  Jtions,  and  to  remove  for  ever  all  fubjeft  of 
difpuir  -A  ith  regard  to  the  limits  of  the  Britifli  and 
French  ttrrit'.;ries  on  the  continent  of  America ;  it  is 
agreed,  that,  for  die  future,  die  confines  between  the 
domini  ns  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  thofe  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  that  part  of  the  world,  (hall 
be  fixed  irrevocably  by  a  line  drawn  along  the  mid- 
dle of  the  river  MiflliTippi,  from  its  fource  to  the  river  . 
Iberville,  and  from  thence,  by  a  line  drawn  along 
the  middle  of  this  river,  and  the  lakes  Maurepas  and 
Pontchartrain,  to  the  fea ;  and  for  this  purpc^,  the 
moft  Chriftian  King  cedes  in  full  right,  and  guaranties 
to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  the  river  and  port  of  the 
Mobile,  and  every  thing  which  he  poflefles,  or  ought 
to  poffefs,  on  the  left  fide  of  the  river  Mifliffippi,  except 
the  town  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  ifland  in  which  it 
is  fituated,  which  Ihall  remain  to  France ;  provided 
that  the  navigation  of  the  river  Mifliffippi  fliall  be 
equally  free,  as  well  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain 
as  to  thofe  of  France,  in  its  whole  breadth  and  length, 
fi-om  its  fource  to  the  fea,  and  exprefly  that  part  which 
is  between  the  faid  ifland  of  New  Orleans  and  the 
right  bank  of  that  river,  as  well  as  the  paflTage  both  in 
and  out  of  its  mouth.  It  is  further  flipulated,  that  the 
veflcls  belonging  to  the  fubjedts  of  either  nation  fliall 
not  be  flopped,  vifited,  or  fubjefted  to  the  payment  of

any  duty  whatfoever.    The  ftipuladons,  infertcd  in  the 
IVth  article,  in  favour  of  die  inhabitants  of  Canada, 
Ihail  alfo  take  place  with  regard  to  the  inhabitants  df 
the  countries  ceded  by  this  article. 

VIII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  reftorc  to 
France  the  iflands  of  Guadeloupe,  of  Marie  Galante, 
of  Defirade,  of  Martinico,  and  of  Bellcifle ;  and  the 
fortrefles  of  thefe  iflands  ftiall  be  reftored  in  the  fame 
condition  they  were  in  when  they  were  conquered  by 
the  Britilh  arms ;  provided  that  his  Britannic  Majcfty's 
fubjefts,  who  fliall  have  fetded  in  the  faid  iflands,  or 
thofe  who  fliall  have  any  commercial  aflFairs  to  fetde 
there,  or  in  the  other  places  refl:ored  to  France  by  the* 
prefent  treaty,  fliall  have  liberty  to  fell  their  lands  and 
their  eftates,  to  fetde  their  affairs,  to  recover  their 
debts,  and  to  bring  away  their  effefts,  as  well  as  their 
perfons,  on  board  veflels,  which  they  fliall  be  permitted 
to  fend  to  the  faid  iflands,  and  other  places  reftored  a$ 
above,  and  which  fliall  fcrve  for  this  ufe  only,  without 
being  rcftrained  on  account  of  their  religion,  or  under  any 
other  pretence  whatfoever,  except  that  of  debts  or  (k 
criminal  profecutions :  and  for  this  purpofe,  the  term  of 
cighteeen  months  is  allowed  to  his  Britannic  Majefty*$ 
fubjefts,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty ;  but,  as  the 
liberty,  granted  to  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjedfcs,  to 
bring  away  their  perfons  and  their  effefts,  in  veflfels  of 
their  nation,  may  be  liable  to  abufes,  if  precautions 
were  not  taken  to  prevent  them ;  it  has  been  exprcfly 
agreed  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  his  moft 
Chrifl:ian  Majelly,  diat  the  number  of  Englifli  veflels, 
which  fliall  have  leave  to  go  to  the  faid  iflands  and 
places  refl:orcd  to  France,  fliall  be  limited,  as  well  as 
the  number  of  tons  of  each  one ;  that  they  fliall  go  in 
ballad  j  fliall  fet  fail  at  a  fixed  time ;  and  fliall  mak^ 
one  voyage  only,  all  the  efit^fts,  belonging  to  the 
Englifli,  being  to  be  .embarked  at  the  fame  time.  It 
has  been  further  agreed,  that  his  mofl:  Chrifliian  Ma- 
^^■fc^j^fly  fliall  caufe  the  neeeflfary  paflports  to  be  given  to 
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the  faid  veflels  j  that,  for  the  greater  fecurity,  it  fhall 
be  allowed  to  place  two  French  clerks,  or  guards,  in 
each  of  the  faid  veflels,  which  (hall  be  vifited  in  the 
landing  places  and  portS  of  the  faid  iflands,  and  places, 
reftored  to  France,  and  that  the  rnerchandife,  which 
Ihall  be  found  therein,  fhall  be  confifcated. 

IX.  The  moft  Chriftian  King  cedes  and  guaranties 
to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  full  right,  the  iflands  of 
Grenada,  and  pf  the  Grenadines,  with  the  fame  ftipu- 
ladons  in  favour  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  colony,  in- 
ferted  in  the  IVth  article  for  thofe  of  Canada :  and  the 
partition  of  the  iflands,  called  Neutral,  is  agreed  and 
fixed,  fo  that  thofe  of  St.  Vincent,  Dominica,  and  To- 
bago, fliall  remain  in  fiill  right  to  Great  Britain,  and 
that  of  St.  Lucia  fliall  be  delivered  to  France,  to  eit- 
joy  the  fame  likewife  in  full  right  j  and  the  high  con- 
trafting  parties  guaranty  the  partition  fo  ftipulated. 

X.  His  Britannic  Majefty  fliall  reft:ore  to  France  the 
ifland  of  Goree,  in  the  condition  it  was  in  when  con- 
quered :  and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  cedes,  in  full 
right,  and  guaranties  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the 
river  Senegal,  with  the  forts  and  faftories  of  St.  Lewis, 
Podor,  and  Galam ;  and  with  all  the  rights  a«d  depen- 
dencies of  the  faid  river  Senegal. 

XL  In  the  Eaft  Indies,  Great  Britain  fliall  reftorc 
to  France,  in  the  condition  they  are  now  in,  the  dif- 
ferent faftories,  which  that  crown  poflefled,  as  well  on 
the  coaft  of  Coromandel  and  Orixa,  as  on  that  of  Ma- 
labar, as  alfo  in  Bengal,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1749.  And  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  renounces  all 
pretenfion  to  the  acquifitions  which  he  had  made  on 
the  coaft  of  Coromandel  and  Orixa,  fince  the  faid  be- 
ginning of  the  year  1749.  His  moft:  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty Ihall  reftore,  on  his  fide,  all  that  he  may  have 
conquered  from  Great  Britain,  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  dur- 
ing the  prefent  war ;  and  will  exprefly  caufe  Nattai  and 
Tapanoully,  in  the  ifland  of  Sumatra,  to  be  reftored; 
he  engages  fijrth^r,  not  to  cred  fortifications,  or  to 

keep 
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keep  troops  in  any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  iiibab 
of  ^engaL  And  in  order  to  preferve  future  peace  00 
the  coafl  of  Coromandel  and  Orixa^  the  Englifh  and 
French  fliall  acknowledge  Mahomet  Ally  Khan  (or 
lawful  nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  and  Salabat  Jing  for 
lawful  fubah  of  the  Decan  -,  and  both  parties  (hall  re- 
nounce all  demands  and  pretenfions  of  fatisfa^lion, 
with  which  they  might  charge  each  other,  or  their  In- 
dian allies,  for  the  depredations  or  pillage  committedj 
on  the  one  fide  or  on  the  other,  during  the  war. 

XII.  The  ifland  of  Minorca  (hall  be  reftored  to  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  as  well  as  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  the 
fame  condition  they  were  in  when  conquered  by  the 
arms  of  the  moll  Chriftian  King;  and  with  the  artil- 
lery which  was  there  when  the  faid  ifland  and  the 
faid  fort  were  taken. 

XIII.  The  town  and  port  of  Dunkirk  (hall  be  put 
into  the  (late  fixed  by  (iie  lad  treaty  of  Aix-la-Cha- 
pclle,  and  by  former  treaties.  The  Cunette  (hall  be 
deftroyed  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  the  prefent  treaty,  as  well  as  the  forts  and 
batteries  which  defend  the  entrance  on  the  fide  of  the 
fea  i  and  provifion  (hall  be  made,  at  the  fame  time, 
for  the  wholefomenefs  of  the  air,  and  for  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants,  by  fome  other  means,  to  the  fadsfac- 
tion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

XIV.  France  (hall  reftore  all  the  countries  belong- 
ing to  the  eIe<5lorate  of  Hanover,  to  the  Landgrave  of 
HefTe,  to  the  Duke  of  Brunfwic,  and  to  the  Count 
of  La  Lippe  Buckebourg,  which  are  or  fhall  be  occu- 
pied by  his  moft  Chriffian  Majefly's  arms :  the  for- 
treflfes  of  thefe  different  countries  (hall  be  redored  in 
the  fame  condition  they  were  in  when  conquered  by 
the  French  arms  j  and  the  pieces  of  artillery,  which 
(hall  have  been  carried  elfewhere,  fliall  be  replaced  by 
die  fame  number,  of  the  fame  bore,  weight,  and 
metal. 
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XV.  In  cafe  the  ftipularions,  contained  in  the  Xlllth 
article  of  the  preliminaries,  fliould  not  be  compleated 
at  the  time  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty^  as 
well  with  regard  to  the  evacuations  to  be  made  by  the 
armies  of  France  of  the  fortreffes  of  Cleves,  Wefel, 
Guelders,  and  of  all  the  countries  belonging  to  tlni 
King  of  Pruflia,  as  with  regard  to  the  evacuations  to 
be  made  by  the  Britifh  and  French  armies  of  the  coun- 
tries which  they  occupy  in  Weftphalia,  Lower  Saxony, 
on  the  Lower  Rhine,  the  Upper  Rhine,  and  in  all  the 
empire,  and  to  the  retreat  of  the  troops  into  the  do- 
minions of  their  reipeftive  (bvereigns  i  their  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife  to  proceed,  bona 
fidcy  with  all  the  difpatch  the  cafe  will  permit  of,  to  the 
faid  evacuations,  the  entire  completion  whereof  they 
ftipulate  before  the  15th  of  March  next,  or  (boner  if  it 
can  be  done ;  and  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties  further  engage,  and  promife  to  each  other, 
not  to  furnifh  any  fuccours,  of  any  kind,  to  their  re- 
Ipeftive  allies,  who  ftiall  continue  engaged  in  the  war 
in  Germany. 

XVL  The  decifion  of  the  prizes  made,  in  time  of 
peace,  by  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  Spa- 
niards, fhall  be  referred  to  the  courts  of  juftice  of  the 
admiralty  of  Great  Britain,  conformably  to  the  rules 
cftablilhed  among  all  nations,  fo  that  the  validity  of 
the  faid  prizes,  between  the  Britifh  and  Spanilh  na* 
tions,  fhall  be  decided  and  judged,  according  to  the 
law  of  nations,  and  according  to  treaties,  in  the  courts 
of  juftice  of  the  nation   who  fhall  have  made  the 

capture. 

• 

XVIL  His  Britannic  Majefly  fhall  caufc  to  be  demo- 
lifhed  all  the  fortifications  which  his  fubjefts  fhall  have 
erefted  in  the  Bay  of  Honduras,  and  other  places  of 
the  territory  of  Spaia  in  that  part  of  the  world,  four 
months  after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty: 
and  his  Catholic  Majefly  fhall  not  permit  his  Britannic 
Majefty's  fubjeds,  or  their  vyorkmen,  to  be  difturbed 

or 
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or  molefted,  under  any  pretence  whatlbver,  in  the  faid 
places,  in  their  occupation  of  cutting,  loading,  and  car- 
rying away  logwood  :  and  for  this  purpofe,  they  may 
build  without  hinderance,  and  occupy  without  interrup- 
tion, the  houfes  and  magazines  which  are  neceflary  ror 
them,  for  their  families,  and  for  their  effe6ts :  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty  affures  to  them,  by  this  article,  the 
full  enjoyment  of  thofe  advantages,  and  powers,  on  the 
Spanifti  coafts  and  territories,  as  above  ftipulated,  im- 
mediately after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XVIII.  His  Catholic  Majefly  defifts,  as  well  for 
himfelf,  as  for  his  fucceffors,  from  all  pretenfion,  which 
he  may  have  formed,  in  favour  of  the  Guipufcoans, 
and  other  his  fubjefts,  to  the  right  of  filhing  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  ifland  of  Newfoundland. 

XIX.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  ihall  reftore  to 
Spain  all  the  territory  which  he  has  conquered  in  the 
ifland  of  Cuba,  with  the  fortrefs  of  the  Havana,  and 
this  fortrefs,  as  well  as  all  the  other  fortrefles  of  the 
laid  ifland,  fhall  be  refl:ored  in  the  fame  condition  they 
were  in  when  conquered  by  his  Britannic  Majefty** 
arms ;  provided,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts, 
who  fliall  have  fetded  in  the  faid  ifland,  reftored  to 
Spain  by  the  prefent  treaty,  or  thofe  who  fhall  have 
any  commercial  affairs  to  fettle  there,  fliall  have  liberty 
to  fell  their  lands,  and  their  eftates,  to  fettle  their  af- 
fairs, to  recover  their  debts,  and  to  bring  away  their 
efFefts,  as  well  as  their  perfcns,  on  board  veflfels  which 
they  fliall  be  pemiitted  to  fend  to  the  faid  ifland  re- 
ftored as  above,  and  which  fliall  ferve  for  that  ufe  only, 
^without  being  refl:rained  on  account  of  their  religion,  or 
under  any  other  pretence  whatfoe  ver,  except  that  of  debts, 
or  of  criminal  profecutions :  and  for  this  purpolc,  the 
term  of  eighteen  .months  is  allowed  to  his  Britannic 
Majefly's  fubjefts,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty :  but 
as  the  liberty,  granted  to  his  Britannic  Majefly's  fub- 
jedls,  to  bring  away  their  perfons,  and  their  effefts>  in 

vefle^ 
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veflels  of  their  nation,  may  be  liable  to  abufes,  if  pre- 
cautions were  not  taken  to  prevent  them  j  it  has  been 
exprefly  agreed,  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  that  the  number  of  Englifti  veflels, 
which  fhall  have  leave  to  go  to  the  faid  ifland  reftored 
to  Spain,  fhall  be  limited,  as  well  as  the  number  of 
tons  of  each  one ;  that  they  fhall  go  in  ballaft ;  fhall 
fet  fail  at  a  fixed  time ;  and  fhall  make  one  voyage 
only ;  all  the  effefts  belonging  to  the  Englifh  being  to 
be  embarked  at  the  fame  time :  it  has  been  further 
agreed,  that  his  Catholic  Majefly  fhall  caufe  the  necef- 
fary  pafTports  to  be  given  to  the  faid  vefTels ;  that,  for 
the  greater  fecurity,  it  fhall  be  allowed  to  place  two 
Spanifh  clerks,  or  guards,  in  each  of  the  faid  vefTels, 
which  fhall  be  vifited  in  the  landing-places  and  ports 
of  the  faid  ifland  reftored  to  Spain,  and  that  the  mer- 
chandize, which  fhall  be  found  therein,  fhall  be  con- 
fifcated. 

XX.  In  confequence  of  the  reftitution  ftipulated  in 
^he  preceding  article,  his  Catholic  Majefly  cedes  and 
guaranties,  in  full  right,  to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  Flo- 
rida, with  Fort  St.  Auguftin,  and  the  Bay  of  Penfacola, 
as  well  as  all  that  Spain  pofTefTes  on  the  continent  of 
North  America,  to  the  eaft,  or  to  the  fouth-eaft,  of  the 
river  MifTifTipi ;  and,  in  general,  every  thing  that  de- 
pends on  the  faid  countries,  and  lands,  with  the  fove- 
reignty,  property,  pofTefTion,  and  all  rights,  acquired  by 
treaties  or  otherwife,  which  the  Catholic  King,  and  the 
crown  of  Spain,  have  had,  till  now,  over  the  faid 
countries,  lands,  places,  and  their  inhabitants ;  fo  that 
the  Catholic  King  cedes  and  makes  over  the  whole  to 
the  faid  King,  and  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and 
that  in  the  moft  ample  manner  and  form.  His  Bri- 
tanic  Majefly  agrees,  on  his  fide,  to  grant  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  countries,  above  ceded,  the  liberty  of 
the  Catholic  religion :  he  will  confequently  give  the 
moft  exprefs  and  the  moft  effeftual  orders,  that  his  new 
Roman  Catholic  fubjefts  may  profefs  the  worfhip  of 
their  religion,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Romifh 

church. 
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church,  as  fer  as  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  permit: 
his  Britannic  Majefly  further  agrees,  that  the  Spanifh 
inhabitants,  or  others,  who  had  been  lubjedts  of  the 
Catholic  King  in  the  faid  countries,  may  retire,  with 
all  fafety  and  freedom,  wherever  they  think  proper ; 
and  may  fell  dieir  eftates,  provided  it  be  to  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty*s  fubjefts,  and  bring  away  their  efFefts,  as 
well  as  their  perfons,  without  being  reftrained  in  their 
emigration,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  except  that 
of  debts,  or  of  crinninal  profecutions :  the  term  limited 
for  this  emigration  being  fixed  to  the  fpace  of  eighteen 
months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty.  It  is  more- 
over ftipulatcd,  that  his  Catholic  Majefly  fliall  have 
power  to  caufe  all  the  efFefts,  that  may  belong  to 
him,  to  be  brought  away,  whether  it  be  artillery  or 
other  things. 

XXI.  The  French  and  Spanifli  troops  fhall  eva- 
cuate all  the  territories,  lands,  towns,  places,  and  caf- 
ries,^  of  his  mofl:  Faithful  Majefly,  in  Europe,  without 
any  referve,  which  fhall  have  been  conquered  by  the 
armies  of  France  and  Spain,  and  ftiall  reflore  them  in 
the  fame  condition  they  were  in  when  conquered,  with 
the  fame  artillery  and  ammunition  which  were  found 
there  :  and,  with  regard  to  the  Portiiguefe  colonies  in 
America,  Africa,  or  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  if  any  change 
Ihall  have  happened  there,  all  things  ftiall  be  reflored 
on  the  fame  rooting  they  were  in,  and  conformably  to 
the  preceding  treaties  which  fubfifted  between  the 
courts  of  France,  Spain,  and  Portugal,  before  the 
prefent  war. 

XXII.  All  the  papers,  letters,  documents,  and  ar- 
chives, which  were  found  in  the  countries,  territories, 
towns,  and  places,  that  are  refliored,  and  thofe  belong- 
ing to  the  countries  ceded,  fliall  be  refpeftively  and 
bond  fide  delivered,  or  furniflied,  at  the  fame  rime,  if 
}M>flible,  that  pofTelTion  is  taken,  or,  at  lateft,  four 
months  after  the  exchange  of  tlie  ratifications  of  the 

prefent 
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prefent  treaty,  in  whatever  places  the  faid  papers  or 
documents  may  be  found. 

XXIII.  All  the  countries  and  territories,  which  may 
have  been  conquered,  in  whatfoever  part  of  the  world, 
by  the  arms  of  their  Britannic  and  moft  Faithful 
Majefties,  as  well  as  by  thofe  of  their  moft  Chriftian 
and  Catholic  Majefties,  which  are  not  included  in  the 
prefent  treaty,  either  under  the  tide  of  Ceflions,  or  un- 
der the  tide  of  Reftitudons,  ftiall  be  reftorcd  without 
difficulty,  and  without  requiring  any  compenfadon. 

XXIV.  As  it  is  neceflaryrfo  affign  a  fixed  epoch 
for  the  reftitutions,  and  the  evacuations,  to  be  made  by 
each  of  the  high  contrafting  parties  j  it  is  agreed,  that 
the  Britifh  and  French  troops  fhall  compleat,  before 
the  15th  of  March  next,  all  that  fhall  remain  to  be  ex- 
ecuted of  the  Xllth  and  Xlllth  articles  of  the  preli- 
minaries, figned  the  3d  day  of  November  laft,  with 
regard  to  the  evacuation  to  be  made  in  the  empire,  or 
elfewhere.  The  ifland  of  Belleifle  fhall  be  evacuated 
fix  weeks  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  tlie 
prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done'j  Guade- 
loupe, Defirade,  Marie  Galante,  Martinico,  and  St. 
Lucia,  three  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be 
done.  Great  Britain  fhall  likewife,  at  the  end  of  three 
months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  enter  into 
pofTeflion  of  the  river  and  port  of  the  Mobile,  and  of  • 
all  that  is  to  fgrm  the  limits  of  the  territory  of  Great 
Britain,  on  the  fide  of  the  river  Miffiffippi,  as  they  are 
fpecified  in  the  Vllth  article.  The  ifland  of  Gorce 
fhall  be  evacuated  by  Great  Britain,  three  months  af- 
ter the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  die  prdent 
treaty ;  and  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  by  France,  at  the 
fame  epoch,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done  :  and  accord- 
ing to  the  conditions  of  the  Vlth  article,  France  fhall 
likewife  enter  into  pofTeffion  of  the  iflands  of  St.  Pe- 
ter, and  of  Miquelon,  at  the  end  of  three  months  af * 
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ter  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefatf 
treaty.  The  factories  in  the  Eaft  Indies  fliall  be  re- 
ftored  fix  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  feoner  if  it  can  be  done.  The 
fortrefs  of  the  Havana,  with  all  that  has  been  Con- 
quered in  the  ifland  of  Cuba,  Ihall  be  rcftored  thttc 
months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratificaadhs  of  dlfc 
prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done :  and,  at  thi 
fame  time.  Great  Britain  fhall  enter  into  poileflion  of 
the  country  ceded  by  Spain,  according  to  the  XXdi 
article.  All  the  places  and  countries  of  his  molt 
Fiuthfiil  Majefty,  in  Europe,  (hall  be  reflx>rcd  imme- 
diately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
prefent  treaty  j  and  the  Portuguefe  colonies,  which  may 
have  been  conquered,  fliall  be  reftored  in  the  fpace  of 
three  months  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  of  fix  months 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done. 
All  the  fortrefles,  the  reftitution  whereof  is  ftipulated 
above,  (hall  be  reftored  with  the  artillery  and  ammu- 
nition which  were  found  there  at  the  time  of  the 
conqueft.  *  In  confequence  whereof,  the  neccfl&ry  or- 
ders fliall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  high  coRtrafting  par- 
ties, with  reciprocal  paflports  for  the  fliips  that  ihall 
carry  them,  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ra- 
tifications of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXV.  His  Britannic  Majefty,  as  Eleftor  of  Brtinf- 
wick  Lunenburg,  as  well  for  himfelf,  as  for  his  heirs 
and  fuccefibrs,  and  all  the  dominions  and  pofieflSohS  of 
his  faid  Majefty  in  Germany,  are  included  and  guat'ari-^ 
tied  by  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace. 

XXVI.  Their  Sacred  Britannic,  nroft  Chriftian, 
Catholic,  and  moft  Faithful  Majefties,  promiife  to 
obferve,  fincerely  and  bond  Jidcy  all  the  articles  con- 
tained and  fettled  in  the  prefent  treaty ;  and  they  will 
not  fufFer  the  lame  to  be  in£ringed>  diredUy  or  indi*:' 
redly,  by  their  refpedlive  fubjefts ;  and  the  faid  high 
contracting  parties,  generally  arid  reciprocally,  gya- 

ran^ 
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ranty  to  each  other  all  the  (Bpulations  of  the  prelent 
treaty. 

XXVII.  Thefolemn  ratifications  of  theprcfcnt  treaty, 
expedited  in  good  and  due  form,  (hall  be  exchanged  in 
this  city  of  Paris,  between  the  high  contrafting  par^ 
ties,  in  the  Ipacc  of  a  month,  or  fooner  if  poffible,  to 
be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  pre^ 
fent  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  underwritten,  their  Am- 
bafladors  Extraordinary,  and  Minifters  Plenipo- 
tentiary, have  figned  with  our  hand,  in  their  name, 
and  in  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  the  prefent  defi- 
nitive treaty,  and  have  caufed  the  feal  of  our 
arms  to  be  put  thereto.

Separate  Articles. 

I.  SOME  of  the  tides  made  ufe  of  by  the  con- 
trading  Powers,  either  in  the  full  powers,  and  other 
afts,  during  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  or  in  the 
preamble  of  the  prefent  treaty,  not  being  generally 
acknowledged  ;  it  has  been  agreed,  that  no  prejudice 
fliall  ever  refult  therefrom  to  any  of  the  faid  con- 
trafting  parties,  and  that  the  tides,  taken  or  omitted, 
on  either  fide,  on  occafion  of  the  faid  negotiation, 
and  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhall  not  be  cited,  or  quoted 
as  a  precedent. 

II.  It  has  been  agreed  and  determined,  that  the 
French  language,  made  ufe  of  in  all  the  copies  of  the 
prefent  treaty,,  fhall  not  become  an  example,  which 
may  be  alledged  or  made  a  precedent  pt,  or  pre-- 
judice,  in  any  manaer,  any  of  the,  contradting  Powers  1 
and  diat  they  (hall  conform  themfelves,  for  the  fii- 
ture,  to  what  has  been  obfervcd,  and  ought  to  be 

I  i  a  obferved^ 
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obferved,  with  regard  to  and  on  the  part  of  PoweA^ 
•who  are  ufed,  and  have  a  right,  to  give  and  to  receive 
copies  of  like  treaties  in  another  language  than  French ; 
the  prefent  treaty  having  ftill  the  fame  force  and 
efFed:  as  if  the  aforefaid  cuftom  had  been  therein  obr 
ferved. 

III.  Though  the  King  of  Portugal  has  not  figned 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  their  Britannic,  moft 
Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties,  acknowledge,  ne- 
verthelefs,  that  his  moft  Faithfiil  Majefty  is  formally 
included  therein  as  a  contrafting  party,  and  as  if  he 
had  exprcfsly  figned  the  f^d  treaty:  confequently, 
their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majef- 
ties, refpeftively  and  conjointly,  promife  to  his  moft 
raithful  Majefty,  in  the  moft  exprefs  and  moft  bind- 
ing manner,  the  execution  of  all  and  every  the  claules 
contained  in  the  faid  treaty,  on  his  aft  of 'acceflion. 
•  The  prefent  feparate  articles  ftiall  have  the  fame 
force  as  if  they  were  inferted  in  the  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whrt-eof,  we  the  under- written  Amrbaila- 
dors  Extraordinary  and  Minifters  PlenipbtcRtiary 
of  their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Oifholic 
-  Majefties,  have  figned  the  prefent  feparate  arti- 
cles, and  have  caufcd  the  feal  of  our  arms  to  be 
put  thereto.

the  other,  which  has  been  happily  begun  by  the  pre- 
liminary articles  already  figned  at  Fontainebleau  the

cellion  of  the  court  of  Portugal,  was  granted,  by  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  folely  with  a 
view  to  accelerate  the  conclufion  of  the  definidve 
treaty,  and  by  that  means  the  more  fpeedily  to  con- 
iblidate  fo  important  and  fo  falutary  a  work  ;  and  that 
this  complaifartce  of  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefties  ftiall  not  be  made  any  precedent  of  for 
the  future ;  the  court  of  Portugal  fhall  not  alledge  it 
as  an  example  in  their  favour  -,  (hall  derive  therefrom 
no  right,  title,  or  pretenfion,  for  any  caufe,  or  under 
any  pretence  whatfocver. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we,  Ambaflador  and .  Minifter 
Plenipotentiary  of  his  moft  Faitliful  Majefty,  duly 
authorized  for  this  purpofe,  have  figned  the  prc- 
fcnt  declaration,  and  have  caufed  the  feal  ot  oujc 
arms  to  be  put  thereto.

"The  Definitive  treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendjhipy  letw^eu 
his  Britannic  Majejlyy  and  the  mojl  Chriftian  Ki^ig^ 
Jig7?ed  at  Verfaille^  the  3^  of  September,  1783- 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity, 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghbft.     So  be  it. 

B  E  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  fliall  or  may 
in  any  manner  concern.     The  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince,  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  King  of  Great  Briton,  France,  and  Ireland, 
Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arch-trealuref 
and  Eleftor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  thfe 
moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince,  JJewis  the  Six- 
teenth, by  the  grace  of  God,  moft  Chr^an  King,^ 
being  equally  defirous  to  put  an  end  to  the  war  whick 
for  ft veral  years  paft  afiji6b:d  their  refpefti ve  dominions^, 
accepted  the  offer  which  their  Majefties  the  Emperor 
of  the  Romans,  and  the  Emprefs  of  all  th6  RuHias, 
made  to  them  of  their  interpofition,  and  of  their  medi- 
ation: but  their  Britannic  and  mt>ft  Chriftian  Majef- 
ties, animated  with  a  mutual  defire  of  accelerating  the 
re-eftablifhment  of  peace,  communicated  to  each  other 
their  laudable  intention ;  Which  Heaven  fo  far  bleflcd, 
that  they  proceeded  to  lay  the  foundations  of  peace,  by. 
figning  preliminary  articles  at  Verfailies,  the  aoth  of 
January,  in  the  prefent  year.    Their  faid  Majefties  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Chriftian  Kin^ 
tliinking  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  give  their  Impe- 
rial Majefties  a  fignal  proof  of  their  gratitude  for  the 
generous  offer  of  their  mediation,  invited  them,  in 
concert,  to  concur  in  the  completion  of  the  great  and 
falutary  work  of  peace,  by  taking  part,  as  mediators,; 
in  the  definitive  treaty  to  be  concluded  between  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties.     Their  faid

Knight  of  the  G-^lden  Fleece,  Chamberlain, 
adhial  Privy  Counfellor  of  State  to  his  Imperial  and 
Royal  Apoftolic  Majefty,  and  his  Ambaflador  to  his 
ixioft  Chriftian  Majefty;  and  her  Majefty  the  Emprcfs 
of  all  the  Rufllas,  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  excel- 
lent Lord,  Prince  Iwan  Bariatinfkoy,  Lieutenant  Ge- 
neral of  the  forces  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the 
Ruffias,  Knight  of  the  Orders  of  St.  Anne,  and  of  the 
Swedifli  Sword,  and  her  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  Lord  Arcadi  de 
MarcofF,  CoiinfeUor  of  State  to  her  Imperial  Majefty 
of  all  the  Ruflias,  and  her  Minifter  Pknipotendary  to 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty.

Lieutenant  and  Cuftos  Rotulorum  of  the  county  of. 
Huntingdon,  a(5hial  Privy  Counfellor  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  and  his  Ambaflador  Extraordinary  and  Ple- 
nipotentiary to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty;  and  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  ex- 
cellent Lord,  Charles  Gravier,  Count  de  Vergennes, 
Baron  of  Welferding,  &c.  the  King's  Counfellor  in 
all  his  Councils,  Commander  in  his  Orders,  Prefident 
of  the  Royal  Council  of  Finances,  Counfellor  of  State 
Military,  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State,  and  of  his 
Commands  and  Finances :  who,  after  having  exchanged  • 
their  refpedtive  full  powers,  liave  agreed  ujx)n  the  fol- 
lowing articles : 

L  There  fhall  be  a  Chriftian,  univerfal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  fincerc 
and  conftant  friendfhip  fliall  be  rc-eftabliftied  between

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their  Britannic  and  niofl:  Chriftian  MajefHes,  and  be- 
tween their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs^  kingdoms^  dooiinions, 
provinces,  countries,  fubjefts,  and  vaffals,  of  what 
quality  or  condition  foever  they  be,  without  exception 
either  of  places  or  perfons  -,  {o  that  the  high  contraft- 
ing  parties  fhall  give  the  greateft  attention  to  the  main- 
taining between  thennfelves,  and  their  faid  dominions 
and  fubjefts,  this  reciprocal  friendfhip  and  intercourie^ 
without  permitting  hereafter,  on  either. part,  any  kind 
of  hoftilities  to  be  committed,  either  by  fea  or  by  land, 
for  any  caufe,  or  under  any  pretence  whatfoever  j  and 
they  fhall  carefully  avoid,  for  the  future,  every  thing 
which  might  prejudice  the  union  happily  re-eftabli(hed, 
endeavouring,  on  the  contrary,  to  procure  recipro- 
cally for  each  other,  on  every  occafion,  whatever  may 
contribute  to  their  mutual  glory,  interefts,  and  advan- 
tage, without  giving  any  affiftance  or  proteftion,  di- 
rectly or  indireftly,  to  thofe  who  would  do  any  injury 
to  cither  of  the  high  contradting  parties.  There  (hall 
be  a  general  oblivion  and  amnefty  of  every  thing  which 
may  have  been  done  or  committed  before  or  fince  the 
commencement  of  the  war  which  is  juft  ended. 

II.  The  treaties  of  Weftphalia  of  1648 ;  the  trea- 
ties of  peace  of  Nimeguen  of  1678  and  r679i  of 
Ryfwick  of  16975  thofe  of  peace  and  of  commerce 
of  Utrecht  of  17 13;  that  of  Baden  of  1714 ;  that  of 
the  triple  alliance  of  the  Hague  of  17 17  i  that  of  the 
quadruple  alliance  of  London  of  17 18;  the  treaty 
of  peace  of  Vienna  of  1738  5  the  definitive  treaty  of 
Aix-la-Chapelle  of  17485  and  that  of  Paris  of  1763, 
ferve  as  a  balls  and  foundation  to  the  peace,  and  to 
the  prefent  treaty  j  and,  for  this  purpofe,  they  are  all 
renewed  and  confirmed  in  the  beft  form,  as  well  as 
all  the  treaties  in  general  which  fubfifted  between  the 
high  contracting  parties  before  the  war,  as  if  they  were 
herein  inferted  word  for  word;  fo  that  they  are  to  be 
^xaftly  obferved  for  the  future  in  their  full  tenor,  and 
religioufly  executed  by  both  parties,  in  all  the  point$

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which  ftiall  not  be  derogated  from  by  the  prdcnt  treaty 
of  peace. 

in.  All  the  prifoncrs, taken  on  either  fide,  as  well 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  the  haft  ages  carried  -away  or 
given  during  tlie  war,  and  to  diis  d^y,  (hall  be  reftored, 
without  f  anfom,  in  fix  weeks  at  latcft,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
prefent  treaty ;  each  crown  refpeftivcly  dlfcharging  the 
advances  which  fhall  liave  been  made  for  the  fubfift- 
ence  and  maintenance,  of  their  prifoners  by  the  Sove- 
reign of  the  country  whine  they  fhall  have  been  de- 
tained, according  to  the  receipts  and  attefted  accounts, 
^nd  other  authentic  vouchers,  which  lliall  be  furnifhed 
on  each  fide:  and  (ureties  fiiall  be  reciprocally  given 
for  the  payment  of  the  debts  which  the  prifoners  may 
have  contracted  in  the  countries  where  they  may  have 
been  detained,  until  their  entire  relcafe.  And  all  fhips, 
as  well  men  of  war  as  i')KTch:-inL-fli'ps,  wliich  may  have 
been  taken  fince  the  u^piratic^n  of  the  terms  agreed 
upon  for  die  ccfTation  of  hodilides  by  fen,  fhall  like- 
wife  be  refiored,  h>2ci  fuky  widi  all  dieir  crews  and 
cargoes.

IV.  His  Majef^y  the  Kuv^  of  Great  Britain  is  main- 
tained in  his  right  to  the  iil?.nd  of  Newfoundland,  and 

.  to  the  adjacent  iflands,  as  tlic  w'i.jle  were  aflured  to 
him  by  die  thirteenth  article  of  die  treaty  of  Utrecht; 
excepting  the  ifia: u.!s  of  St.  Piene  and  Miquelon,  which 
Mre  ceded  in  full  right,  by  the  pi^cnt  treaty,  to  his  moft 
Chritlian  Majcfiy. 

V.  His  Majrfty  the  niofl:  Cliriftian  King,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  quarrels  which  have  hitherto  arifen 
between  the  two  nations  of  Kp..r,Iand  and  France,  con- 
lents  to  renounce  the  liiiht  vA'  lifliing,  which  belongs 
to  him  in  virtnc  of  the  atbrciliid  article  of  the  treaty 
-of  Utrecht,  trorcs  Cape  Bonavifta  to  Cape  St.  John> 
Jiiuatcd  on  die  eailern  caalt  of  Newfoundland,  in  fifty

degrees  north  latitude;  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  cohfehts  on  his  part,  that  the  fiftiery  af- 
figned  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majeftjr, 
beginning  at  the  faid  Cape  St.  John^  pafling  to  the 
north,  and  defcending  by  the  wefte'rn  coaft  of  the  ifland 
of  Newfoundland,  fhall  extend  to  the  place  called  Cape 
Rayei  fituated  in  forty-feven  degrees  fifty  minutes  la- 
titude. The  French  fifliermen  (hall  enjoy  the  fifhery 
which  is  afligned  to  them  by  the  prefent  article,  as  they 
had  the  right  to  enjoy  that  which  was  afligned  to  thennt 
by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht.  ^  • 

VI .  With  regard  to  the  fiftiery  in  the  gulph  of  St. 
Laurence,  the  French  (hall  continue  to  exercife  it  con-* 
foi'mably  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Paris. 

VII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  reftoi-es  to  France 
the  ifland  of  St.  Lucia^  in  the  condition  it  was  in  when 
it  was  conquered  by  the  Briti(h  arms:  and  his  Britannic 
Majefiy  cedes  and  guaranties  to  his  moft  Ghriftian  Ma- 
jefty the  ifland  of  Tobago.  The  Proteftant  inhabi- 
tants of  the  faid  ifland,  as  well  as  tho(e  of  the  fame 
religion  who  (hall  have  fetded  at  St.  Lucia,  whilft  that 
ifland  was  occupied  by  the  Bridlh  arms,  (hall  not  be 
molefted  in  the  exercife  of  their  worfliip :  and  the 
Briti(h  inhabitants,  or  others  who  may  have  been 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  in  the  aforefaid 
iflands,  (hall  retain  dieir  po(renions  upon  die  fame  ti- 
des and  conditions  iJy  which  they  have  acquired  them ; 
or  elfe  they  may  retire  in  full  fecurity  and  liberty,  where 
they  fhall  think  fit,  and  fhall  have  the  power  of  (elling 
their  eftates,  provided  it  be  to  fubjefts  of  his  mol 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  of  removing  their  e(Fefts,  as 
well  as  their  perfons,  without  being  relb-aincd  in  their 
emigration  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  except  oni 
account  of  debts,  or  of  criminal  profecdtibns.  The 
term  limited  for  this  emigration  is  fixed  to  the  (pace  of 
eighteefi  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty.  And 
^or  the  better  fecuring  the  poflTefliions  o£  the  inhabi- 
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tants  of  the  aforefaid  idand  of.  Tobago,  the  moft 
Chriilian  King  Ihall  iflue  letters  patent^  contaimqg  m 
abolition  of  the  droit  d'aubaine  in  the  faid  ifland.

yill.  The  moft  Chriftian  King  reftores  to  Great 
Britain  the  iflands  of  Grenada,  and  the  Grenadines^  St. 
Vincent's,  Dominica,  St.  Chriftopher's,  Nevis,  and 
Montferrat;  and  the  fortreffes  of  thefe  iflands  fliall  be 
delivered  up  in  the  condition  they  were  in  when  die 
conqueft  of  them  was  made.  The  fame  ftipulations 
inferted  la  the  preceding  article  ftiall  take  place  in  fe- 
Vour  of  the  French  fubjefts,  with  relpeft  to  the  iflands 
enumerated  in  the  prefent  ardcle. 

IX.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes,  in  full 
right,  and  guaranties  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcftjr, 
the  river  Senegal,  and  its  dependencies,  with  the  forts 
of  St.  Louis,  Podor,  Galam,  Arguin,  and  Portendic; 
and  his  Britannic  Majefty  reftores  to  France  the  ifland 
of  Gorce,  which  fliall  be  delivered  up  in  the  conditioi^ 
it  was  in  when  the  conqueft  of  it  was  made. 

X.  The  moft  Chriftian  King,  on  his  part,  guaranties 
to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  the  pofleffion  of  fort 
James,  and  of  the  river  Gambia. 

XI.  For  preventing  all  difcuflion  in  that  part  of  the 
world,  the  two  high  contrafting  parties  fliall,  within 
three  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of 
the  prefent  treaty,  name  compiifcries,  who  fliall  be 
charged  with  the  fettling  and  fixing  of  the  boundaries 
jpf  the  refpeftive  pofleffions.  As  to  the  gum  trade, 
the  Englifli  fliall  have  the  liberty  of  carrying  it  on> 
from  the  mouth  of  the  river  St.  Jolin,  to  the  bay  and 
fort  of  Portendic  inclufively.  Provided  that  they 
fliall  not  form  any  permanent  fettlement,  of  what  na«) 
ture  foever,  in  the  faid  river  St.  John,  upon  the  coaft> 
gr  in  the  bay  of  Portendic. 

XIL  As  to  the  refidue  of  the  coaft  of  Africa,  the 
Englilh  and  French  fubjedts  fliall  continue  to  refort 
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thereto,  according  to  the  ufage  which  has  hitherto 
prevailed. 

XIII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  reftores  to  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefly  all  the  fettlements  which  be- 
longed to  him  at  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  war,  upon 
the  coaft  of  Orixa,  and  in  Bengal,  with  liberty  to  fur- 
round  Chandernagore  with  a  ditch  for  carrying  off  the 
waters:  and  his  Britannic  Maje(ly  engages  to  take  fuch 
meafures  as  (hall  be  in  his  power  for  fecuring  'to  the 
fubjefts  of  France  in  that  part  bf  India,  as  well  as  on 
the  coafts  of  Orixa,  Coromand^l,  and  Malabar,  a  fafe, 
free,  and  independent  trade,  luch  as  was  carried  on  by 
the  French  Eaft  India  Company,  whether  they  exer- 
cife  it  individually,  or  united  in  a  company. 

XIV.  Pondicherry  (ball  be  in  like  manner  delivered 
up  and  guarantied  to  France,  as  alfo  Karikal ;  and  his 
Britannic  Majefty  fliall  procure,  for  an  additional  de- 
pendency to  Pondicherry,  the  two  diftrifts  of  Vala- 
nour  and  Bahour;  and  to  Karikal,  the  four  Magans 
bordering  thereupon. 

XV.  France  fhall  re-enter  into  the  poffeflion  of 
Mahc,  as  well  as  of  its  faftory  at  Surat;  and  the  French 
fliall  carry  on  their  trade  in  this  part  of  India  conform- 
ably to  the  principles  eftablifhed  in  the  thirteenth  arti- 
cle of  this  treaty.

XVI.  Orders  having  been  fent  to  India  by  the  high 
contracting  parties,  in  purfuance  of  the  (ixteenth  ar-» 
tide  of  the  preliminaries,  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if, 
within  the  tern\  of  four  months,  the  refpedlive  allies  of. 
their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  (hall  not. 
have  acceded  to  the  pre(ent  pacification,  or  concluded, 
a  feparate  accommodation,  their  faid  Majefties  (hall 
not  give  them  any  a(Iiftance,  diredlly  or  indireftly, 
againft  the  Briti(h  or  French  pofleflions,  or  againft  the 
ancient  poflelTions  of  their  rcfpeftive  allies,  fuch  a§ 
tjicy  were  in  the  year  1776. 

3^VII.  The  King  of  Great  Brita'in,  being  defirouy 
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to  give  to  his  nyqfi  Chrif^ian  Majeily  a  lincere  prpof 
of  reconciliation  and  friendlhip,  and  to  contribp^  to 
render  folid  the  peace  re-eftabliihed  hetwe^n  th^ir  ftid 
Majefties,  confcnts  to  the  abrogation  and  iuppre0k>n 
of  all  the  articles  relative  to  Dunkirk,  from  the  treaty 
of  peace  conclude  at  Utrecht  in  1 7 1 3,  incluj^vc,  to 
this  day. 

XVIII.  Inamcdiatcly  after  the  exchange  pf  ihe 
ratificartions,  the  two  high  coinradlfing  parties  ihaU 
name  comnriiflaries  to  treat  concerning  new  arrange- 
ipcnts  of  conrimerce  between  the  two  n2^tipi:iSj  90  the 
b^fis  of  reciprocity  and  nautual  coAvemei?<;e ;  whkh 
arrangc^ments  Ihall  be  fettled  and  conchidcd  wi^n  tfa^ 
Ipace  of  two  years,  to  be  computed  from  t^  fkft  o( 
January,  in  the  year  1784. 

XIX.  AU  the  countries  a^  territories  which  may 
have  been,  op  which  may  be  conquered,  in  aay  mrt  of  . 
the  ^yolld  wbatfocver^j  by  the  arms  of  his  Britannic 
IJ^ajefty,  as  well  as  by  thofe  of  h^  mpft  Chriftran  NJ^- 
jefty,  which  are  nc^t  included  in  the  prefent  treaty, 
neither  under  the  head  of  Ceflions,  nor  under  the  head 
of  Reftitytions,  fhall  be  rcftored  without  difficulty,  and 
without  requiring  any  compenfation. 

XX.  As  it  is  ncceffary  t;o  appoint  a  certain  period 
for  the  reftitutions  and  evacuations  to  be  made  by  each 
of  the  high  ccntrading  parties,  it  is  agreed  that  die 
King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  cagfe  to  be  evacuated  die 
iflands  of  St.  Piejre  and  Miquelon,  three  mpnths  after 
die  ratification  of  the  prelent  treaty,  or  fboner,  if  it 
can  be  d^ne ;  St.  X^ucia  (one  of  the  Charibee  lAands) 
and  Goree  in  Africa,  three  months-  after  the  ratiiicadon 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done. 
The  King  of  Great  Britain  IhaJl,  in  Hke  manner,  at 
the  end  of  three  months  after  the  ratification  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done,  enter  again 
into  the  poffefTion  of  the  iflands  of  Grenada,  the  Gre- 
iiadines,  St.  Vincent's,  Dominica,  St.  Ghriftc^her's, 
Nevis,  and  Montferrat,    France  fhall  be  put  in  p>of- 
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ieffion  of  the  towin$  and  faftories  -vrhich  are  reftored  to 
her  in  rfie  Eaft  Indies,  and  of  t!ie  territories  which 
ore  pxxDCured  for  her,  to  fcrve  as  additional  dependen- 
cies to  Pondicherry,  and  to  Karilvai^  Ck  moatiis  after 
the  ratification  of  the  preient  tpcaty,  or  Sooner,  if  it 
can  be  done.  France  fhaJI  deliver  up,  at  the  end  of 
the  Hke  term  of  fix  i^ionths,  the  towns  and  territories 
which  her  arms  may  have  taken  from  the  Englifh, 
or  their  allies,  in  the  Eaft  Indies.  In  confequence 
whereof,  the  neceflary  orders  fhall  be  fent  by  each  of 
the  high  contracting  parties,  with  reciprocal  paffports 
for  the  fhips  which  fhall  carry  them,  immediately  after 
the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXI.  The  decifion  of  the  prizes  and  feizures  inade 
prior  to  the  lioftilities  fliall  be  referred  to  the  refpeftive 
courts  of  jufl:ice;  fo  that  the  legafityof  the  faid  prizes 
and  feizupes  fhall  be  decided  accoRling  to  the  law  of 
nations,  and  to  treaties,  in  the  courts  of  jufticc  of  th^ 
nation  which  Ihall  have  made  the  capture,,  or  ordered  . 
{he  feizures. 

XXII.  For  preventing  the  revival  of  the  Iaw-foit$ 
which  have  been  ended  in  the.iflaads  cooqjuered  by 
either  of  the  higli  contracting  parties,  it  is  agreed^  that 
the  judgments  pronounced  in  die  laft  refort,  and^which 
have  acquired  the  force  of  matters  determined,  IhaH 
be  confirmed  and  executed  according  to  their  form 
and  tenor. 

XXIII.  Their  Britannic  and  mod  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefties  promife  to  obferve  fincei;ely,  and  hondfide^  all 
the  articles  contained  and  tftabliflied  in  the  prefent 
treaty  5  and  they  will  not  fufFur  the  fame  to  be  in- 
fringed, diredly  or  indireftly,  by  their  refpeftive  fub- 
jefts:  and  the  faid  high  contracting  parries  guaranty^ 

"to  each  oriier,  generally  and  reciprocally,  all  the  ftipu- 
lations  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXIV.  The  folemn  ratifiiaations  of  the  prefent 
treaty, .  prepared  in  good  aod  diio  form^  ih^  bp  exi 
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changed  in  this  city  of  Verfaillcs,  between  the  high 
contradting  parties^  in  the  ipace  of  a  months  or  (boner 
if  poflible,  10  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  Ggr 
nature  of  the  prefent  treaty.

Declaration^ 

THE  King  having  entirely  agreed  with  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefly  upon  the  articles  of  the  definitive 
treaty,  will  feek  every  means  which  ihall  not  only  in-* 
fure  the  execution  thereof,  with  his  accuftomed  good 
faith  and  punftuality,  but  will  befides  give,  on  his 
part,  all  poflible  efficacy  to  the  principles  which  Ihall 
prevent  even  the  leaft  foundation  of  dilpute  for  the 
future. 

To  this  end,  and  in  order  that  the  filhermen  of  the 
two  nations  may  not  give  caufc  for  daily  quarrels,  his 
Britannic  Majefly  will  take  the  mofl  pofitive  mea- 
liires  for  preventing  his  fubjedb  from  interrupting,  in 
any  manner,  by  their  competition,  the  fifhery  01  the 
French,  during  the  temporary  exercife  of  it  which  is 
granted  to  them  upon  the  coafk  of  the  ifland  of  New- 
foundland i  and  he  will,  for  this  purpofe,  caufe  the  fixed 
fettlements,  which  fhall  be  formed  there,  to  be  removed. 
His  Britannic  Majefly  will  give  orders  that  the  French 
fifhermen  be  not  incommoded,  in  cutting  the  wood  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  repair  of  their  fcaffolds,  huts,  and  filh- 
ing-veffels. 

The  thirteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  and 
the  method  of  carrying  on  the  fifhery,  which  has  at  all 
times  been  acknowledged,  fhall  be  the  plan  upon 
which  the  fifhery  fhall  be  carried  on  there;  it  fhall 
not  be  deviated  from  by  either  party;  the  French  fifh- 
ermen building  only  their  fcaffblds;^  confining  them^ 
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felves  to  the  repair  of  their  fifhing-veflels,  and  hot 
wintering  there  J  the  Hibjcds  of  liis  Britannic  Majefty, 
on  their  part,  not  molefting  in  any  iiianner  the  French 
fifhennen  during  their  fifhing,  jior  injuring  their  fcaC- 
jfolds  during  their  abfcnce. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain,  in  ceding  the  iflands 
of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon  to  France,  regards  them 
as  ceded  for  the  purpofe  of  ferving  as  a  real  flbcker  to 
the  French  filherraen,  and  m  full  confidence  that  thefc 
pofleffions  will  not  become  an  objeft  of  jealoufy  be- 
tween the  two  nations  >  and  diat  the  fifliery  between 
the  faid  iflands  and  that  of  Newfoundland  Ihall  be 
Bmited  to  the  middle  of  the  channeL 

With  regard  to  India,  Great  Britain  having  granted 
to  France  every  thing  tliat  can  afcertain  and  confirm 
the  trade  which  the  latter  requii'es  to.  carry  on  there^ 
his  Majefty  relies  with  confidence  on  the  repeated  aflliir- 
ances  of  the  court  of  Vcrfailles,  that  the  power  of  Ibr- 
rounding  Chandernagore  with  a  ditch  for  carryii^  off 
the  waters,  fhall  not  be  exercifed  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
to  make  it  become  an  objedk  of  umbrage* 

The  new  ftate  in  which  commerce  may  perhaps  be 
£)und  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  will  demand  reviiioiifi 
and  exphnadons  of  the  fubfiding  treaties ;  but  an  e»« 
drc  abrogation  of  thofe  treaties,  in  whatever  periods  it 
might  be,  would  throw  cono-merce  into  fuch-  confulion 
as  would  be  of  infinite  prejudice  to  it. 

In  fome  of  the  treaties  of  this  fort,  there  are  not 
only  articles  which  relaoe  merely  to  commerce,  but 
many  others  which  iafure  reciprocally  to  the  relpedtive 
fubjedb,  privileges,  facilities  for  conducing  dieir  af- 
fairs, perfonal  piiotcftions,  and  other  advantages,  which 
are  not,  and  which  ought  not  to  be  of  a  changeable 
nature,  fucli  as  the  regulations  relating  tnerely  to.  the 
value  of  goods  and-  merchandize,  variafeie  from  cir-r 
cumftanccs  of  every  kind. 

When  therefore  the  ftate  of  the  trade  between  th€ 
two  nations  fhall  be  treated  upon,  it  is  requifite  to  be 
underilood,  that  t^e  akemtions  which  ntay  be  made  in 
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the  fubfifUrig  treaties  are  to  extend  only  to  arraiiget 
mcnts  merely  commerciaVj  and  that  the  prtvikges  and 
advantages,  mutual  wd  particular,  be  not  only  pre- 
fcrved  on  each  fide,  but  ev«i  ai^aiented,  if  it  can  be 
done.

THE  principles  which  have  guided  the  King  in 
the  whole  courfe  of  tJv:  negotiations  which  preceded 
the  re-eftablifhment  of  peace,  muft  Ivive  convinced 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  that  his  Majefly.  has  had 
no  other  defign  than  to  render  it  folid  and  lafting,  bj^^ 
preventing,  as  niuch  as  poflible,  in  the  four  quarters 
of  the  world,  eveiy  fubjeft  of  difcuflion  and  quarreL, 
The  Kirig  of  Great  Britain  undoubtedly  places  too. 
fnych  confidence  in  the  wprightnefs  of  his  Majefty's 
intentions,  not  to  rely  upon  his  conftant  attention  to 
prevent  the  iflands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon  from 
becoming  an  object  of  jealoufy  between  the  two  n^ 
tions. 

As  to  the  fifliery  on  the  coafts  of  Newfoundland,, 
which  has  been  the  objed  of  the  new  arrangements  fet- 
tled by  die  two  Sovereigns  upop  this  matter,  it  is  fuffi- 
ciendy  afcertaincd  by  the  fifm  article  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  figned  this  day^  and  by  the  declaration  likewife 
delivered  to-day,  by  his  Britannic  Majefly 'sAmbaflador 

Extraordinary 
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Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary;  and  his  Majefty 
declares  that  he  is  fully  fatisfied  on  this  head. 

In  regard  to  tfie  fifhery  between  the  ifland  of  New- 
foundland, and  thofe  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  it  is 
not  to  be  carried  on,  by  either  party,  but  to  the  middle 
©f  the  channel ;  and  his  Majefly  will  give  the  moft 
pofitive  orders,  that  the  French  fiftiermen  fliall  not 
go  beyond  this  line.  His  Majefty  is  firmly  perfiiaded 
that  the  King  of  Great  Britain  will  give  like  orders 
to  the  Engliih  fifliermen* 

The  King's  defire  to  maintain  the  peace  compre- 
hends India  as  well  as  the  other  parts  of  the  world ; 
his  Britannic  Majefty  may  therefore  be  aflured^  that 
his  Majefty  will  never  permit  that  an  objeft  fo  inofE;n- 
five  and  fo  harmlefs  as  the  ditch  with  which  Chan- 
dernagore  is  to  be  furrounded,  fhould  give  any  urn- 
^r^e  to  the  court  of  Lx)ndon. 

The  King,  in  propofing  new  arrangements  of  com- 
merce, had  no  other  defign  than  to  remedy,  by  the 
rules  of  reciprocity  and  mutual  convenience,  whatever 
may  be  defeftive  in  the  treaty  of  commerce  figned  at 
Utrecht,  in  one  thoufand  fcven  hundred  and  thirteen* 
The  King  of  Great  Britain  may  judge  fi-om  thence, 
that  his  Majefty's  intention  is  not  in  any  wife  to  cancel 
all  the  ftipulations  in  the  above-mentioned  treaty ;  he 
declares,  on  the  contrary,  from  henceforth,  that  he  is 
dilpofed  to  maintain  all  the  privileges,  facilities,  and 
advantages  expreffed  in  that  treaty,  as  far  as  they  flmll 
be  reciprocal,  or  compenfated  by  equivalent  advan- 
tages.

.  By  the  tenor  of  thefe  prefents  make  known  and  tef^ 
tify  to  all  and  (ingular  whom  it  doth  or  may  in  any 
{Tianner  concern.  During  the  time  that  the  late  ex^ 
tenfive  war  overfpread  almoft  the  whole  world>  we^ 
fuid  her  Majefty  the  J^mpreis  and  fble  Monarch  of  all 
liie  Rufiias,  animated  with  an  equal  defire  of  putting 
an  end  as  foon  as  poffible  to  the  calamities  of  the  war^ 
did  not  omit  frequently  to  manifeft  our  earneft  incli^ 
Action  that  by  the  interpofition  of  our  reipe^tive  and 
littitual  friendly  offices,  a  reconciliadon  of  the  bellige^ 
rent  parties  might  be  promoted,  ai)d  the  former  peace 
and  Ancere  concord  l?etween  them  be  reftored.  It  was 
Vol.  !•  LI  very 
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very  agreeable  to  us  to  undcrftand  that  our  common  en* 
deavours  had  not  failed  of  the  deftred  efie£t;  for  a  more 
pai:iBc  difpofition  afterwards  prevailing  in  the  minds  of 
the  Princes  engaged  in  the  war>  and  the  bnfinefs  being 
already  fo  far  happily  advanced^  that  previous  condi- 
tions of  peace,  or  preliminary  articles.  Were  agreed 
upon  between  them,  on  which  the  general  work  of 
•  pacification   might  be   founded,   the  aforefaid  mod: 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Princes  defired,  in  a  friendly 
manner,  that,  in  concert  with  her  Imperial  Majefty  of 
all  the  Ruflias,  we  would  apply  our  jomt  attention  to 
this  falutary  bufinels,  and  int^rpofe  our  friendly  offices 
for  eftablifhing  the  peace,  of  which  the  foundations 
were  happily  laid  by  the  above-mentioned  previous 
co/iditions,  in  order  that  by  the  united  efforts  of  the 
mediators,  the  great  work  of  peace  might  on  every 
fide  be  the  more  certainly  accomplifhed.     We,  ever 
intent  upon  that  objedt,  perceived  with  the  greater 
farisfaftion  the  fentiments  of  the  above-mentioned 
Princes,  and,  having  previoufly  concerted  meafures 
with  her  Majefly  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias,  did 
not  hefitate  to  confirm  the  expeftarions  they  had  con- 
ceived on  our  part,  by  accepting,  with  a  willing  and 
chearful  mind,  the  truft  committed  to  us.     For  which 
end  we  have  made  choice  of  the  illuftrious  and  noble, 
our  faithful  and  beloved  Florimond  Count  de  Mercy- 
Argenteau,  Knight  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  our  adhial 
Privy  Counfellor,  and  our  AmbalTador  reflding  at  the 
court  of  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  King  of 
France  and  Navarre,  a  perfon  of  fingular  fidelity,  in- 
tegrity, and  experience  in  the  proi:)er  conduft  of  afl^rs^ 
and  have  appointed,  and  hereby  given  him  full  power 
CO  take  upon  him,  in  our  name,  4ie  office  of  mediator, 
conjointly  with  fuch  perfon  or  perfbns  who  fhall  be  ap- 
pointed and  furnifhed  with  equal  full  power,  as  well 
on  the  part  of  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the 
Ruffias,  as  co-mediatrix,  as  on  the  part  of  the  other 
Princes  who  may  be  interefled  therein,  and  to  contri- 
bute his  counfel  and  afftftance  fur  concluding,  by  the

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Inteipofirion  of  friendly  ofSces  and  united  efforts,  fuch 
treaties,  conventions,  or  regulations  whatfoever,  as 
niay  appear  to  be  neceflary  for  completing  the  work 
of  peace;  all  which  h<^  (hall  fubfcribe  and  Hgni  and 
Ihall  alfo  deliver  fuch  inflrument  or  inftruments,  on  his 
part,  as  may  be  proper  and  required  of  him  for  per- 
fefting  the  buiineis:  promifing,  on  our  Imperial^ 
Royal,  and  Archducal  word,  that  we  Will  ratify,  ac- 
cept, and  faithfully  fulfil  all  fuch  things  as  our  faid 
AmbafTador  fhall  hare  concKided,  prortllfed,  and  fignedj 
by  virtue  of  thefe  prefeiltSj  and  that  we  will  order 
letters  of  ratification  to  be  expedited  at  the  time 
agreed  upon*  In  witnefsj  and  for  the  greater  validity 
whereof,  we  have  figned  this  inftrument  of  full  power- 
with  our  hand,  and  have  ordered  it  to  be  connrmed 
with  our  Imperial^  Royal,  and  Archducal  fcal  affixed 
thereto.  Given  in  our  city  of  Vienna,  the  fixteenth' 
day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand 
fcven  hundred  and  eighty- three,  in  the  twentieth  of 
our  Roman-rGermanic  reign,  and  the  third  of  our 
hereditary  reign.

B^diennia,  to  carry  our  united  medi^udon  into  fuU  exe- 
cution, and  to  interpofe  our  good  offices  in  this  falutary . 
work,  by  concurring  to  cos^folidate  and  fully  eftablifh 
the  peace,  the  fouimdons  of  which  were  laid  by  the 
aforefaid  preliminary  articles,  and  thus  to  accompliffi 
die  buiinefs  of  pacification  fo  happily  begun.  We, 
equally  induced  oy  the  iendments  above  expreffed,  as

HIS  Britannic   Majefty,   and  his  mofl  ChrifHan 
M^je^^    being  equally    aninnated    with    the  defire

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not  only  of  confolidatingthe  good  harmony  which  aftu-* 
ally  fubfifts  between  them,  but  alfo  of  extending  the 
happy  efFefts  thereof  to  their  refpeftive  fubjefts,  have 
thought  that  the  m*oft  efficacious  means  for  attaining 
thofe  objcfts,  conformably  to  the  cighteendi  article  of 
the  treaty  pf  peace  iigned  the  6th  of  September,  1783, 
would  be  to  adopt  a  fyftem  of  commerce  on  the  bafis 
of  reciprocity  and  mutual  convenience,  which,  by 
difcontinuing  the  prohibitions  and  prohibitory  duties 
which  have  exifted  for  almoft  a  century  between  the 
two  nations,  might  procure  the  moft  folid  advantages 
on  both  fides  to  the  national  produ&ions  and  iiiduftry, 
jand  put  an  end  to  contraband  trade,  no  lefs  injurious

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II.  For  the  future  fecurity  of  commerce  and  friend- 
fiiip  between  the  fubjefts  of  their  faid  Majefties,  and 
to  the  end  that  this  good  correlpondence  may  be  pre- 
served feom  all  interruption  and  difturbance,  it  is  con- 
cluded and  agreed,  that  if  at  any  time  there  ^fhould 
arife  any  mifunderftanding,  breach  of  friendlhip,  or 
rupture,  between  the  crowns  of  their  Majefties,  vhich 
God  forbid !  (which  rupture  (hall  not  be  deemed  to  ex- 
ift  until  the  recalling  or  fending  home  of  the  refpeftive 
Ambaffadors  and  Minifters)  the  fubjefts  of  each  of  the

^nd  donunions  of  each  party  whereibeirer^  that  ao  one 
fliall  in  any  wife  ufe  fuch  commiflions  or  letters  of  re% 
prifal^  under  the  fevered:  punifhment  that  can  be  in« 
fli£ted  on  the  tranfgreirors,  befides  being  liable  to 
make  full  reflitution  and  fatisfadion  to  thofe  to  whom 
(Jiey  have  done  any  damage :  neidier  ihall  any  letters 
fof  reprifs^  be  hereafter  granted  by  either  of  the  faid 
}ugh  contrading  parties,  to  the  prejudice  or  detrimeiA

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V.  The  iilbje£b  of  each  of  their  iaid  Mi^ejfties  may 
have  leave  and  licence  to  come  with  their  ihips^  as 
alfo  with  the  merchandizes  and  goods  on  bofthl  the 
fame,  the  trade  and  importation  whereof  are  not  pjno^ 
Kibited  by  the  laws  of  either  kingdom,  and  to  enter 
into  the  countries,  dominions,  cities,  ports,  places,  and 
rivers  of  either  party,  fituated  in  Europe,  to  refoit 
thereto,  and  to  remain  and  refide  there,  without  mf 
limitadon  of  time ;  alio  to  hire  houfes;  or  to  loc^ 
with  other  peifons,  and  to  buy  all  lawful  kinds  of  mer*^ 
chandizes  where  they  think  fit,  eidiier  from  the  firft 
maker  or  the  feifcri  or  in  any  other  manner,  whether 
in  the  public  market  for  the  fale  of  merchandizes,  or 
in  &irs,  or  wherever  flich  merchandizes  are  manufac^ 
tured  or  fold.  They  may  likewife  depofit  and  ke^ 
in  their  magazines  and  warehoufes  the  merchandizes 
brought  from  other  parts,  and  afterwards  expofe  the 
fame  to  fale,  without  being  in  any  wife  oblig^,  unkls 
willingly  and  of  their  own  accord,  to  hrii^  the  faid 
merchandizes  to  the  marts  and  &irs.  Neither  are  they 
CO  be  burthened  with  any  impofidons  or  duties  on  ac« 
count  of  the  faid  freedom  of  trade,  or  for  any  other 
caufe  whatfoever,  except  thofe  which  are  to  be  paid 
for  their  fhips  and  merchandizes  conformably  to  the 
regulations  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  thole  to  which  the 
fubjedh  of  the  two  contrafti^g  pardes  fhall  themlelyes 
oe  liable.

Liberty 
ihall  not  be  refufed  to  bury  the  fubjedb  of  either  king- 
doni,  who  die  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  in  conve- 
nient places  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe^  nor  (haU 
the  funerals  or  fepulchres  of  the  dcceafed  be  in  any 
wife  difturbed.

VL  The  two  high  corrtrafting  parties  have  thought 
proper  to  fettle  the  duties  on  certain  goods  and  mer- 
'chandizes,  in  order  to  fix  invariably  the  footing  on 
•which  the  trade  therein  (hall  be  eftabliflied  between 
the  two  nations.  In  confequence  of  which  they  have 
agreed  upon  the  following  tariff,  viz. 
■'  I  ft.  The  wines  of  France,  imported  direftly  from 
France  into  Great  Britain,  fhall  in  no  cafe  pay  any 
higher  dudes  than  thofe  which  the  wines  of  Portugal 
now  pay.  ' 

The  wines  of  France,- imported  direftly  from  France 
Into  Ireland,  (hall  pay  no  higher  duties  than  thofe 
which  they  now  pay. 

ad.  The  vinegars  of  France,  mftead  of  fixty-feven 
J)0unds  five  (hilHngs  and  three  pence,  and  twelve  twen- 
tieths of  a  penny  fterling,  per  ton,  yrhich  they  now 
pay,  (hall  not  for  the  future  pay  in  Great  Britain  any 
higher  dunes  than  thirty-two  pounds  eighteen  (hillings 
and  ten  pence,  and  fixteen  twentieths  of  a  penny  fter- 
ling, per  ton. 

3d.  The  brandies  of  France,  inftead  of  nine  (hil- 
lings and  (ix  pence,  and  twelve  twentieths  of  a  penny 
fterling,  (hall  for  the  future  pay  in  Great  Britain  only 
feven  (hillings  fterling  per  gallon,  makbg  four  quarts^ 
Englilh  meafure. 

4th.  Oil  of  olives,  coming  direftly  from  France, 

(hall 
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ihall  for  the  future  pay  no  higher  duties  dian  are  oow 
paid  for  the  fame  from  the  moft  fevourcd  nations. 

5UV  Beer  fhail  pay  reciprocally  a  duty  of  thirty  per 
cent,  ad  valorem. 

6th.  The  duties  on  hardware,  cudery,  cabinet  ware, 
and  turnery,  and  alfo  all  works,  bbth  heavy  and  lig^t; 
of  iron,  fteel,  copper,  and  brafs,  (hall  be  clafied »  and 
the  higheft  duty  ihall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  ad  va- 
lorem, 

•  7th.  All  forts  of  cottons  manufaftured  in  the  do* 
tninions  of  the  two  Sovereigns  in  Europe,  and  alfo 
woollens,  whether  knit  or  wove,  including  hofiery, 
^all  pay,  iij  both  countries,  m  import  duty  of  twelve 
per  cent,  ad  valorem;  all  manufactures  of  cotton  or' 
wool,  mixed  with  fiUc,  excepted,  which,  fhall  remain 
prohibited  on  both  fides. 

8  th,  Ganibrics  and  lawns  (hall  pay,  in  both  coun- 
tries, an  import  duty  of  five  (hillings,  or  fix  Ihres 
^currtoisy  per  deroi  piece  of  fe ven  yards  and  three  quar* 
ters,  Englifh  niiealure ;  and  linens,  made  of  flax  or 
hemp,  manufaftured  in  the  dominions  of  the  two 
Sovereigns  in  Europe,  (hall  pay  no  higher  dudes,  either 
in  Great  Britain  or  Francej  than  linens  manufafturcd 
in  Holland  or  Flanders,  imported  into  Great  Britain^ 
liow  pay. 

And  linens  made  of  flax  or  hemp,  manufadhired  in 
Ireland  or  France,  (hall  reciprocally  pay  no  higher 
duties  than  linens  manufactured  in  Holland,  imported 
into  Ireland,  now  pay. 

9th.  Sadlery  (hall  reciprocally  pay  an  import  duty 
of  fifteen  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  » 

loth.  Gauzes  of  all  f(;rts  (hall  reciprocally  pay  ten 
per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

I  ith.  Millinery  made  up  of  mudin,  lawn,  cambric, 
or  gauze  of  every  kind,  or  of  any  other  article  ad- 
mitted under  the  prefcnt  tariff,  fhall  pay  reciprocally 
a  duty  of  twelve  per  cent,  ad  valorem :  and  it  any  ar- 
ticles (hall  be  ufed  therein  which  are  not  fpecificd  in 
ihd  tariff,  they  (hall  pay  no  higher  duties  than  thofc 

paid 
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jMud  for  die  lame  articles  by  the  moft  favdured  na^ 
tions. 

ladu  Porcelain^  earthen«*ware,  and  pottiery,  fhall 
pay  reciprocally  twelve  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

13th.  Plate-^lafS)  and  glais^wart  in  general,  fhall  be 
udmltted  on  each  fide,  paying  a  duty  of  twelve  per 
cent,  fld  valorem. 

His  Britannic  Majefly  rcferves  the  right  of  conn* 
tehrailii^,  by  additional  dudes  on  the  under-mendoned 
merchandizes,  the  internal  dudes  a£tually  impoied  upon 
die  manufk6tures,  or  the  import  dudes  which  are 
diargrd  on  the  raw  materials;  namely,  on  all  linens 
or  cottons,  ftained  or  printed,  on  beer,  glafs-ware, 
idate^glafs,  and  iron. 

And  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  alfo  referves  die 
right  of  doing  the  fame,  with  regard  to  the  foUowiiig 
merdiandizes  -,  namely,  cottons,  iron,  and  beer. 

And  for  the  better  fecuring  the  due  coUc&ion  of  die 
dudes  payable,  ad  valorem,  which  are  fpecified  in  die 
above  tariff,  the  faid  contrafdng  pardes  will  concert  with 
eadi  other  as  well  the  form  of^  the  declaradons  to  bt 
made,  as  aUb  the  proper  means  of  preventing  fimid 
widi  refpeA  to  the  real  value  of  the  iidd  goods  and 
merchandizes. 

But  if  it  fhall  hereafter  appear  that  any  mifhkes 
have  inadvertently  been  made  in  the  above  tariff,  con- 
trary to  die  principles  on  which  it  is  founded,  the  two 
Sovereigns  will  concert  with  good  £uth  upon  the  means 
of  reftifying  them. 

VII.  The  dudes  above  fpecified  are  not  to  be  al- 
tered but  by  mutual  confent;  and  the  merchandizes 
not  above  fpecified  fhall  pay,  in  the  dominions  of  the 
two  Sovereigns,  the  import  and  export  dudes  payable 
in  each  of  the  faid  dominions  by  the  moft  fevoured 
European  nations,  at  the  rime  the  prefcnt  treaty  bears 
date;  and  the  fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the 
faid  dominions  fhall  alfo  refj)e£lively  enjoy  therein  all 
the  privileges  and  advantages  which  are  granted  to 
thofe  of  the  moft  favoured  European  nation^. 

And 
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And  ic  being  die  intention  of  the  two  hi^  contr^A* 
ing  parties,  that  their  refpe£tiye  fubjefb  mould  be^  ii| 
the  donunions  of  each  other,  upon  a  foodng  as  advan- 
tageous as  thoie  of  other  European  nations^  they  agree 
that,  in  cafe  they  (hall  hereafter  grant  any  additional  ad? 
vantages  in  navigation  or  trade  to  any  other  European 
nation,  they  will  reciprocally  allow  their  faid  fubje^  ^ 
participate  therein,  without  prejudice  however  to  the 
advantages  which  they  referve,  viz.  France,  in  £ivour 
of  Spain,  in  confequence  of  the  twenty-fourth  articte 
of  the  family  compaft,  figned  the  loth  of  May,  1761, 
and  England  according  to  what  ihe  has  pradiiedin 
confonxiity  to,  and  in  confequence  of  the  oonvention 
of  1 703,  between  England  and  Portugal. 

And,  to  the  end  that  every  perfbn  may  know  with 
certainty  the  ftate  of  the  afbref^d  impofts,  cuftoms^ 
import  and  export  duties,  whatever  they  may  be.  It  is 
^kgrced  that  tarifi^,  indicating  the  impofts,  cuftoms^ 
and  eftabliihed  dudes,  {hall  be  affixed  in  public  jdaces^ 
as  well  in  Rouen  and  die  other  trading  cities  of  France, 
as  in  London  and  the  other  trading  cides  under  die 
dominion  of  die  King  of  Great  Britain,  diat  rccourfe 
xnav  be  had  to  them  whenever  any  difference  IhaU 
ariie  concerning  fuch  impofts,  cufloms,  and  duties, 
which  fhall  not  be  levied  otherwife  than  in  conformity 
to  what  is  clearly  expreffed  in  the  faid  tariffs,  and  ac- 
cording to  their  natural  conftruflion.  And  if  any 
officer,  or  other  perfbn  in  his  name,  fhaU,  under  a^y 

Sretencc,  publicly  or  privately,  dire£tly  or  indiredtly, 
emand  or  take  of  a  merchant,  or  of  any  other  perfon, 
any  fum  of  money,  or  any  thing  eife,  on  account  of 
dunes,  impoff,  fearch,  or  compenfadon,  although  it 
1^  under  the  name  of  a  &ee  gift,  or  under  any  odier 
pretence,  more  or  otherwife  than  what  is  above  pr^*>- 
bribed  i  in  fuch  cafe,  the  faid  officer^  or  his  deputy,  iC 
he  be  accufed  and  convidbed  of  the  fame  before  a  com-* 
petent  judge^  in  the  phice  where  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted, fhall  give  full  ^tisfaftion  to  the  injured  party^ 
and  fhall  likqwile  fufier  the  penalty  prefirribed  by  die 
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VIII.  No  merchandize  exported  from  the  conntricjf: 
felpeftively  under  the  dominion  of  their  M^efties^ 
Ihall  hereafter  be  fubjeft  to  be  inlpeftcd  or  confiicated> 
under  any  pretence  of  fraud  or  defeft  in  makii^  01* 
working  them>  or  of  any  oth^r  imperfe6tion  whatfo- 
cver;  but  abfolute  freedom  fhall  be  allowed  to  tht 
buyer  and  feller  to  bargain  and  fix  the  price  for  the 
fame,  as  they  fhall  fee  good ;  any  law,  ftatute,  edift^ 
proclamation,  privilege,  grant,  or  cuftom  to  the  con- 
trary notwithftanding. 

iXrf  "Whereas  feveral  kinds  of  merchandizes^  which 
are  ufually  contained  in  cafks,  chefls,  or  other  cafes, 
and  for  which  the  duties  are  paid  by  weight,  will  be 
exported  from  and  imported  into  France  'by  Britifh 
fubje&s;  it  is  agreed^  that,  in  fuch  cafe,  the  afbrefaid 
duties  fhall  be  demanded  only  according  to  the  real 
weight  of  the  merchandizes  j  and  the  weight  of  the 
cafks,  chefls,  and  other  cafes  whatever,  fhall  be  cfc- 
dudted,  in  the  fame  manner  as  has  been  and  is  noMf- 
pradifed  in  England. 

X.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  if  any  miflake  or  error 
fliall  be  -committed  by  any  mafler  of  a  fhip,  his  inter- 
preter or  fiiftor,  or  by  others  employed  by  him,  in 
making  the  entry  or  declaration  of  her  cargo,  neither 
the  fhip  nor  the  cArgo,  for  fuch  defeft,  fhall  be  fubjeft 
to  confifcation ;  but  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  propri-^ 
etors  to  take  back  again  fuch  goods  as  were  omitted 
in  the  entry  or  declaration  of  the  matter. of  the  fhip^ 
paying  only  the  accuflomed  duties  according  to  the 
pancart)  provided  always,  that  there  be  no  manifefl' 
appearance  of  fraud.  Neither  fhall  the  merclnuits,  or 
the  mafters  of  fhips,  or  the  merchadize,  be  fubjeft  to 
any  penalties  by  reafon  of  fuch  omifTion,  in  cafe  the 
goods  omitted  in  the  declaration  fhall  not  have  been 
landed  before  the  declaration  has  been  made. 

XI.  In  cafe  either  of  the  two  high  contrading  par- 
ties fhall  think  proper  to  eftablifh  prohibitions,  or  to 
augment  the  import  duties  upon  any  goods  or  mci*-; 
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chandize  of  the  growth  or  iVianufadhire  o^  the  other, 
which  are  not  fpecified  in  the-  tariff,  llich  prohibition^ 
or  augmentations  fhall  be  general,  and  Ihall  compre- 
hend the  like  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  odier 
moft  favoured  European  nations,  as  well  as  diofe  of 
either  ftate :  and  in  cafe  either  of  the  two  contracting 
parties  fhall  revoke  the  prohibitions,  or  diminilh  the 
duties,  in  fevour  of  any  other  European  nation,  upon 
any  goods  or  merchandize  of  its  growth  or  manufac- 
ture, whether  on  importation  or  exportation,  fuch  re- 
vocations or  diminutions  fhall  be  extended  to  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  other  party,  on  condition  that  the  latter 
Ihall  grant  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  former  the  importation . 
and  expiortation  of  the  like  goods  and  merchandizes 
under  the  fame  duties ;  the  caks  refcrvcd  in  the  feventh 
article  of  the  prcfcnt  treaty  always  excepted. 

XII.  And  forafmuch  as  a  certain  ufage,  not  autho- 
rized by  any  law,  has  formerly  obtained  in  divers  parts 
of  Great  Britain  and  France,  by  which  French  fuhge6b 
have  paid  in  England  a  kind  of  capitation  tax,  called 
in  the  language  of  that  country  Head-money;  anc! 
Englifh  fubjeds  a  like  duty  in  France,  called  Argent 
du  chef',  it  is  agreed,  that  the  faid  import  fhall  not  be 
demanded  for  the  fiiture,  on  either  fide,  neither  under 
the  ancient  name,  nor  under  any  ether  name  what-* 
foever. 

XIII.  If  either  of  the  high  contrafting  parties  has 
granted  or  fhall  grant  any  bounties  for  encouraging  the 
exportation  of  afty  articles  being  of  the  growth,"  pro- 
duce, or  manufadhire  of  his  dominions,  die  other 
party  fhall  be  allowed  to  add  to  the  duties  already  im- 
pofcd,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  on  the  laid  goods 
and  merchandizes  imported  into  his  dominions,  fuch* 
an  impCHt  duty  as  fhall  be  equivalent  to  the  faid  bount}^ 
But  this  flipulation  is  not  to  extend  to  the  cafes  of  re-' 
ftitqtions  of  dudes  and  impofb  (called  drawbacks)- 
which  are  allowed  upon  exportation.  . 

XIV.  The^ 
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XIV.  The  advantages  granted  by  the  pieient  treaty^ 
fo  the  fu^£b  of  his  Bntannic  Wjeffy^  fhail  take 
tSeSt,  as  rar  as  relates  to  the  kingdom  m  Great  Bri^ 
Cain,  as  ibon  as  laws  Ihall  be  pa0ed  there  for  fecxiring 
|o  the  fiibjefb  of  his  mdl  Chriftian  Majefiy  the  red* 
|irocal  enjoyment  of  the  advantages  which  are  granted 
IP  them  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

And  the  advantages  granted  by  all  thefe  articles^ 
except  the  tariff,  Ihall  take  efied,  with  r^ard  to  the 
kingdom  of  I  reland,  as  ibon  as  laws  (hall  be  palled  there 
fi>r  iecuring  to  the  fubje£ts  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma^ 
je%the  recipmcal  enjoyment  of  the  advantages  which 
jure  g^ted  to  them  by  this  treaty;  and,  in  bke  manner, 
ihc  advantages  granted  by  the  tarifFfhaU  take  efied  in 
vrhat  relates  to  the  faid  kingdom,  as  foon  as  laws  ihall 
be  paiTed  there  for  giving  efied  to  die  fiud  tari£F. 

XV.  It  is  agreed,  that  ihips  beloiiging  to  his  Bri- 
fannic  Miyefty's  iubje£b,  arriving  in  the  dominions  of 
his  mo^  Chriftian  Majeily  fiom  the  ports  of  Great 
pritwi  or  Ireland,  or  m>m  any  other  foreign  port,  ihall 
not  pay  fi^^^  duty,  or  any  other  like  duty.  In  the 
fame  manner,  French  ihips  ihall  be  exempted,  in  the 
doininions  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  from  the  duty  of 
five  ihillings,  and  from  every  other  iimilar  duty  or 
charge* 

XVL  It  ihall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  priva- 
^ers,  not  being  iubjedb  of  either  crown,  who  have 
commifEons  from  any  other  Prince  or  State,  in  enmity 
with  either  nation,  to  arm  their  ihips  in  the  ports  of 
dthf^r  of  ;he  faid  two  kingdoms^  to  fell  what  they  have 
t^en,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever  to  exchange 
ihe  fames  neither  ihall  they  be  allowed  even  to  pur«* 
chafe  viduals,  except  frich  as  ihall  be  neceflary  lor 
dieir  gobg  to  the  neareft  port  of.  that  Prince  from 
whom  they  have  obtained  commiilions. 

XVII.  When  any  difplite  ihall  arife  between  any 
ipmmander  of  a  ihip  and  his  feamen,  in  the.  ports  of 
Wher  lqqg4omj  concerning  wages  due  to  the  uid  fea- 

men^ 
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men,  or  other  civil  caufes  whatever,  the  magiftrate  of 
the  place  fhall  require  no  more  from  the  perfon  accufed 
than  that  he  give  to  the  accufer  a  declaration  in  writing, 
witnefled  by  the  magiftrate^  whereby  he  fhall  be  bound 
to  anfwer  that  matter  before  a  competent  judge  in  his 
own  country  i  which  being  done,  it  Ihall  not  be  lawful 
either  for  the  feamen  to  defert  their  fhip,  or  to  hinder 
the  commander  from  profecuting  his  voyage.     It  Ihall 
moreover  be  lawful  for  the  merchants,  in  the  places  of 
their  abode^  or  elfewhere,  to  keq>  books  of  their  ac- 
coimts  and  affairs,  as  they  fhall  think  ^t,  and  to  hav« 
an  intercourfe  of  letters  in  fuch  language  or  idiom  as 
they  fhall  chufe,  without  any  moleftation  or  fearch 
whatfbever.     But  if  it  ftiould  happen  to  be  neceflary 
fpr  theln  to  produce  their  books  of  accounts  for  de- 
ciding any  difpute  or  controverfy,  in  luch  cafe,  they 
Ihall  be  obliged  to  bring  into  court  the  entire  books 
or  writings,  but  fo.  as  the  judge  may  not  have  liberty 
io  take  cognizance  of  any  other  articles  in  the  faid 
books  than  fuch  as  fhall  relate  to  the  affair  in  queftion,- 
or  fuch  as  fhall  be  necefTary  to  give  credit  to  the  faid 
books;  neither  fhall  it  be  lawful,  under  any  pretence, 
to  take  the  faid  books  or  writings  forcibly  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  owners,  or  to  retain  them,  the  cafe  of 
bankruptcy  only  excepted^     Nor  fhall  the  fubjefts  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  be  obliged  to  write  their 
accounts,  letters,  or  otlier  inftruments  relating  to  trade, 
on  flamped  paper,  except  th^ir  day-book,  which,  that 
it  may  be  produced  as  evidence  in  any  law-fuir,  ought, 
according  to  the  la^  -^hich  all  perfons  trading  irt 
France  are  to  obferve,  to  be  indorfed  and  attefted 
gratis  by  the  judge,  under  his  own  hand. 

XVIII.  It  is  fiirther  agreed  and  concluded,  that  all 
ftierchants,  commanders  of  fhips,  and  others,  the  fub- 
jefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  in  all  the  domi-* 
nions  of  his  molt  Chriftian  Majefly  in  Europe,  fhall 
have  foil  liberty  to  manage  their  own  affaif^  themfelves. 
Or  to  commit  them  to  the  management  of  whomfoever 
they  pleafe;  nor  fhall  they  be  obliged  to  employ  any 
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interpreter  or  broker,  nor  to  pay  them  any  falary, 
unlefs  they  (hall  chufe  to  employ  them.  Moreover, 
mailers  of  fhips  Ihall  not  be  obliged,  in  loading  or 
unloading  their  (hips,  to  make  ufe  of  thofe  peribns 
who  may  be  appointed  by  public  authority  for  that 
purpofe,  either  at  Bourdeaux  or  elfcwhere;  but  it 
IhaU  be  entirely  (ree  for  them  to  load  or  unload  their 
Ihips  by  themfelves,  or  to  make  ufe  of  fuch  perfbns  in 
loading  or  unloading  the  fame  as  they  (hall  think  fit, 
without  the  payment  of  any  reward  to  any  other  whom- 
Ibever;  neither  (hall  they  be  forced  to  unload  into 
other  (hips>  or  to  receive  into  their  own  any  merchan- 
dize whatever,  or  to  wait  for  their  lading  any  longer 
than  they  pleafe.  And  all  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  (hall  reciprocally  have  and  enjoy  the 
fame  privileges  and  liberties,  in  all  the  dominions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty  in  Europe,. 

XIX.  The  (hips  of  either  party  being  laden^  (ailing 
along  the  coafts  of  the  other,  and  being  forced  by 
ftorm  into  the  havens  or  ports,  or  making  land,  there 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  (hall  not  be  obliged  to 
unlade  their  goods,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  pay  any 
duty,  unlefs  they  of  their  own  accord  unlade  their 
goods  there,  and  fell  Ibme  part  thereof.  But  it'  (hall 
be  lawful,  permi(rion  having  been  firft  obtained  from 
tliofe  who  have  the  direftion  of  maritime  affairs,  to 
unlade  and  fell  a  fmall  ^art  of  their  cargo,  merely 
for  the  end  of  purchafing  neceflTaries,  either  for  vidhjal- 
ling  or  refitting  the  (hip ;  and  in  that  cadfe  the  whole 
lading  (hall  not  be  fubjeft  to  pay  the  duties,  but  that 
fmall  part  only  which  (hall  have  been  taken  out  and 
fold. 

XX.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  all  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King^ 
to  fail  with  their  (hips,  withperfeft  fecurity  and  liberty^ 
no  diftinftion  being  made  who  are  the  proprietors  of 
the  merchandizes  laden  thereon,  from  any  port  what-^ 
CYcr^  to  the  countries  whidi  arc  now  or  ihaU  be  here- 
after 
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after  at  war  with  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  the 
mod  Chriftian  King,  It  fhall  likewife  be  lawful  for 
the  aforefaid  fubjefts  to  fail  and  traffic  with  their  fljips 
and  merchandizes,  with  the  fame  liberty  and  fecUrityy 
from  the  countries,  ports,  and  places  of  thofe  who  are 
enemies  of  both,  or  of  either  party,  without  any  op- 
pofition  or  difturbance  whatfoever,  and  to  pafs  direftly 
not  only  from  the  places  of  the  enemy  afore- men- 
tioned to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one  place  be- 
longing to  an  enemy  to  another  place  belonging  to  an 
enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdidlion  of  the 
lame  or  of  feveral  Princes.  And  as  it  has  been  ftipu- 
lated  concerning  Ihips  and  goods,  that  eveiy  thing  Ihall 
be  deemed  to  be  free  which  Ihall  be  found  on  board 
the  Ihips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the .  refpedlive 
kingdoms,  although  the  whole  lading,  or  part  thereof^ 
fliould  belong  to  the  enemies  of  their  Majefties,  con- 
traband goods  being  always  excepted,  on  the  Hopping 
of  which,  fuch  proceedings  Ihall  be  had  as  are  con- 
formable to  the  ipirit  of  the  following  articles;  it  ig 
likewife  agreed,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  extended  to 
perlbns  who  are  on  board  a  free  fliip>  to  the  erld  that, 
although  they  be  enemies  to  boda  or  to  either  party,  diey 
may  not  be  taken  out  of  fuch  free  Ihip,  unlefs  diey  are 
foldiers  adlually  in  the  fervice  of  the  enemies,  and  on 
their  voyage  for  the  purpofe  of  being  employed  in  a 
militar)'  capacity  in  their  fleets  or  armies. 

XXI.  This  liberty  of  .navigation  and  commerce 
fiiall  extend  to  all  kinds  of  merchajidizes,  excepting 
thofe  only  which  are  fpecified  in  the  following  article, 

and  which  are  defcribed  under  the  name  of  Contraband, 

■.    »       ■  • 

XXII.  Under  this  name  of  Contraband,  or  prohi- 
bit?cd  goods,  (hall  be  comprehended  arms,  cannon> 
harquebufles,  mortars,  petards,  bombs,  grenades,  fau- 
ctflcs,  carcafles,  carriages  for  cannon,  mulkct-refts, 
bandoleers,  gunpowder,  match,  falt-petre,  ball,  pikes, 
ftfrords,  head- pieces,  helmets,  cuirafles,  halberds,  ja- 
Vefins,  holfters,  behs,  horfes  and  harnefe,  and  all  other 
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like  kinds  of  arms  and  warlike  innplenjents  fit  for  the 
ufe  of  troops. 

XXIII.  Thefe  merchandizes  which  follow  fhall 
not  be  reckoned  among  contraband  goods,  that  is  to 
fay,  all  forts  of  cloth,  and  all  other  mariufeftures  of 
wool,  flax,  filk,  cotton,  or  any  other  materials ;  all 
kinds  of  wearing  apparel,  together  with  the  articles  of 
which  they  are  ufually  made  ;  gold,  filver,  coined  or 
uncoined,  tin,  iron,  lead,  copper,  brafs,  coals ;  as  alfo 
wheat  and  barley,  and  any  other  kind  of  corn  and  pulfe, 
tobacco,  and  all  kinds  of  fpices,  faked  and  fmokeil 
flefh,  faked  filh,  cheefe  and  butter,  beer,  oil,  wines, 
fugar,  all  forts  of  fait,  and  of  provifions  which  fervc 
for  fuftenance  and  food  to  mankind ;  alfo  all  kinds  of 
cotton,  cordage,  cables,  fails,  failcloth,  hemp,  tallow, 
pitch,  tar  and  rofin,  anchors,  and  any  parts  of  anchors, 
ihjp-mafts,  planks,  timber  of  all  kinds  of  trees,  and  all 
ether  things  proper  either  for  building  or  repairing 
Ihips.  Nor  fhall  any  other  goods  whatever,  which 
have  not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any  inftru- 
ment  or  furniture  for  warlike  ufe,  by  land  or  by  fca, 
be  reputed  contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been 
already  wrought  and  made  up  for  any  other  purpofe. 
All  which  things  fhall  be  deemed  goods  not  contra- 
band, as  likewife  all  others  which  are  not  comprehen- 
ded and  particularly  defer ibed  in  the  preceding  article; 
fo  that  they  may  be  freely  carried,  by  the  fubjefts  of 
both  kingdoms,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  ene- 
my, excepting  only  fuch  places  as  are  befieged,  blocked^ 
iip,  or  inveflcd. 

XXIV.  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  difTenfions: 
and  quarrels  may  be  avoided  and  prevented  on  both 
fides,  it  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  either  of  their  Majef- 
ties  fhould  be  engaged  in  war,  the  fhips  and  veflcls 
belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  fhaU  be  furnifhed 
with  fca-letters  or  pafiports,  exprefTing  the  name, 
property,  and  bulk  of  the  fhip,  as  alfo  the  name  and 
place  of  abode. of  tiie  matter  or  commander  of  th? 
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iaid  (hip,  that  it  may  appear  thereby,  that  the  fhip 
really  and  truly  belongs  to  the  fbbjefts  of  one  of  the 
Princes;  which  paflports  fhall  be  made  out  and  grant- 
ed, according  to  the  form  annexed  to  the  prefcnt 
treaty :  they  fhall  likewife  be  renewed  every  year,  if 
the  Ihip  happens  to  return  home  within  the  fpace  of  a 
year.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  fuch  fhips  when  ladeii 
are  to  be  provided  not  only  with  paflports  as  above- 
mentioned,  but  alfo  with  certificates  containing  the  fe- 
veral  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the  place  from  whence 
the  fhip  failed,  and  whither  fhe  is  bound,  fo  that  it 
may  be  known  whether  fhe  carries  any  of  the  prohi- 
bited or  contraband  goods  fjpecified  in  the  2  2d  article 
of  this  treaty ;  which  certificates  fhall  be  prepared  by 
the  officers  of  the  place^from  whence  the  fhip  fet  fail, 
in  the  accuflomed  form.  And  if  any  one  fhall  think 
fit  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfon  to 
whom  the  goods  belong,  he  may  freely  do  fo. 

XXV.  The  fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  and  in-^ 
habitants  of  the  refpedlive  kingdoms,  coming  to  any 
of  the  coafls  of  either  of  them,  but  without  being 
willing  to  enter  into  port,  or,  being  entered,  yet  not 
willing  to  land  their  cargoes  or  break  bulk,  fhall  not 
be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of  their  lading,  unlefs 
they  are  fufpeded,  upon  fure  evidence,  of  carrying 
prohibited  goods,  called  contraband,  to  the  enemies 
of  either  of  the  two .  high  contracting  parties. 

XXVI.  In  cafe  the  fhips  belonging  to  the  faid  fub-* 
jefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  fefpeftive  dominions  of 
their  moft  Serene  Majeflies,  either  on  the  coafl,  or  on 
the  high  feas,' fhall  meet  with  any  men  of  war  belong- 
ings to  their  mofl  Serene  Majeflies,  or  with  priva- 
teers, the  faid  men  of  war  and  privateers,  for  prevent- 
ing any  inconveniencies,  are  to  remain  out  of  cannon- 
fhot,  and  to  fend  their  boats  to  the  merchant  fhip  which 
may  be  met  with,  and  fhall  enter  her  to  the  number  ' 
of  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom  the  mafler  or 
cpmmander  of  fuch  fhip  or  vefTel  fhall  (hew  his  pafT-  • 
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.port,  containing  the  proof  of  the  property  of  the  fhip, 
made  out  according  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  prc- 
fent  treaty ;  and  the  Hiip  which  Ihall  have  exhibited 
the  fame,  fhall  have  liberty  to  continue  her  voyage^ 
and  it  fliall  be  wholly  unlawful  any  way  to  moleft  or 
fearch  her,  or  to  chafe  or  compel  her  to  alter  bcr 
courfe, 

XXVII,  The  merchant  fhips  belonging  to  the  fub- 
jcfts  of  either  of  the  two  high  contrafting  parties, 
which  intend  to  go  to  a  port  at  enmity  with  the  other 
Sovereign,  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and  the  fort  of 
goods  on  board,  there  may  be  juft  caufe  of  fufpicion^ 
fhall  be  obliged  to  exhibit,  as  well  on  the  high  feas  as 
in  the  ports  and  havens,  not  only  her  paflports,  but 
alfo  her  certificates,  exprefling  that;  the  goods  are  not 
of  the  kind  which  are  contraband,  as  fpecified  in  the 
azd  article  of  this  treaty. 

XXVI II.  If,  on  exhibiting  the  above-mentioned 
certificates,  containing  a  lift  of  the  cargo,  the  other 
party  (hould  difcover  any  goods  of  that  kind  which  are 
declared  contraband,  or  prohibited,  by  the  2  2d  article 
of  this  treaty,  and  which  are  defigned  for  a  port  fub- 
jeft  to  his  enemies,  it  Ihall  be  unlawful  to  break  up 
or  open  the  hatches,  chefts,  calks,  bales,  or  other  vcf- 
fels  found  on  board  fuch  fhip,  or  to  remove  even  the 
fmalleft  parcel  of  the  goods,  whether  the  faid  (hip 
belongs  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
or  of  the  mod  Chriftian  King,  unlefs  the  lading  be 
brought  on  fhore,  in  the  prefence  of  the  officers  of  the 
court  of  adoiiralty,  and  an  inventory  made  by  them  of 
the  faid  goods :  nor  fhall  it  be  lawful  to  fell,  ex- 
change, or  alienate  the  fame  in  any  manner,  unlefs 
after  due  and  lawful  procefs  Ihall  have  been  had  againft 
fuch  prohibited  goods,  and  the  judges  of  the  Admi-^ 
ralty  refpeftively  fhall,  by  fentence  pronounced,  have 
confifcated  the  fame,  faving  always  as  well  the  fhip 
itfelf,  as  the  other  goods  found  therein,  which  by  thi? 
treaty  are  to  be  accounted  free  -,  neither  may  they  be 
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detained  on  pretence  of  their  being  mixed  with  prohi- 
bited goods,  much  lefs  fhall  they  be  confifcated  as 
lawful  prize :  and  if  when  only  part  of  the  cargo  fhall 
confift  of  contraband  goods,  the  mafter  of  the  (hip 
Ihall  agree,  confent,  and  offer  to  deliver  them  to  the 
captor  who  has  difcovered  them,  in  fuch  cafe,  the  cap- 
tor, having  received  thofe  goods  as  lawful  prize,  flialL 
fbrthwitli  releafe  the  (hip,  and  not  hinder  her,  by  any 
means,  from  profecuting  her  voyage  to  the  place  of 
her  deftination, 

XXIX.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  agreed,  that  what- 
ever (hall  be  found  to  be  laden  by  the  fubjefts  and  in- 
habitants of  either  party,  on  any  Ihip  belonging  to  the' 
enemies  of  the  other,  although  it  be  not  contraband 
goods,  (hall  be  confifcated  in  the  fame  manner  as  if 
it  belonged  to  the  enemy  himfelf  j  except  thofe  goods: 
and  merchandizes  which  were  put  on  board  fuch 
fliip  before  the  declararion  of  war,  or  the  general  or- 
der for  reprifals,  or  even  after  fuch  declaration^  if  it 
were  done  within  the  times  following ;  that  is  to  fay^ 
if  they  were  put  on  board  (uch  (hip  in  any  port  or 
place,  within  the .  (pace  of  two  months  after  fuch  de- 
claration, or  order  for  reprifals,  between  Archangel, 
St.  Peterfburgh,  and  the  Scilly  idands,  and  be- 
tween the  faid  iflands  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar ;  often 
weeks  in  the  Mediterranean  fea^  and  of  eight  months: 
in  any  other  country  or  place  in  the  world :  (b  that  the 
goods  of  the  fubjefts  of  either  Prince,  whether  they 
be  contraband,  or  otherwife,  which,  as  afore(aid,  were 
put  on  board  any  Ihip  belonging  to  an  enemy  before 
the  war,  or  after  the  declaration  of  the  fame,  within 
the  time  and  limits  above-mentioned,  (hall  no  ways  be 
liable  to  confifcation,  but  (hall  well  and  truly  be  relfeo- 
red,  without  delay,  to  the  proprietors  demanding  she 
fame ;  provided  neverthelefs  that,  if  the  faid  merchan- 
dizes be  contraband,  it  (hall  not  be  any  ways  lawfiil  to 
carry  them  afterwards  to  the  ports  belonging  to  the 
cncmy^ 
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XXX.  And,  that  more  abundant  care  may  be  taken 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  rcfpeftive  fubjefts  of  their  moft 
Serene  Majefties,  to  prevent  their  fufFering  any  injury 
by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of  either  party,  all 

•  the  commanders  of  the  fliips  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  all  their 
fubjefts,  fhall  be  forbid  doing  any  damage  to  thoie  of 
the  other  party,  or  commitejng  any  outrage  againft 
them ;  and  if  they  aft  to  the  contrary  they  fhall  be 
punilhed,  and  fhall  moreover  be  bound,  in  their  per-, 
fons  and  eftates,  to  make  fatisfaftion  and  reparation 
for  all  damages,  and  the  intereft  thereof^  of  what  na-. 
ture  foever. 

XXXI.  For  this  caufe,  all  commanders  of  priva- 
teers, before  they  receive  their  patents  or  fpecial  com- 
miflions,  fhall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give,  before  a 
competent  judge,  fufficient  fecurity  by  good  bail,  who 
are  relponfible  men,  and  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid 
fliip,  each  of  whom  fhall  be  bound  in  the  whole  for 
the  fum  of  thirty-fix  thoufand  livres  Toumois,  or  fif- 
teen hundred  pounds  fterling  j  or,  if  fuch  fhip  be  pro- 
vided with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or 
Ipldiers,  for  the  fum  of  feventy-two  thoufand  livres: 
^ournojs,  or  three  thoufand  pounds  ftprling,  that  they 
will  make  entire  fatisfaftion  for  all  damages  and  inju- 
ries whatfoever,  which  they,  or  their  officers,  or  others; 
in  their  fervice,  may  commit  during  their  cruize, 
contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this  prefent  treaty,  or  the 
edifts  made  in  cpnfequence  thereof  by  their  moft  Se- 
rene Majefties,  under  penalty  like  wife  of  having  their 
patents  and  fpecial  commifTions  revoked  apd  an- 
nulled. 

XXXII.  Their  faid  Majefties  being  willing  mutu- 
ally to  treat  in  their  dominions  the  fubjefts  of  each 
other  as  favourably  as  if  they  were  their  own  fubjedl^, 
will  give  fuch  orders  as  fhall  be  necefTary  and  effec- 
tual, that  the  judgments  and  decrees,  concerning  prizes 
in  the  court  of  admiralty,  be  given  conformably  to 
;                   -  ^  the 
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the  rules  of  juftice  and  equity,  and  to  the  ftipulations 
pf  this  treaty,  by  judges  who  are  above  all  uifpicion, 
and  who  have  no  manner  of  intereft  in  the  caufe  ii> 
ijilpute. 

XXXIII.  And  when  the  quality  of  the  fhip,  goods, 
and  mafter,  fhall  fufficiently  appear,  from  fuch  paflf-- 
ports  and  certificates,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
commanders  of  naen  of  war  toexaft  any  further  proof, 
under  any  pretext  whatfocver.  But  if  any  merchant 
fhip  fhall  not  be  provided  with  fuch  paflports  or  cer- 
tificates, then  it  may  be  examined  by  a  proper  judge, 
but  in  fuch  manner  as,  if  it  fhall  be  found,  from 
other  proofs  and  documents,  that  it  truly  belongs  to' 
tiie  fubjefts  of  one  of  the  Sovereigns,  and  does  not 
contain  any  contraiband  goods,  defigned  to  be  car- 
ried to  the  e;ierny  of  the  other,  it  fhall  not  be  liable 
to  confifcarion,  but  fhall  be  releafed,  together  with 
its  cargo,  in  order  to  proceed  on  its  voyage. 

If  tl)e  maflerof  the  fhip  named  in  the  paflports 
fhould  happen  to  die,  or  be  removed  by  any  other 
caufe,  and  another  put  in  his  place,  the  fhips  and 
goods  laden  thereon  fhall  neverthelefs  be  equally  le- 
cure,  and  the  paflports  fhall  remain  in  full  force. 

XXXIV.  It  is  further  provided  and  agreed,  that 
the  fhips  of  either  of  the  two  nations,  retaken  by  the' 
privateers  of  the  other,  fhall  be  reflored  to  the  former 
owner,  if  they  have  not  been  in  the  power  of  the  ene- 
my for  the  fpace  of  four  and  twenty  hours,  fubjeft  to 
the  payment,  by  the  faid  owner,  of  one  third  of  the 
value  of  the  fhip  retaken,  and  of  its  cargo,  guns,  and 
apparel ;  which  third  part  fhall  be  amicably  adjufled 
by  the  parties  concerned;  but  if  not,  and  in  cafe  they 
fhould  difagree,  they  fhall  make  application  to  the  of- 
ficers of  die  adijiiralty  of  the  place  where  the  privateer 
which  retook  the  captured  veflel  fhall  have  carrie4 
her. 

If  the  fhip  retaken  has  been  in  the  power  of  the 
enemy  above  four  and  twenty  hours,  fhe  fhall  whoUy 
^long  to  the  privateer  y^hich  retook  her, 

In 
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In  cafe  of  a  fhip  being  retaken  by  any  nnan  of  war 
belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  to  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefly,  it  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  former 
owner,  on  payment  of  the  thirtieth  part  of  the  value 
of  fuch  fliip,  and  of  its  cargo,  guns,  and  apparel,  if 
it  was  retaken  within  the  four  and  twenty  hours  -,  and 
the  tenth  part,  if  i:  was  retaken  after  the  four  and 
twenty  hours  5  which  fums  fhall  be  diftributed,  as  a 
reward,  amongft  the  crews  of  the  Ihips  which  fhall 
have  retaken  fuch  prize.  The  valuation  of  the  thir- 
tieth and  tenth  parts  above-mentioned  fhall  be  fetded 
conformably  to  the  regulations  in  the  beginning  of  this 
article, 

XXXV.  Whenfoever  the  AmbafTadors  of  cither 
of  their  faid  MajefHes,  or  other  their  Miniflers  having- 
a  public  character,  and  refiding  at  die  court  of  the 
other  Prince,  fhall  complain  of  the  injufHce  of  the 
fcntences  which  hafve  been  given,  their  Majeflies  (haH 
refpeftively  caufe  the  fame  to  be  revifed  and  re-exa- 
mined  in  their  councils,  unlefs  their  councils  fhould 
:^ready  have  decided  thereupon,  that  it  may  appear, 
wirii  certainty,  whether  the  directions  and  provifions 
prefcribed  in  this  treaty  have  been  followed  and  ob- 
ferved.  Their  Majeflies  Ihall  likewife  cake  care  that 
thi$  matter  be  effeftually  provided  for,  and  that  juf^ 
tice  be  done  to  every  complainant  within  the  fpace  of 
three  months.  However,  before  or  after  judgment 
jgiven,  and  pending  the  revifion  diereof,  it  fhall  not  be 
lawful  to  fell  the  goods  in  dilpute,  or  to  unlade  tliem,i, 
unlefs  with  the  confent  of  the  perfons  concerned,  for 
preventing  any  kind  of  lofs  5  and  laws  fhall  be  enaded 
an  both  fides  for  the  execution  of  the  prefent  article* 

XXXVI.  If  any  differences  fhall  arife  refpefting  die 
legality  of  prizes,  fo  that  a  judicial-  decifion  fhould* 
become  necefTary,  the  judge  fhall  direft  the  efie6h  to 
be  unladen,  an  inventory  and  appraifement  to  be  made 
thereof,  and  fecurity  to  be  required  refpe6tively  from 
the  captor  for  paying  the  cofts,  in  cafe,  the  fhip  fhoultf

not  be  declared  lawfiil  prize ;  and  from  the  claimant 
for  paying  the  value  of  the  prize,  in  cafe  it  fhould  bp 
declared  lawful ;  v/hich  fecurities  being  given  by  bodi 
parties,  the  prize  fhall  be  delivered  up  to  the  claini*^ 
ant.  But  if  the  claimant  fhould  refufc  to  give  fuffi- 
cicnt  fccurity,  the  judge  Ihall  direcl  the  prize  to  be 
delivered  to  the  captor,  after  having  received  from 
him  good  and  fufBcient  fecurity  for  paying  the  fill! 
value  of  the  faid  prize,  in  cafe  it  fhould  be  adjudged 
illegal.  Nor  fhall  the  execution  of  the  fentence  of  the 
judge  be  fufpended  by  reafon  of  any  appeal,  when  the 
party  againfl  whom  fuch  appeal  fhall  be  brought,^ 
whether  claimant  or  captor,  ifhall  have  given  fufBcient- 
fecurity  for  refloring  the  fhip  or  effefts,  or  the  value 
of  fuch  fhip  or  efFe(5ts,  to  the  appellant,  in  cafe  judg- 
rnent  fhould  be  given  in  his  favour. 

XXXVII.  In  cafe  any  fhips  of  war  or  merchant- 
men, forced  by  ftorms  or  other  accidents,  be  drivei^ 
on  rocks  or  fhelves,  on  the  coafts  of  either  of  the  highi 
contrafting  parties,  and  fhould  there  be  dafhed  to 
pieces  and  fhipw recked;  all  fuch  parts  of  the  &idf 
ihips,  or  of  the  furniture  or  apparel  thereof,  as  alfo  of 
the  goods  and  merchandizes,  as  fhaU  be  faved,  or  the 
produce  thereof,  fhall  be  faithfully  reflored,  upon  tbc» 
fame  being  claimed  by  the  proprietors,  or  their  fac- 
tors, duly  authorized,  paying  only  the  expences  ior- 
curred  in  the  prefervation  thereof,  according  to  the 
rate  of  falvage  fettled  on  both  fides ;  faving  at  the 
fame  time  the  rights  and  cufloms  of  each  nation,  the 
abolition  or  modification  of  which  fhall  however  bo 
treated  upon,  in  the  cafes  where  they  fhall  be  contrarjj^ 
to  the  flipulations  of  the  prefent  article;  and  their 
Majeflies  will  mutually  interpofe  their  authority,  that 
iuch  of  their  fubjefts,  as  fliall  be  fo  inhuman  as  to 
take  advantage  of  any  fuch  misfortune,  may  be  feverely 
punifhed. 

XXXVIII.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  fubjedb  of  each 
party  to  employ  fuch   advocates^  attormes,  notariesj 
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foiicitors,  and  faftors,  as  they  fliall  think  fit ;  to  which 
end,  the  faid  advocates,  and  others  above-mentioned, 
Ihall  be  appointed  by  the  ordinary  judges,  if  i^  be 
needful,  and  the  judges  be  thereunto  required. 

XXXIX.  And,  for  the  greater  fecurity  and  liberty 
of  commerce  and  navigation,  it  is  further  agreed^  that 
both  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Chrif-. 
tian  King,.'fhaU  not  only  refufe  to  receive  any  pirates 
or  fca-rovers  whatfoeyer  into  any  of  their  havens^ 
ports,  cities,  or  towns,  or  permit  any  of  their  fubjedls, 
dtizens,  or  inhabitants,  on  either  part,  to  receive  or ' 
protedl  them  in  their  ports,  to  harbour  them  in  their 
houfes,  or  to  aflift  them  in  any  manner  whatfoever ; 
but  further,  they  fiiall  caufe  all  fuch  pirates  and  fea- 
rovers,  and  all  perfons  who  fhall*  receive,  conceal,  or 
aflift  them,  to  be  brought  to  condign  punifhment,  for' 
a  jterror  and  example  to  others.  And  all  dieir  fhips, 
with  the  goods  or  merchandizes  taken  by  them,  and 
brought  into  the  ports  of  either  kingdom,  fhaJl  be 
feized,  as  far  as  they  can  be  difcovered,  ajid  ftiall  be 
reftored  to  the  owners,  or  their  faftors  duly  authorized 
or  deputed  by  them  in  writing,  proper  evidence  be- 
ing firft  given  in  the  court  of  admiralty,  for  proving 
the  property,  even  in  cafe  fuch  eflfcfts  (hould  have 
pafled  into  other  hands  by  fale,  if  it  be  proved  that  - 
the  buyers  knew,  or  might  have  known,  that  they 
had  been  piratically  taken.  And  generally  all  fhips 
and  merchandizes,  of  what  nature  foever,  which  may  . 
be  taken  on  the  high  feas,  (hall  be  brought  into  fome 
port  of  either  kingdom,  and  delivered  into  the  cuf-^ 
tody  of  the  officers  of  that  port,  that  they  may  be  re- 
ftored entire  to  the  true  proprietor,  as  foon  as  due 
and  fufficient  proof  ftiall  have  been  made  concerning 
the  property  thereof. 

XL.  It  (hall  be  lawful,  as  well  for  the  Ihips  of  war 
of  their  Majefties,  as  for  privateers  belonging  to  their  ' 
fubjefts,  to  cany  whitherfoever  they  pleafe  the  Ihips 
S^d  goods  taken  frgm  their  enemies,  wjthout  bejng  * 
.      .       .*  oblige^' 
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obliged  to  pay  any  fee  to  the  officers  of  the  admiralty, 
or  to  any  judges  whatever ;  nor  Ihall  the  faid  prizes, 
when  they  arrive  at  and  enter  the  ports  of  their  faid 
Majefties,  be  detained  or  feizedj  neither  Ihall  the 
fearchers,  or  other  officers  of  thofe  places,  vifit  or 
take  cognizance  of  the  validity  of  fuch  prizes ;  but 
they  Ihall  be  at  liberty  to  hoift  fail  at  any  time,  to 
depart,  and  to  carry  their  prizes  to  the  place  men- 
tioned in  the  comniiffions  or  patents,  which  the  com- 
manders of  fuch  fhips  of  war  Ihall  be  obliged  to 
fhew :  on  the  contrary,  no  (helter  or  refuge  Ihall  be 
given  in  their  ports  to  fuch  as  have  made  a  prize 
upon  the  fubjefts  of  either  of  their  Majefties ;  but  if 
forced  by  ftrefs  of  weather,  or  the  dangers  of  the  fea, 
to  enter  therein,  particular  care  Ihall  be  taken  to 
haften  their  departure,  and  to  caufe  them  to  retire 
from  thence  as  foon  as  poffible,  as  far  as  it  is  not  re- 
pugnant to  former  treaties  made  in  this  rclped  with" 
other  Sovereigns  or  States. 

XLI.  Neither  of  their  faid  Majefties  (hall  permit 
the  fhips  or  goods  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the 
other  to  be  taken  within  cannon-ftiot  of  the  coaft,  or 
in  the  ports  or  rivers  of  their  dominions,  by  fliips  of 
war,  or  others  having  commiflTion  from  any  prince^ 
republic  or  city  whatfoever :  but  in  cafe  it  ftiould  fo 
happen,  both  parties  fliall  employ  their  united  force 
to  obtain  reparation  of  the  damage  thereby  occa- 
fioned. 

XLIL  But  if  it  Ihall  appear  that  the  captor  made 
ufe  of  any  kind  of  torture  upon  the  mafter  of  the  Ihip,' 
tlie  crew,  or  others  who  ftiall  be  on  board  any  fhip 
belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  party,  in  fuch 
cafe,  not  only  the  fhip  itfelf,  together  with  the  per-, 
fons,  merchandizes,  and  goods  whatfoever,  fhall  be 
forthwith  releafed,  without  ony  delay,  and  fet  entirely, 
free,  but  alfo  fuch  as  fhall  be  convifted  of  fo  enor- 
mous a  crime,  together  with  their  acconhplices,  fhall 
fufFcr  the  moft  fev^re  puriifhment  fuitable  to  their  oP 

fences  • 
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XXX.  And,  that  more  abundant  care  may  be  taken 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  rcfpeftivc  fubjefts  of  their  moft 
Serene  Majefties,  to  prevent  their  fufFering  any  injury 
by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of  either  party,  all 
•  the  commanders  of  the  fhips  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  all  their 
fubjefts,  fhall  be  forbid  doing  any  damage  to  thofe  of 
the  other  party,  or  committing  any  outrage  againft 
them ;  and  if  they  aft  to  the  contrary  they  fhall  be 
punifhed,  and  fhall  moreover  be  bound,  in  their  per-f. 
ions  and  eftates,  to  make  fatisfaftion  and  reparation 
for  all  damages,  and  the  intereft  thereof,  of  what  na-^ 
ture  foever. 

XXXL  For  this  caufe,  all  commanders  of  priva- 
teers, before  they  receive  their  patents  or  fpecial  com- 
mifTions,  fhall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give,  before  a 
competent  judge,  fufficient  fecurity  by  good  bail,  who 
are  refponfible  men,  and  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid 
ihip,  each  of  whom  fhall  be  bound  in  the  whole  for 
the  fum  of  thirty-fix  thoufand  livres  ^oumois,  or  fif- 
teen hundred  pounds  fterling;  or,  if  fuch  fhip  be  pro- 
vided with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or 
•  Ipldiers,  for  the  fum  of  feventy-two  t;houfand  livres 
TournoiSy  or  three  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  that  they 
viU  make  entire  fatisfadlion  for  all  damages  and  inju- 
ries whatfoever,  which  they,  or  their  officers,  or  others 
in  their  fervice,  may  commit  during  their  cruize, 
contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this  prefent  treaty,  or  the 
edifts  made  in  cpnfequence  thereof  by  their  moft  Se-. 
rene  Majefties,  under  penalty  likewife  of  having  their 
patents  and  fpecial  commiffions  revoked  apd  an- 
nulled. 

XXXII.  Their  faid  Majefties  being  willing  mutu- 
ally to  treat  in  their  dominions  the  fubjefts  of  each 
other  as  favourably  as  if  they  were  their  own  fubjeft^, 
will  give  fuch  orders  as  fhall  be  neceflary  and  effec- 
tual, that  the  judgments  and  decrees,  concerning  prizes 
^  the  court  of  admiralty,  be  given  conformably  to 
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the  rules  of  juftice  and  equity,  and  to  the  ftipulations 
pf  this  treaty,  by  judges  who  are  above  all  uifpicion, 
ajid  who  have  no  manner  of  intereft  in  the  caufe  in 
ijilpute. 

XXXIII:  And  when  the  quality  of  the  fhip,  goods, 
a-nd  matter,  fhall  fufficiently  appear,  from  fuch  paflf- 
ports  and  certificates,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
commanders  of  naen  of  war  to*  exaft  any  further  proof, 
under  any  pretext  whatfoever.  But  if  any  merchant 
fhip  fhall  not  be  provided  with  fuch  paflports  or  cer- 
tificates, then  it  may  be  examined  by  a  proper  judge, 
but  in  fiich  manner  as,  if  it  fhall  be  found,  from 
other  proofs  and  documents,  that  it  truly  belongs  to" 
die  fubjefts  of  one  of  the  Sovereigns,  and  does  not 
contain  any  contraiband  goods,  defigned  to  be  c^r- 
ried  to  the  e/ierny  of  the  other,  it  fhall  not  be  liable 
to  confifcation,  but  fhall  be  releafed,  togeriier  with 
its  cargo,  in  order  to  proceed  on  its  voyage. 

If  tl)e  matter  of  the  fhip  named  in  the  paflports 
fliould  happen  to  die,  or  be  removed  by  any  other 
caufe,  and  another  put  in  his  place,  the  Ihips  and 
goods  laden  thereon  fhall  neverthelefs  be  equally  le- 
cure,  and  the  paflports  fhall  remain  in  full  force. 

XXXIV.  It  is  further  provided  and  agreed,  that 
the  fhips  of  either  of  the  two  nations,  retaken  by  the 
privateers  of  the  other,  fhall  be  rettored  to  the  former 
owner,  if  they  have  not  been  in  the  power  of  the  ene- 
my for  the  fpace  of  four  and  twenty  hours,  fubjeft  to 
the  payment,  by  the  faid  owner,  of  one  third  of  the 
value  of  the  fhip  retaken,  and  of  its  cargo,  guns,  and 
apparel ;  which  third  part  fhall  be  amicably  adjufted 
by  the  parties  concerned ;  but  if  not,  and  in  cafe  they 
fliould  difagree,  they  fhall  make  application  to  the  of- 
ficers of  the  adijiiralty  of  the  place  where  the  privateer 
which  retook  the  captured  veflel  fhall  have  carrie4 
her. 

If  the  fhip  retaken  has  been  in  the  power  of  the 
enemy  above  four  and  twenty  hours,  fhe  fhall  wholly 
^long  to  the  privateer  ^hich  retook  her, 
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to  N.  laden  with  N.  the  faid  fhip  having  been  exami- 
ned before  her  departure,  in  the  ufual  manner,  by  the 
officers  of  the  place  appointed  for  that  purpofe.  And 
the  faid  N.  or  fuch  other  perfon  as  (hall  happen  to 
fucceed  him,  fliall  produce  this  licence  in  every  port 
or  haven  which  be  may  enter  with  his  fhip,  to  the 
officers  of  the  place,  and  fhall  give  a  true  account  to 
them  of  what  fliall  have  pafTed  or  happened  during 
his  voyage ;  and  he  fhall  carry  the  colours,  arms,  and 
enligns^of  iV".  during  his  voyage.

^be  Convention  between  his  Britannic  Majejly  and 
the  Mojl  Chriftian  King.  Signed  at  Vcrfailles,  the 
i^th  ^January,  1787. 

THE  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Chrif- 
tian King,  being  willing,  in  conformity  to  the  6th 
md  43d  articles  of  the  treaty  of  navigation  and  com- 
merce, figned  at  VerfTilles  the  a6th  of  September, 
1786,  to  explain  and  fettle  certain  points  which  had 
been  referved,  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majeflies,  always  difpofed  more  particularly  to  con- 
firm the  good  underftanding  in  which  they  are  ..hap- 
pily united,  have  named,  for  that  purpofe,.  their  re- 
fp^ftive  Plenipotentiaries,  to  wit,  on  the  part  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly,  William  Eden,  Efq;  Privy  Coon-', 
fellor  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Member  of  the' 
Pritifh  Parliament,  and  his  Envoy  Extraordinary  and 
Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  molt  Chriflian  Ma- 
jefly. j  and  on  the  part  of  his  mofl  Chriftian  Majeflyy 
the  Count  de  Vcrgennes,  Minifler  and  Secretary  of 
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State  for  the  department  of  Foreign  AiFairs,  and 
Chief  of  the  Royal  Council  of  Finances  j  who,  after 
having  communicated  to  each  other  their  refpeftive 
full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

I.  Their  Majefties  having  ftipulated,  ia  the  6th 
article  of  the  faid  treaty,  "That  the  duties  on  hard- 
ware, cutlery,  cabinet  ware,  and  turnery,  and  on  all 
works,  both  heavy  and  light,  of  iron,  llecl,  copper, 

"  and  brafs,  (hall  be  clafled;  and  that  the  higheft 
**  duty  fhall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  ad  valorem,"  it 
is  agreed,  that  cabinet  ware  and  turnery,  and  every 
thing  that  is  included  under  thofe  denominations,  as 
alfo  mufical  inftruments,  ihiill  pay  ten  per  cent,  ad 
valorem. 

AH  articles  made  of  iron  or  fteel,  pure  or  mixed, 
or  worked  or  mounted '  with  other  fubftances,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  fixty  livres  "Tournoisy  or  fifty  (hil- 
lings per  quintal,  fhall  pay  only  five  per  cent,  ad  va- 
lorem; and  all  other  wares,  as  buttons,  buckles, 
knives,  fciflars,  and  all  the  different  articles  included 
under  the  defcription  of  hardware  and  cutlery,  as  alfb 
all  other  works  of  iron,  fteel,  copper,  and  brafs,  pure 
or  mixed,  or  worked  or  mounted  with  other  fub- 
ftances, fhall  pay  ten  per  cent,  ad  valorem- 

If  either  of  the  two  Sovereigns  fhould  think  proper 
to  admit  the  faid  articles,  or  only  fome  of  them,  from 
any  other  nation,  by  reafon  of  their  utility,  at  a  lower 
duty,  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  Sovereign  fhall  be  al- 
lowed to  participate  in  fuch  diminution,  in  order  that 
no  foreign  nation  may  enjoy  in  this  refpeft  any  pre- 
ference to  their  difadvantage. 

The  works  of  iron,  fteel,  copper,  and  brafs  above- 
mentioned,  are  not  to  be  underftood  to  extend  to  bar 
iron  or  pig  iron,  or  in  general  to  any  kind  of  iron, 
fteel,  copper,  or  brafs,  in  the  ftate  of  the  raw  mate- 
rial. 

II.  Their  Majefties  having  alfo  ftipulated  in  the 
6th  article,  **That,  for  the  better  fecurii^  the  due 
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'*  colleftion  6f  the  duties  payable  ad  valorem,  which 
**  are  fpecified  in  the  tariff,  they  vidll  concert  with 
^\  each  other  the  form  of  the  declarations  to  be  made, 
and  the  proper  means  of  preventing  fraud  with  re- 
fpcft  to  die  real  value  of  the  goods  and  merchan- 
dizesy  *  it  is  agreed  that  each  declaration  (hall  be 
given  in  writing,  figncd  by  the  merchant,  owner,  or 
fa6tor,  who  anfwers  for  the  merchandizes  at  their  en- 
try i  which  declaration  fhall  contain  an  exaft  lift  of 
the  faid  merchandizes,  and  of  their  packages,  of  the 
marks,  numbers,  and  cyphers,  and  of  the  contents 
of  each  bale  or  cafe,  and  (hall  certify  that  they  arc 
of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufadture  of  the  king- 
dom from  whence  they  are  imported,  and  (hall  alio 
exprefs  the  true  and  real  value  of  the  faid  merchan- 
dizes, in  order  that  the  duties  may  be  paid  in  confe- 
cjuence  thereof  That  the  officers  of  the  cuftom-houfe 
where  the  declaration  may  be  made,  (hall  be  at  li- 
berty to  make  fuch  examination  as  they  (hall  think 
proper  of  the  faid  merchandizes,  upon  their  being 
landed,  not  only  for  the  purpofe  of  verifying  the  fafts 
alledged  in  the  fakl  declaration,  that  the  merchandizes 
are  of  the  produce  of  the  country  therein  mentioned, 
and  that  the  ftatement  of  their  value  and  quantity  is 
exad,  but  alfo  for  that  of  preventing  the  €lande(line 
introduction  of  other  merchandizes  in  the  fame  bales 
or  cafes :  Provided,  neverthelefs,  that  fuch  examina- 
tions (hall  be  made  with  every  polTible  attention  to  the 
convenience  of  the  traders,  and  to  the  prefervation  of 
the  faid  merchandizes. 

-  In  cafe  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  fhould  not  be  (a- 
tisfied  with  the  valuation  made  of  the  merchandizes 
in  the  faid  declaration,  they  (hall  be  at  liberty,  with 
the  confent  of  the  principal  officer  of  the  cuftoms  at 
the  port,  or  of  fuch  other  officer  as  (hall  be  appointed 
for  that  purpofe,  to  take  the  faid  merchandizes  ac- 
cording to  the  valuation  made  by  the  declaration,  al- 
lowing to  the  merchant  or  owner  an  overplus  of  ten 
per  cent,  and  refunding  to  him  the  dudes  he  may 
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have  paid  for  the  faid  merchandizes.  In  which  cafe, 
the  Whole  amount  fhall  be  paid  without  delay,  by  the 
ciiftom-houle  of  the  port,  if  the  value  of  the  efFefts  in 
queftion  fhall  not  exceed  four  hundred  and  eighty 
Hvres  Tournoisi  or  twenty  pounds  (ierling ;  and  within 
fifteen  days^  at  lateft,  if  their  value  (hall  exceed  that 
fum. 

And  if  doubts  Ihould  happen  to  arife,  either  re- 
(pe6ting  the  value  of  the  faid  merchandizes,  or  the 
country  of  which  they  are  the  produce,  the  officers  of 
the  cuftoms  at  the  port  fhall  come  to  a  determination 
thereupon,  with  all  poffible  difpatch,  and  no  greater 
Ijpace  of  time  (hall  be  employed  for  that  purpofe,  in 
any  cafe,  than  eight  days,  in  the  ports  where  the  offi- 
cers who  have  the  principal  direftion  of  the  cuftoms 
refide,  and  fifteen  days  in  any  other  port  whatfoever. 

It  is  fuppofed  and  underftood,  that  the  merchan- 
dizes admitted  by  the  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  refpec- 
tively  of  the  growth^  produce,  or  manufafture  of  the 
dominions  of  the  two  Sovereigns  in  Europe. 

To  oblige  the  traders  to  be  accurate  in  the  declara- 
tions required  by  the  prefent  article,  as  alfo  to  pre- 
vent any  doubt  that  might  arife  on  that  part  of  the 
tenth  article  of  the  faid  treaty,  which  provides,  that 
if  any  of  the  efFefts  are  omitted  in  the  declararion  de- 
livered by  the  mafter  of  the  (hip,  they  (hall  not  be 
liable  to  confifcationi  unlcfs  there  be  a  manifeft  ap- 
pearance of  fraud ;  it  is  underftood  that,  in  fuch  cafe, 
the  faid  efFedls  (hall  be  confifcated,  unlefs  fatisfaftory 
proof  be  given  to  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  that  there 
was  not  any  intention  of  fraud. 

III.  In  order  to  prevent  the  intrcdudtion  of  calli- 
coes,  manufaftured  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  or  in  other 
countries,  as  if  they  had  been  manufaftured  in  the  re- 
fpeftive  dominions  of  the  two  Sovereigns  in  Europe, 
it  is  agreed,  that  the  oallicoes  manufadlured  in  the 
laid  dominions  for  exportation  from  one  country  to 
the  other  relpeftively,  (hall  have  at  the  two  ends  of 
each  piece  a  particular  maik,  woven  in  the  piece,  to 
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be  fctded  in  concert  by  the  two  governments,  of  which 
mark  the  relpedlive  governments  (hall  give  nine 
months  previous  notice  to  the  manufafturers  j  and  the 
faid  mark  ftiall  be  altered  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
cafe  may  require.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  until  the 
faid  precaution  can  be  put  in  execution,  the  faid  cal- 
licoes  mutually  exported,  fhall  be  accompanied  by  a  . 
certificate  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  or  of  fuch 
other  officer  as  Ihall  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
declaring  that  they  were  fabricated  in  the  country  from 
whence  they  were  exported,  and  alfo  that  they  arc 
furnifhed  with  die  marks  already  prefcribed  in  the  re- 
Ipeftive  countries,  to  diftinguifli  fuch  callicoes  from 
thofe  which  come  from  other  countries. 

rV.  In  fettling  the  duties  upon  cambricks  and 
lawns,  it  is  underftood  that  the  breadth  fliould  not  ex- 
ceed, for  the  cambricks,  feven-eighths  of  a  yard,  Eng- 
lifti  meafurc  (about  three  quarters  of  an  ell  of  France) 
and  for  the  lawns,  one  yard  and  a  quarter,  Englifh 
meafure  (one  ell  of  France)  and  if  any  fhall  hereafter 
be  made  of  a  greater  breadth  than  what  is  above- 
mentioned,  they  fhall  pay  a  duty  of  ten  per  cent,  ad' 
valorem* 

V.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  flipulations  in  the 
i8th  article  of  the  treaty  fhall  not  be  conftrued  to  de- 
rogate from  the  privileges,  regulations,  and  ufages  al- 
ready eflablifhed  in  the  cidcs  or  ports  of  the  refpec- 
tive  dominions  of  the  two  Sovereigns  :  and  further^ 
that  the  25th  article  of  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be  con- 
ftrued to  relate  only  to  fhips  fufpecled  of  carrying,  in 
time  of  war,  to  the  enemies  of  either  of  the  high  con- 
trafting  parries,  any  prohibited  articles,  denominated 
contraband ;  and  the  faid  article  is  not  to  hinder  the 
examinations  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  for  the 
purpofe  of  preventing  iUicit  trade  in  thercfpeftive  do- 
minions. 

VI.  Their  Majeflies  having  ftipulated,  by  the  43d 
article  of  the  faid  treaty,  that  the  nature  and  'extent  of 
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the  funftions  of  the  conluls  fliould  be  determined^ 
*^  and  that  a  convention  relative  to  this  point  fhould 
**  be  concluded  immediately  after  the  fignature  of  the 
"  prefent  treaty,  of  which  it  fhould  be  deemed  to 
*^  conftitute  a  part,"  it  is  agreed'  that  the  faid  ulterior 
convention  Ihall  be  fettled  within  the  Ipace  of  two 
months,  and  that,  in  the  mean  time,  the  confuls  ge- 
neral, confuls,  and  vice  confuls,  (ball  conform  to  the 
ufages  which  are  now  obferved,  relative  to  the  conful- 
-ihip,  in  the  refpeftive  dominions  of  the  two  Sove- 
reigns 5  and  that  they  fliall  enjoy  all  the  privileges, 
rights,  and  immunities  belonging  to  their  office,  and 
which  are  allowed  to  the  confuls  general,  confuls, 
and  vice  confuls  of  the  moft  favoured  nation. 

VII.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  his  Brix 
tannic  Majefly  to  profecute  their  debtors  in  France, 
for  the  recovery  of  debts  contracted  in  the  dominions* 
of  his  faid  Majefly,  or  elfewhere,  in  Europe,  and  ' 
there  to  bring  aftions  againfl  them,  in  conformity  to 
the  practice  of  law  in  ufe  in  the  kingdom :  provided 
that  there  fhall  be  the  like  ufage,  in  favour  of  French 
fubjedts,  in  the  European  dominions  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly. 

VIII.  The  articles  of  the  prefent  convention  fhall 
be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  his  Britannic  Majefly, 
and  by  his  mofl  Chriflian  Majefty,  in  one  month,  or 
fboner,  if  it  can  be  done,  after  the  exchange  of  fig- 
natures  between  the  Plenipotentiaries. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  Miniflers  Plenipotentiary 
have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  havQ 
caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  fet  thereto.

.  DIFFICULTIES  having  arifen  in  the  Eaft  In- 
dies,  relative  to  the  meaning  and  extent  of  the  thir- 
teenth article  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  figned  at  Ver- 
failles .the  third  of  September,  one  thoufand  fcvcn 
hundred  and  eighty- three,  his  Britannic  Majefty  an4 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  with  a  view  to  remove 
every  caufe  of  difpute  between  their  refpedive  fub- 
]t&.%  in  that  part  of  the  world,  have  thought  proper  to 
make  a  particular  convention,  which  may  fervc  as  an 
explanation  of  the  thirteenth  article  above-mentioned : 
in  this  view,  their  faid  Majefties  have  named  for  their 
reipeftive  Plenipotentiaries,  to  wic,  on  the  part  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  William  Eden,  Efq;  Privy  Coun- 
fellor  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Member  of  the 
Britifti  Parliament,  and  his  Envoy  Extraordinary  and 
Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty ;  and  on  the  part  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcft}% 
the  Sieur  Armand  Made,  Count  de  Montmorin  de  St. 
Herem,  Marftial  of  his  Camps  and  Forces,  Counfel- 
lor  in  all  his  Councils,  Knight  of  his  Orders,  and  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State, 
and  of  his  Commands  and  Finances,  having  the  de- 
partment of  foreign  affairs  j  who,  after  having  com- 
municated to  each  other  their  refpeftive  full  powers, 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

I.  His  Britannic  Majefty  again  engages  "to  take 
fuch  meafures  as  fliall  be  in  his  power  for  fecuring 
to  the  fubjefts  of  France  a  fafe,  free,  and  independ- 
ant  trade,  (iich  as  was  carried  on  by  the  French  Eaft 
India  Company,"  and  as  is  explained  in  the  follow- 
ing articles,  "  whether  they  exercife  it  individually,  or 
"  as  a  company,"  as  well  in  the  Nabobftiip  of  Arcor, 
and  the  countries  of  Madura  and  Tanjorc,  as  in  the 
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provinces  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  Orixa,  the  Northern 
Circars,  and  in  general  in  all  the  Britifh  poflcffions  oh 
the  co^s  of  Orixa,  Coromandel,  and  Malabar. 

II.  In  order  to  prevent  all  abiifes  and  difputes  rela- 
tive to  the  importation  of  fait,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
French  fhall  not  import  annually  into  Bengal  more 
than  two  hundred  thoufand  maunds  of  fait :  the  fai'd 
fait  fhall  be  delivered  at  a  place  of  depofit  appointed 
for  that  purpofe  by  the  government  of  Bengal,  and  to 
officers  of  the  faid  government,  at  the  fixed  price  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  rupees  for  every  hundred 
maunds. 

III.  There  fhall  be  delivered  annually  for  the 
French  commerce,  upon  the  demand  of  the  French 
agent  in  Bengal,  eighteen  thoufand  maunds  of  falt- 
petre,  and  three  hundred  chefts  of  opium,  at  the  price 
eftablifhed  before  the  late  war. 

IV.  The  fix  antient  faftories,  namely,  Chanderna- 
gore,  Coffimbuzar,  Dacca,  Jugdea,  Balafore,  and  Pao- 
na,  with  the  territories  belonging  to  the  faid  faftories, 
fhall  be  under  the  protection  of  the  French  flag,  and 
fubjeft  to  the  French  jurifdiclion. 

V.  France  fhall  alfo  have  pofTefTion  of  the  ancient 
houfes  of  Soopore,  Kecrpoy,  Cannicole,  Mohunpore, 
Serampore,  and  Chittagong,  as  well  as  the  dependen- 
cies on  Soopore,  viz.  Gautjurat,  AUende,  Chintzabad, 
Patorcha,  Monepore,  and  Dolobody ;  and  fhall  fur- 
ther have  the  faculty  of  eftablifhing  new  houfes  of 
commerce ;  but  none  of  the  faid  houfes  fhall  have  any 
jurifdidlion,  or  any  exemption  from  the  ordinary  juf^ 
tice  of  the  country  exercifed  over  Britifh  fubjefts. 

VI.  His  Britannic  Majefly  engages  to  take  mea- 
fures  to  fecure  to  French  fubjcfts  without  the  limits 
of  the  ancient  faftories  above-mentioned,  an  exa6t 
and  impartial  adminiftration  of  juftice,  in  all  matters 
concerning  their  perfons  or  pioperties,  or  the  carry- 
ing on  their  trade,  in  the  fame  manner  and  as  effec- 
tually as  to  his  own  fubjefts. 

N  n  4  VII.  All 
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VII.  Ail  Europeans,  as  well  as  natives,  againft 
whom  judicial  proceedings  (hall  be  inftituted,  within 
the  linnits  of  the  ancient  faftories  above-mentioned, 
for  offences  committed,  or  debts  contrafted,  within 
the  faid  limits,  and  who  (hall  take  refuge  out  of  the 
fame,  fhall  be  delivered  up  to  the  chiefs  of  the  faid 
fafborjes :  and  all  Europeans,  or  others  whoibever, 
againft  whom  judicial  proceedings  fhall  be  inflituted, 
without  the  laid  limits,  and  who  fhall  take  refiige 
within  the  fame,  fhall  be  delivered  up  by  the  chiefs  of 
the  faid  faftories,  upon  demand  being  mad^  of  them 
by  the  government  of  the  country. 

VIII.  All  the  fubjefts  of  either  nation  refpe^ively, 
who  fhall  take  refuge  within  the  factories  of  the  other, 
fhall  he  delivered  up  on  each  fide,  upon  demand  be- 
ing made  of  them. 

IX.  The  faftoiy  of  Yanam,with  its  dependencies, 
having,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  treaty  of  peace,  been 
delivered  up  by  Mr.  William  Hamilton,  on  the  part 
of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  to  Mr.  Peter  Paul  Martin, 
on  the  part  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  the  refli- 
tution  thereof  is  confirmed  by  the  prefcnt  convention, 
\n  the  terms  of  the  inflrument  bearing  date  the  feventh 
of  March,  one  thcufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
'live,  and  figned  by  Mef&s.  Hamilton  and  Martin. 

X.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  and 
confirmed  in  the  fpace  of  three  months,  or  fopner,  if 
it  can  be  done,  after  the  exchange  of  fignatures  be- 
^ccn  the  Plenipotentiaries. 

In  witnefe  whereof,  we,  Miniflers  Plenipotentiary, 
have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  have 
caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed 
thereto.

[The  following  is  the  Family  Compact,  which  is  re* 
ferred  to  in  the  Commercial  Treaty  1786,  between 
Great  Britain  and  France.] 

^be  Family  Compail  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  j  figned  at 

Paris,  Auguft  i^th,  1761. 

1 N  the  name  of  the  moft  holy  and  indivifible  Tri- 
nity, Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft.  Amen.  The 
ties  of  blood,  which  unite  the  two  monarchs  now 
reigning  in  France  and  Spain,  and  the  particular  fen- 
timents  which  have  animated  each  other,  of  which 
they  have  given  fo  many  proofs,  have  engaged  their 
moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic  Majefties  to  form,  and 
conclude  between  them,  a  treaty  of  friendlhip  and 
union,  under  d]e  tide  of  The  Family  Compaft  j  the 
principal  objeft  of  which  is  to  render  permanent  and 
indiyifible,  as  well  for  their  faid  Majefties,  as  for  their 
defcendants  and  fucceflbrs,  thofe  duties  which  are  the 
natural  confequences  of  confanguinity  and  friendlhip. 
The  intention  of  their  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  in  contrafting  the  engagements  formed  by 
this  treaty,  is  to  perpetuate  in  their  pofterity  the  fen- 
timents  of  Lewis  XIV.  of  glorious  memory,  their 
common  and  auguft  great  grandfather ;  and  to  prc- 
ferve  for  ever  a  folemn  monument  of  their  reciprocal 
intereft,  which  ought  to  be  the  foundation  of  the 
views  of  dieir  courts,  and  of  the  pi'olperity  of  their 
royal  families. 

With  this  view,  and  to  attain  fo  agreeable  and  fa- 
lutary  an  end,  their  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefties have  given  their  full  powers,  /.  e.  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  to  the  Duke  de  Choifeul,  a  Peer  of 
France,  Knight  of  his  Orders,  and  Lieutenant  Gene- 
ral of  his  Majefty's  armies.  Governor  of  Tourainc, 
jiiigh  Steward  and  Superintendent  General^  and  Sc- 
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crctary  of  State  in  the  department  of  War  and  Fo- 
reign  Affairs;  and  his  Catholic  Majefty,  to  the  Mar- 
quis of  Grimaldi,  Gendeman  of  his  Bed-chamber, 
and  his  AmbaflTador  Extraordinary  to  his  moft  Chril- 
tian  Majefty;  who,  being  informed  of  the  dllpoCtions 
of  their  refpedi^e  Sovereigns,  and  after  having  coni- 
inunicated  their  credentials  to  each  other,  have  agreed 
to  the  foilowino;  articles : 

I.  Their  moft  Chriftian  and  Cadiolic  Majeflies  de- 
jckre,  that  in  confequence  of  their  intimate  ties  of  con- 
fanguinity  and  friendfhip,  and  the  union  they  contract 
by  the  prefent  treaty,  the  two  Crowns  will  hereafter 
confider  every  Power  as  their  common  enemy  who 
^all  become  fuch  to  cidier  of  them. 

II.  The  two  contradling  Kings  reciprocally  gua- 
ranty, in  the  moft  abfolutc  and  authentic  manner,  all 
the  cftates,  lands,  iflands,  and  places  which  they  pof- 
iefs  in  any  part  of  the  world  whatever,  without  any 
referve  or  exception ;  and  the  poffeflions,  the  objeft 
of  their  guaranty,  fhall  be  fixed  according  to  die  ac- 
tual ftate  in  which  they  ftiall  be  found,  as  fc)on  as  ei- 
ther of  the  two  Crowns  fhaii  be  at  peace  y/ith  all  other 
Powers. 

III.  Their  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic  Majefties 
•ant  the  fame  abfolute  and  authendc  guaranty  to  the 

ing  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  and  to  the  Infant  Don  Phi- 
lip, Duke  of  Parma,  for  ail  the  eftates,  territories^ 
and  places  which  they  poffefs ;  provided  that  his  Si- 
cilian Majefty,  and  the  faid  Infant  Duke  of  Parma,  alio 
guaranty,  on  their  part,  all  the  cftates  and  pofleffions 
of  their  moft  Chriftian  and  Cariiolic  Majefties. 

IV.  Though  the  inviolable  and  mutual  guaranty,  to 
which  their  moft  Chriftian  and  Cadiolic  Majefties  bind 
themfelves,  ought  to  be  fupported  with  all  their 
power,  and  though  their  Majefties  thus  underftand  it, 
according  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  this  treaty, 
that  whoever  attacks  one  crowfjy  attacks  the  other y  yet 
the  two  oontrading  parties  have  thought  it  proper  to 

afcertain 
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^fcertain  the  firft  fuccours,  which  the  Power  requefted 
ihall  be  obliged  to  furnifh  to  the  Power  requeftiiig. 

V.  The  two  Kings  have  ^reed,  that  the  crown' 
requefted  to  furni/h  Ibccours  fhall,  within  three  months 
^fter  fuch  requifition,  have  twelve  Ihips  of  the  line^ 
and  fix  armed  fi  igates,  in  one  or  more  of  its  ports,  at 
the  entire  difpcfition  of  the  requeftjng  court. 

VI.  The  Power  requefted  (hall  have  ready,  v/ithii| 
the  fpace  of  three  months,  at  the  difpofition  of  the 
Power  requefting,'  iS^coo  foot,  and  6,000  horfe,  if 
France  fhall  be  the  Power  requefted ;  and  if  Spain 
be  the  Power  requefted,  10,000  foot,  and  2,000 
horfe.  In  this  difference  of  number,  attention  muft 
be  paid  to  the  greater  number  of  forces  aftually  kept 
on  foot  in  France  than  in  Spain ;  but  if  it  ftiould  at 
any  time  fo  happen,  that  the  number  of  forces  kept  on 
foot  by  them  ftiall  be  equal,  then  the  obligation  ftiall 
alfo  be  equal  to  furnifti  reciprocally  the  fame  nimiber* 
The  Power  requefted  engages  to  afTemble  the  ftipu- 
Jated  fuccours,  and  to  place  them  in  fuch  fituations 
(without  immediate  marching  them  out  of  the  king- 
dom) as  the  party  requefting  fhall  appoint,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  the  mqre  readily  employed  in  the 
fervices  for  which  the  faid  troops  were  demanded  j  and 
when,  to  gjjin  fjach  pla^re  of  deftination,  a  pafTage  by 
iea,  or  marches  by  land,  may  be  neceffary,  the  expenccs 
thereof  fhall  be  borne  by  the  Power  requefted,  to 
whom  the  faid  fuccours  properly  belong. 

VII.  As  to  what  regards  the  difference  in  the  faid 
number  of  troops  to  be  furniflied,  his  Catholic  Ma'- 
jefty  excepts  the  cafe  wherein  they  may  be  found  ne* 
ceffary  to  defend  the  pofTeflions  of  the  King  of  the 
Two  Sicilies,  his  Ton,  or  thofe  of  the  Infant  Duke  of 
Parma,  his  brother ;  fo  that  freely  acknowledging  the 
preference,. which  the  ties  of  blood  and  kindred  impofe 
pn  him,  then  the  Catholic  King,  in  thofe  two  circum«r 
fiances,  promifes  to  furnifli  the  fuccours  of  18,000 
foot  and  6,000  horfe,  and  even  to  employ  all  his  forces, 
widiout  claiming  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcfty  any 

more 
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more  than  the  number  of  troops  above  Ipccified,  and 
fuch  other  efforts  as  his  tender  friendfliip  for  the 
Princes  of  his  own  blood  nnay  induce  him  to  cj^ert  in 
their  favour. 

VIII.  His  moft  Chriftian  Majefly  excepts  alfo,  on 
his  part,  the  wars  he  may  engage  in,  either  as  princi- 
pal or  auxiliary,  in  confequence  of  the  engagementi 
he  has  contraAed  by  the  treaty  of  Weflphalia,  and 
other  alliances  with  the  German  and  other  Northcru 
Powers;  and,  confidering  that  the  faid  wars  can  in  no 
Planner  interfere  with  the  crown  of  Spain,  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  promifes  not  to  demand  any  aflift- 
ance  from  his  Catholic  Majefty,  unlcfe  fome  ma- 
ritime Powers  fhould  take  part  in  the  faid  wars,  or 
that  the  event  Ihould  be  fo  unfavourable  to  France, 
that  ihe  Ihould  be  attacked  by  land  in  her  own  terri-r 
tories;  then,  in  this  laft  cafe,  his  Catholic  Majefty 
promifes  to  furnifli  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  with- 
out any  exception,  not  only  with  the  faid  10,000  foot 
and  2,000  horfe,  but  even,  in  cafe  of  neceffity,  with 
18,000  foot  and  6,000  horfe,  being  the  number  fti-i 
puiated  to  be  furniftied  for  the  ufe  of  the  Catholic 
King,  by  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty;  his  Catholic 
Majefty  engaging,  in  fuch  cafe,  to  pay  no  regard  to 
the  disproportion  between  the  land  forces  of  France 

'  and  thofe  of  Spain, 

IX.  The  requefting  Power  ftiall  be  permitted  to 
fend  one  or  more  commiffaries,  chofen  from  among 
Jtheir  own  fubjefts,  in  order  to  affure  themfelves,  that 

'  the  Power  requefted  has  collefted,  within  the  three 
months  from  the  time  of  requifition,  in  one  or  more 
of  their  ports,  twelve  ftiips  of  the  line  and  fix  armed 
frigates,  as  well  as  the  ftipulated  number  of  land 
forces,  ready  to  march. 

X.  The  faid  ftiips,  frigates,  and  troops,  (halt  aft 
agreeably  to  the  will  of  the  Power  that  (hall  have  oc* 
cafion  for  and  demand  them ;  and  the  Power  re- 
quefted ftiall  be  allowed  to  make  no  more  than  one 

reprelcntadoii 
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reprefentation  concerning  the  motives  or  objefts  to 
which  the  laid  land  and  fea  forces  are  deftined* 

XI.  What  is  above  agreed  upon  fhall  immediatel/ 
take  placp,  as  often  as  the  requefting  Power  fhall  de- 
nnand  fuccours  for  any  ofFenfive  or  dcfenfive  enterprize^ 
either  by  land  or  fea,  and  it  muft  be  underftood  in  fuch 
cafe,  that  the  ftiips  and  frigates  of  the  requefted  Power 
fliall  be  CoUefted  in  fome  port  of  its  dofninions,  fince 
it  fhall  then  be  fuiBcient  that  the  land  and  fea  forces 
are  in  readinefs  in  thofe  ports  of  their  kingdoms  which 
fliall  be  appointed  by  the  requefting  Power,  as  moft 
convenient  to  its  intentionju 

XII.  The  demand  which  one  of  the  rwo  Sovereigns 
(hall  make  of  the  other,  for  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by 
the  prefect  treaty,  fliall  be  fufficient  to  conftitute  the 
nec.eflity  of  one  party,  and  the  obligation  of  the  other 
to  flirnifli  the  faid  fuccours,  without  being  obliged  to 
enter  into  any  explication  whatever,  nor,  under  any  pre- 
tence, to  elude  die  moft  fpeedy  and  perfeft  execution 
of  this  engagement. 

XIII.  In  confequence  of  die  preceding  article,  no 
difcuflion  of  the  offenfive  or  defcnfive  cafe  fliall  take 
place,  with  refpeft  to  furnifliing  the  twelve  fliips,  the 
fix  frigates,  .and  the  land  troops,  fince  thofe  forces  arc 
to  be  confidered,  iil  all  points,  three  months  after  the 
requtfition,  as  properly  belonging  to  the  Power  that 
fliall  requeft  them. 

•  XIV.  The  Power  that  fliall  furnifli  thefe  fuccours, 
whether  in  fliips  and  frigates,  or  in  troops,  fliall  pay 
them,  wherever  its  ally  fliall  call  them  to  aft,  as  if  thofe 
forces  were  diredtiy  employed  in  their  own  fervicc ; 
and  the  requefting  Power  fliall  be  obliged,  whether 
the  faid  fliips,  fiigates,  or  troops  remain  a  fliort  or 
long  time  in  their  ports,  to  fupply  them  with  every 
thing  neceflfary,  at  the  fame  price  as  if  they  properly 
belonged  to  them,  and  to  allow  them  the  fame  pre- 
rogatives and  privileges  as  their  own  troops  enjoy.  Ic 
is  agreed,  that  in  no  cafe  the  faid  fliips  or  troops  fliall 
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be  at  the  expence  of  the  Power  to  whom  they  arc 
fent>  and  that  they  (hall  be  at  their  difpofition  during 
the  war  in  which  they  fhall  be  employ ed* 

XV.  Their  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic  Majefties 
.  oblige  themielves  to  keep  compleat  and  welt  armed 

the  fhips,  frigates^  and  troops  which  their  Majefties 
fhall  reciprocally  furnifh;  fo  that,  as  foon  as  the  Power 
requefted  (hall  furnifh  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the 
fifth  and  fixth  articles  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fuch  Power 
fhall  arm  in  its  ports  a  number  of  fhips^  ftifficient 
immediately  to  replace  fuch  as  may  be  left  by  the 
events  of  war  or  the  dangers  of  tht  fea ;  the  fame 
Power  fhall  be  equally  prepared  to  recruit  and  make 
the  neceflary  reparations  in  the  land  troops  it  fhall 
furnifli. 

XVI.  The  luccours  ftipulated  in  the  prece^ng  ar- 
ticles, according  to  the  time  and  rftanner  fpecified, 
fhould  be  confidered  as  an  obligation  of  the  ties  of 
Wood  and  friendfhip,  and  as  an  intimate  union,-  which* 
the  two  contrafting  Monarchs  defire  to  perpetuate 
among  their  defendants ;  and  thefe  ftipulated  fuc- 
cours ihall  be  the  leaft  which  the  Power  requefted 
fhall  give  to  the  other  in  cafe  of  neceffity :  but,  as  the 
intention  of  the  two  Kings  is,  that  a  war,  beginning 
by  or  againft  one  of  the  two  Crowns,  ougnt  to  intereft 
the  other,  it  is  agreed,  that  when  the  two  Kings  fhaU 
find  themfelves  engaged  in  a  war  againft  the  fame 
enemy  or  enemies,  the  obligation  of  the  faid  ftipu- 
lated fuccours  fliall  ceafe,  and  inftead  diereof  the  two 
Crowns  oblige  themfelves  to  make  war  conjointly,  and 
to.  employ  all  their  forces  therein ;  and  for  this  purpofe^ 
the  two  high  contrafting  parties  will  then  enter  into, 
particular  agreements,  relative  to  the  circumftances  of 
the  war  in  which  diey  fhall  find  themfelves  engaged  9 
they  will  reciprocally  join  in  their  eflForts  and  refpedtivc 
advantages,  as  alfo  in  their  plans  and  military  and 
political  operations  j  and,  thefc  agreements  being  made, 
the  two  Kings  will  conjointly  execute  them  with  one 
common  and  perfedh  accord.

.  XVII.  Their  moft  Chriftianand  Catholic  Majefties 
engage  and  promifc,  in  cafe  they  fhall  find  themfeJves 
engaged  in  a  war,  neither  to  liilen  to  nor  make  any 
propofitions  of  peace,  neither  to  treat  nor  conclude  any 
thing  >¥ith  their  enemy  or  enemies,  but  by  mutual  and 
common  confent  and  agreement,  and  reciprocally  to 
communicate  every  thing  that  fliall  come  to  their 
knowledge,  interefting  to  the  two  Crowns,  and  in  par- 
ticular on  the  terms  of  peace;  fo  that  in  war  as  in 
peace,  each  of  the  two  Crowns  fhall  regard  as  his  own 
intercft  that  of  his  ally. 

XVIII.  In  conformity  to  diis  principle,  and  the  en- 
gagement contrafted  in  confequence  thereof,  their  moft 
Chriftian  and  Catholic  Majefties  have  agreed,  that  when 
they  ftiall  terminate  by  peace  the  war  they  ftiall  have 
fupported  in  common,  they  will  balance  the  advan- 
tages v/hich  one  cf  the  two  Powers  may  have  received, 
againft  the  lofles  of  the  other  -,  fo  that,  on  the  condi- 
tions of  peace,  as  in  the  operations  of  war,  the  two 
Monarchs  of  France  and  Spain,  throughout  tlie  extent 
of  their  Empire,  fhall  be'confidered,  and  will  aft,  as 
if  they  formed  but  one  and  the  fame  Power. 

XIX.  The  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  having  the 
lame  ties  of  blood  and  friendfhip,  and  the  fgme  in- 
terefts,  which  intimately  unite  their  mofl  Chriftian  and 
Catholic  Majefties,  his  Catholic  Majcfly  ftipulates  for 
the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  his  fon,  and  obliges 
himfelf  to  make  him  ratify,  as  well  for  himfelf,  as  his 
defcendants  for  ever,  all  the  articles  of  the  prefent 
treaty;  and,  *as  to  what  regards  the  proportion  of  fuc- 
cours  to  be  furnifhed  by  h^s  Sicilian  Majefly,  they 
Ihall  be  fettled  in  his  aft  of  accefTion  to  the  laid  treaty, 
according  to  the  extent  of  his  pov/er. 

XX.  Their  moft  Chriftian,  Catholic,  and  Sicilian 
Majefties  engage,  not  only  to  concur  in  the  mainte- 
nance and  fplendor  of  their  kingdoms,  in  their  prefent 
ftate,  but  alfb  to  fupport,  on  every  occafion  whatever, 
the  dignity  and  rights  of  their  Houfes ;  fo  tliat  each 
Prince,  v/ho  fhall  have  the  honour  to  defcend  from  the 
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fame  blood,  may  be  aflured  at  all  times  of  the  protec- 
tion and  afliftance  of  three  Crowns. 

XXI.  The  prefent  treaty  being  to  be  confidcrcd> 
as  hath  been  already  announced  in  the  preamble,  as  a 
Pamily  CompaSl  between  all  the  branches  of  the  auguft 
Houfe  of  Bourbon,  no  other  Power,  but  thole  of  that 
Houfe,  can  be  invited  or  admitted  to  accede  thereta 

XXII.  The  ftrift  friendlhip  which  unites  the  con- 
trafting  Monarchs,  and  the  engagements  they  take  by 
this  treaty,  determine  them  alfo  to  ftiptilate,  that  their 
dominions  and  refpeftive  fubjefts  fhall  partake  of  the 
advantages,  and  of  the  union  eftablifhed  between 
thofe  Sovereigns ;  and  their  Majefties  promile  not  to 
fufFer,  in  any  cafe,  nor  under  any  pretence  whatever, 
their  faid  fubjedls  to  do  or  undertake  any  thing  con- 
trary to  that  perfedt  correfpondence  which  ought  invi- 
olably to  fubfift  between  the  three  Crowns. 

XXIII.  The  more  efFeftually  to  prefervc  this  har- 
mony, and  thefe  reciprocal  advantages  between  the 
fubjefts  of  the  two  Crowns,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  Spa- 
niards Ihall  no  longer  be  confidercd  as  foreigners  in 
France ;  and  confequently  his  moft  Chriftian  Majeftjr 
engages  to  abolifh,  in  their  favour,  the  right  of  efchcat- 
age,  io  that  they  may  difpofc  by  will,  donations,  or 
otherwife,  of  all  their  effcfts,  without  exception,  of 
what  nature  foever,  which  they  poflefs  in  his  kingdom, 
and  which  their  heirs,  fubjefts  of  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
refident  in  France  or  ellewhere,  Ihall  have  power  to 
receive  as  their  inheritance,  even  where  no  will  is  made, 
either  by  themfelves,  their  attornies,  or  particular  order 
(though  they  may  not  have  obtained  letters  of  natu- 
ralization) and  convey  them  out  of  his  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty 's  dominions,  not\^ithftanding  all  the  laws, 
edifts,  ftauites,  cuiloms,  or  rights  to  the  contrary, 
which  his  moft  Chrillian  Majefty  hereby  annuls,  as  far 
as  is  neceflary.  His  Catholic  Majefty  engages,  on  his 
part,  to  grant  the  fame  privileges,  and  in  the  lame 

manner^ 
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manner,  in  every  part  of  his  dominions  in  Europe,  to 
all  the  French  fubjeds  of  his  nooft  Chriftian  Majefty, 
vith  nefpeft  to  the  free  difpofal  of  the  eflfe6b  they 
ihallpoifefs  in  any  part  of  the  Spaniih  nionarchy;  fo 
that  the  fubjedb  of  the  two  crowns  fliajl  be  generally 
treatr^i^  (in  what  regards  this  article)  in  both  domi- 
nion'?^ as  die  proper  and  natural  fubjefts  of  the  Power 
in  whofe  territories  they  refide.  Every  thing  above- 
feid,  re^fting  the  abolirion  of  the  right  of  cfcheat- 
iage,  and  the  advantages  which  the  French  are  to  enjoy 
in  the  Spanifh  dominions  in  Europe,  and  the  Spa- 
niards in  France,  is  granted  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  King 
of  the  Two  Sicilies,  who  fhall  be  comprifed  under  the 
fame  condition  in  this  article;  and  the  fubjefls  of  their 
moft  Chriftian  and  Cadiolic  Majcfties  fhall  reciprocally 
enjoy  the  fame  exemption  and  advantages  in  the  do- 
minions of  his  Sicilian  Majefty. 

XXIV.  The  fubjefts  of  the  high  contrafting  par* 
ties  ihall  be  treated,  with  refped  to  commerce  and 
duties^  in  each  of  the  two  kingdoms  in  Europe,  as  the 
proper  fubjefts  of  the  country  in  which  they  live  or 
refort  to;  fo  that  the  Spanifti  flag  fhall  enjoy  in  France 
the  fame  rights  and  prerogatives  as  the  French  flag ; 
and,  in  like  manner,  the  French  flag  fhall  be  treated 
in  Spain  with  the  fame  favour  as  the  Spanifh  flag. 
The  fubjefts  of  the  two  njonarchies,  in  declaring  their 
merchandizes,  fhall  pay  the  fame  duties  as  fhall  be 
paid  by  die  natives.  The  importation  and  exportation 
Ihall  be  equally  free  to  them  as  to  the  natural  fubjefts; 
neither  fhaH  they  pay  any  other  duty  than  what  fhaH 
be  received  from  the  natural  fubjefts  of  die  Sove- 
reign, nor  any  goods  be  liable  to  confifcation,  but  fuch 
as  are  prohibited  to  the  natives  themfelves;  and  as  to 
what  concerns  thefe  objects,  all  interior  treaties,  con- 
ventions, or  engagements  between  the  two  monarchies, 
are  hereby  aboiifhed.  And  farther,  that  no  other  fo- 
reign Power  fhall  enjoy  in  Spain,  any  more  dian  in 
France,  any  privileges  more  advantageous  than  thofe 
of  the  two  nations  i  the  fame  rules  fhall  be  obferved 
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in  both  France  and  Spain,  with  regard  to  the  flag 
and  fubjcfts  of  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  j  and  his 
Sicilian  Majefty  fliall  reciprocally  caufe  tobc  obferved 
the  fame,  with  relpeft  to  the  flag  and  fubjedb  of  the 
Crowns  of  France  and  Spain. 

XXV.  If  the  high  contrading  parties  fliall  ^here- 
after (:onclude  a  treaty  of  commerce  with  other  Powers, 
and  grant  them,  or  have  already  granted  them,  in  their 
ports  or  dominions,  the  treatment  granted  to  the  mofl; 
favoured  nation,  notice  fliall  be  given  to  the  iaid 
Powers,  that  the  treatment  of  Spaniards  in  France,  and 
in  the  Two  Sicilies,  of  Frenchmen  in  Spain,  and  in 
Jike  manner  in  the  Two  Sicilies,  and  of  Neapolitans 
and  Sicilians  in  France  and  Spain,  upon  the  fame  fix>t- 
ing,  is  excepted  in  tjiat  reipeft,  and  ought  not  to  be 
quoted,  or  ferve  as  an  example,  their  moft  Chrif- 
tian.  Catholic,  and  Sicilian  Majeft:ies  being  unwilling 
that  any  other  nation  fliould  partake  of  thofe  privileges 
which  they  judged  convenient  for  the  reciprocal  enjoy- 
ment of  their  rclpeftive  fubjefts. 

XXVI .  The  high  contrafting  parties  will  recipro- 
cally confide  in  all  the  alliances  which  they  fliall  here- 
after form,  and  the  negotiations  they  fliall  engage  in, 
clpecially  llich  as  fliall  have  any  influence  on  their 
common  interefts  j  and,  confequendy,  their  moft  Chrif- 
tian.  Catholic,  and  Sicilian  Majefties  will  order  all 
0ieir  refpeftive  minifters,  that  they  endeavour,  in  the 
other  courts  of  Europe,  to  maintain  among  them- 
felves  the  moft  perfeft  harmony  and  entire  confidence, 
that  every  ft:ep  taken  in  the  name  of  either  of  the  three 
Crowns,  may  tend  to  their  glory  and.common  advan- 
tages, and  be  a  conftant  pledge  of  the  intimacy  which 
their  laid  Majefties  would  for  ever  eftablifli  among 
them. 

XXVII.  The  delicate  objeft.  of  precedence  in  pub-^- 
lie  afts,  employments,  and  ceremonies,  is  often  an 
obftacle  to  good  harmony  and  the  intimate  confidence 
which  ought  to  be  fupported  between  the  rclpectivt 
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Minifters  of  France  and  Spain^  becaufe  fuch  conten- 
tions, whatever  method  may  be  taken  to  flop  them, 
indiipofe  the  mind.  Thefe  naturally  arofe  when  the 
two  Crowns  belonged  to  Princes  of  two  different 
Houfes ;  but  how  (and  at  all  times  hereafter)  and  as 
long  as  Providence  has  determined  to  maintain  on  the 
two  thrones  Sovereigns  of  the  fame  Houfe,  it  is  not 
agreeable  that  there  ihould  fubfift  between  them  a 
continual  occafion  for  altercation  and  difcontent;  their 
moft  Chriftian  and  Catholic  Majefties  have  therefore 
agreed  entirely  to  remove  that  occafion,  in  determin- 
ing, as  an  invariable  rule  to  their  Minifters,  inverted 
with  the  fame  charafter  in  foreign  courts,  as  well  as 
in  thofe  of  the  family  (for  fuch  now  certainly  are  thofe 
of  Naples  and  Parma)  that  the  Minifters  of  the  chief 
Monarch  of  the  Houfe  Ihall  always  have  the  prece- 
dence in  every  aft,  employment,  or  ceremony  what- 
ever, which  precedence  ihall  be  regarded  as  the  con- 
fequence  of  the  advantage  of  birth;  and  that,  in  all 
other  courts,  the  Minifter  (whether  of  France  or 
Spain)  who  ihall  laft  arrive,  or  whofe  refidence  ihall 
be  more  recent,  ihall  give  place  to  the  Minifter  of  the 
other  Crown,  and  of  the  fame  charafter,  who  Ihall 
have  arrived  firft,  or  whofe  refidence  ihall  have  been 
prior,  fo  that  henceforth,  in  that  refpeft,  diere  will  be 
a  certain  and  brotherly  alternative,  to  which  no  other 
Power  can  be  fubjeft,  nor  ihall  be  admitted,  feeing 
that  this  arrangement,  which  is  equally  a  confcquencc 
of  the  prefent  Family  CompaSl^  would  ceafe,  if  the 
Princes  of  the  fame  Houfe  no  longer  filled  the  thrones 
of  the  two  monarchies,  and  that  then  each  Crown 
would  refume  its  rights  or  pretenfions  to  precedence. 
It  is  agreed  alfo,  that  if,  by  accident,  the  Minifters  of 
the  two  Crowns  ihould  arrive  preciiely  at  the  fame 
time  in  any  other  court  than  that  of  the  family,  the 
Minifter  of  the  Sovereign  chief  of  the  Houfe  ihall 
take  place  of  the  Minifter  of  the  Sovereign  who  is  a 
junior  of  the  fame  Houfe. 

XXVIII.  The 
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XXVIII.  The  prcfcnt  treaty,  or  familycompajft^iU 
be  ratified,  and  the  ratification  exchsmgcd  within  tk 
foace  of  one  month,  or  fooner  if  may  be,  to  be  reckood 
from  the  day  of  the  figning  of  the  laid  treaty.
